REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Alonzo  B.  Coen^ell,  Governor  : 

Sib:  —  By  the  law  to  establish  the  State  Board  of  Health,  passed 
May  18, 1880,  the  Board  is  required  to  report  to  you  upon  the  vital 
statistics,  sanitary  condition,  and  prospects  of  the  State,  and  to  com'- 
inanicate  sach  other  information,  and  suggest  such  legislative  action 
and  precautions  as  shall  be  deemed  proper  for  the  protection  of  life 
and  health. 

The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  provided  by  law,  pro- 
ceeded to  organize  their  ofiGicial  duties  immediately  upon  taking  the 
oath  of  office,  the  29th  of  May. 

ORGAKIZATIOlSr  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Membership.  — The  law  creating  the  Board  provides  that  three  Stato 
Commissioners  of  Health,  the  Attorney-General,  the  Superintendent  of 
State  Survey,  the  Health  Officer  of  the  port  of  New  York,  also  three 
other  persons  designated  and  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  who  al- 
ready are  commissioners  of  health  in  organized  boards  of  health  in 
cities,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
The  organization  of  this  Board  was  effected  on  the  29th  of  May,  by  the 
unanimous  election  of  Dr.  Edward  M.  Moore,  of  Rochester,  President, 
and  Dr.  Elisha  Harris,  of  New  York,  Secretary.  Having  thus  begun  its 
organization,  the  Board  convened  again  on  the  5th  of  June,  and  adopted 
the  following  by-laws,  and  arranged  a  plan  of  duty  in  which  all  members 
were  to  participate,  their  labors  being  distributed  among  seven  stand- 
ing committees. 

By-Laws,  Standikq  Committees,  etc. 

First,  The  constitution  of  the  Board  is  the  law  to  establish  a  State 
Board  of  Health,  passed  May  18,  1880. 

Second.  In  conducting  the  business  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
the  rules  of  the  Assembly  of  New  York,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be 
observed. 

Third.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May. 
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Fourth.  The  quarterly  meetings  shall  be  held  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  August,  November  and  February,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee. 

Fifth.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary, 
upon  a  request  in  writing  signed  by  five  members. 

Sixth.  The  Secretary  shall  file  all  papers,  communications  and  re- 
ports addressed  to  the  Board,  or  to  him  as  Secretary,  and  shall  acknowl- 
edge the  same.  Such  papers  or  other  matter  as  may  be  deemed  proper 
for  the  purpose,  he  shall  forward  to  the  chairman  of  the  appropriate 
committee,  after  filing  the  titles  and  memoranda,  which  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Secretar/s  oflSce.  He  shall  record  all  accounts  of  ex- 
penditures ordered  or  made  by  the  Board  and  its  several  members,  and 
shall,  before  presenting  any  bill,  account  or  voucher  to  the  Comptroller, 
cause  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  have  stamped  upon  each  such  voucher,  account  or  bill, 
the  audit  and  date,  as  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee  shall  pro- 
vide. 

Seventh.  With  the  approval  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Commit- 
tee, the  Secretary  shall  make  requisition  upon  the  Comptroller  for 
such  stationery,  printed  forms,  clerical  labor,  apartments  and  furni- 
ture as  shall  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

Eighth.  No  purchases  shall  be  made,  or  expenditure  incurred,  except 
by  order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee; 
and  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee  shall  not  have  power  to 
incur  any  indebtedness  beyond  the  amount  appropriated  by  law. 

Ninth.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  and  the  President  and  the 
Secretary  shall  be  members  ex  officio  of  the  Committees  : 

(1.)  An  Executive  and  Finance  Committee. 

(2.)  A  Sanitary  Committee. 

(3.)  A  Committee  on  Registration  and  Vital  Statistics. 

(4.)  A  Committee  on  Sanitary  Legislation,  Eules  and  Regulations. 

(5.)  A  Committee  on  External  and  Internal  Quarantine. 

(6.)  A  Committee  on  Public  Institutions. 

(7.)  A  Committee  on  Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Topography. 

Tenth.  Whenever  the  Governor  of  this  State,  under  section  8  of 
chapter  322,  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  shall  require  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  examine  into  nuisances  or  questions  affecting  life  and  health 
in  any  place,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appropriate  committee,  under 
these  by-laws,  to  take  charge  of  the  kind  of  nuisance  or  questions  affect- 
ing life  and  health,  as  complained  of,  and  said  commit  tee  shall  have  all 
the  necessary  powers  to  make  such  examination,  and  shall  report  the 


result  to  the  Governor  within  the  limits  of  the  time  which  ho  shall 
have  prescribed  for  such  examination  and  report,  and  it  shall  be  the 
datv  of  the  President  and  Secretary  to  whom  the  communications  of 
the  Gk>vernor  are  sent,  to  refer  the  same  immediately  to  such  commit- 
tee for  their  action. 

Meetings. 

The  annnal  and  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board  are  devoted  to 
current  business  and  orders.  Adjourned  and  special  meetings  are  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  the  duties  of  the  Board  and  the  interests  of 
public  health  require.  Such  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  in  Buffalo,  and  at  Albany.  An  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board  at  its  several  meetings  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Public  Health  Laws. 

In  the  earlier  years  of  legislation  in  the  State  of  New  York,  even 
in  Colonial  laws^  the  duty  of  guarding  the  public  health  and  pro- 
tecting hfe  has  been  emphatically  expressed  in  statutes,  and  by  the 
endowment  of  local  authorities  with  power  to  organize  sanitary 
regulations  in  cities  and  towns.  The  intelligence,  public  spirit  and 
commercial  necessities  of  this  State  have  from  an  early  period  in  its  his- 
tory required,  and  by  law  provided,  that  contagious  and  pestilential  dis- 
eases shall  be  so  separated  and  quarantined  as  to  save  the  community 
at  large  from  exposure  to  them.  The  Quarantine  Laws  of  New  York 
are  remarkable  and  instructive  examples  in  this  respect. 

The  spread  of  contagious  fevers,  small-pox  and  pestilent  infection 
has  been  guarded  against  at  the  port  of  New  York  with  peculiar 
care  ever  since  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  war.  The  quarantine 
system  of  this  State,  as  it  was  formerly  administered,  may  have  fostered 
the  erroneous  idea  that  only  the  few  diseases  which  were  specified  in 
the  laws  needed  to  be  guarded  against ;  but,  as  at  present  administered, 
the  quarantine  regulations  at  the  port  of  New  York  contribute  to 
the  protection  of  this  State  and  of  the  entire  country  against  pestilen- 
tial contagions  incident  to  immigration  and  maritime  commerce.  Yet 
the  preventable  causes  of  sickness  and  death  which  are  found  in  all 
cities  and  populous  towns,  and  which  frequently  burst  into  activity  in 
unsuspected  places  in  the  rural  districts  no  less  than  in  cities,  are  of 
momentous  importance  to  the  people  who  are  exposed  to  them,  and 
they  bear  the  same  important  relation  to  the  people  of  the  city  and 
country  at  large  as  do  the  exotic  causes  of  disease.  Public  health 
laws  have  become  a  necessity  in  every  State  and  municipality,  and 
sanitary  regulations  are  necessary  for  every  town  and  village,  because 
there  are  sources  of  peril  from  various  diseases  and  from  causes  of  evil 
that  require  something  more  than  individual  efforts  to  secure  even

personal  and  domestic  health,  and  much  more  to  protect  the  public 
health. 

The  population  of  New  York  now  exceeds  5,200,000  of  people. 
Over  one-half  of  this  population  is  domiciled  in  our  24  cities,  and 
some  340  villages.  Each  city  and  incorporated  village  is  presumed  to 
have,  and  certainly  should  have,  a  local  hoard  of  health.  Most  of 
them,  however,  have  failed  to  organize  an  efficient  sanitary  system. 
Very  few  of  the  townships,  now  numbering  upwards  of  930,  maintain 
boards  of  health,  although  a  statute  providing  for  such  a  board  in 
every  town,  village  and  city,  has  been  in  existence  for  thirty  years. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  found  it  to  be  one  of  its  first  and 
chief  duties  to  ascertain  the  causes  for  the  neglect  to  organize  and 
maintain  local  boards  of  health,  and  it  has  at  the  same  time  caused  a 
careful  review  and  abstract  of  the  public  health  laws  of  the  State  to 
be  prepared  and  published  for  the  information  and  advice  required  in 
towns,  villages  and  cities,  in  order  to  secure  effectual  action  on  the 
part  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  as  well  as  to  incite  the  necessary 
inquiry  and  public  interest  among  the  people. 

Law  creating  the  State  Board  of  Health,  chapter  322,  Laws  of  1880. — 
This  law  defines  the  duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  places 
this  Board  in  immediate  correspondence  with  all  local  sanitary  authori- 
ties in  the  State.  It  recognizes  and  requires  that  records  of  popula- 
tion— registration  of  deaths,  births  and  marriages  —  and  the  record  of 
prevalent  diseases,  shall  be  organized  and  steadily  maintained  through- 
out the  State,  and  that  the  central  bureau  of  such  vital  statistics  shall 
be  provided  for  in  the  State  Capitol.  Therefore,  it  became  one  of  the 
first  duties  of  the  Board  to  lay  the  foundation  for  this  important 
branch  of  the  State  sanitary  system. 

Chapter  512,  Laws  of  1880,  and  cJiapter  152  of  1847. — These  laws, 
which  s|>ecifically  define  the  duties  of  city,  town,  village  and  county 
authorities  in  relation  to  the  records  of  deaths,  births  and  marriages, 
have  been  duly  explained  and  distributed  to  13,500  local  officials,  who 
are  to  be  held  responsible  for  compliance  with  them.  These  two 
statutes,  and  chapter  322  of   1880,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Manvul  of  laws  relating  to  public  health.  —  The  Board  has  found  it 
necessary  to  prepare  a  compendium  of  the  laws  relating  to  public 
health,  and  a  brief  outline  of  model  sanitary  ordinances,  regulations 
and  orders  adapted  to  the  use  of  local  boards  of  health  in  this  State. 
In  completing  this  important  work,  the  expert  aid  of  Wm.  Packer 
Prentice,  Esq.,  counselor  to  the  New  York  City  Health  Department,  has 
been  associated  with  the  constant  counsels  of  the  Attorney-General  of 
the  State. 

To  aid  all  health  officers  and  other  local  authorities  to  organize  their 
own  duties,  and  lay  the  foundation  for  practical  cooperation  with  the 
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State  Board  of  Health  and  with  each  other,  it  has  been  found  neces- 
sary to  prepkre  the  way  for  correct  and  efficient  applications  of  existing 
laws  relating  to  the  protection  of  health  and  life,  and  to  this  end  the 
Manual  and  model  scheme  of  sanitary  ordinances  and  regulations  above 
mentioned  has  been  placed  within  reach  of  every  community  in  the 
State,  by  the  wide  distribution  that  has  been  given  to  them. 

This  Board,  having  found  all  these  laws  which  relate  to  public 
health,  in  existence,  and  without  arrangement  and  codification,  may 
soon  have  occasion  to  suggest  to  the  Legislature  certain  amendments, 
and, probably,  some  additional  and  simplified  laws  to  meet  urgent  sani- 
tary necessities.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sanitary 
Legislation,  Rules  and  Eegulations,  found  in  a  subsequent  section  of  this 
report,  presents  this  subject  with  appropriate  suggestions. 

The  legal  determination  and  official  description  and  judgment  of 
what  are  nuisances  against  health  must  be  regarded  as  of  the  greatest 
practical  importance  in  the  administration  of  public  health  laws.  By 
the  law  constituting  this  Board,  the  Oovernor  of  the  State  may, 
upon  the  report  of  the  Board,  certifying  the  existence  and  nature  of 
nuisances,  ^  declare  them  to  be  public  nuisances,  and  order  them  to 
be  changed  as  he  shall  direct,  or  abated  and  removed/'  This  Board 
has  only  begun  its  work  in  this  important  field.  Most  of  the  nui- 
sances which  it  has  described  and.  recommended  to  be  removed  and 
prevented,  are  such  as  readily  come  under  control  of  the  local  sanitary 
authorities  ;  and  were  the  local  boards  of  health  endowed  with  power 
both  to  determine  and  proceed  against  nuisances,  sanitary  improve- 
ment would  be  greatly  facilitated.  The  manual  of  laws  that  has  been 
distributed  for  the  benefit  of  local  authorities  will,  it  is  hoped, 
encourage  and  strengthen  atl  health  officers  in  their  duties  in  this 
respect. 

Reoistbatiok  op  Deaths,  Births  akd  Marbiaqes. — The  Bureau 

OF  Vital  Statistics. 

The  records  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  five  millions  of  people  and 
of  the  movements  of  this  population,  the  registry  of  their  mortality 
and  the  causes  of  death,  the  registry  of  prevalent  diseases  and  a  faithful 
record  of  all  births  and  marriages,  pertain  to  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Sta- 
tistics. The  necessities  of  sanitary  service,  and  the  interests  of  commu- 
nities considered  socially  and  physiologically,  alike  require  that  this  reg- 
istration in  all  its  parts  be  complete,  uniform  in  its  methods,  and  faith- 
folly  attended  to  in  all  its  details.  With  the  registration  of  mortality 
and  its  various  causes,  and  with  the  records  of  prevalent  diseases,  sani- 
tary officers  have  constant  occasion  to  concern  themselves ;  but  the  other 
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two  branchoB  of  vital  registration  are  also  essentially  necessary  in 
study  and  establishment  of  the  sanitary  defenses  of  the  people.  *] 
BoardyUpon  its  organization,  found  itself  charged  with  the  duty  of  de 
ing  a  system  of  registration  and  vital  statistics  in  accordance  with 
7th  section  of  its  organic  law.  In  the  statements  by  its  standing  comi 
tee  on  this  branch  of  the  service,  and  by  the  Superintendent  of  v 
statistics,  as  included  in  this  report,  will  be  found  the  chief  con( 
sions  which  require  immediate  attention  from  the  Legislature,  and  fi 
the  county,  town,  and  other  local  authorities. 

It  is  surprising  and  discreditable  that  a  State,  proud  of  its  prog] 
and  civilization,  as  New  York  is,  should  until  now  have  wholly  neglec 
to  devise  and  maintain  a  system  of  records  of  births,  marriages  i 
deaths.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  secure  thorough  re^ 
tration  in  all  towns  and  counties  of  the  State.  The  laws  which 
Board  now  finds  in  existence,  one  of  which  dates  back. to  1847,  a 
others  as  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  will  be  thoroughly  tested,  a 
if  found  too  defective  for  the  efficient  working  of  a  correct  system,  i 
facts  will  be  in  evidence  of  the  necessity  for  such  amendments  of  1 
as  the  Board  may  suggest  It  is  hoped  that  this  practical  test  will 
attainable  during  this  winter's  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Local  Samtitart  GovBRirMBirr. 

Local  boards  of'  heaith, — As  it  is  a  special  characteristic  of  t 
Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  New  York  that  it  provides  for  consta 
intercommunication  with  local  sanitary  authorities  of  all  ranks,  t 
Board  entered  at  once  upon  the  duty  of  ascertaining  the  condition 
these  corresponding  sanitary  organizations,  and  it  has  been  found  tb 
the  local  boards  are  in  most  of  the  cities  and  villages  imperfectly  orga 
ized,  and  that  they  labor  under  great  disadvantages  in  the  administi 
tion  of  the  ordinary  public  health  regulations.  The  cities  of  N( 
York  and  Brooklyn  are  creditable  exceptions  to  this  rule,  and  it  mi 
be  said  of  the  Health  Dep»*tment  of  New  York  city  that  it  is  one  of  t] 
most  thoroughly  organized  departments  of  sanitary  service  of  whi( 
we  have  knowledge.  Towns  have  begun  to  organize  their  municip 
boards  of  health,  with  promising  results,  under  the  law  of  1850. 

City  hoards  of  health. —  With  the  exceptions  above  mentioned,  tl 
chief  defect  in  the  thorough  operation  of  municipal  boards  of  healt 
consists  of  its  want  of  such  independence  in  councils  and  in  action  i 
is  really  necessary  to  efficient  and  economic  work.  The  second  gref 
necessity  which  is  felt  in  the  administration  of  municipal  boards  ( 
health,  particularly  in  smaller  cities  of  the  State,  consists  in  tl] 
want  of  adequate  provision  for  sanitary  engineering  and  othe 
essential  means  of  improvement  in  public  works.     This  fact  is  illug 
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trated  in  namerous  complaints  and  petitions  now  filed  with  the  IState 
Board.  In  one  of  the  interior  cities,  for  example,  there  is  absolutely 
no  system  of  sewerage,  and  a  small  natural  streamlet  or  creek,  which 
ilows  through  the  whole  length  of  the  city,  receives  all  the  sewerage 
and  night-soil  that  can  be  turned  directly  into  its  filthy  stream,  until 
at  last,  it  passes  under  the  Erie  canal,  and  is  emptied  into  the  Mohawk 
river  just  above  the  pumping  station  whence  the  water  is  supplied  to 
the  inhabitants.  The  people  appealed  to  their  local  board  of  health 
in  vain,  and  the  State  Board  can  afford  them  no  relief  except  by  induc- 
ing the  very  reforms  which  the  city  authorities  have  stoutly  resisted 
until  now.  In  another  city  an  open  mill-stream  which  pursues  a 
tortuoas  course  through  the  length  of  the  town,  receives  all  the  sew- 
age and  other  filth  that  can  be  turned  into  it ;  yet  for  years  the  city 
ordinances  have  strictly  prohibited  such  disposal  of  night-soil  and 
fewage.  The  municipal  board  of  health  there  finds  itself  without 
power  to  enforce  its  own  requirements.  There  is  ample  evidence  that 
the  local  board  of  health  in  every  city  and  in  every  village  needs  to 
be  so  independent  and  untrammeled,  that  it  shall  secure,  without  hin- 
drance, a  faithful  execution  of  sanitary  ordinances,  regulations  and 
orders.  Sanitary  administration  should  be  divorced  from  partisan 
dictation. 

The  steady  growth  of  particular  nuisances  in  a  city  that  neglects 
sanitary  laws  and  regulations  is  inevitable.  Illustrations  of  this  fact 
have  been  witnessed  by  the  State  Board  in  numerous  instances,  but 
nowhere,  perhaps,  more  conspicuously  than  in  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
where.by  the  urgent  request  of  the  mayor  and  sanitary  authorities, 
this  Board  inspected  a  noisome  nuisance  which  has  been  produced  in 
that  portion  of  the  great  canal  which  extends  from  Black  Bock  around 
the  city  to  the  cattle-yards  and  railway  grounds  of  the  southern  dis- 
trict of  the  city.  For  miles  in  length  that  canal  has  become  a  vast 
cess-pool,  which  cannot  be  remedied  without  energetic  action  and 
liberal  expenditure.  Creditable  as  it  is  to  that  city,  to  have  com- 
manded the  counsels  of  eminent  engineers  as  well  as  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  the  city  government  has  not  provided  that  the  local  board  of 
health  shall  have  adequate  authority ,  and  means  to  influence  and  guide 
the  citizens  in  their  adoption  of  comprehensive  measures  of  sanitary  pro- 
tection. This  Board  notices  with  pleasure  the  increasing  interest  and 
pnblic  spirit,  in  the  projection  of  works  for  the  prevention  of  nuis- 
ances and  the  protection  of  health,  in  many  of  the  cities. 

There  is  a  great  deficiency  in  the  registration  of  the  causes  of  death 
in  all  excepting  two  or  three  of  the  twenty-four  cities.  The  independ- 
ence, in  matters  of  local  legislation,  which  cities  acquire  by  virtue  of 
their  charters  should  carry  with  it  the  means  of  faithful  compliance 
with  the  statutes  relating  to  registration  and  vital  statistics. 
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Preventable  and  Prevalent  Diseases.  ^ 
In  devising  a  suitable  system  for  the  observation  and  registry  of  jt 
alent  diseases,  as  required  by  tiie  seventh  section  of  the  law 
created  this  Board,  the  chief  objective  point  is  tiie  discovery  and  < 
trol^  of  preventable  causes  of  disease,  and  premature  mortal 
Though  there  are  diseases  which  seldom  or  never  become  pruvalt 
yet  nevertheless  are  preventable,  the  Board  has  to  deal  with  the  c< 
men  and  the  prevalent  miiladies  which  menace  great  numbers  of  11 
While  rare  and  curious  causes  that  destroy  an  occasional  life  eng 
the  attention  of  the  few  scientific  physicians  under  whose  observat 
they  chance  to  come^  it  is  with  the  most  prevalent,  the  most  f] 
and  the  epidemic  kinds  of  disease,  that  physicians  are  most  enga 
and  taxed  in  their  professional  labors ;  and  in  their  experience  t 
become  deeply  impressed  with  the  significant  import  of  the  special  i 
preventable  causes  of  prevalent  and  destructive  diseases.  This  Bo 
has  already  received  ample  testimony  from  its  voluntary  medical  coi 
spondents,  proving  that  physicians  are  more  and  more  upon  the  al 
to  discover  and  accuse  the  local  and  preventable  causes  which  tl 
find  contributing  to  the  production  and  aggravation  of  the  disea 
they  treat  Experience  seems  to  warrant  the  remark  that  this  Bos 
is  justly  to  be  regarded  as  an  organizing  aid  and  a  central  bun 
of  the  observers  and  promoters  of  preventive  medicine. 

The  circle  within  which  are  described  the  truly  preventable  disea 
and  preventable  sources  of  disease  and  premature  death  is  ever  enla; 
ing,  and  it  already  includes  a  great  number  of  maladies  and  a  vj 
proportion  of  their  causes  which  formerly  were  regarded  asinevitab 
The  fact  that  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  the  mortality  in  the  Sti 
is  caused  by  only  Jive  of  the  diseases  which  destroy  life,  and  that  fu 
one-third  of  the  total  sickness  and  mortality  in  the  State  is  known 
be  preventable,  must  be  regarded  as  an  ample  reason  for  making 
systematic  study  and  registration  of  the  prevalent  and  prevental 
diseases.    This  duty  has  been  commenced  by  the  Board. 

Though  all  arbitrary  classifications  of  distinctive  diseases,  such 
preventable,  inevitable,  constitutional,  climatic,  etc.,  will  ever   fail 
disclose  by  such  phraseology  the  real  share  that  specially  controllal 
or  preventable  causes  have  in  their  fatal  issue,  it  will  ever  be  true  tli 
prevalent  diseases  are  closely  allied  to  preventable  causes.    This  Boa 
will  deem  it  a  duty  so  to  conduct  its  inquiries  and  register  the  observ 
tions  and  statistics  relating  to  these  diseases  that  the  medical  profc 
sion,  the  local  sanitary  authorities  and  the  people  shall  be  aided 
their  warfare  against  the  chief  foes  of  health.    In   this  report  tl 
Board  necessarily  limits  its  notice  of  the  prevalent  diseases  to  a  fe 
instances  of  outbreaks  that  have  been  most  instructive.    These  wc: 
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not  the  contagions  diseases  only,  but,  as  in  tiie  outbreak  of  dysentery 
in  one  of  the  old  villages  of  Long  Island,  and  the  proyalenee  of  malarial 
fevers  in  numerous  places,  the  productive  causes  were  strictly  local 
and  external.  No  references  can  be  made,  in  this  report,  to  that 
greatest  and  least  guarded  destroyer^  pulmonary  consumption,  but 
there  can  be  i^o  greater  subject  for  public  and  domestic  sanitary 
stady  and  precautionary  care. 

In  a  year  of  unusual  healthfulness,  Buch*as  the  present  has  been^ 
the  diseases  that  in  various  places  in  the  State  have  been  prevalent  have 
destroyed  a  less  number  of  lives  than  in  the  more  unfavorable  years. 
The  seasons  have  been  propitious.  Malarial  diseases  alone  have  been 
more  widespread  than  usual,  the  long-continued  high  temperature, 
and  the  droughts  which  extensive  districts  have  endured  being  recog- 
nized as  the  general  causes  of  the  excessive  prevalence  of  malaria. 
Its  appearance  in  places  long  exempt  from  it,  and  the  limits  of  its 
prevalence  have  become  subjects  of  practical  and  important  study  in 
many  parts  of  the  State.  The  contagious  and  spreading  diseases, 
which  are  domestic  pestilences,  have  come  under  special  examination 
of  this  Board  during  the  past  autumn  to  an  unexpected  extent,  though 
they  are  prevailing  only  in  limited  districts  at  present.  Other  diseases 
arising  from  preventable  causes  have  been  investigated  and  such  sani- 
tary counsel  as  seemed  most  needed  has  been  given  to  the  local  author- 
ities and  the  inhabitants. 

SmaU'Pax, —  Late  in  the  summer,  when  the  small-pox  gained  a 
foot-hold  in  two  wards  of  the  city  of  Troy,  it  became  the  duty  of  the 
proper  oflScers  of  the  Board  to  call  upon  the  health  ofQcers  of  all  the 
surrounding  cities  and  villages  to  take  cognizance  of  their  own  inevit- 
able exposure  to  dangers  from  the  contagion  developed  among  a  mov- 
ing and  very  careless  and  ignorant  class  of  people.  In  Lansingburgh, 
Waterford,  Gohoes,  West  Troy,  and  Amsterdam,  the  necessity  for 
arousing  the  inhabitants  to  the  duty  of  general  vaccination  was  soon 
rendered  obvious  by  the  discovery  of  the  presence  of  small-pox  in 
each  of  those  localities.  Brief  reports  from  each  of  them  will  be  found 
in  the  appended  statements. 

Special  reports  upon  the  introduction  and  spread  of  small-pox  in 
these  places  with  an  account  of  the  method  and  results  of  vaccination 
from  house-to-house,  as  appended  to  this  report,  are  highly  important*; 
while  the  practical  lessons  conveyed  in  a  brief  record  of  an  outbreak 
of  this  disease  among  a  factory  population  in  West  Troy  very  com- 
pletely illustrates  how  recklessly  the  loathsome  contagion  is  spread 
among  the  common  people,  and  how  promptly  great  employers  of  such 
people  may  take  action  which  shall  stamp  out  an  epidemic  and  pro- 
vide an  impregnable  barrier  against  this  dreaded  disease. 
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The  facts  regarding  the  instance  here  mentioned  are  simply  as  : 
lows :  Eighty  persons  who  were  present  at  an  evening  party,  wear 
masks  and  indulging  in  hilarity  for  hours,  on  sitting  down  at  tal 
unmasked,  noticed  in  their  company  one  of  the  dancers  who  bad  vai 
loid  eruption  upon  her  face.  The  hilarity  of  the  crowd  coutiiiu 
and  so  did  the  dancing  until  the  party  broke  up  in  the  morning.  1 
result  of  this  culpable  and  horrid  wantonness  of  exposure  is  told  ii 
few  words :  "  At  times,  vftrying  from  nine  to  fifteen  days,  from  i 
date  of  the  party,  22  of  the  80  who  were  present  were  attacked  w: 
varioloid  or  variola  in  various  degrees  of  severity.  Five  of  the  cai 
were  very  severe,  but  none  of  them  were  fatal."  Now  as  these  ca 
all  occurred  in  families  of  employees  of  Messrs.  Roy  &  Co.,  manufi 
turers  of  woolen  goods,  Messrs.  Eoy  upon  discovering  the  danger 
not  only  their  employees  and  the  village,  but  also  of  the  communiti 
to  which  their  goods  might  be  sent,  at  once  closed  their  mills,  and  c 
dered  all  persons,  in  whatever  capacity  employed  by  them,  to  be  va 
cinated,  and  also  enforced  their  order  that  no  person  should  contin 
in  their  employment  without  presenting  a  certificate  from  a  physicit 
showing  they  had  been  vaccinated,  even  though  they  might  have  ht 
small-pox  itself. 

The  result  of  this  action  is  thus  summed  up  :  Twenty-two  (22)  cas 
had  resulted  from  exposure  in  the  dance-hall,  and  11  persons  h£ 
contracted  small-pox  from  exposure  to  those  22  cases.  Only  one  ca 
occurred  outside  of  the  22  persons  and  22  families  thus  expose 
The  outbreak  suddenly  and  completely  terminated  with  these  event 
The  same  emphatic  orders  that  had  secured  such  prompt  sanitary  pn 
cautions  fortunately  extended  to  the  most  thorough  purification  an 
didinfection  of  all  dwellings  in  the  place. 

A  brief  report  of  the  introduction  of  the  disease  into  Amsterdan 
and  of  events  which  have  followed  there,  shows  how  important  it  is  t 
establish  the  absolute  sanitary  barrier  of  general  vaccination  as  wei 
as  positive  domestic  quarantine.  i« 

The  Board,  at  one  of  its  early  meetings,  directed  that  the  subject  o 
vaccination  throughout  the  State  shall  receive  the  attention  its  impor 
tance  requires.  Up  to  this  time,  vaccination  has  not  been  wel 
regulated  by  town  and  village  health  authorities  as  a  sanitary  duty 
The  matchless  boon  by  which  protection  is  secured  against  the  mos 
dreaded  of  all  diseases  of  the  human  family  still  has  to  be  urged  upoi 
the  attention  of  all  classes  of  inhabitants  by  the  physicians  and  thi 
few  public-spirited  people  who  justly  deem  it  a  philanthropic  and 
public  duty'to  prevent  the  terrible  consequences  of  small-pox.  Thig 
Board  is  very  deeply  impressed  with  its  duty  in  regard  to  the  whole 
matter  of  sanitary  regulations  and  the  necessary  methods  for  exclud- 
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ing  the  presence  or  prevaleace  of  small-pox  within  the  limits  of  this 
State.  This  duty  is  unqnestionably  one  of  those  which  every  State  owes 
to  its  entire  population.  It  is  not  necessary  to  argue  this  sanitary 
poatnlate;  the  main  question  is:  How  shall  the  State  and  local  sanitary 
authorities  so  unite  their  endeavors^  and  so  instruct  and  aid  the  people 
throughout  the  commonwealth  in  regard  to  vaccination,  that  every 
child,  as  well  as  all  the  adult  population  shall  be  and  shall  be  kept 
thoroughly  protected  against  small-pox  ?  To  this  problem  the  State 
Board  of  Health  is  in  duty  bound  to  bring  to  bear  all  available 
resources  of  instruction  and  sanitary  advice,  ceaseless  vigilance,  and  a 
complete  and  ever-ready  preparation  to  secure  the  offering  and  accept- 
ance of  vaccinal  protection  in  every  community.  Physicians  are  every- 
where ready  to  conduct  this  branch  of  sanitary  service  in  the  same 
spirit  that  Jenker  did.  In  concluding  this  statement,  the  Board  would 
emphasize  the  fact  that  '^  what  is  to  be  administered  is  not  a  mechani- 
cal matter  of  routine  and  registration,  but  a  aystem  which,  from 
beginning  to  end,  and  from  center  to  circumference,  requires  in  all 
its  parts  to  be  vitalized  by  the  science  of  medicine."  The  State  Board 
of  Health  will  not  appeal  in  vain  to  the  medical  profession  to  aid  in,  and 
freely  contribute  to,  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  such  a  system 
of  perfect  yaccination  as  sl:iall  effectually  and  continually  .protect 
the  people  of  this  State  against  small-pox.  « 

Diphtheria, —  In  six  widely  separated  regions  of  the  State  the  Board 
has  been  called  to  advise  in  regard  to  the  prevalence  and  suppression  of 
this  disease.  Brief  reports  concerning  this  subtle  and  destructive 
malady  in  the  places  here  referred  to  are  herewith  submitted. 

Diphtheria  at  Geneva, —  The  outbreak  and  prevalence  of  diphtheria 
in  Geneva  and  its  vicinity,  where  nature  has  seemed  to  invite  the 
affluent  and  the  humbler  inhabitants  alike  to  make  their  homes  and 
their  streets  the  models  of  salubrity,  and  where  this  foe  gained  a  foot- 
hold two  years  ago  and  upwards,  has  but  recently  disappeared.  That 
eighty  deaths  occurred  from  this  malady  in  that  village  of  seven 
thousand  inhabitants,  in  a  period  of  fifteen  months,  is  a  lamentable 
fact  which  should  incite  to  all  the  research  and  efforts  that  can  be 
made  to  contribute  to  the  protection  of  communities  against  pestilent 
poison  which  allies  to  its  deadly  work  whatever  aids  it  finds  in  neglect 
of  purity  of  habitation  and  water  supplies,  and  of  the  dwelling- 
grounds.  The  records  of  diphtheria  in  the  beautiful  village  of 
Geneva,  as  presented  by  its  medical  officer  of  health,  will  be  read  and 
pondered  with  great  advantage  by  all  village  and  city  authorities. 
That  the  tax  payers  of  that  village,  upon  discovering  some  of  the 
sources  of  peril,  expended  at  once  several  thousand  dollars  upon  a  be* 
ginning  of  systematic  draining  and  sewerage  is  creditable  to  their  in- 
telligence and  public  spirit.

Diphtheria  in  Hamilkn  and  Fulton  counties* —  On  the  23d  of  Sep- 
tember information  was  received  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  that  in 
a  forest  hamlet  in  the  township  of  Arietta,  Hamilton  county,  much 
anxiety  and  alarm  existed  among  that  hardy  population  in  consequence 
ol  the  threatening  prevalence  of  diphtheria.     As  there  was  no  physi- 
cian and  no  organized  sanitary  authority  in  that  township,  immediate 
action  was  taken  as  provided  by  a  previous  provision  and  authorization 
of  the  Board.    The  Secretary,  taking  counsel  with  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  charge  of  such  inquiries,  visited  the  afflicted  neighborhood, 
and  after  advising  with  the  people,  he  committed  to  the  nearest  health 
officer  in  Pulton  county  the  duty  of  carrying  into  full  operation  such 
details  of  sanitary  inspection  and  instruction  as  needed  to  be  given  and 
repeated  in  the  name  of  the  Board.  The  full  development  of  this  inves- 
tigation and  the  sanitary  duties  that  ensued,  as  well  as  the  comprehen- 
sive efforts  to  ascertain  the  latest  and  remotest  results  of  careless  habits 
of  exposure  to  known  causes  of  diphtheria,  are  so  set  forth  in  Dr. 
Beach's  continuous  narrative  of  his  inquiries,  that  the  Board  would 
earnestly  invite  a  critical  perusal  of  this  special  history  as  presented  in 
the  Appendix  of  this  report. 

Diphtheria  at  NorthviJUy  Fulton  county. — The  sequel  of  the  failure 
to  find  and  advise  the  occupants  of  a  sequestered  forest  shanty  into 
which  diphtheria  found  its  way  by  a  corpse-watcher  from  the  hamlet 
of  Arietta,  eight  miles  away,  is  told  by  the  health  officer  of  Northville, 
in  a  few  paragraphs  that  will  be  found  appended  to  Dr.  Beach's  report. 

Diphtheria  in  Otsego  county, — ^Upon  some  of  the  loftiest  hills  of 
that  hilly  county  diphtheria  has  made  a  record  which  must  not  be 
disregarded  by  school  officers  and  teachers.    From  the  report  hereto 
appended,  and  by  a  personal  inspection  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board, 
it  appears  that  from  a  mild  case  in  a  farm  house  upon  summit  land, 
there  occurred  such  a  series  of  malignant  and  fatal  cases  as  would 
indicate  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  local  sanitary  organization 
and  all  the  available  defenses  which  a  town  board  of  health  and  its 
"competent  physician  as  health  officer '*  can  provide  for  a  sparsely 
as  well  as  for  a  densely  populated  township.  It  is  creditable  to  the  town 
of  Morris  that  its  leading  citizens  sought  the  counsel  of  this  Board 
and  promptly  organized  their  township  board  of  health,  and  extended 
their  timely  advice  to  the  afflicted  district  in   the  adjoining  town  in 
which  the  disease  had  its  outbreak.    The  prevalence  of  this  malady  in 
a  district  composed  of  parts  of  two  towns,  led  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors to  consider  the  question  of  county  interference  to  repress  the  epi- 
demic, as  provided  by  the  last  clause  of  chapter  512,  laws  of  1880. 

Diphtheria  in  Waterville. — The  recent  prevalence  of  this  malady,  and 
its  probable  relations  to  a  localizing  condition  in  a  particular  district,  in 
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the  village  of  Waterville,  are  described  bj  the  physicians  who  stadied 
the  facts  at  the  time. 

Diphtheria  spread  from  place  to  place, — The  occurrence  of  diphtheria 
sporadically,  or  at  least  without  any  clue  of  personal  or  mediate  com- 
munication of  that  attribute  of  it  which  is  termed  contagious ^miX  not 
in  the  least  invalidate  the  principle  of  duty  in  regard  to  the  separa- 
tion of  the  sick,  and  the  disinfection  of  all  that  appertaihs  to  them. 
The  report  of  an  investigation  into  the  presence  and  persistent  foci 
of  diphtheria  in  the  village  of  Johnstown,  hereto  appended  under  the 
head  of  Fulton  county,  illustrates  the  importance  of  maintaining 
anch  efficiency  of  sanitary  control  of  the  known  sources  of  the  disease, 
as  shall  enable  the  local  boards  of  health  to  repress,  and  if  possible 
wholly  prevent  any  deportation  and  spreading  of  infective  material. 
The  connection  of  a  single  tenement  with  a  line  of  direct  repropaga- 
tion,  now  traoed  nearly  a  hundred  miles,  and  the  significant  instance 
reported  from  Middlefield,  Otsego,  as  traced  back  to  a  tenement  in  the 
village  of  Amsterdam,  as  reported  by  Dr.  Lathrop  of  Cooperstown, 
correctly  illustrates  the  necessity  for  such  precautions. 

Dysenfertfy  and  a  common  cause  of  it,  —  Upon  the  request  of  a  few 
well-known  residents  of  one  of  the  healthful  old  villages  of  the  south 
shore  of  Long  Island,  careful" investigations  were  made,  during  the 
autumn,  into  the  history  and  local  causes  of  dysentery  that  had  quite 
unexpectedly  and  suddenly  occurred  in  a  certain  number  of  dwellings. 
in  an  exceptional  way  as  regards  the  selection  of  the  houses  and  prem- 
ises in  the  older  quarters  of  the  village.  The  report  of  the  course  and 
results  of  the  outbreaks,  and  of  the  progress  thus  far  made  in  the 
investigation  by  this  Board,  will  be  found  appended. 

The  fact  that  the  well- water  used  by  the  occupants  of  dwellings, 
as  seen  on  the  diagram  in  the  report  above  mentioned,  is  accused  of 
causing  dysentery  in  the  fourteen  families  that  suffered  attacks,  though 
not  at  first  believed  by  the  inhabitants,  certainly  admits  of  no  doubt. 
It  amply  confifms  the  view  which  this  Board  has  presented  in  the 
second  and  third  of  the  model  sanitary  regulations,  which  it  has 
ununimousiy  adopted,  and  recommended  for  adoption  by  all  local 
boards  of  health. 

That  older  inhabitants  of  neighborhoods  and  particular  dwellings, 
like  those  here  referred  to,  in  Suffolk  county,  should  be  slow  to  recog- 
nize the  causes  of  their  peril  and  suffering  as  coming  from  their  wells 
and  from  cess- pools,  privies  and  outhouses  to  and  through  the  wells,  is 
not  surprising,  for  they  see  that  one  dwelling  is  taken  and  another 
left ;  and  one  portion  of  a  street,  one  side  of  a  street,  or  one  portion 
of  a  town  also  is  attacked  by  the  hidden  foe,  and  no  other  places  and 
no  other  people  harmed.  These  conditions,  properly  investigated,  will 
lead  to  the  true  sources  of  the  suffering. 
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The  fact  that  the  neighboring  village  of  Babylon,  L.  I.^  had  Baffere* 
severely,  and  by  a  singularly  capricious  visitation,  from  dysentery  d  ui 
ing  the  autumn  of  1879  and  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  yet  ha< 
remained  almost  entirely  exempt  from  all  such  bowel  diseases  during 
theentireperiodof  its  prevalence  in  the  neighboring  village  eastward,  i 
so  instructive  and  important  that  a  carefully  prepared  report  upon  tin 
experience  and  the  sanitary  topography  of  Babylon,  as  far  as  tb< 
investigations  have  extended,  is  appended  to  the  records  and  descrip 
tion  of  the  Southampton  experience. 

The  facts  relating  to  a  limited  and  instructive  experience  of  dyseii 
tery,  from  the  most  definite  local  causes,  in  dwellings  along  certain 
low  grounds  in  Tarrytown,  are  reported  by  the  health  authorities  oJ 
that  village,  and  are  added  in  the  appendix,  for  the  lesson  they  teach. 

Malaria  and  Preve7itive  Measures  against  iL — The  reports  and  vari- 
ous complaints  concerning  malaria  and  the  local  sources  of  miasmatic 
diseases  outnumber  all  others  received  at  the  office  of  this  Board.  The 
local  conditions  which  are  accused  as  the  immediate  causes  of  the 
evils  thus  complained  of  may  be  summed  up  as  consisting  of  uudrained 
wet  grounds,  stagnant  pools,  and  partially  dried  swamps  and  ponds, 
and  unsewered  or  badly  sewered  premises.  The  most  obvious  fact  is, 
that  drainage  and  sewerage  for  health' do  not  yet  appear  to  be  th-e 
first  object  which  local  authorities  havedn  view  in  this  class  of  public 
works,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  they  enforce  concerning  them. 
This  is  true  alike  in  cities,  villages  and  the  rural  districts. 

The  statements  appended  concerning  malaria  and  miasmatic  diseases 
in  Columbia  and  Orleans  counties,  from  mismanaged  ponds ;  in  Che- 
mung, Schuyler  and  Oneida  counties,  from  pools  and  filth  in  aban- 
doned canals;  and  in  Schenectady  and  at  Hart's  Falls,,  from  misuse 
and  mismanagement  of  water  courses,  correctly  set  forth  the  nature 
and  sources  of  some  of  the  evils  that  are  thus  complained  of  in  various 
parts  of  the  State. 

The  action  advised  or  taken  for  relief  and  prevention  in  these  and 
similar  cases  need  not  be  recited  here,  but  it  is  our  duty  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  existing  laws  relating  to  general  drainage  of  wet 
lands,  etc.,  in  this  State  are  practically  inoperative,  and,  further,  that 
wherever  they  have  been  put  into  operation  they  have  been  the  occa- 
sion for  errors  and  abuses  which  the  Legislature  did  not  foresee.  This 
Board  has  not  yet  advised  any  town  or  county  to  resort  to  these  well 
intended  but  cumberous  drainage  laws. 

Though  the  law  creating  the  State  Board  of  Health  provides,  in 
section  eight,  a  mode  of  summary  procedure  to  secure  the  protection 
of  health  and  life  in  urgent  cases,  where  nuisances  are  menacing  the 
people,  there  is  great  need  of  an  improvement  in  the  general  laws 


relating  to  drainage  and  sewerage.  The  sanitary  reasons  for  sach 
works  of  local  improTement  aud  public  utility  should  be  definitely 
and  officially  stated,  aud  all  plaus  and  methods  for  their  construction 
ought  to  be  inspected  and  approved,  by  competent  sanitary  and  engi- 
neering authorities  ;  while  the  works  themselves  shaald  be  ever  under 
SQch  supervision  as  shall  insure  their  efficiency  and  economy.  Drain- 
age,  sewerage,  and  whatever  other  works  or  proceedings  must  be 
ordered  for  preventing  or  overcoming  the  causes  of  miasmatic  diseases, 
ahonld  be  regarded  as  public  works  upon  which  sanitary  and  engineer- 
ing science  are  to  be  required  to  define  and  approve  the  conditions 
necessary  to  secure  the  best  results  to  the  public  health.  The  wide 
extent  of  malarial  grounds  in  the  State,  the  demonstrated  part  which 
wrongly  constructed  sewers  and  sewer-connections  with  houses  are 
believed  to  have,  in  developing  and  aggravating  numerous  diseases, 
and  the  necessity  for  the  adoption  of  a  correct  and  well  supervised 
system  for  the  required  drainage  and  sewerage  of  cities,  towns  and 
neighborhoods,  render  it  important  to  provide  suitable  laws  and 
administrative  methods  for  this  branch  of  sanitary  improvement  and 
public  health  works. 

*  PuBiTT  of  Water  Supplies  for  Domestic  Use. 

The  want  of  adequate  laws  for  preventing  the  pollution  of  streams^ 
wells  and  other  sources  of  supply  of  water  is  equalled  only  by  the 
general  neglect  of  the  duty  to  avoid  the  domestic  use  of  sanitarily 
impure  and  defiled  water.  Tl^e  duty  of  providing  pure  supplies 
and  of  maintaining  necessary  local  regulations  to  prevent  the  sources 
of  defilement  is  now  under  discussion  in  various  parts  of  the  State, 
and  is  receiving  the  special  attention  of  this  Board  and  the  local 
authorities  with  whom  it  is  in  correspondence.  In  furtherance  of 
the  design  to  make  good  use  of  all  existing  laws  for  sanitary  protec- 
tion, the  Board  has  issued  to  all  local  authorities  a  proposed  form  of 
sanitary  regulations  upon  this  subject.  Bat  more  than  this  will  be 
needed. 

Scientific  Investigations  and  Expert  Services. 

In  accordance  with  section  10  of  the  Act  creating  the  Board,  it  has 
been  expedient  to  engage  the  skilled  services  of  a  few  persons  from 
time  to  time,  and  to  defray  the  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses 
of  expert  investigators  and  other  assistance.  These  expenses,  how- 
ever, amount  to  only  a  moderate  sum,  as  shown  in  the  following  state- 
ment, and  in  the  detailed  report  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee. The  Board  })elieves  that  it  will  be  desirable,  indeed  quite  neces- 
itary,  in  the  prosecution  of -most  important  investigations,  and  in  lend- 
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ingitsaid  suitably  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Healt 
Service,  especially  in  regard  to  the  requests  from  local  boards  < 
health  and  from  other  authorities  and  citizend,  to  enlarge  this  line  c 
expenditure.  The  Board  pledges  itself  to  use  its  best  endeavoj 
to  make  all  such»  services  eminently  worthy  of  the  State,  while  i 
shall  keep  its  undertakings  strictly  within  its  established  rules  c 
economy  and  accountability.

As  required  by  the  11th  section  of  the  law  creating  this  Board  i 
"detailed  statement  of  the  Comptroller  of  all  moneys  paid  out  by,  o 
on  account  of,  the  State  Board,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  its  man 
ner  of  expenditure^*  from  the  date  of  organization  to  the  1st  o: 
December,  1^80,  is  herewith  submitted.

The  report  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board, 
to  Deceriiber  1,  will  be  found  appended.  The  Board  would 
embrace  this  opportunity  to  state  that  the  scrupulous  attention 
which  its  wants  have  received  at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  State  has  not  only  carefully  guarded  its  finances,  but  facilitated 
the  .duties  of  the  Secretary,  and  suitably  provided  for  the  Board's 
necessities  in  all  matters  of  Necessary  expenditure. 

In  the  various  reports  and  statements  hereto  appended  will  be  found 
ample  evidence  that  the  Ideal  sanitary  oflScers  in  various  parts  of  the 
State  are  already  cooperating  with  this  Board  in  a  cordial  and  useful 
way..  Doubtless  it  will  be  found  that  the  plan  provided  in  section  9 
of  the  organic  law  of  this  Board  for  this  cooperation  may  usefully 
be  extended  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  for  the  hearings  and  delib- 
erative investigations  of  various  matters  arising  in  proceedings  for  san- 
itary improvements,  in  which  the  people  in  every  city  and  village  will 
find  themselves  interested  concerning  the  reasons  and  methods  of 
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aanitarj  service.  The  Board's  work^  as  at  present  organized,  has 
reached  the  ground  upon  which  there  should  be  ceaseless  inyestigation 
and  care  of  local  causes  of  miasmatic  diseases^  also  of  the  interests  of 
health  and  life  as  they  are  affected  by  the  common  supplies  of  water 
for  domestic  use,  likewise  of  safeguards  agaitst  poisons,  adultera- 
tions and  the  danger  from  fluids  used  in  common  lighting,  and  also  of 
the  sanitary  wants  of  public  institutions  and  places  of  assemblage ; 
while  by  the  general  registration  of  vital  statistics,  the  dissemination 
and  practical  application  of  sanitary  knowledge,  and  by  the  mainte- 
nance of  its  central  office  in  a  state  of  complete  readiness  and  effi- 
ciency, this  Board  must  endeavor  to  extend  its  cooperation,  and  offer 
the  most  useful  information  and  counsel  whenever  local  sanitarv 
offioers,  or  the  people  of  any  community  seek  such  aid  in  preserving 
life  and  health.   , 

The  State  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
interests  of  health  and  life  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  to  *^  make 
inquiries  in  respect  to  the  causes  of  disease,  especially  of  epidemics,  and 
investigate  sources  of  n^ortality,  the  effects  of  localities,  employments, 
and  other  conditions  upon  the  public  health."  In  doing  this  it  has 
been  made  necessary,  and  is  a  duty  of  this  Board  to  obtain,  collect,  and 
nieaerve  whatever  information  it  shall  need  in  regard  to  deaths,  dis- 
eases and  health,  in  order  to  contribute  to  the  promotion  of  health 
and  security  of  life  of  the  people.  Deeply  impressed  with  the  import- 
ance of  these  duties  this  Board  respectfully  submits  its  first  report 
with  the  various  documents  that  are  hereto  appended.

REPORT  OF   THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE    ON 
REGISTRATION  AND  VITAL  STATISTICS.     • 


This  Committee,  in  presenting  its  first  report,  would  premise  by 
saying  that  it  has  regarded  the  duties  intrusted  to  its  supervision  as 
involving  two  distinct  branches  of  labor;  namely:  ' 

First  The  correct  and  thorough  registry  and  tabulation  of  the 
movement  of  the  population  of  the  State,  as  to  its  increase  by  birth, 
its  extension  by  marriage  and  its  decrease  by  death: 

Second.  The  faithful  picture  of  those  diseases  which  have  made  up 
the  death  rate  of  the  year,  with  a  review  of  reported  epidemics,  either 
already  investigated  or  in  process  of  study ;  their  character,  locatron 
and  severity,  together  with  the  measures  advised  for  their  suppression 
or  prevention  in  the  future. 

To  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends  your  committee  has  labored, 
and  although  but  a  short  period  has  elapsed  since  the  commencement 
of  the  worK,  enough  has  been  accomplished  in  inaugurating  the 
organization  of  sanitary  reform  in  registration,  and  in  creating  a 
steadily  increasing  interest  amongst  the  medical  profession  and  people 
of  the  State,  to  encourage  it  in  the  further  prosecution  of   its  work. 

Immediately  after  its  organization,  the  committee  proceeded  to 
carry  out  the  directions  of  the  Board  as  ordered  at  its  meeting  in  New 
York,  June  5,  1880,  as  follows: 

To  issue  a  circular  to  clerks  of  school  districts,  town  and  county 
clerks  throughout  the  State,  calling  their  attention  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  152,  Laws  of  1847,  providing  for  the  registration  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths. 

To  prepare  the  necessary  methods,  forms  and  rules  for  regulating 
the  issue  and  use  of  ''transfer  permits"  for  the  transportation  of  dead 
bodies,  in  accordance  with  section  seven  of  the  law  creating  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

To  prepare  the  necessary  methods  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  pre- 
serving records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  throughout  the  State, 
together  with  the  registration  of  prevjdent  diseases,  according  to  section 
seven  of  the  same  law. 

These  were  duly  prepared,  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  ordered 
printed.  An  edition  of  14,000  of  each  sample  form,  and  of  the  circular 
and  laws,  was  issued  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  and  Finance 
Committee 

The  forms  are  six  in  number ;  No.  3,  the  certificate  of  death,  being 
duplicated  and  filled  out  as  a  guide  to  the  persons  making  the  returns. 
These  circulars,  forms  and  laws,  together  with  short  instructions  con- 
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ceming  themi  were  issued  as   rapidly   aa  possible   to  the  following 
official  and  professional  persons  entitled  to  receive  them : 
To  24  City  Boards  of  Health. 
To  331  Presidents  of  Village  Boards. 
To  163  Village  Boards  of  Health  (special). 
To  59  Clerks  of  Boards  of  Supervisors. 
To  11,240  Clerks  of  School  Districts. 
To  933  Town  Supervisors. 
To  933,  Town  Clerks. 

To  400  Phvsiciuns  and  ofiBicers  of  Health.  « 

This  work,  commenced  in  July^  was  finished  about  September  Ist, 
and  the  proper  authorities  were  also  provided  with  sample  headings 
for  books  of  registry  to  be  adopted  throughout  the  State.  With  a  view 
to  the  commencement  of  registration  of  prevalent  diseases,  postal  card- 
schedules  were  issued  to  the  number  of  350  for  each  month,  begin- 
ning with  June.  These  were  distributed  to  health  officers  and  physi- 
cians in  the  chief  villages  throughout  the  State,  together  with  a  circu- 
lar inviting  co-operation  with  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statis- 
tics. These  caixls  are  to  report  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  by  each  of  the  more  important  ones  during  the  month, 
vith  a  list  of  prevalent  diseases,  and  brief  sanitary  observations.  The 
returns  received  by  this  method  have  been  a  source  of  much  valuable 
information,  and  have  aided  greatly  in  creating  an  interest  in  Vital 
Eegisfcration.  The  importance  of  a  correct  registration  of  prevalent 
diseases  is  generally  admitted,  and  the  relation  of  such  diseases  to 
meteorological  influences.  A  system  of  recording  prevailing  diseases 
with  reports  of  the  meteorological  changes  during  the  period  of  obser- 
Tatiou  was  recently  adopted  in  Albany  county,  and  for  a  time  carried 
into  effect  with  excellent  results.  Some  method  of  prosecuting  such 
inquiries,  it  is  believed,  would  prove  useful  in  the  system  of  Vital  Regis- 
tration adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Agreeably  to  the  Board's  direction,  the  committee  has  acted,  and 
has  sown  broadcast  throughout  the  State,  seed  that  it  is  to  be  hoped 
will  bear  good  fruit  in  the  future. 

The  system  of  Vital  Re^stration  as  provided  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  once  adopted,  and  in  full  and  complete  operation,  the  advan- 
tage to  the  people  of  our  State  will  be  so  apparent,  that  no  opposition 
need  be  feared . 

"An  accurate  basis  of  facts,"  (said  the  late  Dr.  Parkes,)  "  derived  from 
a  sufficient  amount  of  experience,  and  tabulated  with  the  proper  preci- 
sion, lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  hygiene  as  of  all  exact  sciences," 
and  to  obtain  this  precision  of  record  is  the  first  duty  of  your 
committee . 

The  organization  of  local  Boards  of  Health  in  every  town,  village 
and  city  throughout  the  State,  acting  in  harmony  with  the  State 
organisation,  is  of  the  highest  importance,  and  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  should  be  delegated  the  power  to  organize  such  authorities  in 
localities  where  none  exist.  It  may  be  that  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  end  further  legislation  will  be  required ;  but  once  ac- 
complished, results  will  prove  that  Vital  Registration  has  for  its  chief 
tfud  ^  the  guarding  and  improvement  of  the  public  health,  the  saving 
and  benefiting  of  human  lite,  and  will  repavits  cost  a  thousand  fold. 
With   regard  to  the  second  branch  of  labor,  the  investigation  of

epidemic  diseases  existing,  or  recently  prevalent,  thronghont  the  State, 
the  following  schedule  of  the  committee's  work  is  presented:  Epidem- 
ics of  diphtheria  in  Geneva,  Seneca  County ;   in  Hamilton,  Pulton, 
Oneida  and  Otsego  counties.    Dysentery  in  various  villages  of  thie 
State;    enteric  fever  in  several  localities;  malaria  at  Hart's  Falls^ 
Bensselaer  county  and  in   numerous  other  places,  as  also  a  recent 
epidemic  of  small-pox  in  Troy.  West  Troy,  Lansingburgh,  Waterford, 
and  Cohoes.    Each  of  these  epidemics  has  received  the  fullest  atten- 
tion.    Complete  records  of  their  primaiy  causes,  severity  and  exten- 
sion,, with  maps  of  localities  and  portions  of  territory  affected  with 
the  diseases  under  consideration,  are  on  file  at  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics.     Eeports  from  health  officers  and  local  physicians  accom- 
pany them,  and  will  appear  in  full  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  ;  as  also  copies  of  all  forms  and  circalars 
issued  by  this  committee.    The  committee  being  authorized  to  expend 
(300  in  prosecuting  necessary  inquiries,  such  expenditure  has  been 
made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Vital  Registra- 
tion, with  the  intention  of  discovering  the  preventable  causes  in  the  his- 
tory of  each  epidemic.  This  investigation,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  reports 
received,  has  been  very  thorough  and  satisfactor}',  and  the  thanks  of 
the  committee  are  due  to  numerous  medical  men  and  others  through- 
out the  State  for  their  valuable  assistance.  "  Obsta  principiis,"  should 
be  the  motto  of  the  sanitarian,  and  it  seems  of  the  highest  importance  to 
obtain  from  physicians  in  districts  where  epidemic  or  preventable  disease 
is  prevalent,  records  of  the  first  inception  of  the  disease,  the  causes  of 
the  first  case.  Oftentimes  a  threatened  outbreak  of  a  spreading  and  de- 
vastating pestilence  can  be  crushed  by  opposing  its  very  beginning. 
The  best  methods  of  such  watchfulness  in  each  and  every  village, 
town  and  city  in  our  State  should  receive  careful  study.     Informa- 
tion furnished  to  the  people  by  means  of  concise  circulars  on  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  as  has 
already  been  done  respecting  diphtheria,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
will  be  a  very  useful  agency  in  accomplishing  this  most  desirable 
end.    Other  methods  will  suggest  themselves  as  the  work  of  investiga- 
tion progresses.     At  present  the  committee's  labors  have  been  chiefly 
inceptive  to  the  organization   of  thorough  and  complete  efficiency 
in  this  important  portion  of  the  duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.

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REPORT  OF   STA:NDING  COMMITTEE  ON  QUAE^ 
A^NTDSTE  —  EXTERNAL   AND  INTERNAL. 


External  Quarantine. 

Originally,  quarantine  indicated  an  interval  of  forty  days.  In 
modern  acceptation  it  is  of  undetermined  len^h ;  and  as  the  gi'eat 
highway  of  epidemics,  through  the  ages  past,  has  been  by  the  sea, 
so  quarantine  has  come  to  be  considered  applicable  to  ships  arriv- 
ing in  port  and  suspected  of  being  infected  with  infectious  or 
contagious  disease.  The  name  lias,-  consequently,  come  to  be 
associated  not  only  with  a  period  of  time,  but  with  that  of  restraint 
and  forbearance  of  all  intercourse  with  tlie  shore.  It  is  compara- 
tively but  a  few  years  since  the  practice  of  isolating  persons,  ships 
and  their  cargoes,  for  a  considerable  time,  has  been  superseded  by 
more  enlightened  and  efficient  methods  of  quarantine.  It  is  fortu- 
nate for  the  interests  of  commerce,  as  well  as  of  humanity,  that  quar- 
antine has  come  to  be  expressive  of  isolation  of  the  sources  of  infec- 
tion and  inhibition  of  communication,  merely  to  furnish  opportunity 
for  disinfection  from  known  or  suspected  germs  of  disease,  and  the 
establishment  of  hygienic  conditions. 

Erroneous  opinions  in  regard  to  the  origin  and  propagation  of  the 
dreaded  disease  that  first  aroused  the  fears  of  the  people  of  the 
State,  led  to  the  passage  of  Quarantine  Laws  for  the  Port  of  New 
York,  which  subsequent  experience  proved  to  be  inadequate. 

A  brief  review  oi  the  history  of  these  laws  is  prompted  by  a  desire 
to  illustrate  the  progressive  tendencies  of  legislation  adopted  from 
time  to  time  during  the  period  embraced,  and  the  greater  success 
attending  methods  which,  have  been  practised  under  the  light  of 
acenmnlated  experience  and  scientific  investigations. 

In  1758,  the  General  Assembly  of  New  York  enacted  that  ''AH 
trading  vessels,  transports  and  others,  having  small  pox,  yellow 
fever,  or  other  contagious  distempers  on  board ;  and  all  vessels  com- 
ing from  any  place  infected  with  distempers,  shall  not  come  into 
any  of  the  ports  or  harbors  of  ^ISTew  York  city,  or  nearer  to  it  than 
the  land  commonly  called  Bedloe's  Island,  and  shall  be  obliged  to 
make  quarantine  there,  or  in  such  other  place  or  places,  for  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  shall  deem  proper 
and  reasonable  to  direct  and  appoint,    etc.,  etc. 

The  Burprising  omission  in  tnis  law  is  the  absence  of  any  reference 
Id,  or  dependence  on,  either  medical  advice  or  management.  Indeed, 
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the  "  Governor,  Commander-in-Chief,  and  His  Majesty's  Coui 
are  made  the  quarantine  officers  of  the  port. 

In  1784,  the  provisions  of  1758  were  substantially  re-enacted, 
the  direction  that   *'  such  quarantine  shall  be  performed    in 
manner  as  the  Governor  or,  in  his  absence,  the  mayor  of   the  cil 
New  York  may  direct."     And  by  that  act  the  Governor  was  clo 
with  authoritv  to  appoint  a  physician  with  prescribed   power 
privileges.     This  is  the  first    evidence  affomed   of  a    recogu 
necessity  for  medical  skill  and  management  in  the  administratio 
quarantine.     Nevertheless,  great  laxity  seems  to  have  prevailed. 

The  theory  of  transmission  by  contagion  seems  to  have  so  t 
oughly  tiiken  possession  of  the  minds  of  the  observers  of  the  t: 
that  propagation  by  infection,  through  germs  whose  nidus  wai 
the  foul  conditions  of  the  bilge,  or  which  had  found  a  conge 
home  in  the  receptacles  of  filth  among  the  timbers  and  in,  the  obsc 
depths  of  vessels,  was  considered  of  secondary  importance  or  wli 
ignored.  Consequently,  for  a  series  of  years  between  1784 
1800,  yellow  fever  was  a  periodical  visitant  of  the  port  and  citj 
New  I'ork. 

By  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1796,  a  health  officer  and  seven  c< 
missioners  were  appointed,  with  certain  well-defined  powers,  an« 
quarantine  hospital  was  established,  on  Governor's  Island,  'j 
Governor,  under  this  law,  was  authorized  to  indicate  by  proclai 
tions  the  ports  from  which  vessels  should  be  quarantined. 

In  1798,  the  laws  in  relation  to  quarantine  were  amended,  but 
materially  changed.     The  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  which  prevai 
in  New  York  city  during  the  latter  part  of  summer  and  early  fall 
this  year,  invading,  as  it  did,  other  northern  cities,  with  even  grea 
virulence,  created  a  feeling  of  alarm,  which  found  expression  in 
excited  demand  for  more  efficient  measures  of  protection  from  1 
pestilence  which  had  hitherto  passed  all  restrictions.     Prompted 
a  feeling  of  insecurity  from  the  proximity  of  the  quarantine  hospi 
at  Governor's  Islana,  an  act  was  secured  in  1799,  "  authorizing  t 
common  council  and  resident  physician  of  the  marine  hospital 

Eurchase  a  site  on  Staten  Island  for  a  boarding  station  and  mari 
ospital."     The  site  selected  was  at  Tompkinsville  and  was  occupi 
the  same  vear. 

For  the  first  time,  in  1801,  vessels  with  cargoes  from  infect 
ports  were  prohibited  approach  to  the  wharves  of  the  city.  A  nc 
and  alarming  enemy  appeared  at  quarantine  this  year  in  the  chars 
ter  of  typhus  or  ship  fever.  The  plan  of  discharging  vessels  1 
lighters  was  now  adopted  for  the  firgt  time. 

By  legislative  act  of  this  year,  the  Resident  Physician  of  t] 
Marine  Hospital,  the  Health  Officer  of  the  Port,  and  the  Heiil 
Commissioners,  before  referred  to,  were  constituted  a  Board  i 
Health  for  the  city  of  New  Tork.  The  infectious  character  of  yc 
low  fever  seems  now  to  have  been  recognized  in  the  treatment  < 
vessels  and  localities.  Cargoes  were  lightered  from  suspected  ship 
and  the  vessels  themselves  were  cleansed  and  fumigated  before  bein 
discharged  from  quarantine. 
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The  yellow  fever  epidemic  of  1803  numbered  upwards  of  six  hun-  , 
dred  victims  in  the  city  of  New  York.  It  became  apparent  that 
the  "  regulations  "  or  management  of  quarantine  was  still  defective 
or  insufticieiit.  Accordingly,  in  1804,  it  was  declared  by  legislative 
enactment,  that  "  no  vessel  from  an  infected  port  should  be  permit- 
ted to  approach  within  three  hundred  feet  of  the  wharves  of  the 
city."  Aiid  still  later  (1811),  the  unwise  provision  which  required 
the  Governor  to  designate  by  proclamation  the  ports  from  which 
vessels  were  subjected  to  quarantine,  was  superseded  by  a  law  which 
declared  that  "  all  vessels  irom  Asia,  Africa  and  the  Mediterranean, 
and  from  the  Bermudas,  Bahamas  and  the  West  Indies,  and  any 
port  south  of  Georgia,  and  all  others  having  forty  or  more  passen- 
gers on  board,  or  having  had  sickness  or  death  while  in  port  or  on 
the  passage,"  should  be  subject  to  quarantine. 

For  nearly  twenty  years,  or  until  1822,  New  York  was  free  from 
any  epidemic  of  contagious  oi:  infectious  disease.  The  epidemic  of 
yellow  fever  in  the  year  last  named,  although  numbering  five  hun- 
dred cases,  of  which  more  than  half  were  fatal,  seems  not  to  have 
been  productive  of  any  further  legislation. 

Early  in  the  year  1831  that  pestilence  known  as  cholera,  which 
had  hitherto  walked  in  the  darkness  of  semi-barbaric  Asia,  invaded 
the  eastern  portion  'of  Europe,  and  with  rapid  stride  crossed  the 
European  continent  and  obtained  a  foothold  in  England  in  October 
of  the  same  year.  The  rapid  progress,  unchecked  by  all  restrictive 
measures,  and  the  appalling  mortality  which  attended  this  disease, 
aroused  the  authorities  in  this  country  to  a  due  sense  of  the  approach- 
ing danger.  Congress  was  memorialized  by  the  New  York  Board 
of  Health  to  aid  the  local  authorities  in  averting  the  fatal  malady. 

Although  still  more  i-estrictive  laws  were  enacted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture early  in  1832,  in  July  of  this  year  cholera  was  announced  as 
present  in  New  York,  and  before  the  close  of  that  month  it  had 
counted  its  victims  by  hundreds.  No  essential  changes  in  either  the 
•*  laws  "  or  "  regulations  "  appertaining  to  quarantine  were  made  for 
several  years. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  transfer  of  quarantine  in  1799, 
from  Governor's  to  Staten  Island. 

The  consciousness  of  safety  thus  -secured  by  the  cities  of  New 
York  and  Brooklyn,  was  by  no  means  shared  by  the  citizens  of 
Staten  Island.     The  fears  of  the  populous  communities  on  the  east- 
em  shore  of  the  Island  were  greatly  increased  by  an  outbreak  of 
yellow  fever,  which  occurred  in  this  locality  during  the  summer  of 
1848,  originating,  as  was  generally  supposed,  from  infected  clothing 
which  had  drifted  ashore  from  vessels  lying  in  quarantine,  adjacent 
to  the  hospital  grounds.  The  next  Legislature  appointed  a  committee 
to  remove  quarantine  to  Sandy  Hook,  but  tney  were  unable  to 
effect  a  purchase  from  New  Jersey.     In  1857  the  quarantine  com- 
missioners selected  Seguine's  Point,  on  the  south  shore  of  Staten 
bhndj  a^d  proceeded  to  erect  piera,  buildings,  etc. 
The  people  in  the  vicinity   however,  turned  out  in  a  body  the 
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Bight  of  May  6,  1857,  and  burned  every  thing  connected  with  t 
new  station.  Another  application  to  obtain  Sandy  Hook  also  f  ailc 
and  the  old  station  at  Tompkinsville  was  continued  in  use. 

The  well-remembered  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  1856,  whi 
decimated  the  population  of  Bay  Ridge  and  Fort  Hamilton  on  t] 
Long  Island  shore,  and  of  the  villages  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Stat< 
Island,  again  stimulated  the  fears  of  the  people  in  proximity  to  t] 
quarantine  establishment,  to  threats  of  violence,  if  the  removal  co 
templated  by  the  acts  of  1849  and  1857  was  not  carried  into  effec 

"No  active  measure,  however,  for  the  removal  of  quarantine  hs 
been  adopted  when,  during  the  night  of  September  1,  1858,  «i 
organized  mob  of  the  citizen^  of  tne  Island  destroyed  tlie  extci 
sive  and  commodious  structures  of  the  quarantine,  inqjuding  tl 
hospitals,  residences  of  the  medical  oflScers,  and  the  numerous  ou 
buildings ;  for  which  the  county  subsequently  paid  the  State  ovc 
$100,000,  in  accordance  with  the  law  making  any  county,  withi 
which  property  is  destroyed  by  a  mob,  liable  for  the  loss. 

In  Marcn  of  the  previous  year  (1857),  by  act  of  Legislature,  rad 
cal  changes  were  made  in  the  laws  of  quarantine. 

The  !New  York  State  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  hitherto  th 
custodians  of  property  at  quarantine,  were  superseded,  as  respect 
new  sites  and  questions  of  removal,  by  three  "  Commissioners  o 
Quarantine."  tinder  this  law  the  Governor  appointed  Georg' 
Hall,  Egbert  Benson  and  Obediah  Bowne,  Quarantine  Commis 
sioners. 

In  December,  1858,  the  Commissioners  reoommended  the  con 
struction  of  an  island  at  "  Old  Orchard  "  shoals  in  Raritan  bay,  oi 
]^hich  to  erect  hospital  buildings  for  quarantine  purposes.  Thii 
recommendation  waa  not  adopted.  But  early  in  the  following;  yeai 
(1859),  the  new  Commissioners,  Horatio  Seymour,  John  C.  Greer 
and  George  W.  Patterson,  purchased  the  steamship  "  Falcon,"  anc 
located  it  oelow  the  Narrows  as  a  hospital  for  fever  patients.  Thit 
temporary  system  was  placed  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  EHsha 
Harris.  The  steamers  "  Illinois  "  and  "  Empire  City  "  were  after- 
ward obtained  from  the  general  government  for  quarantine  pur- 
poses. 

An  artificial  island  having  been  constructed,  Swinburne  Island 
Hospital  was  opened  in  1869,  and  the  ship  "Illinois"  was  used 
from  that  time  as  a  boarding  station  in  the  lower  bay. 

The  "  laws  and  regulations  of  quarantine  "  during  the  years  inter- 
vening between  1858  and  1869  were  revised  without  material  change, 
except  in  the  additional  powers  conferred  upon  the  Health  Officer. 

'  The  opinions  of  sanitarians  as  to  the  measures  necessary  for  an 
eflScient  quarantine  differ  widely.  On  the  one  hand,  advocates  are 
not  wanting  who  believe  that  safety  and  protection  depend  upon 
time,  as  one  of  the  factors  necessary  to  the  satisfactory  solution  of 
this  problem.  These  consider  the  use  of  means  through  a  period 
of  filteen  to  thirty  days  to  be  essential.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
are  those  who  favor  the  abolition  of  all  obstacles  to  unrestricted 
commercial  intercourse,  whether  of  persons  or  merchandise.

The  firetrmentioned  course  is  still  adopted  at  the  quarantines  on 
our  southem  coasts,  and  in  some  recent  instances,  vessels  from  sus- 
pected ports  in  the  United  States  have  been  subjected  at  European 
ports  to  a  quarantine  of  forty  days. 

The  causes  of  this  difference  of  opinion  may  be  interesting 
to  scientific  minds,  and  those  who  aim  only  at  practical  results,  but 
their  discussion'  is  scarcely  admissible  in  a  report  designed  to 
present  only  the  conditions  upon  which  the  prevention  oi  disease 
depends. 

It  is  important  that  the  measures  adopted  by  those  to  whom  is 
intrusted  the  difficult  problem  of  an  efficient  quaraotine,  and  satis- 
factory sanitary  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  an  epidemic  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  should  be  consistent  with  the  least 
possible  burden  to  commercial  interests.  To  this  ^nd,  such  should 
have  not  only  clear  but  correct  opinions  of  the  measures  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  health. 

Quarantine  is  undeniably  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  many  vexa* 
tions  questions  that  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  sanitarians  of 
oar  time.  Epidemics  of  the  same  disease  differ  so  widely  in  extent, 
so  greatly  in  intensity  —  at  one  time  circumscribed,  at  another  conti- 
nental—  in  the  area  of  their  development,  in  one,  so  mild  as  to  bear 
but  few  of  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  disease,  but  again 
decimating  communities  and  scourging  nations  by  their  terrible 
mortality,  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  opinions  have  widely  differed, 
both  as  to  protective  measures  and  remedial  agents. 

Again,  climatic  influences  contribute  in  no  inconsiderable  degree 
to  the  differences  alluded  to ;  this  is  particularly  the  case  in  respect 
to  yellow  fever.  It  is  scarcely  to  be  supposed  that  the  British 
islands  which,  with  one  or  two  exceptional  instances,  have  never 
been  visited  by  this  scourge  of  lower  latitudes,  should  entertain  the 
apprehensions  of  danger,  or  views  of  prevention,  of  those  countries 
which,  lying  within  the  fever  zone,  are  liable  to  annual  invasions  by 
the  disease.  Nor  is  it  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  those  countries 
in  which  it  is  epidemic,  and  whose  populations  are  so  acclimated  as 
to  render  the  germs  of  the  disease  innocuous  would  be  wholly  in- 
different to  Quarantine,  and  the  hygienic  conditions  upon  which  its 
existence  and  propagation  depends.  The  habitat  of  yellow  fever  is 
marked  by  well-denned  geographical  limits;  the  zone  being  em- 
braced between  48°  north  ana  35°  south  latitude.  Quarantine  as  a 
protective  measure  against  this  disease  is  consequently  not  essential 
in  all  latitudes.  This  cannot  be  said  of  any  other  existing  conta- 
gious or  infectious  disease. 

A  careful  consideration  of  the  differences  of  opinion  referred  to 
leaves  upon  the  mind  the  gratifying  reflection  that  scientific  observa- 
tion and  experimental  teachings  point  to  the  not  distant,  uniform 
adaptation  of  measures,  according  to  circumstances,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  communities  from  the  causes  of  the  disease,  and  the  more 
effectual  control,  if  not  the  elimination  of  those  causes  when  de- 
veloped. The  most-  important  of  these  are :  1st.  The  restrictions 
of  an  effective  quarantine.     2d.  The  establishment  of  satisfactory 
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sanitary  conditions  in  an  exposed  or  infected  locality.  It  wonld  be 
an  important  error  to  adopt  the  one  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other 
measure.  Those  who  beheve  in  the  Cordon  Sanitaire^  or  the  quar- 
antine, as  sufficient  to  limit  and  crush  out  disease,  overlook  the  les- 
sons of  science  and  experience.  On  the  other  hand,  the  advocates 
of  the  spontaneous  germ  theory  discover  in  efficient  hygienic 
measures  the  Ultima  Thule  of  success  in  the  prevention  of  all  epi- 
demic and  endemic  disease. 

Fortunately  these  theories  in  their  practical  results  are  in  har- 
mony. In  fact,  the  employment  of  two  different  methods  is  essen- 
tial to  the  success  desired.  The  quarantinist  obstructs  the  intro- 
duction of  the  disease-producing  germ,  and  the  hygienist  removes 
the  conditions  upon  which  its  propagation  and  dissemination  depend, 
should  it  escape  the  restrictions  of  quarantine. 

The  principal  diseases  against  which  the  "  Laws  and  Regulations 
of  Quarantine  at  the  port  of  New  York"  are  directed  are  yellow 
fever,  small-pox,  ship  fever  and  cholera.  As  these  diseases  have 
each  causes  sui  generis^  different  periods  of  incubation,  and  methods 
of  propagation,  the  measures  for  protection,  in  the  one  case,  would 
not,  in  au  respects,  be  appUcable  in  every  other ;  or,  if  enforced 
with  nndeviating  inflexibihty,  would  be  unnecessarily  oppressive  in 
many  instances.  An  outline  of  the  methods  at  present  adopted 
with  unqualified  success  at  the  port  of  New  York,  in  the  quarantine 
against  yellow  fever,  cholera  and  small-pox,'  will  serve  to  iDustrate 
the  most  approved  quarantine  measures  better  than  an  elaborate 
theoretical  treatise. 

After  the  first  day  of  May,  and  until  the  first  of  the  ensuing 
November,  all  vessels  from  the  West  Indies,  the  Windward  Isles, 
the  east  coast  of  South  America,  and  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  as 
also  those  from  infected  ports  of  the  United  States,  are  brought  to 
an  anchor  near  the  quarantine  ship,  located  in  the  lower  bay  and 
four  miles  inside  Sandy  Hook.  The  quarantine  officer  on  duty  im- 
mediately boards  the  vessel  and  ascertains :  1st.  The  present  con- 
dition of  the  passengers  and  cfew.  2d.  The  nistory  of  the  vessel 
during  the  passage  in  reference  to  sickness,  etc. ,  and  the  sanitary 
history  of  the  vessel  while  in  the  port  of  departure.  The  bill  of 
health  is  then  examined.  The  annexed  form,  proposed  bv  the 
National  Board  of  Healtl^  is  more  satisfactory  than  the  usual  con- 
sular bills  of  health.

It  will  be  seen  that  this  form  is  calculated  to  supply  information 
of  much  importance  in  determining  the  disposal  of  the  vessel ;  and 
if  intelligently  and  conscientiously  rendered,  will  greatly  aid  quar- 
antine omcials  at  the  port  of  destination  in  preventing  the  admission 
of  contagious  and  infectious  disease.  It  must  be  adimtted,  however, 
that  even  with  this  form,  superior  as  it  is  in  every  respect,  the  in- 
formation conveyed  is  often  unreliable  and  unsatisfactory.  The 
bill  of  health  is  often  filled  up  and  certified  to  by  a  consular  agent, 
who  is  ignorant  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  health  of  the  port  and 
shipping,  and  as  is  frequently  the  case,  is  interested  in  the  trade  of 
the  port,  and  inclines  to  the  solicitations  of  shippers  and  shipmasters 
for  a  *^  clean  bill  of  health." 


j^Bf  "  fra«  i>r&tlque  for  tbla  port"  Ib  only  meant  that  the  vessel  has  not  been  quaran- 
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During  the  present  season  the  ship  Jorawar  entered  the  port  c 
New  York,  from  Guadalupe  and  Trinidad,  having  the  !Nation« 
Board's  Bill  of  Health  (Form  A)  and  the  certificate  of  the  Unite' 
States  vice-consul  at  the  latter  place,  that  the  "  sanitary  history  o 
the  vessel  was  believed  to  be  good."  Notwithstanding,  the  maste 
freely  admitted  that  while  at  Guadalupe  (June  16  to  August  8 
sixteen  men  were  sick  of  yellow  fever,  four  of  whom  died ;  an< 
while  en  route  to  Trinidad  from  Guadalupe  eighteen  men  ^w^Gn 
sick  of  yellow  fever,  four  of  whom  died. 

During  the  past  season,  "  clean  bills  of  health "  were  f  umishec 
from  several  of  the  ports  in  the  West  Indies,  long  after  authentic 
information  from  other  sources  had  convinced  the  quarantine  oflSeerf 
at  the  Port  of  New  York  of  the  prevalence  there  of  yellow  fever, 

There  is  need  of  a  disinterested  and  intelligent  physician  at  every 
port,  particularly  those  at  which  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  are 
endemic,  who  shall  supply  the  statements  in  the  bill  of  health  ;  such 
statements  to  be  certined  to  by  the  consul.  This  course  is  adopted 
at  the  Port  of  Havana.  Bills  of  health  from  that  port  are  filled  by 
the  resident  representative  of  our  National  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  D. 
M.  Burgess,  and  certified  by  the  United  States  consul-general.  This 
gives  eminent  satisfaction  to  the  authorities  at  New  York.

A  careful  examination  of  the  steerage  is  made  in  every  instance, 
and  if  objectionable  from  filth,  is  ordered  to  be  immediately  cleansed 
and  then  fumigated  with  agents  hereafter  mentioned.  If  the  vessel 
has  been  absent  from  the  port  of  departure  for  a  time  equal  to  or 
exceeding  the  usual  period  of  incubation  of  the  disease  prevailing  at

If  there  is  sickness  of  a  suspicious  character,  the  sick  are  removed 
to  the  quarantine  Hospital,  if  the  ship  is  less  than  five  days  from 
a  port  infected  with  yellow  fever,  passengers  and  vessel  are  held 
until  that  period  has  fully  elapsed.  In  the  meantime  the  hatches 
are  opened,  the  cargo  ana  steerage  are  fumigated  twice,  at  intervals 
of  several  hours,  witji  chlorine  or  sulphurous  acid  gas. 

All  baggage,  mails,  and  whatever  articles  liable  to  have  become 
infected  are  put  in  a  close  apartment  and  submitted  to  disinfection 
by  the  agents  mentioned.  This  done,  the  master  of  the  vessel  is 
given  the  annexed  form  of  "  permit,"  and  directed  to  the  discharging 
anchorage  in  the  upper  bay,  aistant  three  miles  from  the  city :

The  pilot  is  directed  to  anchor  this  vessel  out  of  the  track  of  ferry  boats  and 
away  from  the  ship  channel.  In  caBO  of  failure  or  neglect  to  do  this,  the  vessel 
will  be  required  to  <nove  before  she  is  permitted  to  discharge. 

Here,  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  quarantine  police,  and 
the  frequent  visitation  of  the  health  officer,  the  most  periect  system 
of  cleanliness  is  enforced.     Wind-sails,  trimmed  to   the  wind,  are 
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steadily  kept  up  in  the  hatchways.  In  the  case  of  steamships,  the 
bilge-water  is  pumped  out  twice  or  thrice  each  day,  and  clean  water 
substituted.  The  wearing  apparel  and  bed  clothing  of  the  sick  are 
burned,  or  disinfected  in  a  solution  of  sulphate  of  iron,  one  to  one 
and  a  half  pounds  to  the  gallon  of  water,  or  of  sulphate  of  zinc,  two 
ounces  to  tne  same  quantity  of  water.  AH  the  linen  in  use  belong- 
ing to  the  vessel,  as  well  as  that  of  the  officers  and  crew,  is  required 
to  be  thoroughly  immersed  in  boiling  water  for  a  considerable  time, 
then  washed  and  dried  before  being  taken  to  the  city.  Such  clothing 
as  cannot  be  thus  treated  is  directed  to  be  well  shaken  out  and  hung 
up  in  the  steerage  or  some  other  proper  place,  and  disinfected  by 
burning  an  average  of  one  and  a  half  to  two  pounds  of  roll  sulphur 
to  every  ten  cubic  feet,  the  apartment  being  kept  closed  for  several 
hours.  In  the  meantime  the  cargo  is  discharffed  upon  open  lighters, 
under  the  following  "  Rules  and  regulations,  a  copy  of  which  is 
given  to  the  master  of  every  vessel :

Hides  cmd  RegulMionSy  established  {pursiumt  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  358  ojf  the  Laws  of  1S6S),  June  1,  1880. 

First.  No  lighter  will  be  permitted  to  go  alongside  of  or  receive 
cargo  from  a  vessel  in  quarantine,  until  tne  health  officer  has  been 
furnished  with  the  name  and  residence  of  each  and  every  person  en- 
gaged to  work  on  boal*d  of  each  lighter  to  unload  such  vessel. 

The  health  officer  shall  forward  a  copy  of  each  list  so  furnished  to 
the  commissioners  of  quarantine  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Each  and  every  lighter  will  be  allowed  to  deliver  cargo  at  such 
place  or  places  as  may  be  specified  in  the  permit. 

Second.  Stevedores,  coopers,  cleaners,  mechanics,  ship-keepers  and 
others  employed  or  working  upon  any  vessel  in  quarantine,  under 
the  privileges  accorded  in  these  regulations,  will  be  required  to  take 
their  meals  and  sleep  on  board  the  vessels,  or  on  a  boat  anchored  in 
quarantine  in  the  upper  bay,  and  shall  not,  at  any  time  after  their 
employment  shall  commence  on  any  vessel  imder  quarantine,  leave 
the  waters  embraced  in  the  quarantine  anchorage  grounds  for  five 
days  after  the  discharge  of  the  carffo  from  the  vessel  is  completed, 
unless  sooner  allowed  to  do  so  under  a  written  permission  of  the 
commissioners  of  quarantine  or  health  officer. 

Third.  No  person,  except  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  quar- 
antine department ;  those  regidarly  licensed  for  service  under  quar- 
antine, and  such  as  are  necessarily  engaged  in  business  or  detained  by 
sickness  therein,  shall  visit  any  portion  of  the  quarantine  establish- 
ment, or  go  on  board  of  any  vessel  employed  by  any  of  the  quarantine 
authorities,  without  the  permission  of  the  commissioners  of  quarantine 
or  health  officer. 

Fourth.  No  person  except  the  quarantine  officers  and  employees, 
stevedores,  coopers,  cleaners,  mechanics  having  work  to  do  on  board, 
or  ship-keepers  employed  by  owners,  will  be  permitted  to  go  on  board 
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of  ft  vessel  nnder  qnarantine.  Any  person  who  shall  go  on  board  of 
such  vessel  from  a  lighter  alongside  of  such  vessel  or  otherwise,  will 
be  detained  for  a  period  of  five  days  in  quarantine ;  the  licenf^e  of  any 
lighterman  from  whose  lighter  such  person  shall  go  on  board  of  such 
vessel  shall  be  revoked. 

Aoy  lighter  upon  which  any  stevedore,  cooper,  cleaner  or  other 
person  shall  go  on  board  or  take  passage  from  any  vessel  in  quaran- 
tine, without  the  permission  of  the  commissioners  of  quarantine  or 
health  officer,  will  be  deprived  of  its  license  thereafter,  and  the  owner 
of  such  lighter  will  be  held  liable  and  responsible,  for  any  damages 
or  sickness  resulting  therefrom. 

Fxflh,  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  lighter  employed  at  quarantine 
will  oe  held  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  the  persons  em- 
ployed by  such  owner  or  owners  abide  by  and  conform  to  these  regu- 
lations, and  such  regulations  as  may  be  hereafter  made  or  established, 
and  shall  also  place  in  quarantine  hospital  such  of  the  persons  em- 
ployed by  them  as  may  become  sick  while  engaged  in  the  lighterage 
of  cargo  from  any  vessel  in  quarantine.  This  regulation  applies  to 
all  persons  holding  a  license  to  do  work  about  vessels  under  quaran- 
tine, and  such  persons  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  men  sent  by 
them  intoqnarantine. 

Skdh.  Vessels  anchored  in  quarantine,  which  are  permitted  to 

Sroceed  and  require  a  towboat,  will  make  signal  for  the  same  by  a 
ag  suspended  irom  the  bowsprit.  Tugs  will  be  permitted  to  tow 
vessels  displaying  such  signals,  but  no  person  will  be  allowed  to  go 
on  hoard  until  they  are  cleared  from  quarantine. 

The  exposure  of  the  cargo  to  air  in  its  transit  to  the  dock  serves 
still  further  to  remove  the  danger  of  infection.  There  is  no  instance 
of  the  propagation  of  disease  from  that  source  in  the  histoiy  of 
quarantine  at  the  port  of  New  York,  The  cargo  removed,  the  hold 
is  now  thoroughly  washed,  and  in  the  case  of  sailing  vessels  the 
"  limber-streaks  "  along  the  kelson  taken  up,  accumulations  of  filth 
removed,  and  the  air  spaces  washed  down,  until  the  water  returns 
clear  of  any  evidence  of  impurity. 

A  solution  of  sulphate  of  iron,  of  the  strength  above  indicated,  is 
now  used,  with  which  to  scrub  and  rinse  the  entire  hold,  inclusive  of 
the  "  air  spaces  "  and  "  lumber  streaks."  Finally,  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  pounds  of  sulphur,  according  to  tlie  size  of  the  vessel,  are 
burned  under  the  hatches,  which  are  closely  covered. 

The  ship's  crew  is  now  mustered,  and  examined  as  they  pass  be- 
fore the  h^th  oflScer.  If  all  are  well  the  vessel  is  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed to  her  dock  without  further  delay.  It  is  proper  to  remark  that 
in  vessels  suspected  of  vellow  fever  infection  the  crew  is  not  allowed 
to  discharge  caroo,  or  if  they  do,  are  submitted  to  a  quarantine  of 
observation  for  five  or  six  days. 

It  IB  difficult  to  discover  how  the  disinfection  could  be  more  thor- 
ough, or  the  sanitary  condition  more  satisfactory  by  a  longer  delay 
than  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  results  mentioned. 
6 
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All  foreign  vessels  not  subject  to  visitation  in  the  lower  bay  s 
boarded  by  the  health  officer  or  his  deputy  at  the  boarding  stati 
on  the  Staten  Island  shore,  a  short  distance  above  the  Narrows,  aj 
opposite  the  health  officer's  residence.  From  May  until  No  vein  b 
following,  all  vessels  from  ports  "  south  of  Cape  Henlopen  "  a 
visited  at  this  point,  unless  some  of  the  ports,  south  of  this,  l 
come  infected  with  yellow  fever ;  ia  which  case  vessels  from  em 
ports  are  examined  at  the  quarantine  station  in  the  lower  bay. 

Although  the  yellow  fever  germ  has  escaped  detectioji  under  tl 
most  skillful  and  patient  scrutiny,  the  development  of  the  diseas 
where  it  is  endemic,  is  known  to  be  associated  with  tlie  decompos 
tion  of  animal  and  vegetable  matter  of  the  more  subtle  forms,  i 
connection  with  filth,  stagnant  conditions  of  water,  and  atmosplier 
influences  under  a  prolonged  high  thermometrical  range. 

As  these,  and  all  unsanitary  conditions  contribute  to  the  propagj 
tion  and  virulence  of  the  whole  list  of  infectious  and  contagioi; 
diseases,  and  as  the  system  adopted  for  the  limitation  and  control  c 
one  is  to  a  great  extent  applicable  to  all  others,  with  a  few  niarke< 
diflEerences  which  will  be  noticed,  it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into 
detailed  description  in  each  of  the  quarantinable  aiseases,  either  o 
methods  of  quarantine  or  hygienic  measures.  The  notable  dii 
ferences  referred  to  are  the  period  of  mcubation,  and  tin 
mode  of  propagation.  Essential  changes  in  the  management  o 
quarantine  of  small-pox  is  required  from  the  character  of  the  dis 
ease-producing  germ,  and  the  comparatively  long  period  of  incu 
bation. 

Small-pox.  The  vast  emigration  How  flooding  the  counliy  froiii 
European  ports,  and  the  rapid  transit  across  the  Atlantic,  often  sevem! 
days  short  of  the  incubative  period,  aflEord  many  opportunities  foi 
the  transmission  of  latent  germs  pf  the  disease  to  interior  communi- 
ties, however  vigilant  quarantine  authorities  may  be.  In  most  in- 
stances where  a  case  is  discovered  on  a  steamship,  it  is  in  the  fii-st 
stage  of  development.  The  vaccination  of  passengers  and  crew,  and 
thorough  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  such  articles  and  portions  of 
the  vessel  as  the  patient  has  been  in  contact  with,  are  sufficient  pro- 
tection, and  the  vessel  may  be  given  pratiqioe. 

But  if  the  infectious  stage  of  the  disease  has  been  established, 
without  proper  isolation  of  the  case  from  the  beginning,  there  is  no 
assurance  of  safety  but  to  detain  all  exposed  persons  for  observation, 
until  the  result  or  vaccination  is  secured.  And  if  on  the  third  or 
fourth  day  satisfactory  results  from  vaccination  are  not  obtained, 
unless  it  be  evident  that  previous  protection  is  the  cause  of  failure, 
revaccination  is  indispensable. 

The  danger  that  the  germs  of  the  disease  may  pass  the  most  effi- 
cient quarantine,  and  develop  in  our  populous  seaport  cities,  along 
the  rapid  internal  currents  of  commercial  intercourse,  or  at  the  great 
foci  of  immigration,  is  so  considerable  as  to  necessitate  the  utmost 
vigilance  of  the  health  authorities  at  these  points.  So  considerable 
did  this  danger  appear  to  quarantine  officers  at  the  port  of  New 
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York  dniing  the  extraordinary  iinmigrat;jioii  of  the  early  part  of  the 
present  year,  that  correspondence  was  opened  with  the  health  offi- 
cers at  Buffalo,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Montreal  and  other  places, 
ui^ging  unusual  vigilance  in  the  examination  of  emigrants  passing 
those  points. 

The  most  stringent  quarantine —  the  most  eflEectual  cordon  semi- 
taiire  ever  established  —  the  utmost  vigilance  of  local  authorities, 
cannot  compensate  for  neglect  of  the  one  great  protective  measure, 
vaccination.  Traduced  by  its  enemies,  too  often  neglected  by  its^ 
friends,  it  has  nevertheless,  since  the  days  of  Jenner,  steadily  ad- 
vanced in  the  estimation  of  scientists,  humanitarians  and  the  people 
at  lai^.  One  fact  may  here  be  stated,  which  illustrates  better  than 
a  thousand  theories  the  success  of  this  measure  in  eradicating  small- 
pox from  civilized  communities.  Under  the  intelligent  supervision 
of  the  board  of  health  of  New  York  city,  and  the  indefatigable  efforts 
of  its  vaccine  physician,  Dr.  Taylor,  no  case  of  this  disease  originated 
in  the  city  from  January,  1878,  until  the  fall  of  the  succeeding  year, 
embracing  a  period  of  nearly  two  years. 

Cholera. — For  the  past  twelve  years  this  erratic  and  frequentlv 
nomadic  disease  has  not  visited  our  shores.  If,  like  "  ship  fever," 
the  conditions  upon  which  its  propagation  depends  were  of  tlie  past,. 
and  not  likely  again  to  occur,  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  refer- 
ence to  it  in  this  place.     But  such  is  not  the  case. 

Cholera  may  prevail  as  an  epidemic  or  as  an  endemic,  and  in 
either  case  is  usually  a  disease  attended  by  great  mortality. 

As  an  epidemic,  it  first  prevailed  in  this  country  in  1832;  again 
in  1848-49,  in  1853-54,  and  in  1866  and  1868. 

In  portions  of  India,'  its  birth-place,  it  prevails  as  an  endemic. 
At  iriygular  periods  the  disease  nas  spread  in  every  direction,  in- 
vading all  portions  of  the  globe.  jN^either  winter's  cold  or  summer's 
heat  seem  to  have  materially  influenced  its  progress.  Oceans  and 
continents  alike  are  traversed ;  all  climates  and  seasons  fail  to  im- 
pede its  movement,  although  a  certain  amount  of  heat  in  every 
latitude  in  which  it  has  prevailed  seems  to  have  increased  its 
severity. 

The  causes  of  cholera,  like  those  of  yellow  fever,  are  obscure. 
That  it  depends  upon  a  poison  diffused  in  the  atmosphere,  whose 
intensity  is  increased  by  predisposing  causes,  such  as  defective 
drainage  in  miasmatic  localities,  impure  air  and  inefficient  sewerage, 
there  is  no  reasonable  doubt. 

The  period  of  incubation  is  generally  brief.  Two  or  three  days 
is  tlie  averf^  limit  of  development  after  exposure  to  the  cause. 

The  mode  of  transmission  is  unquestionably  through  human 
intercourse ;  its  chosen  path  in  most  cases  being  alonff  the  great 
highways  of  travel  and  commerce,  and  its  approach  of  fen  seems  to 
have  been  checked  by  thinly  settled  frontiers  or  desert  space ;  its 
transmission  in  other  instances  has  appeared  to  be  facilitated  by 
atmospheric  currents  over  considerable  distances. 

Whether  the  instance  in  which  the  disease  has  seemed  to  origi-

nate  independently  of  human  intercouse,  as  in  the  epidemic  of 
1849-50,  when  it  appeared  in  several  vessels  that  had  been  ten  or 
twelve  days  at  sea  and  had  sailed  from  ports  that  had  no  suspicion 
of  cholera,  are  evidences  of  propagation  through  air  currents  bear- 
ing the  germ-producing  disease,  or,  that  the  disease  was  developed 
from  a  latent  infective  source  introduced  from  a  locality  in  whicli 
the  disease  prevailed,  is  a  question  upon  which  experienced  observers 
might  differ. 

The  respiratory  organs  and  the  mucous  surface  of  the  digestive 
track  are  probably  the  avenues  of  approach  for  the  poison ;  \vhether 
organic  or  inorganic  in  character,  has  not  been  determined ;  there  is 
much  room  for  difference  of  opinion  as  also  for  investigation  in  this 
matter. 

That  cholera  is  contagious,  in  the  sense  of  being  communicated 
by  personal  contact  or  by  a  poison  eliminated  from  the  surface  of 
the  body  or  the  air  passages,  is  not  proved. 

Dr.  (roodeve,  of  the  Bengal  army,  whose  long  residence  in  the 
familiar  haunts  of  cholera  entitles  his  opinions  to  great  weight,  says  . 
"  Cholera  does  not  spread  from  the  sick  to  the  whole  &om  any 
rapidly  acting  emanation." 

Drs.  Mackintosh,  Aitken  and  Gardner  bear  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  "  infection  does  not  seem  to  have  arisen  from  the  dead  body,  if 
one  may  judge  from  the  impunity  with  which  an  immense  number 
of  post-moi-tem  examinations  were  made  in  most  places,  and  the 
contents  of  the  intestines  submitted  to  all  kinds  of  examination." 

Dr.  William  Budd  regards  cholera  as  contagious,  "  but  in  a  very- 
different  form  and  manner  than  if  it  were  so  by  means  of  a  volatile 
or  gaseous  emanation  proceeding  from  the  sick."  "  Contagion  from 
cholera  discharges  may  operate,  but  there  must  be  something  be- 
yond this,"  etc.  Might  it  not  be  more  in  accordance  with  facts  to 
suppose  that  neither  a  miasm  from  wdthout,  nor  a  miasm  from 
within,  exclusively  contains  the  specific  poison  ?  May  it  not  be  that 
two  factors  are  needed,  the  one  some  air-borne  material  or  some 
catalytic  modification  of  atmospheric  elements  coming  from  with- 
out? 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  disease  is  communicated  through 
choleraic  discharges  of  the  patient.  It  is  not  improbable  that  toe 
eerms  which  exist  in  the  discharges  are  innocuous  when  passed,  but 
hnd  in  the  atmosphere  catalytic  agents  necessary  to  their  activity. 

The  germs  thus  vitalized  contaminating  water,  or  dessicated  and 
borne  upon  the  air  and  inhaled,  may  be  vivified  by  being  brought 
into  contact  with  the  human  organism,  and  thus  reproduce  the 
disease. 

Whatever  the  cause  or  condition  upon  which  the  propagation  of 
the  disease  'depends,  a  foul  atmosphere,  reeking  with  emanations 
from  cess-pools  and  privies,  is  conclusively  proved  by  the  history  of 
numerous  epidemics,  to  greatly  facilitate  the  eiriiension  and  increase 
the  ratio  of  mortality  attending  the  disease. 

Prevention  is  far  more  difficult  than  in  some  other  contagious  or 
infectious  disease.  If  the  choleraic  discharges  become  the  foci  of 
the  disea^,  the  victims  are  so  many  centers  of  development.    The 
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Bo3ed  dothiii^  of  patients  is  unquestionably  a  frequent  vehicle  for 
the  transmission  oi  the  infection. 

Opportunities  for  propagation  thus  multiplied,  supplies  facilities 
for  the  marvelously  rapid  extension  which  has  characterized  every 
invasioD  of  epidemic  cholera. 

Experience  has  shown  that  an  efficient  quarantine  of  great  com- 
mercial ports,  an  effective  cordon  scmitaire  across  districts  of  coun- 
try in  the  course  of  its  march,  have  contributed  materially  to  arrest 
itsprogress. 

The  invasion  of  a  locality  established,  it  not  only  becomes  neces- 
sary to  take  measures  to  prevent  its  extension  through  a  rigid  sys- 
tem of  external  and  internal  quarantine,  as  the  circumstances  may 
require,  but  by  the  most  zealous  and  untiring  efforts  to  secure  satis- 
factoiy  sanitary  and  hygienic  conditions. 

The  methods  adopted  to  disinfect  and  purify  localities  infected  by 
the  poison  productive  of  yellow  fever  are  eminently  applica'ble  in 
the  disease  under  consideration. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  morbific  agent  of  the  disease  is  prin- 
cipally in  the  alvine  discharges ;  and  not  only  during  the  active 
stages,  but  in  the  usual  preliminary  diarrhoea.  The  practical  lesson 
to  be  learned  from  this  is  the  imperative  necessity  for  an  efficient 
quarantine  of  the  sick,  and  such  as  have  been  exposed  to  the  inf ect- 
iyeprinciple. 

The  rules  of  quarantine  may  often  be  administered  with  flexibil-^ 
ity,  and  yet  with  entire  safety  to  the  community  they  are  designed 
to  ^rd.  This  is  well  illustrated  by  the  management  of  the  cases 
Tinaer  consideration. 

A  vessel  arriving  with  disease  on  board  should  be  treated  accord- 
ing to  circumstances.  The  sick  being  removed,  the  infection  of 
other  persons,  or  of  the  ship,  must  be  considered.  If  judicious 
isolation  of  the  sick  and  measures  for  disinfection  have  been  adopted 
for  a  time  equal  to  or  exceeding  the  extreme  period  of  incubation, 
which  in  cholera  is  from  eight  to  ten  days,  the  vessel  may  be  allowed 
to  proceed.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  sickness  or  death  has  occurred 
witnin  the  incubative  period,  without  proper  isolation  of  the  case, 
the  passengers  should  be  removed  and  kept  under  observation  for  a 
time  sufficient  for  the  development  of  any  infective  pnnciple  which 
may  have  been  transmitted.  The  vessel  may  be  discharged  after 
being  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  all  soiled  linen,  clothing,  or  whatso- 
ever has  been  in  contact  with  the  sick,  scrupulously  cleaned  or 
destroyed. 

Prolonged  immersion  in  boiling  water,  preceded  or  followed  by 
saturation  in  a  solution  of  sulphate  of  zinc,  two  ounces  to  the  gallon 
of  water,  will  effectually  secure  this  result. 

It  will  be  a  wise  precaution  to  insure  the  destruction  of  all  ejec- 
tions and  dejections  as  they  fall  from  persons  suffering  from  cholera 
or  yellow  fever.  For  this  purpose,  it  is  only  necessary  that  a  solu- 
tion of  sulphate  of  iron  or  zinc,  of  the  strength  before  mentioned, 
should  be  always  at  hand  in  the  vessel  to  be  used.     For  obvious 
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reasons,  the  dejections  of  such  patients  should  never  be  passed  or 
thrown  into  a  common  privy  until  subjected  to  disinfection  by  tlxis 
means ;  and  the  chamber  vessels  used  should  be  frequently  washed 
in  a  solution  of  sulphate  or  chloride  of  zinc,  or  of  sulphate  of  iron. 

It  is  impossible  to  establish  formulas  for  quarantine  which  ehail 
be  applicable  to  all  cases  in  every  locality.  There  should  be  a  cer- 
tain-degree of  flexibility  to  many  of  its  "rules  and  regulations.^' 
TJiat  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  port  of  New  York  would, 
perhaps,  be  unnecessary,  and  consequently  would  be  ignored  in  an 
English  port.  A  necessity  which  is  based  upon  enlightened  expe- 
rience or  scientific  deductions,  in  one  place,  would  be  rejected  in 
another.  These  are  difficulties  which  beset  the  intelligent  quaran- 
tinist,  and  will  retard,  but  cannot  arrest,  the  progress  of  either  sani- 
tary science,  or  an  improved  system  of  "quarantine  regulations." 

it  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  at  no  distant  day  a  great  necessity, 
an  international  code  of  quarantine  laws  and  regulations,  may  be 
supplied,  based  upon  an  intelligent  comprehension  of  the  widely  dif- 
ferent needs  of  localities  arising  from  geographical  or  topographical 
diflEerences  and  varying  susceptioilities  to  morbid  r.eceptivity. 

Internal   Quarantine. 

The  principles  which  govern  in  the  sanitary  procedures  and  isolation 
of  the  sick  at  the  maritime  quarantine  at  the  port  of  New  York,  m 
no  material  sense  differ  from  those  which  must  be  applied  in  arrest- 
ing the  progress  and  development  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases,  which  prevail  in  cities,  villages  and  towns,  and  Which  is 
technically  internal  quara/atine. 

The  principles  referred  to  essentially  require  that  the  sick  affected 
with  contagious  or  infective  poison  shall  be  isolated  from  all  per- 
sons liable  to  receive  the  disease.     To  this  end  the  sick  person  should 
be  confined  to  one  apartment,  with  such  restrictions  upon  approach 
as  will  prevent  the  intentional  or  inadvertent  admission  oi  unpro- 
tected or  unexposed  persons.     Other  inmates  of  the  same  house 
should  not  occupy  an  apartment  adjacent  to  the  sick,  if  the  rooms 
communicate  by  doors  or  windows,  which  for  any  purpose  are  occa- 
sionally opened.     Proper  ventilation  is  an  important  consideration 
in  the  modification  and  elimination  of  this  class  of  diseases.     The 
virulence  of  the  poison,  which  is  thrown  off  in  contagions  affections, 
18  increased  by  its  concentration  in  close  and  ill-ventilated  rooms. 
Good  ventilation  is  not  only  necessary  to  dilute  the  disease  produc- 
ing poison,  in  case  of  its  further  propagation,  but  to  invigorate  and 
sustain  the  system  under  the  depressing  influence  of  disease.     It 
will  be  well  to  change  the  patient  every  day  if  practicable,  to  a  clean, 
well-aired  apartment  adjacent  to  the  sick  chamber.     Every  object 
with  which  the  sick  or  their  attendants  are  brought   in  cod  tact, 
whether  wearing  apparel,  bed  clothing  or  utensils,  should  be  isolated 
until  washed  and  immersed  for  a  time  m  boiling  water. 

Communication  between  the  attendants  of  the  sick  and  the  well 
must  be  prohibited  until  measures  have  been  taken  to  disinfect  the

clothing  worn  by  tliem  while  in  attendance,  or  until  it  is  changed 
for  such  as  has  not  been  in  contact  with  the  sick  or  the  atmosphere 
of  the  apartment.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  in  some  of  the 
contagious  diseases,  the  air  of  the  sick  room  is  impregnated  with  the 
disease-producing  germ,  and  will  communicate  the  contagion  as 
quickly  and  certainly  as  contact  with  the  sick.  For  this  reason, 
while  ventilation  is  desirable  and  necessary,  it  should  never  be 
obtained  by  opening  windows  upon  frequented  alleys,  or  adjacent  to 
occupied  apartments,  or  even  when  in  close  proximity  to  houses 
that  may  by  any  possibility  be  infected  by  the  atmosphere  of  the 
sickroom.  In  dinhtheria  and  scarlet  fever  it  is  better  that  adults 
only  should  attend  upon  the  sick. 

When  the  convalescence  of  the  sick  is  fully  established  the  room 
.mast  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  by  the  use  of  the  dis- 
infectants mentioned  in  speaking  of  maritime  quarantine.  Finally, 
the  rooms  should  be  airea  for  a  considerable '  time  before  they  are 
again  occupied.  In  convalescence  from  diphtheria  it  will  be  a  wise  pre- 
caution to  prohibit  communication  with  the  well,  for  two  weeks  after 
the  patient  has  recovered.  Instances  are  frequent  which  seem  to 
prove  that  a  convalescent  from  this  disease  may  communicate  it  for 
a  longer  period  than  in  most  diseases  of  a  contagious  or  infectious 
character.  In  cases  of  children  who  attend  shcool,  before  readmissJon, 
a  *'  permit "  should  in  every  instance  be  required  from  the  Health 
Officer  of  the  local  Board,  based  upon  the  personal  observation  of 
that  oflScer,  or  the  written  declaration  of  an  intelligent  medical 
attendant. 

A  remarkable  feature  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  is  their  tend- 
ency to  develop  with  great  virulence,  not  only  among  the  crowded 
and  filthy  tenement  houses  of  our  cities,  but  in  those  of  our  rural  j)op- 
ulation.  Sunny  hamlets  in  the  valleys  and  storm-swept  homes  on 
the  hills  and  mountain  sides  are  not  exempt.  Every  neighbor 
hood  in  which  the  dreaded  scourge  makes  its  appearance,  and  every 
honsehold  in  such  locality  should  adopt  the  most  efficient  sanitary 
measures  in  connection  with  as  complete  isolation  of  the  sick  as  is 
consistent  with  their  proper  care.  It  is  the  uniform  testimony  of 
medical  observers,  that  the  fatalitv  of  these  diseases,  as  with  all 
others  caused  by  contagious  and^mfectious  poison,  is  greatly  in- 
creased by  unsanitarv  conditions,  whether  these  are  foimd  in  cities 
or  isolated  homes.  The  unsanitary  conditions  being  equal,  the  mor- 
talitv  is  much  greater  in  thickly  populated  districts,  as  shown  by  the 
vital  statistics  of  New  York  and  other  cities.  In  the  tenement 
house  known  on  the  records  of  the  Health  Department  of  New 
York  city  as  "  No.  441,"  eight  deaths  occurred,  seven  being>f rom 
diphtheria,  between  the  1st  day  of  February,  1880,  and  September 
20th  of  the  same  year.  The  Sanitary  Inspector's  report  on  these 
premises,  made  during  the  month  last  mentioned,  is  as  follows: 

"  The  cellar  is  wet,  dirty  and  covered  with  rubbish,  and  during 
high  tide  is  flooded  with  sewerage  matter  from  the  main  sewer, 
which  is  discharged  into  the  cellar  through  the  defective  house  sewer 
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connection.     The  waste-pipes  through  the  house  are  defective  and 
are  not  trapped,  and  permit  a  constant  influx  of  sewer  gas  into   the 
house.    The  waste-pipe  is  not  properly  ventilated  (having  one-incli 
gas-pipe  to  the  roof),  the  privy  vault  is  used  in  common  by  three 
tenement  houses,  is  unventilated,  is  nearly  lull  of  solid  matter,  and 
is  very  offensive.     The  yard  is  not  flagged.     Very  offensive  odoi"s 
pervade  the  house  from   these  causes."     A  formidable  indictment 
indeed !     And  good  reason  for  the  order  to  "  vacate  the  premises," 
which  was  immediately  issued  by  the  board  of  health. 

Again :     On  one  of  the  highest  hills  of  an  interior  county  of  the 
State  lives  a  farmer  of  small  means,  in  a  single  storied  house,  with- 
out attic ;  one  room  answers  the  purpose  of  sitting-room,  dining- 
room  and  kitchen,  which,  with  two  bed-rooms  and  a  seven  by  nine 
pantry,  accommodate  husband,  wife  and  six  children.     The  cellar  of 
the  house  is  low  and  covers  half  the  area  of  the  house.     In    it, 
during  the  winter  season,  was  stored  a  supply  of  vegetables  for  the 
family,  and  during  the  early  spring  and  summer  past,  retained  the 
accumulated  filth  from  decayed   and    decaying  vegetables.      The 
"  slops  "  from  the  house  were  disposed  of  from  the  open  door  or 
window,  at  front  or  rear  of  the  house,  as  convenience  prompted.     A 
retentive  subsoil  of  clay  nearly  as  effectually  prevented  the  drainage 
of  these  "  slops,"  as  if  they  had  been  deposited  in  a  well-eaulked 
tank,  and,  mixing  with  the  light  mold  of  the  surface  soil,  composed 
a  siouffh  which  the  pigs  from  an  adjacent  barnyard  often  enjoyed. 
And  tne  privy,  like  thousands  even  among  more  prosperous  farmers, 
had  been  used  until  its  under-drained,  unwalled  vault  was  nearly 
full,  in  the  morning  or  evening  air  disgusting  the  passer-by  on  the 
highway.     Is  it  surprising  that  in  the  early  summer  past,  when  the  at- 
mosphere of  this  home  should  have  been  redolent  with  the  perfume 
of  flowers,  instead  of  the  noxious  gases  from  cess-pools  and  privies, 
that  diphtheria  should  enter  there  ?  Of  the  six  children  that  gathered 
around  this  family  altar,  for  such  there  were  even  amid  so  much 
stolid  ignorance  of  natural  and   sanitary  laws,  five  were  stricken 
down,  three  were  buried  in  as  many  wecKs,  and  two  after  an  illness 
"  nigh  unto  death "  recovered,     ft  wouid,  perhaps,  be   difiicult  to 
convince  these  Christian  parents  that  their  own  neglect  had  con- 
tributed to  these  sad  results.     It  is  easier  and  more  consoling  for 
such  to  believe  that  it  is  a  just,  though  mysterious,  dispensation  of 
Providence ;  or,  for  another  class  of  minds,  to  believe  that  they  are* 
the  puppets  of  some  blind  and  mysterious  Fate,  rather  than  the 
victims  of  that  ignorance  which  has  led  to  the  violation  of  benefi- 
cent laws  instituted  by  the  Creator,  and  proclaimed  in  the  economy 
of  all  his  works,  if  they  would  but  study  to  understand  them. 

These  pictures  are  not  overdrawn,  nor  are  they  facts  of  unf requent 
occurrence.  All  these  unhealthy  conditions  do  not,  of  course,  exist 
in  every  instance.  But  in  thousands  of  the  rural  homes,  as  well  a6 
cities  of  the  Empire  State,  such  unsanitary  conditions  exist  as  tend 
to  foster  the  germs  of  contagious  and  infective  disease,  and  increase 
their  mortality.  A  judicious  study  of  sanitary  rules,  regulations  and 
laws  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  a  cheerful  cooperation  with  the 
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anthorities  to  whom  is  delegated  the  duty  of  enforcing  them,  will 
fcpeedily  mitigate  the  severity  and  diminish  the  mortality  arising 
trom  this  dass  of  diseases. 

But  to  return  to  the  consideration  of  measures  for  securing  such 
ranitary  results  as  will  eradicate  the  germs  of  the  disease  where  they 
exist,  or  prevent  their  establishment  where  they  do  not  exist. 

A  thoroughly  drained  soil  beneath  and  around  an  occupied  house, 
either  in  city  or  countrj^  is  important.  Proper  house  drains  in  the 
countiy  are  the  exception,  there  being  no  communication  in  most 
cases  with  a  main  or  other  safe  receptacle  ;  commonly  they  are  lost 
in  the  soil,  a  few  feet,  more  or  less,  from  the  house.  These  con- 
ditions should  be  remedied  and  efficient  drainage  secured.  In  the 
absence  of  this,  the  sewer  or  drain  should  be  frequently  treated  with 
a  liberal  supply  of  a  disinfecting  solution  made  of  sulphate  of  iron, 
not  less  than  one  pound  to  the  gallon  of  water. 

Water-closets  and  privies  are  also  in  a  large  majority  of  instances 
fanltv  in   construction   and  abominable    in  management.      These 
should  be  disinfected  with  one  of  the  agents  mentioned  so  frequently 
that  foul  odors  will   always  be  prevented,  for   these  are  danger 
sig:nals  more  useful  than  agreeable.     These  duties  are  not  onerous, 
if   undertaken  with  system   and  intelligence.      Unfortunately  the 
time  has  not  come  when  their  discharge  can  be  left  to  those  even 
most  interested  —  the  people.     The  voice  of  authority  needs  to  be 
and  has  been  invoked  to  aid  in  the  work.     It  has  clothed  certain 
representatives  of  the   people  in  the  cities,  villages  and  towns    of 
the  State  with  power  to  secure  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  all 
persons,  places  and  things  suspected  of,  or  contaminated  by,   con- 
tagious or  infective  disease.     Chapter  324,  Laws  of  1850,  provides : 
Sbctiox  1.  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  every 
city,  and  the  trustees  of  every  incorporated  village  in  this  State,  in 
which  there  is  not  now  a  Board  of  Health  duly  organized,  to  ap- 
point once  in  each  year  a  Board  of  Health  for  such  city  or  village, 
to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  and  a 
cfrtupetent  physician  to  be  the  health  officer  thereof." 

§  2.  "  The  supervisors  and  justices  of  the  peace,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  of  each  town  in  this  State,  shall  be  a  Board  of  Health  for 
iJuch  town  for  each  year,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of 
such  board,  the  public  good  requires  it ;  and  they  shall  appoint  some 
competent  physician  to  be  the  health  officer  for  such  town." 

These  boards  of  health  thus  established  have  power  under  the 

name  act,  among  other  things,  "  to  regulate  and  prohibit  or  prevent 

alj  communication  or  intercourse  with  all  houses,  tenements  and 

places,  and  the  persons  occupying  the  same,  in  which  there  shall  be 

any  person  who  shall  have  been  exposed  to  any  infectious  or  conta- 

^ons  disease." 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  recommended  to  such  local  boards 
te  uiBv  be  organized  under  the  statute,  the  adoption  of  the  following 
**Sanftaiy  Ordinances,"  as  being  necessary  to  secure  prompt  and 
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efficient  action,  in  the  purification  ana  ''  stamping  out "  of  the  cart- 
tagium  of  spreading  disease  : 

§  7.  Any  householder  in  whose  dwelling  there  shall  occur  a  case 
of  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhus  or  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever,  dipli- 
theria  or  small-pox,  shall  immediately  riotify  the  Board  of  Healtlx  of 
the  same ;  and  until  instructions  are  received  from  the  said  Board, 
shall  not  pennit  any  clothing  or  other,  property  that  maj^  have  beeu 
exposed  to  infection  to  be  removed  from  tiie  house,  ^or  shall  any 
occupant  change  his  residence  elsewhere  without  the  consent  of  tbe 
said  Board  during  the  prevalence  of  any  public  danger  from  said  dis- 
ease ;  and  all  physicians  and  other  attendants  upon  any  person  sick 
with  small-pox,  cholera,  typhus,  typhoid  or  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
or  other  disease  dangei-ous  to  the  public  health,  shall  forthwith 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Health.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  physicians  and  attendants  to  avoid  exposure  to  the  public  of 
any  garments  or  clothing  about  their  own  persons  that  may  have 
been  infected  from  exposure  to  any  diseases. 

§  8.  No  person  or  article  liable  to  propagate  a  dangerous  disease 
shall  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  this  city  (or  viflage)  without 
the  special  permit  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  thereof  ;  and 
whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  any  person  that  such 

Serson  or  article  has  been  brought  within  such  limits,  he  shall  imine- 
iately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Board,  together  with  the  loca- 
tion thereof.  No  person  shall,  within  the  built-up  portion  of  a  city 
or  village,  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  thereof,  carry 
or  remove, from  one  building  to  any  other,  or  from  any  vessel  to  the 
shore,  any  person  sick  of  any  contagious  disease.  Xor  shall  any 
person,  by  any  exposure  of  any  individual  sick  of  any  contagious 
disease,  or  of  the  body  of  such  person,  or  by  any  negligent  act  con- 
nected therewith,  or  in  respect  of  the  care  or  custody  thereof,  or  b}^ 
a  needless  exposure  of  himself,  cause  or  contribute  to  or  promote 
the  spread  of  disease  from  any  such  person,  or  from  any  dead  body. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  order  such  separation  and 
isolation  or  domestic  quarantine  of  the  sick  from  other  persons  not 
necessary  as  attendants,  and  also  such  special  care  and  disinfection 
as  shall  be  needed  in  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  such  disease 
to  others. 

§  9.  There  shall  not  be  a  public  or  church  funeral  of  any  person 
who  has  died  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  yellow  fever  or 
Asiatic  cholera ;  and  the  family  of  the  deceased  is  required  to  limit  the 
attendance  to  as  few  as  possible,  and  to  pre\'ent  the  presence,  so  fai* 
as  they  are  able,  of  those  who  have  not  had  the  disease  of  which  the 
deceased  person  died  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  householders  and 
all  persons  concerned,  where  a  death  occurs  from  any  contagious  ot 
pestilential  disease,  to  prevent  needless  assembling  in  the  apartments 
and  house,  where  such  diseases  are,  of  all  persons  liable  to  become 
infected  thereby. 

While  the  above  "  ordinances  "  are  not  in  the  form  of  a  statutory 
law,  their  force  and  effect  will  be  equally  operative  when  adopted 
and  published  by  Boards  of  Health  in  towns  and  villages. 
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One  of  the  best  legal  minds  in  the  State,  and  familiar  with  the 
State  laws  relating  to  public  health,  declares :  "  It  is  a  doctrine  in 
force  in  our  State,  sanctioned  by  repeated  decisions  from  1828  down 
to  the  present  time,  that  a  town  or  corporation  is  not  restricted  from 
making  further  regvlations  upon  a  subject  regulated  by  a  general 
law." 

There  is  one  other  statute  bearing  upon  "  Internal  Quarantine ;" 
one  long  neglected  and  almost  forgotten,  to  which  reference  is  here 
made. 

CHAPTER  438,  LAWS  OF  1860. 

An  Act  to  encourage   and   provide   for  a  general  -Vaccination  in 

this  State. 

Passed  AprU  16,  1860. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  several  common  school  districts  in 
this  State  and  the  properiocal  boards  of  common  school  government 
in  the  several  cities  oi  the  State  are  hereby  directed  and  empowered, 
under  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  exclude  from  the  ben- 
efits of  the  common  schools  therein  any  child  or  any  person  who  has 
not  been  vaccinated  and  until  such  time  when  said  cnild  or  person 
shall  become  vaccinated. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  or  local  board  may  adopt  a  resolution  to 
carry  into  effect  the  power  conferred  by  the  first  section  hereof  ;  and 
whenever  they  shall  do  so  they  shall  thereupon  give  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  thereof,  by  posting  the  same  in  two  or  more  public  or  con- 
spicnous  places  within  the  limits  of  their  school  govei^nment,  and 
shall,  in  said  notice,  advertise  due  provision  for  the  vaccination  of 
any  child  or  person  of  suitable  age,  who  may  desire  to  attend  the 
common  school,  and  whose  parents  and  guardians  are  imable  to  pro- 
cure vaccination  for  them,  or  for  the  children  of  suitable  age  of  such 
parents  as  by  reason  of  poverty  may  be  exempted  from  taxation  in 
sach  school  districts. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  or  board  may,  in  their  or  its  discretion,  ap- 
point some  competent  physician  and  fix  the  compensation  for  his 
services,  the  duty  of  which  physician  shall  be  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  children  or  persons  in  the  school  district  or  subdivision  of 
city  school  government,  being  of  an  age  suitable  to  attend  the  com- 
mon school,  who  have  not  been  already  vaccinated,  and,  also,  to  fur- 
nish to  the  said  trustees  or  said  board  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  such 
children  or  persons.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  physician  to 
provide  himself  with  good  and  reliable  vaccine  virus  wherewith  to 
vaccinate  such  of  the  number  of  children  or  persons  aforesaid  as 
have  not  been  vaccinated  according  as  the  trustees  or  board  shall 
direct,  and  to  thereupon  sive  certificates  of  vaccination  when  re- 
quired, which  certificates  snail  be  evidence  thereof  for  the  purposes 
of  a  compliance  with  section  first  hereof. 

§  4.  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  included  and  collected  in  the  annual  tax  bill  of  the  district, 
town,  village  or  city  as  may  be  proper  according  to  law. 
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§  5.  The  truBtees  of  the  several  school  districts  of  tliis  State  a 
hereby  required  to  include  in  their  annual  report  the  number 
their  several  districts  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one  yea 
who  are  vaccinated  and  the  number  unvaccinated. 

When  it  is  considered  that  small-pox  may  be  banished  from  tl 
face  of  civilization  by  attention  to  this  one  dutv,  vaccination,  neitli 
difficult  or  expensive  to  secure,  and  when  it  is  known  tliat  thousaiK 
of  lives,  precious  beyond  measure  to  their  friends,  and  represeiitii 
millions  of  money-value  to  the  country,  are  annually  the  victims  < 
this  disease,  .the  neglect,  prejudice,  or  whatever  cause  that  stands  : 
the  way  of  securing  immunity  from  it,  is  equally  unpardonable  ar 
incomprehensible.  Again,  however  important  that  the  laws  in  rel 
tion  to  internal  quarantine  should  be  executed,  which,  in  connectic 
with  the  "sanitary  ordinances,"  embrace  hygienic  and  sanitai 
measures  ;  however  full  and  explicit  the  authority  they  give,  the 
execution  should  be  supervised  and  regulated  by  a  competent  Heah 
Officer,  employed  by  and  accountable  to  the  local  authorities. 

The  "  Act  to  establish  a  State  Board  of  Health,"  makes  it  ^'  tl 
duty  of  the  said  Board  to  obtain,  collect  and  preserve  such  inform 
tion  relating  to  deaths,  diseases  and  health  as  may  be  useful  in  tl 
discharge  of  its  duties,  and  contribute  to  the  promotion  of  tli 
health,  or  the  security  of  life  in  the  State  of  New  York."  And 
is  made  "  the  duty  of  all  health  officers  and  boards  of  health  in  tli 
State,  to  communicate  to  said  State  Board  of  Health,  copies  of  a 
their  reports  and  publications ;  also  such  sanitary  information  as  ma 
be  useful." 

To  comply  with  the  law,  and  enable  the  State  Board  to  fulfill  tli 
mission  for  which  it  was  created,  requires  the  local  boards  to  mak 
a  faithful  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  all  the  outbreal 
of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  the  locality  where  they  oecu; 
It  is  the  dutv  of  such  representatives  of  the  local  boards  as  may  b 
designated  lor  the  purpose,  to  maintain  a  vi^lant  supervision  c 
school-houses  and  their  surroundings,  of  assembly  rooms,  and  publi 
houses,  that  the  sources  of  disease,  and  those  conditions  which  ei 
courage  the  propagation  of  contagious  and  infective  distempers,  ma 
find  no  abiding  place. 

The  diseases  recognized  by  the  health  authorities  of  the  State  a 
contagious  or  infectious,  and  which  require  sanitary  supervision  t 
prevent  their  introduction,  or  mitigate  their  severity  and  limit  thei 
propagation  where  they  prevail,  we  here  enumerate  : 


Malignant  cholera. 
Yellow  fever, 
Typhus  fever, 
Typhoid  fever, 
'^  Eielapsing  fever. 

Scarlet  fever, 


Puerperal  fever, 

Cerebro-Spinal  fever, 

Small-pox, 

Diphtheria, 

Dysentery, 

Measles. 


If  the  Health  Officers  appointed  bv  the  local  boards  act  with  be 
coming  zeal  in  promulgating  proper  mstructions  and  supervising  th< 
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execution  of  Banitary  regulations,  a  great  work  in  the  limitation  and 
suppression  of  tlieee  diseases  will  be  speedily  effected. 

It  i^  earnestly  enjoined  npon  those  to  whom  the  law  has  delegated 
the  authority  to  act  as  boards  of  health  in  the  towns  and  villages,  to 
organize  as  sach,  and  through  the  appointment  of  active  and  efficient 
Health  Officers,  contribute  to  the  preservation  of  human  life  and 
security  of  the  public  health. 

The  powers  conferred  by  statute,  or  which  may  be  secured  by  the 
adoption  of  the  "  Sanitary  Ordinances"  recommended  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  if  not  ample  for  the  needs  of  our  great  cities,  are 
quite  sufficient  for  towns  and  villages,  if  employed  with  intelligent 
zeal.  *' Every  hotel,  lodging-house,  tenement-liouse,  work-shop  or 
other  building  where  several  persons  are  employed,  factory,  school, 
church,  tlieater,  and  every  public  building,  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  health  officer  and  of  the  officers  of  the  board  of 
health."  Thus  affording  to  the  local  authorities  every  opportunity 
necessary.  And  authority  is  given  **  to  abate  any  nuisance  within 
such  village,  injurious  to  the  publifj  health."  The  work  that  the 
State  Board  of  Health  aims  to  accomplish,  through  the  co-operation 
of  the  local  boards,  is  in  no  sense  theoretical ;  on  the  other  hand,  it 
is  eminently  practical,  and  deals  with  considerations  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  human  life,  the  public  health  and  prosperity  of  the 
country. 

In  conclusion  it  is  again  urged  that  to  secure  the  desired  results 
the  people  must  be  taught  sanitary  rules,  in  general  at  least.  The 
press,  the  pulpit,  and  that  profession  of  all  others,  which  is  the  at- 
tendant of  suffering  humanity  from  the  cradle  to  old  age,  have  great 
influence  (and  proportionate  responsibility)  in  accomplishing  this. 
In  this  work  the  State  Board  of  Health  should,  and  no  doubt  will, 
lead  the  way,  prompting,  directing  and  advising  local  sanitarj^  offi- 
cers, and  where  proper  and  necessary,  aiding  them  to  enforce  such 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  public  health  and  the  dis- 
dmige  of  their  duty  to  the  people  of  the  State.  A  great  public 
interest  is  perceptible ;  manifested  in  the  discussion  of  sanitary  re- 
forms —  the  formation  of  active  sanitary  organizations,  such  as  the 
American  Public  Health  Association,  and  the  demand  for  the  crea- 
tion of  inter-State  regulations  and  State  Boards  of  Health. 

England  has  already  legislated  in  that  direction  ;  an  inspection  of 
provisions  in  markets,  and  official  analyses  of  suspected  samples  are 
provided  for,  with  power  to  punish  offenders  by  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. State  laws  are  proposed,  and  in  at  least  one  instance  (Wis- 
consin), adopted,  creating  local  inspectors  and  a  public  analyst. 

Notwithstanding  the  constitutional  dislike  of  the  American  people 
toward  governmental  interferencesin  local  matters  affecting  their 
right  to  "  do  as  they  please  with  what  is  their  own,"  State  legislation 
has  been  invoked  for  municipal  communities  wath  marked  success, 
and  evidence  of  increasing  popular  favor.  The  wealth,  culture,  social 
standing  and  moral  influence  of  the  great  cities  of  our  State  are  or- 
ganizing with  generous  self-sacrifice  lor  the  relief  and  improvement 
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of  the  people ;  and  they  are  hopefully  responding  to  the  eflEorts  in 
their  behalf.     Property-owners  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the  re- 
strictions of  law  in  the  suppression  of  nuisances,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  tenement  houses,  are  not  inconsistent  with   their  interests. 
The  ignorant,  ill-fed,  over-crowded  populations,  too  helpless,  or  gro^wn 
indifferent  from  long  endurance,  to  effect  any  change  themselves, 
begin  to  understand  tne  importance  of  improved  sanitary  conditions. 
Much  remains  to  be  done  which  can  only  be  effected  by  careful  con- 
sideration of  differences  of  opinion,  and  a  wise  forbearance  in  their 
discussion.     Individuals  may  do  much ;  municipal  organizations  can 
do  more ;  State  Boards  of  Health  and  Legislatures  can  render  efficient 
aid;  but  the  people  must  be  taught  the  necessity  of  cheerful  obedience. 
They  should  at  the  same  time  be  made  to  feel  that  whatever  power 
Legislatures  may  give — whatever  assistance  State  or  municipal  boards 
may  render,  the  real  work  is  theirs,  so  far  as  encouragement  and  co- 
operation are  concerned,  and  theirs  is  the  responsibility  as  well  a^  the 
benefit.     In  the  intelligence  and  zeal  of  the  people  in  promoting 
sanitary  reforms  will  be  found  a  more  potent  aid  than  that  of  Aaron 
and  Hur,  to  stay  the  hands  of  authority  while  the   influence    of 
quarantine  restrictions  and  hygienic  measures  smite  the  forces  of 
disease. 

The  letter  of  an  eminent  physician  in  an  adjoining  State  to  the 
superintendent  of  a  division  of  an  important  line  of  railroad,  calling 
his  attention  to  certain  unsanitary  conditions  which  are  now  known 
as  the  causes  of  typhoid  fever,  elicited  the  following  reply : 

"  The  remedies  you  suggest  are  those  that  for  several  years  we 
have  tried  hard  to  enforce.  *  *  *  "I  wish  I  could  do  more  to 
remedy  this  matter  than  I  am  doing ;  (mdl  wi^h  that  the  citlze7is  of 
every  town  that  our  road  runs  throuqh  would  raalce  such  an  outcry 
that  no  employee  at  a  station  woula  dare  have  these pUices  in  any 
other  condition  than  tliat  of  perfect  cleanliness,^'* 

Instruction  of  the  people  through  the  frequent  publication  and 
distribution  of  "Sanitary  Laws,"  and  ordinances,  is  one  of  the  great 
necessities  of  the  work  in  hand.  They  must  be  taught  to  look  for 
the  causes  of  disease  in  their  local  surroundings,  rather  than  the  dis- 
pensations of  a  mysterious  Providence. 

"  There  was  a  time,"  says  one  of  the  most  self-sacrificing  sanita- 
rians of  our  State,  in  a  recent  paper,  "  when  fasting  and  prayer  to 
avert  disease  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  faithless  distrust  of  common 
sense  on  the  other  hand,  were  obstacles  to  the  sanitary  improvement 
of  the  masses,  and  to  the  protection  of  public  health.  When  Lord 
Palmerston  was  waited  on  by  a  delegation  of  Scotch  petitioners  for 
the  royal  appointment  of  a  fast  day,  he  surprised  them  by  saying : 
"  Go  home  and  see  that  your  towns  and  cities  are  freed  from  those 
causes  and  sources  of  contagion  which,  if  allowed  to  remain,  will 
breed  pestilence  and  be  fruitful  in  death,  in  spite  of  all  prayers  of  a 
united  but  inactive  people."

EEPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 

INSTITUTIONS. 


The  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  would  respectfully  report : 

That  they  find  the  topic  one  of  such  magnitude  that  they  will 
content  themselves  with  but  one  aspect  of  the  subject,  and  leave 
the  discussion  of  the  various  theories  with  reference  to  the  causes 
of  ill  health  arising  from  deficiency  of  pure  air,  to  specialists  who 
liave  elaborated  this  subject  in  suitable  treatises.  In  public  build- 
ings of  various  kinds,  requiring  different  methods  for  furnishing 
the  requisite  air  supply,  it  must  be  demanded  that  in  future  these 
requirements  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  reported  upon  before 
the  edifices  are  completed.  Your  committee  prefer  the  exposition 
of  successful  experiment  to  any  theoretical  opinions.  We,  therefore, 
present  the  results  attained  in  one  of  our  largest  and  most  useful 
public  buildings. 

New  York  State  Lunatic  Asylum  at  TJtica. — Accompanied  by 
Mr.  Joseph  Graham,  the  engineer  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane, we  made  several  inspections  of  that  institution.  It  is  furnished 
with  the  most  perfect  system  of  ventilation,  heating,  drainage  and 
water  supply  of  any  public  building  we  have  ever  visited.  The 
asylum,  which  is  located  at  Utica,  is  on  an  elevation  of  about  one 
hundred  feet  above  the  Mohawk  river,  and  about  a  mile  from  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  depot,  in  the 
western  part  of  the  city,  on  a  farm  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres. 
The  building  is  so  located  as  to  give  a  lawn  of  about  twenty-five 
acres  of  pleasure  grounds  around  the  front  and  sides  of  the  builaings. 

Ventilation  and  Heating. — The  method  of  heating  and  ven- 
tilating the  institution  is  considered  by  the  managers  to  be  the  most 
economical,  as  well  as  the  safest  and  best,  and,  on  account  of  its 
superiority,  information  has  been  frequently  asked  respecting  it.  A 
short  time  ago,  an  application  was  made  through  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  by  the  British  government  for  full  particulars 
concerning  the  appliances  and  method,  and  the  whole  matter 
in  detail  was  referred  to  the  superintendent  of  the  institution, 
Dr.  John  P.  Gray,  who  made  a  very  extensive  report  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  board  of  managers  before  transmission  to  Washington. 
It  is  prepared  with  such  great  accuracy,  and  the  method  so  clearly 
defined  that  we  here  give  an  abstract  of  it. 

The  system  of  ventilation  adopted  is  by  means  of  forcing  air  into 
the  building  by  the  use  of  two  centrifugal  fans.  A  drawing  and 
descriptioii  of  the  same  will  be  seen,  together  with  a  plan  of  the 
basement,  a  sectional  elevation  showing  ingress  and  egress  air  flues, 
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and  ridge  ventilation,  and  an  enlarged  view  of  block  radiators 
The  air  is  sent  by  the  fans  to  all  parts  of  the  building.  It  is  dc 
livered  first  into  the  large  channel,  or  basement  air  duct,  or  ai 
plenum^  )jrliich,  as  shown  by  Drawing  A,  is  continued  under  tli 
entire  building.  Let  1  represent  the  boilers;  2,  the  engine;  3,  tli 
fans;  4,  the  radiators  and  steam  pipes^  and  5  the  air  duct  or  jpleriiun 
and  let  the  arrows  show  the  direction  of  air  currents.  Secor>d,  tli< 
air  passes  by  flues  from  this  air  duct  or  air  plenuTn  into  the  varioii 
wards  and  rooms  to  be  supplied.  Each  flue  is  independent  and  Iia 
an  exit  at  but  one  point,  and  opens  into  wards  or  rooms  to  be  6U]> 
plied  at  a  point  above  the  level  of  the  top  of  the  windows  and  dooivs 
While  this  is  unquestionably  the  best  plan,  it  is  not  absolutel^^ 
necessary  to  success  in  ventilation.  But  in  a  building  kept  for  tlu 
insane,  it  is' advisable  to  have  the  air  enter  above  a  pomt  where 
patients  would  be  likely  to  thro\t'  articles  into  the  flues.  Anotlici 
object  in  having  the  flues  at  this  point  is  that  the  opening  and 
closing  of  doors  or  w^indows  will  not  interfere  with  the  current  oi 
incommg  air,  and  by  this  method  the  air  is  distributed  uniforniiv 
through  every  part  of  the  building.  Flues  are  constructed  f  roiu 
the  corridors  and  rooms  commencing  just  above  the  base-board,  eacJi 
flue  passing  into  the  attic  air  chamber  independently.  Over  part  of 
the  building  is  ridge-ventilation  arranged  as  shown  in  Drawing  B. 
Over  other  parts  of  the  building  the  exit  is  throueli  ventilators  fixed 
at  regular  distances,  which  are  shown  by  sectional  Drawing  C. 

The  amount  of  air  delivered  by  each  fan  is  one  thousand  cubic 
feet  to  each  revolution.  These  fans  can  be  made  to  furnish  any 
desired  quantity.  At  this  institution  they  supply  five  millions  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  hour,  which  is  a  little  over  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of 
air  per  minute  to  each  occupant  of  the  house,  night  and  day. 

The  Ka  flenum  (1  in  plan  B)  is  large  enough  to  contain  any  quan- 
tity of  air  desired,  without  the  need  of  a  rapid  current.  The  face- 
areas  of  the  flues,  leading  from  this  duct  to  the  wards  and  rooms,  is 
equal  to  forty-two  inches  for  each  occupant.  The  area  of  the  exit 
flues,  from  the  wards  and  rooms  to  the  attic  chamber,  is  equal  to 
sixty-four  inches  for  each  occupant ;  the  exit  area  through  the  ridge 
ventilation  equals  seventy-six  inches  for  each  occupant.  Every 
single  sleeping-room  is  furnished  with  a  flue  for  the  exit  of  foul  air, 
of  sixty-four  inches  area.  Where  one  sleeping-room  is  connected 
with  another,  the  area  of  the  several  flues  is  equal  to  sixty-four 
inches  for  each  occupant.  The  sleeping-rooms  receive  the  air  from 
the  corridors  at  or  near  the  floor.  There  is  no  threshold,  and  some 
of  the  doors  are  shortened  at  the  bottom  to  allow  a  space  between 
them  and  the  floor  of  sixty-four  square  inches  area.  In  some  of  the 
sleeping-rooms  the  air  enters  through  a  register  in  the  bottom  rail 
of  tlie  door.  By  this  method  an  abundant  supply  of  fresh  air  is 
secured. 

The  air,  by  being  compelled  to  pass  over  cast-iron  radiators 
through  which  steam  is  circulated,  on  its  way  from  the  fan  to  the 
occupied  parts  of  the  building,  is  warmed  to  the  decree  that  is 
required.     These  radiators  are  placed  in  the  j^fe/iwm,  and  in  separate 
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blocks  nndenieath  the  flues  leading  from  this  plenum  to  the  occu- 
pied pai-ts  of  the  building.  There  is  one  flue  leading  to  each  story, 
and  a  block  of  radiators  lor  each  set  of  three  flues.  Each  block  has 
an  independent  connection  with  the  main  steam  pipe^  so  that  each 
block  can  be  used  separately.  Each  block  is  encased  on  the  sides, 
]eaving  the  bottom  open  for  the  free  passage  of  air  over  the  radiat- 
ors. By  this  arrangement  the  air  is  warmed  at  the  nearest  point  of 
its  delivery  for  use,  and  tlie  heat  is  not  wasted  by  absorption  into 
the  walls  of  a  large  general  air  chamber,  and  the  temperature  of  the 
air  sent  into  any  special  part  of  the  building  can  be  regulated  as 
may  be  desired,  by  simply  introducing  more  or  less  steam  into  the 
individual  blocks. 

By  the  construction  of  the  radiatoi's  and  the  way  they  are  con- 
nected, they  make  a  "steam-coil,"  and  the  several  blocks  are  so 
an*anged  and  connected  that  steam  can  be  turned  upon  one-third, 
two-thirds,  or  the  whole,  as  the  atmospheric  temperature  may 
require. 

This  large  body  of  air  entering  and  being  distributed  in  the  man- 
ner described,  produces  very  little,  if  any,  current.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  air  introduced  higher  than  one 
hundred  degrees  at  the  point  of  entrance  to  the  wards  and  rooms  in 
order  to  secure  a  general  temperature  of  seventy  degrees  throughout. 
Thus  the  air  is  not  rarified,  expanded,  or  dried  to  a  degree  that 
interferes  with  health  and  comfort. 

This  system  does  not  require  registers  to  regulate  the  amount  of 
hot  air  ingress.  The  amount  of  air  deliverea  over  each  radiating 
block  is  warmed  to  the  temperature  there  required,  and  as  the  vol- 
ume of  air  delivered  is  uniiorm  and  constant,  thorough  ventilation 
is  obtained.  Ingress  registers  in  the  wards  of  a  hospital  are  sure  to 
be  used  to  shut  off  the  flow  of  air  if  it  was  too  warm,  that  being 
more  easily  done  than  to  give  information  to  the  engineer  having 
control  of  the  heating  blocks.  Registers  are  used  in  the  offices  and 
residences  of  the  officers. 

It  is  possible  to  determine  the  exact  amount  of  coal  necessary  to 
raise  a  given  volume  of  air  one  degree,  and  this  gives  the  key  to 
the  necessary  amount  of  coal  to  be  burned  in  the  steam  boilers  to 
raise  the  whole  quantity  of  air  introduced  to  any  desired  tempera- 
ture. The  engineer,  by  observing  the  temperature  of  the  external 
atmosphere,  and  knowing  the  volume  of  air  delivered,  can,  with 
sufficient  accuracy,  supply  the  necessary  amount  of  heat. 

To  illustrate :  the  cubic  capacity  of  tlie  wards  and  rooms  in  this 
asylum  is,  in  round  numbei-s,  about  5,000,000  feet.  Five  million 
cubic  feet  of  air  are  delivered  by  the  fans  per  hour,  night  and  day. 
Twelve  pounds  of  coal  will  raise  the  temperature  of  this  vast  volumje 
of  air  one  degree  Fahrenheit  per  hour.  The  temperature  of  the 
wards  has  been  maintained  at  from  70®  to  72*^  when  the  outside 
temperature  was  10°  below  zero.  At  the  same  time  the  amount  of 
coal  bnmed  for  twenty-four  hours,  was  eight  tone  and  1,280  poimds, 
an  average  of  720  pounds  per  hour,  with  722  occupants. 
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The  Fan. —  The  fan  and  its  supports  are  of  iron  ;  the  casing,  of 
wood.     The  rotary  or  operating  part  of  the  fan  consists  of  a  shaft 
with  eight  radial  arms  set  back  on  a  curve  (as  shown  in  the  cut),  at 
the  extremities  of  which  are  fastened  iron  wind-boards  three  feet 
wide  and  five  feet  long  in  the  direction  of  the  axis ;  the  extremities 
of  the  wind-boards  are  six  feet  from  the  center  and  consequently 
describe  a  circle  of  twelve  feet  in  diameter.     The  shaft  extends  be- 
yond this  casing  and  rests  on  pulley  blocks,  and  on  the  driving  side 
it  is  lengthened  six  feet  to  receive  the  driving  pulley  and  remove  all 
obstruction  to  the  easy  entrance  of  air  to  the  fans.     The  motion  is 
imparted  by  a  belt  passing  over  the  pulley  four  feet  in  diameter 
with  ten-inch  face  on  the  end  of  the  shaft.     The  arms  and  boards 
revolve  within  the  wooden  casing,  the  circumference  of  which,  in- 
stead of  being  concentric  with  the  shaft,  describes  a  curve  of  in- 
creasing diameter  and  forms  outside  of  the  wind-boards  a  channel  of 
constantly  enlarging   capacity  toward  the  point  of  delivery.     The 
casing  is,  therefore,  scroll  shaped,  this  space  beinff  six  inches  in  fronc 
and  enlarging  to  three  feet  at  the  bottom.     The  height  of  the  casing 
from  the  noor  is  eighteen  feet.     The  cross  sectional  area  is  equal  at 
the  point  of  delivery  to  forty-two  square  feet.     The  opening  in  each 
side  of  the  fan  casing  for  the  inlet  of  air  is  six  feet  in  area.     The 
whole  machinery  is  placed  in  a  room  the  floor  of  which  is  on  a  level 
with  the  floor  of  the  main  air  duct,  and  the  air  is  admitted  through 
a  large  open  space  double 'the  area  of  both  inlets  and  properly 
guarded.     (See  plan  D.) 
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Sewers,  with  their  Ventilation  and  Traps. —  We  can  safely  say 
that  no  institution  in  this  country  has  a  more  perfect  system  of 
drainage  and  drain  ventilation  than  this.  It  has  been  a  matter  of 
great  study  for  years  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Gray  to  make  it  a  success 
in  every  particular.  Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  a 
ground  plan  of  the  buildings  showing  a  complete  system  of  sewer- 
age, also  a  sectional  view  showing  soil-pipes  and  traps  with  their 
ventilation. 

The  grounds  were  originally  wet,  but  have  been  thoroughly  nn- 
derdrained  at  a  depth  oi  three  and  one-half  feet  so  as  to  make  them 
entirely  dry.      The  distance  separating  these  drains  varies  from 
thirty  to  sixty  feet.     The  drains  from  the  garden  are  carried  di- 
rectly to  a  small  stream  running  through  the  grounds,  and  those  in. 
the  front  grounds  run  into  the  main  drain  of  the  institution  at  its 
outward  boundary  where  they  are  thoroughly  trapped.     A  large 
portion  of  the  farm  is  underdrained.     The  whole  ground  drainage 
amounts  to  many  miles.     This  secures  entire  immunity  from  all 
under-ground  collections  of  water  and  all  forms  of  malaria.     The 
black  lines  show  the  outlines  of  the  walls  of  the  buildings.     A 
skeleton  ground  plan  [Plan  I]  of  the  building  and  sewers  is  given. 
Dotted  hues  show  the  drains  which  are  egg-shape,  the  narrowest 
part  at  the  bottom,  to  give  as  deep  a  flow  of  water  as  possible  for 
the  small  current  that  constantly  flows  in  a  drain,  also  to  have  as 
little  breadth  as  possible  at  the  floor  of  the  drain-pipe,  to  guard 
against  the  lodgment  of   solid  matters.      They  are  laid  in  water 
lime  and  cement ;  two  rows  of  brick,  the  first  row  grouted  before 
the  second  is  laid. '  Where  the  drains  pass  under  the  house  they  are 
cast  iron  pipe.     The  points  crossed  indicate  the  location  of  the  traps, 
where  all  manner  of  soil  and  waste-pipes  connected  with  the  house 
enter.     It  will  be  observed  that  the  traps  are  outside  of  the  walls. 
The  system  of  tapping  and  ventilating  the  soil  pipe  and  the  drain 
trap  through  the  roof  began  to  be  introduced  separately  in  1856,  and 
it  works  so  well  that  the  system  was  gradually  extended  throughout 
the  whole  building  with  complete  success.     The  waste-pipes  from 
the  urinals  are  ventilated  through  tlie  roof  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  soil-pipes. 

'The  institution  was  opened  the  16th  of  January,  1843,  during 
which  year  they  were  entirely  exempt  from  fevers,  dysentery  or  other 
serious  affections  of  the  bowels.  From  this  time  down  to  the  year 
1847  passed  with  an  occasional  death  from  diarrhcea,  all  of  which 
time  the  institution  was  new  and  unimpregnated  with  diseases  of 
a  miasmatic  nature.  But  that  year  they  report  eight  deaths  from 
diarrhoea,  at  the  same  time  diarrhoea  and  dysentery  affecting  more 
than  one-half  of  the  inmates.  At  this  point  begins  the  record  of 
influence  of  bad  drainage,  defective  ventilation,  etc.,  while  tlie 
asylum  has  been  in  operation  only  four  years. 

In  the  following  year  240  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  dysentery  were 
reported  among  the  patients,  and  out  of  this  number  thirty-nine  died. 
Together  with  these  there  were  thirty  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  dyscn- 
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tery  among  the  attendants,  none  of  which,  however,  were  fatal. 
This  was  with  an  average  of  considerably  less  than  500  patients. 
In  the  year  of  1849-50  there  occurred  thirty-seven  dea,ths  trom  the 
above  causes,  together  with  typhus  fever  and  erysipelas.  In  the 
report  for  that  year  particular  mention  is  made  as  to  tnis  last-named 
disease  being  connected  more  intimately  with  imperfect  ventilation 
than  any  other.  Out  of  th/3  whole  number  (twenty-three  cases)  f  our 
died  ;  thes|B  are  included  in  the  above.  In  the  year  1851  there  were 
126  cases  of  dian-hoea,  dysentery  and  erysipelas,  and  out  of  this 
number  ten  deaths  were  reported,  the  managers  claiming  that  these 
diseases  were  the  ones  they  had  to  contend  with  most  frequentlj*, 
and  looked  forward  to  the  time  when  their  system  of  ventilation 
could  be  improved  so  that  they  would  disappear. 

The  year  1852  closed  with  425  patients,  and  the  rejx^rt  shows  117 
cases  from  the  above-named  causes,  and  seventy-one  of  these  cases 
occurred  in  the  months  of  July  and  August.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  was  nine. 

This  year  five  miles  of  tiles  were  laid  .down  to  drain  the  land  -and 
swampy  parts  of  the  grounds,  and  some  work  was  done  to  improve 
the  condition  of  {he  water-closets,  bath  and  sink  rooms,  and  in  fact 
a  general  overhauling  was  commenced^  which  the  reports  show  was 
greatly  needed.  Dr.  John  P.  Gray  took  charge  of  this  institution 
m  1853,  the  following  year,  and  it  was  at  this  time  that  the  present 
^system  of  heating  and  ventilation  was  commenced  in  the  female 
department.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that  but  one  death  occurred  from 
erysipelas  and  one  from  typhus  fever  duririg  this  year,  and  none 
from  dysentery  and  diarrhoea,  showing  plainly  the  effect  of  the  sys- 
tem of  ventilation  already  commenced. 

In  the  year  1854  Dr.  Gray  proposed  a  hospital  department  for 
the  sick.  There  were  only  four  deaths  from  erysipelas  and  one 
from  typhoid  fever  during  this  time. 

In  1855  commenced  the  ventilation  of  the  male  department.  In 
tlie  female  department,  while  there  were  sixteen  cases  of  dysentery 
and  one  case  of  erysipelas,  in  the  male  department  there  were  twenty- 
five  cases  of  dysentery  and  twelve  cases  of  erysipelas,  showing  the 
difference  in  tlie  prevalence  of  diseases  from  bad  air,  etc.,  zymotic 
diseases,  etc.,  on  the  two  sides  of  the  house. 

The  ventilation  having  been  for  some  time  put  quite  extensiveh- 
into  operation  in  the  female  department  of  the  house,  the  amoiiiit 
of  air  supplied  to  each  occupant  was  280  feet  per  minute  in  summer, 
aaid  140  feet  per  minute  in  winter. 

In  1856  the  geneml  health  of  the  institution  was  remarkably  good 
throughout  the  year,  there  being  only  a  few  cases  of  fever  fix)m  bad 
dminage.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  year,  as  well  as  the  year 
before,  from  any  of  the  causes  before  mentioned,  except  one  from 
fever. 

From  that  time  down  to  1859,  but  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and 
two  cases  of  dysentery  occurred.  Commencing  witn  1860,  we  find 
that  all  zymotic  diseases  have  disappeared,  and  are  not  to  be  found 
in  any  oi  the  reports  since  that  time  uj)  to  the  present.     It  was 
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dnrinff  this  year  that  this  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  was 
completed  wnich  took  the  place  of  f  amaces  mat  were  formerly  used 
for  heating  the  building. 

The  same  marked  improvement  was  made  in  the  system  of  sewer- 
age, along  with  the  rest. 

In  connection  with  this  important  subject,  we  furnish  a  sectional 
view  of  the  building  [Plan  II]  showing  the  location  of  the  soil- 
pipes,  hoppers,  bath-tubs,  sinks,  flushers,  etc.  For  instance,  let  1 
represent  boil-pipes ;  2,  Hoppers ;  3,  Bath-tubs ;  4,  Sinks ;  5,  Flush- 
ers ;  6,  Iron  trap ;  7,  Brick  trap ;  8,  Special  ventilation  pipe  from 
traps.     (See  cut,  page  65.) 

It  will  be  seen  that  but  one  hopper  (No.  2)  is  located  upon  a  pipe 
for  each  hall,  and  the  pipe  (No.  1)  passes  out  through  the  roof  and 
carries  oflE  all  ga6  as  rapidly  as  it  arises  over  the  surface  of  the 
water.  We  witnessed  an  experiment  to  show  the  draft  that  each  of 
these  soil-pipes  furnishes:  A  paper  was  lighted  and  introduced  into 
one  of  the  hoppers  and  the  draft  was  so  forcible  that  it  carried  the 
half-consumed  paper  through  the  hopper  and  up  the  pipe  with  such 
force  that  it  proved  conclusively  that  no  sewer  gas  could  by  any 
possibility  escape  into  the  room.  The  draft  was  liJce  that  of  a  chim- 
ney furnace  on  starting  a  fresh  fire.     Each  hopper  is  provided  with 

,  ah  automatic  arrangement  (No.  5)  for  pouring  a  oertam  quantity  of 
water  into  the  hopper  every  few  minutes,  thus  keeping  it  clean  and 
sweet,  and  thoroughly  washing  and  ventilating  the  soil-pipe  itself. 

^"  The  traps  (No.  6)  are  also  ventilated  (No.  8)  so  that  any  gas  that 
might  possibly  get  in  by  back  pressure  through  the  daain,  or  which 
might  be  formed,  within  the  trap  from  the  decomposition  of  mate- 
rials is  at  once  carried  off  and  out  through  the  roof.  The  bath 
tubs  (No.  3)  are  being  placed  in  each  story,  so  as  to  empty  into  the 
soil-pipe  sewers,  and  keep  the  pipe  constantly  washed  out.  The 
ordinary  sinks  (No.  4)  used  in  the  bath  rooms,  and  in  the  water- 
closets  and  those  used  for  washing  out  chambers,  etc.,  empty  into 
the  back  of  the  hoppers,  so  as  to  economize  all  that  water  now  and 
use  it  for  cleansing  purposes. 

The  water  supply  is  abundant,  excellent  and  permanent.  It  is 
obtained  from  springs  which  are  very  favorably  located,  about  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  south  of  the  institution,  the  water  from  which  is  con- 
ducted to  the  asylum  through  iron  pipes.  This  new  supply  was 
added  in  1869,  and  since  that  time  no  complaint  has  been  made  as 
regards  the  scarcity  of  water  supply.  The  institution  receives 
about  80,000  gallons  daily.     The  flowinff  yield  is  about  170,000 

^  gallons  each  day.    It  is  pumped  up  into  the  building  by  a  water  wheel, 
supplied  by  water  from  the  Chenango  canal.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY 
LEGISLATION,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


The  following  report,  made  by  this  committee,  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  November  10,  1880 : 

Proposed  Model  Sanitabt  Ordinances,  Regulations  and 

Obdebs. 

The  State  Board  of  Health,  having,  by  resolution,  referred  the 
subject  of  model  sanitary  ordinances  to  its  standing  committee  on 
sanitary  legislation,  rules  and  regulatiobs,  the  Attorney-General  of 
the  State,  as  chairman  of  that  committee,  reported  to  the  board 
upon  this  subject,  November  10,  as  follows : 

A  diiBculty  is  encountered  on  the  threshold,  in  recommending 
any  code  of  sanitary  ordinances  or  regulations  that  shall  apply  to 
all  localities  and  local  boards  of  he^th,  for  the  reason  that  the 
powers  conferred  by  statute  with  regard  to  the  subject  are  not  uni- 
lorm  as  to  cities,  incorporated  villages  and  towns ;  the  cities  have 
special  charters,  conferring  special  powers  and  privileges,  and  a 
sanitary  code  cannot  be  recommended  that  will  apply  to  all  the 
cities,  but  one  must  be  provided  conformable,  to  the  statute  govern- 
ing the  particular  city  to  which  it  is  to  apply. 

A  uniform  code  cannot  be  recommended  for  all  incorporated  vil- 
lages, as  some  villages  have  special  charters  from  the  legislature,  and 
the  provisions  of  general  acts  for  incorporating  villages  do  not  apply 
to  them. 

Again,  there  are  two  general  acts  for  the  incorporation  of  villages, 
under  which  most  of  "the  villages  of  the  State  have  been  incorporated ; 
the  first  in  point  of  time  was  chapter  426  of  the  Laws  of  1847 ;  by 
that  act  the  trustees  of  the  village  were  authorized : 

"To  prohibit  any  person  from,  bringing,  depositing,  or  having 
within  tno  limits  oi  said  village,  any  dead  carcass  or  other  unwhole- 
some substance,  and  to  require  its  removal  or  destruction  by  any 
person  who  shall  have  on  or  about  his  premises  any  such  substance 
or  any  putrid  meat,  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind ;  and,  on  his  de- 
fault, to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  thereof  by  some 
officer  of  said  village  ;  and  to  abate  any  nuisance  within  said  village 
injurious  to  the  public  health." 

The  trustees  were  given  the  power  to  enforce  the  observance  of 
this  regulation,  by  attaching  a  penalty  to  its  violation  not  exceeding 
$25  for  "  one  violation." 

The  act  of  1870,  chapter  291,  repealed  the  act  of  1847,  excepting 
two  sections  (which  have  no  application  to  any  question  before  us), 
exeept  as  to  villages  which  then  had  been  incorporated  under  the  act 
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of  1847,  and  as  to  those  villages,  the  act  still  remains  in  full  force, 
unless  those  villages  have  been  reincorporated  under  the  act  of  1870, 
which  could  be  .done  by  an  election  in  the  village,  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  tne  30th  and  Slst  sections  of  title  8  of  the  act 
of  1870. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  all  villages  incorporated  before  1870, 
under  the  act  of  1847,  that  have  not  been  reincorporated  under  the 
act  of  1870,  the  enlarged  powers  given  by  this  last  act  to  the  trustees 
of  the  village,  and  to  boards  of  health  of  villages,  have  no  applica- 
tion. 

Therefore  a  sanitary  code,  warranted  by  the  act  of  1870,  can 
have  no  application  to  villages  incorporated  under  the  act  of  1847, 
excepting  only  so  far  as  it  is  warranted  by  the  statute  applicable  to 
them. 

But  chapter  324  of  the  Laws  of  1860  applies  to  all  the  "  boards  of 
health  now  "  [then — April  10,  1850]  "  organized  in  any  city  or 
village  in  this  State,  constituted  under  this  act ; "  and  under  said  act 
the  board  of  health  consists,  in  cities  and  incorporated  villages  in 
which  a  board  of  health  on  April  10,  1850,  was  not*dnly  organized, 
of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  with  a  compe- 
tent physician  to  be  health  officer.  By  the  act  passed  April  25, 
1867  (chap.  790),  the  cities  and  villages  within  the  metropohtan  dis- 
trict were  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  act  of  1 850. 

In  the  cities  tne  board  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  common  council ; 
in  the  villages  by  the  trustees  thereof,  and  the  duty  is  imperative  to 
make  th6  appointment. 

In  the  towns,  the  board  of  health,  when  it  exists,  consists  of 
the  "  supervisor  and  justices  of  the  peace,  or  the  major  part  of 
them." 

In  cities  and  villages  the  statute  requires  that  a  board  of  health 
should,  at  all  times,  be  in  existence  and  on  duty. 

In  the  towns  the  board  of  health  only  exists  "  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  such  board  the  public  good  requires  it,"  and 
then  "  they  shall  appoint  some  competent  physician  to  be  health 
officer ;"  so,  in  order  to  have  boards  of  health  organized  in  the  towns, 
the  supervisor  and  justices  mu«t,  as  it  were,  organize  and  appoint 
themselves,  and  decide  that  a  board  of  health  is  necessary,  an.d  appoint 
a  phj^sician  for  health  officer ;  until  this  is  done  in  the  town,  no  board 
exists  to  adopt  any  sanitary  orders  or  regulations,  or  to  do  any  of 
the  acts  authorized  by  this  statute. 

In  vill^es  incorporated  under  the  act  of  1870,  the  board  of  health 
consists  01  "  one  or  more  health  Qpmmissioners  who,  with  the  presi- 
dent (of  the  village),  shall  constitute  a  board  of  health  of  the  village." 
The  commissioners  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  so^t  is  important 
to  bear  in  mind  that  boards  of  health  in  villages  incorporated  under 
the  act  of  1870  are  not  constituted  in  the  same  way  as  in  other  vil- 
lages and  in  cities ;  under  this  statute,  too,  the  power  and  discretion 
is  vested  in  the  trustees  to  appoint  health  commissioners ;  it  is  not 
made  a  duty^  as  in  the  case  of  other  incorporated  villages  and  the 
cities. 
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Witli  these  general  remarks  we  come  to  the  question  as  to  what 
ordinances,  orders  or  regulations  should  be  recommended  to  the  local 
boards  of  the  cities,  villages  and  towns  within  the  State. 
'  The  committee  will  not  undertake  the  work  of  recommending  to 
each  city  and  village  which  Ivas  a  special  charter,  ordinances  to  be 
adopted  as  warranted  by  those  charters  respectively. 

They  will  only  venture  to  recommend  as  to  villages  incorporated 
under  general  acts,  and  towns,  and  as  to  them  some  general  recom- 
mendation can  be  made  without  confusion  or  incumng  the  danger  of 
leading  them  into  mistakes. 

So  far  as  relates  to  ordinances  recommended  as  warranted  by 
chapter  324,  Laws  of  1850,  they  can  apply  to  cities  in  the  State  not 
included  in  the  Metropolitan  iJistrict,  and  villages  having  special 
charters ;  and  we  think  it  may  be  safe  to  assume  that  all  the  ordi- 
nances hereafter  recommended,  as  far  as  they  go,  apply  to  the  cities 
not  excepted,  and  to  villages. 

Of  course  the  boards  of  health  of  those  cities  and  villages  can 
adopt  such  other  ordinances  as  are  warranted  by  their  chartei-s. 
Under  the  act  of  1850,  two  kinds  of  orders  or  regulations  are  con- 
templated : 

First.  Orders  of  "  general  obligation  "  shall  be  made  "  in  such 
manner  as  to  secure  early  and  full  publicity  thereto ;  "  and, 

Second.  "  To  make,  without  publication  thereof,  such  orders  and 
regulations  in  special  and  individual  oases,  not  of  general  applica- 
tion, as  they  may  see  fit  concerning  the  suppression  and  removal  of 
nuisances,  and  concerning  all  other  matters  in  their  judgment  detri- 
mental to  the  public  health,  and  to  serve  copies  thereof  upon  any 
occupant  or  occupants  of  any  premises,  whenever  any  such  nuisance 
or  other  matter  aforesaid  shall  exist,  or  by  posting  the  same  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  such  premises."  From  the  nature  of  things 
the  boards  of  health  will  be  mainly  called  upon  to  meet  sudden 
dangers  and  exigencies,  and  must  provide  for  them  as  they  arise. 
They  cannot  anticipate  them  and  provide  for  them  by  "general 
orders"  in  advance;  so  that  the  chief  work  of  such  boards  will  be 
done  through  the  medium  of  orders  specially  made  at  the  time  of 
emergency ;  consequently  the  general  orders  or  regulations  that  take 
the  character  of  by-laws'^  must  be  necessarily  limited,  and  few  in 
number,  and  very  general  in  character. 

The  committee  have  consequently  recommended  but  a  few  "  gen- 
eral" orders  and  regulations,  and  such  only  as  they  have  no  doubt 
as  to  their  legality  and  propriety,  and  in  doing  so  have  adopted  with 
amendments  and  modifications  a  portion  of  the  "  Model  Sanitary 
Ordinances"  recommended  to  this  Board  by  Col.  W.  P.  Prentice, 
of  New  York,*4with  additional  ones. 

Publication  of  these  ''general  "  regulations  by  the  several  boards 
of  health,  according  to  the  statutes,  must  be  made  before  they  have 
any  binding  force.  Under  the  act  of  1847,  the  ordinances  of  the 
trwftees  must  be  published  for  two  days  ia  a  newspaper  printed  in 
the  village,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  there  be  none,  a  printed  coj>y 
thereof  must  be  posted  in  ten  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  vil-

lage  for  at.  least  four  days.  This  only  applies,  as  before  said,  to  vil- 
lages incorporated  under  that  act,  and  not  re-incorporated  under  the 
act  of  1870. 

By  the  act  of  1870,  section  27,  the  ordinances  of  the  trustees  shall 
be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  the  villajge  ten  days  before  they 
shall  take  effect ;  but  by  that  act  the  board  of  health  of  the  village 
shall  possess  the  powers  conferred  by  chapter  324  of  the  Laws  of 
1850,  and  be  subject  to  it. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  publication  of  the  orders  and  regula- 
tions, in  all  oases  of  villages  incorporated  under  the  acts  of  1847, 1870, 
and  in  the  towns,  in  general,  is  controlled  by  chapter  324,  Laws  of 
1850,  which,  as  before  said,  provides  that  thev  shall  be  published 
"  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  early  and  full  publicity  thereto." 
The  manner  of  publication  is  thus  left  to  the  boards  of  health  respect- 
ively. 

In  towns  and  villages  iu  which  a  newspaper  is  published,  it  would 
be  prudent  to  publish  in  the  newspaper  lor  ten  days. 

in  towns  and  villages  where  they  have  no  newspaper,  it  would  be 
sufficient  to  have  posted  up  in  a  number  of  public  places  in  the 
town  or  village,  ten  in  number,  in  villages  incorporated  under  the 
act  of  1847,  and  at  least  five  in  number,  in  villages  incorporated  under 
the  act  of  1870,  and  in  the  towns  a  legibly  written  or  printed  copy 
'  thus  posted  will  be  sufficient.  The  board  of  health  in  each  case 
must,  by  resolution,  direct  the  manner  of  publication  before  it  is 
done. 

Expenses  of  Publication. 

All  expenses  incurred  by  the  several  boards  of  health  "  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  their  respective  cities,  villages  and  towns,  to  be  audited 
and  collected  as  other  city,  village  and  town  charges  are  respectively." 

Nuisances, 

In  exercising  the  power  conferred  upon  the  boards  of  health  "  to 
suppress  arid  remove  nuisances,"  care  should  be  taken  that  they  do 
not  exceed  their  powere  or  assume  any  doubtful  powers.  The 
nuisances  which  the  board  have  power  to  abate  are  only  such  as  are  so 
per  se^  that  is,  positively  so,  such  as  a  ditch  dug,  or  a  fence  placed 
across  a  public  highway,  or  an  obstruction  placed  in  the  bed  of  a 
navigable  stream,  or  vessels,  clothes,  or  goods,  charged  wilii  efflu- 
vium and  infection  of  persons  contagiously  diseased ;  also  dead,  de- 
caying and  putrid  vegetable  or  animal  matter.   (See  31  Barb.  452.) 

But  where  a  fair  question  can  arise  as  to  whether  the  thing  com- 
plained of  is  a  nuisance,  or  where  it  may  or  may  not  be  a  nuisance 
according  to  circumstances,  then  it  cannot  be  summudly  abated,  but 
the  question  must  be  tried  before  the  ordinary  jucScial  tribunals, 
where  all  parties  interested  can  be  fully  heard  and  have,  if  they 
desire,  the  oenefit  of  a  trial  by  jury.

Model  Sanitaby  Eeotjlations. 

Orders  and  Hegulatiana  that  may  he  adopted  hy  Local 

Boards  of  Health. 

The  following  are  the  orders  and  regulations  of  a  general  nature 
that  are  recommended  as  proper  to  be  adopted ;  they  apply  to  all 
milages  incorporated  under  the  general  acts  for  tiie  incorporation  of 
villages  of  1S47  and  1870,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  to 
the  towns  of  the  State  (except  such  of  these  orders  and  regulations 
as  are  recommended  as  appropriate  to  cities  and  villages  07il/y\ 
and  all  cities  and  villages  in, the  State  (except  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict) tliat  have  speciS  charters,  provided  they  are  not  in  conflict 
with  these  charters. 


Ordebs  and  Regulations  adopted  hy  the  £oard  of  Health  for  the 

of ,*  county  of , 

State  of  New  York. 

Section  1.  Whatever  is  dangerous  to  human  life  or  to  health, 
whatever  building,  erection,  or  part  or  cellar  thereof  is  overcrowded, 
or  not  provided  with  adequate  means  of  ingress  and  eeress,  or  is  not 
sufficiently  supported,  ventilated,  sewer^,  drained,  cleaned  or 
lighted,  and  wnatever  renders  the  air  or  food  and  water  or  drink  un- 
wholesome, are  declared  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  be  illegal ;  and  every 
person  having  aided  in  creating  or  contributing  to  the  same,  or  who 
may  support,  continue  or  retain  any  of  them,  shall  be  deemed 
guuty  01  a  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  also  be  liable  for  the 
expense  of  the  abatement  and  remedy  therefor. 

I  2.  No  privy-vault,  cess-pool  or  reservoir^  into  which  a  privy, 
water-closet,  stable  or  sink  is  drained,  except  it  be  water-tight,  shall 
be  established  or  permitted  within  fifty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or 
other  source  of  water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes.  And 
every  privy-v^dt  and  cess-pool  shall  oe  cleaned,  and  the  contents 
thereof  remo-^,  at  least  once  before  the  first  of  May  in  each  year. 

§  3.  All  sewers  or  drains  that  pass  within  fifty  feet  of  any  source 
of  water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes  shall  be  water- 
tight. 

*  Insert  name  of  city,  village  or  town. 
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§  4.  No  house-offal,  dead  animals  or  refuse  of  any  kind  shall  be 
thrown  unon  the  streets  or  left  exposed  by  any  person ;  and  no 
butcher,  nsh-monger  or  vendor  of  merchandise  oi  any  kind,  shall 
leave  any  refuse  upon  the  streets,  or  uncovered  by  earth,  upon  the 

lots  of  this* ^ ;  and  all  putrid  and  decaying  animal 

or  vegetable  matter  must  be  removed  from  all  cellars  and  out-build- 
ings at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  on  or  before  May  first  in  each 
year.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  aoUa^rs  for  each  and  every 
offense,  in  addition  to  the  liability  to  fine  and  imprisonment  as  for 
a  misdemeanor,  as  provided  by  law. 

§  6.  No  tanner,  refiner,  or  manufacturer  of  gas,  starch,  leather, 
chemicals,  fertilizers,  or  of  any  product  whatsoever,  shall  permit  or 
have  any  offensive  substance  or  water,  or  other  liquid,  whether  refuse, 
or  for  use  in  any  trade  or  otherwise,  on  his  premises,  or  throw,  de- 
posit or  allow  to  run,  or  to  be  thrown  into  any  public  waters,  street 
or  public  place,  lake,  pond,  river  or  stream,  any  offensive  or  deleteri- 
ous liquid,  or  any  gas,  tar  or  refuse,  or  any  offensive  matter ;  or  befoul 
or  render  impure  any  natural  stream  of 'water,  or  fail  to  use  the  most 
approved,  and  all  reasonable,  means  to  prevent  the  escape  of  smoke, 
gases  and  odors. 

§  6.  No  meat,  fish,  birds,  fowls,  fruit,  vegetables,  milk,  and  nothing 
for  human  food,  not  being  then  healthy,  fresh,  sound,  wholesome, 
fit  and  safe  for  such  use,  nor  any  animal  or  fish  that  died  by  disease 
or  accident,  and  no  carcass  of  any  calf,  pig  or  lamb,  which,  at  the 
time  of  its  death,  was  less  than  four  weeks  old,  and  no  meat  there- 
from shall  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  * or  offered 

or  held  for  sale  as  lood  anywhere  in  said  * .   Whoever 

shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  aollars  for  each  and  every  offense  in  addition 
to  the  liability  to  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  for  a  misdemeanor,  as 
provided  by  law. 

§  7.  Any  householder  in  whose  dwelling  there  shall  occur  a  case  of 
cholera,  yellow-fever,  tvphus  or  typhoid  fever,  scarlet-fever,  diph- 
theria or  small-pox  shall  immediately  notify  the  board  of  health  of 
the  same ;  and  until  instructions  are  received  from  the  said  board, 
shall  not  permit  any  clothing  or  other  property  that  may  have  been  . 
exposed  to  infection  to  be  removed  from  the  house.  Nor  shall  any 
occupant  change  his  residence  elsewhere  without  the  consent  of  tlie 
said  board  during  the  prevalence  of  any  public  danger  from  said 
disease ;  and  all  physicians  and  other  attendants  upon  any  person 
sick  with  small-pox,  cholera,  typhus,  typhoid  or  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria or  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall  forth- 
with report  the  same  to  the  board  of  health.  And^it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  physicians  and  attendants  to  avoid  exposure  to  the 
public  of  any  garments  or  clothing  about  their  own  persons  that  may 
have  been  infected  from  exposure  to  any  diseases. 

§  8.  No  person  or  article  liable  to  propagate  a  dangerous  disease

shall  be  brought  within  the  limits  of  this  city  (or  village)  without  the 
special  permit  and  direction  of  the  board  of  health  thereof ;  and 
whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  any  person  that  such 
person  or  article  has  been  brought  within  such  limits  he  shall  imme- 
diately give  notice  thereof  to  tne  said  board,  together  with  the  locar 
tion  tliereof.  No  person  shall,  within  the  built-up  portion  of  a  city 
or  village,  without  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health  thereof,  carry 
or  remove  from  one  building  to  any  other,  or  from  any  vessel  to  the 
shore,  any  person  sick  of  any  contagious  disease.  Kor  shall  any 
person,  by  any  exposure  of  any  individual  sick  of  any  contagious  dis- 
ease, or  of  the  boay  of  such  person,  or  by  any  negligent  act  connected 
therewith,  or  in  respect  of  the  care  or  custody  thereof,  or  by  a  need- 
less exposure  of  himself,  cause  or  contribute  to,  or  promote  the 
spread  of  disease*  from  any  such  person,  or  from  any  dead  body. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  order  such  separation  and 
isolation  or  domestic  quarantine  of  the  sick  from  other  persons  not 
necessary  as  attendants,  and  also  such  special  care  and  dismfection  as 
shall  be  needed  in  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  such  disease  to 
others, 

§  9.  Tlxere  shall  not  be  a  public  or  church  funeral  of  any  person 
who  has  died  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  yellow  fever  or 
Asiatic  cholera;  and  tne  family  of  the  deceased  is  required  to  limit 
the  attendance  to  as  few  as  possible,  and  to  prevent  the  presence,  so 
far  as  they  are  able,  of  those  who  have  not  had  the  disease  of  which 
the  deceased  person  died;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  householders 
and  all  persons  concerned, where  a  death  occurs  from  any  contagious 
or  pestilential  disease,  to  prevent  needless  assembling  in  the  apart- 
ments and  house,  where  such  diseases  are,  of  all  persons  liable  to  be- 
come infected  thereby. 

§  10.  The  keeping  and  slaughtering  of  all  cattle,  sheep  and  swine, 
and  the  preparation  and  keeping  of  all  meat  and  fish,  birds  and 
fowls,  shall  be  in  that  manner  which  is,  or  is  generally  reputed  or 
known  to  be,  best  ad^ipted  to  secure  and  continue  their  safety  and 
wholesomeness  as  food ;  and  every  butcher  and  every  person  owning, 
leasing,  or  occupying  any  place,  room  or  building  where  any  cattle, 
sheep  or  swine  have  been  or  are  killed  or  dressed,  and  every  person 
being  tlie  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  room  or  stable,  where 
any  cattle  may  be  kept  for  market,  public  or  private,  shall  cause 
such  place,  room,  building,  stall  and  market,  anc  their  yards  and 
appurtenances  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  purified,  and  all  offal, 
blood,  fat,  g-^rbage,  refuse,  and  unwholesome  or  offensive  matter  to 
be  therefrom  removed,  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  use  thereof  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  referred  to ;  and  shall 
also,  at  all  times,  keep  all  wood- work,  save  floors  and  counters,  in  any 
building,  place  oi-  premises  aforesaid,  thoroughly  painted  or  white- 
washed. 

§  11.  No  animal  affected  with  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease 

shall  be  brought  or  kept  within  the  limits  of  this  *

The  following  orders  and  regulations  are  recommended  as  appro 
priate  to  cities  and  villages  orm/^  that  can  be  adopted  by  the  boarcL 
of  health  thereof,  in  addition  to  those  above  provided : 

Section'  1.  No  person  or  company  shall  erect  or  maintain  within 

the  limits  of  * '- any  manufactory  or  pla^e  of  business 

dangerous  to  life  or  detrimental  to  health,  or  where  unwholesome, 
offensive  or  deleterious  odors,  gas,  smoke,  deposit  or  exhalations  are 
generated,  without  the  permit  of  the  board  of  health  ;  and  everj- 
such  establishment  now  existing  shall  be  kept  clean  and  wholesome 
in  every  particular,  so  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  pi^ejudicial  to  life  and 
health. 

§  2.     Every  hotel,  lodging-house,  tenement-house,  workshop  or 
other  building  where  several  persons  are  employed,  factory,  school, 
church,  theater,  and  every  public  building,  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  health  officer  and  of  the  officers  of  the  board  of  healtJi. 
Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  in  charge  or  having 
any  care  or  responsibility  of  any  such  building  or  oi  any  public 
building  who  shall  have  any  knowledge  or  information  of  any  de- 
fects therein,   whereby  any  avoidable  peril  may  come  or  happen  to 
any  person  being  properly  in  such  building,  or  having  any  knowledge 
or  information  oi  any  tning  prejudicial  to  life  or  detrimental  to 
health,  or  of  any  nuisance,  or  of  any  thing  likely  to  become  such,  in 
or  about  such  building  or  the  premises  thereof,  shall  promptly  give 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  board  of  health,  and  in  such  notice  as  f  ullv 
as  possible  describe  the  locality.     The  remedy  in  respect  to  such 
bunding  or  its  premises,  or  the  repairs  and  improvements  thereof,  or 
the  abatement  of  any  nuisance  which  the  board  of  health  may  at 
any  time  order  or  direct,  shall  be  at  once  provided  by  the  person  or 
persons  who   shall  own  or  have  in   charge  or  be  responsible  for 
.  the  premises  described  in  the  order  or  direction  of  the  board  of 
health. 

§  3.  No  milk  which  has  been  watered,  adulterated,  reduced  or 
changed  in  any  respect  by  the  addition  of  water  or  other  substance, 
shall  be  brought  into,  held,  kept  or  offered  for  sale  at  any  place  in 

the  city  (or  village)  of  * '• — ;  nor  shall  any  one  keep,  have 

or  offer  for  sale  in  the  said  city  (or  village)  any  sucn  milk.

WHAT  THE  STATE  OWES  TO  THE  PEOPLE. 


A  Discourse  before  the  Americcm  Puhlio  Health  Association  at  its 
Eighth  Annual  Meeting  in  New  Orleans^  Decemher^  1880.

That  "  tUe  \^orld  is  governed  too  much,"  is  a  maxim  that  may 
wisely  be  accepted  by  both  the  people  and  the  government ;  and 
especially  is  the  maxim  true  in  a  republic  like  our  own,  where  the 
people,  when  notified  of  their  duty,  are  reasonably  considerate  and 
intelligent.  The  declaration  of  independence,  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  the  sevei-al  States,  all  be- 
gin with  some  reference  to  the  people's  rights  and  welfare.  The 
great  object  of  government  is  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  and  the 
enactment  of  laws  for  the  regulation  of  States,  communities  and  per- 
sons ;  and  auaong  the  first  oi  these  duties  are  provisions  of  law  for 
the  safety  of  the  people.  To  secure  "  Jife,  liberty  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness ''  is  a  principle  of  government  older  than  the  constitu- 
tion, and  as  sach  it  was  embodied  in  the  first  record  of  our  national 
existence.  It  is  safe,  therefore,  to  say  in  the  beginning  of  what  we 
have  to  present  to  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  that 
there  can  be  no  real  life  or  true  happiness  where  the  public  health 
is  not  provided  for  by  law;  and  that  the  State  is  only  in  the  dis- 
charge of  one  of  its  first  duties  when  it  seeks,  under  reasonable 
laws,  to  maintain  the  chief  end  of  its  existence. 

In  tiie  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  legislatures  of 
the  several  States  and  Territories,  it  is  exceptional  to  find  members  of 
the  medical  profession.  Here  and  there  only,  it  is  also  true,  are 
found  men  who  unite  an  interest  in  the  political  and  physical  wel- 
'  fare  of  the  State.  In  a  certain  way  we  all  seek  that  "  good  diges-  ' 
tion  which  waits  on  appetite,"  looking  for  "  health  on  both."  But 
far  more  than  in  what  we  eat  and  drink  and  put  on  and  off,  we 
digest  our  words  and  thoughts.  Our  laws  are  digested  and  have 
been  from  the  order  of  the  Roman  Eiijperor  Justinian,  now  nearly 
1,40(»  years  since,  to  the  present  time.  In  food  for  the  body,  as  in 
light  and  air  for  the  abodes  of  men,  the  work  to  be  done  is  to  ar- 
nuige,  clae^ify,  dissolve  and  distribute  whatever  in  the  one  case  is 
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nutritious  from  whatever  is  otherwise ;  and  in  preparing,  if  I  a 
correct,  whatever  is  put  into  the  stomach  for  conversion  mto  \>lcK 
and  into  chyle  or  chyme  ;  and  in  the  other  case  the  work  to  be  doi 
is  to  arrange,  classify,  work  over  and  distribute,  for  the  use  of  other 
whatever  is  necessary  in  books  and  letters  for  the  instruction  < 
mankind. 

For  more  than  forty-five  years  of  my  life,  as  proprietor,  editor  au 
legislator,  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  second  class  of  this  kind  c 
work.  To  most  of  you  belongs  the  more  important  duty  which  ma 
be  presented  in  the  three  aspects  of  reducing  the  mortality  anion 
the  people  at  large,  of  saving  the  people  from  physical  pain,  and  c 
curing  the  sick.  If  to  do  au  this  is  not  to  make  **  a  voyage  of  dit 
covery  "  and  "  a  circumnavigation  of  charity,"  then  no  such  voyag 
can  be  taken  in  the  journey  of  life.  I  can  recall  no  work  of  equa 
value,  nor  any  kind  of  labor  calculated  to  promote  so  much  humai 
happiness. 

lu  political  governments  the  people  are  bound  to  seek  and  to  en 
joy,  if  they  can,  their  political  preferences  for  principles  and  foi 
pereons.  Whether  in  majorities  or  minorities  one  side  will  ffoverr 
and  the  other  side  will  obey.  The  two  sides  are  essential  to  the  wel 
fare  of  the  State ;  but  while  this  is  true  there  are  in  all  States  and 
communities,  unities  and  necessities,  still  more  essential  for  the  pub 
lie  good,  and  upon  which  there  can  be  no  safe  divisions  of  opinion 
as  to  the  proper  uses  of  the  authority  of  the  State.  We  may  have 
diversities  of  opinion  as  to  the  causes  of  disease,  remedies  for  their 
cure,  as  to  climate  and  exposures,  as  to  habits  of  living,  the  safety  of 
buildings,' the  best  methods  of  drainage,  sewage  and  ventilation  in 
dwellings  and  work-shops  ;  but  science  and  experience  will  in  time 
solve  all  these  differences  into  one  practice  or  system,  while  in  all 
that  belongs  to  duty  to  be  performed,  or  to  culpability  for  neglect 
of  duty  commanded  to  be  done  in  questions  relating  to  the  public 
health,  there  can  safely  be  no  divided  counsels. 

I  place  the  subject  of  health  as  among  the  first,  if  not  the  very 
first,  in  the  science  of  political  economy.  It  is  a  question  which 
belongs  to  the  wealth  of  the  nation  and  to  the  prosperity  of  the  peo- 
ple. The  man  or  scientist  who  is  capable  of  discovering  or  curing 
disease,  and  whom  by  custom  we  define  as  a  physician,  is,  in  the 
established  meaning  of  words,  an  experimentalist  in  physic*  and  a 
natural  philosopher.  The  doctor,  in  brief,  is  a  person  recognized,  in 
law  and  practice,  as  one  skilled  in  the  art  of  healing  the  sick 
through  the  agency  of  proper  medicines,  and  it  is  this  nealing  of 
disease  in  its  effect  upon  communities  which  covers  and  governs  a 
material  fact  in  political  economy. 

We  know  what  ravages  yellow  fever  has  produced  in  this  country 
and  in  the  world,  how  many  lives  it  has  destroyed,  how  much  mis- 
ery it  has  produced  and  distributed,  and  how  much  wealth  it  has 
diminished.  The  lessening  or  removal  of  the  prevalence  of  this 
great  calamity  has  been  partly  the  work  of  physicians  and  a  large 
share  of  it  belongs  to  the  nursing  of  liberal  and  intelligent  men  and 
women.     This  work,  often  a  volunteer  6ervi(;e,  was  inspired  by  the

noblest  motives,  and  has  again  and  again,  and  especially  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country,  produced  the  grandest  results.  > 

The  State  politically,  but  not  in  the  sense  of  party  politics,  and 
the  people  personally,  in  every  sense  I  need  not  say,  have  the  deep- 
est interest  in  what  is  called  State  preventive  medicine.  Disease 
among  a  large  class  is  often  but  another  name  for  poverty,  pauper- 
ism, orphanage  and  bankruptcy.  In  Philadelphia  in  1871-72,  some 
4,500  people  perished  from  small-pox.  The  reported  loss  in  busi- 
ness there  at  tlie  time,  and  from  this  disease,  was  $16,000,000,  besides 
a  cash  value  in  human  lives  of  $5,000,000  more.  New  York  city  was 
also  a  great  sufferer  at  the  same  time  and  from  the  same  cause,  while 
Baltimore,  Boston  and  Providence  and  other  cities  resisted  the  dis- 
ease and  prospered  greatly,  owing  to  a  timely  and  thorough  vacci- 
nation of  the  inhabitants. 

The  State  imposes  certain  qualifications  not  only  upon  dealers  in 
dmgs,  but  upon  physicians,  before  they  can  practice  in  the  great  art 
of  prescribing  suitable  remedies  for  disease.  A  more  important 
State  duty  is  the  enactment  of  wholesome  laws  to  prevent  disease. 
This  is  done  without  infringing  upon  the  personal  or  political  rights 
of  any  citizen. 

The  first  duty  is  to  remove  the  cause  of  all  pestilences  and  epi- 
demics, foreign*  or  domestic ;  and  where  these  unfortunately  prevail 
the  second  duty  is,  by  vigorous  administration  of  proper  laws  to 
prevent  their  spread  and  put  an  end  to  their  existence.  When  the 
pleuro-pneumonia  came  into  the  United  States  from  Holland  — once 
the  great  depot  of  this  disease  in  Europe  —  and  when,  to  an  alarming 
extent,  it  was  carried  into  England,  the  realm  there,  and  the  State  and 
tlie  Federal  governments  here,  did  not  hesitate  to  act  forcibly  and 
promptly  for  its  removal.  Holland,  profiting  by  experience  and 
energy,  reduced  by  inoculation,  the  disease  to  one  or  two  per  cent, 
and  finally  stamped  it  out.  If  Massachusetts  and  other  States  have 
accomplished  a  great  work  in  preventing  the  lung  plague  in  cattle, 
what  ought  not  all  the  States  to  do  in  preventing  even  a  worse  dis- 
ease in  men,  women  and  children  ?  To  a  woman  of  Massachusetts 
is  due  the  honor  of  suggesting  the  first  Board  of  Health  in  the 
United  States. 

A  decent  care  for  the  people  by  the  State  and  a  decent  respect 
for  the  government  by  tne  people  establishes  reciprocal  relations 
which  no  party  can  neglect.  The  lives,  health  and  happiness  of  all 
classes  of  citizens  depend  upon  these  mutual  observances  of  duty ; 
and  hence  the  existence  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  created  by  law  to 
present,  discuss  and  enforce  obedience  to  the  laws  passed,  i  The  law, 
in  all  its  provisions,  is  for  the  common  good.  It  is  a  simple  applica- 
tion of  the  science  of  medicine  in  the  form  of  remedies  or  preven- 
tions to  the  people  of  the  State.  It  teaches  mankind  not  only  the 
inestimable  blessings  of  light  and  air  and  water,  of  ventilation  and 
drainage  in  dwellings  and  places  of  business,  but  the  absolute  need 
of  the  best  use  of  these  great  gifts  in  nature,  chemistry  and  dis- 

ccreiT. 
It  18  demonstrated  in  the  city  from  which  I  come,  by  the  presi- 
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dent  of  the  city  Board  of  Health,  that  thousands  of  young  lives 
have  been  saved  yearlv  for  ten  years  and  more  by  the  enforcement 
of  health  laws  passed  by  the  State.  Kecent  laws  relating  to  the 
tenement-houses  will  impart  great  comfort  to  their  poor  occupants 
and  add  largely  to  the  number  of  lives  saved.  The  death-rate  of 
the  city  now  numbers  between  27,000  and  30,000  each  year,  and 
one-third  of  this  number  of  lives  could  be  saved  if  the  health  laws 
could  be  enforced.  Eminent  physicians,  verbally  and  in  their  writ- 
ten reports,  assure  me  that  one-third  or  more  of  the  prevailing  sick- 
ness in  town  and  country  could  be  prevented  by  the  observance  of 
sanitary  laws.  M!r.  Edwin  Chadwick  stated  three  years  ago  to  the 
British  Scientific  Association,  that  both  sickness  and  death-rates  had 
been  reduced  one-third  by  the  practice  of  sanitary  laws,  and  that  the 
death-rate  in  the  old  districts  had  come  down  to  sixteen  or  seventeen 
in  each  thousand  deaths ;  and  he  declares  that  in  new  districts,  with, 
no  overci'owding  and  with  a  proper  supply  of  water  and  surface 
cleansing,  that  the  death-rate  can  be  reduced  to  ten  in  the  thousand, 
which  is  nearly  two-thirds  less  than  the  mean  death-rate  among  the 
general  people. 

More  remarkable  than  even  this  encourgaging  promise,  but  rest- 
ing upon  the  common  sense  rules  of  fidelity  in  public  service  —  and 
adding,  perhaps,  a  becoming  sympathetic  interest  in  the  happiness 
of  mankind  —  is  the  statement  that  in  well-governed  institutions  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  fifteen  years,  the  death-rate 
can  be  reduced  to  two-thirds  of  the  number  generally  prevalent,  or 
to  three  in  each  1,000  children,  and  with  a  corresponding  immunity 
from  all  common  epidemics..  Even  in  the  British  reformatory  pris- 
ons, by  the  careful  use  of  preventive  medicines,  the  death-rate  has 
been  reduced  to  three  in  the  thousand,  with  a  general  exemption 
from  diarrhoea,  dysentery,  typhus  fever  and  eruptive  diseases.  The 
diseases  belonging  to  the  respiratory  organs  are  also  reduced  by  care 
to  one-half. 

The  cholera  epidemic,  which  prevailed  in  England  in  1832,  fright- 
ened the  people  there  into  the  necessity  of  securing  more  of  the 
decencies  of  life  than  had  before  been  enjoyed.  The  panic  of  a 
scourge,  like  most  other  panics,  prompted  many  of  the  people  to 
put  on  their  thinking  caps,  and  from  the  consequences  of  the  cholera 
came,  in  the  course  of  ten,  twelve  and  fifteen  years  valuable  govern- 
ment reports  and  laws.  These  laws,  if  Dr.  Bowditch  be  correct, 
are  in  advance  of  the  laws  of  all  other  countries ;  and  one 
man,  Dr.  Farr,  has  been  the  bright  particular  star  in  this  work 
of  sanitaiy  reform,  not  only  for  Great  Britain,  but  in  many  other 
parts  of  the  world.  If  disease  spreads  by  contagion,  so  also  good 
example  and  benevolence  inspires  imitation  and  secure  their  reward. 
The  great  pioneers  of  the  world  in  discovery  and  work  have  proved 
its  greatest  benefactors,  and  to  the  good  beginnings  at  home  and 
abroad  we  owe  to-day  the  existence  of  twenty-four  State  Boards  of 
Health  in  the  thirty-eight  States  of  the  Union,  and  all  these  have 
been  established  within  twenty  years.  Lord  Derby  long  ago  de- 
clared that   "no  sanitary  improvement   worth   the  name  will  be 
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effective,  whatever  acts  you  pass  or  whatever  powers  you  confer 
upon  public  officers,  unless  you  can  create  an  intelligent  interest  in 
the  matter  among  the  people  at  large."  Lord  Beaconsfield  spoke 
the  truth  for  his  own  country  when  he  said,  as  prime  minister  of 
England,  three  years  since,  that  "  the  health  of  the  people  is  the 
first  duty  of  the  statesman."  This  sentiment  is  at  least  equally  true 
in  a  country  of  such  enormous  proportions  as  our  own,  and  daily 
increasing,  not  only  from  its  own  inherent  gi'owth,  but  as  the  des- 
tined home  of  millions  of  people  now  in  the  world. 

The  government  and  the  States  are  not  asked  for  what  so  often 
excites  and  thrills  the  body  politic  by  the  possession  of  place,  patron- 
age and  power,  but  simply  to  engage  in  the  paternal  works  of  saving 
the  lives  and  promoting  the  health  of  the  people.  The  appeal  is  to 
the  common  sense  and  practical  humanity  of  members  of  Congress 
and  of  the  legislatures  of  the  States,  some  of  whom  as  in  Missis- 
sippi, Alabama  and  Texas  have  already  performed  a  work  of  moral 
and  social  importance,  not  only  to  the  people  of  their  own  States, 
but  in  the  way  of  example  to  all  non-acting  States.  The  motives 
for  the  needed  work  are  the  highest  of  our  best  natures,  "  since  the 
greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  people,"  is  all  that  is 
3£ked. 

If,  when  governed  by  such  considerations,  the  people  refuse  to 
act,  the  lawnere  as  abroad  must  take  its  course,  and  penalties  im- 
posed for  its  violation.  Nor  is  it  enough,  as  expressed  a  hundred 
vears  ago  and  more  by  Edmund  Burke,  that  *'men  mean  well. 
It  becomes  them  to  no  well."  You  are  asking  nothing  new  of 
States  or  Government.  Centuries  ago  the  republics  of  Greece  and 
Rome  had  tlieir  sanitary  laws,  and  tne  argument  then  as  to-day,  as 
a  part  of  the  important  work  of  the  period,  was  that  physical  cul- 
ture would  secure  physical  health.  The  old  Romans  had  their  sys- 
tems of  ventilation,  drainage  and  sewerage,  their  splendid  aque- 
ducts, baths  and  pavements,  and  all  of  them  promoted  the  comfort, 
convenience  and  health  of  the  people.  Sanitary  law  also  was 
a  part  of  the  Mosaic  law,  and  in  practice  better  at '  times  than  the 
customs  in  very  many  of  our  own  American  towns  and  cities  in  the 
closing  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  of  the  Christian  era. 

Among  the  lost  arts  and  blessings  of  mankind  unfortunately  were  the 
lost  codes  of  laws  relating  among  other  things  to  the  public  health. 
The  code  of  Justinian  and  the  laws  of  Lycurgus,  with  laws  for  jus- 
tice and  health  went  into  decay,  and  for  a  thousand  years  and  more 
books  and  learning,  and  in  a  certain  sense,  deeds  of  practical  charity 
were  confined  to  the  monks.  It  was  long  a  forgotten  lesson  among 
general  teachings  that  "  cleanliness  was  next  to  godliness,"  and  there- 
fore a  very  close  neighbor  to  all  kinds  of  practical  piety.  Hence, 
and  clear  up  to  and  far  into  this  nineteenth  century,  came  agues, 
malaria,  small-pox,  cholera,  scurvy,  plagues  and  pestilences,  and  all 
the  inherited  ills  of  life  to  whicfi,  from  negligence  and  ignorance, 
flesh  and  blood  are  exposed.  Happily  for  the  world,  public  opinion 
ia  now  aroused  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health,  and  the  subject 
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reaches    us  to-day  in  the  threefold  form  of  economy,  thrift    an 
morals. 

If,  as  alleged  by  way  of  criticism,  the  health  service  is  costly,  i 
can  be  proved  to  be  the  best  possible  investment  to  meet  the  cost 
We  begin  in  the  New  York  State  Board  this  year  with  an  appropri^ 
tion  of  $15,000,  and  it  may  be  more  or  less  hereafter.  The  Cit 
Board  of  New  York  asks  for  the  year  1881  the  sum  of  $253,3G;: 
and  it  is  money  so  well  invested  that  in  buildings,  institutions,/'i] 
saving  health  and  lives,  it  will  save  more  money  to  the  city,  in  in 
come  and  taxes,  than  any  investment  of  the  most  skillful  financier 
in  Wall  street.  If  to  this  result  the  money  value  of  life  is  counted 
the  five  or  six  thousand  lives  yearly  saved  will  run  into  some  mil 
lions  of  dollars.  In  Great  Britain  they  place  this  kind  of  value  upoi 
human  existence,  just  as  we  say  in  the  United  States  that  the  casl 
value  of  every  able-bodied  immigrant  from  the  Old  World  is  $1,000 
There  Dr.  Farr  —  perhaps  the  highest  authority  in  the  Old  World — 
placed,  in  his  reports  as  the  registrar-general  of  the  government,  the 
m6ney  value  of  each  man,  woman  ana  child  in  the  United  Kingdom 
at  $795.  The  neglected  preventable  deaths  in  England  and  Wales 
during  the  school  period,  apart  from  infant  mortality,  makes  a  loss 
to  the  State  of  $95,000,000.  The  estimated  value  of  lives  lost  in  the 
cases  of  preventable  deaths  is  estimated  at  $200,000,000  in  a  popula- 
tion of  fifty  millions  of  people  in  the  United  States  alone.  The 
British  life  insurance  companies  and  friendly  societies  also  give  the 
money  value  of  vWork  lost  by  sickness.  For  every  death  there  were, 
as  proved  on  careful  investigations  by  the  government,  two  persons 
already  sick  and  disabled,  thus  making  a  loss  for  each  death  of  730 
days  in  each  year.  This  result  is  reached  by  placing  the  minimum 
.of  the  entire  population  at  the  sum  of  $795  here  named,  and  to 
these  figures  are  added  50,000  lives  annually  in  the  school  age  in 
England  and  Wales  alone,  which  might  be  saved.  But  such  statis- 
tics are  exhaustless,  and  I  must  soon  leave  them  for  more  practical 
conclusions. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  State  law  and  personal  work  it  will 
be  wise  to  recognize  the  principle  in  regard  to  disease  —  especially 
is  this  true  in  cases  of  quarantine  —  that  it  is  not  places,  hut  pririct- 
pies  whi.^h  secure  public  health.  This  rule  applies  alike  to  the  ship, 
the  shop  and  the  home.  Ship  fever,  under  proper  treatment  and 
practice,  has  become  what  Dr.  V  anderpoel  has  called  almost  a  mythi- 
cal disease,  and  by  simple  cleanliness  it  is  now  easily  mastered. 

Cholera,  though  not  mastered  by  being  stamped  out  in  the  same 
way,  is  often  under  control,  and  its  spread  into  towns  and  States  and 
along  the  coasts  and  rivers  can  be  prevented.  It  always  comes  from 
importation.  Importation,  if  need  be,  can  be  forbidden, and  bylaw 
ana  care  its  spreaa,  if  it  should  come,  can  be  prevented.  When  in 
1832,  1848-49,  1854,  1865-66,  it  entered  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  it  moved  as  fast  as  travelers  could  be  borne  by  steam  to  the 
far  West,  and  left  its  footsteps  of  sorrow  all  along  the  road,  from 
New  York  and  Quebec.  So  also  in  1848  it  entered  !N  ew  Orleans  from 
Havre,  and  forced  its  way  all  along  the  Mississippi,  I'eaching  towns 
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and  cities  1,000  miles  apart,  and,  surviving  the  winter,  it  pursued  its 
ravages  over  land  and  water  in  1849-50.  Had  the  United  States, 
or  Louisiana  alone,  possessed  powers  now  given  under  existing  laws, 
no  such  disaster  could  have  occurred. 

Sanitary  laws  properly  executed,  I  need  not  say  in  this  place,  have 
prevented  and  can  prevent,  the  spread  of  cholera.  The  law,  how- 
ever, must  be  supreme,  and  not  only  supreme  but  cover  districts, 
precincts,  towns,  counties.  States  and  governments,  even  to  the  inter- 
position of  international  authority.  There  must  be  the  cordon  sa/rd- 
iaires  as  along  the  vast  frontiers  of  Russia,  and  maritime  law  in  the 
hands  of  faithful  officials,  and  these  officials  must  be  sanitary  officers, 
as  we  have  seen  them  upon  the  Red  sea  and  the  Mediterranean,-  at 
Medina  and  Mecca,  keeping  back  and  pnshing  forward  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  Mussulman  pioneers,  who,  but  for  the  law  and  its 
vigilant  observance,  would  bear  disease  and  death  wherever  their 
footprints  are  found. 

What  John  Stuart  Mill  calls  "the  limits  of  the  province  of  gov- 
ernment "  we  must  agree,  whether  spoken  of  the  State  or  of  the 
citizen,  excludes  no  good  work.  It  may  and  should  exclude  all  those 
needless  forms  of  non-intercourse  common  to  the  middle  ages  and 
in  later  periods  of  time,  and  all  oppressive  methods  of  administra- 
tion, as  when  petty  despots  govern  the  people ;  but  whatever  is 
needed  for  the  absolute  good  of  the  people  in  establishing  and  main- 
taining the  public  healtn  must  be  done.  If  the  law  is  a  bad  one, 
repeal  it  because  it  is  a  bad  law,  or  amend  it  until  it  becomes  wise 
and  timely.  In  New  York  we  have  a  compulsory  law  requiring 
vaccination,  but  it  has  been  a  dead  letter  except  in  a  single  city,  and 
vaccination  is  generally  reduced  to  deeds  of  charity  or  to  simple 
mdividnal  volition,  even  when  the  public  welfare  requires  obedience 
to  the  public  statute.  It  is  the  cost  to  the  State  that  some  people 
coniplain  of,  but  as  a  question  of  State  economy  I  hope  I  have  re- 
moved this  objection.  The  real  State  cost  in  all  the  United  States 
at  present  is  less  than  $5,000  for  each  million  of  inhabitants,  and  the 
saving  covers  the  cost  ten  times  over.  The  civil  war  is  reported  to 
haveaestroyed  800,000  persons.  Sickness  wastes  more  than  war  — 
20,000  a  year  in  London  and  120,000  in  the  United  kingdom,  and  if 
recorded  figures  from  medical  men  are  true  700,000  years  of  indi- 
vidual human  life  are  yearly  lost  by  preventable  neglect  among  the 
5,000,000  of  people  in  the  State  of  -New  York,  and  70,000  years  of 
liuman  life  are  also  wasted  every  year  there  by  sickness,  and  New 
York  is  no  worse  off  than  other  States  of  the  Union.  These  lives 
fall  short  ten  years  each  of  what  they  should  be.  So  in  England 
alao  we  read  tne  important  truth  that  in  the  healthy  districts  of  the 
kingdom  persons  who  reach  the  age  of  twenty  years  pass  on  to  the 
good  old  age  of  three  score  and  three  years  and  nearly  a  half ;  while 
in  the  general  districts  death  comes  within  forty-five  years.  The 
snnual  money  loss  of  this  single  death  record,  coming  from  ignorance, 
neglect  and  crime,  is  stated  at  nearly  $50,000,000,  besides  the  loss 
from  impairment  of  health  and  from  poverty  among  those  not  posi- 
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tively  dead,  for  each  death  there  is  an  average  of  twenty  persons  who 
are  sick. 

When  it  is  known  that  in  small-pox,  isolation  and  vaccination 
provide  certain  cure  for  a  loathsome  disease,  the  existence  of  which 
is  concealed  where  it  notoriously  is,  the  law  or  its  officers  are  at  fault. 
When  it  is  also  known  that  bad  air  produces  bodily  and  mental 
disease,  and  that  proper  ventilation,  heating  and  water  supply  are 
remedial  measures  it  is  the  duty  of  the  law,  put  in  practice,  to  point 
out  and  remove  the  evil.  The  law,  in  some  of  our  cities  at  least, 
prescribes  where  houses  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  stone  only,  and  if 
it  is  a  wise  law,  may  not  the  construction  and  drainage  of  dwellings 
and?  workshops  also  be  regulated  by  law  ?  Mr.  Edwin  Ohadwick  says 
that  by  following  out  a  correct  principle  three  houses  may  be  well 
drained  at  the  present  cost  of  one,  and  Mr.  Edward  Atkinson,  also 
good  authority,  declares  that  unsafe  buildings  cost  more  to  construct 
than  fire-proof  buildings.  It  is  proposed  in  England  to  guarantee 
dwellings  as  safe  to  live  in  on  the  score  of  health,  and  simply  by 
evidences  of  proper  construction  and  drainage.  When  sewer  gas 
poisons  the  blood  and-produces  diphtheria,  dysentery  and  malaria  in 
other  forms,  who  shall  condemn  any  proper  law  intended  to  prevent 
poison  and  self-inflicted  murder  ?  So  in  regard  to  adulterations  of 
food.  Take,  for  example,  the  simple  article  of  candy,  much  of  which 
is  reported  to  be  made  from  grape-sugar,  glucose  and  "  terra  alba,"  the 
latter  being  sold  at  one  cent  a  pound,  and  the  former  at  four  cents  a 
pound,  where  granulated  sugar  costs  by  the  barrel  ten  and  a  half 
cents.  The  cheaper  candy  may  be  impaired  by  impurities,  or  depre- 
ciated in  value,  from  fifty  to  seventv  per  cent.  It  is  a  public  duty 
to  resist  all  impurities,  both  in  the  rood  we  eat  and  in  the  contami- 
nated air  we  breathe  ;  in  all  dwellings,  and  all  work-shops,  and  in 
all  that  is  around  them ;  and  let  me  say  in  speaking,  alike  for  the 
State  and  citizen,  that  "obsta  principiis"  is  the  only  safe  rule 
of  action.  When  the  people  of  Great  Britain  discovered  that  more 
than  one  hundred  articles  were  adulterated,  the  British  Parliament 
in  1815  passed  the  best  law  extant,  and  since  kno\vn  as  "the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act." 

This  subject  addresses  itself  to  the  hearts,  minds,  atid  bodies,  and 
estates  of  eveiy  man  and  woman  in  the  land.  The  real  wealth  of  a 
nation  is  counted  not  in  mines  of  gold  and  silver  and  coal,  nor  in 
the  more  useful  metals  of  iron,  lead,  copper  and  tin,  nor  yet  in  the 
millions  of  acres  of  land  cultivated  by  between  five  and  six  millions 
of  our  people ;  nor  in  the  work  produced  by  half  this  number  of 
persons  employed  in  the  manufactories  and  work-shops  of  the  people ; 
nor  yet  alone  in  the  treasures  brought  up  from  the  depths  of  the 
sea,  or  borne  upon  the  two  oceans  which  surround  us ;  nor  from  or 
upon  our  grand  lakes  and  large  or  limited  rivera.  These  are  vast, 
grand  and  stupendous  sources  of  material  wealth  and  of  physical 
greatness.  But,  as  far  above  them  all  as  the  heavens  are  from  the 
earth,  as  a  Bimplo  question  of  value,  is  the  general  health  of  the 
people.  Here  alone  is  true  manhood,  real  civilization,  the  source  of 
contentment   in  life,  peace  and  rest  in  the  family,  pervading  happi- 
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n^s  and  substantial  ^ood-will  amon^  men.  Here  alone  the  personal 
raan  is  the  true  temme  of  the  undying  soul,  and  only  the  purified 
abodes  of  men  are  htting  habitations  tor  this  vital  principle. 

We  sura  up,  in  conclusion,  the  duties  of  the  Federal  government 
and  of  the  State,  in  the  following  order : 

1.  Supervision  over  the  health  of  the  entire  people ;  peaceably  if 
it  can  be  done,  forcibly  if  necessary.  Where  the  Federal  government 
has  authority,  as  upon  the  sea,  lakes,  rivers,  over  forts  and  arsenals, 
over  the  army  and  navy,  in  the  legislation  for  commerce,  interna- 
tional, inter-State  and  internal,  especially  in  regard  to  infected  ves- 
sels, over  animals  exported  and  imported,  this  authoritv  belongs  to 
Congress.  It  has  been  proved,  I  think,  after  the  most  laborious  in- 
vestigations for  nearly  two  centuries  past  in  this  country,  that  the 
epidemics  appearing  among  us  have  been  traced  to  importations.  If 
epidemics  in  this  and  other  gulf  cities  seem  to  disprove  this  fact,  the 
seeming  exception  is  due  to  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of  the  locali- 
ties named,  or  to  the  fact,  as  stated  by  Dr.  V  anderpoel,  to  the  germs 
of  disease  concealed  and  dormant  in  some  cellar  or  room  not  reached 
by  the  purifying  air  of  heaven  in  the  place  where  the  disease  exists. 
The  port  of  New  York,  for  four  months  of  the  year,  has  been 'as 
much  exposed  as  New  Orleans  to  yellow  fever,  and  it  has  been 
kept  away  from  New  York,  not  by  any  system  of  non-intercourse, 
but  simply  by  the  practice  of  correct  principles  of  quarantine  by 
vigilant  and  capable  officers  of  the  State. 

There  has  been  no  national  interference  in  New  York  as  in  the  ' 
State  of  Louisiana,  because  the  State  system  in  New  York  was  and 
is  so  complete  that  the  Federal  government  acknowledges  that  with 
us  the  State  system  is  about  as  perfect  as  it  possibly  can  be. 

2.  State  governments  are  clothed  with  power  over  the  health  of 
the  people  within  their  commonwealths,  and  over  all  the  territory 
where  the  Federal  government  is  without  jurisdiction.  The  colleges 
and  schools  of  the  State,  its  institutions  of  charity  and  learning,  its 
prisons  and  reformatories,  its  codes  and  laws,  all  that  belongs  to 
roads,  avennes,  parks,  canals,  docks,  piers,  and  even  to  public  and 
private  dwellings,  when  legislation  is  needed  for  health,  belongs  to 
the  parental  care  of  the  State.  Epidemics  are  to  be  treated  like 
public  enemies,  and  often  they  are  worse  than  armed  foes  because 
more  insidious  and  so  often  beyond  observation.  They  come  in  foul 
sewerage,  polluted  streams  and  corrupted  wells  of  water.  They 
eome  ato  like  a  thief  in  the  night  and  steal  away  those  jewels  of  the 
household,  the  little  ones,  whose  lives  are  more  precious  to  their 
owners  than  all  the  wealth  of  the  State.  To  prevent  adulterations 
in  food  and  drugs  —  not  practiced,  I  hope  and  believe,  to  the  extent 
reported  or  suspected  —  is  another  of  the  State  duties.  To  clothe 
boards  of  supervisors  and  trustees  in  towns  and  villages,  and  mayors, 
common  councils  and  health  boards  in  cities,  not  only  with  ample 
power  in  regard  to  health,  but  to  require  them  to  pass  and  enforce 
ordinances,  is  a  positive  duty  of  the  State.  A  State  department  of 
health  is  essential  to  secure  these  resnlts,  and  in  its  action  it  must 
be  impartial,  effective,  vigorous,  determined,  and  take  no  step 
backward. 
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3.  While  Federal  and  State  governments  are  bound  to  do  what  is 
here  suggested,  a  higher  law  or  duty  rests  upon  the  women  of  the 
household  and  upon  faithful  men  of  business.  When  a  woman 
suggested  the  first  board  of  health  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  the 
appeal  only  came  when  a  typhoid  fever  was  discovered  in  a  semi- 
nary of  learning  at  Pittsfiela.  The  State  cannot  secure  obedience 
to  law  without  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  people.  Light 
and  air,  cleanliness  and  order,  are  the  great  preservers  of  nealth,  and 
the  wives,  mothers  and  daughters,  as  the  necessary  mistresses  of  our 
dwellings,  can  best  serve  the  State  when  they  secure  the  greatest 
possible  health  in  their  own  homes.  Dr.  Farr  prescribes  the  right 
remedy  when  he  says  that  "  health  at  home  is  health  everywhere," 
and  wnen  he  adds,  as  his  conclusion  from  experience,  that  "the 
whole  future  sanitary  movement  rests  for  permanent  and  executive 
support  on  the  women  of  the  country."  If  it  be  true,  as  stated  by 
the  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  Connecticut,  that 
"the  predisposing  causes  of  insanity  in  the  United  States  can  be 
traced  to  malien  influence  on  childhood,"  no  wonder  that  we  have 
from  Dr.  Wilbur,  of  Now  York,  the  startling  record  that  there  are 
5(J,000  lunatics  in  the  country,  nor  that  we  are  behind  England, 
Germany  and  the  age  in  which  we  live  in  our  treatment  of  this  class 
of  unfortunate  people. 

Finally,  a  word  as  to  quarantine.  Commerce  cannot  be  forbidden ; 
but  it  may  be  regulated  when  hurtful  to  health.  At  best,  however, 
State  law  is  only  a  relative  guarantee  of  the  public  safety,  and  san- 
itary instruction,  if  heeded,  is  more  important  than  sanitary  legisla- 
tion. Quarantine  and  commerce  are  natural  enemies,  and  the  State 
must  regulate  the  relation  between  the  two  —  the  State  always  insist- 
ing that  as  far  as  possible  the  public  health,  within  its  borders,  shall 
be  permanent.  Every  nation,  and  every  State,  has  the  right  to  use 
intelligent  ways  and  means  to  preserve  health  in  and  over  all  its 
borders,  and  the  Federal  government  also  has  rights  which  must  be 
respected,  and  laws  which  must  be  obeyed.  There  are  natural,  legal, 
wise  and  conservative  lines  between  nations.  States,  municipalities 
and  towns.  Where  the  death-rate  in  j  England  is  39.9  in  the  1,000, 
in  Austria  31.3,  and  close  on  to  the  latter  number  in  all  parts  of 
Italy,  and  where,  as  in  the  United  States,  four  lives  in  eacn  thou- 
sand of  people  are  absolutely  wasted,  official  action  is  demanded  in 
the  name  of  public  safety. 

Drawing,  tnen,  only  the  proper  lines  between  nations.  States  and 
local  authorities  as  a  question  of  commerce  all  in  established  authority 
may,  under  the  administration  of  wise  laws,  be  able  to  say  to  Con- 
gress for  all  steamers  passing  between  diiferent  States,  and  on  all  tlie 
lakes  bordering  upon  these  States,  and  for  the  great  highways  on  the 
ocean  touching  our  American  land  — 

"  Bid  harbors  open,  public  ways  extend ; 
Bid  temples  worthy  of  the  gods  ascend ; 
Bid  the  oroad  arch  the  roaring  flood  contain. 
The  mole  extended  break  the  roaring  main  ; 
Back  to  her  bounds  the  subject  sea  command, 
And  roll  obedient  rivers  through  the  land." 
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The  above  paper  being  referred  to  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Public  Health  Association,  on  the  9th  of  December,  after  being 
read  at  the  morning  session  of  the  10th  of  December,  Dr.  Henry  B. 
Baker,  from  the  executive  committee,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  committee : 

Resclved^  That  600  copies  of  the  address  before  this  association 
by  Hon.  Erastns  Brooks,  Wew  York,  on  "  What  the  States  Owe  to 
the  People,"  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  copies  be  sent  to  the 
governors  of  States,  together  with  a  communication,  respectfully 
asking  them  to  consider  the  propriety  of  calling  the  attention  of 
the  l^islative  bodies  in  their  States  to  the  importance  of  action  in 
the  directions  indicated  in  the  paper.

Resolved^  That  tlie  Committee  on  Begistration  and  Vital  Statistics 
be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  the  necessary  methods,  forms 
and  rules  for  regulating  the  issue  and  use  of  "  transfer  permits  "  for 
the  transportation  of  dead  bodies,  in  accordance  with  section  7  of 
the  law  creating  this  Board. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  inform 
hie  Excellent  the  Governor  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  has 
organized  and  is  ready  to  receive,  commnnications  from  him,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  chapter  322  of  the 
Laws  of  1880. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  inform 
all  local  Boards  of  Health  in  the  State  of  the  organization  of  the 
State  Board,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  its  meetings,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  request  copies  of  all  their 
reports  and  publications. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee  be  and  is 
directed  to  report  upon  the  laws  of  the  State  so  far  as  they  affect 
the  necessary  action  of  this  Board,  and  that  it  be  and  is  hereby 
antborized  in  prosecuting  this  work  to  engage  the  assistance  of 
Wilham  P.  Prentice,  counselor-at-law,  and  to  take  into  considera- 
tioQ  the  operation  of  the  health  laws  and  sanitary  ordinances  of 
^ew  York  and  Brooklyn ;  also  to  prepare  and  print  such  portions 
uf  the  existing;  laws  aa  may  be  necessary  for  public  use  and  for 
reference  by  we  Board. 
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Hon.  Mr.  Brooks  submitted  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  the  countv  officers  in  the  several  districts  of  the 
State,  including,  in  the  rural  districts  especially,  boards  of  supervi- 
sors, county,  town  and  villa^  clerks,  trustees  of  villages  and  the 
clerks  of  the  comtnon  school  districts  of  the  State,  are  hereby  re- 
quested by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  call  attention  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  passed  May  18,  1880. 

Resolved^  That  m  the  best  interests  of  the  public  at  large,  the 
State  has  made  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  now  for 
the  first  time  authorized  by  law,  to  call  attention  to  whatever  may 
secure  sanitary  improvements  by  better  systems  and  methods  of 
drainage,  sewerage,  ventilation,  vaccination,  the  supply  of  pure 
water,  the  prevention  of  adulteration  of  foods,  and  the  pollution  of 
wells  and  other  sources  of  the  water  supply  from  cess-pools  and 
other  nuisances,  and  the*  prevention  of  filth  and  diseases,  and  other 
destroyers  of  health  and  life,  to  the  end  that  discussion,  information, 
and  the  best  sanitary  measures  may  diminish  disease  and  mortality 
and  save  the  lives  of  multitudes  of  persons  now  exposed  to  unneces- 
sary danger. 

This  series  of  resolutions  was  approved  and  ordered  to  be  pub- 
lished, with  the  signatures  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Thikd  Meeting. 

{A  special  meeting  held  in  tJie  city  of  Buffalo^  June  30^A.) — In 
response  to  a  request  from  the  mayor  and  prominent  citizens  to 
meet  with  a  committee  of  expert  civil  engineers,  viz.,  Messrs.  J.  W. 
Adams,  Moses  Lane  and  J.  S.  Youngs,  after  a  tour  of  inspection  of 
the  canal  and  sewer  out-falls  in  the  southern  and  western  borders  of 
the  city  of  BuflEalo,  the  Board  continued  its  conference  with  the  en- 
gineers and  citizens. 

Upon  the  motion  of  State  Commissioner  Erastus  Brooks,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  adopted : 

Reaohed,  That  the  city  authorities  of  BufEalo  are  respectfully 
requested  to  communicate  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  such  facts 
and  information  as  may  be  in  their  possession  and  as  may  be  laid 
before  them  by  the  health  officer  of  the  city  and  the  council  of  en- 

fineers,  relating  to  the  sanitary  questions  upon  which  this  Board  has 
een  called  to  Buffalo. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board  are  authorized  to  obtain  any  necessary  cleri- 
cal help  at  the  Central  Office  of  the  Board,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of 
$80  (eighty  dollars)  per  month,  and  that  they  endeavor  to  arrange 
this  rate  with  the  State  Comptroller. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  print  foi^the 
use  of  the  Board  the  report  on  existing  health  laws  of  the  State,  as 
presented  by  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committee. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  Sanitary  Committee 
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is  authorized  to  prepare,  and  the  Secretary  to  circulate  a  simple  plan 
for  the  formation  of  local  Boards  of  Health ;  also  a  simple  sanitary- 
code  in  conformity  with  existing  laws,  and  that  in  the  preparation 
of  such  a  plan  the  committee  be  authorized  to  consult  Mr.  W  illiam 
P.  Prentice,  who  is  familiar  with  the  State  laws  relating  to  public 
health. 

QUARTEKLY    MeETING,    AuGUST    11,  HELD    AT   THE    CbNTKAL    OfFICE, 

Albany. 

All  members  present.  The  Executive  Committee  presented  the 
report  on  health  laws  of  the  State,  which  was  approved  and  3,000 
copies  ordered  to  be  printed. 

A  report  of  the  three  commissioners  who,  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  inspected  the  malarial  district  at  Hart's  Falls,  Rensselaer 
county,  and  all  papers  relating  to  the  subject  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Drainage  and  Topography,  and  said  committee  was 
directed  to  complete  ttie  necessary  investigations  and  report  to  the 
Governor  whatever  was  required. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  directed  to  issue  350  postal 
schedule  cards  monthly  to  facilitate  the  reporting  of  mortality  and 
prevalent  diseases. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  prepare  the  appropriate  register 
headings  for  recording  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  in  order  to  give 
necessary  information  to  local  authorities  respecting  such  registers. 

The  Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  was  directed  to  concimunicate 
^rith  all  boards  of  supervisors  concerning  the  laws  and  means  of 
r^istration. 

Special  Meeting,  Albany,  Sept.  22,  held  at  the  Okntbal  Office. 

All  members  present.  The  Committee  on  Drainage,  Sewerage  and 
Topography  reported  on  papers  and  questions  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  from  Buffalo  and  from 
Hart's  Falls. 

Concerning  the  questions  submitted  in  regard  to  the  sewage  of 
Buffalo,  the  ^oard  adopted  a  report  confirmatory  of  the  report  by 
the  commission  of  engineers,  recommending  a  marginal  intercept- 
ing sewer  that  shall  conduct  all  the  sewage  of  the  city  by  a  conduit 
along  the  southern  and  western  margin,  parallel  with  the  Hamburg 
and  Main  canal,  to  a  point  sufficiently  northward  of  the  water-supply 
pumping  station  to  discharge  the  whole  safely  into  the  Niagara 
river. 

The  Committee  on  Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Topography  also  re- 
ported at  this  meeting  the  condition  and  methods  of  proposed  sani- 
tary improvement  at  Hart's  Falls,  Rensselaer  county.  The  com- 
mittee states  that  it  finds  that  "the  people  of  Hart's  Falls  are 
suffering  greatly  from  malarial  disease  caused  by  the  building  of  a 
railroad  embankment  across  the  north  channel  of  the  Hoosic  river 
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east  of  the  town,  and  by  the  construction  of  the  jpaper-mill  dam : 
and  that  the  only  certain  and  permanent  remedy  is  to  be  found  in. 
thoroughly  drainmg  the  old  channels  and  covering  the  surface  with, 
dry  earth." 

The  Executive  and  Finance  Committee  reported  on  the  vouchers 
and  papers  which  the  Secretary  had  submitted  relating  to  expendi- 
tures.    On  motion,  it  was 

Resoloedy  That  the  State  Board  of  Health,  under  and  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  7,  chapter  322  of  the  Laws  of  1880, 
hereby  adopts  the  following  method  and  form,  and  prescribes  the 
following  rules  regulating  the  issue  and  use  of  transfer  permits, 
with  the  proper  coupons  attached  thereto,  to  be  issued  by  local 
organized  Boards  of  Health,  for  the  transportation  of  the  dead 
bodies  of  persons  which  are  to  be  carried  tor  burial  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  counties  where  the  death  occurs : 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be  hereby  directed  to  inform  all  local 
organized  Boards  of  Health  of  the  adoption  of  these  rules,  and  to 
forward  to  them  copies  of  the  form  of  permit  adopted  by  this  Board.* 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  directed  to  prepare  a  statement, 
not  to  exceed  one  page  of  note  paper,  setting  forth  the  purposes  of 
the  law  establishing  the  State  Board  of  Healm,  and  calling  attention, 
by  references  duly  marked  and  numbered,  to  the  special  laws  and 
reports  printed  in  the  manual  of  the  Board  and  in  the  reports  of 
its  standing  committee,  the  object  being  to  call  the  attention  of 
local  boards  and  officers  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  action  of 
the  Board  for  securing  the  health  of  the  State.t 

The  standing  committees,  jointly,  ou  Laws  and  Vital  Statistics, 
were  directed  to  prepare  a  draft  of  a  law  to  secure  the  uniform  reg- 
istration of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  throughout  the  State,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  chapter  322  of  the  Laws 
of  1880. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  was  directed  to  prepare  a  report  on  oflEena- 
ive  trades. 

The  Attorney-General,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Le^la- 
tion  and  Laws,  presented  for  the  Board's  consideration  some  of  the 
points  in  the  proposed  model  ordinances. 

It  was  ordered  that  reports  be  prepared  by  the  appropriate  stand- 
ing committees  upon  the  following  subjects :  small-pox  and  vaccina- 
tion ;  disinfection ;  diphtheria ;  dangerous  kerosene  oil  and  pre- 
vention of  accidents  therefrom ;  sale  of  poison  ;  construction  and 
ventilation  of  school  buildings  ;  the  pollution  of  wells ;  the 
proper  disposal  of  house  sewage;  the  construction  of  cess-pools 
and  the  care  of  manure  near  dwelling-houses  ;  the  drainage  of 
towns  and  villages. 

The  Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  was  authorized  and  directed  to 
prosecute  inquiries  into  epidemics,  as  suggested  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board.

Central  Office,  Albany,  No^einher  10. 

All  members  present. 

The  Attorney-General,  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  laws, 
reported  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  last  meeting,  on  pro- 
posed sanitary  orders,  regulations  and  ordinances  for  local  boards 
of  health,  as  reported  by  the  committee.  The  propositions,  after 
reading,  were  taken  up  for  separate  consideration  and  adopted  with 
various  amendments.  (See  report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Sanitary 
Legislation,  Rules  and  Keguiations,  in  a  previous  chapter  of  this  re- 
port.)      ^ 

At  the  evening  session  the  Committee  on  Drainage  and  Topography 
reported  upon  the  various  propositions  that  had  been  exammed  with 
reference  to  the  mitigation  or  removal  of  the  nuisances  complained 
of  at  Hart's  Falls.  The  action  recommended  by  the  Board  was  com- 
municated to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  reported  on  the  epidem- 
ics and  other  prevalent  diseases,  thus  far  studied,  as  authorized  by  the 
Board.  The  reports  relate  to  dysentery  in  Southampton,  Babylon 
and  Islip,  Long  Island ;  diphtheria  in  Fulton  and  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
Cliautauqua  and  Otsego  counties ;  and  to  fevers,  chiefly  malarial,  in 
Columbia,  Dutchess,  Orange  and  Tioga  counties. 

On  motion,  the  various  reports  on  diseases  were  referred  back  to 
the  Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  for  preparation  for  the  annual  re- 
port. 

On  motion,  the  several  standing  committees  were  directed  to  have 
their  reports  in  readiness  for  the  annual  report. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  President  and  Secretary  present  the  annual 
report  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  December  1. 

The  Secretary  submitted  a  statement  relating  to  the  present  preva- 
lence of  8inall-p(»c  and  the  necessity  for  house-to-house  inspection 
and  the  public  offering  of  vaccination.    It  was 

Mescloed,  That  this  Board  urge  upon  the  medical  profession  in 
every  part  of  the  State  the  importance  of  a  thorough  prevention  of 
small-pox  by  proper  vaccination,  and  would  appeal  to  physicians  to 
influence  families  and  others  under  their  professional  care,  to  the 
prompt  and  faithful  compliance  with  this  important  duty. 

Besohed^  That  witli  the  design  to  insure  safety  to  the  public 
health  by  protection  against  small-pox,  all  officere  and  teachers  of 
schools  and  seminaries,  superintenoents  and  employers  of  factory 
operatives  and  other  companies  of  work  people,  should  advise  and 
secure  the  effectual  vaccination  of  all  persons  under  their  super- 
vision. 

ReBoVoed^  That  it  is  an  imperative  duty  of  the  public  health 
authorities  in  each  city,  village  and  township  in  which  there  is  small- 
pox, to  institute  a  sanitary  visitation  from  house  to  house  to  ascer- 
tain where  vaccination  is  neglected,  and  to  advise  and  make  sure  of 
the  vaccination  of  all  who  are  unprotected  against  the  contagion. 
And  further,  that  in  the  duties  implied  and  urged  in  these  resolu- 
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tions,  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  do  whatever  it  can  to  encourage 
and  support  the  sanitary  work.  , 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved^  that  a  committee  of  three  members  of 
the  Board,  of  which  the  Attorney-General  shall  be  chairman,  be 
named  by  the  President  upon  the  necessary  further  legislation  deemed, 
proper  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health  in  the  State. 

The  President  appomted  as  such  committee,  the  Attorney -General, 
Hon.  Erastus  Brooks  and  Prof.  Chandler. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  respective  Committee  on  Drainage,  Sewerage 
and  Topography  and;the  Sanitary  Committee,  areherebv  requested  to 
act  conjointly  in  prosecuting  exact  researches  concerning  wells  and 
other  water  supphes  where  such  investigations  are  most  important 
to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  and  preventing  sources  of 
pollution  of  water. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks,  it  was 

Mesolvedj  That  two  hundred  dollars  are  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  necessary  uses  of  said  joint  committee  in  procunng  the  analysis 
of  waters  and  cairying  on  said  researches. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  prepare  an  abstract  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  Board  for  publication  in  the  annual  report,  to 
present  fairly  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  thus  far  undertaken 
by  the  Boara,  and  the  action  required  of  the  several  committees. 

The  Secretary  presented  an  in\'itation  from  the  officers  of  the  an- 
nual conference  of  delegates  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  to  the  New- 
York  State  Board,  te  participate  in  the  conference  to  be  held  at  New 
Orleans,  Dec.  7, 1880,  in  connection  with  the  Eighth  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  American  Public  Health  Association.     On  motion,  it  was 

ResoVoed,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  designate  two  mem- 
bers to  be  delegates  to  attend  these  meetings.  The  President  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Brooks  and  Dr.  Harris. 

Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  held  in  New  York  Nov.  27. 

The  following  standing  committees  made  reports  which  were  re- 
ferred to  the  President  and  Secretary  for  arrangement  in  the  annual 
report :  the  Committee  on  Registration  and  VitS.  Statistics,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Institutions,  and  the  Committee  on  External  and 
Internal  Quarantine. 

The  various  reports  by  these  standing  committees  were  discussed 
and  necessary  action  taken. , 

Final  recommendations  were  made  concerning  the  remedies  deemed 
applicable  to  the  causes  of  malaria  and  nuisance  at  the  village  of 
Hart's  Falls,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  Governor. 

The  President  and  Secretary  were  directed  to  complete  the  First 
Annual  Report  and  present  it  to  the  Governor. 

The  foregoing  is  a  correct  copy  of  the  minates  and  transactions  (In  abstract),  as

THE  SECRETAKY'S  REPORT. 


To  Edward  M.  Mooee,  M.  D., 

President  State  Board  of  Health  j 

Seb:  —  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  during  the  first  six  months 
work  of  the  Board  paving  consisted  chiefljr  in  the  organization  and 
conference  required  in  the  preparatory  period,  it  is  his  duty  now  to 
describe  the  methods  rather  than  the  iruit  of  the  Board's  operations 
in  this  brief  period. 

Twenty-two  States  had  created  their  Central  or  State  Board  of 
Health  previous  to  the  organization  of  such  a  Board  in  New  York. 
That  of  Massachusetts  having  organized  in  the  summer  of  1869  as 
a  Board  of  Inquiry  and  Advice,  the  twenty  States  that  followed 
during  the  succeeding  ten  years  accepted  in  ffenei'al  the  plan,  and 
to  a  great  extent,  the  forms  of  law  under  whida  that  pioneer  Board 
b^an  its  work. 

The  first  duties  of  these  State  Boards  related  to  the  preventable 
sonrces  of  disease  and  mortality,  and  to  this  end  the  registration  of 
mortality  and  its  causes  engaged  attention ;  but  only  in  a  few  in- 
stances has  a  State  Board  oi  Health  found  itself  clotned  with  the 
proper  authority  to  organize  such  registration  or  establish  a  system 
of  vital  statistics.  Yet  with  great  unanimity  they  have  borne  their 
testimony  to  the  fact  that  correct  and  complete  records  of  life  and 
death  and  of  the  prevalent  diseases  are  essential  to  a  good  sanitary 
government  and  to  practical  hygiene. 

The  discovery  and  definition  of  nuisances  and  evils  dangerous  to 
life  and  detrimental  to  health,  the  improvement  of  water-supplies, 
the  reform  of  ventilation  of  school-rooms  and  other  public  build- 
ings, and  the  insti-uction  of  local  Boards  of  Health  and  the  people 
in  regard  to  ways  and  means  for  controlling  or  stamping  outf  infec- 
tious diseases,  have  chiefly  occupied  the  attention  of  the  older  State 
Boards. 

The  State  of  New  York  presented  a  somewhat  different  field  from 
that  in  other  States.  There  are  twenty-four  cities,  each  with  a 
special  charter  permitting  the  operation  of  a  municipal  sanitary  sys- 
tem, and  two  of  these  cities,  namely.  New  York  and  Brooklyn, 
having  elaborate  methods  of  sanitary  government.  Upwards  of  three 
hundred  incorporated  villages  likewise  have  some  provision  for  a 
local  board  of  health,  while  nearly  nine  hundred  and  forty  towns 
have  for  the  past  thirty  yeai*s  had  the  privilege  of  organizing  their 
OMm  local  sanitary  government.  Through  the  gener^  statutes  that 
prescribe  and  permit  the  forms  of  county  government,  it  has  not 
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only  been  possible,  but  has  been  a  well-defined  duty  of  the  county; 
city,  town  and  village  authorities,  to  maintain  a  Registry  of  Vital 
Statistics,  the  past  thirty-three  years.  In  like  manner  the  statute  to 
provide  for  general  vaccination  has  remained  inoperative  and  imprac- 
ticable. In  this  condition  of  the  laws  and  without  any  amendment 
of  them,  and  without  any  abridgment  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  local  government  of  the  towns,  villages  and  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  organized  and  put  in 
operation  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  that  created  it. 

With  more  than  5,000,000  inhabitants,  distributed  in  1,300  towns, 
villages  and  cities,  depending  wholly  upon  their  local  or  commii- 
mty  authorities  for  sanitary  protection,  the  State  of  New  York  has 
provided  the  organization  of  a  central  system  for  the  public  care  of 
nealth,  that  shall  so  recognize  the  wants  of  all  these  communities  that 
all  sliall  obtain  the  largest  measure  of  benefits;  while  each  shall  exer- 
cise its  local  authority  with  the  greatest  freedom  and  advantage.  Even 
in  the  matter  of  public  Registry  of  Yital  Statistics  the  old  doctrine 
of  the  primary  obligations  of  local  authority  and  of  the  communities 
themselves,  remains  unrepealed  in  the  several  statutes  under  which 
this  branch  of  the  State  I)oard's  duties  is  now  organized. 

Plan  and  Progress  of  Organization. 

Working  in  conformity  to  the  policy  of  local  government,  as 
defined  in  the  several  laws  relating  to  the  Public  Health  and  to  the 
Kegistration  of  Yital  Statistics,  it  has  been  our  first  duty  to  establish 
all  necessary  relations  with  the  local  authorities.  The  duties  of  the 
Board's  central  office,  which  are  under  the  constant  cognizance  of  the 
Secretary,  are  grouped,  for  the  present  review,  as  follows : 

1.  The  establishment  of  official  relations  by  communications  and 
conference  with  existing  and  organizing  local  boards  of  health  in 
the  State. 

2.  The  communication  of  such^  information,  requests  and  incentives 
to  these  local  authorities  as,  in  their  official  capacity,  should  organize 
and  maintain  local  boards  of  health  where  there  are,  or  at  the  time 
were,  none. 

3.  The  exchange  of  information  and  practical  suggestions,  concern- 
ing local  duties  and  sanitary  interests,  with  the  proper  local  author- 
ities, especially  those  of  towns,  villages  and  counties. 

4.  The  systematic  daily  disposal  of  official  papers  and  business  of 
the  central  office  of  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and 
the  statutes,  and  with  this  view  of  local  duties  and  local  authority. 

5.  The  organization  of  the  methods  and  system  for  the  registration 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  of  the  prevalent  diseases  through- 
out the  State,  and  the  organization  of  the  Central  Bureau  of  Regis- 
tration and  Vital  Statistics. 

6.  The  maintenance  of  correspondence  and  useful  relations  with 
other  State  Boards  of  Health  ana  with  the  National  Board. 

Under  the  first  class  of  duties,  the  State  Board  has  issued  to  every 
local  board  of  health,  and  to  most  of  the  health  officers  in  the 
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•State,  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  Laws  relating  to  the  Public  Health 
and  copies  of  all  circulars  of  information  and  suggestions,  together 
with  the  forms  and  descriptions  of  methods  adopted  or  advised  by 
the  Board. 

Under  the  second  head,  information  and  importaut  documents  and 
forms  have  been  transmitted,  on  two  or  more  occasions,  to  all  persons 
whose  duty  it  is  to  organize  local  boards  of  health,  or  to  perform  any 
T)art  of  the  duties  of  collecting  and  registering  the  records  of  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths.  An  enlightened  interest  rather  than  indif- 
ference has  been  the  usual  response. 

Under  the  third  head  the  exchange  of  information  has  been 
steadily  increasing  in  its  practical  importance.  Health  officers, 
other  physicians,  the  clerks  of  school  districts,  town  clerks  and  super- 
visors of  towns  have  evinced  the  greatest  interest  in«  their  respective 
duties  in  regard  to  the  public  health.  Upward  of  14,000  persons,  offi- 
cially concerned,  have  thus  been  communicated  with  by  mail ;  and  to 
most  of  them  various  communications  have  been  sent  twice,  or  more. 

The  daily  service  of  the  central  office,  under  thefoy/rth  head,  com- 
prises the  duties  specified  in  sees.  5,  6  and  7  of  the  Act  creatiivg  the 
Board.  The  details  of  methods  which  are  thus  required  by  the 
law.  and  under  rules  of  the 'Board,  are  found  to  be  highly  important. 
Xo  errors  or  confusion  will  be  likely  to  occur  in  them.  The  rules 
under  which  the  petitions,  requests,  etc.,  that  are  received  with  the 
Governors  indorsement  for  investigation,  in  accordance  with  section 
S  of  chapter  322,  Laws  of  1880,  are  immediately  referred  to  an 
appropriate  Standing  Committee  of  theBoard,  facilitate  the  daily  dis- 
patch of  business  of  the  central  office.  Other  matters,  not  requiring 
the  interposition  of  the  Governor,  are  likewise  frequently  referred 
either  as  information  or  for  advice,  and  a  suitable  record  by  the 
Board. 

The  organization  of  the  system  of  Kegistration  of  Vital  Statistics 
having  been  among  the  first  duties  to  which  the  Board  directed  the 
Secretary  to  give  attention,  the  methods  as  agreed  upon  in  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  have  been  perfected  and  the 
model  forms  for  returns  of  the  individual  records  have  been  supplied 
to  the  clerks  and  other  officials  who  are  responsibly  concerned  for  such 
returns  and  registry  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Vital  Statistics  exhibits  an  outline  of  the  work 
it  has  approved,  and,  as  the  practical  duties  of  registration  will  begin 
in  many  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  State  early  in  1881,  and 
date  from  the  1st  of  January,  the  system  of  Vital  Statistics'of  New 
York  will  begin  with  this  year.  Depending  as  it  does  upon  local 
rjc-officio  registering  and  collecting  clerks,  and  upon  a  method  of 
local  support  for  which  the  county  board  of  supervisors  must  provide, 
some  counties  will  fail  to  make  the  necessary  provision.  Conse- 
quently the  beginning  of  registration  in  such  exceptional  counties 
will  be  delayed  several  months. 

In  regard  to  the  somewhat  complicated,  yet  obviously  economical 
means,  which  the  Laws  of  1880  (chap.  512),  and  of  1847  (chap.  152), 
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have  provided,  the  Secretary  need  not  express  any  apprehensions, 
thougn  many  of  the  county  boards  of  supervisors  may  defer  their 
action,  or  wholly  fail  to  mate  the  provision  which  the  laws  designed 
they  should  make.  The  main  requirements  of  the  several  laws  re- 
lating to  registration  are  essentially  right,  namely,  that  every  town 
and  municipality  in  the  State  shall  have,  and  provide  for,  its  own 
local  registration  of  human  life  and  death,  and  that  the  necessary- 
cost  of  performing  this  duty  shall  be  a  public  charge  upon  the 
property  of  the  people  of  the  county,  except  as  regards  cities,  which 
may  or  may  not  share  the  general  provision  by  county  authorities. 
The  fact  that  only  six  of  the  twenty-four,  cities  in  this  State  maiatain 
any  thing  like  complete  and  correct  registration  renders  it  desirable 
that  methods  shoula  be  adopted  to  secure  complete  registry.  By  adopt- 
ing the  measures  that  are  now  to  be  enforced  in  the  towns,  the  mu- 
nicipal board  of  health,  or  a  city  registrar,  could  give  full  effect  to 
the  system,  by  adopting  an  effectual  method  of  collecting  and  can- 
vassing to  secure  complete  records. 

The  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  induce  adequate  preparation  of 
all  that  is  necessary  for  a  perfect  system  of  registration  is  evinced 
in  section  7  of  the  act  creating  the  State  Board  of  Health.  We  here 
present  a  few  facts  to  aid  in  discovering  what  may  be  required  soon 
to  complete  a  suitable  system  of  records  and  vital  statistics  for  the 
State. 

There  will  always  be  need  of  the  co-operation  of  certain  local  au- 
thorities of  towns  and  municipalities  to  secure  complete  and  accurate 
records  throughout  the  communities;  even  if  there  should  be  some 
advantages  obtained  by  having  special  registering  officers  responsible 
only  to  the  State  Board  or  its  central  bureau  designated  by  it  in  the 
towns,  cities  and  villages,  there  are  still  greater  practical  advantages 
to  the  people  from  a  system  that  makes  them  responsible  as  well  as 
intelligently  interested  in  securing  the  universal  operation  of  it  in 
all  its  details  as  regards  their  families,  their  communities,  and  the 
completeness  and  excellence  of  the  records  themselves.  Such  records 
concern  the  welfare  of  all  the  families  and  individuals  in  each  com- 
munity, and  if  the  State  takes  advantage  of  this  fact  it  may,  by  exer- 
cising such  authority  as  will  secure  the  required  completeness  and 
perfection  of  the  registry  in  all  places,  insure  the  success  of  the  sys- 
tem of  local  records  and  State  registration.  To  attain  this  desirable 
result  it  is  obviously  necessary,  as  all  experience  has  shown,  that  the 
central  office  or  board  which  directs  and  supervises  the  system  of 
registry,  should  have  power  and  responsibility  entirely  adequate  to 
meet  and  supplement  any  and  all  failures  and  defects  m  the  duty  of 
the  local  authorities. 

The  necessity  for  requiring  the  interposition  of  the  central  or 
State  office  to  secure  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  deaths,  births  and 
marriages,  need  be  only  temporary  in  its  operation  in  any  town  or 
county,  and  as  the  neglect  or  defects  of  this  work  in  any  community, 
however  remote,  must  be  regarded  as  a  wrong  to  all  other  communi- 
ties in  the  State,  there  will  ever  be  a  wholesome  pressure  of  public 
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opinion  and  influence  in  favor  of  universal  faithfulness  in  the  duties 
of  registration.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  these  influences  and  eob- 
siderations  are  of  much  more  beneficial  effect  than  any  method  of 
fines  and  penalties  to  enforce  general  obedience  to,  and  respect  for, 
such  laws  as  these  that  deeply  concern  communities  and  families  in 
tlieir  social  and  hvgienic  interests.  Thus  far  the  laws  have  provided 
for  no  penalties  for  personal  neglect  of  the  duty  required  of  profes- 
sional and  other  persons  upon  whom  rest  the  obligations  to  write  out 
and  return  the  individual  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths. 
The  practical  impossibility  of  enforcing  the  application  of  fines  and 
penalties  for  such  neglect  of  duty,  in  the  ordinary  township  and  vil- 
age  communities,  is  obvious.  Even  in  the  best  governed  cities  in 
this  State  it  has  not  yet  been  practicable  to  secure  more  than  a  frac- 
tion of  the  records  of  births  and  marriages,  however  rigorously  the 
penalties  for  neglect  to  report  are  enforced.  The  justice  and  necessity 
for  such  fines  and  penalties  are  not  questioned,  but  as  these  are  the 
least  essential  of  the  various  agencies  which  will  be  necessary  in 
establishing  the  work  of  registration  of  vital  statistics  in  the  otate 
of  New  York,  it  is  not  regretted  that  the  provision  of  law  for  fines 
has  been  thus  far  omitted. 

Certain  essential  provisions  are  already  made  in  the  three  separate 
laws  for  registration,  which  will  serve  as  the  foundation  of  a  good 
and  complete  system  for  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State. 

First  The  law  that  created  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  its  7th 
section,  provides  and  directs  that ''said  Board  shall  prepare  the 
necessary  methods  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such 
records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same  in  the 
^veral  counties  and  in  the  central  bureau  of  vital  statistics  at  the 
capital  of  the  State." 

Second.  By  the  original  law  for  the  public  registry  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  (chap.  152  of  the  Laws  of  1847),  the  duty  of  all 
physicians,  magistrates,  professional  midwives  and  clergymen  to  re- 
port and  return  a  copy  of  the  professional  registry  by  them  required 
to  be  kept  is  defined  and  enjoined  in  regard  to  every  birth,  death, 
marriage  or  burial  by  them,  respectively  attended  professionally. 
Certain  duties  of  boards  of  supervisors  of  counties  in  regard  to  pro- 
viding the  material  and  financial  means  for  the  registry  in  every 
town  are  defined  in  that  law,  and  are  left  to  their  discretion  as  au- 
ditors of  public  expenditures ;  while  in  the  same  act  every  town  clerk 
and  the  clerks  of  school  districts  in  the  State  are  directed  to  perform 
certain  duties  to  insure  the  collecting  and  local  registration  of  the 
records  of  birtlis,  marriages  and  deaths  in  each  town,  village  and  city 
in  the  State. 

Third.  By  the  Law  of  1880  (chap.  512),  which  defines  the  obliga- 
tions and  powers  of  boards  of  supervisors  to  provide  by  ordinance, 
resolution  or  regulation  for  the  supervision  of  burials,  the  records  and 
registration  of  all  births,  deaths  and  marriages,  and  to  fix  the  amount 
and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  registration  fees,  the  duty  of 
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said  county  boards  and  of  the  town  clerks  are  defined  and  made 
obligatory  ;  and  this  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  county  board  of 
supervisors  to  furnish  the  necessary  blank  books  of  record,  properly 
lettered,  paged,  ruled  and  indexed  for  this  public  registry  of  vital 
statistics,  "  the  expense  of  which  shall  be  a  proper  county  charge,  to 
be  paid  for  as  a  charge  in  the  general  expenses  of  the  county." 

Thus,  under  three  separate  laws,  eacli  enacted  to  secure  beneficent 
results,  the  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  is  recognized 
and  defined  as  a  public  duty.  The  law  relating  to  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  requires  that  this  Board  shall 
have  "  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registration  of 
births,  marriages  and  deatlis,  and  also  the  registration  of  prevalent 
diseases,"  and  to  this  end  "  to  insure  the  faithful  registration,"  this 
Board  is  required  by  law  "  to  prepare  the  necessary  methods  and 
forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such  records."  This  duty  being 
performed,  as  the  Board  now  shows  that  it  is,  there  remains  the  next 
following  duty  which  is  defined  in  section  7  of  the  law  creating  the 
Board,  in  the  following  terms:  " Said  Board  of  Health  shall  recom- 
mend such  forms  and  amendments  of  law  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
necessary  for  the  thorough  organization  and  registration  of  vital 
statistics  throughout  the  State." 

In  the  present  report  of  the  Board  the  Legislature  is  informed 
that  there  will  probably  be  a  necessity  for  some  amendment  or 
addition  to  the  laws  affecting  this  subject.  Whatever  changes  may  be 
necessary,  the  town  clerk  will  undoubtedly  be  the  town  Registrar 
of  Vital  Statistics,  except  as  it  may  please  the  county  boards  of 
supervisors  and  the  permanently  organized  local  boards  of  health 
in  incorporated  villages  to  impose  the  duty  of  local  registration  upon 
competent  Health  Officers.  Xo  amendment  of  law  is  necessary  to 
this  discretionary  selection.  The  State  Board  of  Health  now  has 
the  right  to  call  upon  all  town  clerks  and  all  clerks  of  school  districts 
to  perform  their  parts  respectively  in  the  registry  service,  and  also 
to  invoke  the  official  actions  of  boards  of  supervisors  to  provide  for 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  local  registration.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  this  Jkind  of  coordinate  responsibility  for  the  local  duties 
of  registration  will  not  soon  be  changed ;  and  if  not,  then  it  will 
be  important  that  the  State  Board  shall  be  required  to  prevent 
such  defects  and  neglect  of  the  local  sei'vice  as  will  occur  whenever 
a  county  board  of  supervisors  fails  to  provide  for  the  duties  of  reg- 
istration in  towns  and  villages,  and  wherever  registry  clerks  and  pro- 
fessional persons  fail  to  perform  their  parts  in  this  public  service. 
Such  deficiencies  in  the  local  service  will  occur  in  numerous  places, 
and  not  unf  requently,  until  the  people  in  every  community  become 
familiar  with  tneir  duty  in  regard  to  these  public  records  of  life  and 
death.  The  best  means  of  temporarily  supplementing  the  services 
which  the  State  Board  of  Health  may,  from  time  to  time,  find  to  he 
neglected  in  any  coimty  will  need  to  be  authorized  and  provided  for 
by  the  Legislature.  And  as  such  means  of  temporary  interference 
to  cause  the  local  records  to  be  made  and  registered,  will  consist  in 
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the  instructing  and  requirinff  of  the  communities  to  perform  their 
duties  in  this  matter,  it  is  believed  that  only  a  veiy  moderate  expen- 
diture will  be  found  necessary  to  secure  the  proposed  result.  This 
is  the  view  to  be  taken  now,  while  there  appears  to  be  entire  willing- 
ness in  most  of  the  counties,  and  by  all  town  clerks  and  permanently 
oi^nized  boards  of  health  to  undertake  the  local  duties  of  registra- 
tion. In  whatever  way  the  State  shall  provide  that  counties  and 
towns  shall  defray  the  cost  of  supplementiuff  such  duties  as  they 
neglect,  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  readily  bring  into  operation 
the  means  for  securing  the  attested  records  and  begmning  tne  local 
registration.  The  desired  completeness  and  accuracy  in  these  records 
and  the  entire  system  of  registration  can  ultimately  be  attained 
through  local  agencies  like  those  already  designated  in  the  present 
laws ;  and  if,  in  the  progress  of  improvements  in  the  local  boards  of 
health,  it  shall,  at  a  future  time,  be  best  for  the  towns  and  villages 
to  have  their  records  of  vital  statistics  registered  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  sanitary  authorities,  as  will  probably  be  the  case,  no 
waste  of  means  and  no  changes  or  disuse  of  the  record  books  and 
blank  forms  which  are  now  being  supplied  to  towns,  villages  and 
cities,  will  result.  Doubtless  the  laws  and  the  system  will  be  greatly 
simplified  and  improved ;  but  such  additional  result  must  be  made 
possible  by  the  best  use  of  existing  laws. 

In  the  general  effort  that  is  now  being  put  forth  in  all  the  States 
of  the  Union  to  secure  a  thoroughly  complete  registry  of  vital  statis- 
tics, much  valuable  information  is  being  elicited  in  regard  to  the 
sources  and  ^reat  amount*  of  inaccuracy  and  incompleteness  in  the 
records  of  lite  and  mortality ;  and  as  the  want  of  general  information 
an<l  interest  in  regard  to  this  class  of  duties  among  the  people  is  one 
of  the  chief  sources  of  these  evils,  the  steady  diffusion  of  information 
and  of  the  necessary  influence  to  develop  a  consciousness  of  respon- 
sibility in  the  commimity  will  continue  to  be  a  duty  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.     This  Board  will  not  appeal  in  vain  to  physicians 
and  elerfifymen  to  aid  in  the  duties  of  this  undertaking ;  ana,  while 
so  appealing  to  them,  and  to  local  authorities  who  are  responsibly 
concerned,  it  becomes  necessary  to  see  that  there  are  requisite  facili- 
ties for  making  up  the  individual  records  in  suitable  forms,  and  for 
immediately  registering  these  records  as  certified  or  attested.     The 
clergymen  and  physicians  and  other  professional  and  official  persons 
who  have  any  share  in  these  responsibilities  for  the  records,  nave  to 
l)e  supplied  with  the  required  lorms  and  instructions  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties.     Fortunately  we  are  now  able 
to  report  that  the  printed  information  and  samples  of  all  required 
fomis  have  been  distributed  in  all  the  towns,  villages  and  school 
districts  in  the  State,  and,  with  the  exception  of  certain  counties 
that  have  not  yet  provided  for  registration,  the  towns  and  villages  ot 
the  State  are  being  supplied  by  the  county  supervisors  with  all  the 
record  books  and  blank  forms  required  for  use  in  the  system  oi  vital 
btatistics.     The  blank  forms  appropriate  for  the  respective  profes- 
sional and  official  persons  who  are  to  use  them  will  be  distributed  by 
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town  and  district  clerks.  The  State  Board  has  led  in  this  duty  by 
distributing  upwards  oi  fourteen  thouscmd  seta  of  th^m  forms  to  the 
official  persons  who  required  such  information  as  these  samples  and 
the  accompanying  instructions  conveyed.  Entire  uniformity  in  all 
the  certificates  and  .other  forms,  and  in  the  headings  and  ruling  and 
arrangement  of  the  public  registers,  is  secured  by  means  of  electro- 
typed  plates  on  which  the  essential  parts  of  them  are  printed. 

There  remains  to  be  secured  a  reasonable  uniformity  of  nomencla- 
ture by  which  the  causes  of  death  shall  be  certified  and  publicly  regis- 
tered. The  necessary  steps  for  securing  this  desired  result  are  at 
present  being  taken  by  the  medical  profession  in  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain,  and  to  this  object  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics 
of  New  York  is  contributing  its  snare  of  effort. 

The  registration  of  prevalent  diseases,  as  required  under  section 
seven  of  the  law  creating  this  Board,  will  become  possible  and  gen- 
erally useful  as  the  records  of  mqrtality  and  its  causes  become  accu- 
rate and  complete  throughout  the  State,  and  as  they  will  be  publicly 
registered  in  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capitol  of  the 
State.  Thus  far  the  few  hundred  reports  that  are  made  monthly  to 
this  Board  by  careful  medical  observers  of  prevalent  diseases  serve 
to  reveal  the  local  rather  than  any  general  movements  of  destructive 
maladies.  But  at  the  beginning  of  the  Board's  services,  last  sum- 
mer, there  were  only  about  twenty  cities  and  villages  in  the  State 
that  kept  any  public  records  of  deatli.  The  laws  now  require  that 
such  records  shall  be  registered  in  some  twelve  hundred  places. 

There  will  probably  be  nearly  one  thousand  regis tenng  officers 
engaged  in  their  duties  as  recorders  before  the  State  Board  enters 
upon  its  second  year.  Their  systematic  monthly  returns,  with  more 
frequent  reports  if  desired,  will  enable  this  Board  to  obtain  from 
medical  observers  in  the  same  reffistration  districts  a  useful  state- 
ment, for  the  same  time,  concerning  tlie  prevalent  and  preventable  dis- 
eases. Reciprocal  relations  of  the  State  Board  witn  such  sanitary 
observers  and  so  lar^e  a  number  of  widely  distributed  registering 
clerks  are  being  established  with  reference  to  the  banning  of  a  use-  ' 
f  ul  system  of  records  of  the  prevalent  diseases ;  and  one  or  the  chief 
designs  of  this  system  is  to  discover  and  repress  whatever  may  be 
preventable  in  their  causation.  The  two  conditions  that  are  requisite 
to  success  in  the  study  and  recording  of  epidemic  and  other  preva- 
lent diseases  are  provided  in  part  by  the  laws  which  now  require 
complete  registration  of  mortality  and  its  causes  and  also  require 
that  the  local  sanitaiy  authorities  shall  maintain  an  interchange  of 
information  with  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  first  instances  of 
the  transmission  of  such  information  of  prevalent  disease  calling  for 
preventive  measures  reached  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  past 
season  in  connection  with  records  of  the  mortality  it  was  caus- 
ing. In  the  first  instance  the  clerk  in  one  of  the  most  distant  towns 
of  the  State  transmitted  five  attested  certificates  of  death  from 
diphtheria,  adding  the  notice  that  three  of  them  were  from  a  school 
district  thetn  beginning  to  suffer  from  diphtheria  of  which  these  were 
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the  first  fatal  cases,  and  in  the  second  instance  a  faithful  health 
officer  ^ave  notice  of  six  deaths  from  one  centre  that  required  in- 
vestigation and  immediate  action  by  the  State  Board.  The  death 
records  have  become  the  occasion  for  transmitting  most  important 
information  of  prevalent  and  preventable  disease.  The  system  of 
monthly  returns  by  which  every  town  and  village  registeringr  clerk 
will  transmit  all  registered  certificates  of  the  preceding  month  pro- 
vides not  only  for  monthly  returns  of  facts  relating  to  prevalent  dis- 
eases, but  for  a  postal  notice  at  any  date  and  place  where  a  special 
report  to  the  State  Board  should  be  sent. 

Incomplete  and  fragmentary  as  such  records  and  scattered  informa- 
tion may  be,  it  will  become  the  basis  of  most  useful  knowledge. 
The  medical  profession  asks  for,  and  is  contributing,  it.  The  State 
has  important  uses  for  it,  and  the  local  sanitary  authorities  need  it 
and  whatever  conclusions  may  be  derived  from  the  systematic  study 
of  the  accumulated  observations  from  all  quarters. 

To  recapitulate  the  points  that  concern  the  people  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  the  matter  of  registration  and  vital  statistics,  we 
find: 

(1.)  That  the  several  laws  relating  to  them  are  based  upon  the 
fact  that  the  State  has  ^  central  use  and  responsibility  for  complete 
records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  therefore  requires  that 
these  records  be  kept  and  furnished  by  local  authorities. 

(2.)  That  none  of  the  local-go veniment  authorities,  except  the 
municipal  Boards  of  Healtli  in  a  few  of  the  cities,  have  until  now,  as 
requested  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  attempted  to  provide  ways 
and  means  lor  maintaining  the  duties  of  registration. 

(3.)  That  because  these  duties  require  an  intimate  personal 
acquaintance  of  each  registering  and  collecting  clerk,  in»  and  for  his 
district,  and  also  must  have  the  prompt  co-operation  of  all  house- 
holders and  professional-  attendants  wlio  witness  and  certify  the 
events  to  be  recorded,  it  is  better  to  accept  and  test  the  provisions 
of  existing  laws  that  are  based  upon  such  facts,  and  the  responsibility 
and  obligation  of  the  local  government  in  the  towns  ana  counties, 
villages  and  cities,  than  to  discredit  these  laws  and  seek  to  create  a 
more  centralized  and  independent  system.  Yet,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  defeat  and  failure  of  the  chief  purposes  of  registration  as  respects 
completeness,  accuracy  and  the  rights  of  all  inhabitants,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  State  should  enforce  and  secure  the  required  complete- 
ness and  accuracy ;  and  that  whatever  supplementary  work  of  this 
kind  may  be  required  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  be  only 
temporary  and  that  it  should  be  instructional,  to  the  end  that  it  shall 
be  only  temporary ;  also  that,  though  chargeable  to  the  counties 
and  towns  or  municipalities  tor  which  performed,  it  should,  as  far  as 
possible,  employ  the  agencies  already  designated  by  the  laws  so  as 
to  prepare  them  fully  for  the  duties  contemplated  in  the  laws  as  we 
find  them.  • 

(4.)  The  preparation  of  the  methods  and  forms  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  State  system  of  registration  and  vital  statistics,  as 
now  required  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  already  so  well  approved 
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ill  the  towns  and  counties  that  there  will  be  no  great  difficulty  in 
giving  such  practical  effect  to  the  supplementaiy  work  to  make  the 
registiy  complete,  that  in  every  county  and  town  the  clerical  duties 
may  be  voluntarily  maintained,  after  a  year  or  two.  Until  so 
assumed  voluntarily,  the  cost  chargeable  to  towns  and  counties  that 
fail  to  take  action  to  provide  should  be  kept  at  the  lowest  minimum 
that  will  maintain  the  duties.  The  statements  annexed  (marked  A, 
B,  C  and  D)  show  what  the  average  cost  of  registration  is  in  coun- 
ties that  have  begun  ;  also,  what  the  regulations  and  methods  are  in 
those  counties. 

(5.)  The  further  adaptation  of  the  laws  to  secure  the  efficiency  of 
the  system,  as  required  by  the  7th  section  of  the  law  creating  the  State 
Board,  need  not,  in  any  way,  impair  the  beginnings  or  throw  out  of 
use  any  of  the  record  books  and  blank  forms  wnich  the  counties, 
towns,  villages  and  cities  have  ordered  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  1880.  The  local  registry  will  continue,  whether  the  town  and 
village  clerks,  or  the  local  Bfealth  Officers,  be  the  registrars.  In  cer- 
tain counties  the  supervisors  have  already  assigned  the  duty  of  vil- 
lage registration  to  the  Health  Boards.  After  a  fair  experiment, 
thus  voluntarily  made,  the  result  will  show  what  change  may  be 
necessary  in  regard  to  registering  clerks  ;  but  it  is  known,  from  the 
first,  that  the  records  of  mortality  ought  to  be  locally  supervised  by 
the  public  health  authorities,  wherever  permanently  organized. 
This  is  already  being  done  in  a  few  townships. 

(6.)  Entire  uniformity  in  all  methods  and  official  forms  prepared 
by  the  State  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  is  already  secured,  and  this 
Bureau  is  co-operating  with  the  proper  officers  in  the  other  States  of 
the  Union  to  secure  tlie  greatest  practicable  uniformity  throughout 
the  United  States.  Especially  is  this  effoii;  now  urged  with  refer- 
ence to  a  correct  and  reasonable  uniform  nomenclature  attestation  of 
the  causes  of  death. 

(7.)  The  systematic  observation  and  recording  of  prevalent  and 
preventable  diseases  is  beginninff  to  be  possible.  This  useful  kind 
of  daily  renewed  information  will  increase  in  quantity  and  value  just 
in  proportion  to  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  mortality  records 
and  to  the  efficiency  of  sanitary  officers  throughout  the  State. 

Thus  far,  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  organized  and  set  in 
motion  the  system  of  registration  and  vital  statistics,  and  if  this 
system  seems  to  be  complicated,  it  is  because  numerous  laws  relating 
to  the  matter  —  and  all  m  operation  —  have  to  be  co-ordinated  so  as 
to  secure  the  action  of  local  authorities  as  well  as  insure  an  efficient 
supervision  and  complete  records  at  the  State  Bureau  of  Registry. 
At  this  center  must  oe  compared  and  usefully  studied  the  accumu- 
lated records  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  These  records  comprise 
simply  the  original  certificates  of  birth,  marriage  and  death,  as 
attested  and  registered  in  the  several  local  offices  of  town  clerks 
and  Boards  of  Health,  and  transmitted  monthly,  together  with  the 
other  current  reports  and  information  relating  to  prevalent  diseases. 

To  this  information  we  add  whatever  may  be  learned  of  the  results 
of  sanitary  improvements  and  the  conditions  which  favor  the  public 
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health  and  secure  immunity  from  epidemics  and  preventable  diseases. 
By  this  ceaseless  survey,  description,  .comparison  and  mapping  of  the 
courses  of  disease  and  the  varying  rates  and  causes  of  mortality  in 
more  than  a  thousand  registration  districts,  the  whole  State  will 
derive  practical  results  far  more  useful  than  any  merely  numeral 
summaries  that  would  only  reooi"d  the  total  losses  by  death  and  the 
gains  by  birth  and  the  establishment  of  families  by  marriage.     The 

f>urpose  to  render  this  branch  of  work  directly  tributary  to  public 
iealth  interests  is  well  formed  and  now  seems  attainable.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  has  recognized  the  practical  relations  of  this 
branch  of  its  work,  as  defined  by  a  sanitary  statesman  of  England, 
who  has  emphasized  his  estimation  of  it  by  saying :  "  Considered 
physicall}',  the  main  object  of  correct  civil  registration  of  births, 
deaths  and  marriages,  is  to  aid  in  disclosing  the  causes  of  disease. 
Considered  legally,  the  object  is  to  provide  the  means  of  tracing 
descent  and  proving  personal  identity.  And  considered  politically, 
it  is  to  assist  the  government  in  arriving  at  correct  conclusions  in 
regard  to  measures  of  internal  economy,  etc."  Completeness,  accu- 
racy and  the  requisite  attestation  of  such  records  should  be  fully 
attained  under  the  system  of  vital  statistics  in  the  State  of  'New 
York. 

Rexationb  with  the  National  and  the  State  Boards  of  Health. 

The  National  Board  of  Health,  now  in  the  second  year  of  its 
work,  is  exerting  a  beneficial  influence  to  induce  the  adoption  of 
correct  principles  and  methods  of  sanitary  procedure  against  infec- 
tious ana  pestilent  diseases,  to  prevent  their  dissemination  or  propa- 
gation. Its  effoi*t8  are  also  now  well  directed  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  uniform  and  efficient  State  Registry  of  Vital  Statistics. 
The  several  State  Boards  of  Health  are  giving  special  attention  to 
these  duties,  as  well  as  to  other  objects  for  which  they  exist.  Useful 
consultations  and  correspondence  upon  these  matters  are  in  progress 
between  these  Boards. 

Sanitary  iNQmBY  and  Organization  of  Investigation. 

The  current  correspondence  and  official  intercourse  of  the  Board 
have  started  numerous  lines  of  sanitary  inquiry,  particularly  those 
which  relate  to  the  precise  nature  and  limits  oi  localized  sources  of 
prevalent  diseases,  the  sanitary  topography  and  present  condition  of 
malarial  districts ;  the  neglect  of  vaccination  ;  tne  uncontrolled  dis- 
semination of  smaJl-pox,  diphtheria  and  scarlatina ;  the  endemic  and 
speciflc  causes  of  fevers ;  tne  defilement  of  domestic  water-supplies, 
and,  most  of  all,  the  devising  of  preventive  sanitary  measures  and 
the  consultation  with  local  authorities  respecting  the  application  of 

them. 

In  the  organization  of  sanitary  investigations,  as  in  the  constant 
inqniries  which  are  in  progress  on  public  health  questions,  the  cor- 
respondence and  intercourse  that  have  been  established  with  local 
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authorities,  and  the  physicians  and  enmneers  who  advise  with  them^ 
supply  much  information  and  aid.  The  several  brief  reports  here 
appended  serve  to  illustrate  this  relation  of  local  helpers  and  in- 
formers in  the  pr^tical  working  of  this  Board.  Useful  as  such  in- 
tercourse and  correspondence  with  the  Board  has  been  in  the  incep- 
tion of  its  work,  the  more  comprehensive  investigations  upon  which 
the  Board  has  beffun  to  enter,  and  which  must  be  reported  hereafter, 
will  exhibit  strikmff  evidence  of  the  utility  of  these  reciprocal  rela- 
tions. Every  member  of  this  Board  has,  in  the  work  of  committees 
or  otherwise,  engaged  actively  in  the  duties  which  required  his 
counsel. 

Tl^us  far  it  has  been  noticeable  that  the  requests  and  complaints 
which  this  Board  has  received  or  had  referred  to  it  have  been  about 
equally  distributed  .between  questions  involving  the  intei^pretation 
and  application  of  health  laws,  the  knowledge  and  best  experience 
of  topographical  and  sanitary  engineering,  and  a  precise  knowledge 
of  preventable  diseases,  their  causes  and  the  sanitary  measures  they 
require.  Judging  from  the  total  experience  for  six  months,  it  ap- 
pears evident  that  the  Board  has  done  wisely  in  the  issuing  of  its 
carefully  prepared  compends  of  the  public  health  laws,  the  briefs  ot 
information  and  all  the  sample  forms  that  are  necessary  for  the  clear 
understanding  of  what  the  laws  now  require  and  provide,  and  what 
are  to  be  the  methods  of  the  Board,  and  what  the  powers  and  duties 
of  local  officials  who  are  now  in  relations  with  this  Board.  In  this  least 
noticed  but  very  essential  preliminary  work  now  completed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  upwards  of  450,000  pages  of 
printed  matter,  carefully  prepared  under  the  Board's  direction,  and 
after  its  discussion  and  revision,  have  been   issued  to  nearly  20,000 

Ejrsons.  The  organization  of  local  duties  and  the  beginning  of  the 
oard's  permanent  work  have  thus  been  based  upon  information  and 
coordinated  efforts  in  which  every  town  and  school  district,  and  every 
incorporated  village  and  city,  in  the  State,  has  its  own  share.

REPORTS  UPON  PREVALENT  DISEASES, 


BY  THE  SECRETARY. 


Recobds  of  Diphtheria  in  1880. 

The  epidemic  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  village  of  Geneva 
had  become  known  throughout  the  State  before  this  Board  was 
organized.  The  records  of  that  epidemic,  as  contributed  by  the  vil- 
lage health  officer,  are  so  instructive  that  they  will  be  given  in  this 
coapter.  Late  in  the  past  summer  this  malady  was  reported  to  the 
State  Board  from  a  few  districts  widely  separated  and  presenting 
good  opportunities  for  observing  the  conditions  under  which  it  was 
being  spread  from  house  to  house  and  place  to  place.     We  here 

{resent  the  more  important  of  the  records  obtained   previous  to 
)eceinber. 

The  epidemic  in  the  village  of  Geneva  revealed  certain  local  con- 
ditions that  unquestionably  had  a  large  share  in  propagating  and 
perpetuating  the  infection  of  the  disease.  The  accompanying  chart 
of  CTOunds  upon  which  it  prevailed  conveys  useful  suggestions. 

The  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  in  various  highland  regions  like  those 
of  Chautauqua,  Otsego,  Fulton  and  Hamilton  counties,  have  been 
investigated,  and  are  here  briefly  recounted  for  the  practical  lessons 
they  teach.  Whatever  has  been  the  origin  or  the  first  cause  of  the 
malady  in  any  place,  there  appears  to  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that 
by  means  of  its  own  infective  attribute  it  has  been  rapidly  spread 
afoDg  the  lines  of  domestic  and  personal  communication,  aided  in 
nmnerous  instances  by  the  fertilizing  and  localizing  agencies  of  pol- 
luted wells  and  foulness  of  dwelling-grounds,  and  yet,  in  numerous 
other  cases^  invading  the  most  salubrious  homesteads  and  attacking 
the  most  promising  lives.  This  lesson,  especially,  if  not  more,  is 
tanght  by  the  events  that  are  here  briefly  recounted. 

Diphtheria  in  Hamilton  and  Fulton  Counties. 

The  occurrence  of  diphtheria  in  an  isolated  and  wilderness  region 
in  the  township  of  Arietta,  eariy  in  the  autumn,  furnished  an  oppor- 
tnnity  for  unusually  exact  observations  upon  the  origin  and  discerni- 
ble causes  of  this  disease  in  a  district  where,  as  it  is  believed,  no  case 
of  it  had  ever  before  been  seen.  Though  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
found  in  the  first  duty  he  owed  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  region  the 
uigent  necessity  for  organizing  a  provisional  sanitary  service  for 
them,  two  physicians  in  Fulton  county  voluntarily  became  the 
helpers  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  tnis  service.

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We  here  condense  the  record  of  observations  relating  to  diphtheria 
in  that  southern  border  of  the  North  Woods.  The  first  information 
was  from  the  health  officer  of  Gloversville : 

"  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  SepL  21,  1880. 

"  To  the  Sea^etary  State  Board  of  IleaZth  : 

"  Dear  Sir  —  I  have  to-day  promised  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  to  the  fact  that  an  epidemic  of  what  has 
proved  to  be  quite  mahgnant  diphtheria,  now  prevails  in  Arietta, 
Hamilton  county,  about  twenty  miles  north  from  this  place.  There 
have  been  so  far  six  deaths  in  about  ten  days.  About  eighteen  per- 
sons are  now  sick.  None  have  entirely  recovered.  Some  are  getting 
better.  *****  Xny  attention  which  the  State  Board  of 
Health  may  give  to  the  case  will  be  gratefully  received." 
(Signed)  "EUGENE  BEACH,  M.  D., 

'^Health  Officer^  Gloversville.'^'* 

"  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  Sept  24,  1880. 

"  I)ear  Sir  —  Yours  of  yesterday  received.  *  *  *  I  would  say 
that  I  will  make  arrangements  to  accompany  you  to  Arietta,  and 
will  undertake  to  study  the  history  of  the  epidemic  as  thoroughly  as 
I  can,  provided  it  should  not  necessitate  my  going  to  Arietta  except 
once.  We  could  have  the  whole  day  for  lorty  miles  of  riding  and 
necessary  investigations.  The  cases  should  be  examined  while  the 
epidemic  is  at  its  height,  and  the  sooner  the  better. 

"  There  is  no  physician  at  Arietta.  Dr.  John  E.  Burdick,  of 
Rockwood,  a  hamlet  in  Fulton  county,  has  some  knowledge  of  the 
cases.  He  is  fifteen  miles  distant  from  the  place.  No  other  physi- 
cians are  nearer  than  Gloversville.

Having  visited  the  region  above  mentioned,  in  company  with  the 
Health  Officer  of  Gloversville,  it  became  one  of  the  first  duties  to 
communicate  with  the  supervisor  of  the  township,  though  he  resided 
some  twenty  miles  away  from  the  afiiicted  neighborhood,  to  urge 
him  to  bring  into  action  whatever  means  he  and  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  that  wilderness  town  would  need  to  exercise  for  thcj  sani- 
tary protection  of  this  scattered  population.  The  superintendent 
and  agent  of  the  forest  property,  Mr.  JPlaisted,  had  already  promised, 
in  an  interview,  such  aid  as  lie  could  render. 

A  memorandum  for  sanitary  instruction  and  aid  of  the  people  of 
Arietta  was  immediately  printed  and  distributed  as  widely  as  possi- 
ble. This  memorandum  will  be  found,  at  the  close  of  these  records 
of  diphtheria,  in  connection  with  further  correspondence  with  the 
physicians  who  generously  lent  their  assistance.

Dr.  BEACH'S  REPORT. 


To  Elisiia  Harris,  'M.  D.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 

Concerning  the  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  Arietta,  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  that,  by  your  request,  and  to  assist  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  I  have  visited  the  locality  on  three  diflEerent  occasions. 
The  first  was  made  in  company  with  yourself  on  September  26, 
the  second  on  October  3,  and  the  third  on  October  19,  1880.  The 
conditions  were  found  as  follows  : 

The  Locality. 

The  re^on  in  which  the  outbreak  occurred  is  on  the  south-west- 
ern brancn  of  the  Sacandaga  river,  otherwise  named  the  South 
Branch  of  Piseco  river,  in  the  townsliip  of  Arietta,  Hamilton 
county,  lots  (half-mile  square)  24,  25,  90,  143  and  39  ;  -these  lots  con- 
stituting an  irregular  parallelogram  that  is  bisected  by  a  curved 
river-course  which  makes  westward  and  turns  abruptly  northward. 
The  straggling  little  hamlet  ia  built  along  the  forest  road  that  crosses 
the  river,  and  the  few  dwellings  that  are  built  away  from  that  road 
are  duly  marked  upon  the  accompanying  map,  as  all  the  other  houses 
are. 

This  r^on  is  in  latitude  43°  16'  and  longitude  2°  25'  E.  Altitude 
about  1,500  feet.

Record  of  Cases. 

The  EennicTit  family  — Mrs.  Kennicut  with  her  two  children, 
Frank  and  Arthur,  returned  June  26th  from  Johnstown,  where 
they  had  visited  a  family,  ("  the  Dueslers  ")  and  passed  the  night, 
&Ieq)mg  together  in  the  same  room,  and  in  the  same  bed  in  which 
a  little  chUd  of  Mrs.  Duesler's  had  died  June  8th  (other  cases  had 
previoody  occurred  in  the  Duesler  house. J* 

Frank,  aged  8  years,  was  in  Sunday  Scnool  in  the  school-house  on 
Snnday,  June  27th.  He  was  taken  sick  June  28th  and  was  very 
tick  for  a  few  days.  He  made  a  fair  recovery.  Arthur  J.,  aged  4, 
slept  with  his  brother,  was  violently  attacked  and  was  sick  three  weeks. 
Mre,  EennicQtt,  aged  30,  was  attacked  violently  July  7th  and  was 
&iek  three  weeks.     She  made  a  good  recovery. 

Thirteen  eases,  at  least,  oc<5urred  since  July,  1879,  in  this  house, 
the  next,  and  the  one  opposite,  and  nine  other  cases  in  the  imme- 
diate n^hborhood  since  May,  1878. 

The  l^ons  family :  —  Frank  Lyons,  aged  8  years,  was  attacked 
Angnst  29th  very  severely.  He  was  ill  all  the  day  in  school,  and  w^as 
allowed  to  lie  down  upon  a  bench.  He  became  delirious ;  is  now, 
Septanber  26th,  anaemic  and  tremulous.  Mary,  aged  6  years,  was 
attacked  September  16th,  and  is  now  doing  well. 

The  Steams  family — Joseph  Steams,  aged  5  years,  spent  the 
greater  part  of  August  in  Rockwood,  at  liis  grandfather's,  fearing  to 
oome  home  because  his  cousins,  the  Kenicutts,  were  sick,  xlis 
mother  is  sister  of  Mrs.  Duesler,  in  Johnstown,  who  lost  a  child 
•lime  8th,  and  at  whose  house  Mrs.  Kenicutt  visited  June  25th  and 
^^>tlL  Mary  Shaw,  an  unmarried  sister  of  Mrs.  Steams  and  of  Mrs. 
I>oesler,  then  living  at  Duesler's  in  Johnstown,  came  up  to  the  grand- 
tather's,  and  may  have  brought  other  articles  of  clothing  from  the 
fejeaaed  Duesler  child,  but  confesses  to  the  bringing  of  shoes  worn 
uatQ  the  Duesler  child  took  her  death-bed.     Those  shoes  were  actu-

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ally  on  the  feet  of  the  child  who  was  fouad  convalescent  in  tlie 
Stearns  family  September  26th. 

Mrs.  Duesler,  with  her  two  children,  visited  at  her  father's  (Mr. 
Shaw's)  in  August,  while  the  Steams  children  were  there,  and 
stayed  a  week.  She  came  there  August  8tli  and  remained  until 
Aiigust  13th. 

Joseph  Steams,  aged  5  years,  was  sharply  attacked  August  30tli, 
thirty-six  hours  after  arriving  in  Arietta  from  his  grandfather's. 
The  Steams  and  Kenicutt  families  live  widely  apart,  on  different 
sides  of  the  river  and  on  different  r^ads. 

James,  aged  7  vears,  attacked  August  31st,  and  died  September 
12th. 

Homer,  aged  4  years,  was  attacked  September  3d. 

Ralph,  aged  2  years,  attacked  September  8th,  died  September 
11th. 

Margaret,  aged  11  vears,  attacked  September  8th,  died  Septem- 
ber 18th. 

Claude,  aged  1  year,  attacked  September  19th,  is  still  weak. 

Three  persons  were  found  in  various  dwellings  who  seemed  to 
have  taken  the  disease  while  attending  upon  the  sick  in  the  Stearns 
family,  especially  the  two  men,  Colby  and  Phillips,  who  reside  at 
Mr.  A.  Tibbetts  crowded  house. 

The  deep  sympathy  that  is  felt  for  this  family,  which  had  ex- 
pressed great  fear  ana  dread  of  diphtheria,  has  already  led  to  serious 
consequences.  It  appeared,  in  this  connection,  that  each  of  the  dead 
children  was  watched  over  by  "corpse-watchers  "  at  night  nntil  buried, 
and  that  every  one  of  the  six  funerals  in  the  district  was  a  public 
funeral.  Also,  that  the  common  school  was  fully  attended  during 
the  period  of  greatest  danger  to  the  children,  and  that  one  pupil  (the 
Lyons  boy)  had  remained  in  the  school  room,  reclining  on  one  of  the 
benches,  all  day,  very  sick.  The  school-house  is  situated  directly 
opposite,  across  the  roadway  from  the  Kenicutt  house.  But  the 
Stearns  family,  more  than  others,  avoided  all  other  children  and 
every  family  in  which  there  was  any  sickness.  In  this  connection 
the  facts  show  two  certain  sources  of  the  malady  to  which  the  Stearns 
children  were  exposed,  as  well  as  a  surmised  source  not  proven.  In 
the  first  place,  they  were  exposed  to  the  infected  clothmg  and  per- 
son of  their  aunt,  Mary,  who  resided  with  the  Dueslers  in  Johnstown, 
and  was  back  and  forth  to  her  father's,  twice  at  least,  while  the 
Stearns  children  were  there.  Secondly,  they  were  exposed  to  the  in- 
fected clothing  and  persons  of  Mre.  I)uesler  and  her  two  children 
who  visited  at  ner  father's  a  week  during  the  same  period.  Finally, 
it  is  possible,  but  not  proven,  tliat-  they  were  exposed  to  infected 
clothmgother  than  the  shoes  worn  by  the  Duesler  child  which  dieil. 

The  JPeterson  family  —  The  Petersons,  residing  nearly  one-half 
mile  east  of  the  Stearns  family,  in  a  sequestered  place  near  the  tan- 
nery pond,  consist  of  the  parents,  a  son  (Cyrus)  a^^ed  30,  sick  Sep- 
tember 26th,  now  recovered,  and  a  daughter  ageS  17,  taken  sick 
September  6th,  sick  but  a  few  days,  who  since  went  to  visit  the 
family  of  Mr.  M.  Wilkins  in  Perth.     Up  to  the  present  time  I  have 
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been  unable  to  leam  that  this  visit  has  been  followed  by  any  result- 
ing sickness-  This  family  gave  ranch  attention  to  the  sick  during 
Augud. 

It  is  a  fact  to  be  noted  that  two  families  nearest  Mr.  Peterson's  log- 
hoose  and  close  to  the  now  dry  pond,  but  remote  from  other  families 
of  children,  from  the  school-house  and  from  the  most  afflicted  fami- 
lies, have  suffered  no  attack.  The  unhygienic  condition  of  the  premises 
and  dwelling-sites  of  these  two  excepted  families  is  a  fact  of  much 
significance.  These  and  the  next  two  to  be  mentioned  are  more 
exposed  than  any  others  in  the  district  to  what  is  known  as  "  flesh- 
ings" and  waste  from  the  tanneries. 

As  the  disease  began  in  the  Peterson  hut,  September  1st,  its  pres- 
ence as  a  general  atmospheric  poison  would  have  invaded  these  dwell- 
ings by  the  side  of  the  pond,  were  such  a  virus  generally  diflused 
in  the  atmosphere. 

The  Graham  family  —  Frank,  aged  9  years,  while  attending 
school  with  the  Lyons  and  Kenicutt  children  was  attacked  Septem- 
ber 4th.     He  has  recovered  but  is  anaemic  and  feeble. 

Anetta,  aged  4  years,  was  attacked  September  12th  and  died 
September  20th.  Siie  had  mingled  freely  with  the  school  children 
and  was  constantly  in  the  presence  of  her  brother  who  "was  sick. 

Frederick,  aged  1  year  6  months,  was  taken  September  15th  and 
has  recovered.  The  parents  have  not  been  sick.  The  dwelling 
is  on  hirfi  ground  considerably  elevated  above  the  houses  last  men- 
tioned, but  it  is  the  nearest  to  them. 

No  sickness  has  occurred  in  the  boarding-house  (Mrs.  Lord's),  which 
is  next  to  the  residence  of  the  Stearns  family. 

The  Merrill  family  —  This  family  lives  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south  from  the  pond  and  the  Peterson 
family. 

George,  aged  10  years,  was  attacked  September  3d ;  recovered. 

Edward,  aged  4  yeai-s, was  attacked  September  5th ;  recovered: 

Una,  aged  6  years,  was  attacked  September  5th ;  recovered.    • 

Mrs.  Merrill,  aged  30  years  was  attacked  September  11th ;  recov- 
ered. 

Mr.  Merrill,  aged  30  years,  was  attacked  September  25th ;  recov- 
ered. 

Mr.  Alfred  Tibbetts'  family  — This  family  occupies  a  very  crowded 
honse,  partly  of  logs  and  only  one  story  high.  It  is  near  the  school- 
hou&e,  on  the  same  level  and  on  the  same  side  of  the  road,  and 
was  inhabited,  when  sickness  beffan,  by  twelve  persons.  Colby  and 
Phillips,  young  men,  were  the  first  to  suffer,  and  may  h§.ve  been 
the  carriers  of  infection,  as  they  were  much  with  the  sick  in  all  the 
families.  They  have  recovered.  The  members  of  this  family  who 
were  sick  at  the  time,  of  our  visits,  were, 

Forest,  aged  4  years,  attacked  September  10th ;  recovered. 

Nettie,  aged  6  years,  attacked  September  12th;  recovered. 

Harriet,  aged  11  years,  attacked  September  12th ;  recovered. 

Frank,  aged  9  years,  attacked  September  15th ;  recovered. 
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William,  aged  2  years,  attacked  September  16th ;  recovered. 

Eldest  daughter,  aged  19  years,  attacked  September  20th ;  recov- 
ered. 

Mr.  Eoswell  Tibbetts'  family  —  This  family  lives  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  south  and  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  from  Mr.  Alfred 
Tibbetts.  There  were  two  children,  Edward,  aged  13,  attacked  Sep- 
tember 14th,  died  September  19th ;  Charles,  aged  11  years,  attacked 
September  4th,  died  October  3d. 

The  Oonrick  family — This  family  lives  next  south  from  A.  Tib- 
betts oh  the  same  side  of  the  road  but  nearly  halt*  a  mile  south,  in  a 
new  and  very  good  house.  There  were  two  children;  one  died 
about  September  15th,  whereupon  the  family  fled  with  the  remain- 
ing child  to  Troy  where  that  cnild  also  had  diphtheria  and  recov- 
ered, but  is  now  anaemic. 

Mr.  Conrick,  on  arriving  at  Gloversville,  reported  to  me  the  con- 
dition at  Arietta,  which  was  the  means  of  leaaing  to  this  investiga- 
tion. 

The  Bonville  family  —  This  familv  lives  four  miles  down  the 
river,  north  from  the  stiaji;ing-point  or  the  disease.  There  are  four 
children  in  the  family.  All  were  sick  at  the  time  of  our  first  visit 
in  Arietta  and  all  have  recovered. 

The  Near  family  —  This  family  lives  in  the  same  yard  with  the 
Bonvilles.     Two  children,  who  have  been  sick,  have  recovered. 

The  Mosher  family  —  The  family  of  Mr.  Mosher  lives  in  a  log 
hut  on  the  east  side  of  Upper  Stink  lake,  one  mile  south  of  Arietta 
tannery,  and  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  any  other  dwelling.  There 
are  two  children :  Henry,  aged  8  years ;  taken  sick  October  1  ; 
recovered.  Andrew,  aged  13  years,  not  sick.  Mrs.  Mosher  and 
her  husband  both  assisted  in  caring  for  the  sick  at  R.  Tibbetts', 
Mrs.  Mosher  was  there  every  day  until  Thursday,  September  30. 
She  SLl&o'took  to  her  horne^  a  mile  away,  the  washing  from  Mr,  Con- 
ricKs  after  their  child  died.  She  finished  that  task  in  her  own 
house,  on  Tuesday,  September  28. 

The  Van  Hooser  familv  —  Mr.  Van  Hooser  conducted  a  "  lumber 
shanty "  in  the  woods,  at  Clock  Mill  lake,  eight  miles  north  and 
down  the  river  from  the  tannery.     He  had  three  children,  viz. : 

Avis,  aged  9  years,  attacked  October  4,  died  October  6. 

John,  aged  4  years,  attacked  October  9,  died  October  13. 

Georgie,  aged  19  months,  attacked  October  9,  died  October  22. 

Father,  attacked  October  11,  recovered. 

Mother,  attacked  October  11,  recovered. 

Upon,  the  death  of  Avis,  Mr.  Van  Hooser  moved  the  rest  of  the 
family  out  to  Northville,  canryina  the  corpse.  But  the  infection 
went  with  them  and  attacked  all  ot  them,  killing  John  and  Georgie. 
The  infection  was  undoubtedly  carried  to  this  family  by  Michael 
Flynn,  who  was  among  the  sick  at  Arietta,  and  sat  up  with  the 
dead  as  corpse  watcher,  and  returned  to  the  lumber  shanty,  eight 
miles  away.  The  following  note  from  a  resident  of  the  place  con- 
finhs  this  point :

*•  Dear  Sir — I  have  been  inquiring  in  regard  to  the  whereabouts 
of  Michael  Flynn  the  week  prior  to  the  si^ness  of  Van  Hooser's 
child,  and  lina  that  he  was  here  a  few  days  before,  and  especially 
the  night  before  he  returned  to  the  Van  Hooser's  shanty  he  sat  up 
v^Uh  one  of  HosweU  THhetts^  hoys  that  died.

First  Cases  and  Groups. 

The  eldest  Kenicutt  boy  was  infected  in  Johnstown.  His  mother 
and  younger  brother,  as  shown  in  the  sequence  of  events,  took  the 
disease  in  their  home,  doubtless  from  the  sick  boy. 

The  school-house,  directly  opposite  their  home,  and  only  fifty  or 
sixty  yards  oflF,  may  have  been  the  next  point  reached  by  the  cause 
thus  centralized  in  this  family.  It  has  been  already  shown  that 
these  boys  attended  Sunday  school  in  the  school-house  the  day  before 
the  first  was  known  to  be  seriously  sick,  and  when  convalescent,  the 
bovs  ^ain  entered  school.  The  Lyons,  the  Graham  and  the  Mer- 
rill chfldren  had  ample  opportunity  to  become  infected  by  this  per- 
sonal and  domestic  cause  at  the  school-room.  They  began  to  develop 
the  disease  the  last  week  in  August,  and  after  the  Kenicutt  boys  had 
returned  to  school  during  their  convalescence. 

The  Stearns  family  seems  to  have  proved  their  separate  depend- 
ence upon  a  peculiar  and  unsuspected  source  of  infection  as  already 
mentioned ;  but  in  turn  this  most  unfortunate  of  all  the  families  has 
been  the  center  from  which  the  infection  has  spread  as  fatally  as 
that  which  seems  to  have  issued  from  the  school-room. 

All  the  families  residing  in  the  cluster  near  the  tanneiy  have 
manifested  a  great  interest  in  disinfecting,  which  they  have  very 
thoroughly  done,  even  to  the  removing  of  wall  paper,  the  burning 
of  window  shades,  and  the  renewed  whitening  of  tiie  plastered 
walls. 

For  the  facts  concerning  diphtheria  in  Arietta,  and  for  assistance 
in  apparently  suppressing  the  disease  in  that  locality,  I  am  largely 
indebted  to  the  kind  and  prompt  cooperation  of  Mr.  L.  Plaistea, 
superintendent  of  the  tannery;  and  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Carpenter,  an 
assistant  postmaster  who  has  chargD  of  the  mails  in  that  region 
of  Arietta;  and  especially  to  John  ^urdick,  M.  D.,  of  Rockwood, 
who  has  emphasized  all  recommendations  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  myself  on  its  behalf. 

Diphtheria  in  the  Town  of  Benson. 

Location — The  middle  of  the  three  southern  towns  of  Hamilton 
county,  which  is  called  Tipper  Benson,  is  a  straggling  hamlet  lying  in 
lots  11, 12,  50, 49,  one  and  one-half  mile  square,  along  a  country  road 
not  far  from  a  mountain  stream  running  southward  and  eastward  to 
empty  into  the  Sacandaga  near  Northville.     The  region  is  high 
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and  well  drained.     It  is  called  Upper  Benson  because  it  is  up  the 
stream  from  a  hamlet  nearer  Northville  called  Lower  Benson.

Thomas  Godfrey's  family  was  the  first  to  suffer  and  that  most 
severely,  as  there  wete  three  children  killed  by  the  disease,  all  in 
twenty  days. 

The  connection  with  a  sick  familjjr  in  Arietta.-^ Mr.  Godfrey  is 
brother  to  Mrs.  M.  B.  Merrill  of  Anetta.  The  mother  of  Mr.  God- 
frey and  of  Mrs.  Merrill  assisted  in  the  care  of  the  sick  in  Mr.  Merrill's 
family  in  Arietta,  and  afterward  returned  to  her  home  with  her  son, 
Mr.  Godfrey,  in  Benson.  Soon  after  her  return  hergrand*children, 
the  Godfreys,  were  taken  sick  and,  as  above  stated,  all  died.  I  hare 
so  far  been  unable  to  learn  the  exact  date  of  Mrs.  Godfrey's  return, 
but  it  will  be  noted  that  the  last  case  in  the  Merrill  family  began 
September  25,  and  the  first  in  the  Godfrey  family  commenced  Octo- 
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ber  7,  giving  a  period  of  twelve  days  for  Mr.  Merrill  to  have  recov- 
ered and  the  first  child  at  Godfrey's  to  have  become  infected.  The 
Godfreys  had  public  funerals  at  their  dwelling. 

Mrs/ Washburn  assisted  in  the  care  of  the  &odfrey  children.  The 
next  to  be  attacked  was  a  Dingman  girl,  aged  13  years,  residing  in 
tlie  Washburn  family.  She  was  convalescent  October  29.  The 
next  case  was  that  of  Miss  Jordan,  the  school  teacher,  who  resides 
ill  the  Washburn  family.     She  also  was  convalescent  October  29. 

Mrs.  Dingman  attended  funerals  at  Godfrgr's.  She  also  assisted 
in  the  care  of  her  daughter  who  was  sick  at  "Washburn's.  The  first 
case  at  Dingman's  began  October  20;  there  were  five  cases,  and, 
October  29,  all  were  convalescent. 

For  the  facts  concerning  the  outbreak  in  Benson  up  to  the  present 
time,  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  A.  Avery,  of  Northville,  who  had 
charge  of  the  cases. 

Diphtheria  in  the  Town  of  Wells. 

The  town  of  Wells  is  the  second,  toward  the  north,  of  the  four 
towns  which  compose  the  eastern  tier  of  Hamilton  county.  The 
Tillage  of  Wells  is  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town,  mostly  on  the 
east  bank  of  the  Sacandaga  river,  in  latitude  about  43®  21'  N.,  and 
longitude  about  2°  43'  E.  The  altitude  of  this  region  is  about  1,200 
feet  above  tide,  well  drained  and  dry.  On  either  side  of  the  river, 
half  a  mile  distant  from  ^c  banks,  irregular  mountains  rise  to  the 
height  of  several  hundred  feet. 

The  first  case  appeared,  January  1,  1878,  in  the  family  of  Ira 
Hosley.  Next,  about  the  5th  of  April,  the  family  of  L.  Brown  had 
diphtheria.  About  the  same  time  a  single  man,  by  name  Merrill, 
had  the  disease.     These  compose  the  first  group. 

To  the  origin  of  this  first  group  I  was  unable  to  find  but  one  clue, 
namely,  infection  from  the  teacher.  Miss  Mary  Bass,  of  Hope  Falls. 
By  visiting  the  house  of  George  Bass,  at  tlope  Falls,  of  whose 
family  Mary  Bass  is  a  member —  George  Bass  being  her  brother  — 
I  learned  that,  in  November,  1877,  the  whole  famihr,  consisting  of 
five  persons,  father,  mother,  two  children  and  sister  Mary,  had  (uph- 
thena.  Mary  Bass  was  sick  about  Thanksgiving  time.  She  com- 
menced teaching  in  Wells  about  December  1.  At  that  time  she  had 
not  fully  recovered,  her  throat  being  yet  "  tied  up." 

Ira 'Hosley's  children,  the  first  to  sufier,  attended  school.  The 
children  of  L.  Brown  are  cousins  to  Mary  Bass ;  they  attended  school 
and  the  teacher  visited  at  their  house.  About  the  same  time  Mr. 
Merrill,  a  single  man  residing  in  Wells,  had  diphtheria.  I  have  no 
means  of  knowing  how  he  came  by  it ;  he  may  have  been  among 
the  sick. 
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Second  group.  Seventeen  months  later  diphtheria  again  made  its 
appearance.  The  first  case  was  in  the  person  of  widow  Bumham* 
It  was  next  seen  in  the  family  of  John  Hesley,  September  17, 1879^ 
f  Soon  afterward  a  boy  named  Herrington,  in  the  family  of  Wia. 
Paul,  had  the  disease  and  died.  This  was  about  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, 1879.  At  about  the  same  time  his  brother  had  the  disease  at 
H.  Early's. 

Then  followed  an  interval  of  about  four  mouths,  which  brings  tlie 
date  to  March,  1880,  when  Mrs.  Martin  Chamberlain  and  her  child 
had  diphtheria  and  the  child  died.  It  tlien  appeared  in  the  families 
of  "Wallace  Gilman^  J,  Fmncisco,  E.  Early  and  H.  Early, 

Origin,  —  I  am  unable  to  account  for  the  sickness  of  the  widow 
Bumham  by  any  facts  in  my  possession,  provided  the  date  given  is 
correct,  unless  it  should  be  in  the  fact  that  the  teacher,  Miss  Bass, 
boarded  with  her  in  1878,  more  than  a  year  before.  The  women  of 
John  Hosley's  family,  which  appears  next  in  the  list,  called  upon 
Mrs.  Burnham  during  her  sickness,  and  eight  of  the  family  nad 
diphtheria  in  SepteniDer,  1879.  The  next  family  appearing  in  the 
list  is  that  of  H.  Early,  in  which  one  of  the  Herrington  boys  re- 
sided. Mrs.  Herrington,  the  mother  of  the  boys,  died  of  diph- 
theria, in  Johnsburg,  in  October,  1879,  and  the  body  was  brought  to 
Wells  for  burial.  One  of  the  boys  was  taken  into  the  family  of 
Wm.  Paul  where  he  died  of  diphtheria  early  in  November,  as  before 
stated.  The  body  of  Mrs.  Herrington,  awaiting  burial,  and  the  other 
boy  were  taken  to  II.  Early's  where  the  boy  had  diphtheria  and  re- 
covered. After  this  case  there  appears  to  have  been  an  interval  of 
about  four  months  before  the  next  case,  and  tliis  occurred  in  the 
family  of  M.  Chamberlain.    Chamberlain  lives  neighbor  to  II.  Early, 
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and  H.  Early  is  grandfather  to  the  Chamberlain  children.  One  child 
died.  Elijah  Early  is  son  of  II.  Early  and  brother  of  Mrs.  M.  Cham- 
1)erlain  ;  he  assisted  in  the  care  of  Chamberlain's  family  and  was  one 
of  the  next  to  have  the  disease.  Mrs.  Wallace  Oilman  sat  up  as 
corpse-watcher  with  the  body  of  Chamberlain's  dead  child.  Her 
children  were  attacked  soon  after  and  oiie  died.  One  of  Oilman's 
children  went  home  sick  from  Jacob  Francisco's,  and  Francisco's 
child  was  taken  with  diphtheria  soon  after.  Mrs.  II.  Early  assisted 
in  the  care  of  her  son,  E.  Early,  and  her  daughter,  Mrs.  M.  Cham- 
berlain, and  had  diphtheria  soon  after. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  two  separate  sources  of  infec- 
tion to  Wells,  and  two  distinct  groups.  The  first  group  was  un- 
doubtedly due  to  infection  from  tne  teacher,  and  the  second  to  the 
corpse  of  Mrs.  Herrington  and  to  her  children. 

1  am  indebted  for  the  greater  part  of  this  information  to  the  kind- 
ness of  Dr.  Thomas  McGan,  of  Wells.  There  may  be,  and  there 
apparently  are,  some  discrepancies  in  dates,  which  the  lapse  of  time 
prevents  correcting,  but  tne  facts,  I  am  sure,  are  substantially  as 
narrated. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  before  leaving  this  part  of  the  report 
that  Dr.  McGan  gave  me  an  account  of  certain  sporadic  cases,  miles 
away  in  different  localities,  having  no  apparent  relation  to  these  cases 
at  Wells,  which  I  have  not  thought  best  to  include  in  this  report. 

I  will,  however,  as  it  is  significant,  say  that  he  reports  one  case, 
which  appeared  in  the  person  of  a  single  man,  some  five  or  six  weeks 
since,  on  x^iseco  river,  seven  miles  from  Wells.    This  is  on  the  direct^ 
route  from  Arietta  to  Wells.

Diphtheria  in  Johnstown,  Fulton  County. 

Johnstown  village  in  Fulton  county,  four  miles  north  of  the  Mo- 
hawk, in  latitude  43°  north,  and  longitude  2°  30'  east,  at  an  elevation 
of  about  500  feet  above  tide-level,  has  a  population  of  5,247.  *  The 
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Cayadutta  creek  runs  through  the  village  from  north-east  to  south- 
west. All  that  part  of  the  village  lying  north  and  west  of  the  creek 
is  low,  alluvial,  poorly  drained  and  saturated.  That  part  of  the  vil- 
lage lying  south  and  east  of  the  creek  is  mostly  high  and  well- 
drained,*  but  a  portion  on  the  east  side  is  swampy  and  poorly  drained. 
On  the  south-east  side  also  is  a  small  swamp. 

The  village  has  been,  for  the  last  two  years,  supplied  with  spring 
water  from  a  few  miles  west  of  the  village,  and  tiie  authorities  are, 
at  the  present  time,  engaged  in  providing  adequate  sewerage.  The 
history  of  diphtheria  in  J ohnstown  covers  a  period  of  twenty  years, 
the  disease  having  made  its  first  appearance  m  this  place  in  October, 
1860. 

The  first  cases  were  in  the  family  of  Mr.  B.  II.  D ,  who  at 

that  time  lost  two  children.     It  is  significant  that  diphtheria  was  at 

that  time  severely  epidemic  in  New  i  ork  city,  that  Mr.  T> y  a 

merchant  in  the  early  part  of  that  month,  was  in  New  York  buying 

foods,  and  that  the  sickness  in  his  family  commenced  within  a  few 
ays  after  his  return.     Since  that  time  diphtheria  has  prevailed  in 
this  village  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  at  various  times  up  to  the 

J  resent.  But  it  is  only  with  the  disease  as  it  has  prevailed  since 
anuary,  1878,  that  this  report  will  deal.  Previous  to  that  time 
there  had  been  no  case  in  the  village  since  March  2,  1877,  a  period 
of  ten  months. 

Diphtheria  may  be  said  to  have  been  epidemic  in  Johnstown  during 
the  year  1878,  prevailing  with  greatest  severity  during  October,  with 
frequent  cases  during  the  years  1879  and  1880.  It  is  a  noteworthy 
fact  that  no  cases  occurred  during  the  school  vacation  from  June  to 
September,  1878,  and  that  the  disease  assumed  great  violence  with 
the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September. 

No  public  measures  against  the  disease  were  instituted,  except  that 
the  schools  were  closed  October  7,  1878,  and  remained  closed  for  a 
period  of  three  weeks.  The  funerals  were  public,  corpse- watching 
was  a  custom,  and  children  were  pall-bearers  at  the  funerals.  Visiting 
among  the  sick  does  not  seem  to  have  been  feared,  and  was  freely 
"indulged.  The  disease  once  introduced  spread  rapidly  from  family 
to  family  ;  after  a  time  the  school-houses,  of  which  there  are  four, 
seem  to  have  become  foci  of  infection,  and  dwellings  became  so  in- 
fected that  two  and  even  three  succeeding  families  dwelling  in  the 
same  tenements  after  each  other  have  suffered  from  the  disease. 
One  family  had  diphtheria  three  times  during  the  three  vears,  and 
six  families  twice.  Those  parts  of  the  village  lying  in  the  lower  and 
more  poorly  drained  grounds  suffered  most,  and  the  disease  has 
lingered  longest  in  them.  As  a  rule  these  low  and  undrained  por- 
tions are  inhabited  by  that  part  of  the  population  which  least  obeys 
and  least  understands  hygienic  laws,  and  this  part  of  the  population 
was  most  ravaged  by  the  disease.  Eighty-four  families,  mcluding 
463  pereons,  had  the  disease.  There  were  219  cases  and  61  deaths. 
Of  these  61  deaths  18  occurred  during  October,  1878. 

TluB  residence,  when  sick,  of  all  the  affected  families  is  indicated 
on  the  accompanying  map.     The  accompanying  table  shows  tlie 
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names  of  families  affected,  the  number  of  persons  in  each  family,  the 
number  of  cases  in  each  family,  the  date  of  sickness,  the  number  of 
deaths  in  each  family,  and  the  date  of  death. 

For  many  of  the  facts  contained  in  this  report,  I  am  indebted  to 
the  kindness  of  Drs.  W.  L,  Johnson  and  J.  Lefler,  of  Johnstown, 
and  to  the  faithful  services  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Morgan,  who  by  his  previous 
knowledge  of  families  and  his  house  to  hous^  visitation  as  the  census 
enumerator,  was  able  to  give  very  valuable  assistance.

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M.  W.  S. —  The  first  case  occurred  in  this  lamily,  but  other 
cases  do  not  appear  to  have  sprung^rom  it.  The  mother  of  Mi's.  S. 
resides  in  Amsterdam.  In  Uecember,  1877,  Mrs.  S.,  with  her  only 
child,  visited  Amsterdam.  Sihe  there  bought  a  suit  of  clothes  for 
the  boy.  Diphtheria  was  prevailing  in  Amsterdam  at  the  time ;  the 
boy  was  taken  sick  on  Jan  16,  1878,  and  recovered.  He  had  diph- 
theria again  in  March,  1879. 

0.  F.  —  This  is  one  of  the  families  of  chief  interest,  because  the 
source  of  infection  is  clearly  traced,  and  because  it  seems  to  have 
been  the  initial  point  of  the  epidemic.  This  family  resides  in  the 
farthest  north-east  comer  of  tne  village.  The  father  states  that  his 
brother's  children,  residing  in  Montgomerv  county  back  of  Fulton- 
ville,  toward  Amsterdam,  liad  dipnthena,  and  two  died.  They 
were  attended  by  Drs.  S.  and  F.  of  Amsterdam.  After  the  death  of 
these  chUdren  the  family  sent  clothing  and  a  toy  whisUe  to  the 
brother's  children  in  Johnstown.  Dy,  J.  saw  this  whistle  in  the 
hands  of  one  of  the  sick  children. 

M.  C.  lives  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village ;  neighbor  to  F. 
His  children  went  to  school  with  F.'s  children,  and  Mr.  C.  thinks 
they  contracted  the  disease  in  that  way.     Three  died. 

0.  F. — This  family  here  reappears  in  the  historv.  By  advice  of 
Dr.  J.  one  child,  found  unaffected  at  the  time  oi  the  sickness  of 
the  others,  was  sent  away.  Contrary  to  his  advice,  it  was  brought 
home  before  the  house  cleaning,  when  it  sickened  and  died. 

M.  T. —  Mrs.  T.  visited  C.'s  children  while  they  were  sick,  and 
laid  out  one  of  M,  0,^8  dead  children,  T.  lives  on  Main  street 
in  the  east  part  of  the  village,  where  the  road  to  Amsterdam  branches 
from  the  road  to  Broadalbm.     One  child  in  this  family  died. 

P.  M. —  Mrs.  M.'s  mother  was  at  C.'s  during  the  sickness  in  that 
family  at  the  same  time  that  Mrs.  T.  was  there.  M.  lives  on  the 
Broadalbin  road  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village,  and  nearer  to  C.'s 
than  any  other  affected  family.     One  died. 

J.  O.  lives  on  Hoosick  street  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village. 
He  is  of  the  same  nationality  as  P.  M.  and  C,  and  probably  there 
was  visiting  between  the  families,  and  perhaps  some  of  the  O.  family 
attended  the  funerals.     One  death. 

E.  A.  E.  lives  on  Prospect  street  and  is  of  the  same  nationality  as 
O.,  M.,  etc.     One  death. 

J.  Van  D.  lives  at  the  extreme  east  end  of  Green  street  by  the 
pond-  His  child,  seven  years  old,  went  to  school,  came  home  sick 
and  died. 

W.  D.  lives  at  the  intersection  of  the  Amsterdam  and  Broadalbin 
roads,  across  the  street  from  the  T.  family.  His  child  went  to 
school. 

P.  H.  lives  on  Mill  street  in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  tlic 
village  near  the  yellow  mill.  Mrs,  II.  is  sister  to  Mrs,  J,  Yan  D. 
One  death. 

M.  F.  lives  in  the  south-west  corner  of  the  village  on  Clinton 
street.  His  children  went  to  school.  No  other  clue  has  been  ob- 
tained. 
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Mrs.  J.  J.  lives  on  Montgomery  street  directly  south,  across  the 
block  from  1?.  MrB.  J.  attended  the  ftincral  of  the  T.  child.  Her 
boy  was  bearer  at  the  funeral  of  the  O.  child,  and  was  the  first 
of  the  J.  family  to  have  diphtheria.  H.  N.  lived  in  the  house  with 
Mrs.  J. 

J.  B.  lived  west  from  the  village,  out  of  town.  M.  B.,  daughter 
of  J.  B.,  came  to  nurse  Mrs.  N.,  her  sister.  She  then  went  home  and 
the  B.  family  had  diphtheria.     One  died. 

Miss  R.  ll. — The  hired  girl  visited  at  C.'s  during  sickness  there, 
and  perhaps  at  other  places.  She  was  sick  at  It's.  A  grand-child 
of  H.'s  took  the  disease  and  died.  During  the  sickness  of  the  hired 
girl,  who  is  a  niece  of  Mrs.  J.  before  mentioned,  her  sister  came  to 
care  for  her,  and  went  home  afterward  to  Stone  Arabia,  where  she 
and  eight  other  children  in  her  fattier* a  family  were  attacked  hy 
diphtheria. 

H.  JL  lives  on  Glebe  street  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village.  The 
cases  in  this  family  were  the  first  after  the  reopening  of  the  schools, 
the  last  case  having  died  June  1st,  and  an  interval  of  three  months 
having  elapsed.  Mr.  M.  thinks  his  children  got  diphtheria  hi  school. 
Two  died. 

J.  ]J.  lives  on  the  south  side  of  Clinton  street,  neaij  its  eastern 
extremity.     lie  lives  in  the  same  block  with  E.     One  died. 

J.  McE.  lives  in  the  western  part  of  the  village  on  McMartin 
street.  The  clue  to  the  origin  of  cases  in  this  family  is  in  obscurity 
unless  it  be  foand  in  the  now  infected  school-houses. 

J.  G.  F.  lives  on  Market  street  near  the  southern  extremity  of  a 
line  drawn  from  north  to  south  through  the  middle  of  the  WUage. 
Mr.  F.'s  child  may  have  got  diphtheria  at  school. 

R.  L.  S.  is  brother  to  Mrs.  J.  G.  F.  Both  had  children  of  the 
same  age.    He  lives  on  Market  street,  nearly  opposite  F. 

A.  F.  thought  his  child  got  diphtheria  at  school.  Its  mother  was 
Jead,  and  the  child  was  boarding  with  a  family  on  Glebe  street,  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  village,  near  to  O.  N.  M. 

E.  Mc  E.  —  In  this  family  were  three  unmarried  sisters  who  were 
teachers  in  the  schools,  and  a  child  who  went  to  school.  The  child 
die<L 

T.  J.  lived  at  the  eastern  end  of  Prospect  street,  in  the  same 
bli-ck  withB.  and  near  to  E.     Two  died. 

J.  J.  S.  lives  at  the  intersection  of  Clinton  street  with  the  Am- 
stenlam  road.  The  child  may  have  got  diphtheria  at  school  and 
given  it  to  the  mother.     Both  died. 

J.  n.  p.  lives  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  William  street. 
Tlie  two  older  children  went  to  school,  and  probably  the  oldest  got 
the  disease  there.  He  recovered  and  when  he  was  convalescent  he  was 
illuwed  to  be  in  the  company  of  the  other  two  children,  who  took 
tr^i  disease  from  him  and  both  died  on  the  same  day. 

J.  6.  F.  lives  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village  on  the  Amster- 
dam road,  and  near  to  S.    The  cnild  went  to  school. 

B.  M.  H.  lives  in  the  same  neighborhood  west  from  S,  He  thinks 
tiia  child  got  diphtheria  in  school. 
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C.  P.  lives  on  the  road  to  Broadalbin  west  from  P.  M.  The  child 
went  to  school.  About  twenty  cases  broke  out  on  the  same  daj 
that  this  child  was  attacked.     One  death  in  this  family. 

A.  B.  K.  lived  on  the  west  side  of  Market  street,  near  the  center  of 
the  village.  He  thinks  his  child  contracted  the  disease  in  school. 
The  schools  were  closed  on  the  same  day  (Oct  7)  on  which  tliis  child 
was  taken  sick.     In  this  family  were  three  cases  and  one  death. 

H.  S.  P.  had  recently  moved  from  Amsterdam.  His  child  may 
have  got  diphtheria  in  school.  He  lived  at  the  extreme  eastern 
end  of  Montgomery  street. 

J.  C.  lived  across  the  street  from  P.  and  the  children  of  the  two 
families  played  together.     One  of  C.'s  died. 

H.  A.  T.  lived  on  the  Amsterdam  road  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
village  west  from  S.  Becoming  alarmed  at  the  diphtheria  in  the 
neighborhood,  he  moved  to  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Market 
streets.     One  child  died. 

A.  F.  had  diphtheria  in  his  family  the  second  time  in  October. 

L.  Z.  lived  in  Hoosick  street,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village. 
The  child  died. 

H.  F.  N.. lived  on  the  Broadalbin  road,  opposite  Yon  Clair  street, 
in  W.'s  house.     Mrs.  W.  attended  Z.'s  child  'N.'s  child  died. 

E.  H.  D.  lived  next  door  to  N. 

G.  0.  F.  lived  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village,  on  the  south  side 
of  Prospect  street.  His  children  may  have  got  diphtheria  in  school, 
or  from  Dr.  L.,  who  insited  at  the  house. 

J.  McE.  —  This  family  had  diphtheria  in  September,  and  the 
second  time  late  in  October  when  one  child  died,  October  28. 

W.  H.  lived  in  the  southern  part  of  the  village,  on  Madison  street. 
He  is  a  friend  of  J.     One  died. 

J.  Q.  A.  lived  in  the  same  house  with  Van  D.,  on  Green  street. 
One  child  died. 

C.  B.  lived  in  the  north-eastpart  of  the  village,  on  Beaver  street. 
Mrs.  B.  is  sister  to  J.  Q.  A.     Two  died. 

E.  C.  lived  in  the  western  part  of  the  village,  on  Mill  street. 
Mrs.  C.  is  sister  of  J.  Q.  A. 

H.  A.  lived  at  the  northern  end  of  Market  street,  near  the  yellow 
mill.     He  is  brother  to  J.  Q.  A. 

P.  A.  S.  lives  across  the  street  from  H.  A. 

D.  C.  lives  west  of  C,  on  Montgomery  street. 

G-.  A.  S.  lives  on  Melcher  street,  in  tne  western  part  of  the  vil- 
lage.    He  thinks  Rev.  Dr.  D.  brought  diphtheria  to  liis  family. 

A.  A.  lived  on  Green  street,  opposite  his  brother,  J.  Q.  A. 

A .  K.  lived  on  Beaver  street,  m  the  northern  part  of  the  village. 
One  child  died. 

N.  R.  lived  on  Hoosick  street,  near  O.     One  died. 

J.  C.  lived  at  the  extreme  end  of  Perry  street,  near  McD.  and  H. 

Dr.  W.  L.  J.  lives  on  William  street,  opposite  the  hotel.  Mrs.  J. 
was  taken  with  diphtheria  while  nursing  the  sick  with  it  in  the 
family  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  McN.,  in  Gloversville.     The  doctor^s  only 
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child  was  sent  away  during  the  sickness  of  her  mother,  and  was  kept 
away  until  the  house  was  purified,  and  was  not  attdcked, 

1/r.  W.  H.  L.  lived  on  tne  soutli-west  corner  of  Market  and  Green 
streets.  The  doctor  was  in  active  practice  and  probably  carried  the 
disease  home  to  his  child,  who  died  November  28. 

N.  G.  lived  on  Madison  street,  in  the  south  part  of  the  village, 
neighbor  to  P.,  McD.  and  H.  Mrs.  G.  nursed  P.'s  children  until 
they  died,  November  5,  and  her  family  was  token  sick  soon  after- 
ward. 

fl.  R.  lived  on  Green  street,  and  thinks  his  children  got  diph- 
theria in  school,  but  his  wife  and  one  child  attended  the  funeral,  in 
Fort  Plain,  of  two  of  Mrs.  R.'s  brother's  children,  who  had  died  of 
diphtheria.  A  few  days  after  they  came  home  the  sickness  in  their 
family  commenced. 

L  D.  lived  in  East  Main  street.     No  clue  obtained. 

6.  W.  lived  in  the  house  with  E.  Van  S.  on  Beaver  street.  The 
family  thinks  Dr.  L.  brought  the  disease  to  the  children  while 
attending  the  mother  for  some  other  ailment.     One  died. 

G.  M.  lived  opposite  D.'s  and  D.  on  East  Main  street.  The  child 
died. 

E.  H.  Uved  on  Green  street,  next  door  to  H.  R.     One  died. 

W.  H.  lived  on  Von  Clair  street ;  neighbor  to  N.,  D.,  and  P. 
One  died. 

H.  S/  lived  near  the  eastern  end  of  Hoosick  street ;  neighbor  to 
several  infected  families ;  intimate  with  J.  and  H.     One  died. 

J.  R.  M. — M.'s  boy  went  to  visit  at  her  brother's  (Van  S.'s),  while 
the  W.  child  in  the  house  was  convalescing.  The  Van  S.  children 
and  the  M.  children  went  into  W.'s  apartments  and  played  with  the 
W.  boy.    The  M.  boy  died. 

M.  M.  lived  on  Clinton  street  east  of  Glebe ;  neighbor  to  B.  He 
is  brother  to  P.  M.  who  had  diphtheria  in  his  family  in  March,  1878. 
Two  died. 

E.  B.  lived  next  east  from  W.  and  Van  S.  on  Beaver  street.  His 
child  ran  away  and  visited  Van  S.'s  while  the  latter's  children  were 
dcL  ' 

L  M.  lived  on  Washington  street.  The  boy  was  15  years  old 
and  may  have  been  exposed  in  various  ways.     He  died. 

P.  N!  lived  on  Clinton  street  west  from  Perry.  His  children 
went  to  school. 

If.  G.  —  This  family  had  diphtheria  previously  in  November. 
At  this  time  one  died. 

A.  P.  lived  in  the  house  with  Mrs.  G.     One  died. 

E.  Van  S.  lived  in  the  house  with  W.  on  Beaver  street. 

M.  W.  S. — This  family  had  diphtheria  previously  in  June,  1878. 

J.  R  M.  —  When  the  M.  boy  was  sick  the  girl  was  sent  away, 
and  she  was  kept  away  until  one  boy  had  been  buried  and  the  house 
thofDogfaly  cleaned.  She  was  then  brought  home  and  a  neighbor 
sent  her  of  an  errand  to  Van  S.'s.    She  died. 

S.  T.  lived  on  Clinton  street ;  neighbor  to  M.  and  B. 

W.  P.  was  the  next  tenant  after  Mrs  W.  in  the  D.  house. 
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D.  lived  next  door  east  from  the  D.  house.  Mr.  D.'s  child  went 
into  P.'s  while  the  P.  child  was  sick ;  was  taken  sick  soon  after  and 
died. 

H.  A,  lived  across  the  street  from  the  D.  housc/and  D.  The  child 
died. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  lives  in  the  rear  of  M.  T.'s,  and  her  children  went  to 
school. 

M.  S.  Van  N.  lived  on  Market  street  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
village.     His  child  went  to  school. 

J.  M.  Mc  E.  appears /br  the  third  time  in  this  history. 

F.  M.  lived  neighbor  to  D.,  M.,  K.,  etc.,  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  village.     One  died. 

M,  T.  lived  next  .door  to  M.     Two  died. 

C.  C.  lived  on  Clinton  street  east  of  Perry.  She  is  intimate 
with  M.  and  B.  One  died.  This  ends  the  cases  for  1879,  42  in 
number. 

George  D.  Henry  lives  on  the  west  side  of  the  village  across  the 
creek. 

D.  H.  Briggs  lived  on  Mill  street  west  of  the  creek.  No  positive 
clue  to  this  case  has  been  obtained.     One  died. 

S.  Gulick  lived  in  a  long  block  of  tenements  on  the  south  side 
of  Washington  street. 

James  \\  alker  lived  next  after  Gulich  in  the  same  apartments, 
and  his  family  visited  the  family  of  D.  II.  Briggs  while  the  latter's 
child  was  sick.     Two  died. 

H  Deusler  was  the  next  tenant  after  Preston  in  the  Deusler  house. 
Deusler  bouffht  milk  of  Walker.  Sometimes  Walker  brought  the 
milk  to  Deusler's  and  sometimes  Deusler  went  to  Walker's  for  it. 
Walker's  children  died  June  4  and  9,  and  Deusler's  child  died 
June  8 

Diphtheria  in  Northvtlle,  Ftjlton  County. 

The  sudden  appearance  and  briefly  rapid  progress  of  diphtheria, 
in  a  limited  portion  of  Northville,  in  October  and  the  early  part  of 
November,  nad  such  a  relation  to  the  events  that  had  just  been 
occurring  in  the  distant  neighborhood  in  Arietta,  that  this  brief 
accoimt  may  properly  conclude  this  record  of  migrations  of  the  con- 
tagious element  which,  in  these  instances,  became  the  chief  and, 
apparently,  the  only  factor  of  causation  of  this  disease.  Diphtheria 
was  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  prevailing  in  several 
families  at  Northville  late  in  October.  The  Health  OflScer  there 
replied  to  our  inquiries  by  the  statement  which  here  follows.  These 
facts  in  hand,  the  relations  of  the  first  cases  there  with  the  last 
fatal  case  in  the  family  of  Roswell  Tibbitts,  by  the  carrier,  Mr. 
Flynn,  who  was  the  last  helper  and  visitor  to  the  dying  child,  seem 
more  than  probable.  The  three  little  children  oi  the  family  to 
which  Flynn  returned,  though  eight  miles  out  in  the  wilderness, 
became  infected,  and  they  died  and  were  buried  as  mentioned 
in  this  letter  from  Health  Officer  Wright,  and  as  Dr.  Beach  has 
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already  described,  in  part.     The  mother,  Mrs.  Van  Hosen,  with  ner 
dead  babe  and  the  living  members  of  her  family,  were  received  on 
the  night  of  their  arrival  at  her  brother's  residence  (marked  1  in  this 
diagram),  and  they  were  the  next  morning  removed  a  mile  north- 
ward (to  the  house  marked  as  2).     The  forty-seven  cases  of  diph- 
theria which  make  up  the  history  of  the  outbreak  that  immediately 
followed  the  arrival  of  the  Van  Hosen  family,  fleeing  from  their 
forest  home,  seem  to  have  completed  the  record  of  this  outbreak. 
The  corpse  was  brought  into  the  village  the  Sth  of  October.     Two 
others  were  soon  buned  from  the  same  family  of  strangers ;  the  kind 
n^hbors  begin  to  suffer,  and  the  minister  who  preaches  a  sermon 
over  aa  open  corpse,  in  a  close  little  parlor,  soon  finds  his  own  family 
has  become  infected,  while  the  relatives  and  neighbors  suffer  severely 
in  their  families  until,  almost  as  suddenly  as  it  came,  the  destroyer 
disappears.     The  suddenness  and  brevity  of  this  visitation  and  the 
families  to  which  the  disease  was  limited  gives  much  support  to  the 
conclnsion  that  the  infected  family,  fleeing  from  their  forest  shanty, 
were  the  carriers  of  the  disease  which  so  quickly  subsided.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir — I  received  your  letter  and  grant  your  request.  We  had  no 
diphtheria  in  or  around  our  village  until  the  arrival  of  the  Van 
Hosen  family.     Thev  brought  a  child  from  Clock  Mill  lake  to  this 

flace  for  burial  on  the  8th  of  October.  On  the  morning  of  the  9th 
was  called  to  see  two  of  their  children,  and  pronounced  their  dis- 
ease diphtheria.  I  had  them  removed  to  a  hotel  about  one  mile 
from  tlie  villa^.  In  a  day  or  two  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Hosen  were 
also  taken.  The  children  hoth  died.  There  were  no  other  children 
in  the  hotel.  The  next  cases  I  was  called  to  attend  were  the  grand- 
chfldren  of  John  McKnight.'  There  were  five  in  the  family.  The 
three  children  and  Mrs.  McElnight  had  diphtheria  and  tdl  recovered. 
As  near  as  I  can  trace  this  case,  some  ladies  were  in  the  house  where 
the  Van  Hosens  were ;  then  went  to  John  McKnight's.

Explanation  of  the  Chart  in  which  Diphtheria  Occurred, 

No.  1,  the  house  where  the  Van  Hosens  first  were,  October  9, 1880.  No.  2,  the 
hotel  of  William  Martin,  where  the  Van  Hosens  were  taken.  No.  8,  John  Mc- 
Knight  first  called,  October  16.  No.  4.  John  Van  Vranken,  October  23.  No.  5, 
Joseph  Crowter,  October  25.  No.  6,  William  Crowter.  October  26.  No.  7,  Robert 
Crowter,  October  29.  No  8,  George  Crowter,  October  30.  No.  9.  Col.  Orcutt. 
October  80.  No.  10,  Silas  Giffi)rd,  October  31.  No.  10,  William  Gliford,  Novem- 
ber 4.

J.  E.  Moore,  November  5.  Charles  Hall  resides  north  of  the  line  in  Hamilton 
county. 
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The  next  case  was  at  John  Van  Vrauken's  family,  wliich  numbered 
six.  Five  of  them  were  taken  with  diphtheria  and  they  lost  one 
child.  As  near  as  I  can  trace  this  case  it  came  about  as  follows :  A 
brother-in-law  of  VanVranken  was  at  the  hotel  where  the  Vanllosen 
family  had  been  removed,  and  then  proceeded  to  VanVranken's 
house.  The  next  ease  occurred  at  the  house  of  Josepli  Crowter. 
The  family  here  numbered  six ;  five  of  them  had  diphtheria,  but  all 
recovered.  Crowter  had  also  been  at  the  hotel  where  the  YanHosens 
were.  The  next  case  occurred  at  the  house  of  Wm.  Crowter,  in  a 
family  of  five.  Four  of  them  were  taken,  but  all  recovered.  Some 
of  them,  it  appears,  were  at  the  house  of  Joseph  Crowter.  The 
next  case  occurred  at  thev  house  of  Eobert  Crowter,  in  a  family  of 
seven.  Six  were  taken  down,  but  all  recovered.  Some  of  these 
were  at  the  house  of  Wm.  Crowter.  Tlie  next  case  occurred  at  the 
hoiwe  of  George  Crowter,  in  a  family  of  five,  four  of  whom  were 
taken,  and  one  died.  George  Crowter,  it  appears,  was  at  the  same 
honseasthe  VanHosen  family.  The  next  case  occurred  at  Col. 
Oa-utt's,  in  a  family  of  four.  All  were  taken,  and  one  died.  Some 
of  the  Orcutts  were  at  the  house  of  one  of  the  Crowters.  The  next 
case  occurred  at  Silas  Giflord's  place.  His  wife  was  taken,  but 
recoYered.  She  had  watched  over  the  Orcutt  children.  The  next 
case  occurred  at  the  house  of  William  Gifford,  whose  wife  was  taken, 
hnt  recovered.  She  had  been  at  the  house  of  S.  Gifford,  The  next 
case  occurred  at  the  house  of  David  Hines,  in  a  family  of  five,  three 
of  whom  were  taken,  but  all  recovered.  Hines  had  moved  into  the 
house  with  Robert  Crowter.  The  next  case  occurred  at  the  house 
of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Moore,  whose  wife  was  taken.  He  had  preached  a 
funeral  sermon  at  Col.  Orcutt's  place ;  she  recovered.  The  next  case 
occurred  at  the  house  of  Charles  Hall,  in  a  family  of  six.  Five  of 
them  were  taken,  but  all  recovered.  1  am  unable  at  present  to  trace 
this  case. 

If  there  is  any  thing  I  have  omitted  that  will  be  of  value  to  you, 
please  let  me  know.

The  foregoing  statements  have  served  to  show  that  m  tracing  the 
pn^ess  oidiphtheria  from  place  to  place  the  connecting  links  need 
to  lie  closely  observed,  and  that  any  effectual  sanitary  restraint  upon 
tlie  propagation  of  the  disease  must  be  so  thorough  as  to  discover  and 
control  the  means  by  which  it  is  spread. 

"What  Santtary  Measures  Were  Adofied. 

The  following  note  of  advice  was  immediately  printed  and  dis- 
tributed as  widely  as  possible :

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"HINTS  FOR  PREVENTING  DirilTHERIA." 

By  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board,  these  printed  sug- 
gestions are  distributed  in  Arietta  and  the  neighborhoods  that  niay 
be  exposed  to  the  spread  of  that  disease  from  families  that  are,  or 
recently  have  been,  afflicted  with  it. 

Dij)ntheria  is  an  infectious  disease,  readily  spread  by  the  sick  and 
by  clothing  which  has  been  about  the  sick-room,  xhe  room  itself 
is  apt  to  retain  and  spread  the  infection.  It  is  to  be  avoided  by 
great  carefulness  to  have  the  sick  and  their  clothing  and  the  persons 
who  nurse  the  sick,  kept  entirely  away  from  others,  especially  from 
children.  >     - 

The  sick  must  be  nursed  in  a  clean  and  airy  room,  on  a  floor  where 
there  are  no  other  children. 

Every  cloth  and  cup,  and  all  clothing  and  bedding  used  in  the 
sick-room,  must  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  before  other  persons  are 
exposed  to  them.  The  room  itself  must  be  disinfected  as  soon  as  the 
sicK  recover  or  die. 

The  Clecmsina  and  DisinfectioJi.  —  Open  windows,  and  open 
fire-places  with  nre  in  them  day  and  night,  protect  the  sick  and  all 
who  attend  them.  The  cloths  and  dishes  used  by  the  sick  should  be 
put  into  boiling  hot  water,  as  soon  as  removed,  without  being  taken 
to  another  room.  The  soiled  clothing  of  the  sick  and  their  beds  that 
can  be  boiled  should  be  thrown  into  a  disinfecting  fluid,  made  by 
dissolving  four  table-spoonsful  of  sulphate  of  zinc  (white  vitriol), 
two  table-spoo;isful  of  common  salt  in  a  common  pailful  of  boiling 
water.  When  the  time  for  washing  comes,  boil  the  clothing,  etc., 
before  washing. 

The  woodwork,  chairs  and  stools  of  the  sick  room  should  be  washed 
with  the  disinfecting  fluid.  The  chamber  vessels  and  spit-cups  used 
by  the  sick  should  be  drenched  with  this  fluid  before  they  are  re- 
moved from  the  room. 

The  grounds  just  about  the  hbuse,  the  ditches  and  drains  and  the 
privy  and  chip-yard  must  be  drenched  with  the  cheap  solution  of 
green  copperas  (sulphate  of  iron),  made  by  dissolving  five  pounds  of 
this  dry  copperas  in  a  large  pailful  of  water. 

As  soon  as  the  sick  room  is  vacated  let  it  be  fumigated  with  sul- 
phur (brimstone),  and  let  all  rugs,  beds,  blankets,  and  other  furniture 
remain  in  the  room  and  near  where  the  kettles  or  pans  of  sulphur 
are  placed.  From  two  to  four  pounds  of  sulphur,  or  broken  brim- 
stone, laid  upon  ashes  and  coals  will  be  necessary  for  fumigating  an 
ordinary  chamber.  The  physician  will  direct  how  to  do  this ;  but  it 
will  be  well  done  if  the  rooms  to  be  fumigated  are  so  closed  that  the 
suffocating  fumes  do  not  escape  from  flues  and  crevices,  and  the 
burning  ceases  for  want  of  fresn  air  before  all  the  sulphur  is  con- 
sumed. Let  the  fumes  be  kept  shut  in  all  day.  Next,  let  all  plas- 
tered portions  of  the  room  be  well  lime-washed.  Let  the  bottom  and 
sides  of  cellars  be  sprinkled  with  fresh  slacked  lime. 

The  sick  should  be  nursed  by  adult  persons  who  have  no  children 
about  them. 
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Children  and  visitors  should  keep  away  from  the  house  where 
there  is  diphtheria.  The  burial  of  those  that  die  should  be  strictly 
private. 

It  is  a  public  as  well  as  a  family  duty  to  apply  these  sanitary  rules 
wherever  a  case  of  diphtheria  occurs. 


Dr.  Beach  and  Dr.  Burdick  extended  their  counsels  and  assistance 
far  and  wide  in  the  regions  exposed  to  the  Arietta  hamlet,  and  there 
was  an  nnlooked  for  alacrity  and  thoroughness  in  the  compliance  of 
families  with  the  advice  and  rules  thus  prescribed.  The  smgle  fail- 
ure to  reach  a  remote  cabin  in  the  forest  eight  miles  away  at  Clock 
Mill  lake,  was  followed  by  the  calamity  which  Dr.  Wright,  of  North- 
ville,  has  reported.  The  death  of  the  last  child  in  Mr.  R.  Tibbitts' 
family  was  the  occasion  for  a  sympathizing  forester  to  assist  the  family, 
and,  unwittingly,  to  become  the  carrier  oi  the  infection  which  smote 
the  Yan  Hosen  children,  without  harming  him. 

Conclusions. —  Though  it  is  needless  to  comment  upon  the  records 
here  given,  it  is  important  to  notice  the  terms  in  which  Dr.  Beach, 
who,  iTom  a  noble  sense  of  duty,  traced  the  spread  of  this  malady, 
briefly  summarized  his  work.  He  wrote,  when  transmitting  his  re- 
port in  November : 

« 

"Tour  request  for  my  assistance  in  endeavoring  to  trace  the 
origin  of  dipntheria  in  Arietta,  Hamilton  county,  has  resulted  in  the 
report  which  is  herewith  handed  you.  It  gives  the  history  of  the 
cases  in  Arietta  up  to  the  present  time,  followed  out  to  ramifications 
in  North  ville  and  Benson,  together  with  the  history  of  the  epidemic 
which  has  prevailed  in  Johnstown  during  the  last  three  years,  and 
incidentally  traces  an  epidemic  which  occurred  in  "Wells  auring  the 
same  period.  ^ 

The  diphtheria  in  Arietta  has  been  positively  traced  to  the  in- 
fected Duesler  house  in  Johnstown.  That  in  Johnstown  was  traced 
to  infected  clothing  sent  from  Montgomery  county  ;  and  that  in 
Wells,  to  Hope  Falls  and  to  Johnsburg. 

The  conclusion  seems  almost  irresistible  that  the  greater  part  of 
all  this  sickness  and  death  could  have  been  prevented  by  proper 
sanitary  measures  rigidly  enforced  by  some  proper  authority.  If 
the  State  Board  of  Health  can  instruct  the  people,  stimulate  local 
boards  and  then  assist  them  in  enforcing  proper  measures,  it  will 
be  of  inestimable  value. 

I  believe  city  and  village  authorities  should  compel  the  thorough 
disinfecting  of  houses,  etc.,  and  quarantine  diphtheria  as  closely  as 
sniall-pox.

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Whether  as  the  healer  or  saver  of  people  exposed  to  fatal  diseases^ 
no  physician  will  fail  .  to  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  whole 
State  who  thus  aids  in  protecting  the  public  health.  The  duty  to 
apply  promptly  and  discreetly  the  best  means  of  sanitary  protection 
are  known  to  be  available  witnout  debating  the  doubtful  and  unavail- 
able questions  that  may  lead  to  inaction,  seems  to  be  well  proved  in 
the  reports  here  given. 

Brief  Account  of  the  Epidemic  of  Diphtheria  m  Morris  and 
Laurens,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.,  during  the  Autumn  of  1880. 

During  the  last  autumn  a  citizen  of  the  town  of  Morris,  Otsego 
county,  sought  information  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  concern- 
ing the  best  means  of  preventing  the  further  spi'ead  of  diphtheria  in 
Morris  and  the  adjacent  to\\Ti  of  Laurens.  The  history  of  the  out- 
break there  is  briefly  given  as  follows,  and  is  illustrated  by  a  road 
and  house  chart  upon  tlie  next  page. 

The  Health  Officer  of  the  town,  as  requested  by  the  local  board  of 
Morris,  has  prepared  this  account. 

(1.)  The  first  case  —  Lewis  Soden,  aged  6  years,  was  attacked 
June  20  and  recovered ;  John  Soden,  aged  4f  years  was  attacked 
June  23  and  died  July  6.  The  origin  oi  this  first  case  is  not  posi- 
tively known,  but  it  may  have  origiuated  from  exposure  to  a  young 
man  from  Gilbertsville,  who  visited  the  Soden  family  while  he  was 
suffering  from  glandular  inflammation  of  the  throat,  said  to  have  been 
caused  by  a  mud  attack  of  scarlatina,  for  which  he  had  no  medical 
attendance ;  or  it  may  have  had  its  origin  in  the  family  of  a  neigh- 
bor visited  by  the  children,  and  where  an  old  lady  of  seventy  yeiu-s 
suffered  from  a  sore  throat  for  which  she  had  no  medical  attendance, 
but  children  li\'ing  in  the  house  with  her  had  no  throat  ailments. 
A  womtn  li\dng  in  the  Soden  family  died  a  few  weeks  previous  to 
the  outbreak  of  .diphtheria  with  peritonitis,  following  a  miscarriage. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  location  or  surroundings  of  the  Soden  house 
known  to  be  bkelv  to  give  rise  to  diphtheritic  poison,  the  house 
being  on  the  top  ot  a  high  hill. 

(2.)  Ida  Mills,  aged  6  years,  was  attacked  July  11  and  died  July 
24 ;  Jessie  Mills,  aged  3  years,  was  attacked  July  14  and  died  July 
17 ;  Mary  Mills,  aged  8  years,  was  attacked  July  14  and  died  July 
24 ;  Minnie  Mills,  aged  16  years,  was  attacked  July  16  and  died 
July  27 ;  Mrs.  Mills  was  attacked  July  18  and  recovered.  Mr. 
Mills'  sister  was  attacked  July  23  and  recovered ;  Mrs.  Mills'  sister 
was  attacked  July  27  and  recovered.  The  Mills  family  lived  across 
the  street  from  the  Soden  house  and  were  exposed  by  visiting  the 
Soden  children. 
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Map  of  Morris  and  Laurens.* 
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(3.)  A  school-boy,  named  Cole,  aged  11  years,  and  boarding  in 
the  .family  of  a  Mrs.  Southerland,  was  attacked  July  15  and  iIbcov- 
ered.  This  boy  attended  school  near  the  Mills  house,  and  was  in  the 
habit  of  playing  with  the  Mills  children,  and  m^is  in  the  habit  of 
attending  school  with  them.  When  the  boy  recovered  he  was  placed 
in  an  upper  room  to  sleep.  Up  to  that  time  Mrs.  Cole,  his  mother, 
had  chiei  care  of  the  lad.  On  Monday,  August  23,  Mrs.  Souther- 
land  washed  the  clothing  that  had  been  left  in  the  sick  room,  and  on 
Thursday  evening  was  severely  attacked.     She  recovered. 

(4.)  Albert  Harris,  aged  10  years,  was  attacked  July  18  and 
recovered ;  Mr.  Harris,  aged  33  years,  was  attacked  July  22  and 
recovered.  This  family  lived  three  miles  from  any  of  the  other 
cases,  but  had  been  exposed  by  the  Cole  boy,  who  visited  and  played 
with  the  Harris  boy  July  15,  the  day  on  which  tlie  Cole  boy  was 
attacked. 

f5.)  Mr.  Clarence  Bresee,  aged  25  years,  was  attacked  July  20, 
ana  died  July  27  ;  Lewis  Bresee,  ^ed  5  years,  was  attacked  July 
28,  and  died  July  30;  Chester  foresee,  aged  3  years,  was  at- 
tacked July    29,  and  died  July  31 ;    Fred  Bresee,  aged  1   year, 


*The  road-map  covers  more  territory  and  cases  than  my  report.  These  West  Laurens 
cases  wore  in  neighborly  contact  and  no  especial  attempt  was  made  to  isolate  of  disinfect, 
60  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  from  contafiion  in  those  cases. 


was  attacked  Au^ist  1,  and  died  A^ugust  5.  This  family  resided 
on  another  high  hill,  parallel  to,  and  five  miles  south-west  trom  that 
on  which  all  the  other  cases  occurred,  but  the  father,  Mr.  Clarence 
Bresee,  was  the  undertaker  who  attended  to  the  cofiining  and  burial 
of  one  of  the  Mills  children.  No  other  cases  have  occurred  this  year 
on  West  hill  where  the  Bresee  family  resided.  There  were  no 
causes  of  the  disease  in  the  Bresee  residence,  except  those  which 
resulted  from  Mr.  Bresee's  going  to  Lauren  hill,  five  miles  away,  to 
take  charge  of  the  corpse  oi  one  of  the  Mills  children. 

(6.)  Ernest  "Wright,  aged  9  years,  was  attacked  August  30th  and 
recovered ;  Earl  Wright,  aged  9  years,  was  attacked  September  3, 
and  died  September  9  ;  Nelly  "Wright,  aged  11  years,  was  attacked 
September  4,  and  recovered ;  Mrs.  Wright,  aged  33  years,  was 
attacked  September  6,  and  recovered.  The  infection  here  is  traced 
to  the  Harris  cases,  as  the  children  were  playmates,  but  a  month 
elapsed  between  the  time  when  the  Hams  boy  was  discharged 
cured  and  the  time  of  the  attack  of  the  Wright  boy. 

(7.)  Mrs.  Stevens,  aged  50  years,  was  attacked  September  6,  and 
recovered.  This  woman  lived  in  the  same  house  with  the  Wright 
family,  and  was  in  the  Wright  apartments.  She  had  a  light  attack, 
but  with  the  diphtheritic  exudations  and,  although  she  had  a  large 
family,  none  of  tnem  contracted  the  disease  at  this  time. 

(8.)  Nettie  Harris,  aged  12  years,  was  attacked  October  17,  and 
died  October  23.  This  girl  was  one  of  the  family  in  which  the  dis- 
ease appeared  three  months  previous,  but  she  escaped  at  that  time. 
She  had  played  with  the  Wright  children  since  their  recovery  and 
slept  in  the  Wright  house.  Six  weeks  elapsed  between  the  outbreak 
in  the  two  families. 

(9.)  Lillie  Stevens,  aged  3-J-  years,  was  attacked  October  24,  and  i^e- 
covered ;  Fred  Stevens,  aged  14  years,  was  attacked  October  29,  and  is 
convalescing ;  Charlie  Stevens,  aged  6  years,  was  attacked  Novem- 
ber 3.  These  children  live  in  the  house  with  the  Wright  family,  and 
the  one  first  attacked  was  frequently  in  the  Wright  tenement,  but 
not  until  the  expiration  of  some  eight  weeks  after  the  Wright  chil- 
dren were  sick. 

The  accompanying  road-map  shows  where  these  cases  of  diphtheria 

occurred. 

At  a  meeting  of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  the 
supervisor  of  the  town  of  Morris,  held  October  20,  1880,  present 
Isaac  Mansfield,  D.  C.  Winton  and  S.  S.  Matteson.  On  motion  they 
were  organized  as  a  Board  of  Health.  Isaac  Mansfield  was  elected 
president,  and  S.  S.  Matteson,  clerk.  Dr.  Merritt  Matteson  was  ap- 
pointed health  ofiicer  for  the  town  of  Morris. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  town  of  Morj-is,  held 
October  20, 1880,  present  Isaac  Mansfield,  S.  S.  Matteson,  and  D.  C. 
Winton,  the  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  on  motion 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  all  places  where  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
exist,  the  health  oflScer  be  instructed  to  cause  the  place  where  any 
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such  disease  may  exist,  to  be  properly  disinfected  by  fumigation  or 
Dtherwise,  as  he  may  deem  best.  And  he  be  further  instructed  to 
cause  all  clothing  or  other  articles  used  about  persons  suffering  from 
cont^ous  or  infectious  diseases,  to  be  properly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected or  destroyed,  as  may  be  neccifsary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease. 

They  adopted  and  published  the  following  : 

Sanitary  RegvJaiions, 

(1.)  All  privy  vaults,  water-closete,  pigstys,  drains  and  sewers 
shall  be  kept  constantly  and  eifectually  disinfected  by  the  use  of 
earth,  ashes,  copperas  or  other  disinfecting  agents  from  May  to 
October  inclusive. 

(2.)  All  slaughter-houses  within  20  rods  of  any  dwelling  or  high- 
way shall  be  thoroughly  disinfected  daily,  when  in  use,  and  no  refuse 
shall  be  left  unburied  in  or  about  the  premises  for  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  from  May  to  October  inclusive. 

(3.)  No  carcasses  of  dead  animals  shall  be  left  exposed  or  thrown 
mto  any  stream  or  body  of  water,  from  May  to  October  inclusive; 
but  all  such  carcasses  shall  be  buried  under  at  least  one  foot  of 
earth. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  physician  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  any  person  sick  with  small-pox,  diphtheria,  typhoid  or 
scarlet  fever,  to  report  the  facts  immediately  to  the  health  officer,  or 
one  of  the  members  of  this  Board.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
persons  in  charge  of  such  sick  to  cause  them  to  be  separated  from  all 
other  persons,  except  those  who  have  the  care  of  them  ;  also  to  keep 
the  rooms  where  the  sick  are,  well  ventilated  and  cleansed,  and  to 
use  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  oi  the  health  officer  to  give  to  all  persons  hav- 
ing charge  of  persons  sick  with  any  of  the  above-named  diseases, 
and  to  all  housenolds  where  the  sick  are,  all  needed  information  and 
aid  in  disinfection,  and  the  sanitary  care  of  infected  material  and 
places.

The  authorities  of  Morris  have  kept  this  Board  informed  of  the 
progress  of  events  in  that  region.  The  health  officer  reports :  "  No 
cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  since  November  3."  And  he  adds : 
''Immediately  upon  the  organization  of  our  town  board  of  health, 
vigorous  measures  for  disinfection  were  adopted,  and  complete  isola- 
tion of  the  sick  was  required,  as  well  as  of  infected  apartments.     We 

now  have  no  diphtheria In  1861,  diphtheria  first  visited 

this  locafity,  ana  all  situations,  seasons  and  classes  of  persons  seemed 
alike. subject  to  it;  and  so  mysterious  were  its  ways  and  means  of 
propagation  that  the  people  came  to  believe  it  useless  to  try  to 
avoid  It." 
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Diphtheria  in  Waterville,  Oneida  Co. 

I  hereby  send,  in  accordance  with  your 
request  in  your  note  of  October  30,  a  report 
of  twenty  cases  of  diphtheria,  Which  we  have 
had  in  6ur  vicinity. 

September  15,  1880.  Called  to  Bee  a  girl 
sixteen  yeai-s  old,  who  had  been  complaining 
of  sore  throat  for  two  or  three  days.  She 
had  diphtheria  of  a  moderately  severe  type, 
but  convalesced  after  about  two  weeks. 

September  23.  A  brother  two  or  three 
years  younger  was  affected  in  same  way,  and 
also  recovered  in  two  or  three  weeks. 

September  24.  Another  child,  aged  five, 
was  taken  sick,  a  more  malignant  attack ;  the 
throat  and  air  passages  soon  becoming  in- 
volved, and  death  resulted  on  the^  30th. 

September  26.  A  boy  of  eighteen  came 
down  sick,  moderately  ;  recovered. 

During  the  illness  of  the  youngest  child 
the  mother  complained  of  her  throat,  but  no 
patclies  were  seen.  The  father  and  one  boy 
of  twelve  escaped. 

These  cases  were  in  the  house  marked  one 
(1)  in  the  diagram. 

October  4.  A  female  child,  age  seven, 
living  in  house  marked  two  (2)  was  seen. 
Had  oeen  sick  a  day  or  two.  Had  malignant 
type,  and  died  on  October  6. 

Two  other  children  in  same  house  had 
sore  throats.     Recovered.     Ko  adults  sick. 

About  October  1,  a  boy  aged  ten,  in  house 
marked  three  (3),  was  taken  sick,  but  was 
treated  by  the  family. 

October  10.  A  girl  eight  and  boy  six 
were  attacked  with  a  severe  type,  and  though 
quite  sick,  have  convalesced. 

Another  girl,  older,  was  taken  about  the 
20th,  but  not  severely. 

Treatment  in  all  cases  was:  Chlorate  of 
Potassa,  frequently ;  Tr.  of  Iron,  and  Per- 
sulp.  of  Iron,  locally.  Alcoholic  stimulants 
and  milk.

The  inclosed  diagram  represents  a  part  of 
the  valley  extending  form  WaterviUe  to 
Deansville.     The   section   shown   is   about 
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one-quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  village  of  Waterville,  and  the  road 
to  it  is  lined  by  the  poorer  class  of  houses. 

The  creek  is  formed  by  the  overflow  of  a  pond  in  the  village,  the 
pond  itself  being  fed  by  two  streams  which,  as  they  come  through 
the  village,  receive  the  sewage  from  many  of  the  houses,  by  drains 
aud  privies  placed  over  the  surface  of  the  water,  or  on  the  banks. 
A  grist-mill  and  lager  beer  brewery  are  situated  on  the  creek  just 
above  the  mill  shown  in  the  diagram.  The  mill  itself  is  a  paint- 
mill,  and  very  little  work  has  been  done  in  it  for  some  time.  At 
the  hop  extract  factory  there  are  no  deleterious  products,  except 
gases,  for  the  refuse  of  the  hops  are  at  once  carted  away  for  manure. 

The  tannery  is  not  running,  and  has  not  been  for  at  least  two 
years,  but  there  are  old  vats  full  of  the  tanning  liquor,  and  sufficient 
refuse,  such  as  old Jhair  and  scrapings,  lying  about  to  cause  an  offensive 
odor  in  hot  weather. 

House  No.  1  is  a  double  house,  with  three  or  four  rooms  to 
each  tenant.  The  sick  were  all  in  the  northern  side ;  the  cellars 
were  cleaned  in  the  early  summer,  but  have  been  damp  aiid  wet,  after 
the  least  rain. 

The  privies  are  connected  with,  the  house  by  half-open  sheds,  and 
have  no  vaults,  but  were  placed  on  wooden  posts  just  at  the  bank  of 
the  small  brook,  which  has  been  dry  since  September  1. 

The  excrements  were  exposed  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  had 
only  been  removed  once  auring  the  season.  The  water  supply  was 
good,  the  spring  across  the  highway  being  the  opening  of  a  wooden, 
pipe  which  brought  the  water  from  a  clear  spring  fifteen  or  twenty 
rods  away,  just  at  the  foot  of  a  hill.  The  pipe  is  under  ground,  and 
mostly  composed  of  log  tubes, 
bored  through  them. 

House  No.  2  is  a  better  built  house,  with  a  basement  half 
above  ground  under  a  part  of  it.  The  most  objectionable  thing 
about  the  premises  is  a  cowshed  and  pig-pen  just  across  the  road, 
indicated  by  the  (xx)  crosses.  This  is  always  filthy,  and  has  only 
been  partially  cleaned  once  during  the  season. 

Some  of  the  women  at  this  house  were  at  the  first  house  while  the 
children  were  sick,  and  nearly  all  were  at  the  funeral  of  the  boy. 

The  water  supply  is  another  spring  and  pipe,  also  coming  from  the 
same  hill,  but  much  nearer  the  roadf  Privy  behind  the  house,  and 
with  imperfect  vault. 

House  No.  3  is  a  long,  one-story  affair,  and  very  old.  Has 
a  wet  cellar,  water  in  it  after  a  day's  rain.  Better  care  of  the  cellar 
had  been  taken  by  the  tenant  than  in  the  other  cases.  Privy  just 
behind  the  house,  and  connected  with  it.  No  vault,  but  had  been 
cleaned  twice.  Water  supply  same  as  in  house  No.  1.  The  woman 
of  this  house  had  taken  care  of  the  children  in  house  No.  1,  but  had 
taken  pains  daily  to  change  her  dress  in  an  out-house  before  returning 
to  her  own  children;  had  done  this  all  the  time,  she  says.  All  the 
families  were  Irish  and  of  about  ordinary  intelligence.  To  me  it 
seems  that  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  in  the  first  house,  at  least,  was 
the  general  filth,  together  with  the  wet  cellar,  defective  privy,  and 
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lower  water  than  usual  in  the  creek.  The  other  cases  may  have 
arisen  from  contagion,  but  if  so  they  found  a  very  favorable  condition 
of  tilings  for  development.  It  is  not  my  province  as  a  reporter  to 
suggest  how  these  cases  could  have  been  prevented,  but  if  the  cellare 
had  been  cleaned  and  drained  and  cemented,  the  privies  properly 
constructed  and  cleaned,  the  creek  kept  in  its  proper  channel,  where 
it  would  have  current  enough  to  carry  oflE  the  sewage  from  above, 
the  first  family  were  quarantined  a^  strictly  as  if  the  disease  were 
small-pox,  and  the  first  funeral  a  private  one,  some,  at  least,  of  the 
cases  would  not  have  occurred.  There  have  been  no  more  cases  as 
yet.

A    Brief    Account    of    Diphtheria   at   Harmony    and    Busn, 

Chautauqua  Counit. 

To  The  Secretary  Stale  Board  of  Health  / 

Dear  Sir  —  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  inquiry  concerning  diph- 
theria in  Chautauqua  county,  I  would  say  that,  during  the  winter  of 
1880,  there  were  but  few  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  town  of  Har- 
mony. I  treated  only  three  until  June  12.  Then  there  was  an  out- 
break in  school.  The  first  cases  were  of  malignant  form.  Medical 
aid  was  called,  but  too  late.  Three  children  died  in  about  thirty-six 
hours.  Those  who  received  treatment  in  season  recovered.  The 
school-house  was  situated  on  dry  ground  and  near  a  cider  mill, 
around  which  were,  perhaps,  500  loads  of  apple  pumice  and  rottin_ 
straw.  These  children  had  impure  water  to  drink  when  at  school, 
but  resided  on  elevated  ground.  I  do  not  know  of  any  other  causes 
than  those  here  stated. 

Since  June  12  I  have  treated  twenty-three  cases  of  diphtheria. 
As  near  as  I  can  ascertain,  there  have  been  in  the  town  about  sixty- 
seven  cases  since  June,  with  twenty-two  deaths.  There  has  been 
no  scarlatina  or  croup  complicated  with  diphtheria.  In  some  fami- 
lies only  one  child  out  of  four^or  five  has  come  down  with  diphthe- 
ria ;  in  others,  nearly  all.  As  far  as  the  situation  on  high  or  low 
ground  was  concerned,  there  was  no  real  difference ;  the  most  occur- 
red on  elevated  ground.  As  a  great  many  wells  are  dry,  or  nearly 
so,  throughout  the  town,  the  water  is  generally  in  a  bad  condition. 
The  school-house  mentioned  above  was  well  ventilated,  and  the 
water-closets  were  in  good  condition.

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Diphtheria  in  Schuyler  County. 

Hfrr.  A.  P.  Hallett,  of  Havana,  reports  the  following  facts  concern- 
\q^  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  a  rural  neighborhood  between 
Havana  and  Millport : 

At  a  point  on  the  lulls,  about  350  feet  above  the  level  of  Seneca 
lake,  two  miles  east  of  the  valley  running  between  Ilorseheads  and 
Watkins,  in  wliieh  we  have  the  abandoned  Chemung  canal,  and 
about  three  miles  south-east  of  Havana,  Schuyler  county,  in  the 
fore  part  of  November,  1880,  there  appeared  a  case  of  diphtheria. 
This  was  successfully  treated  by  an  old  school  physician,  and  ran  a 
course  of  from  eieht  to  ten  days.  The  patient  was  a  married  lady . 
in  the  prime  of  life.  As.  she  improved,  her  little  daughter  was 
taken  with  the  disease,  and  was  treated  by  th6  same  physician, 
assisted  by  another.  In  six  or  eight  days  the  case  terminated  fatally. 
Three  days  after  the  death  of  the  child,  I  was  called  professionally 
to  the  aid  of  the.  family,  on  November  25,  1880,  and  found  sick  in 
the  house  the  father  of  the  child  who  had  died,  a  man  about  35 
years  of  age,  and  a  little  boy,  residing  in  the  family,  about  11  years 
old.  Both  patients  were  confined  to  the  bed,  unable  to  sit  up,  yet 
the  man  had  been  taKen  sick  during  the  night,  and  the  boy  had 
made  no  complaint  until  waking  that  morning.  The  bodily  heat, 
with  the  febrile  symptoms  generally,  were  more  intense  in  the 
man,  yet  in  both  they  were  considerable,  with  a  quick  and  wiry 
pulse.  During  the  course  of  the  disease,  I  found  tliat  these  febrile 
Bymptoms  were  more  intense  in  the  fore  part  of  the  night,  with  an 
abatement  in  the  morning  and  the  early  part  of  the  day.  There 
was  some  eruption  on  the  skin  of  Roseola  fehrilis^  which  was  more 
marked,  as  I  am  informed,  in  the  first  case,  that  of  the  mother.  •  On 
examination  of  the  throat  we  found  the  fauces  of  a  dark  red  color, 
the  tonsils  some  swollen  and  difficulty  in  swallowing  and  breathing. 
In  the  case  of  the  boy  we  found  some  small  whitish-gi'ay  spots  on 
\yo\\\  tonsils,  while  in  the  man  the  membranous  formation  w^as  more 
of  an  ichorous  mass  of  a  pseudo-purulent  character,  together  with 
the  peculiar  odor  characteristic  of  the  disease.  All  of  tiiese  sym^ 
toms  were  accompanied  by  that  peculiarity  of  the  disease  of  feeling 
intenselv  sick.  1  treated  both  of  these  cases,  and  from  the  first  had 
au  amelioration  which  continued  until  I  pronounced  my  patients 
convalescent.  The  convalescence,  though  slow,  continued  until  they 
were  entirely  restored  to  their  ordinaiy  health.  On  the  1st  of 
December,  a  young  man,  about  twenty  years  of  a^e,  residing  in  the 
family,  was  attacked  by  the  disease  and  was  treated  by  an  old-school 
physician,  assisted  by  council,  the  choice  of  himself  and  father.  I 
did  not  see  the  case  at  all,  but  was  informed  that  it  was  similar  to 
ihoee  treated  by  myself,  and  that  he  continued  to  grow  worse  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  6th  of  December. 

bume  of  the  questions  of  interest  to  us  m  connection  with  the 
promotion  of  the  public  health  that  present  themselves  in  the  con- 
idderation  of  these  cases  are :  Where,  or  from  what  source,  was  the 
contagion  derived,  if  the  disease  is  contagious,  or  if  it  is  not  from 
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contagion,  what  was  the  cause  of  tlie  sickness.     For  the  last  four  or 
five  j^ears  there  has  been  more  or  less  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  in 
the  adjoining  county  of  Chemung,  particularly  in  the  city  of  Elmira 
and  the  village  of  llorseheads,  and  especially,  I  am  informed,  this 
fall  and  winter.     The  family  inform .  me  that  within  a  week  or  ten 
days  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  disease,  the  man,  his  wife,  who  was 
first  attacked,  and  the  little  child  who  died,  went  to  Elmii'a  with 
their  horse  and  carriage,  remaining  in  the  city  an  hour  or  two  to  do 
some  trading,  returning  again  direct  to  their  own  home.     They  think 
that  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  they  could  have  come  in  contact 
with  the  disease,  yet,  on  further  inquiry,  I  find  that  the  disease  was 
at  the  time  prevailing  in  the  family  of  the  mother's  father,  where 
three  children  had  been  sick,  with  one  death.    They  sav  that  the  fam- 
ilies were  not  back  and  fortli  during  the  sickness  or  (Jeath  and  that 
the  only  communication  between  them  was  by  letter.     Could  this 
outbreak  have  arisen  from  contact  with  cases  in  Elmira,  carried  in 
the  letters,  or  was  it  the  result  of  some  local  cause  ?     I  examined  the 
premises  with  the  other  physicians,  but  we  could  not  attribute  it  defi- 
nitely to  any  local  cause.     A  suspicion  was  raised  that  a  spring  from 
which  the  family  were  using  water  might  have  something  to  do  with 
the  attack.     This  spring  was  located  in  a  field  in  which  cattle  were 
allowed  to  run,  and  was  without  protection,  except  a  covering  of 
boards,  the  cattle  drinking  from  a  trough  a  little,  lower  and  supplied 
from  the  spring.     The  spring  was  on  low  ground,  between  two 
barns,  about  twenty  or  twenty-five  rods  from  each.     The  slope  from 
the  barn  to  the  south  was  more  abrupt  from  the  spring  than  toward 
it,  so  that  the  heft  of  the  drainage  was  in  that  direction.     The  other 
drained  toward  the  spring,  but  a  small  stream  intervened  which 
had  its  surface   at  least  two  feet  lower  than  the  spring.     Could 
this  spring  have  become  contaminated  by  the  drainage  of  the  barns 
or  from  the  droppings  of  the  cattle  around  it  ?     We  advised  that  it 
would  be  better  for  the  family  to  use  water  from  other  sources. 
The  house  in  which  lay  the  sick  was  in  a  fair  state  of  repair,  light 
and  dry,  standing  on  a  knoll  with  the  ground  sloping  in  every  direc- 
tion from  it,  and  there  was  nothing  observed  to  be  offensive.    There 
was  an  old  well,  which  was  dry,  under  the  side  veranda  of  the  house, 
but  there  was  no  odor  from  it.     Disinfectants  were  freely  used  and 
the  house  was  as  frequently  aired  and  fumigated  as  the  condition  of 
the  patients  would  permit.     We  believe  that  the  attack  was  the 
result  of  contagion,  holding  that  diphtheria  is  contagious,  and  that  it 
might  be,  and  probably  was,  augmented  in  its  severity>by  the  use  of 
the  water  from  the  spring.     From  past  experience,  especially  in  the 
severe  epidemic  of  the  disease  that  prevailed  in  different  parts  of 
this  county  in  the  years  of  1876  and  1877,  we  believe  that  miasmatic 
influences  have  something  to  do  with  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 
During  the  winter  of  1876  and  1877  diphtheria  prevailed  in  Watkins 
to  a  fearful  extent,  while  in  Havana,  only  three  miles  away,  we  had 
but  very  little  of  it,  and  what  few  cases  occurred  were  of  a  verj^  mild 
type.     I  believe  that  this  was  due  to  the  greater  miasmatic  influence 
in  the  one  place  than  in  the  other,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  water 
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supply  ia  Havana  is  better,  coming  as  it  does  from  artesian  wells 
from  thirty  to  sixty  feet  deep.  We  find  that  intennittent  fever 
exists  to  a  considerable  extent  in  Watkins,  which  we  believe  is  due  to 
tbe  prevalence  of  south  winds,  especially  in  the  mornings,  carrying  the 
malaria  from  the  marsh  between  Havana  and  Watkins  into  the  lat- 
ter place.  We  also  find  that  the  disease  has  prevailed  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  county  where  malarial  fevers  have  existed  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  although  some  of  the  localities  are  at  a  high  altitude, 
as  in  the  cases  reported.  Would  it  not  be  worthy  of  consideration 
to  determine  what  infiuence,  if  any,  the  abandonea  Chemung  canal, 
the  condition  of  which  has  already  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  has  upon  the  prevalence  of  the  disease 
along  the  valley  in  which  it  lies  ?  In  Havana  the  canal  bed  has  been 
drained  by  direction  of  the  trustees  of  the  village. 

These  are  the  only  cases  of  diphtheria  brought  to  our  attention  in 
this  county,  and  they  were  on  the  southern  oorder  of  it,  adjoining 
Chemung  county,  where,  as  we  have  said,  it^  prevails  to  a  considerble 
extent.  In  Watkins  a  good  many  cases  of  scarlet  fever  exist,  with 
some  deaths,  but  no  cases  at  Havana  or  any  other  part  of  the  county 
that  we  are  informed  of,  and  we  believe  at  present,  with  these  except 
tions,  that  this  county  is  comparatively  free  from  epidemic  or  con- 
tagious disease.

Report  of  Epidemic  Diphtheria  in  the  Village  of  Geneva, 

DURING  the  years  1878,  1879. 

To  the  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir  —  In  answer  to  the  questions  you  addressed  to  me  in  your 
letter  of  inquiry,  I  would  say,  in  reference  to  the  epidemic  of  aiph- 
theria  which  prevailed  in  Geneva,  Ontario  county,  N.  Y.,  during  the 
years  of  1878  and  1879,  that  in  many  respects  it  was  one  of  the  most 
severe,  persistent  and  malignant  epidemics  that  ever  visited  this 
beautiful  village. 

Geneva  has  nearly  seven  thousand  inhabitants.  It  is  situated  at 
the  foot  of  Seneca  lake,  partly  upon  a  bluff  on  the  west  side  of  the 
lake,  and  extending  north  and  east  and  around  the  foot  of  the  lake 
vhere  the  lowlands  follow  the  course  of  the  canal  toward  the  out- 
let of  the  lake ;  but  very  little  of  the  lowland  is  overflowed  by 
water. 

The  ca^s  and  groups,  —  May  18, 1878,  the  first  case  was  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health.  It  occurred  in  Mr.  DeWitt's  family,  living 
on  the  lake  road  at  the  foot  of  Seneca  lake.  Five  cases  were  re- 
ported in  the  same  family  in  one  week,  and  the  death  of  the  young- 
est child,  aged  14  months.  June  16,  the  sixth  case  was  reported 
from  the  same  family.   (See  No.  1,  on  the  accompanying  map.) 

The  next  case  reported  was  on  the  6th  of  September,  1878,  from 
a  residence  on  Poultney  street.  September  9,  a  case  was  reported 
on  Washington  street,  opposite  the  cemetery.  September  16,  a  case 
was  reportai  on  William  street.     September  16,  a  case  was  reported 
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residing  on  the  Mr.  Garrett  Smith  place,  in  the  extreme  south  of  the 
corporation,  —  the  son  of  James  Grinder.  Six  of  his  family  were  i^e- 
ported  between  September  16,  and  October  1.  September  25,  four 
cases  were  reported  in  one  family  on  Hamilton  street ;  September  28, 
two  cases  were  reported  on  Colt  street ;  September  29,  one  case  on 
Colt  street ;  September  30,  three  cases  on  Grove  street,  and  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  one  case  was  reported  on  Tillman  street. 
,  From  October  1  to  October  31  seventy  cases  were  reported,  and 
they  occurred  in  every  portion  of  the  village  Cases*  were  reported 
ahnost  every  day  during  the  months  of  November  and  December, 
and  continued  during  the  winter  and  spring  and  at  intervals  during 
the  year  1879. 

Evidence  of  infectiouB  communication  of  tJie  disease.  —  As  re- 
gards the  infectious  communication  of  the  disease,  I  have  not  the  least 
doubt,  especially  when  it  assumes  tho  malignant  type,  as  was  the 
case  in  very  many  instances  during  the  epidemic  in  Geneva.  I 
might  mention  numerous  cases  where  there  could  be  little  doubt  it 
was  communicated  from  one  to  another ;  for  example,  the  following : 

C.  H.  Carpenter,  M.  D.,  one  of  our  physicians,  had  been  in  at- 
tendance upon  a  number  of  malignant  cases  which  proved  fatal, 
including  his  only  son,  11  years  of  age,  who  died  November  23,  1878. 
On  the  26th  oi  November,  three  days  later,  Dr.  Carpenter  was 
attacked  with  malignant  diphtheria  and  died  on  the  1st  day  of 
December.  On  the  29th  of  November,  his  brother,  Prof.  Stephen 
Oarpenter  of  Madison  University,  Wis.,  a  strong,  robust  looKing 
man,  came  to  visit  his  brother  and  administer  to  his  wants.  He 
remained  with,  and  assisted  in  the  care  of  his  brother  until  his  death. 
December  3,  Prof.  Carpenter  was  taken  sick  in  the  same  house,  and 
died  December  7,  1878. 

Miss  O ,  a  young  lady  who  returned  from  school  in  Can- 
ada to  spend  two  weeks'  vacation  at  home,  five  miles  from  Geneva, 
came  to  this  village  to  do  some  shopping  and  call  upon  a  friend  who 
was  just  recovermg  from  diphtheria.  Two  days  after  she  was 
attacked.     She  died  on  the  fourth  day  of  her  sickness. 

A  physician  was  called  out  of  town  to  attend  a  child-birth,  after 
having  visited  a  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  as  usual,  daily. 
Within  three  days  three  children  in  that  family  were  attacked  with 
diphtheria,  and  they  all  died  within  a  week,  no  obvious  local  cause 
was  found,  and  the  family  resided  out  of  the  village.  I  recall  many 
cases  where,  in  my  opinion,  the  disease  was  communicated  by  its 
infectious  character. 

Evidence  of  local  contributing  causes, — I  would  say,  as  regards 
the  evidences  of  any  local  contributing  cause,  that  I  believe,  in  sudi 
old  towns  as  Geneva,  where  filth  has  been  accumulating  for  years, 
and  where  there  is  no  regular  system  of  drainage  and  the  soil  is 
thoroughly  saturated  with  impurities  and  poisonous  gases,  such  con- 
ditions have  an  influence  and  thus  act  as  contributing  causes  to 
aggravate  whatever  form  of  disease  is  prevalent,  be  it  diphthen':, 
scarlet  fever  or  any  other  zymotic  disease.  Our  village  was  not  m 
a  proper  sanitary  condition  during  the  epidemic. 
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Some  of  the  most  malignant  cases  of  diphtheria  were  near  Castle 
creek,  and  also  Cemetery  creek.  The  former  starts  opposite  T.  C. 
Maxwell  &  Co.'s  nursery  office,  and  extending  to  the  canal,  empties 
itself  between  the  canal  bridge  and  S.  L.  Jones'  lumber  yard  All 
along  the  length  of  this  creek,  from  the  starting-point  at  "Maxwell's, 
there  may  be  found  drains  from  dwellings  on  both  sides  of  the  creek 
emptying  their  contents  into  this  open  sejv^er,  as  well  as  many  privies 
built  over  the  same,  which  increase  the  filth.  During  the  summer 
months,  and  until  after  fall  rains,  this  creek  is  nearly  dry  and  does 
not  carry  off  the  refuse  matter  which  consequently  remains  upon 
the  bed  of  the  creek  for  months. 

Cemetery  creek,  starting  from  Hamilton  street,  is  the  outlet  for 
all  di'ains  and  sewerage  for  the  village,  north  of  Hamilton  street, 
and  all  west  of  Poiutney  street,  including  all  on  Washington, 
William,  High,  Milton  and  Castle  streets,  from  North  Main,  and  all 
tlie  stores  and  dwellings  on  Seneca  and  Castle  streets,  the  creek  run- 
ning between  the  streets  and  in  the  rear  of  the  main  business  blocks 
of  our  village,  all  emptving  into  Cemetery  creek,  which  has  its  out- 
let in  the  rear  of  P.  fiiley's  premises  on  Exchange  street.  This 
creek,  during  the  year  1878,  was  in  bad  condition  and  very  offensive. 
This  summer  (1880)  the  village  has  constructed  a  barrel  sewer  from 
the  lake  back  to  Linden  street. 

We  have  a  creek  extending  south  from  Hamilton  street  to  Mile 
point  and  into  Seneca  lake.  AH  south  of  Hamilton  and  on  the  west 
side  of  Main  street  drains  into  this  ditch,  which  passes  through  the 
college  campus.  There  is  very  little,  if  any,  water  in  this  creek  except 
in  spring  and  during  the  rainy  season.  The  descent  is  very  gradual 
and  the  stream  verv  sluggish  at  best,  and  during  1878  and  1879  was 
in  bad  condition. 

On  the  east  side  of,  Main  street,  from  Mile-point  to  Seneca  street, 
we  find  most  drains  running  to  the  lake  or  to  cess-pools  upon  their 
own  premises.  The  north  and  east  portion  of  our  village  has  little 
provision  for  drainage,  and  consequently  the  slops  from  the  dwellings 
are  cast  iipon  the  surrounding  gi'ounds.  The  lake  south  of  the 
Franklin  House  to  the  long  pier  has  been  in  a  filthy  condition, 
owing  in  part  to  the  low  water  in  the  lake,  and  also  to  the  fact  that 
the  drains  are  uncovered,  and  empty  their  contents  upon  the  surface 
at  the  water's  edge.  There  has  been  a  change  for  the  better  in  this 
portion  of  the  viflage,  from  filling  in  with  dry  soil,  etc. 

So  much  for  the  condition  of  the  different  portions  of  our  village 
during  the  years  1878-79,  but  how  much  these  conditions  con- 
tributed toward  causing  diphtheria  I  am  not  able  to  say. 

Sanitary  state  of  cellars^  wells^  privies^  cess-pools^  chip-yards  and 
ot/ier  surroundings  of  houses,  —  i'he  cellars  in  certain  portions  of 
the  village  are  in  a  bad  sanitary  state  from  the  fact  that  they  have 
no  opportunity  of  draining  except  into  the  street,  which  is  not  prac- 
tical, unless  a  common  sewer  can  be  furnished  into  which  individual 
drains  may  empty. 

The  wells  in  certain  portions  of  the  town  are  surrounded  by  privy 
vaults,  within  a  few  feet,  and  as  the  vaults  are  not  water  tight  the 
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fiofl  becomes  saturated,  the  fluid  contents  of  privy  vaults  filter 
through  the  soil  ai^d  into  the  wells  and  the  water  becomes  contami- 
nated and  unfit  for  use,  as  I  will  show  hereafter. 

It  has  been  the  custom,  and  is  still  practiced,  whenever  the  privy 
vault  becomes  filled,  to  remove  the  privy  and  dig  a  new  vault  and 
cover  over  the  old  one.  One  citizen,  who  has  only  a  small  lot,  said  to 
me,  "  I  tried  to  find  a  spot  for  my  privy,  and  dug  down  five  different 
times  and  each  suucessive  attempt  struck  an  old,  filled-up  vault;" 
in  the  midst  of  these  he  has  a  well !  What  can  we  expect  from  soil 
eo  thoroughly  saturated  for  years  with  filth  1  and  there  are  fifty 
sTich  vaults  to  the  acre,  with  accumulations  of  half  a  century.  Very 
many  of  the  privy  vaults  were  in  bad  condition,  during  the  epi- 
demic. 

Only  a  few  cess-pools  are  used  in  Geneva,  and  the  majority  of  those 
are  well  taken  care  of,  I  think ;  cleaned  two  or  three  times  a  year, 
and  now  used  in  connection  with  drainage  and  the  water-works. 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  an}*^  complaints  arising  from  chip-yards, 
etc.,  but  frequent  complaints  are  entered  from  hog- pens,  which  are 
allowed  within  the  corporation  (but  not  within  200  feet  of  any  resi- 
dence), also  from  the  stabling  of  cows,,  storing  of  super  phosphates, 
guano  and  other  fertilizers,  all  of  which  have  been,  and  are  still, 
allowed  in  the  village  corporation. 

In  looking  over  our  records  1  find  quite  a  number  of  cases  of 
Karlatina  reported  from  the  first  of  May  to  September,  1878, 
and  a  few  cases  during  the  fall  of  1879.  Croup  did  not  prevail  to 
any  extent.  Two  eases  of  diphtheritic  laryngitis  proved  fatal  in  one 
family  where  three  were  sick  during  the  epidemic,  October,  1878. 
These  children  were  subject  to  croup. 

The  number  of  deaths  hy  diphtheria. —  I  here  give  the  report  of 
mortality,  as  arranged  in  September,  1879,  which  wul  include  all  cases 
reported  from  May  18,  1878,  to  September,  1879.  Other  cases  oc- 
curred after  September,  1879,  but  the  ratio  of  deaths,  etc.,  would 
probably  remain  the  same.

Of  the  448  cases  reported,  373  were  of  persons  who  used  well 
water. 

The  families  in  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  cases  used  well 
water  and  had  §ixty  deaths ;  the  families  in  sixty-three  cases  used 
** White  Spring"  water  and  had  twelve  deaths;  the  families  in 
three  cases  used  filtered  rain  water  and  had  three  deaths ;  the  fami- 
lies in  nine  cases  used  boiled  well  water  and  had  five  deaths ;  total, 
eighty  deaths. 

As  r^rds  the  question  of  drainage,  we  have  the  following :  Of 
the  448  cases  reported  —

Our  village  is  supplied  in  part  by  the  "  White  Spring  "  water,  fur- 
nished by  the  Geneva  Water  Company,  which  has  always  been  con- 
sidered very  excellent  water.  During  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria, 
many  causes  were  given  for  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  and  among 
the  most  prominent  was,  that  it  had  its  origin  in  impure  water. 

Accordmgly  Prof.  Breneman,  of  Cornell  University,  made  a  care- 
ful investigation  of  this  question,  and  1  am  indebted  to  him  for 
the  following  facts,  and  also  to  Prof.  Z.  H.  Potter,  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, who  resides  here,  and  who  aided  in  compiling  facts  in  rela- 
tion to  the  different  analyses. 

In  selecting  waters  lor  analysis  they  were  chosen  from  localities 
where  diphtheria  had  prevailed,  because  it  was  hoped  that  the 
analysis  might  lead,  if  possible,  to  a  discovery,  at  least,  of  the  con- 
ditions favorable  to  the  existence  of  that  fearful  disease. 

Two  careful  qualitative  and  quantitative  analyses  were  made  of 
the  White  Spring  water,  the  constituents  of  which  are  as  fol- 
lows:

This  was  pronounced  excellent  water  for  drinking  purposes.  An 
improvement  perhaps  would  be  to  make  the  water  soft,  which  could 
be  readily  done  by  adding  lime,  thereby  liberating  the  carbonic  acid 
from  the  carbonate  of  Time  which  the  water  hmds  in  solution  and 
which  renders  it  hard.  This  might  be  accomplished  by  means  of 
an  additional  reservoir  where  the  lime  could  be  added  before  the 
water  is  distributed  to  the  public. 

Now  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  an  analysis  of  the  water 
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from  the  well  on  the  premises  of  the  lamented  Dr.  C.  H.  Carpenter, 
but  allow  me  to  add  that  Dr.  Carpenter  did  not  use  this  water,  but 
drank  filtered  cistern  water.     The  following  is  the  analysis :

Besides  being  rich  in  nitric  acid  and  chlorine  the  water  of  these 
two  wells  contains  .285  and  .555  grains  of  albuminoid  ammonia  per 
gallon,  1  grain  of  which  is  regarded  by  sanitarians  as  the  limit  of 
safety  in  all  cases.  Albuminoid  ammonia  is  regarded  as  the  most 
dangerous  agent  in  all  impure  waters,  for  it  appears  to  help  carry  the 
^rms  of  typhoid  fever  and  other  zymotic  diseases  into  the  system. 
The  free  ammonia  conveys  into  the  air  some  of  the  less  volatile 
products  of  putrefaction.  If  a  well  water  contains  such  constituents 
what  must  be  the  sanitary  conditions  surrounding  the  locality  from 
which  such  water  is  derived  as  well  as  of  the  air  about  and  .above 
such  locality  ? 

The  water  from  the  public  pump  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Castle 
streets,  at  Mr.  Gaspers,  gives  the  following  analysis :

Save  in  the  item  of  chlorine  this  water  is  not  bad,  but  if  it  be 
good  to-day,  it  may  be  bad  to-morrow  ;  for  the  well  water  of  all  old 
towns  is  liable  to  become  impure  at  any  time.

It  will  be  seen  that  this  water  contains  so  much  albuminoid 
ammonia  as  to  render  it  dangerous.     It  should  at  least  be  filtered. 

We  present  a  table  of  the  amount  of  chlorine  per  gallon,  in  a 
number  of  well  waters  including  that  of  the  White  Spring,  in  order 
to  «how  -the  distribution  of  chlorine  in  the  soil  of  the  village.  We 
also  give  in  comparison  the  average  amount  of  chlorine  per  gallon 
in  50  samples  of  English  sewage  taken  from  the  sewers  of  sixteen 
towns  where  water-closets  are  in  general  use.

The  sanitaiy  topography  of  Q&iieva. —  Let  us  make  a  broader 
generalization  from  the  facts  presented.  First  then,  why  is  there 
so  much  divereity  in  the  character  of  the  waters  found  within  so 
small  an  area  ?  Does  the  geological  formation  in  and  about  Geneva 
contain  in  itself  nitric  acid,  chlorine  and  albuminoid  ammonia  ? 

Geneva  is  situated  on  a  heavy  clay,  beneath  which  lies  a  coarse 
water-bearing  gravel.  Under  such  circumstances,  if  there  be  no 
constancy  in  the  character  of  the  water  obtained  from  adjacent  wells 
its  impurities  must  spring  from  local  causes,  and  if  from  local  causes, 
then  from  old  or  recent  impurities.  Old  impurities  formed  by  processes 
constantly  in  operation  are  found  in  the  soil  of  all  long^settled  cities 
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and  towns,  and  grave  doubts  arise  under  such  circumstances  as  to  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  good  water  from  wells  in  such  localities. 

Sanitary  precautions  adopted  or  neglected,  —  I  herewith  give 
copies  ^f  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  from  April 
8,  1878,  as  adopted  and  distributed  during  the  epidemic  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  directed. 

Castle  creek  was  limed  three  times  during  the  summer  and  fall, 
and  I  do  not  think  the  Board  neglected  any  sanitary  measure  which 
they  were  able  to  enforce.  Cemetery  creelc  was  flooded  in  Novem- 
ber, 1878,  with  White  Spring  water. 

Attempts  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  —  An  effort  was 
made  to  control  the  commingling  and  crowding  of  children  together, 
as  shown  by  ordinance  of  May  28, 1878,  as  seen  upon  the  next  page.

Sanitary  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Village  of  Geneva.

Geneva,  April  8,  1878. 

Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health — Present:  E.  M.  Maynard? 
J^resident.  Also,  Messrs.  S.  H.  Parker,  H.  R.  Clark.  M.  D.,  Geo. 
M-  Hemiup,  C.  H.  Carpenter,  Health  Officers  /  C.  P.  Waters,  In- 
spector^ and  W.  G.  Durrant. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  presented  the  following 
report  which  was,  on  motion,  accepted  : 

(1.)  No  person  shall,  between  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day 
of  November  next,  slaughter  or  kill  for  market  any  cattle,  sheep, 
swine  or  other  animals  within  the  bounds  of  the  corporation,  nor 
shall  use  or  occupy  any  slaughter-house,  building,  or  any  other  place 
within  said  bounds,  for  tr)'^ing  tallow,  fat  or  lard,  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(2.)  No  vegetable,  animal,  or  other  offensive  matter  shall  be  thrown 
or  deposited  in  any  of  the  gutters,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  vacant  lots 
or  paolic  parks  of  the  village,  or  into  Seneca  lake,  or  canal,  within 
the  bounds  of  said  village. 

(3.)  Every  place  where  swine  or  other  animals  are  kept  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  every  dav,  and  the  manure  closely  piled  and 
lined,  apd  every  kitchen  drain  shall  be  thoroughly  disinfected  at 
least  once  in  each  week,  and  every  privy  vault  and  cess-pool  at  least 
twice  in  each  week,  from  the  1st  day  of  May  until  the  1st  day  of 
November  next.  No  swine  shall  be  kept  or  penned  within  200 
feet  of  any  dwelling. 

(4.)  Every  person  owning,  occupying  or  using  any  premises  in  said 
village  is  hereby  ordered  to  abate  ana  remove  all  nuisances  from 
each  premises,  and  to  clfianse  and  purify  every  out-house,  privy  vault, 
kitchen  or  other  drain,  hog-pen,  barn  yard  or  other  place  situated  or 
belonging  or  appertaining  to  such  premises  before  the  1st  day  of 
May  next,  and  irom  time  to  time  thereafter,  until  the  1st  day  of 
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November  next,  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  same  from  being 
offensive  and  detrimental  to  the  public  health ;  and  to  abate  any 
nuisance  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  any  of  this  board  may 
direct. 

(5.)  All  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  erysipelas,  vario- 
loid and  small-pox  shall  be  immediately  reported  in  writing  to  the 
President  of  said  Board  of  Health,  or  to  the  health  oflScer  of  the 
Board,  by  both  tlie  attending  physician  and  the  head  of  the  family, 
^stating  in  said  report  the  disease,  name  of  patient  and  the  street  and 
number  of  his  or  her  residence. 

(6.)  Any  person  or  persons,  bringing  or  aiding  in  bringing  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  vill^e  ot  Geneva,  witnout  authority  from 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  village,  the  body,  cloth- 
ing or  bedding  of  any  person  who  died  of  any  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease,  shall  be  punished  for  a  misdemeanor,  according  to 
section  2  of  chapter  790,  Laws  of  1867. 

Every  person  who  shall  willfully  violate  or  refuse  to  obey  any 
order  or  regulation  so  made  and  published,  or  any  order  so  made  and 
served  or  posted  as  aforesaid,  shall.be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  or  im- 
'  prisonment,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  such  fine  not  to 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  such  imprisonment,  one  year. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  28, 1878,  the  following  ordinance 
Was,  on  motion,  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  published  in  the  village 
papers : 

Resolvedy  that  every  family  in  which  any  contagious  or  infections 
disease  may  occur  in  this  village  shall  hereafter,  during  the  time 
such  disease  exists  in  said  family,  restrain  as  far  as  possible  their 
children  from  intercourse  with  other  children  in  the  neighborhood,, 
and  shall  not  permit  them  to  attend  school  or  any  public  assembly, 
until  all  danger  of  contagion  has  passed. 

Any  person  violating  the  foregoing  regulation  shall  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Orders  and  Kegulattons  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  village  of  Geneva, 
held  October  14,  1878,  the  following  orders  and  r^ulations  were 
made  by  said  Board  and  ordered  published  in  the  Geneva  Gazette 
and  the  Geneva  Courier^  and  a  copy  thereof  left  by  the  attending 
physician  in  every  family  where  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
is  under  his  care  or  treatment : 

'^  The  body*of  every  person  who  has  died  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever  shall  be  immediately  inclosed  in  an  air-tight  coffin  or  burial 
case,  which  coffin  or  case  shall  not  be  opened  tliereafter ;  and  the 
interment  of  the  body  shall  be  made  within  thirty  hours  after  death. 

"  No  person  shall  enter  any  house  where  there  is  a  case  of  diphtheria 
or  scarlet  fever,  unless  invited  for  the  purpose  of  assistance,  until 
the  safety  of  such  visit  shall  be  assured  by  the  attending  physician ; 
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and  no  visit  shall  be  made  after  death,  except  as  aforesaid,  until 
the  body  is  encased  for  burial,  as  required  by  the  foregoing  order  of 
the  Board. 

"Any  person  who  shall  willfully  violate  or  refuse  to  obey  either  of 
the  foregoing  orders  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  prescribed  by  law.  (Sec.  2,  chap.  790, 
Laws  of  1867.)

Bulletin  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health,  held  Monday  even- 
ing, December  2,  most  of  the  physicians  of  Geneva  were  present  by 
invitation,  from  whom  suggestions  were  solicited  relating  to  the 
improvement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  village.  As  a  result 
of  such  conference,  the  Board  of  Health  promulgate  the  following 

Recommendations : 

"^  That  every  housekeeper  fumigate  his  premises  by  burning  tar, 
pitch,  rosin,  or  sulphur,  in  yard  or  garden  ;  also,  rake  up  and  remove 
OP  bum  all  decayed  or  decaying  leaves,  and  all  vegetables  or  animal 
matter;  also  to  thoroughly  disinfect  all  water-closets,  cess-pools, 
kitchens  and  other  drains,  by  a  free  and  frequent  use  of  carbolic 
add,  chloride  of  lime,  copperas,  or  other  effective  disinfectant." 


DYSENTERY  ON  LONG  ISLAND. 


The  occurrence  of  house-epidemics  of  bowel  diseases,  especially  if 
*  the  disease  is  dysentery  appearing  suddenly,  fatally  and  in  only  a  few 
scattered  dwellings,  as  was  the  case  at  Southampton,  should  incite  to 
prompt  inquiry.  The  following  brief  account  of  the  sudden  outbreak 
of  dysentery  in  a  few  old  homesteads  in  this  little  village,  renowned 
for  healthf ulness,  has  been  received  from  summer  residents  there 
who  recognized  the  fatal  relation  of  cess-pools,  and  other  sources  of 
excremental  defilement,  to  tlie  domestic  wells. 

[From  Summer  ResidentB  at  Southampton,  L.  I.] 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen  —  In  view  of  the  fact  that,  during  the  past  two 
months,  ten  cases  of  dysentery  have  occurred  in  the  village  of  South- 
ampton, Long  Island,  with  a  mortality  of  two  adults  and  one  child, 
we,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  that  place,  would  respectfully 
request  of  your  honorable  body  that  an  investigation  into  the  causes 
of  the  disordqi  be  made. 

In  conducting  this  investigation  we  would  deem  it  a  privilege  to 
aid  you  in  any  way  in  our  power.     At  the  same  time  we  would  sug- 

fjest,  for  fear  of  exaggerated  reports  concerning  the  matter,  that  as 
ittle  publicity  as  possible  be  given  to  your  action.

A  Brief  Account  of  Dysentebt  as  rr  prevailed  and  as  it  was 

INVESTIGATED  AT  SOUTHAMPTON,  L.  I.,  IN  1880. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  York : 

The  following  report  in  regard  to  an  outbreak  which  occur- 
red at  Southampton,  Long  Island,  during  the  past  summer,  is  far- 
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nislied  in  compliance  with  your  request  for  the  information  and  use 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  : 

On  account  of  certain  data  which  I  hoped  would  be  available  in 
its  preparation,  but  which  are  not  yet  in  my  possession,  this  report 
is  not  yet  as  complete  as  I  could  have  desired ;  but  enough  facts 
have,  1  think,  been  collected  to  prove,  with  reasonable  Qertainty, 
that  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  was  due  to  wholly  preventable 
causes,  and  to  leave  the  Board  in  no  doubt  as  to  the  kind  of  measures 
which  it  ought  to  suggest,  and  if  possible  enforce,  in  order  that  a 
repetition  oi  the  trouble  may  be  avoided  in  the  future. 

JOaring  the  past  two  summers  I  have  spent  some  five  months  in 
the  village  of  Southampton,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine, 
and  have,  therefore,  had  considerable  opportunity  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  hygienic  conditions  prevailing  there ;  but  at  the 
outset  of  my  report  it  is  only  right  that  I  should  acknowledge  mv 
CTeat  indebtedness  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
lor  valuable  advice  in  regard  to  its  preparation,  and  for  kindly  ac- 
companying me  to  Southampton  in  the  early  part  of  October,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  personal  examination  of  the  premises  of 
the  families  in  which  the  dysentery  occurred. 

The  portion  of  Long  Island  in  which  the  village  is  situated  has 
always  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  extreme  healthfulness,  which  is, 
indeed,  abundantly  confirmed  by  statistics  prepared  with  much 
c:are  by  physicians  of  the  Island ;  and  this  is,  no  doubt,  to  a  ^reat 
extent,  tne  reason  why  with  each  year  it  4ias  become  the  summer 
resort  of  increasing  numbers  from  the  city.  The  advantages  and 
characteristics  of  Southampton  in  this  respect,  as  well  as  certain  dan- 
gers to  which  it  is  exposed,  cannot  perhaps  be  better  stated  than  in 
the  following  letter  on  the  subject  which  I  have  received  from  Dr. 
Albert  H.  Buck,  of  Kew  York,  who  for  quite  a  long  period  has 
made  it  the  residence  of  his  family  for  at  least  five  months  out  of 
the  vear : 

"T[  have  always  considered  Southampton  a  remarkably  healthy 
place.  The  greater  part  of  the  time  tlie  wind  blows  from  the  ocean 
toward  the  land,  and,  consequently,  the  inhabitants  of  that  region 
are  supplied,  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  with  an  air  as  pure  as  that 
wliich  can  be  found  anywhere  in  the  world.  So  far  as  the  air  is 
concerned,  therefore,  we  have  only  to  consider  to  what  degree  it  may 
l>ecome  contaminated  by  injurious  local  emanations.  I  can  -think  of 
only  one  possible  source  of  serial  contamination,  and  that  is  the 
^  town  pond."  There  are  no  swamps  near  Southampton,  and  there 
are  no  loul  collections  of  refuse,  of  any  size,  on  the  surface  of  the 
^und.  There  are,  however,  at  times,  masses  of  decaying  vegeta- 
tion on  the  surface  of  the  "  town  pond,"  and  these  masses  are  some- 
times so  considerable  that  some  injurious  influence  may  very  well 
spread  from  them  to  the  general  atmosphere  lying  immediately  over 
and  around  the  pond.  This  body  of  water,  which  is  fed  bv  numer- 
ous springs,  and  which,  furthermore,  is  simply  an  exposed  portion 
of  that  great  subsoil  lake  which  stretches  from  one  end  oi  Long 
LJand  to  the  other,  is  filled  with  a  profuse  growth  of  living  vegeta- 
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tion.  This  living  vegetation  purifies  the  water,  and  is,  therefore, 
per  se^  unobjectionable ;  but  the  center-boards  of  our  sail-boats  and, 
to  a  lesser  degree,  the  oars  of  our  row-boats  are  incessantly  busy  in 
tearing  up  these  weeds.  They  rise  to  the  surface,  are  blown  by  the 
wind  into  sheltered  places  along  the  shore,  there  rot  on  the  surface 
of  the  water,  and  give  forth  emanations  which  can  easily  be  recog- 
nized by  the  sense  of  smell.  These  emanations  may  contaminate 
the  air ;  otherwise,  the  lake  is,  I  believe,  perfectly  harmless.  Al- 
though it  has  no  visible  outlet,  it  has  an  invisible  one  (through  the 
sandy  beach)  which  answers  all  the  practical  purposes  of  an  outlet. 
I  am  familiar  with  the  drainage  ana  cess-pool  arrangements  of  the 
different  cottages  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  lake,  and  I  do  not 
know  of  a  single  instance  in  which  refuse  matters  are  allowed  to  flow 
into  this  mass  of  water  or  into  the  soil  along  its  shores. 

"  So  far,  then,  as  the  air  of  Southampton  is  concerned,  I  know  of 
no  sources  of  contamination  beyond  those  which  I  have  mentioned, 
and  which  may  readily  be  remedied.  The  porous  soil  of  Southamp- 
ton, and  the  almost  entire  absence  of  non-porous  strata  of  clay,  have 
a  great  deal  to  do,  I  believe, with  the  healthf ulness  of  the  place.  There 
is  probably  not  a  house  in  the  village  which  is  built  on  ground  the 
surface  of  which  is  nearer  to  that  of  the  subsoil  water  than  six  feet. 
Quite  near  the  ocean,  where  one  or  two  of  the  cottages  have  been 
built,  the  interval  may,  indeed,  be"  only  three  feet ;  but  these  cottages 
ire  -built  on  piers,  at  least  two  feet  above  the  ground,  and  with  the 
sides  fully  exposed  to  the  currents  of  the  air.  These  conditions  of 
soil,  which  are  so  unfavorable  to  malaria  and  to  rheumatic  affections, 
are,  however,  eminently  favorable  to  the  contamination  of  the  sources 
of  drinking  water,  commonly  employed  at  Southampton.  Here,  I 
think,  lies  the  great  danger  to  the  lives  and  health  of  those  who 
spend  their  summers  there,  or  at  any  other  village  on  the  south  side 
of  Long  Island." 

So  long  as  the  houses  are  occupied  by  only  five  or  six  human  beings, 
the  chances  of  serious  contamination  are  not  very  great ;  but  when 
the  population  is  quadrupled  or  quintupled,  as  it  is  during  July  and 
August,  the  danger  of  contamination  from  privies,  such  as  are  uni- 
versally employed  in  Southampton,  and  other  small  towns  or  villages, 
is  so  great  that  we  can  safely  predict  a  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  and 
dysenteric  affections,  or  of  something  worse  (typhoid  fever).  If  every 
visitor  would  engage  his  board  and  room  only  on  condition  that  the 
pail  system  (or  some  similar  plan)  should  be  adopted,  the  desired  cure 
of  existing  evils  would  speedily  be  accomplished.  In  a  minor  de- 
gree the  careless  disposal  of  slops  and  garbage  may  exert  a  contami- 
nating influence  upon  the  drinking  water.  The  privy  system,  how- ' 
ever,  is  undoubtedly  the  chief  source  of  danger."  The  "  town  pond" 
mentioned  by  Dr.  Suck  is  a  fresh-water  lake,  nearly  a  mile  in  length, 
extending  north  and  south,  from  near  the  center  of  the  village  to 
within  a  few  rods  of  the  ocean. 
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As  will  be  seen  from  what  follows,  we  have,  then,  the  history  of 
a  well-defined,  although  not  wide-spread,  house-epidemic  of  dysen- 
tery occurring  in  a  village  whose  locality  (as  its  past  history  proves, 
ani  as  one  would  certainly  infer  from  the  conditions  stated  in  the 
above  communication)  is  naturally  one  of  the  most  salubrious  that  it 
is  possible  to  imagine,  and  yet  whose  soil  is  just  of  such  a  character 
as  to  permit  the  poisoning  of  wells  by  a  local  defilement  whenever 
circumstances  arise  which  are  favorable  to  such  a  contamination. 
The  investigation  which  has  been  made  of  the  premises  belonging  to 
the  different  houses  in  which  the  disease  occurred  has  in  almost  every 
instance  demonstrated  the  very  strong  probability  of  its  origin  in 
contaminated  drinking  water,  and  a  reference  to  tne  meteorological 
conditions  which  prevailed  during  the  season  adds  such  striking  con- 
firmation to  this  supposition  as  to  carry  positive  conviction  to  the 
nind  of  any  one  who  is  familiar  with  the  subject  of  house-drainage 
and  water  supply.     I  had  expected  to  embody  in  this  report  careful 
meteorological  records  for  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July  and 
August,  1880,  in  the  region  of  Long  Island,  where  Southampton  is 
situated,  but  these,  unfortunately,  have  not  yet  been  received.     It  is 
however,  the  unanimous  testimony  of  a  number  of  carefid  observers 
in  the  village,  with  whom   I  have   conversed  on   the   subject,   that 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  a  very  severe  drought  prevailed, 
while  in  the  early  part  of  July  there  were  heavy  rains,  which  re- 
curred also  later  in  the  month.    iN  ow  this  occurrence  of  sudden  and  ex- 
cessive rain-fall  succeeding  a  more  or  less  prolonged  season  of  drought, 
constitutes  precisely  tlie  condition  vrhich,  in  the  opinion  of  the  best 
authorities,  is  most  liable  to  occasion  a  washing  of  organic  matters 
from  cess-pools  and  privy-\vell8  into  the  surrounding  soil ;  whence, 
if  the  latter  is  sufliciently  poroud,  they  are  very  likely  to  wash  their 
way  into  the  drinking  water,  even  when  the  well  is  at  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  primary  source  of  contamination.' 

In  order  that  the  location  of  the  houses  in  which  dysentery  oc- 
curred may  be  better  understood,  I  have  prepared  the  accompany- 
ing rough  diagram  of  a  considerable  portion  oi  the  village ;  in  which 
the  position  of  every  house  where  a  case  of  it  is  known  to  have  ex- 
isted is  represented  with  sufficient  accuracy  for  all  practical  purposes. 
The  numbers  marked  thereon  do  not,  however,  indicate  the  chrono- 
logical order  in  which  the  cases  appeared,  with  the  exception  of 
number  one,  which  designates  the  house  where  the  first  case  occurred. 

The  first  heavy  rain  of  the  season  occurred  on  the  5tli  of  July, 
and  the  first  case  of  dysentery  made  its  appearance  on  the  9th. 
The  patient  was  a  lad  about  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  niedical  aid 
was  summoned  for  him  on  the  10th.  His  parents  attributed  the 
origin  of  the  attack  to  the  fact  that  he  had  gone  in  bathing  while 
overheated,  and  remained  in  the  water  for  an  hour ;  but  none  of  the 
boys  who  went  bathing  with  him  had  dysentery.  About  the  time 
of  his  illness  two  of  his  brothers  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  but  the  lat- 
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terdoes  not  eeem  to  have  been  very  severe.     A  careful  examination 
of  the]^mise8  reveals  the  following  facts.*

Soon  after  the  above  date  the  only  child  of  one  of  the  families,  a  boy 
two  years  and  four  months  old,  was  taken  with  dysentery,  and  the 
physician  who  was  called  to  attend  him  condemned  the  water  of  the 
well  as  unfit  for  use.  It  was  a  well-marked  case ;  but  the  child  re- 
covered. Very  soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  attack  the  old- 
est child  of  the  second  family,  a  boy  of  eleven  years,  was  seized  with 
tlie  disease.  He  was  ill  for  over  a  week,  and  recovered.  About  the 
last  week  in  July  the  youngest  child,  two  years  and  two  months  old, 
was  taken,  and  on  the  23d  of  August  died.  During  this  period  the 
second  child,  a  boy  five  years  of  age,  was  attacked,  and  had  bloody 
dischai^es  for  two  days ;  but  in  this  case  the  disease  yielded  promptly 
to  treatment,  and  the  child  made  a  rapid  recovery.  On  the  day  that 
the  youngest  child  died  a  new  well  was  dug;  but  it  is  stated  that  at 
the  present  time  the  water  in  this  is  scarcely  better  than  was  that  in 
tlie  old  well,  which  was  at  once  filled  up.

(30)  feet.  The  surface-soil  is  two  and  a  half  (2J)  feet  deep,  and  con- 
sists of  a  sandy  loam.

nineteen  years  of  age,  who  had  previously  fceen 
in  delicate  health,  died  of  acute  bilious  dysentery ; 
her  illnesi^  lasting  from  the  5th  to  the  12th  of  Au- 
gust. There  were  also  in  the  family  three  cases 
of  diarrhoea,  two  of  them  quite  severe. 

Dwelling  about  four  (4)  feet  below  level  of  rail- 
way station.  The  ground  slopes  toward  the  south.  Elevation  of  privy- 
floor  above  house-floor,  two  (2)  feet.  Distance  of  privy-floor  above 
surface  at  well,  three  and  a  half  (3^)  feet ;  well  in  the  house.  Dis- 
tance of  bottom  of  well  below  level  of  privy-floor,  twenty-five  (25) 
feet.  Distance  of  privy-vault  from  rear  of  house,  thirty-six  (36)  feet. 
Distance  of  privy  from  well,  fifty-four  (54)  feet.  The  surface-soil, 
which  is  a  sandy  loam,  is  one  and  a  half  (1^)  feet  deep. 

Premises  No.  10. 

The  case  which  occurred  in  this  house  was  the  C2  P 

last  one  of  dysentery  that  occurred  in  the  village, 
so  far  as  is  tnown.  The  patient,  who  was  a  lad 
fifteen  years  of  age,  was  taken  the  latter  part  of 
August,  and  was  ill  for  three  weeks.  He  suffered 
from  diarrhoea  (which  was  attributed  at  the  time 
to  the  eating  of  green  apples)  for  some  time  before 
the  dysenteric  symptoms  set  in. 

The  dwelling  is  about  on  a  level  with  the  railway  station.     The 
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gronud  elopes  toward  the  south-east.  The  well,  which  is  in  the  house, 
id  a  driven  one,  and  the  distance  to  water  is  about  twenty -six  (26) 
ieet  The  privy  is  thirty-three  (33)  feet  from  the  nearest  portion  of 
the  house,  and  forty-two  (42)  feet  from  the  well.

(4S)  feet.  Distance  of  privy  from  well,  sixty-eight  (68)  feet.  Dis- 
tance of  cess- pool  from  well,  forty  (40)  feet.  The  soil  is  about  four 
feet  deep,  consisting  of  a  strong  loam.

The  dwelling  is  about  on  a  level  with  the  railway  station.  The 
cnx>und  slopes  m  a  south-easterly  direction.     The  privy-floor  is  one

(l)  foot  lower  than  the  top  of  the  well,  and  one  and  a  half  (1^)  feel 
lower  than  the  house-floor.  The  well  is  in  the  house,  and  contains 
three  (3)  feet  of  water.  The  distance  to  water  is  twenty-eieht  (2S 
feet.  The  bottom  of  the  well  is  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  below  the 
privj'^-floor.  Distance  of  privy  from  house,  fifty  (50)  feet.  Distance 
of  privy  from  well,  sixty  (60^  feet.  The  surface-soil  is  a  strong  loam 
about  four  (4)  feet  deep.  The  kitchen  refuse  runs  to  the  cess-pool, 
over  one  hundred  (100)  feet  distant,  through  a  drain-pipe  undei 
ground. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  from  the  9th  of  July  to  the  1st  of  Sep- 
tember there  were  seventeen  known  cases  of  dysentery  occurring  m 
thirteen  diflEerent  houses,  and  that  of  these  four  proved  fatal.  No 
case  is  known  to  have  occurred  after  the  first  oi  September.  On 
account  of  the  extreme  permeability  of  the  soil  at  Southampton,  it 
is  not  diflScult  to  see  how  dysentery  might  easily  be  caused  by  pollu- 
tion of  well-water  in  any  one  of  the  premises  which  have  been  de- 
scribed in  the  preceding  pages ;  but  in  some  of  them  the  conditions 
are  so  peculiarly  favorable  to  such  pollution  that  the  wonder  is  that 
the  disease  did  not  attack  a  much  greater  number  of  individuals  and 
was  not  far  more  fatal  in  its  effects.  Take,  for  instance,  premises 
number  ten,  where  the  last  case  occurred,  premises  number  nine, 
where  the  young  lady  from  New  York  died,  and  premises  number 
seven,  where  there  were  four  cases,  with  one  death.  In  the  first, 
the  floor  of  the  privy,  which  is  only  forty-two  feet  distant  from  the 
well,  is  four  feet  above  the  top  of  the  latter,  while  the  ground  slopes 
directly  from  the  privy  toward  the  well ;  and  the  general  state  of 
affairs  is  precisely  the  same  at  the  others. 

In  regard  to  the  character  of  the  soil,  I  am  informed  by  Mr,  Pier- 
son,  who  took^the  measurements  given  above,  and,  being  a  life-Ion^ 
resident  of  Southampton,  is  perfectly  familiar  with  the  matter,  that 
all  the  surface-soil  north  of  premises  number  one  is  a  light  sandy 
loam,  not  over  two  feet  in  depth,  and  often  less.  South  of  this 
point  there  is  a  stronger  loam,  from  two  to  four  feet  deep,  and  there 
are  occasional  veins  or  pockets  where  the  loam  is  much  aeeper ;  but 
these  are  not  frequent,  and  of  small  extent  when  they  do  occur.  Be- 
low the  loam  there  is  nothing  but  sand,  and  he  states  that  he  knows 
of  ^o  layers  of  clay  or  hard-pan  in  the  vicinity,  which  might  divert 
drainage  from  a  direct  downward  course.  All  the  wells  in  South- 
ampton are  very  low  this  season,  and  Mr.  Pierson  furthermore  informs 
me,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  upon  the  subject,  that  he  cannot  find 
any  one  who  has  obsen- ed  a  sudden  rise  of  water  after  severe  storms. 
The  effect,  if  any,  is  so  slight  as  to  be  unnoticed ;  which  is,  no  doubt, 
to  be  attributed  to  the  unusual  porosity  of  the  soil.  Those  laborers 
^  who  work  upon  wells  and  pumps,  and  are  careful  observers,  say  that 
about  eighteen  inches  is  the  extreme  difference  in  rise  and  tall  of 
water  in  the  wells,  and  that  this  does  not  occur  every  year,  but  at 
intervals  of  several  years. 

As  to  the  territory  invaded  by  the  disease,  it  is  worth  while  to 
note  that  ten  out  of  the  thirteen  houses  where .  dysentery  occurred 
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are  clustered  comparatively  closely  together,  and  that  they  are  situ- 
ated, to  a  certain  extent,  along  the  course  of  a  shallow  valley  extend- 
ing north  and  south  and  terminatinff  in  the  lake-basin.  The  essen- 
tial features  which  would  serve  to  demand  attention  in  a  study  of 
this  outbreak  are  three :  Its  brief  duration,  the  limited  number  and 
sfiecial  location  of  the  houses  aifected,  the  extreme  liability  of  the 
drinking-water  to  contamination  from  the  relations  of  the  wells  to 
the  sources  of  cloacal  defilement,  and  the  prolonged  drought  of  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  followed  by  the  heavy  rain-fall  on  July  5th 
and  during  a  considerable  part  of  the  month,  which  furnish  the  ordi- 
nary conditions  for  such  defilement  and  for  the  disease  which  results 
therefrom. 

The  occurrence  of  such  endemics,  which  involve  an  utterly  unne- 
cessary sacrifice  of  human  life,  to  say  nothing  of  the  suffering  and 
loss  of  time  they  entail,  is  unfortunately  only  too  common,  and  espe- 
cially at  the  searshore.  That  at  Babylon,  during  the  summer  of 
1ST9,  is  already  fresh  in  the  minds  of  many,  and  numbers  of  others 
might  be  cited.  In  this  connection  it  mav,  perhaps, .  be  well  to 
quote  the  brief  account  of  Ocean  Grove,  l^'ew  Jersey,  which  Dr. 
Hartshorne,  late  Professor  of  Hygiene  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, gives  in  the  little  volume,  entitled  "  Our  Homes,"  recently 
published  in  the  series  of  "American  Health  Primers."  "During 
the  first  two  or  three  years  of  its  settlement,"  he  says,  "  driven  wells 
for  drinking-water,  and  other  wells  for  house-wastes,  were  dug  side 
by  side,  on  small  lots,  not  many  feet  apart.  The  sandy  ground  per- 
mitted an  easy  mingling  of  waste  and  water-supply  in  the  common 
ground-water  of  the  place.  As  a  consequence,  almost  every  person 
who  visited  tli6  locality  went  through  a  seasoning  or  acclimating 
diarrhoea,  which,  especially  with  young  children,  involved  sometimes 
quite  a  serious  illness.  Fortunateh',  the  Ocean  Grove  Association^^ 
Ijecoming  aware  of  the  increasing  contamination  of  their  ground, 
took  judicious  measures  for  its  protection.  All  waste-wells  were 
made  (as  nearly  as  possible)  water-tight ;  and,  under  strict  regulation, 
they  were  all  periodically  cleaned  out  at  sufficiently  short  intervals 
to  avoid  atmospheric  contamination.  A  resident  of  the  place 
informed  me  that  the  local  diarrhoea  at  once  disappeared  under  these 
appropriate  improvements.  Other  watering-places  have  been  known 
to  suffer  great  disadvantage  from  analogous  defects,  not  always 
ascertained  until  after  they  nave  cost  some  lives  of  visitors  who  had 
sought  them  as  sanctuaries  of  health." 

Before  closing,  I  ought  not  to  neglect  to  mention  that  diarrhoeal 
trouble  was  much  more  prevalent  in  Southampton  during  the  past 
season  than  during  the  summer  of  1879,  when  there  was,  so  far  as  I 
am  aware,  little  or.  none  in  the  village.  Certainly  there  was  none 
whatever  among  the  families  from  the  cify,  or  if  there  was,  it  was 
50  slight  as  not  to  require  medical  aid.  This  year  I  was  called  upon 
to  treat  quite  a  number  of  cases,  and  three  of  them  were  of  such  an 
obstinate  character  that  in  spite  of  all  measures  that  could  be  adopted 
for  their  relief  the  trouble  still  persisted ;  and  it  finally  became  neceB- 
fiary  that  the  patients  should  go  elsewhere  before  a  cure  could  be 
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effected.  At  none  of  the  houses,  where  these  individuals  were,  was 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  especially  faulty,  ss  far  as 
could  be  ascertained ;  but  in  all  of  them  the  drinking-water  supply 
was  open  to  the  suspicion  at  least  of  contamination,  from,  the  nature 
of  the  surrounding  soil  and  the  character  of  the  privy- vaults. 

Even  among  some  of  the  cottages  near  the  snore  of  the  lake,  to 
which  Dr.  Buck  alludes  in  his  communication,  where  it  is  believed 
that  ,every  reasonable  precaution  has  been  taken  to  prevent  contami- 
nation of  the  drinking  water,  there  were  a  few  cases  of  diarrhcea, 
though  scarcely  any  of  them  were  severe  in  character.  Still  it  is  a 
fact,  ndWever,  that  not  a  single  case  of  dysentery  occurred  in  any 
house  at  Southampton  about  whose  premises  the  proper  precautions 
had  been  adopted.     * 

From  the  history  and  data  which  have  thus  been  given,  the  one 
leading  conclusion  to  be  derived  is,  that  there  h^  been  contamina- 
tion of  wells  by  means  of  human  excrement,  which  has  given  rise 
to  the  existence  of  serious  disease  in  a  locality  which  is  natually  one 
of  the  most  healthful  in  the  world.  If,  now,  this  is  thought  to  have 
been  substantiated  by  the  facts  collected  in  this  report,  the  only 
problem  is,  how  such  an  occurrence  is  to  be  prevented  m  the  future ; 
and  it  remains  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  recommend,  and,  if 
possible,  enforce,  the  adoption  of  such  measures  in  Southampton  as 
will  effectually  accomplish  this  object.  In  the  carrying  out  of  the 
good  work  I  can  state  with  confidence  that  the  Board  will  receive 
cordial  support  from  the  more  intelligent  land-owners ;  but  there 
may  remain  considerable  opposition  to  be  overcome  among  the  igno- 
rant and  prejudiced.

Report  of  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  at  Babylon,  L.  I. 

Early  last  summer,  physicians  practicing  in  Babylon  and  its 
vicinity  gave  information  concerning,  an  unexplained  outbreak,  and 
a  very  exceptional  mode  of  prevalence,  of  dysentery  in  certain  por- 
tions of  that  village  during  the  previous  autumn  and  winter. 

Dr.  Hewlett,  a  regular  correspondent  of  the  Board,  communicated 
information  which  rendered  it  desirable  to  have  the  facts  relating  to 
this  outbreak  carefully  investigated  while  the  events  at  Southampton 
were  under  investigation. 

These  two  villages,  situated  upon  nearly  the  same  levels  of  the 
sandy  plains  near  to  and  but  little  eleVated  above  tide-water,  have 
for  successive  generations  teen  renowned  for  their  natural  salubrity. 
Therefore  the  sudden  and  unlooked-for  outbreak  at  Southampton,  it 
was  believed,  might  throw  some  light  upon  the  causation  of  a  similar 
but  more  obstinate  kind  of  dysentery  that  had  so  recently  prevailed 
in  certain  portions  of  Babylon.  We  present  here  so  much  of  the 
records  and  investigation  as  has  been  satisfactorily  completed.     The 
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State  Board  of  Health  has  ordered  still  further  researches  to  be  made 
in  both  localities,  especially  as  respects  the  defilement  of  wells. 

To  ihQ  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 

Sib — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report.  The  ac- 
companying map,  drawn  by  Mr.  Jonathan  Sammis,  of  Babylon, 
comprises  the  priticipal  territory  that  was  invaded  by  the  disease, 
its  tidal  outlines  and  water-courses,  the  elevation  of  various  localities 
above  tide-level,  the  location  of  each  household  in  which  tlie  disease 
occurred,  the  relative  elevation  and  distance  of  the  privy-vault,  cess- 

nl,  and  well  of  each  household,  respectively,  in  twelve  selected 
lities,  also  the  localities  of  two  households  where  dysentery  was 
observed  in  1880,  and  that  of  three  dwellings  where  continued  fevers 
occurred  in  1880. 

Localities  where  dysentery  occurred  in  1879  and  1880  are  indicated 
bv  black  outlines. 

Area  of  mapped  district  comprises  nearly 2,900   sq.  acres. 

Total  population  of  mapped  district 1,900

.  It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  precise  date  of  the  development 
of  each  case,  or  even  the  date  of  its  occurrence  in  each  household,  as 
no  definite  record  of  cases  was  kept  by  the  attending  physicians. 
The  numbers  in  black  on  the  map  are  simply  for  convenience  in 
referring  to  different  households.  Our  surveyor  made  examinations 
and  measurements  at  twelve  households,  the  diagrams  of  which  are 
drawn  upon  the  margin  of  the  map.  He  has  also  recorded  thereon 
the  results  of  his  examinations,  with  diagrams,  made  at  three  other 
households  (not  numbered)  in  which  no  sickness  of  importance  has 
occurred  during  the  period  here  stated,  in  order  to  show  their  rela- 
tions to  the  infected  households. 

The  first  case  occurred  July  6,  1879,  at  number  43,  where  six 
others  were  developed  within  the  ensuing  month.  One  of  these 
cases,  aged  eighteen  months,  resulted  fatally.  About  a  week  later 
the  disease  appeared  at  number  44,  near  the  depot.  It  there  affected 
successively  a  group  of  five  persons,  all  within  a  period  of  about  three 
weeks.  Other  cases  appeared  in  the  latter  part  of  July  at  number  64, 
6S  and  70.  Then  for  a  period  of  two  or  three  weeks  the  visitation  was 
confined  to  a  locality  eastward  and  southward  of  the  cemetery.  At 
number  4  thei'e  were  five  cases  and  at  number  5  there  were  five 
cases.  During  the  middle  and  latter  part  of  August  a  number 
of  eases  occurred  in  the  central  part  of  the  village.  In  September 
and  October  the  majority  of  the  new  cases  occurred  in  the  eastern 
and  western  portions  of  the  southern  side  of  the  village.   At  number 
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23,  there  were  six  cases.  In  the  eastern  part  at  number  21,  tliero 
were  six  cases.  In  the  latter  section  there  was  scarcely  a  household 
in  which  one  or  more  cases  of  dysentery  did  not  occur.  Bordering 
the  east  bank  of  this  part  of  the  village,  extending  northward  as  far 
as  number  91,  and  westward  a  little  beyond  a  line  intersecting  the 
bridge,  is  a  layer  of  ferraginous  clay,  which  lies  at  a  depth  of  six 
or  eight  feet  below  the  surface.  Most  of  the  families  in  that  section 
use  water  from  springs  or  old  wells,  and  there  th6  bottoms  of  all  the 

?rivy  vaults  and  cess-pools  are  above  tliis  water-bearing  strata.* 
7(d  have'  no  evidence  that  this  hard  water-bearing  table  exists  in 
any  other  portion  of  the  inhabited  part  of  the  mapped  territory. 

During  November  and  in  the  early  part  of  December,  tlie  cases 
occurred  in  various  parts^of  the  mapped  district.  These  were  mainly 
individual  cases.  The  last  case  was  seen  December  5, 1879.  There 
were  no  intimate  relations  existing  between  the  families  in  which 
the  first  series  of  cases  occurred.  At  numbers  89  and  69,  two  cases 
of  the  second  attack  were  observed.  In  addition  to  the  above  cases, 
there  appeared  22  ciises  of  dysentery  in  1879,  outside  of  the  mapped 
district  but  within  the  post-oflSce  district.  AH  of  these  cases  recov- 
ered. Three  of  them  were  developed  on  the  islands  across  the  bay, 
which  are  situated  six  or  eight  miles  from  the  mainland. 

It  was  thought  probable  that  the  approach  of  colder  weather  put 
an  end  to  the  epidemic.  In  1880,  dysentery  in  the  epidemic  form 
occurred  in  the  two  households  both  situated  within  the  mapped  di.s- 
trict.  In  neither  house  had  the  disease  appeared  in  1879.  At  one 
house  (the  parsonage)  the  disease  first  attacked,  in  April,  two 
children  who  were  slowly  convalescing  from  a  severe  attack  of  mea- 
sles. Within  a  period  of  ten  days  four  other  inmates  of  the  same 
household  were  seized  with  dysentery.  Two  cases  resulted  fatally, 
—  one  of  the  children  who  had  just  had  measlej^  and  had  also  con- 
vulsions, and  a  young  lady,  aged  17.  No  other  case  was  observed 
until  October,  when  one  occurred  in  a  house  situated  above  the  rail- 
road, which  is  represented  by  a  diagram  in  ochre  color  upon  the 
map.  A  diagram  of  the  parsonage  is  also  represented,  with  well, 
cess-pool,  etc.,  upon  the  right  margin  of  the  map. 

Continued  fever  (enteric)  was  observed  in  three  households  in 
1880.  These  were  all  exempt  from  dysentery  in  both  years.  There 
were  no  cases  of  continued  lever  in  1879. 

The  type  of  dysentery  was  of  that  character  which  is  described  in 
the  books  on  "  Epidemic  Dysentery,"  and  the  majority  of  the  cases 
were  of  tlie  severer  form  oi  the  disease. 

No  records  of  the  ages  of  the  patients  were  kept,  but  ;ve  believe 
that  the  patients  were  mainly  persons  in  the  extremes  of  life.  Sev- 
eral nuraing  infants  were  among  the  number,  also  three  persons  who 
were  upwards  of  seventy.  During  the  latter  part  of  summer  and 
in  early  autumn,  we  observe  several  cases  of  the  acute  or  sporadic 
form  of  dysentery  in  every  year.     In  1880  we  have  had  fewer  of

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finch  cases  than  usual,  and  we  are  unable  to  account  for  the  specific 
cause  of  the  unprecedented  visitation  of  dysentery  in  1879.

On  visiting  the  town  of  Babylon,  with  Dr.  Hewlett,  and  carefully 
inspecting  the  limited  premises  where  dysentery  occurred,  the  fol- 
lowing points  were  submitted  to  an  observing  and  competent  sur- 
veyor residing  in  the  place :

Please  put  the  following  questions  to  Mr.  Sammis,  and  see  if  we 
can  obtain  accurate  statements  now,  before  the  exact  kinds  of  obser- 
vations are  commenced,  to  determine  the  arrangement  and  relations 
of  the  water-hearing  strata : 

(1.)  Where  are  there  limited  tables  of  hard-pan,  and  do  the 
depressed  grounds,  like  those  south-west  from  the  cemetery,  gene- 
rally have  such  thin  water- bearing  tables  ? 

(2.)  Of  what  are  they  composed  ?  Is  it  a  red  or  brown  clay,  with 
gravel  ?  How  thick  is  the  upper  table,  and  how  deep  is  it  below 
the  surface  ? 

(3.)  Does  lowering  and  raisins  the  great  pond  correspondingly 
affect  the  wells  ?  Does  the  tide  aSect  the  height  of  water  in  the  low- 
wells  ? 

(4.)  In  the  "  driven  "  wells,  are  the  qualities  of  water  various  in 
wells  of  different  depths  ? 

(5.)  At  what  depths  (along  streets  just  where  the  sickness  occur- 
red) is  the  distance  to  water  as  shown  in  shallow  excavations  2 

(6.)  Is  the  bottom  of  the  privy  vault  usually  upon  or  above  a  hard- 
pan  table  ? 

(7.)  Do  the  wells  usually  pass  througli  one  or  more  of  the  hard- 
pan  tables  ? 

(8.)  What  tangible  or  visible  evidence  is  there  that  the  ground- 
water has  a  rapia  soakage,  from  foul  or  other  places,  directly  into 
the  well  (as  at  the  parsonage)  ?

ISToTES,  Map  and  Dla.gbams  kelating  to  the  Region  described  in 

Dr.  Hewlett's  Report — Babylon,  L.  I. 

(1.)  From  my  personal  knowledge  I  only  know  of  hard-pan  in  the 
bed  of  creeks  and  streams  and  under  marshy  and. swampy  land. 
Well-diggers  claim  to  find  it  in  various  sections,  but  from  their 
Statements  it  must  be  about  on  a  level  with  the  beds  of  the  streams. 
After  passing  through  the  surface-soil  and  from  one  to  two  feet  of 
loam,  we  find  sand  and  gravel,  until  tlie  hard-pan  is  reached.  The, 
Babylon  cemetery  is  not  depressed  or  basin-like,  as  the  elevations  on 
the  map  will  show. 

(2.)  The  hard-pan  that  I  have  had  to  deal  with  is  from  four  to  six 
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inches  thick,  composed  of  a  dark  mixtnre  of  reddish-brown  clay, 
bam,  sand,  gravel,  and  some  iron.  A  pick  or  crowbar  is  required 
to  break  through  it.  The  depth  below  tne  surface,  as  far  as  I  under- 
stand, depends  upon  the  elevation  of  the  surface  above  the  bed  of 
the  stream,  well-diggers  estimate  from  six  to  fifteen  feet,  or  rather 
that  is  their  experience  upon  which  I  base  my  opinion. 

(3.)  The  lowering  and  raising  of  ponds  does  affect  shallow  wells. 
A  pond  with  five  feet  head,  when  let  down,  will  lower  the  water  in 
wells  which  are  from  300  to  400  feet  away,  at  least  one  foot  in  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  pond  is  down.  A  surface  well  that  distance 
from  a  pond  was  said  always  to  become  dry  when  the  pond  was  let 
down  for  repaire  of  mill,  etc. 

When  a  pond  has  been  let  down  for  ten  days  or  so,  and  the  earth 
has  been  thoroughlv  drained,  if  the  pond  is  again  filled  to  five  feet 
head,  the  earth  will  fill  to  same  level  at  a  distance  of  220  feet  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  according  to  an  experiment  of  my  own  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  approximately  the  velocity  of  water  through  sandy  soils 
at  different  heads.  I  have  never  known  of  any  wells  being  affected 
by  the  tides,  except  running  springs  by  the  shore  when  overflowed 
by  storm  tides.  The  usual  rise  of  tide  with  us,  on  the  Great  South 
Bav,  is  about  one  foot  from  mean  low  water. 

(4.)  It  is  usually  conceded  that  the  best  water  is  at  the  "  lower 
springs,"  which  are  claimed  to  be  below  hard-pan  or  in  the  "  second 
springs,"  as  it  is  termed,  but  apparently  pure  water  is  found  at  four 
or  five  feet,  i.  «.,  the  depth  to  water  in  well. 

(5.)  The  little  profiles  on  the  second  map  show  how  low  the  springs 
are  now.  The  profile  at  No.  14,  south  of  the  parsonage,  shows  .75 
of  a  foot  or  nine  inches  above  tide,  but  the  springs  nortn  of  the  rail- 
road have  an  elevation  of  from  6.83  to  6.39  feet  above  tide-level. 
The  surface  of  the  water  in  the  adjoining  brook,  opposite  the  cemetery, 
is  5.76  feet  above  tide-level.  So  the  grade  or  level  of  springs  or 
well-water  in  that  region  is  a  few  inches  above  that  of  the  brooks. 
Were  these  two  ponds  drawn  empty  by  removing  their  dams,  the 
shallow  wells  which  have  only  eignteen  or  twenty  inches  of  water 
would  be  dry. 

(6  and  7.)  These,  I  think,  are  answered  above ;  as  you  will  see  on 
the  map  that  some  of  the  wells  are  dug  from  four  to  five  feet  below 
tide-level. 

(8.)  I  have  shown  (3)  that  a  five  foot  head  (height)  of  water  will 
force  the  around- water  220  feet  in  twenty-four  hours.  A  cess-pool 
filled  five  feet  in  depth  (head)  cannot  be  long  in  forcing  ita  polluted 
water  to  the  level  or  grade  of  a  spring  and  onward  to  it ;  and  the 
more  rapidly  will  this  occur  if  assisted  by  the  draft  from  the  well  (or 
spring)  on  certain  days  when  much  water  is  drawn.

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A  Report  of  a  LiMrrED  EproEMic  of  Dysentery  at  Tarrytowts^. 

To  Secretary  ofJLhe  State  Board  of  Health : 

Sir — We  send  you  the  following  communication  that  you  may 
spe  what  has  been  done  and  what  we  are  doing  in  Tarrytown. 

We  would  respectfully  report  that  dysentery  has  occurred  during 
the  present  year  on  Broadway  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  known  as 
Penny  Bridge,  on  the  north- western  border  of  this  village.  There 
were  eighteen  cases,  with  six  deaths.  Four  other  cases,  with  two 
deaths,  have  occurred  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  *'  Penny 
Bridge ;"  cases,  all  of  which  were  much  exposed  in  the  "  Penny 
Bridge"  district. 
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This  region  is  low,  be- 
ing but  little  above  tide 
level,  was  originally  a* 
swamp,  and  through 
which  runs  a  shallow 
stream.  The  district 
comprises  twenty-five 
dwellings  with  about 
one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five inhabitants.  The 
wells  are  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  houses  and 
some  have  their  wells  or 

5)ring8  in  their  cellars, 
he  wells  are  from  nine 
to  fifteen  feet  in  depth, 
and  having  about  three 
feet  depth  of  water. 
The  water  consequently 
must  be  surface  water. 
The  water  contains  bac- 
teria and  various  oiganic 
impurities.  Their 
privies  are  within 
twenty  and  twenty -five 
feet  of  their  wells.  The 
stream  running  through 
this  section  nas  been 
deepened  and  widened 
a»d  BO  improved  during 
the  past  summer  that 
the  wells  have  been  low- 
ered. We  have  no 
doubt  that  this  improve- 
ment has  been  an  excit- 
ing  cause  of  this  epi- 
demic. This  work  was 
not  done  under  the  ad- 
vice or  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  It 
was  done  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  prop- 
erty owners  surrounding 
this  locality.  We  have 
thought  best  to  bring 
this  epidemic  and  its 
c  a  u  B  e  8  to  your  notice, 
that  it  may  be  of  some 
advantage  to  other  local 
authorities. 

Malaria  has  not  been

as  prevalent  in  Tarrytown  as  formerly.  Its  decrease  is  attributable 
to  tne  filling  up  of  ponds,  the  thinning  out  of  trees  and  shrubbery 
which  have  prevented  the  sun  from  entering  the  dwellings,  and  the 
emptying  oi  cess-pools  and  privies.  Drains  have  been  much  im- 
proved, yet  still  there  is  much  room  for  further  improvement.  Un- 
doubtedly much  of  the  malaiia  along  the  Hudson  has  been  due  to 
tlie  damming  up  of  natural  water-courses  by  railroad  embank- 
ments. Wo  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a 
suitable  general  statute  for  the  sewerage  of  villages  containing  5,000 
or  more  mhabitants.  It  is  claimed  by  our  trustees  and  their  counsel 
that  they  have  no  power  to  appropriate  moneys  not  voted  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village ;  yet  through  the  recommendation  of  our 
board,  the  trustees  have  appropriated  moneys  to  be  expended  on  an 
exit  for  a  sewer  into  the  river  and  a  hopper  connection  for  the 
emptying  of  cess-pools  and  water-closets,  until  a  more  thorough  sys- 
tem of  sewage  is  established,  etc.,  etc. 

Inclosed  you  will  find  a  sanitary  map  of  the  district  in  which 
dysentery  has  prevailed.

House  Epidemics.     Defiled  Well  Water. 

Information  which  is  constantly  being  received  by  this  Board  in 
reply  to  inquiries  concerning  local  causes  of  fatal  diseases,  frequently 
presents  a  record  or  series  oi  indisputable  proofs  which  read  like  an 
indictment  against  the  very  dwelling-house  in  which  the  inmates 
have  been  killed  outright  by  the  secret  sources  of  poison  and  disease 
that  lurked  in  and  near  them.  The  neglected  cellar  and  the  family 
well  have  been  the  sole  causes  of  many  a  house-epidemic  that  has 
seemed  as  wanton  a  tragedy  as  any  which  stealthy  assassins  could 
plot  and  perpetrate.  The  part  which  polluted  wells  and  neglected 
domestic  sewage  had  in  causing  dysentery  in  various  places,  and  in 
perpetuating  and  stimulating  the  increase  of  diphtheria  in  Geneva, 
none  will  deny.  .  The  wholly  spontaneous  outbreak  of  fatal  maladies 
of  the  bowels  from  defiled  well  water,  as  described  in  the  two  in- 
stances here  recorded,  are  important  for  the  complete  proof  they 
give  concerning  the  necessity  for  widespread  information  on  the  sub- 
ject of  water-supplies,  and  the  protection  of  wells  and  building- 
grounds  against  foul  soakage  and  any  neglected  drains,  cefes-pools  and 
privies.  Occurring  as  these  home-tr^edies  did,  in  dwellings  of 
affluence,  situated  upon  high  hills  noted  for  salubrity,  this  brief  rec- 
ord of  them  should  be  published  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
throughout  the  State. . 
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A  IIouBE  Epidemic  of  Enteric  Fever  upon  a  high  hillside  near 

Ithaca  in  1880. 

In  reply  to  inquiries  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  Z.  H.  Po1> 
t43r,  a  professor  in  the  Cornell  University,  has  offered  the  following 
statements,  and  submitted  accompanying  notes  from  Prof.  Brene- 
man,  concerning  a  household  calamity  ^^'nich  was  so  fatal,  as  well  as 
apparently  causeless,  that  the  entire  community  for  many  miles 
around  was  aroused  to  inquire  "  what  was  the  cause  i  "  The  scene 
^f  this  outbreak  was  at  an  old  farmhouse  about  two  miles  west  of 
Ithaca  and  up  the  steep  hill  that  overlooks  the  head  of  Cayuga  lake, 
on  the  MeckJenburgh  road  to  Seneca  lake.  Prof.  Parker's  statement 
is  as  follows :  The  family  consisted  of  five  members,  namely :  Mr. 
M.  Sexton,  aged  60  years,  his  son,  aged  24  years,  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
K.,  aged  26  years,  Mrs.  K's  daughter,  aged  5  years,  Mrs.  Sexton,  wife 
of  the  first  named. 

Mr.  Sexton  and  his  son  were  attacked,  at  about  the  same  time, 
with  chills,  etc.,  and  about  the  seventh  day  with  diarrhoea ;  on  the 
ninth  day  they  had  hemorrhage.  The  father's  fever  continued  about 
foiu:  weeks ;  he  recovered.  The  son  survived  only  eighteen  days, 
when  he  died  from  hemorrhage  of  the  bowels. 

The  daughter,  Mrs.  K.,  was  attacked  with  like  symptoms  and  died 
in  four  days  from  hemorrhage  of  the  bowels.  Dr.  Morgan,  her 
physician,  considered  it  a  case  of  rapid  desti'uction  by  perforation  of 
the  bowels. 

The  young  daughter  of  Mrs.  K.  was  attacked  in  the  same  way  ; 
lingered  three  weeks  and  died  of  hemorrhage. 

firs.  Sexton,  the  last  of  four  fatal  cases,  was  attacked  in  like  man- 
ner, and  on  the  third  week  died  of  hemorrhage,  having  at  the  last 
some  pneumonia. 

Dr.  Morgan,  the  attending  physician,  says,  "  that  the  drain  from 
•the  kitchen  and  wood-house  was  by  a  large  box  tube,  about  twelve 
inches  square,  without  a  trap,  and  that  the  top  of  the  funnel  stood 
fonr  feet  higher  than  the  well-top,  and  that  the  well  and  the  cess- 
pool, or  outlet  of  the  drain,  were  not  more  than  eleven  yards  apart. 
The  drain  from  kitchen  to  cess-pool  was  made  of  hemlock  boards, 
now  eniirelv  rotted  away,  so  the  drain  was  simply  in  the  ground  for 
years  past'^ 

These  cases  of  sickness  occurred  in  January  and  February,  1880. 

The  accompanying  drawing  was  made  by  Dr.  Winslow.  It  shows 
the  relative  situation  of  the  well,  the  drain  and  cess-pool,  and  the 
dwelling-house  and  kitchen  hopper.  The  attending  physicians  assure 
me  that  even  during  the  sickness  of  the  family  the  excremental  dis- 
charges were  emptied  into  the  hopper. 

I  have  mentioned  your  inquiries  and  requests  to  Prof.  Breneman, 
niv  colleague  in  the  university,  and  he  kmdly  sends  to  you  a  copy 
ox  his  notes  concerning  the  water  analysis.  *  *  *  We  are  mucn 
indebted  to  him  for  his  indefittigable  labors  in  analyzing  our  waters 
hereabouts.  He  analyzed  the  waters  in  Geneva  during  the  recent 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  there,  and  did  much  to  induce  the  people  of 
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that  beautiful  village  to  set  on  foot  the  ffood  work  of  building  a 
system  of  sewers.  *  ^e  *  *  o  * 

Wishing  that  the  foregoing  facts  may  be  of  service  in  promoting 
sanitary  reform  and  the  cause  of  science,

Notes  on  a  House  ErroEMio  and  the  Defilement  of  Well-watek 

AT   A  FaBMHOUSE   IN  ToMPKINS  CoUNTY  -;-  ANALYSIS   OF  THE   Wa-' 
TER,  ETC.,  BY  PfiOF.  A.  A.  BrENEMAK,  OF  CoRNELL  UNIVEBSrrY. 

My  first  knowledge  of  the  case  mentioned  in  Prof.  Potter's  letter 
was  derived  from  a  neighbor  of  Mr.  Sexton,  who  brought  me  a 
sample  of  well-water  to  analyze,  reporting  at  the  same  time  that  sev- 
eral of  the  family  were  prostrated  by  typhoid  fever.  This  was  on 
January  17,  1880.  The  nieh  proportion  of  chlorine  in  the  water 
attracted  my  attention,  ana,  together  with  the  abundance  of  free 
ammonia,  seemed  to  point  to  contamination  of  the  well  by  urine. 
Two  days  later,  wishing  to  make  a  closer  investigation  of  the  case,  I 
went  to  the  liouse  of  Mr.  Sexton  and  examined  the  premises,  taking 
at  the  same  time  a  sample  of  the  water  for  examination,  in  a  bottle 
carefullv  cleansed  by  myself. 

The  house  is  an  isolated  dwelling,  standing  on  higli  ground,  some 
250  feet  above  the  level  of  Cayuga  lake,  on  West  Hill,  neai*  Ithaca. 
The  matrsh  which  skirts  the  southern  end  of  the  lake  is  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  distant,  and  the  ground  slopes  continuously  east- 
ward to  this  marsh.  The  soil  is  gravelly,  being  a  drift  deposit,  in 
which  strata  of  sand  and  clay  alternate  with  each  other.  Otner  than 
the  barn  and  outbuildings  there  is  no  other  house  within  a  quarter 
of  a  mile,  except  the  dwelling  of  a  neighboring  farmer,  which  is  about 
150  yards  away,  and  on  the  same  level. 

Near  the  back  door  #f  the  Sexton  house  is  a  well  forty  feet  deep, 
fitted  with  a  chain  pump.  A  wooden  drain,  opening  by  a  wooden 
hopper,  near  the  kitchen  door,  conveys  the  slops  from  the  premises 
to  a  cess-pool  thirty  to  forty  feet  distant.  This  drain  runs  within 
three  feet  of  the  well  on  its  way  to  the  cess-pool,  the  hopper  and  the 
well  being  about  six  feet  apart.  The  wooden  trough  or  drain  is 
buried  a  lew  inches  under  the  surface  of  the  ground.  A  wooden 
shed,  resting  against  the  house,  incloses  the  narrow  porch  about  the 
kitchen  door,  and  the  mouth  of  the  hopper  was  situated  about  four 
feet  from  the  ground,  and  between  the  edge  of  this  porch  and  the 
side  of  the  shed.  To  the  east  of  the  hopper  was  a  privy  used  by 
the  household,  the  other  privy  being  some  two  rods  away,  and  less 
accessible  in  cold  weather.  The  privy  and  drain  were  therefore 
within  the  same  inclosure,  and  close  to  the  kitchen  door.  In  enter- 
ing the  house  by  the  kitchen  you  pass  through  this  inclosure.  The 
hopper  and  the  ground  about  it  were  reeking  with  filth  and  frag- 
ments of  food,  and  smelled  strongly  of  urine,  so  much  so  as  to  taint  the 
air  of  the  entire  shed.     It  was  daimed  that  the  privy  vault  was  a 
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closed,  water-tight  box  of  wood,  and  that  no  leakage  could  have 
taken  place  from  it.  It  was  impossible  at  the  time  of  my  visit  to 
examine  it  closely,  but  the  situation  with  respect  to  the  house  and 
well  was  enough  to  condemn  it. 

The  drain  which  had  been  found  rotten  and  leaking  at  a  point 
close  to  the  well  had  been  replaced  bv  a  new  wooden  ^trough  in  the 
same  position.  The  accompanying  diagram  will  illustrate,  roughly, 
the  topography  and  structures : 
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The  water-trough  received  water  from  an  iron  pipe  leading  to  a 
hogshead  higher  up  the  hill.  The  latter  waa  fed  by  a  stream  in  a 
ravine  two  or  three  hundred  yards  away. 

The  water  supplied  to  this  hogshead  and  to  the  trough  below  was 
used  for  the  stock,  but  as  it  was  slightly  muddy  at  times  the  family 
preferred  the  well  water  to  it. 

I  append  the  results  of  some  analyses,  made  by  Wanklyn's  process, 
to  show  the  condition  of  the  water  of  the  well,  together  with  one  of 
the  trough  water  and  one  of  water  from  a  weU  at  the  neighboring 
farmhouse  (150  yards  south  of  Sexton's). 
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The  abundance  of  chlorine  and  free  ammonia  in  the  well  (Sexton's) 
as  compared  with  that  from  the  other  souixses,  points  clearly  to  a 
local  source  of  these  contaminations.  Both  indicate  ufnne  from  the 
household  slops  leaking  into  the  well  or  from  the  adjacent  privy. 
The  comparatively  low  numbers  in  the  column  headed  ''  (dhuminoid 
ammonia^^  are  probably  to  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  drainage 
reaching  the  well  was  hltered  through  gravel  and  thus  deprived  of 
its  suspended  aU/wnivnoid  matter^  while  the  natural  temperature  at 
the  time  was  low  enough  to  hinder  the  decomposition  which  would 
tend  to  produce  soluble  products  from  the  same.  An  analysis  of  the 
well  water  made  March  16,  1880,  six  weeks  later,  showed  consider- 
able improvement,  due  probably  to  mending  of  the  drain. 

Other  details  of  the  case,  relating  to  the  nature  and  progress  of 
the  disease,  will  be  given  you  by  Dr.  Potter  and  others  familiar  with 
the  medical  aspects  of  it.

Kboord  of  a  Fatal  House  Epidemic  upon  a  Hill-top  in  Otskoo 

County, 
[a  polluted  well  and  foul  oellab.  ] 

To  the  Secretary  State  Boa/rd  of  Health  : 

Sib — It  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  be  able  to  furnish  you,  in 
compliance  with  your  request,  the  following  bit  of  medical  nistory. 
If  you  find  it  useful  for  the  purpose  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
you  are  entirely  at  liberty  to  use  so  much  of  it,  and  in  such  a  way, 
as  may  best  promote  the  public  welfare. 

The  accompanying  diagram  will,  I  think,  illustrate  the  topo- 
graphy witli  suflScient  accuracy. 

E.  fe.  resided  with  his  family  on  a  farm  in  the  north-west  part  of 
the  town  of  Middlefield  and  county  of  Otsego,  near  the  Sprinrfeld 
line.  The  house  stands  on  an  elevation  of  four  or  five  hundrea  feet 
above  the  neighboring  valley  through  which  flows  the  East  Spring- 
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field  creek  in  a  south-westerly  direction,  discharging  into  Otseg'o 
\ake  at  ^^  Hyde  Bay. "  The  general  course  of  the  hi^way  over  the 
hill  is  from  north-west  to  south-east ;  the  liouse  being  located  on  its 
southerly  side  and  on  the  north-westerly  slope  of  the  hill.  On  the 
opposite  side  of  the  road  is  a  deep  gully  through  which  flows  a  small 
stream  toward,  and  into  the  creek  just  mentioned,  affording  advan- 
tages unsurpassed  for  perfect  drainage  at  small  cost  of  material  or 
labor.  I  can  ima^ne  no  spot  that  ought  to  be  blessed  with  more 
healthful  surrounaings.  Truly  "  God  disposes ; "  but  man  in  his 
blindness,  often  opposes. 

The  family  consisted  of  E.  B.  and  Ilannah,  his  wife ;  Silvia,  his 
sister;  David,  WDlard  and  DeWitt,  his  sons;  Ann  and  AUova,  his 
daughters,  and  Elijah  Case,  his  grandson.  There  were  also  two  car- 
penters, named  Hardendorf,  and  a  man  Patten,  boarding  and  lodg- 
ing in  the  house  at  the  time ;  making  twelve  persons  altogether. 

On  Wednesday,  the  5th  of  July,  JDavid  Bennett  sickened  with  a 
severe  form  of  cholera- morbus.  Dr.  A.,  of  Middlefield,  was  summoned 
to  attend.  On  the  6th  of  July,  Millard  and  AUova  were  attacked 
in  a  similar  manner ;  and  all  three  cases  becoming  critical,  I  was 
gammoned  in  consultation  on  the  morning  of  the  Tth,  and  reached 
the  house  about  noon.  WiUard  was  at  that  time  moribund,  and  his 
father  had  been  seized  in  the  same  way.  Before  midnight  all  three 
were  dead.  On  the  same  dav  the  two  Hardendorfs  left  the  house 
ill  and  went  homo  to  Springfield  "  Hollow."  One  of  them  died  the 
next  day.  On  Saturday  evening  (the  8th),  Dr.  Almy  sickened,  and 
was  taken  home  at  once.  The  carpenter  Patten  was  attacked  Sun- 
day morning  and  died  the  same  evening.  Miss  Ann  Bennett  and 
the  boy  named  Elijah  were  very  ill,  but  recovered.  Miss  D.  and 
Miss  If.,  who  assisted  in  nursing,  were  also  sick.  ^ 

Thus  of  the  twelve  members  of  the  household  on  the  6th  of  July, 
nine  were  sick  and  five  died  before  the  10th ;  besides  Dr.  A.  and  tlie 
two  heroic  nurses,  who,  while  others  fied  in  dismay,  stood  over  the 
sick  and  dyiuff,  forgetting  consequences  and  thinking  only  of  duty. 

Three  of  the  inmates  wholly  escaped,  viz. :  Mrs.  B.,  Miss  Silvia 
B.,  and  the  son  DeWitt. 

In  each  one  of  these  twelve  cases  of  sickness  the  onset  was  violent, 
and  the  whole  course  would  rank  as  severe  in  any  epidemic.  They 
were  attended  with  pain  and  cramps  in  theext;remities  and  abdomen, 
copious  "rice-water"  evacuations  and  vomitings,  shriveling  and 
coldness  of  the  surface,  passing  rapidly,  in  the  fatal  ones,  into  col- 
lapse. It  may  be  well  to  add  that  no  other  instances  of  a  similar 
sickness  oceuirod  anywhere  in  that  vicinity  at  that  time ;  or  could 
that  be  traced  to  any  other  cause  than  the  one  localized  at  the  house 
in  question.

At  the  outlet  a  searching  investigation  was  had  as  to  the  cause  of 
the  sickness.  The  well  was  found  to  be  in  a  deiestoMe  condition. 
The  house  was  one-and-a-half  stories  high,  with  a  "  lean-to  "  behind ; 
and  the  well  was  very  near  the  back  door,  in  the  rear  of  the  main 
house  at  the  end  of  the  annex.  Slops  were  thrown,  from  this  door 
upon  the^round ;  and  a  little  trench  had  been  dug  to  lead  off  the 
water.  This  trench  the  children  had  dammed  with  mud  to  make  a 
puddle  for  the  ducks  to  play  in.  The  filthy  contents  could  be  seen 
flowing  into  the  well.  Tne  cellar  was  in  a  condition  not  much  better. 
Its  bottom  was  nearly  covered  by  slimy  pools,  with  decayed  boards 
and  timbers  to  walk  upon,  partly  concealing  the  abominations  below. 
I  have  no  doubt  the  well,  which  was  not  more  than  ten  feet  from  the 
cellar  wall,  recei^^d  a  reenf  orcement  of  filth  from  tins  source.  The 
pantry  and  milk  room  'were  in  perfect  keeping.  Between  the  house 
and  bams  the  surface  was  somewhat  depressed,  and  the  natural 
drainage  northward  had  been  interfered  with,  perhaps,  by  the  road- 
bed ;  so  that  the  space  was  wet  and  unsavory,  the  soil  navina  become 
saturated  by  the  wash  from  the  stables  and  barn-yards.  Altogether 
I  have  never  seen  premises  in  a  worse  hygienic  state;  and  I  am 
sure  I  cannot  state  these  facts  too  strongly.  Drs.  Horace  Manly,  of 
Ridifield  Springs,  and  George  Merritt,  oi  Cherry  Valley,  were  sum- 
moned to  aid  by  their  judgment  and  counsel ;  and  there  was  no 
hesitancy  or  disagreement  as  to  the  fona  et  origo  malL  The  water 
was  disgusting  to  both  taste  and  smell ;  and  of  course  the  use  of  it 
for  any  purpose  was  at  once  strictly  prohibited ;  all  that  was  used 
being  brought  from  a  living  spring,  one-fourth  of  a  mile  distant. 

In  the  main  and  in  every  essential  particular,  I  am  confident  that 
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\]bft  above  sketch  is  perfectly  reliable.  As  to  some  minor  details  there 
may  \>e  slight  variatioi^  from  strict  accuracy,  owing  to  defective 
memoTv  of  individuals.  No  pains  have  been  spared  to  obtain  pre- 
cise Inionnation  on  all  points ;  and  I  believe  nothing  is  wanting  that 
could  either  add  to  its  scientific  value,  or  detract  from  the  impress- 
iveness  of  the  lessons  taughtl

Local  Causes  of  Malabia   in  a  beoiok   otherwise  healthful. 

Claverack,  N.  T.,  Sepieniber  28,  1880. 
To  the  Secretary  State  Board  of  HeaMh  : 

Dear  Sir  —  In  the  report  for  August  I  report  a  death  from 
**  enteric  fever."  In  that  family  were  five  (5)  cases,  four  of  which 
were  under  my  control,  and  the  fifth  (servant  girl),  under  the  care 
of  a  neighboring  physician.  She  died  in  two  weeks  after  she  was 
taken  down,  and  four  of  her  family  are  now  dangerously  ill  with  the 
same  disease,  having  contracted  it  from  her.  The  patient  which  I 
lost  was  a  very  fleshy  lady,  44  years  of  age.  She  was  apparently 
doing  well  until  sudden  and  profuse  hemorrhage  came  from  the 
bowds.  The  cause  of  the  disease  in  the  first  placoi  1  think,  was  due  to 
the  water-closet,  which  I  found  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition.  The 
husband  of  the  deceased  is  now  dying  from  this  fever.  He  has  suf- 
fered from  "  heart-fain  tine  "  for  yeare.  After  the  death  of  his  wife 
he  was  taken  down  with  lever  and  pneumonia. 

Some  four  miles  east  of  here  (Mellenville,  Col.  Co.),  malarial  and 
typho-malarial  fever  of  a  very  malignant  type  is  raging  in  two 
houses  containing  eight  (8)  families  each.  There  are  over  30  cases. 
The  houses  are  near  a  knitting  mill  and  those  afllicted  are  the  opera- 
tives. The  jsreater  part  of  the  summer  the  pond  was  dry  and  a 
large  tract  oi  mud  and  marshy  soil  was  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the 
sun,  and  the  houses  are  not  more  than  100  yards  from  the  pond.

Dr.  Elton  Palmer  communicates  the  following  facts : 

Mellenvillie;,  N.  T»,  Nov,  3, 1880. 

DsAR  Sir  —  Tour  letter  in  regard  to  the  sickness  and  mortality 
in  our  village  has  been  received.  The  number  of  cases  of  "  typho- 
malarial  fever  "  may  be  placed  at  from  23  to  30  in  our  vicinity,  and 
only  one  death  that  may  be  attributed  to  the  form  of  disease  men- 
tioned. ^ 

The  cases  were  in  a  confined  area  of  about  600  yards  in  length,  in 
which  are  two  mill  tenement  houses,  containing  about  12  families 
in  all.     A  mill  pond  is  situated  about  150  yards' from  the  rear  of 
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the  dwellings,  and  owing  to  the  dry  weather,  there  was  alternate 
rising  and  falling  of  the  water  from  the  mill,  drawing  it  off,  leaving 
the  borders  (usually  covered  by  water)  exposed  to  the  width  of  14  or 
16  feet,  thus  giving  all  the  conditions  for  the  production  of  the 
malarial  poison.  A  new  well  has  been  dug  for  the  use  of  the  opera- 
tives nearly  on  a  line  with  the  outhouses  or  water-closets  wliich  were 
used  by  all  the  families.  This  water  became  so  contaminated  by 
the  drain  that  in  cooking  with  it  a  distinct  faecal  odor  could  be  dis- 
cerned. This  water  was  drunk  for  some  time  by  the  families  liv- 
ing there,  and  to  this  cause  I  attribute  the  typhoid  element  of  tlie 
disease. 

An  epidemic  of  '^  pertussis  "  has  been  among  us  during  the  past 
season,  and  is  prevailing  to  some  extent  yet.  But  one  death  hatt 
been  reported  and  that  was  from  a  pneumonic  complication.  Dur- 
ing the  neated  term,  "  cholera  infantum  "  was  very  prevalent  among 

infants  and  children.

A  physician  in  one  of  the  northern  towns  of  Dutchess  county 
writes  as  follows : 

Duriuff  some  of  the  last  fifteen  years,  malaria  has  prevailed  only 
moderately,  but  we  have  never  been  free  from  it,  and  this,  I  find, 
has  been  the  case  since  the  memory  of  the  "oldest  inhabitant," 
when  I  can  find  an  honest  one.  We  have  our  "  off  years  ^'  but 
never  an  entire  freedom. 

For  the  last  three  years  malarial  diseases  have  been  much  more 
severe  than  formerly  in  this  neighborhood,  not  yielding  so  readily 
to  remedies,  and  more  apt  to  recur  in  some  cases  of  chronic  malaria 
with  enlarged  spleen  and  persistent  an'semia.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  AS  AFFECTED  BY  ABANDONED  CA- 
NALS, STAGNANT  PONDS,  OBSTEUCTED  WATER- 
COURSES,  AND  OTHER  SOURCES  OF 

MALARIA. 


On  the  16th  of  November  his  Excellency  the  Governor  trans- 
mitted to  the  State  Board  of  Health  a  petition  signed  by  115  citizens 
of  Millport  and  its  vicinity,  in  Chemung  county,  praying  for  relief 
from  the  sources  of  malarial  and  other  diseases  which  they  allege  to 
have  arisen  from  the  bed  and  margins  of  the  abandoned  canal, 
between  the  head  of  Seneca  lake  and  llorseheads. 

The  petition  and  medical  testimony  on  this  subject  read  as  follows : 

Memobial  FBOic  CrriziCNS. 

To    His   Excellency,  A.   B.   Cornell,  Oovemor  of  the   State  of 
New  York: 

Sib  —  We  the  undersigned  inhabitants  qf  the  village  of  3iillport 
and  vicinity,  living  near  ihe  abandoned  Chemung  canal,  do  represent 
that  the  canal  has  been  left  by  the  State  authorities  in  a  very  bad 
condition  in  respect  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

They  have  taken  down  the  bridges  and  filled  up  the  road-ways 
across  the  canal  with  earth,  without  making  suitable  provisions  for 
draiuing  the  canal.  In  several  places  these  roads  crossed  the  canal 
near  the  foot  of  locks  where  tne  water  is  left  standing  above  the 
roads,  and  in  said  locks,  from  one  to  two  feet  deep,  where  all  kinds 
of  filth  and  dead  water  are  accumulating  and  poisoning  those  who 
live  near  them. 

Two  prominent  cases  of  this  kind  exist  nearly  in  the  center  of  the 
population  in  this  village,  and  they  deem  it  very  unfair  in  the  State 
to  leave  them  thus  exposed  j;o  the  cause  of  disease  and  death  after 
naing  their  land  for  a  canal  forty  (40)  years,  without  giving  them 
any  compensation  for  it.  For  several  miles  along  the  line  of  the 
old  canai  malarial  diseases  have  been  of  very  frequent  occurrence  in 
consequence  of  the  canal  being  left  as  it  is. 

We  have  called  the  attention  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  this  matter.  We  think  it  the  duty  of  the  State  authori- 
ties to  look  into  this  matter  and  see  that  the  nuisance  of  which  we 
complain  is  removed,  and  we  know  not  where  to  look  for  relief  but 
to  yon. 
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Trusting  that  you  will  take  our  case  into  due  consideration,  and

Testimony  from  Physicians  of  Millpobt  and  Havana. 

\  Millpobt,  N.  7.,  December  6,  1880. 

To  ike  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

Dear  Sir  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  in  regard  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  this  section  of  the  country  consequent  on  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  Chemung  canal,  the  following : 

Beginning  about  one  mile  nortli  of  the  village  of  Horseheads  is  a 
marshy  tract  of  land  about  three  miles  long  and  one-fourtli  of  a  mile 
wide,  extending  north  to  the  village  of  Pine  Valley.  The  canal  was 
built  through  one  side  of  this  marsh,  and  at  some  points  the  bottom 
of  the  canal  is  on  a  level  with  the  surrounding  land,  at  others  below, 
and  still  at  others  above.  On  tlie  abandonment  of  the  canal  a  pool 
of  stagnant  water  was  left  in  its  bed  over  two  miles  in  length,  which 
woula  require  a  ditch  over  a  mile  in  length,  averaging  four  feet  in 
depth,  to  properly  drain. 

The  State  authorities,  in  filling  the  road-crossings,  succeeded  in 
leaving  a  stagnant  pool  at  almost  every  crossing,  especially  in  the 
village  of  Millport,  whene,  in  two  instances,  the  road  crosses  at  the 
foot  of  the  old  canal  locks.  The  culverts  were  so  made  that  a  body 
of  stagnant  water,  averaging  a  foot  or  more  in  depth,  was  left  in  the 
bottom  of  the  locks  and  canal  between  them  and  the  crossings.  The 
expense  of  effectually  draining  these  cess-pools  would  be  greater  than 
the  people  of  the  immediate  vicinity  could  bear,  and  if  the  State  will 
not  come  to  their  relief  and  abate  a  nuisance  which  was  deliberately 
created  by  its  officials,  they  will  be  forced  to  abandon  their  homes 
to  preserve  life. 

1  have  been  a  resident  of  this  village  since  April,  1869,  and  from 
that  time  until  two  years  ago  I  did  not  have  a  case  of  disease  of  a 
resident  of  this  locality  which  could  be  traced  to  malarial  causes. 
My  practice  extends  to  the  village  of  Pine  Valley,  and  except  in 
seasons  when  the  canal  was  dry  a  portion  of  the  time,  no  miasmatic 
diseases  prevailed  there.  For  the  past  two  years  the  character  of 
diseases  lias  radically  changed.  At  Pine  Valley  intermittent  and 
remittent  fevers  prevail  to  an  alarming  extent,  and  all  along  the  line 
of  the  abandoned  canal  from  the  south  end  of  the  marsh  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Havana,  malarial  diseases  prevail  and  increase  in  severity  as 
time  runs  on.  Hoping  the  State  Board  of  Health  can  be  the  means 
of  affording  us  relief  in  abating  a  nuisance  for  which  the  State  alone 
is  responsible,  I  remain,

Deab  Sib — Tour  kind  communication  of  the  17th  ult.  came  duly 
to  hand,  and  it  jave  us  much  pleasure  to  learn  the  deep  interest  you 
take  in  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  and  that  you  so  clearly 
see  the  duty  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  relation  to  her  abandoned 
canals  as  affecting  the  health  of  the  people  alonff  their  course,  and 
in  relation  to  the  Chemung  canal  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as 
followB: 

After  the  large  quantities  of  earth  which  it  was  necessary  to  remove 
in  the  construction  of  tliis  canal  had  become  thoroughly  settled  and 
the  canal  filled  with  water  during  the  boating  season,  the  valley 
through  which  it  runs  became  very  healthy,  and  all  forms  of 
malarial  diseases  disappeared  from  the  summit  down  to  Havana, 
and  for  many  years  it  was  a  subject  of  common  remark,  that  our 
vaUey  was  one  of  the  most  healthy  sections  of  the  State.  But  this 
agreeable  and  truthful  assertion  can  be  no  longer  applied  to  this 
valley.  Since  the  canal  was  abandoned,  malarial  diseases  have  be- 
come more  common  than  was  ever  known  before  among  the  citizens 
of  this  valley,  intermittent  and  remittent,  and  in  some  cases  con- 
gestive chills,  are  of  frequent  occurrence  and  have  become  the  pre- 
vailing type  of  disease  among  the  people. 

In  abandoning  the  canal  no  care  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  its 
sanitary  condition.  When  built  the  bottom  of  the  locks  were  set  as 
low  as  the  basin  of  the  canal  and  as  little  care  has  been  taken  to 
keep  it  bottomed  out,  the  basin  has  filled  in  from  one  to  two  feet, 
while  the  bottom  of  the  locks  have  remained  in  statu  quo^  leaving 
each  lock  a  large  sink  hole  for  the  accumulation  of  all  kmds  of  filth  ; 
and  these  locks  are  44  in  number  in  less  than  eight  miles.  In  the 
village  of  Millport  are  six  of  these  locks,  all  in  the  condition  de- 
scribed and  two  of  them  nearly  in  the  center  of  this  village.  Where 
the  State  lands  have  filled  in  the  roadways,  they  have  left  the  bot- 
tom of  their  culverts  under  the  roadways  from  one  to  one  and  one- 
half  feet  above  the  bottoms  of  said  locks. 

Thus  you  see  how  we  are  exposed  to  disease  and  death,  through 
the  action  of  our  State  authorities  and  from  which  we  have  no 
escape  without  they  come  to  our  aid,  and  must  suffer  the  consequences 
of  the  present  condition  or  leave  our  homes.

Dear  Sir  —  In  compliance  with  your  request  to  my  friend  Dr. 
Seaman,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  resided  and  practiced 
medicine  in  this  place  for  the  past  14  years,  that  I  have  read  the 
report  of  Drs.  Seiwaan  and  Beard  on  the  condition  of  the  abandoned 
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GherauTig  canal  and  fully  agree  with  said  report  of  malarial  inilueiice 
as  a  factor  in  the  production  of  disease. 

The  road  crossings  and  culverts  are  made  in  such  manner  as  to 
leave  nearly  a  continuous  line  of  stagnant  pools  of  water  extending 
from .  lock  number  1,  north  of  Havana,  to  lock  44  a  little  north  of 
Horseheads,  a  distance  of  about  12  miles,  and  that  during  the  past 
two  years  malarial  diseases  hitherto  almost  entirely  unknown  in  this 
vicinity  have  become  the  pest  of  the  community  and  the  dread  of 
every  nousehold. 

The  uncertainty  of  title  and  the  diflBculty  and  expense  of  drainage 
m^ke  it  necessary  for  the  State  to  take  the  matter  in  charge,  unless 
our  little  valley  is  to  be  abandoned  to  the  ravages  of  disease  and 
death.  « 

Hoping  the  State  will,  for  the  preservation  of  health,  take  imme- 
diate action  and  abate  the  nuisance.

Dear  Sib — We  respectfully  indorse  the  inclosed  communication 
from  the  physicians  of  the  village  of  Millport,  believing  it  to  be 
true  in  every  respect,  and  would  further  state  that  nearly  the  same 
condition  exists  in  our  own  vicinity.  The  State  authorities  in  aban- 
doning said  canal  have  certainly  created  a  public  nuisance  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  public  health  of  the  citizens  for  some  distance 
each  way  from  the  canal.  The  officials  in  removing  bridges,  locks, 
and  building  culverts  have  left  ponds  or  pools  of  sta^ant  water 
which  emit  malarial  poisons,  endangering^  the  health  and  hazarding 
the  lives  of  our  citizens,  demonstrating  that  the  medical  profusion 
should  ask  succor  from  those  who  have  the  power  to  come  to  their 
aid  and  effectually  abate  said  nuisance. 

We  are  fully  satisfied  tliat  remittent  and  intermittent  diseases 
have  largely  increased  for  the  past  few  years,  at  least  fifty  per  cent 
since  the  abandonment  of  the  Chemung  canal,  indicating  to  us  that 
as  the  guardians  of  the  public  health,  we  must  call  upon  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  aid  us  in  securing  protection  of  tne  health  and 
lives  of  our  citizens.

Dear  Sir  —  Your  attention  has  been  called,  I  understand,  by  a 
large  petition  from  Millport,  in  regard  to  the  abandoned  Chemung 
canal.     It  demands  your  attention,  as  a  State  Board  of  Health,     it 
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has  been  and  is  the  breeder  of  zyraotic  diseases.  Please  give  it  your 
attention.

The  foregoing  statements  show  clearly  enough  that  abandoned 
canal  bottoms  have  begun  to  illustrate  quite  conclusively  how  malaria 
may  be  developed  from  newly  created  conditions,  and  from  very 
limited  areas  ot  saturated  and  partially  dried  foul  grounds. 

As  the  sudden  abandonment  of  such  a  canal  as  that  between  Seneca 
lake  and  the  summit  above  Millport,  where  there  were  forty-four 
locksj  and  as  many  separate  and  artificially  obstructed  levels  in  a  dis- 
tance of  ten  miles,  provided  the  occasion  for  the  unlooked-for  misfor- 
tune which  the  people  of  Millport  now  complain  of,  it  is  important 
to  devise  the  best  means  for  speedily  and  permanently  overcoming 
and  preventing  these  evils.  The  sanitary  requirements  are  plain, 
and  with  the  authorization  which  the  Legislature  will  need  to  confer 
npon  the  proper  departments,  the  advice  which  the  State  Board  of 
Health  should  give  in  regard  to  the  matter  will,  it  is  believed,  re- 
sult in  the  removal  of  the  evils  complained  of. 

While  hoping  for  such  a  result,  it  is  well  to  notice  the  historical 
facts  concerning  miasmatic  disorders  in  the  valley  through  which 
that  section  of  the  Chemung  canal,  now  complained  of,  was  built. 
Dr.  Seaman,  a  venerable  physician  of  Millport,  states  that  after  the 
new  banks  of  the  canal  had  become  thoroughly  settled,  and  the  canal 
iillcd  with  water  and  brought  into  use,  the  valley,  from  the  summit 
down  to  Havana,  became  very  healthful  and  *^  all  forms  of  malarial 
diseases  disappeared,"  so  that  this  historical  valley  of  General  Sulli- 
van's march  and  of  the  romantic  memory  of  Catherine  Montour, 
became  renowned  for  its  salubrity.  In  the  two  summers  and  au- 
tumns since  the  disuse  of  the  canal  and  the  withdrawal  of  the  water 
from  it,  "  intermittent^  remittent  and  congestive  chills  are  of  fre- 
quent occurrence,  and  have  become  the  prevailing  type  of  disease 
amon^  the  people."  These  events  are  exceedingly  instructive.  The 
few  simple,  conditions  here  co-ordinated  in  the  development  of 
malaria  in  one  of  the  valleys  of  high  altitude  in  the  State  are  well 
described,  and  doubtless  may  be  readily  controlled  and  overcome, 
though  the  specific  nature,  or  germinal  description,  of  the  essential 
and  particulate  cause  of  the  malarial  diseases,  continue  to  elude  the 
dose  researches  of  all  scientific  inquirers. 

With  the  obvious  facts  and  a  correct  record  of  events  relating  to 
the  causes  of  the  evils  complained  of  by  the  people  of  the  district 
boiQering  upon  the  nuisance  of  the  empty  canal,  there  can  be  no 
misapprehension  of  the  duty  which  the  State  owes  to  people  of  that 
region.  The  people  themselves  will  be  sure  to  lend  cneerful  co- 
operation in  efforts  to  give  complete  success  to  the  drainage  and 
regulation  of  the  grounds  which  are  now  accused  as  the  source  of 
disease.     This  Board's  standiug  committee  on  drainage,  sewerage 
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and  topography  will  complete  its  report  upon  this  subject  before  the 
Superinteiident  of  Public  Works  can  begin  the  improvements  which 
it  is  now  believed  the  Legislature  will  order  to  be  executed. 

Pbkliminaby  Report  by  Committee  on  Drainage,  Sewerage  and 

Topography. 

Report  on  Chemung  Ccmal  Nuiacmce. 

The  complaint  of  citizens  of  Chemung  county  that  thd  abandoned 
canal  in  the  neighborhood  of  Millport  and  Havana  was  left  by 
the  State  in  a  condition  injurious  to  the  public  health,  having  been 
referred  to  this  committee^  and  the  complaint  beinff  supported  by 
strong  medical  testimony,  we  have  obtained  such  information  on 
the  subject  as  could  be  gathered  at  this  season  of  the  year,  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  parts  of  the  abandoned  Chemung  canal  are 
probably  in  a  condition  likely  to  produce  or  increase  malarial  diseases, 
and  that  parts  of  other  abandoned  canals  may  be  in  a  similar  con- 
dition. 

We  therefore  advise  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  recommend 
to  the  Legislature  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  putting  in  a 
sanitary  condition  such  parts  of  tne  abandoned  canals  as  may  be  de- 
clared by  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  a  condition  to  injure  the 
public  health,  and  that  this  work  should  be  done  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Works,  under  the  advice  of  the  otate  Board  of 
Health.

Dr.  Hunt,  as  a  member  of  this  committee,  states :  "  I  would  like 
to  add  to  its  report  in  regard  to  the  Chenango  canal,  or  that  section 
of  it  which  comes  under  my  immediate  sanitary  jurisdiction  in  and 
near  the  city  of  Utica. 

On  the  2d  day  of  April  last  I  wrote  as  follows :  - 

^^^ Secretary  National  Board  of  Healthy  Washington: 

Dear  Sir — I  wish  to  speak  of  the  condition  of  the  abandoned 
Chenanffo  canal.  This  is  a  subject  of  great  importance  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Utica,  as  well  as  to  those  living  along  the  line  of  it.  From 
Binghamton  to  Utica,  a  distance  of  ninety-five  miles,  this  canal  runs 
through  a  thickly  settled  country,  and  many  small  towns  and  villages. 
It  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  receptacle  for  all  the  filth  from 
sewers,  privies,  drains,  etc.,  and  with  a  very  small  quantity  of  water, 
scarcely  enough  to  cover  the  bottom.  Along  this  bottom  the  bed 
of  filth  extends  for  a  distance  of  ninety-five  (95)  miles,  exposed 
to  the  sun.     And  moreover  this  filth  empties  into  the  Erie  canal 
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at  Utica.    "We  are  in  hopes  of  remedying  this  evil  through  the  State 

Board  of  Health  (providing  a  law  is  enacted  to  create  the  Board), 

having  it  Mled  up.     It  baa  been,  for  four  or  five  years,  abandoned. 
*  *  *  it  *  *^^*« 

"  I  also  wrote  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  "Works,  on  the 
16th  day  of  July,  telling  him  the  condition  of  said  canal,  and  asking 
for  relief,  and  also  if  he  could  keep  the  canal  full  of  water,  so  as  to 
prevent  an  epidemic  of  malaria,  etc. 

*'  For  a  long  time  our  sewer  system  in  that  section  of  the  city  where 
the  Chenango  canal  is  located,  deposited  its  sewage  matter  into  the 
canal,  which  was  partly  the  cause  of  the  nuisance,  but  we  have  kept 
constantly  at  work  building  new  sewers  and  connecting  with  tne 
main  sewers  that  empty  into  the  Mohawk  river.  Until  now  all 
have  been  completed,  and  the  sewage  is  not  now  deposited  in  the 
Chenango  canal,  so  that  the  private  owners  are  no  longer  responsible 
(except  in  a  few  instances)  for  the  nuisance ;  and,  at  the  present 
writing,  through  the  aid  of  the  Utica  Steam  Cotton  Mills  Company, 
the  common  council  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  we  are 
in  a  great  measure  relieved  of  it.

PicrrnoK  op  the  Citizbns  of  Schenectady  conoebninq  the  Ceme- 
tery GBEEK  NuiSANOE. 

During  the  last  week  of  August,  numerous  citizens  in  Schenec- 
tady petitioned  His  Excellency,  Governor  Cornell,  for  relief  from 
the  nuisance  of  the  Cemetery  creek,  which  bisects  that  city  and  receives 
in  its  course,  as  it  flows  toward  the  Mohawk  river,  whatever  filth  and 
sewage  the  inhabitants  near  its  filthy  bed  can  turn  into  it.  This 
nuisance  was  immediately  inspected  by  two  of  the  State  Commis- 
sioners, who  conferred  with  the  municipal  authorities  and  urged 
that  the  stream  should  be  daily  flushed,  and  that  sanitary  ordinances 
should  be  enforced  against  its  further  defilement. 

The  petition  is  as  follows : 

To  His  Excellency,  Alonzo  B.  Cornell,  Oovemor  : 

We,  your  petitioners,  respectfully  represent  that  the  condition  of 
an  open  sewer- way  that  fiows  through  this  city,  known  as  the  Cem- 
etery creek,  is  such  as  to  cause  grave  apprehensions  in  regard  to  the 
health  of  neighboring  residents  and  their  families  and  the  commu- 
nity at  large.  We,  tnerefore,  petition  that  you  may  bring  the  sub- 
ject speedity  before  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  the  end  that  the 
channel  complained  of  may  be  ofiicially  visited  and  such  steps  taken 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  may  be  deemed  essential. 

And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,  etc.

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A  Petition  of  Citizens  op  Tonkers,  to  sbouee  Compliance  with: 

Municipal  ^Ordinances  of  that  City. 

Defilement  of  the  Nepperhan  river  hy  sewage  and  other  nui- 
sances.—  On  the  l4th  of  September,  a  petition  was  referred  by  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  but  no 
action  could  be  taken  until  the  city  authorities  of  Yonkers  shall 
have  endeavored  to  secure  obedience  to  their  own  sanitary  or- 
dii^nces. 

The  petition  is  as  follows : 

To  His  Excellency,  Alonzo  B.  Cornell,  Governor  : 

The  petition  of  the  subscribers,  citizens  of  Tonkers,  State  of 
New  York,  respectfully  shows  that  there  is  existing  in  tliis  city  a 
nuisance,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  which  the  city  authorities 
have  utterly  failed  to  remedy  or  mitigate,  although  their  attention 
has  been  repeatedly  called  to  it. 

This  nuisance  consists  in  the  condition  of  the  bed  and  the  banks 
of  tlie  stream  known  as  the  Kepperhan  or  Saw-Mill  river.  In  the 
course  of  this  river  through  the  thickly  settled  part  of  the  city,  it 
receives  the  sewage  from  about  one-half  of  that  part  of  the  city. 

There  is  upon  this  stream,  within  these  limits,  five  mill-ponds,  and 
this  sewage  settles  upon  the  banks  and  bottoms  of  these  ponds  and 
there  putrifies  and  becomes  oflEensive  and  dangerous  to  the  public 
health.  Therefore  your  petitioners  would  respectfully  request  your 
Excellency,  in  accordance  with  section  8,  chapter  322  of  the  Laws 
of  1880,  to  order  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  make  an  inspection 
and  abate  this  nuisance.     And  your  petitioners  wiU  ever  pray.

Early  in  August  the  village  Board  of  Health  at  Hart's  Falls,  a 
manufacturing  village  in  the  midst  of  the  hills  of  Schaghticoke, 
bordering  the  Hoosic  river,  near  the  eastern  boundary  of  Pittstowii, 
Rensselaer  county,  petitioned  the  Governor  of  the  State  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms : 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  August  2, 1880. 

To  His  Excellency,  A.  B.  Cornell, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

Sir — As  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Hart's  Falls,  Rens- 
selaer county,  and  by  request  of  said  board  I  have  the  honor  to  lay 
before  you  the  following  statements,  and  earnestly  request  such 
action  by  you  and  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  by  your  direction, 
as  shall  meet  the  necessities  of  the  people  whom  I  have  the  honor  to 
re^esent  in  this  statement  and  appeal  to  you. 

The  case  to  which  we  would  call  yoiu*  Excellency's  attention 
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relates  to  the  danger  of  life  and  the  great  detriment  to  health  which 
the  inhabitants  ot  the  village  of  Hart's  Falls  suffer  in  consequence 
of  certain  obstructions  that  have  diverted  the  waters  of  the  Hoosic 
river  from  their  natural  channel  and  the  extensive  lowlands  alonff 
the  eastern  margin  of  the  village,  so  that  said  former  river-bed  and 
said  lowlands,  at  a  distance  of  more  than  half  a  mile  in  length,  have 
been  rendered  pestilential  in  consequence  of  the  malarial  and  mias- 
matic emanations  from  the  same. 

The  accompanying  statements  and  body  of  evidence  relating  to 
this  subject  present  the  reasons  and  urgent  necessity  for  this  appeal 
to  your  Excellency. 

The  statement  is  illustrated  by  maps  and  is  sustained  by  the  writ- 
ten testimony  of  the  physicians  in  Hart's  Falls ;  also  by  an  elaborate 
statement  relating  to  the  same  subject  by  Dr..E.  H.  "Ward,  of  Troy. 

The  essential  points  in  this,  and  in  the  appeal  we  make,  are  as 
follows : 

First.  The  evil  complained  of  is  so  great  that  the  entire  popula- 
tion is  exposed  to  it.  ' 

Second.  It  has  been  steadily  increasing  for  several  years  past. 

Third.  It  cannot  be  prevented  or  remedied  by  any  system  of 
drainage* 

Fourth.  The  obstruction  which  has  been  placed  in  the  old  channel 
of  the  river,  as  it  enters  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  village,  has 
completely  diverted  the  stream  to  a  sole  occupancy  of  a  smaller 
channel  extending  southward ;  but  this  has  produced  no  results 
which  will  hinder  the  course  of  the  river  in  its  chief  old  channel  if 
such  obstruction  were  removed. 

Fifth.  The  obstructions  which  are  here  mentioned  being  jnst  out- 
side of  the  village  limits  cannot  be  removed  by  village  authorities, 
bat  the  village  fioard  of  Health  and  the  inhabitants  generally  know 
and  believe  that  such  obstruction  has  no  right  to  exist,  and  have 
urgently  appealed  for  its  removal,  as  is  shown  in  the  accompanying 
statement,  and  was  created  by  and  exists  beneath  the  track  of  the 
Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  and  Western  Railway. 

Sixth.  The  removal  of  the  obstruction  can  speedily  and  without 
detriment  to  public  or  private  property  be  made  by  said  corporation. 

Seventh.  Such  removal  of  tne  obstruction  and  prevention  of  the 
evil  complained  of  cannot  be  made  under  any  order  or  action  by  the 
village  or  town  authorities. 

Eighth.  The  action  now  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  offending 
party,  the  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  and  Western  Eailway  Company, 
we  believe,  would  be  speedily  effectual,  and  we  hope  would  be 
undertaken,  without  any  objections  or  resistance,  whenever  the  con- 
clusions of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Governor's  orders  on 
the  subject  shall  have  been  given,  as  provided  by  chapter  322  of  the 
Laws  of  1880. 

After  patient  and  fruitless  effort  to  secure  the  necessary  action  on 
the  part  of  the  offending  party,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  state- 
ment, and  at  the  beginning  of  another  sickly  season,  we  deem  any 
delay  to  be  dangerous.     W  herefore  your  Excellency  is  respectfully 
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requested  to  issue  the  necessary*  instrnctions  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  extend  to  the  village  of  Hart's  Falls  such  aid  as  the 
chief  Executive  of  the  State  can  now  give.

The  Governor  directed  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  examine 
and  report  for  his  information  and  guidance. 

The  area  comprised  within  tlie  elbow  of  the  natural  course  of  the 
river,  as  now  cut  off  by  the  railway  embankment,  Iiaving  become  so 
prolific  of  malaria  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  entire  population  of 
the  village  were  suffering  from  it,  and  under  medical  treatment,  at  the 
various  times  of  our  inspections  there,  the  Board'  reported  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  as  required  by  him  under  section  8  of  chapter 
322,  of  the  Laws  of  1880. 

Having  filed  a  qopy  of  the  Board's  report  in  the  oflice  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  the  Governor  issued  an  order  upon  the  parties  who 
are  responsible  for  the  production  of  the  nuisance.  As  a  great 
amount  of  investigation  and  evidence  has  preceded  action  in  this 
case,  the  further  description  of  the  conditions  which  are  now  to  be 
brought  under  remedial  treatment,  to  remove  the  evils  complained 
of^  must  be  deferred  until  our  second  annual  report. 


SMALLPOX  AND  VACCINATION. 

Early  in  August  last  the  appearance  and  rapid  spread  of  small-pox 
in  Troy  and  oSier  places  in  tne  eastern  districts  of  the  State,  lea  to 
careful  inquiries  into  the  chief  sources  of  the  contagion,  as  well  as  to 
the  extent  and  causes  of  the  prevailing  neglect  of  vaccination. 
Some  of  the  facts  obtained  in  this  investigation  are  here  presented. 

A  Brief  Aocount  of  an  Outbbkak  of  Small-Pox  in  West  Tboy. 

To  the  Secretary  of  th^  State  Board  of  Health  : 

I  inclose  to  you  a  brief  account  of  ^n  outbreak  of  small-pox  in 
West  Troy  in  1877. 

Small-pox  is  now  gradually  increasing  in  this  community.

On  the  15th  day  of  February,  1877,  a  party  was  held  at  the  resi- 
dence of  one  of  tne  overseers  of  Messrs.  Koy  &  Co.'s  mills,  in  West 
Troy. 

Inhere  were  eighty  persons  present.  For  the  first  three  or  four 
hours,  or  until  supper  time,  masks  were  worn  by  all  persons  present, 
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but  jnst  before  sitting  down  at  the  table  the  masks  were  removed. 
It  was  noticed  by  some  of  the  company  that  a  young  woman  from  a 
Qeishboring  city,  who  had  danced  all  the  evening  and  mingled 
freely  with  all  those  present,  had  an  eruption  upon  her  face, 
but  no  special  attention  was  paid  to  it  and  no  one  thought  any  more 
about  it  until  the  development  of  small-pox  among  those  present 
recalled  the  circumstance.  Subsequent  investigation  developed  the 
fact  that  this  yoUng  woman  was  thickly  covered  with  varioloid  pusr 
tules  at  the  time  that  she  attended  the  party. 

At  times  varying  from  nine  to  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  the 
party,  twenty-two  of  the  eighty  who  were  present  were  attacked 
with  variola  or  varioloid  in  various  degrees  of  severity.  Five  of 
these  cases  were  very  severe,  but  none  of  them  were  fatal. 

It  was  apparent  to  every  one  that  there  was  great  danger  of  an 
extensive  epidemic  of  small-pox,  and  this  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  the  result  but  for  the  prompt  action  of  physicians  in  isolating 
the  cases,  and  the  general  vaccination  that  was  practiced. 

The  cases  all  occurred  in  the  families  of  the  employees  of  Roy  <fe 
Co.,  manufacturers  of  woolen  goods.  As  soon  as  the  danger  was 
apparent,  the  owners  of  tlie  mills  ordered  all  persons  employed  by 
them,  in  whatever  capacity,  to  be  vaccinated ;  and  that  tnis  might 
be  done  at  once,  the  mills  were  closed  for  one  day,  and  none  of  the 
employees  were  allowed  to  enter  the  next  morning  without  present- 
ing a  certificate  from  a  physician  showing  that  they  had  been  vac- 
cinated. Even  those  persons  who  had  had  small-pox  were  compelled 
to  be  vaccinated  before  they  could  enter  tlie  mills.  A  very  large 
number  of  persons  who  were  not  employed  in  the  mills  were  also 
immediately  vaccinated.  The  cases  were  scattered  about  in  private 
houses  all  over  the  first  ward  of  the  village.  None  of  the  patients 
were  removed  from  their  own  houses,  but  the  greatest  care  was 
observed  that  no  one  should  come  in  contact  with  them,  except  those 
who  nursed  them  and  the  physicians. 

Eleven  cases  were  contracted  from  these  first  twenty-two  cases, 
after  which  the  epidemic  was  at  an  end.  Seven  of  this  second 
edition  were  in  one  family,  embracing  the  father,  two  brothers  and 
four  sisters  of  one  of  the  first  twenty-two  cases.  The  brother  who 
was  first  attacked  continued  to  eat  at  the  table  with  other  members 
of  the  family  and  to  associate  with  them  until  they  were  all  taken 
sick.  The  other  four  cases  of  this  second  edition  were  in  separate 
families,  and  one  of  them  resulted  fatally.  Ten  out  of  the  eleven 
cases  comprised  in  this  second  edition  occurred  in  families  in  which 
there  had  been  previous  cases ;  th^t  is,  only  one  case  occurred  outside 
of  the  twenty-two  families  first  visited  by  the  disease. 

Chloride  of  lime  and  carbolic  acid  were  freely  used  as  disinfect- 
ants, and  all  the  rooms  occupied  by  patients  were  thoroughly  cleaned, 
and  in  most  of  them  a  thorough  fumigation  .  with  sulphur  was 
practiced. 

The  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  epidemic  is,  I  think,  simply 
that  thorough  vaccination  and  complete  isolation  of  the  patients  is 
sufficient  to  arrest  an  epidemic  of  small-pox.

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Small-pox  and  Vaccination  in  Trot. 

The  first  case  of  small-pox  appeared  in  Mr.  Lorrimer's,  on  Jlickson 
St.  in  the  person  of  a  recent  Scotch  emigrant,  a  boarder  in  his 
family.  On  the  Friday  of  his  arrival  he  went  to  work  suffering 
from  pain  in  back  and  head,  and  soon  suffered  from  the  eruption 
which  is  now  reported  to  have  been  varioloid,  but  as  he  left  Troy 
and  returned  to  Europe  as  soon  as  he  recovered,  there  is  no  further 
knowledge  of  his  case.  On  the  9th  of  August,  a  child  in  the 
Lorrimer  family  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  similar  eruption 
to  that  of  their  Scotch  boarder.  Other  cases  in  the  same  tenement 
soon  followed.  Before  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  September  other 
cases  appeared  in  south  Troy ;  the  disease  had  already  spread  widely 
among  classes  of  inhabitants  most  dilSScult  to  bring  under  sanitary 
regulations.     The  results  which  followed  are  here  summarized. 

The  Health  Officer  of  Troy  reports  that  the  total  number  of  cases 
reported  was  767,  and  that  of  these  there  were  sent  to  hospital  456. 
There  were  133  deaths  in  the  hospital,  and  106  deaths  among  the 
312  patients  that  were  quarantined  in  the  dwellings  where  found.' 
The  238  deaths  jn  the  total  (757)  cases  reported  by  the  Health  Officer 
shows  that  31.44  was  the  percentage,  or  nearly  1  in  3  was  the  ratio 
of  mortality.  This  unusual  death  rate  indicates  sequestration  of  a 
great  number  of  lighter  cases.  The  fact  that  there  was  such  hiding 
of  varioloid  patients  was  the  greatest  peril  to  the  public  safety. 
The  public  provision  and  offering  of  vaccination  began  soon  after 
the  cases  of  contagion  began  to  be  officially  dealt  with.  House-to- 
house  vaccination  was  organized,  but  with  a  force  inadequate  to  such 
duty  in  a  population  oi  67,000.  A  central  vaccination  office  was 
also  maintained;  The  records  of  the  city  Health  Department  show 
that  in  the  search  for  persons  who  needed  vaccination  and  to  whom 
it  was  officially  offered  there  were  found  23,414,  or  more  than  28 
per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  inhabitants.  There  were  2,622 
persons  who  refused  to  be  vaccinated.  There  were  20,792  who 
accepted  this  public  offering.  There  were  9,873  vaccinated  who  had 
no  mark  of  previous  vaccination ;  and  there  were  10,919  revaccinations. 
The  results  show  that  in  6,711  of  the  9,873  primary  vaccinations  the 
full  effect  was  obtained,  and  that  in  the  10,919  revaccinations  the  full 
result  was  obtained  8,883,  or  36  percent  of  the  cases.  Bovine  vims 
from  Brooklyn  was  used.  Small-pox  continued  to  prevail  danger- 
ously until  upward  of  60  per  cent  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  nad 
been  freshly  vaccinated.  The  migrants  into  the  city,  especially  from 
Canada  and  foreign  parts,  continue  to  supply  fresh  subjects  for  the 
Small-pox  Hospital  and  to  require  the  city  vaccination  office  and  a 
house-to-house  vaccination  to  be  continued. 

Small-pox  and  Vaccination  in  Lansinoburgh. 

The  village  of  Lansingburgh  being  geographically  a  prolongation 
of  the  riverside  streets  of  Troy,  its  inhabitants  were  exposed  to  the 
contagion  which  had  become  widely  scattered  m  that  city.     The 
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records  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Lansingburgh  show  that,  beffiimin|; 
on  the  2l8t  of  August,  there  Were  41  eases  of  small-pox  in  Siis  vit 
la^ ;  that  6  were  latal ;  that  the  first  ease  was  a  mechanic  whose 
daily  exposure  in  an  infected  place  in  Troy,  3  miles  from  his  resi- 
dence, was  regarded  as  suflicient  to  account  for  tlie  contagion ;  that 
the  second  case  and  a  group  of  4  cases  were  known  to  have  resulted 
from  the  visit  of  the  mother  of  the  group  to  see  her  sick  sister,  with 
small-pox,  in  Cohoes ;  and  that  the  rule  for  the  vaccinal  protection 
of  all  school  children  was  promptly  enforced.  Public  vaccination 
was  offered  at  the  Health  Office.  Domestic  quarantine  was  uni- 
formly maintained  ;  a  posted  notice  on  the  house  and  premises,  and 
a  constabulary  guard  giving  warning.  The  dwelling-liouses  being 
quite  separate  and  in  open  grounds,  this  was  practicable.  But  even 
here  the  experience  proved  that  an  isolated  quarantine-cottage  would 
have  been  preferable,  economical  and  far  more  safe. 

Small-pox  and  Vaccination  in  Watebfoed. 

There  were  six  cases  of  small-pox  in  this  town,  the  first  of  them 
being  traced  to  Cohoes  and  Troy.  The  public  school  pupils  were 
completely  protected  by  the  enforcement  of  the  rule  of  vaccination. 
The  physicians  promptly  vaccinated  and  revaccinated  the  inhabitants 
that  were  found  unprotected.     There  were  no  deaths  from  small-pox. 

Small-pox  and  Vaccination  on  Green  Island. 

This  island  village  in  Albany  county  is  virtually  a  suburb  of  Tro}', 
f'eparated  from  it  by  the"  river  and  bridges.  The  first  case  officially 
re}.K)rted  appeared  on  the  4th  of  October  —  a  female  collar  maker, 
who  had  attended  at  a  crowded  church  in  Troy,  where  numerous 
worshippers  were  known  to  have  contracted  the  contagion.  Tluj 
disease  appeared  in  her  on  the  14th  day  after  exposure.  Thie  family 
next  door  attended  the  samo  church  and  began  to  suffer  on  the  15th. 
day  after  the  exposure.  On  the  25th  of  October,  a  new  center  of  th© 
contagion  was  discovered  and  traced  directly  to  an  exposure  m 
Cohoes.  From  these  beginnings  the  disease  spread  in  various  direcr. 
tions,  but  was  kept  underdomestic  quarantine  and  restrictions,  as  the 
ca«e8  could  not  be  sent  to  hospital.  School  children  were  vaccinated^ 
and  vaccination  was  freely  ottered  to  the  inhabitants  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  A  new  outbreak  occun*ed  at  the  beginning  of  winter  in 
the  family  of  a  tailor  employed  in  Troy  in  repairmg-second-hand  coats* 

A  further  center  appeared  in  the  little  child  oi  a  citizen  who  had 
a  fortnight  before  received  back  from  the  shoemaker  in  Troy  a 
mended  boot.  Immediately  upon  this  new  outbreak  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  Troy  shoemaker  haa  just  buried  one  child  from  small-pox, 
and  that  witn  two  others  sick,  the  father  had  been  watching  at  night 
and  working  at  his  hnmble  trade  of  mending  by  day,  passing  back 
and  forth  from  his  sick  diildren  to  his  work  upon  the  .bench  in  the 
same  humble  dwelling  and  shop.  The  little  child  on  Green  Island 
handled  and  toyed  with  the  mended  boot  the  day  it  was  returned  to 
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its  owner,  the  father.  The  testimony  taken  in  these  cases  scarcely 
admits  of  a  donbt  of  the  correct  tracing  of  the  conta^gion.  There 
were  42  cases  in  all  upon  Green  Island  in  a  population  of  about 
4,500.  The  cheerful  acceptance  of  vaccination  as  the  Eafegnard,  and 
of  the  rules  of  strict  domestic  and  personal  quarantine  and  disinfec- 
tion in  every  house  where  the  disease  appeared  are  justly  r^arded 
as  the  means  by  which  the  people  of  Green  Island  escaped  with  so 
little  harm. 

Small-pox  and  Vaccination  in  Cohoes. 

Small-pox  began  September  15th,  and  up  to  the  end  of  this  out- 
break there  had  been  153  cases  and  36  deaths. 

The  Board  of  Health  acted  promptly  and  have  maintained  effi- 
cient sanitary  supervision  over  the  population  from  beginning  to  end. 

Domestic  Qitara/ntine  —  A  quarantine  pavilion  in  a  remote 
quarter  of  the  city,  thorough  disinfection  and  a  system  of  public  vac- 
cination, well  supported  by  the  city  authorities  and  factory  superin- 
tendents and  owners,  with  the  constant  co-operation  ot  all  physicians 
have  happily  contributed  to  secure  a  degree  of  safety  during  the 
entire  period  that  has  rarely  before  been  witnessed  in  such  a  popu- 
lation; for  out  of  a  total  of  26,000  inhabitants  upwards  of  9,500 
are  employed  in  the  factories,  and  of  these  a  large  proportion  were 
unvaccinated  when  the  outbreak  began. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  had  notified  the  Health  Officer  of  Cohoes, 
on  the  9th  September,  that  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  the  south 
wards  of  Troy  would  reveal  the  extent  of  neglect  of  vaccination,  and 
immediate  attention  was  urged  to  the  duty  of  providing  for  it.  As 
soon  as  the  contagion  began  to  spread.  Dr.  Witbeck,  Health  Officer, 
obtained  the  consent  and  cooperation  of  the  proprietors  of  Harmony 
Mills,  where  nearly  5,000  persons  are  employed  daily,  to  open  a 
vaccinating  office  and  hold  daily  sessions  there  for  oflEering  free  vac- 
cination, and  at  the  same  time  an  apartment  at  the  public  charities 
office  was  assigned  for  like  purposes.  At  these  vaccinating  stations 
there  were  47  sessions  for  free  vaccination.  By  this  means  and  by 
house-to-house  visitations  the  entire  population  of  Cohoes  was  soon 
protected.  An  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred  in  a  French  Cana- 
dian tenement,  where  there  were  67  inmates — mostly  emigrants 
from  Canada  and  elsewhere  —  after  the  first  outbreak  ended.  In 
that  instance  22  cases,  7  being  varioloid,  occurred  from  exposure  to 
a  child  that  arrived  from  .Montreal  with  small-pox. 

The  Health  Officer  reports  that  occasionally  cases  are  concealed, 
especially  if  of  varioloid,  and  in  one  instance  of  this  kind  7  unvacci- 
nated persons  were  exposed,  and  on  'the  9th  day  of  their  exposure 
were  vaccinated,  two  of  them  suffering  varioloid,  four  came  down 
with  small-pox.  The  factory  cottages — 900  in  number — of  the 
Harmony  Mills,  have  been  kept  imder  a  system  of  constant  sanitary 
supervision  from  first  to  last,  and  from  the  time  the  small-pox  pa- 
vilion was  opened,  every  person  taken  with  the  contagion  has  been 
promptly  removed  to  that  hospital. 
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Yacdnation  in  the  factories  has  been  described  by  physicians  per- 
fonnins  it,  as  being  "  from  mill  to  mill  and  from  reom  to  room, " 
andas  oeins  "without  resistance  or  protest."  No  fatal  or  danger- 
oua  resalts  nave  ensued  in  any  instance ;  bovine  virus  procured  in 
MaBsachasetts,  day  by  day,  was  the  sole  reliance. 

The  sanitary  requirement  for  vaccination  of  every  pupil  in  the 
pnblic  schools  was  promptly  complied  with.  Dr.  w  itbeck  reports : 
"Everything  I  did  in  my  official  capacity  was  seconded  by  every 
member  of  tne  board,  and  to  their  co-operation*  must  be  attributed 
much  that  has  been  accomplished  in  successfully  combatting  small- 
pox in  our  city." 

Small-pox  and  Yaocination  in  Amsterdam. 

October  9th,  the  Health  Officer  of  this  village  reported  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  a  case  of  small-pox  that  had  resulted  from  exposure 
to  it  in  Gohoes.  Tlie  npper  floor  of  the  house,  and  this  patient  and 
family  were  quarantined  after  several  persons  had  been  exposed. 
The  contagion  had  already  been  communicated  to  the  family  on  the 
first  floor;  that  family  removed  from  the  town,  some  distance  away 
from  the  village  just  before  the  outbreak. 

The  second  outbreak  occurred  the  1st  October  in  the  Gibeau 
family,  where  a  daughter  was  married  on  the  16th  September ; 
visited  Troy  on  the  18th,  remaining  two  days,  returned  to  her  mothei^'s 
house  and  was  taken  sick  on  the  1st  October.  She  died  on  the  14th 
of  that  month.  Henry,  her  brother,  was  attacked  on  the  16th  and 
recovered.  The  father,  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  was 
attacked  with  the  disease  in  its  mild  form  — varioloid, —  the  mother 
and  her  three  sons  and  widowed  son-in-law  had  also  been  vaccin- 
ated at  former  periods.  They  were  re-vaccinated.  Varioloid  devel- 
oped in  two  of  the  sons,  and  in  one  simultaneously  with  the  vaccin- 
ation. Before  they  recovered,  one  of  the  sons  residing  elsewhere 
elandestinly  visited  his  sick  brother,  evading  the  quarantine  ffuard. 
He  contracted  the  contagion.  A  child  also  that  had  been  visiting 
in  Troy  returned    immediately   and  fell  sick  w^ith    the  disease. 

While  these  events  were  occurring,  small-pox  appeared  in  the  town 
of  Broadalbin,  and  was  at  once  isolated  by  direction  of  Health 
Oflicer,  Dr.  Thome.  In  this  case  the  contagion  was  traced  directly 
to  tlie  French  Canadian  brothers  we  have  just  mentioned.  The 
Broadalbiil  ontbreak  was  limited  to  two  cases,  rigorously  quarantined. 

Late  in  December  small-pox  appeared  in  one  of  the  public  schools 
fd  Amsterdam  in  a  pupil  a^ed  8  years.  The  Board  oi  Health  and 
trustees  of  the  school  agreed  upon  an  order  requiring  the  proof  of 
thorough  vaccination  to  be  immediately  presented  by  all  school 
children,  and  school  to  be  suspended  until  this  duty  was  complied 
with.  The  order  was  promptly  obeyed,  all  objections  being  suc- 
eessfnlly  answered,  the  chiei  objector  becoming  an  advocate  and 
follower  of  the  rule  in  his  own  household  and  neighborhood. 
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Small-pox  in  Fulton  County. 

The  well-controlled  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  Broadalbin  has  been 
mentioned  above.  Late  in  autumn  the  contagion  was  introduced  in 
the  vicinity  of  Wheelersville,  a  tannery  village,  in  the  north-western 
part  of  the  county.  The  town  authorities,  through  the  nearest 
Health  Officer,  telegraphed  for  vaccine  vims,  and  immediately  pro- 
vided for  offering  tree  vaccination  from  house-to-house.  The  sick 
were  quarantined ;  the  premises  and  infected  materials  disinfected 
and  the  contagion  was  extinguished  in  less  than  a  month.  This  with 
the  events  in  Broadalbin  already  mentioned,  practically  illustrates 
the  utility  of  immediate  and  efficient  action  of  town  health  boards  in 
the  presence  of  small-pox  contagion. 

Small-pox  and  Vaccination  in  Washington  County. 

On  the  25th  December,  a  number  of  citizens  in  the  village  of 
Shufihan,'  town  of  Salem,  appealed  to  the  Governor,  asking  for  relief 
from  the  operation  of  a  local  quarantine  order  that  had  been  put  in 
force  in  all  highways  entering  that  little  hamlet  of  five  or  six  hun- 
dred inhabitants.  The  petitioners,  under  instructions  from  certain 
medical  prescribers  who  misapprehended  both  tho  nature  of  the 
disease  and  their  duty,  asked  to  be  immediately  left  to  walk  in  their 
own  ways  and  enter  public  assemblages  and  conveyances.  The 
officers  of  the  State  Board,  to  whom  the  petition  was  at  once  referred, 
advised  the  people  of  Shushan  to  comply  fully  with  all  requirenients 
of  the  health  authorities.  By  the  same  mail  the  State  Board  advised 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Health  Officer  of  Salem,  to  concert  measures 
with  the  medical  profession  in  that  town  to  extend  and  offer  vacci- 
nation to  every  family  and  secure  the  thorough  application  of  it  in 
every  unvaccinated  person  in  Salem.  This  advice  was  followed  with 
remarkable  fidelity  ;  physicians  pursued  their  duty  in  the  matter, 
nighfiand  day,  until  upwards  of  2,000  persons  had  been  vaccinated. 
All  the  schools,  chapels  and  other  places  of  public  assemblage  were 
closed  by  order  of  tne  Salem  Board  of  Health.  The  disease  spread 
rapidly  and  fatally  to  the  extent  its  contagion  had  been  carriea  pre- 
vious to  the  notification  of  the  State  Board,  but  it  ended  as  suddenly 
as  it  had  appeared,  vaccination  having  completely  occupied  the  field. 
The  clergy  and  church  officers  of  the  town  promptly  complied  with 
instructions  to  close  the  places  of  assemblage,  and  the  R.  C.  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  instructed  the  senior  priest  oi  that  church  in  the  town 
that  his  congregation  should  be  dispensed  from  obligations  of  public 
worship  until  tne  contagion  was  past. 

While  small-pox  Was  being  suppressed  in  Salem,  its  appearance 
was  announced  in  two  of  the  adjacent  towns,  a  neighborhood  not 
far  from  Shushan.  The  prompt  and  adequate  efforts  of  the  town 
Bdards  of  Health  in  each  of  these  instances  soon  entirely  suppressed 
the  malady.  The  people,  who  had  appealed  to  the  Governor  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health  for  relief  from  the  operation  of  the  local 
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qnarantine  at  Shushan  had,  before  five  days  had  expired,  become  so 
convinced  of  their  duty  and  utility  of  eubmittiug  to  it,  that  the 
gentleman  who  had  drawn  the  petition  and  protest,  aQ(}  obtained  sig- 
natures to  it  returned  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  a  letter  dated 
December  Slst,  saying :  "  Our  people  are  now  realizing  more  fully 
the  magnitude  of  the  calamity  which  has  befallen  us.  We  hoped  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  stringent  rules  and  that  the 
disease  would  not  spread  from  the  houses  of  the  first  infected,  but 
subsequent  developments  have  shown  uq  that  it  had  at  that  time 
planted  its  seeds  where  we  least  expected  it  could  reach.  None  of 
the  persona  who  have  died  have  been  recently  vaccinated."  Hon. 
A.  B.  Law,  residing  near  the  village,  was,  at  the  time  the  fore- 
going letter  was  written,  dying  of  small-pox.  The  writer  of  the 
petition  here  mentioned,  reported  his  death,  saying :  "  He  died  last 
night.  It  is  sad  to  think  of  the  death  of  such  a  citizen  under 
saeh  painful  circumstances.  His  is  the  sixth  death  out  of  twelve 
cases  of  smdlpox  in  our  vicinity."

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REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  : 

The  Commissioners  of  Emigration  respectfully  present  this  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  endmg  December  31  st,  1880. 

The  present  board  was  organized  February  17,  1880;  Henry  A. 
Harlbat,  Esq.,  was  elected  president,  and  a  code  of  by-laws  for  its 
government  adopted,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended. 

The  following  standing  committees,  consisting  of  six  members 
each,  were  also  appointed  : 

Castls  Oarden  CoTmnittee — Oh^rles  F.  Ulrich,  chairman ;  George 
Starr,  George  J.  Forrest,  Jos.  0.  Pinckney,  James  Lynch  and  the 
president. 

Wa/rcPs  Island  CommiUee — Jos.  C.  Pinckney,  chairman ;  George 
Starr,  James  Lynch,  Charles  F.  Ulrich,  Charles  Hauselt  and  the 
president. 

Finance  Committee — George  J.  Forrest,  chairman;  Charles  F. 
Ulrich,  Charles  Hauselt,  Edmund  Stephenson,  Edward  Cooper  and 
the  president. 

The  institutions  under  the  charge  of  the  commissioners  consist 
of  the  State  Emigrant  Landing  Depot,  at  Castle  Garden,  and  the 
State  Emigrant  Refuge  and  ET^spitais,  situated  upon  Ward's  Island. 

Landing  Department. 

Under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  all  immigrant  or 
steerage  passengers  arriving  at  the  port  are  required  to  be  landed 
at  the  Castle  Garden  Emigrant  Landing  Depot.  The  Castle  Gar- 
den establishment  comprises  the  executive,  landing,  information. 
Ward's  Island  and  labor  bureaus,  together  with  the  railroad,  bag- 
gige  and  express  departments. 

The  entire  number  of  passengers  from  foreign  ports,  who  landed 
at  the  port  of  New  York  in  1880,  was  372,880,  of  whom  327,371 
were  aliens. 

The  number  of  those  who  landed  at  Castle  Garden  and  thus 
came  under  the  immediate  care  of  this  board  was  320,889,  an 
increase  of  186,611  over  the  preceding  year. 
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The  immigration  to  the  port  of  New  York  during  the  year  1880 
was  the  largest  since  the  establishment  of  the  commission  in  1847, 
and  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  sick  and  destitute  among  the 
arriving  immigrants  greatly  increased  the  burdens  of  the  commis- 
sion and  overtaxed  its  financial  resources. 

The  year's  immigration  was  not  marked  by  any  epidemic  or  serious 
sickness  among  the  immigrant  passengers  during  the  ocean  voyage, 
and  the  majority  of  them  arrived  in  good  health,  and  their  condition 
was  generally  better  than  that  of  those  landed  in  preceding  years. 

During  the  year  complaints  of  ill-treatment  on  shipboard  were 
received  from  passengers  of  the  steamships  "  Victoria,  "  Hecla," 
"  Ville  de  Marseilles,"  "  Ferdinand  de  Lesseps,"  and  "  Switzerland," 
and  were  investigated  by  the  Castle  Garden  committee,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  powers  granted  under  chapter  857  of  the  Laws  of 
1868.  The  conclusions  reached  in  the  several  cases  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  annexed.   , 

From  the  registered  entries  which  have  been  made  of  the  intended 
or  avowed  destination  of  each  passenger  landed  at  Castle  Garden  dur- 
ing the  year  it  appears  that  137,561  reported  their  destination  as  the 
State  of  New  York;  11,046,  New  Jersey;  31,104,  Pennsylvania ;  127, 
Delaware;  13,869,  Ohio;  3,537,  Indiana;  32,641,  Illinois;  735, 
Kentucky ;  11,303,  iSfichigan ;  4,887,  Missouri;  3,546,  Kansas  ;  604,

ritory; 230,  Maine  ;  244,  New  Hampshire ;  184,  Vermont;  11,568, 
Massachusetts;  2,805,  Khode  Island;  6,187,  Connecticut;  1,626, 
Maryland;  401,  West  Virginia  ;  242,  Virginia ;  86,  North  Carolina ; 
108,  South  Carolina;  184,  Georgia;  79,  Alabama;  64,  Florida  ;  132, 
Mississippi;  175,  Louisiana;  1,012,  Texas;  1,627,  Canada;  13, 
British  Columbia;  27,  Nova  Scotia;  10,  New  Brunswick;  23, 
Manitoba;  51,  South  America;  32,  Mexico;  13,  Cuba;  14,  Sand- 
wich Islands;  11,  Central  America  ;  5,  Australia;  12,  West  Indies. 
These  figures,  however,  only  approximately  represent  the  number 
who  actually  settled  in  each  State,  since  many  who  declare  their 
destination  to  be  in  the  eastern  States,  design  remaining  only  tem- 
porarily, preparatory  to  removing  further  west. 

Arrtval  and  Landing  of  Immigrants. 

The  provision  which  is  made  by  the  commissioners  of  emigration 
for  the  reception  and  care,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of 
the  immigrants  from  foreign  countries,  who  arrive  in  the  great  com- 
mercial port  of  the  United  States,  is  a  matter  of  deep  interest,  not 
alone  to  the  people  of  this  State,  but  to  all  persons  throughout  the 
country,  and  especially  to  those  in  the  western  portion,  to  which  the 
largest  and  the  best  part  of  the  immigrants  go  for  residence. 
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"^^When  a  pafisenger  steamer  arrives  from  a  foreign  port,  a  boarding 
officer  visits  the  vessel,  examines  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  ves- 
sel and  passengers,  hears  complaints,  and  ascertains  if  proper  care 
had  been  taken  of  the  passengers  daring  the  voyage,  and  afterward 
makes  his  report  to  the  superintendent  at  CasUe  Garden.  The 
landing  agent,  while  the  passengers  are  still  on  shipboard,  gives 
.  checks  for  the  immigrant's  baggage,  which  is  taken  to  Castle  Gar- 
den, and  remains  there  nntil  claimed  by  the  owners,  insured  against 
damage  or  loss. 

Fully  three-fourths  of  the  immigrants  landing  at  Castle  Garden 
hold  prepaid  passage  tickets  to  their  various  points  of  destination 
in  the  west,  or  interior,  and  are  not,  as  has  been  thought  by  many, 
influenced  by  the  officers  of  the  commission,  to  settle  in  particular 
localities  or  sections  of  the  country. 

When  the  immigrants  are  landed  at  the  Castle  Garden  Landing 
Depot,  they  are  subject,  as  they  enter,  to  an  examination  by  the 
medical  officer  and  chief  clerk  of  the  landing  depot,  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  any  are  sick,  and  also  to  discover  those  who  may  be 
subject  to  special  bonds  under  the  law — such  as  blind  persons,  crip- 
leg,  paupers,  lunatics,  or  others  who  may  become  a  future  charge. 
f  any  are  sick  and  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  Ihey  are  sent 
to  the  temporary  hospital  vnthin  the  inclosure,  or  directly  to  Ward's 
Island,  as  circumstances  may  require. 

If  paupers  or  criminals  are  found,  they  are  detained,  and  the 
attention  of  the  board  is  called  to  the  subject,  so  that  measures 
may  be  taken  to  cause  their  return  to  the  port  of  embarkation. 
After  the  examination  above  referred  to  is  completed  the  immigrants 
are  admitted  to  the  rotunda  of  the  Castle  Garden  building,  which 
is  kept  clean,  is  well  ventilated  and  lighted  and  will  accommodate 
nearly  2,000  persons.  Immigrants  are  not  subject  to  the  annoyance 
and  danger  of  having  to  leave  the  building  in  search  of  necessities 
since  facilities  for  furnishing  all  immediate  wants  are  to  be  found 
in  the  depot. 

Restaurants  furnish  plain  food  at  reasonable  prices;  wash-rooms 
and  cooking  stoves,  with  necessary  utensils  arc  at  their  disposal. 
Exchange  brokers,  duly  appointed,  one  on  hand  to  exchange  their 
foreign  coin,  notes  or  drafts,  into  United  States  currency,  and  to 
guard  against  any  pi>ssible  error,  the  fluctuations  and  daily  market 
rates  of  foreign  exchange  are  marked  on  boards  placed  in  conspic- 
uous localities.  In  every  instance  a  written  memorandum  of  the 
transaction  is  given  by  the  broker,  who  is  required  to  pay  the  cur- 
rent rates  without  deduction. 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  has  an  office  in  Cascle 
Garden,  thus  enabling  immigrants  to  communicate  with  their  friends 
without  leavinff  the  building.  Before  leaving  the  rotunda  the  names 
of  immigrants  liaviiig  friends  or  letters  avaiting  them  are  called,  and 
at  once  receive  the  latter,  or  are  delivered  to  the  care  of  the  former. 
The  landing  depot  is  carefully  guarded  both  by  day  and  night  and 
affords  a  safe  and  comfortable  temporary  shelter  for  those  expecting 
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to  leave  for  destinations  out  of  the  city  within  a  short  time.  Every 
precaution  is  taken  to  insure  the  conafort  and  safety  of  the  immi- 
grants, so  long  as  they  are  in  charge  of  the  commissioners,  and  all 
officers  of  the  landing  depot,  and  all  persons  admitted  to  it  in  an 
oflBcial  capacity,  are  required  to  treat  immigrants  with  kindness  and 
consideration. 

Of  the  number  of  aliens  that  arrived  during  the  year,  104,264: 
came  from  Germany ;  66,399  from  Ireland  ;  38,768  from  England ; 
9,625  from  Scotland;  35,217  from  Sweden;  5.577  from  Den- 
mark ;  9,937  from  Norway  ;  3,588  from  Wales;  4,461  from  Austria; 
6,672  from  Hungary  ;  3,259  from  the  Netherlands ;  1,309  from 
Belgium  ;  8,233  from  Switzerland  ;  4,087  from  France  ;  11,190  from 
Italy  ;  931  from  Spain  ;  7,693  from  Russia;  7,606  from  Bohemia  ; 
511  from  Luxemburg!! ;  1,298  from  the  West  Indies ;  126  from 
Mexico ;  355  from  South  America ;  39  from  Austria ;  40  from  ' 
Greece ;  54  from  Portugal ;  61  from  Turkey ;  200  from  China  ; 
588  from  Canada ;  45  from  Africa ;  48  from  the  East  Indies ;  61  from 
Turkey ;  95  from  Central  Amerida  and  105  from  various  countries. 

Railboad  Depaktment. 

The  New  Y  ork,  Lake  Erie  and  Western,  the  New  York  Central 
and  the  Pennsylvania  railroads  have  offices  in  Castle  Garden  for 
the  sale  of  passage  tickets  to  immigrants.  The  baggage  of  the  immi- 
grants is  checked  in  Castle  Garden  to  destination  and  the  passengers 
are  conveyed  without  charge  to  the  depots  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies. 

The  board  has  had  under  consideration  for  some  time  past  the 
adoption  of  some  means  whereby  an  end  might  be  put  to  the  prac- 
tice of  tlie  payment  of  a  commission  to  steamsnip  agents,  immigrant 
nmners,  and  others,  on  the  sale  of  railroad  tickets  to  immigrants. 
Representations  were  made  by  the  board  to  the  railroad  companies 
doing  business  in  Castle  Garden,  asking  that  the  payment  of  these 
commissions  cease,  and  the  three  companies  were  asked  to  re-adopt 
an  agreement  similar  to  that  in  force  between  them  in  1874,  and 
which  at  that  time  remedied  the  evil,  but  two  of  the  companies  de- 
clined to  adopt  it,  and  the  remedy  sought  by  the  board  has  not  been 
obtained,  and  it  is  feared  will  not  be,  without  further  legislation  on 
the  subject. 

City  Baggage  Dbliveey. 

The  Castle  Garden  Express  Company,  by  arrangement  with  the 
board,  undertakes  to  deliver  immigrants'  baggage  to  any  part  of  New 
York  or  adjacent  cities,  when  so  desired.  Having  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  carting  baggage  not  called  for  by  the  immigrant  himself, 
they  agree  to  transport  single  packages  to  any  point  above  Fiftieth 
street  in  New  York,  and  to  any  part  of  Brooklyn,  Williamsburgh, 
Jersey  City  and  Hoboken,  for  fifty  cents ;  below  Fiftieth  street. 
New  York,  for  forty  cents ;  four  pieces  for  thirty-five,  and  five  or 
more  pieces  for  thirty  cents  each. 
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This  rate  is  small,  and  the  arrangement  of  placing  the  delivery  in 
single  hands  enables  the  comnjissioners  to  obtain  redress  for  the  im- 
migrant in  case  of  loss  or  injury. 

BuBBAu  FOB  Information. 

During  the  past  year  25,612  passengers  and  resident  relatives  were 
enabled  to  comrannicate  with  each  other,  without  expense  or  trouble, 
throngh  the  agency  of  this  bureau. 

ImMIGBANT  BoABDINGh-HoUSES. 

The  regularly  licensed  boarding-house  keepers  are  permitted  to 
enter  the  Castle  Garden  rotunda  to  seek  their  customers,  after  the 
DBual  registration  rules  have  been  complied  with.  The  commission 
compels  these  persons  to  provide  suitable  board  and  lodging  for  such 
immigrants  as  they  may  lodge,  at  a  price  approved  by  tlae  board. 
During  the  year  4rr>,612  immigrants  were  so  lodged. 

But  few  complaints  have  been  made,  and  these  were  immediately 
investigated,  and  the  violation  of  the  rules  punished  accordingly. 

Wabd's  Island  Bubeau. 

This  bureau  receives  all  applications  from  immigrants  for  admis- 
sion to  the  State  Immigrant  Institutions,  or  for  other  relief. 

The  records  of  arrivals  are  kept  in  this  oflBce,  and  are  examined 
to  verify  the  right  of  the  applicant  to  aid  from  the  commission. 

Attached  to  this  bureau  is  a  resident  physician,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  assist  the  landing  officers  in  inspecting  all  immigrants  when  they 
first  land,  and  to  examine  all  sick  and  destitute  applicants  for  relief, 
and  to  visit  all  such  as  are  residents  of  the  city.  He  has  also  charge 
of  the 

Reception  Hospital 

at  Castle  Garden,  where  sick  immigrants  are  temporarily  admitted 
and  cared  for,  until  they  can  be  removed  to  Ward's  Island.  The 
number  of  persons  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  was 
1,54S.    There  were  eighteen  deaths  andf  twenty-five  births. 

Labob  Bubeau. 

The  German  and  Irish  immigrant  societies  have  maintained  the 
labor  bureau  since  1875,  when  owing  to  a  lack  of  funds,  the  board 
was  compelled  to  close  it.  These  societies,  recognizing  the  great 
benefit  of  the  labor  bureau  to  the  immigrant,  proposed  to  the  board 
through  their  presidents,  who  are  also  ex^Jioio  members  of  the 
cominission,  to  continue  the  department  at  their  cost.  The  ofiEer 
was  accepted,  and  up  to  the  present  time  employment  is  found  for 
both  sexes,  whenever  it  is  possible,  in  this  or  in  other  States.  The 
immigrant  has  to  pay  no  fee  for  the  advantage  derived  from  this 
bureau,  and  employers  have  an  opportunity  of  making,  without 
charge,  their  selection  out  of  a  large  number  of  applicants,  who  are 
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daily  to  be  found  in  the  waitine-room  of  this  department.  The 
bureau  undertakes  to  supply  empToyers  in  any  part  of  the  United 
States  with  all  kinds  of  skilled,  mechanical  and  agricultural  laborers, 
the  cost  of  transportation  being  generally  defrayed  by  the  employer. 
During  the  past  year  employment  was  procured  for  89,311  immi- 

f  rants,  of  which  number  28,806  were  males  and  10,505  females, 
'he  detailed  report  appended  aflFords  other  interesting  information 
as  to  the  general  wording  of  the  bureau  and  the  work  performed. 

Unttbd  Statbs  Customs  Bureau. 

To  facilitate  the  examination  of  immigrant's  baggage,  the  United 
States  government,  several  years  since,  establishea  at  Castle  Garden 
a  bureau,  attached  to  the  office  of  the  collector  of  the  port,  where 
all  duties  to  which  their  effects  are  liable  may  be  paid.  Every 
facility  and  attention  is  given  immigrants  having  business  with  the 
bureau,  by  the  custom  officers  detailed  for  duty  at  Castle  Garden. 

Relief  fob  Immigrants  at  Castle  Garden. 

The  board  furnishes  food  and  lodging  to  destitute  immigrants 
seeking  employment  through  the  agency  of  the  labor  bureau  at 
Castle  Garden.  Food  is  also  given  to  destitute  immigrants  to  main- 
tain them  while  proceeding  to  destinations  inland.  The  past  year 
27,864  meals  were  thus  issued,  and  an  advance  in  cash  of  $12,013.57, 
made  to  assist  in  paying  the  cost  of  forwarding  immigrants  to  their 
relatives,  or  to  places  where  employment  had  been  found  for  them. 
The  friends  or  employers  of  these  immigrants  have  refunded  to  the 
commission,  of  this  outlay,  the  sum  of  $9,216.76.  The  number  of 
immigrants  returned  to  Europe  by  the  commission  during  the  year 
was  624. 

State  Immigrant  Refuge  anp  Hospitals,  Ward's  Island. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  commission,  in  1847,  various  pur- 
chases of  land  on  Ward's  Island  have  been  made,  and  at  present  the 
board  holds,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  about  120  acres. 

On  this  land  hospitals  and  other  buildings  necessary  for  tl^e  care 
of  sick  and  destitute  immigrants  have  been  erected.  The  buililings 
are  the  Verplanck  hospital;  refuge  for  destitute  male  immigrants, 
surgical  wards,  fever  wards,  asylum  for  the  insane,  nursery,  dispen- 
sary, dininghall,  chapel,  physician's  and  superintendent's  residences; 
work-shops,  store-house,  gas-house,  etc. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1879,  the  whole  number  of  immigrants 
on  Ward's  Island  was  522 ;  during  1880  there  were  admitted  3,933, 
and  the  number  remaining  December  31st  was  657. 

On  December  31,  1879,  there  were  in  the  hospitals  238  patients ; 
during  1880  there  were  3,046  admitted.  The  total  number  treated 
during  the  year  was,  including  128  children  born  alive,  3,412.  Of 
these  2,882  were  discharged,  and  185  died,  leaving  on  December 
31,  1880,  345. 
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In  the  snrgical  division  the  whole  number  of  cases  that  have  been 
nnder  treatment  was  1,467 ;  the  number  cured  and  discharged,  1,297 ; 
the  number  of  deaths,  15;  a  mortality  of  1.022  on  the  whole  num- 
ber that  have  been  under  treatment. 

The  surgical  division  is  now  in  charge  of  Dr.  J.  Murray  Carnochan, 
he  having,  at  the  request  of  the  board,  resumed  his  former  position 
of  sufi-eon-in-chief,  which  he  had  so  ably  filled  from  the  years  1855 
to  1873. 

Dr.  Herman  Knapp  has  kindly  consented  to  serve  the  hospitals, 
gratuitonsly,  as  consulting  surgeon  for  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the  medical  oflBcers 
of  the  institution,  which  are  appended,  give  full  details. 

The  regular  supplies  for  the  Ward's  Island  institutions  are  fur- 
nished upon  the  requisition  of  the  store-keeper,  countersigned  by  the 
superintendent  ana  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  Ward's  Island 
eommittee.  All  goods  purchased  on  such  requisitions  are  sent  with 
the  invoice  to  the  store-keeper,  who  examines  thetn,  and,  if  found 
correct,  certifies  the  invoice  and  returns  it  to  the  superintendent  for 
transmission  to  the  board  for  payment.  The  strictest  economy  is 
practiced  in  purchasing  and  distributing  the  supplies  to  the  inmates, 
and  no  waste  is  permitted. 

It  is  with  resrret  the  commissioners  have  to  note  the  death,  on 
January  7,  1881,  of  Dr.  George  Ford,  physician-in-chief,  which^ 
position  he  held  from  the  year  1858  until  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
professional  abilities  and  experience  were  great,  and  his  death  is  a 
1068  to  the  commission. 

Wateb  Grant,  Ward's  Island. 

The  commissioners  renew  their  recommendation  that  the  portion 
of  the  lands  under  water  fronting  the  State  property  at  Ward's 
Island,  and  which  is  not  owned  by  the  State,  be  purchased  if  it  can 
he  had  for  a  reasonable  price. 
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FINANCIAL  REPORT. 


Of  the  appropriation  of  $150,000  made  by  the  legislature  to 
meet  the  expenaitnres  of  the  board,  from  May  Ist,  1»80,  to  May 
let,  1881,  there  has  been  expended  for  the  eight  months  ending 
December  31,  1880,  $107,881.15. 

The  amount  received  and  disbursed  in  the  year  1880  is  shown  in 
the  following  abstract  statement.

Included  in  this  estimate  is  a  sura  sufficient  to  make  necessary  re- 
pairs for  the  preservation  of  the  buildings  at  Ward's  Island  and 
Castle  Garden,  also  to  extend  the  baggage  department,  which  is 
much  required. 

Unless  the  necessary  repairs  are  made  during  the  year,  the  build- 
ings will  decay  and  the  injury  to  them  will  require  hereafter  a  much 
laiger  outlay. 

The  board  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  a 
mortga^  of  $200,000  on  the  Ward's  Island  property,  authorized  and 
obtained  in  the  year  L874,  and  on  which  interest  amounting  to 
$10,000  is  paid  aimually.  This  mortgage  the  board  recommends  be 
paid  off  by  the  State  and  canceled. 

National  Legislation. 

The  commissioners  of  emigration  have  again  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  legislature  the  urgent  necessity  for  national  legislation  for  the 
protection  of  arriving  immigrants,  and  the  care  of  such  of  them  as 
may  become  sick  or  disabled,  and  beg  briefly  to  give  the  reasons  and 
necetssity  for  the  enactment  of  such  legislation. 

From  May,  1847,  up  to  March,  1876,  the  legislation  of  this  State 
provided  that  the  owner  or  consignee  of  every  vessel  arriving  at  this 
port  from  a  foreign  country,'having  on  board  alien  passengers,  should 
give  a  bond  to  the  State  in  the  sum  of  $300  for  each  of  such  passen- 
gers, conditioned  to  indemnify  every  city,  town  and  county  of  the 
State  against  any  charge  or  expense  on  account  of  the  passenger 
named  in  the  bond  within  five  years  from  arrival.  The  parties  in- 
terested in  the  vessel  had,  however,  the  right  to  commute  for  this 
bond  by  paying  a  certain  sum  which  varied  from  $2.50  to  %\.bO per 
capita^  as  changed  at  different  periods  by  act  of  the  legislature. 
This  money  was  known  as  commutation  or  head  money.  It  was 
made  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  emigration  to  provide  from 
this  fund  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  any  city,  town  or  county  of 
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this  State  for  the  maintenance  of  sick  or  destitute  aliens  who  miglit 
have  arrived  at  this  port,  within  the  ])reviou8  five  years.  This  sys- 
tem was  put  in  operation  in  May,  1847,  and  continued  under* subse- 
quent amendements,  until  the  20th  of  March,  1876,  when  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States  rendered  a  decision  in  the  case 
of  Henderson  v.  T/w  Mayor ^  etc,^  of  the  City  of  New  York  a/nd 
the  Gommissionera  of  Emigration^  declaring  unconstitutional  and 
void  the  laws  of  this  State  requiring  the  bond  above  mentioned, 
for  or  on  account  of  all  arriving  immigrants,  and  which  authorized 
the  commutation  of  such  bond  by  the  payment  of  a  specified  sum. 

The  commissioners  of  emigration  impressed  with  the  grave  conse- 
quences which  would  necessarily  result  from  this  decision  by  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  and  convinced  that  the  emigrant 
system  which  had  so  long  prevailed  at  this  port,  with  advantage  to 
New  York  and  benefit  to  the  emigrant,  should  not  be  permitted  to 
pass  away  and  be  destroyed,  submitted  the  facts  to  the  legislature, 
and  funds  have  from  time  to  time  since  been  appropriated  to  main- 
tain the  emigrant  institutions  pending  action  by  congress. 

Under  date  of  April  29, 1876,  the  legislature  of  this  State  adopted 
the  following  resolution  :    . 

"  Resolved^  That  the  commissioners  of  emigration  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  call  the  attention  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
to* the  present  condition  of  the  emigration  laws,  resulting  from  the 
decision  of  the  supremo  court  of  tlie  United  States,  declaring  the 
State  laws  on  that  subject  unconstitutional  and  void,  and  to  impress 
upon  congress  the  necessity  for  speedy  national  legislation  in  regard 
thereto,  and  the  said  commissioners  take  such  steps  as  in  their  judg- 
ment may  be  proper  to  secure  such  legislation." 

After  much  consultation  and  correspondence,  in  which  the  State 
boards  of  charities  of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
RUode  Island,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Illinois  participated,  a  bill 
was  agreed  upon  as  satisfactory  in  substance,  and  has  been  presented 
at  two  successive  sessions  of  congress,  but  a  law  as  desired  has  not 
been  enacted. 

A  special  committee  to  further  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  con- 
gress on  this  important  subject  was  also  appointed  by  the  national 
conference  of  charities,  at  Cleveland,  in  July  last. 

The  bill  which  is  still  pending  before  congress,  but  which  owing 
to  the  press  of  business  at  the  close  of  the  session,  it  is  imderstood, 
will  not  be  enacted,  provided,  as  in  the  State  laws,  for  the  proper 
inspection  and  supervision  of  the  arriving  immigrants,  and  tne  au- 
thorityto  return  such  among  them  as  were  found  to  be  lunatics, 
paupers,  etc.,  at  the  expense  of  the  vessel  bringing  them  hither.  It 
also  provided  that  a  sum  of  $250,000  be  appropriated  annually,  to 
be  a  separate  fund  in  the  treasury  department,  under  the  name  of 
the  ''  Immigrant  Fund,"  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  all  liabilities 
under  the  act. 

In  April  last,  when  the  bill  was  being  discussed  in  the  house  of 
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representatives,  objections  were  made  to  the  penalties  imposed,  and 
restrictions  placed,  in  the  bringing  hither  and  the  landing  of  im- 
mi^rarits  who  were  likely  to  become  a  public  charge. 

Th^e  objections  are  believed,  by  the  commissioners,  not  to  be 
well  founded.  Similar  penalties  have  been  imposed  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  since  1847,  and  no  hardship  has  accrued  to  anyone 
under  a  fair  construction  of  the  statute.  In  case  of  any  uninten- 
tional and  excusable  violation  of  these  requirements,  the  penalties^ 
under  the  provisions  of  the  bill  could  be  remitted  by  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury,  thus  guarding  against  any  hardship. 

The  legislation  which  is  sought  as  above  stated  is  considered  an 
absolute  necessity,  as  this  commission  has  abundant  evidence  to 
prove  that  aliens  of  the  class  referreu  to  are  frequently  shipped  to 
this  port  by  foreign  authorities  and  persons  abroad  interested  in 
relieving  themselves  of  the  burden  of  their  care  and  support. 

It  was  also  stated,  that  although  the  amount  to  be  annually 
appropriated  was  limited  to  $250,000,  yet  under  the  act  claims 
largely  in  excess  of  this  amount  might  be  incurred  and  reimburse- 
rnent  afterward  sought  from  the  United  States  treasury.  It  seemed 
to  be  the  opinion  of  many  that. a  fund  to  be  obtained,  as  heretofore 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  by  fixing  a  charge  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  immigrant  landed,  and  collecting  same  from  the 
owners  or  consignees  of  the  vessel  landing  such  immigrants,  would 
be  iiiDch  more  equitable,  and  the  simplest  method  of  obtaining  funds 
to  maintain  the  immigrant  institutions.  This  method  would  also 
place  a  proper  limit  on  the  amount  of  the  fund  which  would  be  thus 
raised,  and  to  be  expended  at  the  port  of  debarkation  for  the  benefit 
of  such  immigrants  as  might  become  sick  or  destitute. 

This  plan  of  obtaining  funds  to  maintain  the  immigrant  institu- 
tions is  believed  by  this  board  to  be  proper  and  just,  and  the  board 
respectfully  requests  that  the  legislature  will  adopt  suitable  recom- 
mendations to  this  effect  and  transmit  them  to  congress. 

One  of  the  greatest  sources  of  the  nation's  income  in  wealth  and 
popiilatiou  has  been  the  vast .  immigration  from  Europe,  and  it 
should  therefore  be  protected  by  appropriate  National  legislation. ' 

A  prominent  representative  from  this  State  in  his  speech  on  the 
bill,  delivered  in  the  house  of  representatives  during  the  recent 
debate  on  the  subject,  said  : 

"  The  condition  of  Europe  to-day  is  such  as  to  render  it  reason- 
ably certain  that,  with  the  new  era  of  prosperity  upon  which  tins 
coontry  has  entered,  the  number  of  immigrants  will  continue  to  in- 
crease largely.  It  remains  for  the  National  government  to  doits 
part,  alike  for  its  own  protection  and  that  of  the  immigrant. 

**  Immigration  has  not  flourished  without  attendant  evils.  At  a 
comparatively  early  date  some  of  the  States  passed  laws  to  meet  and 
oonnteract  them.  It  was  soon  perceived  that,  on  the  one  hand,  there 
were  foisted  upon  our  communities  numbers  of  paupers,  lunatics  and 
criminals,  and  on  the  other  hand,  there  grew  up  in  our  ports  of  im- 
migration a  class  of  men  that  preyed  upon  the  poor  and  ignorant,

crippling  and  oftentimes  so  completely  stripping  them  as  to  make 
them  charges  upon  the  public  bounty.  These  evils  grew  to  such 
an  alarming  extent  and  filled  the  public  with  such  abnorrence,  that 
the  legislature  of  New  York  was  prevailed  upon  to  investigate  the 
subject,  and  to  devise  for  these  evils  a  more  comprehensive  remedy. 

"  The  efforts  of  philanthropic  and  public  spirited  citizens  of  New 
York  finally  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  an  institution,  which, 
for  the  motives  of  those  who  inspired  it,  the  character  of  those  who 
managed  it,  and  the  helplessness  of  those  who  came  within  its  fos- 
tering care,  stood  among  the  most  benign  and  efficient  in  our  land. 
I  refer  to  the  board  of  commissioners  o?  emigration  of  New  York." 

Through  the  exertions  of  Thurlow  Weed,  Archbishop  Hughes, 
Moses  H.  Grinnell,  Charles  O' Conor,  Robert  B.  Mintum,  and  other 
eminent  citizens  of  New  York,  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  organize  this 
board  was  secured  in  1847. 

*'  The  personnel  of  the  first  board  was  fixed  by  the  statute  itself. 
Especial  care  was  taken  to  select  public  spirited  citizens  of  high  in- 
telligence and  stern  integrity,  and  resulted  in  the  designation  of 
Gulian  C.  Verplanck,  James  Boorinan,  Jacob  Harvey,  Kobert  B. 
Minturn,  William  F.  Havemeyer,  and  David  C.  Colden,  eminent, 
philanthropic,  and  distinguished  citizens  of  New  York,  together 
with  the  mayors  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  the  president  of  the 
Irish  Emigrant  Society,  and  the  president  of  the  German  Society, 
who  were  made  members  of  the  board  by  virtue  of  their  offices. 
The  board  of  commissioners  is  now  appointed  by  the  governor,  sub- 
ject to  the  confirmation  of  the  senate. 

"  The  operations  of  this  board  extend  throughout  the  State,  and 
embrace  in  the  city  two  great  establishments :  One  at  Ward's  Island, 
opposite  the  city,  the  site  of  the  State  Emigrant  Refuge  and  Hos- 
pital. The  other — Castle  Garden  —  is  an  extensive  inclosure  at 
the  foot  of  the  city  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners, where  all  the  immigrants  who  arrive  at  the  port  of  New 
York  are  landed,  and  which  thus  receives  three-foui1;hs  of  all  the 
immigrants  that  arrived  in  the  United  States.  It  took  eight  years 
for  this  energetic  board  to  so  far  overcome  the  prejudices  of  the 
public  and  the  fierce  opposition  of  the  organized  band  of  plunderers 
and  thieves  as  to  be  able  to  secure  this  place,  which  was  done  in  1855. 

"  It  is  enough  to  say  that  here  the  immigrants  are  protected  from 
the  corruption  and  depredations  of  panderers,  plunderers  and  thieves ; 
that  they  here  receive  counsel,  care  and  assistance  ;  that  their  prop- 
erty is  protected,  their  friends  discovered,  their  purposes  ascertained, 
and  the  way  to  their  destination  pointed  out." 

Maintenance  of  the  Immigrant  Institutions. 

The  board  has  again  to  apply  to  the  legislature  for  funds  to 
maintain  the  State  immigrant  institutions,  which  are  managed  as 
economically  as  is  possible,  the  members  of  the  board  receiving  no 
pecuniary  compensation  whatsoever  for  their  services. 
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The  great  itnmigration  to  the  port  of  New  York  during  the  past 
year,  being  as  before  stated  320,889  immigrants,  is  greatly  attribut- 
able to  the  provision  made  by  the  State  for  their  protection,  care 
and  support,  by  ineatis  of  Castle  Garden  as  a  landing  depot,  and 
place  of  rest  and  information  for  them,  and  the  refuge  and  hospitals 
on  Ward's  Island  for  the  maintenance  of  the  destitute,  and  the  care 
of  the  sick.  Information  of  these  protective  and  benevolent  pro- 
vision for  immigrants  on  their  arrival  at  this  port  has  been  spread 
abroad  throughout  the  countries  whence  our  immigration  comes  by 
those  who  had  previously  arrived  and  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  these 
institutions. 

The  numbers,  too,  of  immigrants  to  the  United  States  has  in  the 
past  undoubtedly  been  augmented  by  the  knowledge  thus  diffused 
through  these  foreign  countries  of.  tne  mode  in  which  they  would 
be  received,  and  the  means  provided  for  their  safety  and  care. 

It  is,  therefore,  hoped  that,  in  view  of  the  great  benefits  which 
have  accrued  to  the  country  at  large  in  the  care  and  protection- given 
by  the  board  to  the  immigrants  landing  at  this  port,  the  necessary 
means  will  be  furnished  to  maintain  the  immigrant  institutions,  and 
enable  the  commission  to  carry  on  the  work  which  in  the  past  has 
been  so  productive  of  good,  and  so  abundantly  fruitful  in  its  results,

COMMISSIONERS  OF  EMIGRATION. 


Abtiolb  I. 

Of  Meetings  and  Officers  of  the  Board. 

1.  TYie  r^ular  meeting  of  the  commissioners  of  emigration  will 

\>e\\eld  on  the  last  Thursday  of  every  month,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  at 

their  ofBce,    at  Castle  Garden,  or  at  Castle   Garden   and  Ward's 

Island  alternately,  or  at  such  hours  as  the  board  may  from  time  to 

time  direct. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  will  take  place  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
February  in  each  year,  at  which  meeting  a  president  shall  be  chosen 
by  hallot,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cesfior  shall  be  duly  elected. 

3.  When  the  office  of  the  president  shall  become  vacant  during  the 
period  for  which  he  was  elected,  it  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election 
for  the  unexpired  term ;  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  com- 
missioners shall  elect  a  president  pro  tern, 

4.  Special  meetings  of  the  commissioners  may  at  any  time  be 
called  by  the  president,  and  the  time  therefor  designated  by  him. 
Notice  of  such  special  meetings  shall  be  given  to  the  commissioners 
at  least  one  day  previous,  unless  some  particular  exigency  shall  ren- 
der a  shorter  notice  necessary. 

5.  Upon  the  requisition,  in  writing,  of  three  con^missioners,  the 
secretary  shall  call  a  meeting  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
such  requisition. 

Abtiole  n. 

Of  the  Duties  of  the  Offi/iers  of  the  JBoa/rd. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  commission- 
ers, and  shall  preserve  order  therein  ;  he  shall  appoint  the  standing 
committees  of  the  board,  and  the  presiding  officer  of  all  special 
committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  in  the  order  for  their  appoint- 
ment. 
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2.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings,  and  see 
that  they  are  properly  recorded  in  the  book  provided  for  such 
purpose. 

3.  On  the  day  previous  to  each  meeting,  regular  or  special,  the 
secretary  shall  send  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to 
each  commissioner. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  read  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  and  all  communications  to  the  commissioners. 

5.  After  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  minutes,  they  shall  be 
certified  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

Aetiolk  III. 

Of  the  QtLorum  and  Order  of  Bvsmeas, 

1.  Five  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

2.  The  order  of  business  at  the  regular  meetings  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, and  not  be  suspended  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
commissioners  present : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  minutes. 

2.  Reports  from  standing  committees,  in  their  order. 

3.  Reports  from  special  committees. 

4.  Reports  or  communications  from  the  State,  city  and  county 

authorities,  or  from  the  departments,  institutions,  or  offi- 
cers under  the  government  of  the  board. 

6.  Miscellaneous  communications. 

6.  Motions  and  resolutions. 

3.  Tiie  yeas  and  nays  on  all  subjects  shall  be  recorded  upon  the 
requirement  of  a  commissioner,  but  not  otherwise. 

,4.  The  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  regulated  by  parliamentary 
usage ;  the  president,  or  presiding  officer,  shall  decide  every  point 
of  order  arising,  but  his  decision  may  be  appealed  from,  and  on  such 
appeal,  shall  be  sustained  or  overruled  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
tne  commissioners  present. 

Article  IV. 

Of  the  Standmg  Committees. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board,  after  his  election,  the  presi- 
dent shall  annually  appoint  standing  committees,  with  the  titles, 
duties,  and  number  oi  members,  respectively,  herein  set  forth,  viz, : 

The  Castle  Garden  committee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 
The  Ward's  Island  committee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 
The  finance  committee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

2.  All  vacancies  in  any  of  the  standing  committees  shall  be  filled 
by  the  president.  • 

3.  The  departments  at  Castle  Garden  and  Ward's  Island  shall  be 
visited  by  the  respective  committees  (to  whose  charge  they  are 
assigned)   at  least  once  a  fortnight,  and  oftener   when  occasion 
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requires;  and'the  committees  shall   report  at  each  rcojnlar  meeting 
the  condition  of  the  institution. 

4.  The  Ward's  Island  and.  Castle  Garden  committees  shall  be 
empowered  to  put  in  force  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  officers  and  employees  under  their  charge. 

5.  All  reports  of  committees  ehail  be  recorded  imd  filed,  or 
printed,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board. 

Article  V. 

Of  Dishursements^  Discipline^  etc, 

1.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrence  of  five  of 
the  cjommissioners,  at  a  regular  meeting,  after  notice  of  such  amend- 
ment given  at  the  last  previous  regular  meeting;  such  notice,  with 
proposed  amendment,  to  be  given  in  writing  to  each  member  of  the 
board. 

2.  The  manner  of  disbursing  the  funds  of  the  commission  shall 
be  as  follows:  A  requisition  ior  the  amount  of  the  bill  or  bills 
examined  and  approved  by  the  finance  committee,  and  passed  by 
the  board,  shall  be  signed  by  five  of  the  commissioners,  and 
addressed  to  the  State  comptroller. 

3.  All, checks  must  be  signed  by  the  president  (in  whose  name 
the  account  in  the  bank  shall  be  kept)  and  two  of  the  commission- 
ers, and  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  party  receiving  the  money. 

i.  On  a  motion  to  remove  any  officer,  the  question  shall  be  taken 
by  yeas  and  nays;  and  that  to  remove  or  appoint  an  officer  of  this 
commission,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  members  entitled  to 
vote  on  the  question  of  appointment  and  removal,  be  required  in 
the  affirmative ;  and  when  an  office  or  place  under  the  board  is  to 
be  filled,  the  question  on  appointment  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
oayB  (except  in  the  election  of  president,  which  shall  be  by  ballot) ; 
and  all  appointments  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

5-  The  standing  committees,  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the  exe- 
cutive officer  of  the  board  is  authorized,  in  case  of  neglect  or  derelic- 
tion of  duty,  or  bad  conduct,  to  suspend  such  officer  or  person  so 
charged,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  after  such  suspension 
and  its  action  thereon  ;  and  in  cases  of  positive  gross  bad  conduct 
of  any  officer  in  presence  of,  or  to  the  positive  knowledge  of  any 
member  of  the  board,  sucii  member  shall  have  like  power  to  sus- 
pend any  officer  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  and  its  action 
thereon. 

6.   The  president  of  this  board  shall  be  a  member  of  all  commit- 

js,  with  the  right  to  vote. 

7-  All  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  board,  and  of  the  several 
standing  committees,  shall  be  transmitted  and  carried  into  effect  by 
and  through  the  executive  officer  of  the  department  at  Castle  Garden, 
whose  title  shall  be  the  superintendent,  and  who  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  standing  committee,  have  the  control  and  supervis- 
ion of  the  various  bureaus  at  Castle  Garden. 
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He  shal!  also,  when  required  thereto  by  the  corami'tteeB,  or  by  the 
board,  visit  the  institution  at  Ward's  Island,  or  the  agencies  through- 
out the  State,  and  make  report  at  the  next  (regular)  meeting  there- 
after. 

8.  All  requisitions  for  supplies  shall  be  transmitted  on  the  day 
preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  to  the  chairman  of  the 
several  standing  committees,  tor  their  approval  and  signature.  In 
the  absence  of  the  chairman  the  said  requisitions  shall  be  signed  by 
such  member  of  the  committee  as  he  may  designate. 

9.  All  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  emigration, 
except  executive  sessions,  shall  be  declared  open  to  the  public  press. 

■ 

Abtigle  VI. 
Of  the  Orgcmizatioii  of  the  Officers. 

The  oflScers  and  employees  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners 
of  emigration  shall  be  organized  as  follows: 

There  shall  be  two  departments,  to  be  designated  respectively  as 
the  Castle  Garden,  or  landing  department,  whicli  shall  be  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Castle  Garden  committee  ;  and  the  hospital, 
or  Ward's  Island  department,  which  shall  be  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Ward's  Island  committee.  ^ 

2.  The  landing  department  shall  be  located  at  Castle  Garden,  and 
shall  comprise  the  officers  thereto  attached. 

It  shall  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  and  control  of  the 
superintendent,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Castle  Garden  com- 
mittee. 

The  business  at  the  landing  depot  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
following  bureaus: 

The  executive  bureau  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  superin- 
tendent. In  this  bureau  shall  be  transacted  all  the  executive  busi- 
ness of  the  commission  not  pertaining  to  finance.  Correspondence 
shall  be  conducted,  complaints  heard  and  investigated,  grievances 
remedied,  and  applications  for  relief  received. 

The  financial  bureau  in  charge  of  a  treasurer,  who  shall  keep  all 
the  accounts  of  the  commission.  In  this  bureau  all  payments  shall 
be  made,  and  all  moneys  (other  than  as  prescribed  by  law)  shall  be 
received  and  deposited  in  bank,  etc. 

The  boarding  bureau  in  charge  of  the  chief  boarding  officer,  who 
shall  board  every  passenger;  vessel  on  arrival,  and  obtain  all  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  voyage,  and  shall,  without  delay,  make  report  of 
the  number  of  passengers,  and  of  births,  deaths,  etc. 

The  landing  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  clerk,  who  shall  direct 
the  examination  of  all  passengers  on  landing;  the  proper  register 
ing  of  their  names,  nativities,  occupations  and  destinations;  attend 
to  their  correspondence,  and  exercise  a  supervision  of  the  boarding- 
house  keepers,  railroad  employees,  brokers,  etc.,  while  transacting 
business  in  the  rotunda. 

The  information  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  clerk,  whose  duty 
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it  will  be  to  facilitate  parties  in  commimication  with  their  immigrant 
friendB. 

The  Ward's  Island  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  Qlerk,  who  shall 
receive  all  applications  from  sick  and  destitute  immigrants  for  admis- 
81011  to  Ward^s  Island,  and  for  other  relief,  and  shall  record  all  ad- 
missions to  and  discharge  from  the  Ward's  Island  institutions,  and 
make  record  of  all  emigrants  becoming  chargeable  to  the  commission, 
and  all  cases  reported  for  special  bonds. 

The  hospital  bureau  in  charge  of  an  examining  physician,  whose 
dnty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  condition  oi*  immigrants  on 
arrival,  and  all  applicants  for  medical  attendance,  or  other  relief,  and 
certify  their  condition  to  the  superintendent.  He  shall  also  have 
charge  of  the  temporary  hospital  at  Castle  Garden  for  the  reception 
of  immigrant  patients  whom  circumstances  prevent  being  immedi- 
ately  transferred  to  Ward's  Island. 

The  labor  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  clerk,  who  shall  attend  to 
procaring  employment  for  all  immigrants  applying  therefor,  and 
shall  aid  employers  in  obtaining  labor. 

The  heads  of  these  various  bureaus  and  agencies  shall  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  superintendent,  and  shall  make  to  him  daily  or 
monthly  reports,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  operations  of  their 
respective  bureaus. 

3.  The  hospital  department  shall  be  located  at  Ward's  Island,  and 
shall  comprise  the  various  hospitals,  nurseries,  and  refuge  buildings 
and  asylums  therein  situated.  It  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervis- 
ion of  the  superintendent  of  Ward's  Island,  wly>  shall  reside  on  the 
island,  and  snail  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Ward's  Island 
committee. 

The  business  of  the  hospital  department  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  following  bureaus : 

The  executive  bureau  in  charge  of  the  superintendent. 

Here  all  immigrants  admitted  to  the  institution  shall  be  received 
and  their  permits  of  admission  examined  —  discharges  shall  be  made 
ont,  requisitions  drawn  and  supplies  received  and  receipted  for,  and 
record  kept  of  all  inmates  of  the  island,  property,  cattle,  tools,  etc. 

The  medical  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  physician  with  as  many 
assistants,  residents  on  the  island,  as  may  be  required.  To  this 
bnreau  shall  be  attached  the  apothecary  shop  in  charge  of  a  com- 
petent apothecary. 

The  surgical  bureau  in  charge  of  a  chief  surgeon,  who  shall  visit 
the  hospital  as  often  as  his  services  are  required,  and  as  many  resi- 
dent assistants  as  may  be  necessary.  The  chief  sm*geon  shall  perform 
all  capital  operations.

V.  Wages. 

The  rates  of  remuneration  for  skilled  immigrant  labor  cannot  be 
given,  as  they  are  not  usually  fixed  until  the  employee  has  given 
proof  of  proficiency. 

For  farm  laborers  and  female  servants  the  wages  varied  little  in 
1880  from  the  figures  of  the  previous  year,  the  monthly  averages 
being  as  follows ;

VI.  Supply  and  Demand. 

Notwithstanding  the  immense  increase  of  immigration  to  this 
port  in  1880,  bringing  with  it  a  proportionate  increase  of  the  labor 
supply,  the  demand  for  immigrant  workers,  skilled  and  unskilled, 
was  great  enough  to  enable  the  bureau  to  provide  all  applying  up  to 
the  month  of  "November,  with  remunerative  employment.  The 
inquiries  for  families  containing  children  old  enough  to  engage  in 
mill  labor  were  nnprecedently  numerous,  and  down  to  the  close  of 
the  year  there  were  unfilled  orders  for  this  description  of  workers  on 
the  books  of  the  bureau.  For  miners  (coal  and  iron),  furnace  hands, 
and  skilled  workers  in  iron,  the  demand  during  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer months  exceeded  the  supply,  and  the  same  may  be  generally 
said  of  farm  labor. 


VII.  Complaints  of  Employers  and  Employees. 

The  labor  bureau  is  regularly  called  upon,  and  expected,  to  give 
attention  to  investigating  and  settling  disputes  of  employers  and 
their  immigrant  employees ;  and  not  a  little  time  has  to  be  de- 
voted to  this  duty.  Owing,  however,  to  the  care  exercised,  under 
the  rules,  in  requiring  satisfactory  references  as  to  respectability  and 
responsibility  from  all  employers  desiring  immigrant  labor,  as  well 
as  in  seeing  that  employer  and  employee  understand  each  other 
when  making  hiring  terms,  occasion  for  after  disagreement  is  to  a 
great  extent  avoided.  In  nearly  all  disputes  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  bureau,  settlement  was  secured  without  appealing  to  the 
courts ;  but,  in  some  few  instances,  legal  proceedings  had  to  be  insti- 
tnted  in  behalf  of  the  immigrant,  and  in  all  such  cases  with  success. 
Withheld  wages  amounting  to  $1,120  were  recovered  for  immigrant 
employees  during|the  year.

Hon.  Henry  A.  HaRLBur,  President  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Mrdgration : 

Sir — I  beg  leave  to  present  to  the  commissioners  of  emigration 
my  report  for  the  year  1880,  as  superintendent  of  the  institutions 
under  your  care  upon  Ward's  Island.  My  personal  knowledge  of 
^natters  upon  the  Island  covers  only  the  eight  months  from  May  let, 
the  date  when  under  your  appointment  1  assumed  the  charge,  to 
January  1,  1881.  The  preceding  four  months  were  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  my  predecessor.  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  famil- 
iarize myself  with  the  duties  of  my  position  and  come  into  the  per- 
sonal association  with  and  control  of  matters  that  will  enable  me  to 
conduct  efficiently  your  agencies  for  the  relief  of  suffering  and  des- 
titute immigrants.  There  have  been  no  special  improvements  made 
to  the  buildmgs  on  the  Island  during  the  past  year,  nothing  beyond 
the  absolutely  unavoidable  repair  of  their  wear  and  tear  in  mj' 
judgment. 

All  the  inmates,  men  and  women,  who  are  fit  to  work  are  employed 
as  in  former  years,  according  to  their  capacity,  in  the  institution,  the 
care  of  the  farm,  stock,  etc.  The  school  for  the  children  under  the 
direction  of  "  board  of  education,"  has  been  well  attended  and  ex- 
cellently managed.     Its  agency  for  good  is  very  evident.

The  greatest  number  of  admissions  and  deaths  were  during  the 
summer  months.  I  find  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  persons 
treated  during  the  year  has  been  5.42.  I  find  also' that  the  most  prevar 
lent  disease  treated  in  the  hospitals  has  been  intermittent  fever  (in- 
cludiug  under  this  designation  typhoid,  etc.),  there  having  been  255 
eases.  These  two  facts  may  justify  inquiring  into  the  experience  of 
the  immigrants  on  shipboard  in  this  period  of  the  incoming  of  im- 
mense numbers  and  of  consequently  loaded  steamers.  There  have 
been  137  children  born  in  the  lying-in  hospital,  of  whom  130  were 
alive;  of  those  14  subsequently  died  upon  the  Island;  of  this  total 
of  137,  87  were  illegitimate  children.  Six  of  the  children  were 
adopted  by  respectable  families  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF. 


To  the  PreaiderU  cmd  BowrA  of  Commiadoners  of  Emigration ; 

Oentlbmsn  —  In  resuming  the  poeition  of  sorgeon-in-chief  to  the 
State  Emigrant  Hospital,  allow  me  to  offer  my  thanks  for  the  cour- 
teous manner  in  which  the  ofSce  was  recently  tendered  to  me  by 
yonr  honorable  board.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  note  of  acceptance 
that  I  had  served  the  institution  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Q-ulian 
C  Verplanck  for  over  twenty  years,  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the 
▼arions  boards  over  which  ho  presided,  so  it  will  be  my  pleasure  in 
the  future  to  exert  the  same  care  and  attention  to  the  duties  assigned 
to  me,  and  trust  I  shall  merit  the  same  consideration  for  reliability 
and  fidelity  at  present  as  in  former  years. 

As  BO  short  a  time  has  elapsed  since  my  installation,  I  am  unable 
to  give  personally  the  statistics  of  the  surgical  department,  but  rely 
upon  the  details  collated  by  the  resident  surgeons,  Drs.  Feinberg 
and  Seaman. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Floyd  F.  Kane,  for 
the  manner  in  which  the  discipline  and  hygiene  of  the  hospital  are 
maintained.

a/nd  Board  of  Cominisaionera  of  Emigration : 

Gentlemen  —  In  compliance  with  regulations,  I  have  the 
honor  to  snbtnit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Emigrant  Asy- 
lum for  the  Insane,  for  the  year  ending  JDeoember  31st,  1880. 

On  the  Ist  of  January,  1880,  there  were  84  patients  in  the  asy- 
lum, 46  of  whom  were  males  and  38  females;  during  the  year  138 
were  admitted,  of  whom  78  were  males  and  60  females,  making 
the  total  number  treated  222  against  a  total  of  164  for  the  preced- 
ing year ;  00  patients  liave  been  discharged  this  year,  of  whom  25 
have  been  returned  to  Europe  by  order  of  the  commission,  19  were 
transferred  to  the  city  asylums,  32  have  recovered,  24  were  im- 
proved, 13  were  found  not  to  be  insane  and  14  have  died  ;  four  of 
the  latter  arrived  at  the  asylum  in  an  exhausted  condition  and  lived 
but  a  short  time  after  their  admission;  owq  occurred  from  suicide 
by  drowning. 

The  patients  have  all  been  vaccinated,  and  their  general  health 
has  been  excellent.  We  have  had  no  epidemic  or  contagious  dis- 
eases, with  the  execution  of  a  limited  number  of  cases  of  erysipelas 
and  a  reference  to  tne  causes  of  death  (as  may  be  seen  in  one  of  the 
accompanying  tables)  shows  them  to  have  resulted  from  chronic  and 
tubercular  diseases. 

The  discipline  of  the  institution  has  been  fully  up  to  that  of 
former  years,  and  restraint  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Even 
the  simple  muff  is  rarely  employed  now,  and  never  except  as  a  med- 
ical agent,  to  prevent  patients  from  exhausting  themselves  by  their 
physical  exertions  or  doing  bodily  injury  to  themselves  or  others. 
Seclusion  is  never  permitted  except  by  direct  order  of  the  attend- 
ing physician. 

Systematic  employment  is  now  recognized  by  the  best  alienists 
abroad  as  well  as  in  this  country,  as  being  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant agencies  in  the  successful  treatment  of  insanity,  and  the  neces- 
sity for  it  in  this  institution  cannot  be  too  urgently  recommended. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  coming  year,  your  honorable  board 
will  increase  our  facilities*  in  this  direction,  for  just  in  proportion 
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as  the  patients  are  employed  is  their  happiness  and  contentment  in- 
creased, their  minds  diverted  from  their  delusions  and  their  mental 
recovery  promoted.  The  system  of  keeping  patients  week  after 
week  in  the  wards  (as  we  are  compelled  to  do  in  the  winter  season) 
with  little  or  nothing  to  occupy  their  attention  but  their  idle  fancies, 
can  never  be  productive  of  good  results.  1  am  fully  convinced  that 
fully  96  per  cent  of  our  patients  could  be  employed  with  advantae^e 
to  themselves  if  judiciously  managed,  and  the  increased  freedom, 
healthier  sleep,  and  improved  digestion  resulting  therefrom,  could 
not  but  enhance  their  chances  of  ultimate  recovery.

REPORT  OF  THE  CASTLE  GARDEN  COMMITTEE. 


Report  of  the  CoMMmBB  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Emigration  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  investigate  the 

COMPLAINTS  OF  FaSSENGERS  OP  STEAMSHIPS  *'  ViOTORIA,"  '^  HeOLA," 

''  Ferdinand    de    Lesseps,"     "  Ville    de    Marseille,"     and 
"  Switzerland." 

Castle  Garden,  New  York,  August  31,  18S0. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Emigratum  : 

The  undersigned  commissioners,  members  of  the  Castle  Garden 
committee^  beg  to  report  that  a  complaint  having  been  made  against 
the  "  S.  S.  Victoria,"  by  ''  Edward  Eicke,"  and  109  other  steerage 
passengers,  that  the  food  furnished  them  during  the  voyage  was  of 
bad  quality,  not  properly  cooked  and  not  equal  to  or  according  to 
contract,  they,  the  undersigned,  proceeded  to  an^  examination  under 
chapter  857,  "Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  1868,  giving  due 
previous  notice  to  the  consignees  and  master  of  said  vessel. 

The  undersigned  commissioners  held  the  examination  at  Castle 
Garden  on  the  2Sth  instant,  and  examined  the  following-named 
passengers:  Edward  Eicke,  Christian  Rolfs,  Victor  Lindau  and 
Adolph  Thenier.  In  behalf  of  the  ''S.  S.  Victoria,"  the  evidence 
of  Capt.  Rait,  Dr.  Plews  and  Charles  Ranken,  chief  steward,  was 
taken. 

From  the  evidence  before  them,  the  undersigned  commissioners 
ascertained  as  follows : 

That  the  ''S.  S.  Victoria"  sailed  from  London  on  August  14, 
1880,  with  243  steerage  passengers,  and  arrived  at  New  York  on 
the  26th  instant. 

The  testimony  of  the  passengers  that,  until  forty-eight  hours  after 
leaving  port  there  was  no  system  in  the  distribution  of  food,  and 
that  the  meals  were  served  to  them  on  their  beds,  is  admitted  by 
the  officers,  and  no  reason  is  given  why  this  bad  management  should 
occur  on  a  steamer  regularly  in  the  passenger  trade.  The  passengers 
examined  were  unanimous  in  declaring  that  the  salt  meat  furnished 
was  hard,  tough  and  unfit  to  eat,  and  that  it  was  thrown  overboard  by 
them.     It  was  claimed  by  the  passengers  that  the  dinners  furuishea 
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from  the  14th  to  the  20th  of  August  were  so  bad  that  they  did  not, 
and  conid  not,  eat  them.  The  quality  o^  the  potatoes  and  bread 
was  also  complained  of,  and  generally  that  the  food  was  very  badly 
cooked  and  not  well  served.  A  complaint  had  been  made  to  the 
captain  during  the  voyage,  and  it  was  stated  that  a  good  meal  was 
served  next  day,  but  tuat  afterward  no  improvement  was  made  in 
the  food.  In  behalf  of  the  ship,  the  oflScers  claimed  that,  with  the 
exception  of  one  day,  the  meals  served  were  good  and  wholesome. 
A  copy  of  the  bill  of  fare  furnished  to  the  steerage  passengers  was 
also  submitted,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  of  the  thirteen  din- 
ners served,  four  were  of  fresh  beef,  and  the  remainder  salt  meat  or 
salt  Ml.  It  was  stated  that  the  salt  meats  were  inspected,  and  pas- 
sed by  the  immigration  officers  at  London,  but  no  evidence  was 
submitted  that  an  inspection  of  each  barrel  had  been  made.  The 
skip's  doctor  also  stated  that  he  inspected  the  meals,  but  only  from 
a  sample  daily  sent  to  him.  It  seems  to  be  admitted  that  he  in- 
spected and  passed  the  meal  given  on  Saturday,  August  21st,  whidh 
the  captain  and  steward  said  was  bad  and  unfit  to  have  been  served. 
The  nudersigned,  from  the  evidence  obtained,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  salt  meats  furnished  the  steerage  passengers  on  the  "  8.  S. 
Victoria"  were  of  bad  quality,  and  that  generally,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  six  guineas  was  charged  and  paid  for  steerage  passage  from 
London  to  New  York,  the  Dassengers  having  to  furnish  their  own 
bedding,  etc.,  that  better  food  should  be  furnished,  and  that  it  should 
be  served  in  a  much  better  and  more  systematic  manner.

The  Castle  Garden  committee  beg  respectfully  to  report  that 
upon  certain  complaints  of  passengers  of  the  steamship  "  Hecla," 
which  arrived  from  Liverpool  Sept.  9th  inst.,  your  committee 
resolved  upon  an  investigation  under  chap.  857,  Laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  for  1868. 

That  in  pursuance  thereof,  your  committee  having  given  due  notice 
to  the  consignees  and  master  of  said  vessel,  proceeded  to  an  investi- 
gation of  said  complaints  and  examined  fourteen  of  the  steerage 
passengers.  The  statements  of  the  master,  surgeon  and  stewards 
of  the  ship  were  received.  From  the  evidence  before  them,  a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  appended,  your  committee  find  as  follows : 
That  the  bread  furnished  the  passengers  was  sour  and  the  potatoes 
were  not  good,  but  there  was  a  plentiful  supply  of  other  food  ;  that 
the  "  berthing"  of  the  passengers  was  faulty,  and  in  consequence 
thereof,  the  indiscriminate  mingling  of  the  sexes  in  the  sleeping 
berths  is  deserving  of  censure.  That  the  conduct  of  the  chief 
steerage  steward  was  reprehensible,  and  his  neglect  to  enforce  proper 
regulations  in  the  steerage  as  to  the  distribution  of  food  and  in 
regard  to  maintaining  order,  shows  him  to  be  unfit  for  the  position ; 
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that  there  was  no  steerage  stewardess  on  board,  and  in  consequence 
many  female  passengers  were  subjected  to  insult  from  the  steerage 
stewards ;  that  the  ventiTktion  of  the  steerage  was  not  good  and 
ought  to  be  remedied.  Tour  committee  recommend  that  a  copy  of 
the  evidence  taken  be  transmitted  to  the  Cunard  S.  S.  Co.,  with 
the  request  that  the  matters  complained  of  on  board  the  S.  S. 
"Hecla"  be  remedied,  and  a  particular  recommendation  that  the 
single  female  passengers  be  lodged  in  a  separate  compartment,  and 
that  a  steerage  stewardess  be  employed  on  the  ships  carrying  immi- 
grant passengers.

To  the  Boa/rd  of  Commissioners  of  Emigration : 

The  Castle  Garden  committee  respectfully  report  that  a  com- 
plaint was  presented  to  them  on  Nov.  12,  1880,  by  steerage  passen- 
gers who  arrived  per  S.  S.  "  Ferd  de  Leeseps  "  from  Havre,  to  the 
effect  that  the  food  furnished  the  passengers  was  not  wholesome, 
the  ship  not  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition  and  the  sexes  not  properly 
separated  ;  also,  that  the  steamer  was  overcrowded  and  insufficiently 
manned  and  not  seaworthy.  After  giving  due  notice  to  the  officers 
and  consignee  of  the  steamer,  an  investigation  was  held  at  Castle 
Garden,  Nov.  13,  1880,  and  the  testimony  of  several  of  the  steerage 

f)assengerB  taken.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  S.  S  Ferd  de  Lesseps 
eft  Havre  Oct.  30,  and  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  on  Nov. 
12,  with  439  steerage  passengers.  No  deaths  occurred  during  the 
voypge  and  there  was  no  serious  sickness  among  the  passengers. 
Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  food  furnished  the  steerage 
passengers  was  sufficient  in  quantity  and  of  good  quality.  It  was 
admitted  that  fresh  meat,  soup,  etc.,  were  served  daily.  The 
manner  of  the  distribution  of  the  drinking  water  was,  however,  not 
good  and  ought  to  be  remedied.  No  evidence  was  adduced  that 
the  ship  was  uncleanly  or  overcrowded,  nor  that  she  was  insuffi- 
ciently manned  or  that  she  was  in  the  least  unseaworthy,  the 
steamer  being  comparatively  a  new  one.  The  knowledge  of  the 
passengers  oi  these  two  latter  subjects  is  of  course  necessarily  lim- 
ited, and  they  were  doubtless  mistaken  as  to  the  capacity  of  the 
steamer,  which  arrived  at  this  port  on  schedule  time  ajad  in  good 
condition.  The  complaint,  however,  of  the  want  of  proper  separa- 
tion of  the  sexes  in  the  steerage  is  fully  borne  out,  and  your  com- 
mittee find  fresh  cause  to  reiterate  in  the  most  emphatic  terms 
their  recommendation,  in  this  respect,  in  the  recent  case  of  another 
steamer,  that  is,  the  necessity  of  separating  the  sexes  on  board 
steamers  carrying  immigrants,  and  further  recommend  that  a  copy 
of  the  evidence  taken  in  this  case  be  transmitted  to  the  trans-At- 
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lantic  S.  S.  Co.,  and  that  energetic  measures  be  taken  bj  the  board 
to  compel  the  S.  S.  Co.'s  bringinff  immigrants  here  to  have  the 
sexes  properly  classified  and  lodged  in  difterent  compartments.

The  Castle  Garden  committee  respectfully  state  that  a  complaint 
having  been  made  against  the  S.  S.  "Ville  de  Marseille  '  by 
Herman  Dupont  and  180  other  steerage  passengers,  that  the  food 
furnished  them'during  the  voyage  was  of  bad  quality  and  insuflScient, 
that  the  SQ^es  were  not  properly  separated,  and  the  general  accom- 
modations not  good,  the  committee  proceeded  on  December  4th, 
ISSOj  to  an  examination  of  the  charges.  The  committee  begs  to 
report  that  the  testimony  received  in  the  case  is  very  conflicting  in 
important  particulars ;  the  statements  of  passengers  are  contradicted 
by  the  officers  of  the  ship.  The  passage  was  long,  owing  to  storms 
01  unusual  severity  ;  necessarily  the  discomforts  of  the  passengers 
were  greater ;  but  making  due  allowance  for  the  exaggerations  of 
persons  unaccustomed  to  life  on  shipboard,  and  the  indiflFerence  ol 
the  sailor  to  the  suflFerings  of  the  landsman,  your  committee  believe 
that  the  testimony  justifies  the  opinion  that  the  steerage  passengers 
did  not  receive  the  treatment  to  which  they  were  entitled.  1  our 
committee  recommend  that  the  General  Trans- Atlantic  Company  be 
advised  that  it  is  important  that  the  contracts  with  its  steerage 
passengers  be  more  strictly  complied  with,  and  that  the  proper  and 
cleanly  distribution  of  food  and  water  receive  more  attention.  In 
relation  to  the  separation  of  sexes  it  appears  that,  at  the  port  of 
embarkation,  the  passengers  are  siniply  allowed  to  lodge  on  the 
Bteamer  wherever  they  can  find  room.  It  is  suggested  to  the 
General  Trans-Atlantic  Company,  that  some  person  be  detailed  to 
attend  to  the  berthing  of  the  passengers,  and  also  that  compartments 
with  signs  indicating  that  they  are  for  the  occupancy  of  single  men, 
single  women,  etc.,  be  provided.  It  is  suggested  further,  that  the 
company  employ  a  steerage  stewardess  for  reasons  that  must  be 
obvious.  Your  committee  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  report 
and  of  the  evidence  taken  be  sent  to  the  General  Trans-Atlantic 
Company  and  that  the  recommendations  relating  to  the  more 
Bystematic  distribution  of  food  and  water,  to  the  separation  of  sexe«, 
and  the  advisability  of  employing  steerage  stewaraesses,  be  sent  to 
all  the  steamship  companies  carrying  immigrants  to  this  port.

The  Castle  Garden  committee  respectfully  state  that  a  complaint

passengers  "  that  the  food  was  not  furnished  according  to  contract, 
that  the  sexes  were  not  properly  separated,  and  the  general  treatment 
not  good  "  the  committee  proceeded  on  December  9th,  1880,  to  an 
examination  of  the  charges.  Your  committee  begs  to  report  that  after 
hearing  the  testimony  given  in  the  case  of  the  S.  S.  Switzerland,  they 
find  that  the  charges  are  not  sustained.  Tour  committee  recom- 
mend, however,  that  the  management  of  the  line  to  which  the  S.  S. 
Switzerland  belongs  be  requested  to  pay  more  attention  to  the 
berthing  of  passengers,  and  also  that  the  bunks  be  numbered  to 
correspond  with  a  number  to  appear  on  the  passage  ticket.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  report  ana  of  the  evidence 
given  be  sent  to  the  Red  Star  Steamship  Company,  and  that  the 
recommendation  relating  to  the  numbering  oi  the  bunks  in  the 
steerage  be  sent  to  all  the  steamship  companies  carrying  immigrants 
to  this  port.

RULES 

FOB  THE   GOVERNMENT   OF  THE  EMIGRANT  LANDING 

DEPOT,  CASTLE  GARDEN. 


I.  Emigbants. 


1.  AH  emigrant  passengers  arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York, 
and  their  luggage,  after  being  checkea,  must  be  landed  at  the  Emi- 
grant Landing  Depot,  Castle  Garden,  free  of  expense.  Passengers 
are  reqnested  to  take  personal  charge  of  all  their  property  not 
checkea. 

2.  After  landing,  the  passens^ers  will  be  examined  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  if  any  are  liable  to  be  bonded,  or  in  such  con- 
dition of  health  as  to  require  hospital  care,  and  will  then  be 
assembled  in  the  inclosure,  and  the  name,  occupation,  age,  birth- 
place and  destination  of  each,  with  other  necessary  particulars,  re- 
corded. 

3.  Emi^ants  desiring  to  take  any  railroad  or  steamboat  route,  for 
which  ti&kets  are  sold  in  this  depot,  will  communicate  with  the 
officers  of  the  railroad  agency,  and  select  such  route  as  they  prefer. 
The  agent  of  said  route  will  be  required  to  transport  such  emigrants 
and  their  Inggage  to  the  railroad  depot  or  steamboat  landing,  by 
water  conveyance  when  feasible,  by  land  when  not,  but  in  either 
case  free  of  charge. 

4.  Before  the  removal  of  luggage  of  emigrants  having  bought 
tickets  of  the  railroad  agency,  tne  same  shall  be  weighed,  and  each 
piece  checked  to  its  place  of  destination,  and  a  check  given  to  the 
owner  setting  forth  the  number  of  his  luggage  ticket.  Each  adult 
passenger  is  allowed  100  pounds  of  luegage  free  of  charge.  The 
weighmaster  is  required  to  give  to  eacli  emigrant,  paying  for  the 
transportation  of  over-weight  of  luggage,  a  receipt  setting  forth  the 
gross  weight,  allowance,  rate  per  100  pounds,  and  amount  paid. 

5.  The  names  of  all  emigrants  expected  by  friends  and  relatives 
will  be  announced,  and  all  answering  to  their  names  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  such  friends  and  relatives  as  may  be  waiting  for  them. 

6.  The  floor  of  the  depot  will  be  open  for  the  free  use  of  recently 
wrived  emigrants  until  ready  to  take  their  departure,  and  they  are 
J^uested  to  make  use  of  the  wash-rooms  before  leaving  the  prem- 
iaes. 
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7.  Emigrants  desiring  board  and  lodging  are  advised  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  keepers  of  boarding-houses  having  permission  in 
this  depot,  and  who  will  be  allowed  on  the  floor  for  this  purpose. 
Every  boarding-house  keeper,  when  soliciting  an  emigrant  for  his 
house,  must  hand  such  emigrant  a  card  setting  forth  his  name  and 
residence,  the  prices,  in  gold  and  paper  money,  of  board  and  lodg- 
ing by  the  day  and  week,  and  for  single  meals  and  night's  lodging. 

8.  "Emigrants  wishing  to  buy  food  can  purchase  at  the  bread 
stands  and  restaurants  in  the  depot  at  prescribed  rates,  as  stated  on 
cards  at  such  stands. 

9.  Emigrants  remaining  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  vicinity  mnst 
defray  the  expense  of  removing  their  luggage  from  the  depot,  and 
are  informed  that  for  this  purpose  a  baggage  express  is  admitted  to 
the  depot. 

10.  Emigrants  seeking  employment  are  requested  to  apply  at  the 
labor  bureau  attached  to  the  depot. 

11.  Emigrants  desiring  to  deposit  money  or  valuables  over  night 
are  advised  to  do  so  in  the  onice  of  the  treasurer,  or  with  the  ex- 
change brokers,  who  will  give  a  receipt  therefor.  Employees  are 
forbidden  to  take  charge  of  such  money  or  valuables  of  emigrants, 
unless  the  same  be  handed  them  after  business  hours,  in  which  case 
report  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  treasurer. 

II.  BoABDmo-HousE' Keepebs. 

Board inff-house  keepers  having  permission  to  enter  the  landing 
depot  to  solicit  boardere  must  observe  the  following  rules : 

12.  Every  boarding-house  keeper  must  wear  his  badge  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  on  his  breast  when  entering  the  depot,  and  keep  it  so 
exposed  while  in  the  premises. 

13.  Every  boarding-house  keeper  must  present  to  passengers, 
when  soliciting  such  passengers  for  his  house,  a  card,  setting  forth 
his  name  and  residence,  and  the  prices,  in  gold  and  paper  money, 
charged  for  board  and  lodging  by  the  day  and  week,  and  for  each 
meal  and  night's  lodging,  and  he  must  also  furnish  emigrants  with 
a  bill  setting  forth  all  charges  incurred  for  board,  etc.,  before  re- 
ceiving pay  therefor,  and  must  make  to  this  department  a  daily 
return  oi  all  passengers  taken  out  of  the  depot. 

14.  Boarding-house  keepers  are  required  to  direct  to  this  depot 
emigrants  wishing  to  communicate  with  their  friends,  Or  seeking 
employment,  or  desiring  advances  on  luggage. 

15.  Boarding-house  Keepers  must  behave  in  an  orderly  manner 
while  in  the  depot,  and  remain  in  the  place  assigned  them  until  ad- 
mitted on  the  noor. 

III.  Missionaries 

And  representatives  of  religious  bodies  and  societies  admitted  to 
the  landing  depot  are  to  observe  the  following  rules : 

16.  They  may  distribute  religious  books  and  papers  among  the 
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emigrants,  and  give  them  all  necesfiary  advice  of  a  spiritual  nature, 
and  shall  report  to  the  officers  of  the  Oominissioners  of  Emigration 
any  wants  of  emigrants  other  than  of  a  religious  nature,  coming 
under  their  notice,  and  shall  not  interfere  in  the  secular  require- 
ments of  the  emigrants,  or  the  secular  matters  of  the  department, 
bnt  shall  direct  all  such  emigrants  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Emigration. 

17.  They  may  visit  any  sick  emigrants  in  the  hospitals  as  often  as 
their  presence  is  required  by  such  emigrant,  and  when  called  by  the 
narse  or  other  officer  of  this  department. 

IV.  Gekesal  Rules  fob  the  Government  of  the  Landing  Depot. 

18.  The  business  of  the  depot  will  commence  at  7  o'clock,  a.  m., 
from  May  Ist  to  November  1st,  and  at  8  o'clock,  a.  m.,  from  Novem- 
ber 1st  to  May  1st,  and  the  clerks  of  the  letter  department  shall  also 
be  present,  at  all  times  after  the  landing  and  registering  of  passen- 
gers, to  write  to  friends  of  emigrants  desiring  to  acquaint  tnem  of 
their  arrival,  and  to  request  funds  for  their  mland  journey,  or  for 
any  purpose. 

19.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  inclosure,  except  the  * 
officers  ana  employees  of  this  department,  and  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  railroad  agency,  except  on  permission  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  emigration. 

20.  No  person  shall  be  employed  by  any  party  occupying  an  office 
within  the  inclosure  as  clerk,  ticket-seller,  interpreter  or  in  any  other 
capacity,  unless  first  approved  by  the  Castle  Garden  committee ;  and 
no  employee  or  other  person  having  privilege  in  this  depot  shall, 
nnder  any  pretense  whatever,  receive  from  emigrants  or  others  any 
recompense  for. any  service  rendered. 

21.  Every  employee  of  this  department  will  be  furnished  with  a 
bad^e  setting  forth  his  position,  which  he  shall  wear  and  exhibit 
while  on  duty. 

V.  Kdlbs  and  Regulations  foe  the  Government  of  the  Infor- 
mation Office  for  Friends  of  Arriving  Emigrants. 

22.  This  office  will  be  open  for  business  from  May  1st  to  Novem- 
ber 1st,  at  7  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  from  November  Ist  to  May  1st,  at 
8  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  remain  open  as  long  as  the  commissioners  may 
direct.  All  persons  having  relations  or  friends  whom  they  wish  to 
receive  are  requested  to  report  to  the  clerk  the  names  of  the  passen- 
gers expected  by  them,  and  the  vessel  on  which  they  arrived,  with 
their  own  names  and  residences.  They  will  then  remain  seated 
antil  such  passengers  are  brought,  and  on  receiving  them  they  are 
requested  to  leave  the  premises,  so  as  to  avoid  obstructing  the 
business. 

23.  Emigrants  wishing  to  have  their  baggage  transported  by  the 
express  company  at  the  depot  (referred  to  in  rule  9)  are  requested 
to  leave  the  proper  directions  at  the  express  office  before  leaving  the 
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premises.  Those  desiring  to  take  away  their  baggage  can  receive  it, 
and  will  have  to  apply  for  it  themselves,  for  the  purpose  of  identi- 
fying their  property. 

23.  All  services  rendered  by  the  officers  and  employees  are  with- 
out charge  or  expense  to  emigrants  or  their  friends,  or  to  any  person 
having  business  with  the  office. 

VL    RULKS  AND  UeGTJLATIONS  FOE  THE   GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  LaBOB 

BufiEAU. 

25.  This  office  will  be  open  for  business  from  8  o'clock,  a.  m.,  to 
4  o'clock,  p.  M.,  and  shall  be  free  for  the  use  of  employers  and  of 
emigrants  seeking  employment. 

26.  Emigrants  and  their  employers  are  requested,  after  making 
their  contracts  and  before  leaving  the  office,  to  leave  on  record  in 
the  office  register  the  particulars  of  such  contract,  the  emigrant's 
name,  age,  date  of  arrival,  and  the  employer's  name  and  address . 

YII.  Railroad  Department. 

27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  and  employees  of  the  railroad 
agency  to  be  at  their  respective  stations  on  the  landing'of  passengers, 
and  so  long  thereafter  as  their  services  may  be  required,  to  attend 
to  the  wants  of  emigrants  desiring  to  leave  the  city  by  any  of  the 
routes  for  which  tickets  are  sold  in  the  depot,  and  in  every  way  to 
conform  to  all  rules  reo;arding  them  heretofore  or  hereafter  adopted. 

28.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  and  employees  of  the 
railroad  [agency  to  refer  all  emigrants  desiring  information,  other  than 
regarding  the  purchase  of  tickets,  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  com- 
missioners of  emigration. 

29.  No  person  shall  be  employed  by  the  railroad  agency  in  any 
capacity  wnatever,  except  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Castle  Garden  committee. 

VIII.  ExoHANOE  Brokers. 

30.  Every  exchange  broker  admitted  to  this  depot  shall  be  required 
to  be  at  his  desk  while  emigrants  are  landing,  in  order  to  attend  to 
the  wants  of  such  emigrants  as  wish  to  have  money  exchanged. 

81.  They  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place,  every  day,  the  current 
market  rates  of  gold  and  silver,  and  the  prices  paid  by  them  for  gold 
and  silver  of  every  denomination,  domestic  and  foreign,  and  sliall 
pay  in  current  funds  for  all  gold  and  silver  bought  by  them  from  the 
emigrants  the  current  market  rates  of  such  gold  and  silver. 

32.  They  shall  furnish  to  every  emigrant  from  whom  they  pur- 
chase gold  or  silver  a  printed  slip,  setting  forth  name  of  the  broker 
and  the  number  and  denominations  of  the  coins  purchased,  the  re- 
spective rates  paid  therefor,  and  whole  amount  paid. 

IX.  Restaurant  and  Bread  Stands. 

33.  The  keepers  of  the  restaurant  for  the  use  of  emigrants  within 
the  depot  shall  be  required  to  open  the  same  at  6  a.  m.  in  the  sum- 
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mer,  and  7  a.  h.  in  the  winter,  and  to  keep  open  as  long  as  the  emi- 
grants require  their  services ;  and  shall  expose  in  a  conspicuous  place 
a  list  of  prices  charged  by  them  for  all  articles  supplied,  which  list 
of  prices  must  be  submitted  to  the  Castle  Garden  committee  for  ex- 
amination and  approval  monthly. 

X.  Wash-Kooms. 

34.  The  wash-rooms  shall  be  open  from  6  a,  m.  to  such  hour  in  the 
night  as  emigrants  need  their  use. 

XI.    HOSPPTALS. 

35.  The  hospital  rooms  are  for  the  use  of  the  sick  alone. 

36.  When  any  emigrant  becomes  sick  in,  or  is  brought  sick  to,  the 
depot  during  the  night,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  night  watchman 
to  haye  such  patient  transferred  to  the  hospital  and  put  in  charge  of 
the  nnrse,  and  to  procure  the  attendance  of  the  medical  officer  of 
the  establishment  without  delay.

Sir  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the  Keport  of 
this  Department  for  the  year  ending  the  Slst  of  December,  1880. 

O'lGANIZATION. 

On  the  Slst  of  December,  1879,  my  predecessor,  Major-General 
John  B.  Woodward,  reported  the  National  Guard  as  comprising 
twenty  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  (20,280)  oflScers  and  en- 
listed men,  since  which  date  four  new  companies  of'  infantry  have 
been  organized,  viz. :  The  34th  Separate  Company,  Captain  Charles 
W.  Folger,  at  Geneva,  Ontario  county;  the  35th  Separate  Com- 
pany, Captain  Charles  £.  Remick,  at  Oneida,  Madison  county;  the 
36th  Separate  Company,  Captain  Austin  A.  Yates,  and  the  37th 
Separate  Company,  Captain  Clinton  C.  Brown,  the  two  latter  at 
Schenectady,  Schenectady  county. 

It  was  deemed  at  the  time  desirable  to  organize  one  company  in 
Schenectady,  inasmuch  as  there  were  in  that  city  extensive  manu- 
facturing interests  employing  a  large  number  of  operatives,  and 
there  was  already  a  State  Armory  in  the  place,  but  through  a  mis- 
apprehension of  the  instructions  of  this  Department,  two  companies 
were  found  to  be  ready  for  preliminary  inspection,  and  it  was  upon 
the  report  of  the  inspecting  officer  detailed  from  this  Department 
that  both  companies  comprised  superior  and  desirable  material  that 
it  was  determined  to  organize  both  of  them. 

During  the  past  year,  among  the  weaker  and  inefficient  organiza- 
tions^ the  following  have  been  disbanded,  namely :  The  Seventh 
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Division,  the  Second  and  Twelfth  Brigades,  the  Forty-ninth  and 
Fifty-fourth  Regiments  (with  the  exception  of  the  latter's  Company 
"E,'^  which  has  been  retained  in  the  service  as  the  Eighth  Separate^ 
Company  of  Infantry),  the  Fifteenth  Battalion,  and  the  Second  and 
Eighth  Separate  Companies  of  Infantry,  the  Third  Regiment  and 
Troops  "F,"«H"and  "K,"  Cavalry,  and  Batteries  "H,""C'' 
and  *'I"  of  Artillery.  The  following  consolidation  has  also  been 
effected  in  the  disbandment  of  the  battalion  of  artillery  by  the  con- 
solidation of  Battery  *'I"  with  Battery  "A;"  and  Troop  "L,"  Cav- 
alry, has  been  reorganized  as  an  infantry  company,  and  assigned  to 
the  Sixty-fifth  Regiment  as  Company  "E." 

The  National  Guard  now  comprises  six  divisions,  eleven  brigades, 
twenty-one  regiments,  five  battalions  and  thirty-six  separate  com- 
panies of  infantry,  seven  separate  troops  of  cavalry,  and  ten  separate 
batteries  of  artillery,  making  in  the  aggregate  eighteen  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  (18,116)  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

Unifoems  and  Equipments. 

This  force  is  now  completely  equipped  by  the  State,  and  ftilly 
uniformed,  though  the  uniforms  are  of  a  motley,  and  for  a  good 
part  of  an  antique  character,  flimsy  and  unserviceable,  adapted  to 
the  fancy  parades  of  ceremony  rather  than  the  severer  duties  of  the 
soldier.  The  belts,  cartridge  boxes  and  knapsacks  are  also  somewhat 
to  be  criticised,  both  as  to  the  heterogeneous  character  of  the  combi- 
nation, and  in  view  of  those  of  a  more  improved  and  substantial 
character,  now  being  issued  to  the  National  Guard  of  other  States. 

Arms. 

The  infantry  is  armed  with  the  Remington  rifle  of  the  calibre  of 
fifty-hundredths  of  an  inch.  For  manifest  reasons  it  is  certainly  to 
be  regretted  that  the  calibre  is  not  the  same  as  that  of  the  weapon 
with  which  the  United  States  infantry  is  armed,  the  calibre  of  the 
latter  being  forty-flve-hundredths  of  an  inch,  but  the  objection  is 
very  much  lessened  in  having  in  the  arsenals  of  the  State  a  reserve 
of  650,000  cartridges  always  on  hand,  suitable  to  the  calibre  of  this 
piece.  By  this  means  the  troops  have  in  readiness  their  peculiar 
ammunition  without  relying  upon  the  general  government  in  the 
emergency  of  riots  or  insurrection,  and  which,  if  there  were  danger 
ot  its  exhaustion,  there  would  be  ample  time  for  the  manufacture 
of  a  fresh  supply  before  it  were  needed.     It  was  to  meet  this 
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dilemma  that  I  secured  from  the  last  Legislature  an  appropriation 
for  the  procurement  of  this  reserve.  In  this  connection  it  is  but 
JQSt  to  the  military  authorities  of  the  State  to  remark  that  they 
were  in  no  wise  to  blame  for  this  dissimilarity  of  calibre.  At  the 
time  of  the  purchase  of  the  Remington  rifles,  the  United  States 
calibre  was  fifty-hundredths  of  an  inch,  and  the  change  to  forty- 
five-hnndredths  was  not  dreamed  of.  Perhaps  the  change  may 
have  been  one  of  the  extraordinary  developments  of  rifle  practice, 
like  that  whicli  last  year  called  for  the  alteration  of  the  present 
sights  of  the  rifles  of  the  Guard  to  those  termed  the  "  wind  gauge 
sights,"  and  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  was  secured  from 
the  last  Legislature,  but  to  which  you  opposed  your  veto  —  or  like 
that  which  already  seems  to  loom  in  the  horizon,  namely,  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  barrel  in  length  by  from  four  to  six  inches.  But  I  am 
fully  persuaded,  notwithstanding  all  of  this,  that  for  at  least  several 
years  to  come  the  Kemington  rifle,  exactly  as  it  is  found  in  the 
hands  of  the  troops,  is  an  admirable  weapon,  well  calculated  efEect- 
ively  to  respond  to  all  the  demands  likely  to  be  made  upon  it. 

Encampments  and  Rifle  Practice. 

It  cannot  be  doubted,  however,  that  breech-loading  arms  of  pre- 
cision have  very,  considerably  modified  the  system  of  warfare  in 
developing  the  necessity  of  thin  skirmish  lines,  and  the  necessity 
that  every  enlisted  man  should  be  a  good  shot,  but  before  carrying 
this  necessity  to  a  refinement,  it  is  desirable  to  husband  the  military 
fund  to  be  disbursed,  firstly  in  disciplining  and  instructing  citizens 
in  those  other  duties  of  the  soldier  which  enable  them  to  be  so 
managed  in  mass  that,  on  the  delivery  of  battle,  they  may  be 
destructive  on  the  skirmish  line.  In  my  judgment  the  primal  ne- 
cessity at  this  juncture  is  the  annual  encampment  of  every  organiza- 
tion of  the  National  Guard  for  a  period  of  from  five  to  ten  days  — 
and  the  latter  the  better  —  where  every  guardsman  may  be 
thoroughly  instructed  progressively  in  the  profession  of  the  soldier, 
environed  by  the  actualities  of  the  soldier's  life  To  be  able  to 
accomplish  this  for  the  Guard,  there  must  be  at  least  a  great  deal 
less  money  expended  for  rifle  practice  in  the  future  than  in  the 
past.  Since  the  year  1874,  when  the  practice  came  to  be  general, 
there  have  been  expended  by  the  State  in  the  matter  of  rifle  prac- 
tice alone,  the  following  amounts :

Making  a  total  for  seven  years  of  $312,-679.66 ;  and  an  average 
outlay  of  $44,668.52. 

Now  it  is  not  contended  that  this  annual  average  sum  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  annually  encamp  for  even  five  days  each  organi- 
zation of  the  whole  Guard  of  20,000  men,  and  pay  and  ration  the 
same,  but  it  is  asserted  that  the  annual  sum  expended  for  rifle  prac- 
tice yearly  for  the  past  three  years  would  be  ample  for  the  expenses 
of  a  few  regiments  each  year  in  camp.  While  it  is  not  desirable  by 
any  means  to  dispense  with  rifle  practice,  it  is  proper  and  necesstey 
to  administer  the  system  relatively  to  the  other  needs  of  the  force, 
and  with  a  view  to  economy  I  would  recommend  the  immediate 
abrogation  of  the  orders  whereby  prizes  and  decorations  are  furnished 
at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  for  the  time,  even  the  cessation  of 
all  rifle  practice  by  the  Guard  ui^til  the  force  shall  have  been  reduced 
to  within  12,000  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  the  State  shall  have 
provided  the  proper  camping  sites,  with  butts  thereon,  for  the  drill 
and  discipline  of  its  troops  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  duties  of  the 
soldier. 

There  have  been  but  two  regiments  of  the  Guard  to  encamp  this 
year,  namely :  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  Colonel  David  E.  Austen, 
which  was  encamped  for  some  eight  days  (from  the  2d  to  the  9th 
of  August),  at  Rockaway  Beach,  and  the  Eleventh  Regiment,  Col. 
Frederick  Unbekant'  which  was  encamped  for  three  days  (August 
28th  to  30th),  at  New  Dorp,  S.  I.  Their  reports  of  the  same  ac- 
company this,  and  to  which  reference  is  invited. 

New  AKMORiii:s. 

The  new  State  armories  at  Newburgh,  Kingston  and  Watertown 
have  been  completed  this  year,  and  turned  over  for  occupancy  to 
the  troops  at  those  stations.  It  is  gratifying  to  contemplate  the 
fact  that  these  armories  have  each  been  built  within  tlieir  respective 
appropriations,  and  while  really  tine  ornamental  structures,  are  sub- 
stantial and  well  adapted  as  models  for  the  purposes  intended. 
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No  action  has  been  had  by  the  commissioners  for  the  erection,  as 
provided  for  in  the  supply  bill  of  the  last  Legislature,  of  the 
armories  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  by  reason  of  the  continued 
failare  of  the  authorities  in  those  cities  to  furnish  sites  therefor,  or 
title  thereto  satisfactory  to  the  Attorney-General.  Nor  has  any 
action  been  taken  to  increase  the  dimensions  of  the  armory  at 
Oswego,  as  the  appropriation  therefor  failed  to  meet  with  your 
approval.  For  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  State  armories 
generally,  reference  is  respectfully  made  to  the  admirable  report  of 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  herewith  submitted. 

Inspbotion  and  Mustek. 

The  inspection  and  muster  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  current 
year  has  been  most  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  made  by  the 
Inspector-General  and  his  assistant,  for  whose  interesting  and  in- 
Btractive  reports,  submitted  herewith,  I  bespeak  a  careful  perusal 
worthy  the  zeal  atid  ability  which  characterize  them. 

Of  the  whole  force,  of  the  National  Guard,  as  mustered,  14,306 
were  present,  and  5,067  absent,  making  a  total,  present  and  absent, 
of  19,373.  . 

The  infantry  numbered  12,681  present,  aud  4,355  absent,  making 
a  total  for  the  infantry  arm  of  17,036. 

The  artillery  numbered  702  present,  and  266  absent,  making  a 
total  for  the  artillery  arm  of  968. 

The  cavalry  numbered  746  present,  and  398  absent,  making  a  total 
for  the  cavalry  arm  of  1,144. 

Division  and  brigade  commanders  and  their  staffs  numbered  177 
present,  and  48  absent,  making  a  total  of  2^5. 

The  last  inspection  and  uauster  took  place  on  the  20th  of  October, 
since  which  time  several  changes  by  disbandment  have  occurred. 

War  Claims.  , 

During  the  current  year  Colonel  J.  B.  Stonehouse,  A.cting  Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General,  has,  as  the  agent  of  the  State,  been  unre- 
mitting in  his  prosecution  of  the  war  claims  against  the  general  gov- 
ernment. With  each  year  the  suspended  claims  grow  less  susceptible 
of  proof,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  more  than  $100,000  of  these  claims 
out  of  $645,190.44  remaining  and  allowable  to  the  State  on  the  re- 
quisite proof  will  over  be  secured.  During  the  current  year  Colonel 
Stonehouse  recovered  $21,421.13,  and  the  same  ha«  been  passed  to 
the  credit  of  the  State.    The  industry  displayed  by  Colonel  Stone- 
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house  in  the  prosecution  of  tiiesc  claims,  and  the  large  measure  of 
success  which  has  attended  his  eflForts  in  the  past,  are  exceedingly 
commendable.  For  further  information  in  detail,  reference  is  in- 
vited to  the  accompanying  report  of  Colonel  Stonehouse. 

Signal  Serviok. 

The  Importance  of  this  branch  of  the  service  to  the  National 
Guard  cannot  well  be  overestimated.  Indeed  a  system  by  which 
telegraphic  communication  beyond  the  reach  of  the  enemy  may  be 
kept  up  by  night  or  by  day  with  a  separated  and  beleaguered  force 
must  commend  itself  to  the  most  indifferently  informed  on  military 
matters,  and  ray  predecessor,  Major-Greneral  John  B.  Woodward,  is 
deserving  of  thanks  for  the  sagacity  he  evinced  in  seconding  the 
efforts  of  Brigadier-General  Edward  L.  Molineux  of  the  Eleventh 
Brigade  in  inaugurating  a  Signal  Service  in  his  brigade,  and  thereby 
demonstrating  its  feasibility  for  the  National  Guard.  General 
Molineux  has  been  assiduous  in  effecting  this  advance  during  the 
current  year,  and  the  practice  of  his  corps  culminated  on  the  29th 
day  of  May  in  a  public  display  of  its  utility  most  happily,  success- 
ftil  and  encouraging. 

It  will  be  the  effort  of  this  department  to  stimulate  at  once  the 
organization  of  a  similar  corps  in  the  first  division. 

Department  of   Muster  Rolls.         ^ 

In  this  department  there  have  been  received  during  the  past  year 
about  four  thousand  applications,  in  writing  and  in  person,  for 
information  relating  to  New  York  Volunteers. 

The  applications  may  be  classified  as  follows  :  Application ,  for 
certificates  of  service  ;  for  description  of  soldiers ;  for  description 
of  service;  for  names  and  residences  of  officers  and  soldiers;  for 
bounties ;  inquiries  as  to  the  fate  of  soldiers ;  inquiries  as  to  re-enlist- 
ment of  soldiers  ;  their  capture  and  release ;  regarding  charges  of 
desertion ;  causes  of  discharges  ;  applications  for  copies  of  commija- 
sions ;  for  dates  of  issue  and  acceptance  of  commissions ;  credit- 
ing of  men  enlisted  to  localities ;  for  military  history  of  volun- 
teers ;  for  certificates  of  medical  examinations,  etc.,  etc. 

Nearly  all  these  applications  require  an  extensive  examination  of 
volunteer  records,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  records  on  file 
in  this  office  are  not  complete,  that  many  rolls  are  not  on  file,  and 
that  often  the  desired  information  cannot  be  furnished. 
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Volunteers  who,  having  lost  their  discharges,  want  to  make  appli- 
cation for  bounties  and  pensions,  or  who  desire  evidence  to  perfect 
claims  for  pensions;  the  Adjutant-General,  U.  S.  Army;  the 
Second  Auditor,  TJ.  S.  Treasury;  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions; 
fathers,  mothers  and  children  of  volunteers;  soldiers  who  desire 
homestead  lands,  and  others,  apply  to  this  office  for  evidence,  papers 
and  information. 

Applications  come  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  from 
Washington  Territory  to  Texas,  from  Florida  to  Maine,  and  gener- 
ally speaking,  the  information  which  this  office  can  furnish  is  of 
benefit  to  the  applicants.

Abttllery  School. 

The  artillery  school,  inaugurated  by  ray  predecessor,  has  again 
assembled  during  the  current  year,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  War 
Department,  at  Fort  Hamilton,  9s  in  the  previous  instance.  This 
year  the  school  comprised  details  of  eight  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates  from  the  several  bateries  of  the  State,  under 
the  command  of  Major  James  H.  Jones  of  the  12th  Kegiment,  assisted 
by  Major  William  B.  Wetmore  of  the  9th  Regiment  (both  gradu- 
ates of  West  Point  and  late  of  the  TJ.  S.  Army).  The  school 
remained  assembled  for  eight  days  and  the  course  of  instruction 
was  similar  to  that  pursued  last  year. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  ascribe  the  success  of  the  school 
to  the  kind  interest  manifested  therein  by  the  War  Department 
generally,  and  particularly  by  Brigadier-General  R.  C.  Drum, 
Adjutant-General  of  the  army,by  Major-Goneral  Hancock,  command- 
ing the  department  of  the  Atlantic,  by  Brevet-Brigadier-General 
DeRnssy,  Brevet-Major  William  Sinclair  with  his  battery  and  its 
officers,  by  Brevet-Major  Joseph  P.  Sanger,  U.  S.  Army,  who 
kindly  made  an  inspection  and  an  able  report  in  detail  of  the  pro- 
cedure, character  and  condition  of  the  school,  which  is  submitted 
herewith  and  to  which  attention  is  respectfully  invited.  To  these 
officers  and  to  Captain  William  S.  Starring  of  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment, Surgeon  E.  P.  Yollum,  Captain  A.  M.  Miller,  of  the 
Engineers,  Captain  E.  Van  A.  Andruss,  1st  Artillery,  Lieutenants 
John  E.  Myers  and  C.  B.  Satterlee  of  the  3d  Artillery,  the  thanks 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief  are  specially  due. 

The  Bureau  of  Milftary  Statistics,

Wherein  are  deposited  the  battle  flags  of  the  volunteer  regiments 
[Aaaem.  Doc.  No.  35.]  2 
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from  this  State,  and  which  contains  a  vahiable  museum  of  relics  of 
the  late  war,  histories  of  volunteer  organizations,  models,  books, 
papers,  portraits  and  pictures,  continues  to  be  a  place  of  much 
interest  to  the  public,  as  is  manifested  by  the  largo  number  of  per- 
sons from  all  sections  of  the  country  who  annually  visit  the  same, 
and  who  average  over  one  thousand  per  month. 

The  building  now  occupied  by  the  bureau  is  totally  unfit  for  the 
purpose  of  the  safe-keeping  of  this  collection,  or  for  its  proper  dis- 
play, and  the  apartments  in  the  new  Capitol,  which  the  commis- 
sioners thereof  are  by  law  required  to  provide  for  the  bureau,  cannot 
be  any  too  soon  occupied,  to  prevent  many  articles  of  value  from 
falling  into  decay.  Particularly  is  this  true  of  the  flags  of  the 
various  volunteer  organizations,  all  of  which  bear  the  marks  of  battle, 
while  many  are  so  tattered  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  handle 
them.  These  flags  as  well  as  many  other  articles  in  the  collection 
should  be  preserved  in  cases  to  protect  them  from  dust  and  the 
general  wear  and  tear  to  which  their  exposed  condition  subjects 
them. 

Recommendations  on  the    reobganization  of  the  National 

Guard. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Adjutant-General,  my  first 
efforts  were  directed  toward  the  procurement  of  reliable  information 
as  to  the  present  character  and  condition  of  the  N^ational  Guard,  based 
upon  something  more  than  the  mere  reports  of  routine  which  fill 
the  shelves  of  this  office.  To  this  end  a  system  of  inspections  by 
the  inspecting  officers  attached  to  the  divisions  and  brigades  was 
instituted,  which  required  from  them  reports  covering  a  greater 
amount  of  information  in  detail  than  commonly  to  be  found  in  any 
ordinary  inspection  return.  From  these  officers,  who  for  the  most 
part  have  admirabl}^  responded  to  tiiis  duty,  and'  especially  from 
the  reports  of  the  rigid  inspections  of  the  Inspector-General  and  of 
the  Assistant  Inspector-General,  a  thoroughly  comprehensive  knowl- 
edge of  each  organization  of  the  National  Guard  has  been  obtained. 
It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  in  many  respects  there  has  been  a 
very  marked  improvement  in  the  force  as  compared  with  its  condi- 
tion during  the  four  years  of  my  previous  incumbency  of  this  office, 
which  terminated  on  the  31st  of  December,  1860.  This  happy  re- 
sult was  certainly  to  be  expected,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  militia 
of  that  period  was  almost  without  any  support  from  the  State,  the 
heavy  burdens  for    its  maintenance  falling  almost  entirely  upon 
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the  individuals  composing  it,  to  tlie  disgrace  of  the  patriotism  of 
that  day ;  still  comparatively  poor  as  it  was,  it  was  concededly  the  best 
militia  in  the  Union.  It  had  prepared  for  it  by  a  board  of  its 
officers,  the  Book  of  .General  Regulations,  which  amended  here  and 
there,  still  governs  the  internal  economy  and  administration  of  the 
force,  and  of  which  no  other  State  could  then  boast ;  companies 
dissimilarly  uniformed  in  regiments  were  required  thereby  to  .pro- 
vide themselves,  and  did  provide  themselves,  with  the  State  uni- 
form therein  prescribed;  the  tactics  of  the  day  were  sufficiently 
well  distributed,  so  that  the  parades  for  the  annual  inspection  and 
muster  were  accompanied  by  a  series  of  battalion  manoeuvres,  speci- 
fically laid  down  and  required  in  orders  from  the  General  Head- 
quarters, and  which  were  in  the  main  creditably  well  executed. 

The  troops  in  the  usual  street  parades  presented  to  the  non-mili- 
taiy  eye  then,  as  now,  the  imposing  spectacle  of  soldiers ;  indeed  on 
the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  this  force,  poor  as  it  was,  had 
zeal,  patriotism  and  discipline  enough  to  admit  of  regiments  being 
ordered,  and  with  alacrity  marching  to  the  front  to  hold  in  check 
the  rebels,  while  the  army  of  volunteers  was  being  organized  at 
depots,  and  of  the  raiments  which  thus  went  to  the  front,  eight 
of  them  served  through  the  entire  war. 

Now  in  view  of  these  old  facts,  and  from  a  close  study  of  the  inspec- 
tion reports  referred  to  above,  I  submit  that  the  improvement  of  the 
National  Guard  as  a  body,  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  military  skill 
and  efficiency  reasonably  to  be  expected  of  a  citizen  soldiery,  has 
not  been  as  marked  as  might  have  been  expected. 

It  cannot  be  gainsaid  that  there  are  a  number  of  regiments  and 
separate  companies  in  the  National  Guard,  owing  to  a  succession  of 
superior  commanders,  or  to  some  special  circumstance  of  environ- 
ment, that  would  excel  similar  organizations  in  any  State  of  the 
Union,  or  equal  in  tactical  knowledge  any  regular  troops,  but  such 
organizations  comprise  but  a  small  part  of  the  20,000  officers  and 
men  constituting  the  National  Guard  on  the  first  of  January  last. 
Certainly  it  is  to  be  conceded  that  the  improvement  in  many  organi- 
zations is  emphatic  and  satisfactory,  arid  that  there  are  a  larger 
number  of  excellent  ones  than  in  earlier  days,  but  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  the  force  as  a  whole,  in  view  of  the  heavy  drain  on  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  does  not  meet  the  expectations  of  the  people, 
and  I  venture  to  say,  cannot  as  at  present  organized.  Since  the 
coffimencement  of  the  rebellion,  up  to  and  including  the  year  1880, 
the  State  has  been  lavish  in  its  appropriations  for  military  purposes, 
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amounting  for  the  j>erio(i  to  tlie  sum  of  $7,811,751,  and  this,  it 
must  be  remembered,  docs  not  include  certain  large  military  expenses 
defrayed  by  the  counties  in  which  there  are  any  portions  of  the 
Quard,  nor  the  large  expenditures  of  the  time  and  money  of  the 
members  of  the  force  itself,  which  together  swells  the  sum  to  pro- 
portions, it  seems  to  me,  to  speak  mildly,  hardly  consistent  with  the 
results  achieved.  Jndecd  it  has  been  apparent  to  me  for  some 
months  that  a  radical  change  is  needed,  and  as  well  that  public 
opinion  is  on  the  vei^e  of  demanding  it.  Not  that  the  practical 
mind  of  the  people  does  not  realize  now  more  than  ever  the  neces 
sity  of  a  National  Guard,  in  a  country  whose  population  is  con- 
tinually increasing  so  rapidly  from  European  immigration,  which  has 
brought  and  is  bringing  with  it  ideas  so  foreign  to  the  liberty  with 
which  we  are  made  free ;  nor  that  it  has  forgotten  the  conspiracy 
and  riots  of  the  railroad  employees  in  1877,  and  the  well- merited 
services  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  therein ;  nor  that  it 
does  not  realize  that  there  may  and  probably  will  be,  even  in  the 
near  fnture,  upheavals  better  organized  and  more  desperate,  bloody 
and  costly ;  but  simply  because  it  does  realize  all  of  this,  it  desires 
the  National  Guard  to  become  a  practical  entity,  displaying  when 
under  arms,  what  it  proposes  to  be  —  a  body  of  well- instructed 
and  well-disciplined  soldiers,  yielding  commensurately  the  practical 
results  of  its  costly  tutilagc,  and  not  as  a  certain  high  officer  of  the 
Guard  recently  declared  it  to  be,  "simply  a  social  institution  which 
if  you  undertake  to  govern  on  strict  military  principles  you  will 
break,"  and  I  would  fain  believe  it  realizes  more  than  this,  for  as 
it  scans  the  page  of  history  }t  cannot  fail  to  have  remarked  that 
there  have  hardly  been  periods  of  fifty  years  duration  wherein 
countries,  our  own  included,  have  not  been  more  or  less  ravaged  by 
war,  and  that  resting  in  the  belief  that  there  are  no  philosophic 
reasons  why  there  bhonld  be  an  immunity  of  war  in  the  future,  it 
would  have  a  National  Guard  organized  to  meet  this  contingency 
as  well  as  that  of  a  more  intestinal  character.  Most  assuredly  the 
time  has  come  for  the  fancy  soldier  and  the  politician  to  step  out 
from  the  Guard,  and  the  Guard  to  settle  down  to  the  professional 
work  of  the  soldier  as  the  vital  principle  of  its  existence. 

And  just  here  the  query  is  pertinent,  how  shall  the  National 
Guard  then  be  organized  in  this  State  ?  What  shall  be  the  system 
by  which,  at  an  annual  expenditure  not  too  costly  to  the  State,  a 
citizen  soldiery  may  be  produced  which  shall  be  skilled,  reliable 
and  satisfactory.     This  problem   the  present   Legislature   will  be 
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called  upon  to  solve,  when  the  board  of  officers  appointed  by  the 
last  Legislature  to  codify  the  Military  Laws  shall  have  reported  to 
this  one  the  results  of  its  labors.  Though  myself  a  member  of  this 
board,  P  am  at  the  present  writing  uncertain  as  to  what  may  be  the 
final  action  of  the  board.  It  is  therefore  wholly  irrespective  of  its 
discussions  or  its  probable  final  action,  that  any  recommendations  T 
may  have  to  offer  herein  are  made. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  involved  in  this  problem,  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  suggest  that  the  militia  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
State  of  New  York  be  divided  into  tliree  classes.  The  troops  of 
the  First  wild  Second  classes  to  be  composed  as  far  as  possible  of 
the  regularly  uniformed  and  enlisted  troops  of  the  present  National 
Chiardy  to  be  designated  the  National  Guard.  The  remainder  of 
the  enrolled  militia  to  compose  the  Third  cT/iss^  and  to  be  known  as 
the  Reserve  Militia.  The  term*  of  enlistment  for  troops  of  the  first 
and  second  classes  to  be  two  and  five  years,  respectively,  and 
when  such  troops  shall  have  served  honorably  through  their  re- 
spective terms  of  enlistments,  to  be  honorably  discharged  and 
become  troops  of  the  third  class,  with  all  the  privileges  and  exemp- 
tions allowed  by  law,  excepting  that  they  shall  be  liable  to 
military  duty  within  the  limits  assigned  to  such  class,  provided 
that  enlisted  men  of  the  second  class  may,  after  an  honorable  service 
of  one  year  in  such  class,  be  promoted  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  enlisted 
grade  of  the  first  class,  when,  after  two  more  years  of  honorable  ser- 
vice in  such  first  class,  they  may  be  honorably  discharged  into  the 
third  class.  The  troops  of  the  first  class  to  be  organized  into  bat- 
talions and  batteries  only ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  call  upon  the  State 
for  troops  to  enter  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  troops  of 
this  class  are  first  to  respond  to  such  call ;  if  more  troops  be  needed, 
then  they  should  be  taken  from  the  second  class ;  but  the  first  class 
ahonld  be  exhausted  before  a  call  shall  be  made  upon  the  second 
class;  if  more  troops  be  needed  after  exhausting  the  first  and  second 
dasses  in  the  State,  then  the  Commander-in-Chief,  if  the  call  for 
troops  be  authorized  by  act  of  Congress  for  that  purpose,  should 
issue  his  proclamation  calling  for  regiments  of  volunteers  from  the 
thmi  class  —  the  Eeserve  Militia  —  but  if  a  sufficiency  of  troops  can- 
not be  procured  by  this  means,  then  he  should  be  authorized  by  law 
to  issue  a  proclamation  ordering  a  draft  from  the  third  class  in  the 
Beveral  battalion  districts  of  the  State,  and  to  appoint  and  commis- 
aoB  an  enrolling  board  in  each  of  such  districts,  and  cause  the  draft- 
ing to  continue  until  the  requisite  number  of  troops  shall  have  been 
obtained. 
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In  effecting  this  change  such  of  tiie  enlisted  men  of  the  present 
Ifatioual  Guard  as  may  not  enlist  in  the  first  class  should  be  ac- 
counted troops  of  the  second  class,  and  serve  the  remainder  of  their 
terms  of  enlistment  in  such  cla^s.  But  no  pei'son  should  be  per- 
mitted to  enlist  in  the  first  class  unless  he  shall  have  served  one 
year  in  the  second  class,  or  if  a  member  of  the  National  Guard 
existing  at  the  time  of  effecting  such  change,  unless  he  shall  have 
been  continuously  a  member  thereof  for  one  year ;  but  such  persons 
as  sliall  have  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  by  reason  of  ex- 
piration of  term  of  service,  or  who  shall  have  been  honorably  dis- 
charged from  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  or  honorably 
mustered  out  of  its  service,  should  be  permitted  to  enlist  in  such 
first  class ;  and  perhaps  further  as  a  feature  of  no  less  importance  in 
the  groundwork  of  the  National  Guard,  in  view  of  the  money  ex- 
pended upon  it  by  the  State,  I  would  recommend  and  urge  that 
none  but  able-bodied  men,  certified  as  such  by  a  regimental  or  bat- 
talion surgeon,  and  whose  good  character  is  certified  to  by  the 
recruiting  officer,  should  be  allowed  to  enter  the  Guard.  By  this 
means  the  State  is  assured,  as  far  as  may  be,  that  the  recruit  will  be 
able  to  graduate  from  the  Guard,  and,  as  a  member  of  the  Reserve 
Militia,  renew  his  service  in  the  event  of  war,  invasion  or  protracted 
insurrection  ;  also  would  the  tone  of  the  Guard  be  greatly  enhanced 
in  thus  securing  only  men  of  good  character,  to  the  exclusion  of 
worthless  and  dangerous  material. 

I  firmly  believe  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  this  system  will 
be  adopted  as  the  Militia  system  of  the  Union,  but  whether  it  be 
adopted  or  not  by  the  present  Legislature,  I  would  recommend  as 
part  of  the  system,  the  reduction  of  the  National  Guard  down  to  a 
force  of  from  ten  to  not  more  than  twelve  thousand  oflScers  and 
men.  This  number  of  well-disciplined  and  instructed  citizen  sol- 
diers,  with  the  facility  at  present  existing  for  the  re-enforcement  or 
interchange  of  troops,  is  without  doubt  abundantly  enough  to  meet 
and  control  all  of  the  exigencies  that  may  by  any  possibility  arise  in 
our  midst.  But  such  troops  must  be  soldiers^  governed  on  strict 
military  principles  and  not  for  the  most  part  "  men  in  buckram." 
To  this  end  I  would  suggest  the  immediate  disbandment  of  the 
weak  and  inefficient  organizations  throughout  the  Guard,  especially 
including  the  expensive  and  useless  cavalry  troops,  thereby  bring- 
ing the  present  force  down  to  near  about  eleven  thousand  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  so  that  when  the  depletion  shall  have  been  achieved 
the  troops  left  in  the  Guard  will  be  priacipally  found  in  the  cities 
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of  the  State  and  in  few  of  the  larger  villages  adjacent  or  readily 
accessible  thereto.  The  State  should  then  be^  divided  into  three 
division  districts.  The  first  division  to  include  the  counties  of  New 
York,  Kings,  Queens,  Suflfblk^nd  Richmond,  with  head-quarters  in 
New  York  city.  The  second  division,  the  counties  of  Albany, 
Clinton,  Columbia,  Delaware,  Dutchess,  Essex,  Franklin,  Fulton, 
Greene,  Hamilton,  Herkimer,  Jeiferson,  Lewis,  Montgomery, 
Oneida,  Orange,  Otsego,  Putnam,  Kensselaer,  Rockland,  St.  Law- 
rence, Saratoga,  Schenectady,  Schoharie,  Sullivan,  Warren,  West- 
chester, Washington  and  Ulster,  with  head-quarters  at  Albany.  The 
third  division,  the  counties  of  Allegany,  Broome,  Cattaraugus, 
Cayuga,  Chautauqua,  Chenango,  Chemung,  Cortland,  Erie,  Genesee, 
Livingston,  Madison,  Monroe,  Niagara,  Onondaga,  Ontario,  Orleans, 
Oswego,  Schuyler,  Seneca,  Steuben,  Tioga,  Tompkins,  Wayne, 
Wyoming  and  Yates,  with  head-quarters  at  Buffalo. 

It  will  be  found  that  in  this  arrangement  of  the  divisions,  the 
population  of  the  State  is  segregated  perhaps  as  nearly  as  may  be 
into  three  equal  parts,  and  that  the  respective  head-quarters  are 
located  at  the  three  principal  strategic  points  of  the  State. 

For  the  present  and  perhaps  some  years  to  come,  these  divisions 
should  not  comprise  more  than  two  brigades  each,  and  each  brigade 
not  more  than  two  regiments  of  three  battalions  each  (excepting 
for  the  First  Division,  which  might  have  not  to  exceed  four  regi- 
ments per  brigade),  and  the  battalion  to  comprise  four  companies 
as  the  minimum  and  eight  companies  as  the  maximum  —  and  the 
companies  to  be  50  officers  and  men  strong,  as  the  minimum,  and 
100  officers  and  men  strong,  as  the  maximum,  and  of  artillery,  to 
each  division  three  batteries  as  the  minimum  and  six  batteries  as 
the  maximum,  the  minimum  battery  comprising  106  officers  and 
enlisted  men,  and  the  maximum  battery  120  officers  and  enlisted 
men;  By  this  organization,  the  elastic  principle  which  should  in- 
here in  every  permanent  military  force  is  placed  where  it  rightly 
belongs,  in  the  enlisted  material,  that  part  of  the  body  which  does 
the  brunt  of  the  fighting,  and  the  principle  can  be  readily  Resorted 
to  whenever  the  occasion  warrants  its  application. 

To  illustrate  the  elasticity  of  the  principle,  .as  example  No.  1 :

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  force  thus  reduced  be  pro- 
vided at  once,  and  kept  provided,  by  the  State,  with  a  service 
dress  and  accoutrements  adapted  to  each  arm  of  service,  of  the  most 
improved,  practical  and  durable  nature,  which  it  should  be  obliged 
to  wear  on  all  parades  required  by  law* 

As  a  still  more  imperative  necessity  in  the  development  of  this 
system,  I  would  recommend  and  urge  as  a  sme  qua  non^  the  pur- 
chase by  the  State  of  two  camping  sites  eligibly  located  in  a  mili- 
tary and  Jiygienic  sense,  one  somewhere  on  the  banks  of  the 
Hudson  and  the  other  near  Buffalo,  on  which  shall  be  prepared 
the  usual  butts  for  target  practice  and  the  requisite  buildings  for 
storehouses  of  the  camp  and  garrison  equipage  when  not  in  use. 
To  one  or  other  of  these  camps  each  organization  of  the  Guard 
should  be  ordered  annually,  there  to  remain  for  five  or  ten  days  for 
thorough  instruction  in  the  school  of  the  soldier,  company  and 
battalion,  in  the  evolutions  of  the  line,  in  rifle  practice  and  generally 
in  the  science  as  well  as  in  the  art  of  war,  for  the  role  of  the  soldier 
is  a  profession  which  needs  to  be  studied  as  well  as  practiced. 

At  these  camps  the  annual  inspection  and  muster  of  each  organi- 
zation of  the  Guard  should  occur,  and  all  of  the  duties  be  discharged 
in  accordance  with  an  established  order  of  exercises  for  each  day. 

The  State  should  provide  for  the  transportation  of  the  troops  to 
and  from  the  camps,  and  pay  and  ration  them  while  there. 

As  another  feature  of  groundwork,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
elective  principle  as  applied  to  the  Guard  be  abandoned,  and  pro- 
motion by  seniority  of  the  oflScers  and  non-commissioned  officers  left 
in  the  force  after  the  completion  of  its  reduction  substituted  there- 
for. These  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  have  already  been 
elected,  and  if  worthy  of  advancement,  as  tested  by  examination, 
should  be  promoted  to  fill  vacancies  as  they  occur.  A  military  body 
is  not  a  town  meeting,  either  in  whole  or  part,  and  the  principles 
governing  such  assemblages  cannot  by  the  very  nature  of  things  ol> 
tam  in  military  organizations  if  they  are  to  succeed  as  such . 
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A  force  thus  constituted,  officered  and  instructed,  it  is  safe  to  say^ 
would  present,  as  has  been  suggested,  many  inviting  features  to  tlie 
yearly  increasing  class  of  young  men  graduating  from  the  high 
schools  and  common  schools  of  the  State.  Here  at  hand  is  certainly 
a  class  which  owes  a  debt  to  the  State  for  the  superior  education 
which  the  individuals  comprising  it  have  sectired  through  the  State's 
liberality,  and  who  by  the  high  sentiment  of  honor  cultivated  in  such 
schools  should  feel  themselves  bound  to  sustain  and  foster  the 
National  Guard  by  becoming  to  a  very  considerable  extent  its  Aleves, 
and  thus  make  something  of  a  return  for  the  boon  afforded  them. 

It  is  believed  if  the  above  suggestions  were  to  be  put  in  force 
that  in  three  years'  time  the  National  Guard  would  become  a  credit- 
able body  of  real  soldiera,  enjoying  the  pride  and  respect  of  the 
people,  and  this  result  would  be  achieved  at  an  expenditure  per  an- 
num considerably  less  than  the  average  annual  expenditure  for  mili- 
tary purposes  during  the  past  twenty  years. 

CONOLIJSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  assure  you,  sir,  that  it  has  been  my  aim 
during  the  past  year  to  discharge  the  duties  pertaining  to  this  office 
in  a  manner  calculated  in  my  judgment  to  enhance  the  best  interests 
of  the  Guard,  duties  which  I  have  found  to  be  of  a  very  responsible 
and  laborious  nature ;  and  it  affords  me  peculiar  gratification  to  be 
able  emphatically  to  testify  my  high  respect  and  esteem  for  my 
fellow-workers  in  the  office.

From  the  experience  of  the  late  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  in  view  of  the  great 
improvement  made  in  the  various  breech-loading  arms  of  precision,  it  is  probable 
that  in  the  battles  of  the  future  a  greater  reliance  will  be  placed,  both  for  attack 
and  defense,  on  the  open  system  of  one  or  more  thin  lines  of  battle,  with  the 
necessary  re-enforce  and  reserve  at  the  proper  intervals,  and  more  upon  the 
bravery,  sagacity  and  alertness  of  the  individual  soldier  than  upon  the  power  of 
massed  battalions. 

(  To  this  end,  therefore,  the  skirmish  and  rifle  practice  drills  have  come  to  be  of 
vital  importance  in  the  instruction  of  the  guard,  and  commanding  officers  of 
infantry  organizations  are  enjoined  to  see  that  for  the  future  much  more  attention 
shall  be  ^iven  to  the  instruction  of  their  commands  in  these  drills  than  has 
obtained m  the  past,  and  they  will  remember  that  the  various  "  motions,"  **  move- 
ments" and  **  positions  **  laid  down  in  Wingate's  ** Manual  of  Rifle  Practice," 
adopted  for  the  Guard,  are  not  simply  supplementary  to  the  manual  of  arms 
prescribed  in  tactics,  but  that  each  commanding  oflSicer  is  equally  responsible  for 
the  thorough  instruction  of  his  command  in  the  ^*  aiming  and  position  drill,"  and 
in  the  *^  loadings  and  firings,''  prescribed  by  the  Manual  of  Rifle  Practice  as  in 
any  portion  of  the  school  of  the  soldier. 

To  secure  uniformity  and  effective  instruction  in  rifle  practice,  it  is  ordered, 

I.  Commanding  officers  of  infantry  companies,  during  the  course  of  the  pres- 
ent season  of  drills  will  devote  at  least  a  portion  of  three  consecutive  drills  to 
the  instruction  of  their  companies  in  rifle  practice. 

(a.)  These  drills  will  commence  with  fifbeen  (or  more)  minuted  instruction  in 
position  and  aiming,  as  prescribed  in  the  Manual,  particular  attention  being  di- 
rected to  the  requirements  of  the  kneeling  position,  and  will  be  followed  by  a 
short  drill  in  the  school  of  the  company,  by  way  of  relief  to  the  men. 

(b.)  Ten  minutes  will  then  be  devoted  to  the  loadings  and  firings,  as  pre- 
scribed by  Upton's  Tactics. 

(c.)  After  an  interval  of  rest,  commandants  will  instruct  their  commands  for 
some  ten  minutes  in  the  motions  of  volley  firing,  with  special  reference  to  ac- 
curacy of  aim,  and  particularly  the  giving  of  the  commands  with  such  uniform- 
ity and  cadence  as  will  enable  this  to  be  secured.     (Bee  sec.  304,  Manual.) 

During  this  portion  of  the  drill  the  men  will  be  taught  to  fire  effeclively  at  the 
word  of  command  while  standing,  kneeling  or  lying  down  in  ranks,  wide  strips 
of  matting  being  used  for  the  lying  down  drill  in  armories. 

II.  Regimental  and  battalion  commandants  will  so  arrange  the  company  drills 
mentioned  in  Paragraph  I  of  this  order  that  their  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice 
may  be  able  to  attend  at  least  the  first  of  these  drills  in  each  company,  and  report 
upon  the  same,  through  the  usual  channels,  to  Brigadier-Qeneral  Alfred   0. 
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Barnes,  General  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice.  In  cases  of  separate  companies  at- 
tached to  division  or  brigade  head-quarters,  the  division  or  brigade  command* 
ants  will  arrange  for  such  driUs  so  that  their  re^ective  Division  or  Brigade  In- 
spectors of  RiHe  Practice  may,  if  practicable,  attend  at  least  the  first^  and  simi- 
larly report  upon  the  same.  iBut  when  not  practicable  —  as  traveling  expenses 
and  pay  will  not  be  allowed  —  the  commandants  of  such  separate  companies  will 
make  the  required  report.  The  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  present  at  such  drills 
will  aid  the  commanding  officer  in  the  instruction  of  his  command,  whenever  so 
requested  to  do. 

III.  Regimental  commanders  will  see  that  their  company  officers  thoroughly 
understand  the  method  of  instruction  above  prescribed,  and  will  cause  such  of 
them  as  are  not  familiar  therewith  to  be  assembled  for  instruction  by  them, 
assisted  by  the  regimental  inspectors.  Regimental  inspectors  are  specially 
charged  with  the  instruction  of  recruits. 

IV.  Information  having  reached  these  head-quarters  that  marksmen's  badges 
issued  by  the  State  are  frequently  loaned  to  be  worn  by  unauthorized  persons, 
such  practice  is  hereby  forbidden.

Inspections,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  muster  of  the  troops,  are  necessarily 
insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  such  detailed  information  of  the  actual 
condition  and  morale  oi  the  troops  inspected  as  is  needed  at  these  head-quarters. 

To  supplement  these  annual  inspections  it  is  ordered  as  follows : 

I.  The  Division  Commanders  of  the  First  and  Second  Divisions  will  have  a 
care  to  see  that  the  parades  of  the  year  of  their  various  subdivisions,  required  by 
the  Military  Code,  are  so  arranged  that  the  respective  Division  and  Brigade  In- 
spectors shall,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  inspect  each  subdivision  thereof. 

II.  The  remaining  Division  Commanders  of  the  Guard,  having  separate 
organizations  attached  to  their  Divisions,  which  are  stationed  conveniently  near 
or  within  the  city  of  their  head-quarters,  will  arrange  the  parades  of  the  year 
required  by  the  Military  Code  of  such  organizations,  so  that  each  shall  be 
inspected  at  least  once  during  each  year  by  their  respective  Division  Inspectors. 

DX  The  remaining  Brigade  Commanders  of  the  Guard  will  also  see  that  the 
parades  of  the  year,  required  by  the  Military  Code  of  their  various  subdivisions 
(including  separate  organizations)  stationed  conveniently  near,  or  within  the  city 
of  their  head-quarters,  are  so  arranged  that  each  shall  be  inspected  at  least  once 
during  each  year  by  their  respective  Brigade  Inspectors. 

IV.  Such  organizations  of  the  Guard,  as  are  not  stationed  conveniently  near 
their  respective  Division  or  Brigade  Head-quarters,,  will  be  specially  inspected 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  arranged  therefor,  by  an  officer  detailed  for 
the  purpose  from  the  department  of  the  Inspector-General. 

v.  As  these  inspections  are  not  to  be  preceded  or  followed  by  a  muster,  no 
muster-rolls  will  be  required,  but  simply  a  copy  of  "  Report  of  Parades  "  (form 
92  or  95  as  the  case  may  be)  will  be  handed  the  inspecting  officer,  and  no  pay  or 
allowance  will  be  authorized  by  the  State  to  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  con- 
cerned therein. 

YI.  The  inspecting  officers  are  not  to  confine  their  attention  in  the  matter  of 
inspection  simply  to  the  duties  provided- under  the  previous  paragraphs  of  this 
order,  but  they  should  frequently  attend  the  drills  and  other  parades  of  the 
troops  with  which  they  are  connectedj  and  become  sufficiently  familiar  with  the 
personnel  and  the  internal  economy  of  the  commands  to  enable  them  to  furnish 
an  exhaustive  report  thereof  whenever  so  required  to  do  by  competent  authority. 

VII.  Annual  reports,  based  upon  such  inspections,  and  such  other  reports  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Inspector-General  (sec.  47,  amended  Military  Code), 
shail  be  made  for  the  information  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  by  the  Division 
and  Brigade  Inspectors  (upon  blanks  prepared  by  the  Inspector-General's  De- 
partment), and  forwarded  in  duplicate,  one  copy  through  the  usual  channels  to 
these  head-quarters,  and  one  copy  direct  to  the  Inspector-General,  embracing 
the  following,  viz. :  A  detailed  statement,  by  organization,  as  .to  the  zeal  and 
efficiency  of  officers  and  men ;  the  average  number  present  at  drills  and  other 
parades  and  the  attention  ^ven  to  the  same,  using  numerals  to  express,  by  scale, 
^e  relative  degrees  of  merit,  thus : 

Excellent 4 

Good 3 

Pair 2 

Bad 1 

Very  bad 0 

The  aggregate  of  such  merit  and  the  general  per  centage  of  numbers  attend- 
ing drills  and  other  parades  will  determine  the  standing  of  each  organization,  to 
be  annually  announced  in  orders  from  these  head-quarters.  They  will  also 
report  the  general  condition  of  arms  and  equipments,  and  how  cared  for ;  the 
character,  appearance,  equipment,  discipline  and  proficiency  of  officers  and  men. 
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the  completeness  and  correctness  of  the  required  books  and  records,  and  as  much 
information  as  possible  of  the  general  condition  of  affairs,  and  a  summary  of 
principal  irregularities  in  the  command ;  also,  as  to  the  character  and  condition 
'^f  the  armories,  how  provided,  whether  by  State  or  county,  and,  if  the  latter,  at 
what  yearly  expense  to  county.  All  of  the  foregoing  information  should  be 
ihe  result  of  careful  personal  observation  on  the  part  of  the  Inspector  at  various 
limes  during  the  year,  and  great  care  should  be  taken  that  no  injustice  be  done 
to  organizations  or  individuals,  by  reports  not  fully  sustained  by  personal  and 
thorough  examination.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  duties  of  an  Inspector 
are  always  of  a  delicate  nature,  and  inspecting  officers  should  be  on  their  guard 
le:st  undue  zeal,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  caust^s  them  to  overstep  the  deli- 
cate lines  which  hedge  in  the  officer  and  the  gentleman,  and  commanding  officers 
of  Divisions  and  Brigades  will  be  held  responsible  that  their  respective  Inspectors 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  order,  not  only  with  care,  diligence  and  delicficy, 
but  with  a^  Utile  inconreniencs  to  the  commands  inspected  as  is  ptacticahle  with  a 
profjer  dischnrge  of  their  duty. 

Vm.  The  annual  reports  required  by  paragraph  VII  of  this  order  will  be 
made  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  August,  in  each  year.  Special  reports,  with 
regard  to  any  matter  requiring  the  immediate  action  of  the  general  head- 
quarters, may  be  made  to  the  Inspector-General,  in  letter  form,  as  olten  as  occa^ 
sior.  may  arise. 

IX.  Division  and  Brigade  Inspectors  will  be  supplied  with  the  proper  blanks 
and  instructions  required  for  their  use  pursuant  to  this  order  by  the  Inspector- 
General's  department,  and  they  will  at  once  report,  by  mail,  giving  full  name  and 
address,  to  Brigadier-General  R.  S.  Oliver,  Inspector-General,  at  Albany. 

X.  A  "Report  of  Parade  "  (form  92,  iMilitary  Code)  of  each  and  every  parade 
of  the  company,  accompanied,  in  this  instance,  by  a  list  of  the  names  and  rank  of 
present  and  absent,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Order  of  the  Parade,  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  Inspector-General,  direct,  within  ten  days  thereafter.

The  following  official  opinion  of  Brigadier-General  Horace  Russell,  Judge- 
Advocate-General,  is  promulgated  for  the  infoi-mation  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned :

GENERAii. — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge^  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
27th  ult.,  inclosing  a  communication  from  Henry  Tate,  a  member  of  the  Six- 
teenth Battalion  of  the  National  Guard,  and^postmaster  atVerplanck,  N.  Y.,  in 
which  he  asks  whether  he  is  exempt  from  penalties  prescribed  for  neglect  of 
military  duty  when  he  is  occupied  with  his  duties  as  postmaster. 

Inasmuch  as  a  postmaster,  by  reason  of  holding  snch  office,  is  exempt  from 
militia  duty  (Rev.  Stat,,  U.  S.,  sec.  1629;  Postal  Laws,  chap.  25,  sec,  11;  Mil;^ 
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tary  Code,  sec.  1),  he  could  not,  of  course,  be  compelled  to  do  such  duty  at  all, 
if  he  chose  to  object. 

But  where  a  person,  who  is  rt  postmaster,  voluntarily  enlists,  his  position 
does  not  differ  from  that  of  any  other  enlisted  man.  He  is  subject  to  the  same 
laws  and  regulations,  must  be  tried  by  the  same  court-martial  for  delinquencies, 
and  subjected  to  the  same  penalties  for  neglect  of  duty  as  any  other  man. 

He  need  not  be  a  soldier  unless  he  chooses,  but  if  he  chooses  to  be  one,  he 
cannot  claim  the  privileges  of  an  exempt  man. 

If  a  postmaster's  duty  so  conflicts  with  his  military  duty  as  that  he  cannot 
discharge  the  latter,  it  would  be  a  sufficient  reason  for  his  discharge ;  but  until 
discharged,  the  mere  fact  that  he  is  postmaster  does  not  exempt  him  from  the 
duties  and  obligations  he  has  voluntarily  taken  on  himself. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  a  court-martial,  in  determining  whether  or  not  a 
delinquency  or  neglect  is  excusable,  should  consider  the  nature  of  a  man's 
employment,  and  if  it  is  snoh  that  he  cannot  by  due  diligence  fulfill  his  military 
duties  without  detriment  to  the  public  service,  he  ought  to  be  excused. 

But  all  this  is  matter  for  the  court-martini  to  consider,  like  any  other  excuses 
offered  by  other  enlisted  men,  as  a  reason  why  penalties  should  not  be  imposed.

I.  The  following  opinion  of  Brigadier-General  Horace  Russell,  Judge-Advo- 
cate-General, having  been  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  is  hereby  pro- 
mulgated for  the  information  aud  guidance  of  all  concerned  :

General. —  Among  the  papers  transmitted  to  me  by  my  predecessor  in  office 
were  the  inclosed,  in  which  it  appears  that  your  predecessor  requested  the 
opinion  of  the  Judge- Advocate -General  on  the  following  state  of  facts*: 
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On  the  first  of  December,  1879,  Captain  Edmund  L.  Cole,  of  the  Twenty-first 
Separate  Company,  Infantry  (Tibbets  Cadets),  certified  to  the  Commander  of 
the  Third  Division  Ihat  at  an  election  held  on  the  20th  of  November,  1879,  for 
non-commissioned  officers,  Frederick  Pierce  Was  elected  Fourth  Sergeant  in 
place  of  Wm.  V.  Osbom,  stricken  from  the  rolls,  Charles  Gt,  Mullen  was  elected 
Corporal  in  place  of  John  E.  Grage,  stricken  from  the  rolls,  and  William  H. 
Young  was  elected  Corporal  in  place  of  William  A.  Seibert,  stricken  from  the 
rolls;  Major-General  Joseph  B.  Carr,  Commanding  the  Third  Division,  requested 
the  reasons  for  striking  the  names  of  Osbom,  G-age  and   Seibert  from  the  rolls. 

The  reason  assigned  by  Captain  Cole  was  that  they  **  had  been  received  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  Regulations  (section  609,  General  Regu- 
lations), in  that  they  were  enlisted  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  without 
consent  of  parent  or  guardian,  in  violation  of  section  13  of  the  Military  Code.'' 
The  Major-General,  commanding  the  Division,  disapproved  of  the  report  on  the 
ground  that  the  Captain  had  no  authority  to  strfke  any  name  from  the  rolls, 
citing  as  authority  section  5,  General  Order  No.  20,  series  of  1878. 

By  permission  of  the  Major-General,  Commanding  the  Division,  the  matter 
was  then  referred,  through  the  Adjutant-General,  to  the  Judge- Advocate-Gen- 
eral for  his  opinion  and  report. 

It  further  appears,  from  the  records,  that  Oaborn  enlisted  January  25,  1877, 
aged  nineteen  years  ;  Gage  enlisted  January  25,  1877,  aged  eighteen  years; 
Seibert  enlisted  January  4,  1877,  aged  eighteen  years,  each  without  the  consent 
of  parents  or  guardian.  But  tiiey  have  not,  nor  have  their  parents  or  guardian 
applied  for  their  discharge. 

It  would  also  seem,  from  the  argument  submitted  by  Captain  Cole,  as  well 
as  from  the  report  of  the  ages  of  these  men  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  that 
Osbom  at  least,  and  possibly  the  other  two,  had  been  mustered  and  inspected 
after  becoming  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  before  their  names  were  stricken 
from  the  rolls.     There  was  a  general  muster  and  inspection  in  June,  1879. 

OPINION. 

1.  It  being  unquestioned  that  the  persons  named  enlisted  before  they  were 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  without  the  consent  of  parent  or  guardian,  their 
original  enlistment  was  in  violation  of  section  13  of  the  Military  Code,  which 
saya  "  no  person  under  the  age  of  twenty -one  years  shall  be  enlisted  without  the 
consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian." 

It  follows,  then,  that  their  names  having  been  received  **  contrary  to  law  and 
the  Regulations  "  (section  609  of  General  Regulations),  should  have  been  stricken 
from  the  rolls,'  unless  their  muster  and  inspection,  after  they  became  of  age, 
amounted  to  a  new  enlistment  or  were  such  a  ratification  of  the  previous  enlist- 
ment as  to  render  it  lawful  and  binding  thenceforward. 

2.  It  seems  that  Osbom  was  nineteen  years  of  age  when  he  enlisted  in  Jan- 
nary,  1877.  He  was,  therefore,  twenty-one  in  January,  1879,  and  was  mustered 
and  inspected  in  June  following. 

I  am  of  opinion,  after  examination  and  reflection,  that  his  continued  service, 
after  arriving  at  his  majority,  and  particularly  his  muster  and  inspection  in  June, 
were  such  a  ratification  of  his  enlistment  in  January,  1877,  as  to  make  it  thence- 
forth lawful  and  binding  upon  him  aud  upon  the  State. 

Whether  the  same  ruling  will  apply  to  Gage  and  Seibert  is  not  clear,  because 
1  am  uninformed  when  they  became  twenty-one  years  of  age.  If  they  were 
twenty-one  before  the  inspection  in  June,  1879,  or  became  twenty-one  before 
their  names  were  stricken  from  the  rolls,  and  after  becoming  twenty-one  did 
any  act  showing  an  intent  to  ratify  and  be  bound  by  their  enlistment,  then 
the  same  rule  should  be  applied  in  determining  their  status. 

I  have  been  brought  to  the  conclusion  I  have  indicated  by  considerations* 
which  I  will  endeavor  to  state  as  succinctly  as  I  can : 

1.  Enlistment  is  a  contract  and,  although  the  State  be  a  party,  still  the  con- 
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tract  ought  to  be  condtrued  according  to  those  well-estabHshed  principles  which 
regulate  contracts  generally  (6  Opinion  Atty.-G-en.  484,  etc.,  117). 

2.  All  able-bodied  male  citizens,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five, 
are  subject  to  military  duty  (Military  Code,  sec.  1). 

A  male  citizen,  therefore,  between  eighteen  and  twenty -one,  is  subjetjt  to 
military  duty  and  are  of  a  class  whose  enlistment  the  law  contemplates. 

But  when  a  citizen  between  those  ages  voluntarily  enlists  the  law  requires 
not  only  that  his  own  consent  but  also  that  of  his  parent  or  guardian  should  be 
given  (sec.  13). 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  this  provision  (sec.  13)  was  made  for  the  greater  pro- 
tection of  the  minor,^  particularly  in  view  of  section  1  by  which  he  is  made  sub- 
ject to  military  duty. 

The  minor's  contract  of  enlistment  should,  therefore,  be  construed  like  any 
other  contract  made  by  him,  with  this  distinction  in  favor  of  holding  his  con- 
tract of  enlistment  more  binding  than  a  civil  contract,  that  by  enlistment  he  is 
only  contracting  to  perform  a  service  which  may  lawfully  be  required;  a  con- 
tract which,  with  consent  of  parent  or  guardian,  he  is  fully  competent  to  make  ; 
whereas  no  consent  of  parent  or  guardian  could  render  his  civil  contract  binding. 

There  is,  then,  every  reason  for  saying  that  a  minor's  contract  of  enlistment, 
like  his  civil  contract,  is  only  isoidahle,,  not  void, 

3.  Though  there  is  some  conflict  of  decision,  and  there  may  be  some  excep- 
tions which  do  not  occur  to  me,  I  think  it  a  fair  statement  of  the  now  settled 
rule  of  law  as  to  contracts  of  infants  .that  the  only  contract  binding  on  an  infant 
is  the  implied  contract  for  necessaries,  the  only  act  which  he  is  under  a  legal 
incapacity  to  perform  is  the  appointment  of  an  attorney  ;  all  other  acts  and  con- 
tracts, executed  or  executory,  are  voidable  or  confirmable  by  him  at  his  election 
(1  Am.  Lead.  Cases  [5th  ed.  |,  300,  and  cases  cited  below). 

Ilis  avoidable  contracts  an  infant  may  disaffirm  either  before  or  after  he  be- 
comes of  age ;  he  may  affirm  and  ratify  after  he  becomes  of  age  (Henry  v.  Hooty 
33  N.  Y.  5-2G;   Oreeji  v.  Green,  7  Hun,  492;  69  N.  Y.  553). 

All  that  is  necessary  is  that  the  infant,  after  attaining  his  majority,  should  ex- 
pressly agree  to  ratify  his  contract  by  words,  oral  or  in  writing,  by  acts  which 
import  a  recognition  and  a  confirmation  (Ilenry  v.  Boot^  sup'ra;  Cluindler  v.  Simr- 
mons,  97  Mass.  512;  Grant  v.  Beard,  50  N.  H.  129;  Railway  v.  Black,  8  Exch. 
181;  Proctor  v.  Sears,  4  Allen,  95  ;  Boody  v.  McKenny,  23  Me.  517). 

A  further  rule  is  that  the  contract  of  an  infant  car;  be  avoided  only  by  the 
infant  himself,  or  by  those  privy  in  blood  or  estate  with  him.  It  cannot  be  dis- 
affirmed by  the  other  contracting  party  unless  he  was  induced  to  make  the  con- 
tract by  false  representation  as  to  age,  and  then  his  disaffirmance  is  put  leg-ally 
on  the  ground  of  fraud,  not  the  infancy  of  the  other  party  (Parker  v.  Baker,  1 
Clarke's  Chy.  136  and  cases  cited  in  note  [edition  of  18G9]). 

There  is  no  occasion  to  hold  the  State,  at  least  in  this  case,  to  the  same  rule 
in  this  regard  as  would  be  applied  to  contracts  between  private  parties,  that 
only  the  infant  could  disaffirm,  though  there  would  seem  to  be  some  reason  for 
so  holding.  Perhaps  a  fair  objection  to  such  a  rule  would  be  that  on  the  part 
of  the  State  the  contract  was  made  by  an  agent  who,  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
other  party,  exceeded  his  authority,  and,  therefore,  the  State  was  at  liberty  to 
disaffirm  the  act  of  its  agent  and  annul  the  contract  made  with  a  minor. 

This  much  may  be  said,  that  this  case  is  novel  in  this  respect  ;  all  the  cases 
of  discharge  and  applications  for  discharge  of  minors  reported  in  the  books  being 
at  the  motion  of  the  minors  or  their  parents  or  guardians. 

Applying,  now,  these  ordinary  and  common  rules  of  construction  to  this  con- 
tract of  enlistment: 

1.  Being  made  by  a  minor  between  the   age  of  eighteen   and   twenty -one, 
without  consent  of  parent  or  guardian,  it  was  not  void^  but  only  coUMU. 
^    2.  It  might,  therefore,  be  ratified  after  the  minor  became  of  age  either  by 
words  or  by  acts  showing  a  wish  to  be  bound  by  it. 

3.  Osborn  continued  in  service,  attended  to  military  duties,  was  mustered  and 
inspected  after  attaining  his  majority,  and  he  protests  against  his  name  being 
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stricken  from  the  rolls.     All  this  clearly  amounts  to  a  ratification  of  his  contract 
of  enlistment. 

In  the  case  of  a  volunteer  soldier  who  had  not  signed  the  enlistment  articles, 
but  who  had  been  mustered,  received  pay,  and  performed  the  duties  of  a  sol- 
dier, it  was  held  that  he  must  be  treated  as  duly  enlisted  (Dig.  Opin.  Judge- 
Adv.-Gen.  [3d  ed.]  p.  156). 

•*  One  who  has  rendered  service  as  an  enlisted  man,  and,  as  such,  has  been 
armed  and  clothed  by  the  government,  though  he  may  not  have  been  paid,  is 
estopped  from  denying  the  validity  of  his  contract  of  enlistment  on  the  ground 
of  any  ioformality  therein,  and  cannot,  on  that  ground,  be  relieved  therefrom 
under  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  "  (Idem). 

There  would  seem  to  be  good  reason  for  saying  that  acts  which  of  themselves 
would  amount  to  enlistment  would  also  amount  to  an  affirmance  of  a  voidable 
eDlistmeot. 

The  military  statutes  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States  have  teen  fre- 
•|uently  altered,  and  no  case  reported  in  the  books  precisely  covers  the  point 
involved  in  this  case.  I  have,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  discuss  it  on  prin- 
ciple, but  it  seems  to  me  to  be  op*^n  to  no  room  for  doubt  (See  Cora  v.  Cnsfnng, 
W  Mass.  66 ;  //*  re  FerfpiHon^  9  Johns.  '239 ;  In  re  NellU  8  Blatchf.  156  ;  In  re  John 
liilty,  30  How.  Pr.  108  ;  2  Abb.  Pr.  [N.  8.]  334). 

The  only  remaining  question  upon  Avhich  opinion  is  asked  is  rendered  of  less 
imjwrtance  by  the  view  taken  on  the  question  already  discussed ;  but  as  it  is  in 
the  case,  and  frequently  arises,  it  may  as  well  be  considered. 

That  question  is  whether  the  Commandant  of  the  Separate  Company  should 
apply  to  Division  head-quarters  for  leave,  or  whether  he  may,  of  his  own  motion, 
strike  from  the  roll  of  his  company  the  names  of  persons  who  have  been  received 
under  the  age  of  twenty -one  without  the  consent  of  parents  or  guardian. 

Section  609  of  the  General  Regulations,  the  only  section  of  the  Code  or  Regu- 
LitioQs  covering  such  a  case,  reads  as  follows : 

**  J  609.  Commandants  of  regiments  and  companies  are  required  to  strike  from 
their  rolls  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  been  received  or  retained  as  mem- 
bers of  such  regiments  or  companies  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  of 
these  Regulations ;  and  they  are  strictly  forbidden  to  grant  to  any  such  person  a 
certificate  of  service  or  discharge  from  military  service." 

The  mere  reading  of  the  other  sections  of  the  Code  relating  to  'transfers," 
"expulsions,''  '* discharges"  and  '* dropping  from  the  rolls"  (§  13.  §§253  and 
'io4,  i  263  of  the  Code  and  §615  of  the  Regulations),  will  make  it  clear  that  they 
do  not  relate  to  "  the  names  of  persons  who  have  been  received  or  retained  as 
member?  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  of  the  Regulations." 

And  section  V.  of  General  Order  No.  20,  series  of  1878,  relates  to  "delinquent 
members  "  who  have  removed  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  State,  or  who  having 
been  absent  without  leave  have  returned,  been  fined,  etc.,  not  to  persons  "whose 
Tiames  have  been  received  contrary  to  law  and  the  Regulations." 

The  duty  and  discretion  then  of  striking  from  the  muster-roll  the  names  of 
persons  received  contrary  to  law  and  the  regulations  is  imposed  upon  the  Com- 
mandant of  separate  companies  as  it  is  upon  the  Commandant  of  regiments. 

It  is  true  this  section  (009)  is  not  quite  harmonious  with  the  other  provisions 
of  law  and  the  Regulations  relating  to  discharges,  expulsions  and  strikings  from 
the  roUs;  and  invests  a  Captain  with  power  to  judicially  determine,  without 
trial,  that  the  name  of  a  man  has  been  received  contrary  to  law  and  the  Regula- 
tions, and  to  drive  him  from  the  service  and  deprive  him  of  the  benefit  of  his 
past  service,  no  matter  how  faithfiil  and  efficient  it  may  have  been. 

But  the  answer  is,  it  is  the  law  as  it  stands.  There  are  many  provisions  of  the 
Military  Code  not  harmonious;  and  any  abuse  of  discretion  in  this  as  in  other 
matters  can  be  corrected  by  appeal  and  review. 

The  result  is : 

1.  The  name  of  Wm.  V.  Osborn  was  improperly  and  unlawfully  stricken  from 
the  roll  and  should  be  restored. 

2.  If  Gage  and  8eibert  ratified  their  enlistment  after  becomrng  of  age  and  be- 
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fore  their  names  were  stricken  from  the  rolls  then  their  names  were  iuiproperlj 
stricken  from  the  rolls  and  should  be  restored. 

If  they  were  still  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  since  attaining  that  age 
had  not  ratified  their  enlistment  by  some  word  or  act  before  their  names  were 
stricken  from  the  rolls,  then  their  names  were  properly  stricken  from  the  rolls. 

3.  The  Commander  of  a  separate  company  may  etrike  from  his  roll  the  names 
of  persons  received  or  retained  contrary  to  provisions  of  law  and  the  Regulations, 
without  applying  for  leave  to  the  Division  Commander.

lowing months  of  the  year,  provided  that  all  be  completed  and  the  annual 
reports  forwarded  prior  to  the  first  day  of  December  next.

No.  15.  \ 

I.  The  Rifle  Practice  of  the  year  1880  will  be  conducted  throughout  the 
on^izations  of  the  National  Guard  armed  with  rifles  or  carbines,  pursuant  to 
the  requirements  of  the  United  States  Infantry  Tactics  (Qpton's),  as  supple- 
mented by  Wingate's  Manual  for  Rifle  Practice.     Wherever  the  latter  conflicts 
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with  the  formef,  whether  in  the  skirmish  drill  or  elsewhere,  the  former  will  * 
.  govern.  The  G-uard,  however,  being  armed  with  a  small  arm  of  a  model  dis- 
similar to  that  used  in  the  regular  army,  the  loading  of  the  former  necessarily 
requires  a  method  correspondingly  different;  the  loading,  therefore,  of  the  Rem- 
ington rifle,  in  the  absence  of  any  other  legally  prescribed  method,  will  be 
executed  by  the  Q-uard  according  to  the  method  prescribed  in  Wingate^s 
Manual,  sections  172  to  ^  179,  inclusive,  excepting  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
feet  of  the  men  when  loading  in  two  ranks,  as  to  which  the  requirements  of 
the  United  States  Infantry  Tactics  (Upton's;  will  prevail. 

II.  Every  enlisted  man  of  infantry  organizations  and  those  of  the  cavalry 
and  artillery,  armed  with  carbines,  excepting  such  as  have  already  qualified  as 
marksmen,' will  be  required  to  practice  on  the  range  once  during  the  seaso.n. 
The  specific  days  to  be  devoted  to  range  practice  in  each  Division,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  various  organizations  shall  be  sent  to  the  r-anges,  will  be 
prescribed  in  orders  by  the  respective  Division  Commanders,  subject,  however, 
to  the  following  provisions : 

The  classification  and  order  of  duty  will  be : 

(a)  Practice  by  Marksmen. 

(Duty  optional.)  The  shooting  in  each  division  will  commence  with  a  day 
or  days  (known  as  "Marksman's  Day  ")-devoted  to  practice  in  the  first  cla.ss  for 
the  Marksman's  Decoration  (badge).  Only  marksmen  of  1879,  and  they,  on 
this  occasion  only,  will  be  permitted  to  shoot  directly  for  the  decoration.  Those 
who  qualify  on  Marksman's  Day  need  not  practice  further  on  the  ranges,  but 
those  who  fail  must  parade  on  the  day  of  first  general  practice  as  "  third  class  " 
ipen. 

(h)  First  General  Practice. 

(Duty  compulsory.)  Following  Marksman's  Day,  commandants  of  subdi- 
visions will,  on  the  days  specified  by  the  Division  Commander,  respectively 
parade  their  entire  commands  for  rifle  practice  at  the  range,  excepting  such  of 
their  men  as  have  already  qualified  as  marksmen.  Each  organization  will  pro- 
ceed to  the  range  in  a  body,  or  successively  by  detachments  according  to  the 
accommodations  for  transportation,  and  for  shooting  at  the  range.  Care  will  be 
taken  not  to  overcrowd  the  means  of  transportation,  or  have  more  men  at  the 
range  than  can  perform  the  specified  duty  in  the  time  available. 

The  practice,  on  this  occasion,  will  be  in  the  third,  and  second  classes  only, 
followed  by  volley  and  file  firing  by  squad,  platoon  or  company.  Not  more 
than  five  cartridges  per  man  will  be  expended  in  volley  firing  (three  standing 
and  two  kneeling),  and  five  for  file  firing  (three  standing  and  two  kneeling). 

(c)  Second  G-eneral  Practice. 

(Duty  compulsory  for  the  Fourth  Class:  otherwise  optional.)  When  an 
entire  command  has  had  opportunity  for  first  general  practice  as  provided 
herein,  the  commandant  will  order,  on  a  subsequent  day  or  days,  a  second 
parade  for  general  practice,  which  will  be  optional  with  men  in  the  third  and 
higher  classes,  but  compulsory  with  men  who,  for  any  reason  except  previous 
qualification,  were  absentees  on  the  occasion  of  the  parade  for  first  general 
practice,  and  who  comprise,  therefore,  the  fourth  class.  Those  present  will 
practice  in  the  classes  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  except  that  only  those 
who  were  present  on  duty  during  first  general  practice  may  shoot  in  regular 
course  for  the  honor  of  the  Marksman's  Decoration.  It  should  be  possible,  on 
this  occasion,  without  trenching  on  the  necessary  time  for  individual  firing,  to 
practice  firing  by  squad,  platoon  or  company,  as  above  prescribed,  which  will 
complete  the  course. 

III.  The  following  regulations  of  a  general  nature  will  be  observed  : 

(a)  PsACTiCB  m  Matches. —  Marksmen  of  1879,  who,  for  any  good  reason,  cannot  be 
present  on  Marksman's  Day,  may  shoot  for  the  decoration  without  previous  practice  in 
the  lower  classes,  at  any  approved  rifle  association  match  prior  to  m>8t  general  practice 
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(thn  must  famish,  at  their  own  expense,  however,  their  transportation  and  ammunition). 
Marksmen  present  on  Marksman's  Uaj,  but  who  fail  to  qualify,  cannot  thus  shoot  for  the 
decuration.  Members  of  the  Guard  who  have  previous!^  qualified  in  the  lower  classes  on 
zcDeral  practice  days  during  this  season  will  be  permitted  to  shoot  in  the  first  class  for 
uie  decoration  at  any  regular  rifle  association  match  approved  by  the  General  Inspector  of 
Rifle  Practice.  (They  must,  however,  provide,  at  their  own  expense,  their  transportation 
lod  ammunition.) 

ih.  VoLLLBY  AXD  FiLB  FiRiNG. — This  practice  will  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
Wicsate^s  Manual  (pp.  184-139),  except  wherein  it  may  conflict  with  the  United  States 
Tactics,  and  all  of  the  men  of  the  organization  on  duty,  without  regard  to  classes,  will  be 
required  to  participate. 

taints  of  wood  should  be  set  between  and,  if  necessary,  over  the  iron  targets  for  their 
pn>iectioQ,  as  otherwise  the  concentrated  firing  is  very  injurious  to  the  slabs  and  to  the 
glaa.4  windows  in  the  butts. 

■Vf  IszSPBCTios  OFRirLE  PRACTICE. — Division  and  Brigade  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice 
Kill  inspect  all  practice  for  the  Marksman's  Decoration,  and  Brigade  and  Regimental  In. 
5pector4,  all  class  shooting  in  their  respective  organizations,  and  certify  the  returns. 
Organizations  having  no  Inspector  of  Ri^  Practice  immediately  attached  will  be  inspec- 
ted by  the  Brigade  or  Division  Inspector. 

An  Inspector  who  is  not  able  to  oe  personally  present  on  any  occasion  of  duty  will  so 
report  to  his  commanding  ofiicer,  who  will  then  detail  a  competent  officer  to  act  in  his 
stead. 

The  powers  and  authority  of  Rifle  lu.spectors  in  the  field  (see  General  Reflations,  para- 
^ph  709,  subdivisions  8  and  4,  and  Wingate's  Manual,  sees.  5  and  834)  will  be  duly  re- 
spected bv  all  concerned,  and  enforced  by  the  commanding  ofiicer  on  dutv. 

In  regular  practice  each  enlisted  man  will  shoot  with  the  piece  issued  by  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  State,  and  brought  by  him  on  the  ground,  unless  the  same  is  condemned, 
for  actual  defects,  by  an  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice.  In  that  case  the  man  may  shoot  with 
the  neareM  approved  piece  in  the  ranks,  and  the  one  condemned  will  be  returned  to  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance  for  repairs  or  exchange. 

>(/}  Class  Firino  and  Scorinq. — All  but  marksmen  of  1879  (who  are  permitted  to  shoot 
directlv  for  the  Decoration  on  Marksman's  day  or  in  the  matches  above  desij^nated  only) 
must  shoot  through  the  regular  classes  prescribed  in  the  Manual,  and  are  prohibited  from 
tinng  in  any  clas.s  to  which  they  do  not  oelong,  and  from  shooting  for  a  second  or  higher 
»core  in  a  class  in  which  they  have  already  qualified.  The  record  must  stand  upon  the  nraf 
qnalifying  score  made.  f 

No  score  by  officer  or  enlisted  man  will  be  recognized  unless  made  at  a  target  to  which 
be  has  been  regularly  assigned,  and  where  his  name  has  been  previously  entered  on  a  score 
blank. 

Second  practice  will  not  be  allowed  «vhile  any  who  are  entitled  to  shoot  are  waiting  for 
fir»t  practice.  No  officer  or  enlisted  man  will  be  permitted  to  fire  more  than  ten  individual 
shots  at  any  one  distance  on  the  same  day,  except  the  necessary  sighting  shots  to  ascertain 
elevation,  windage  and  the  condition  of  pieces,  which  may  be  lirea  by  officers  under  the 
iniipection  of  an  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice. 

<<>  Opficbrs. — A  sufficient  number  of  commissioned  officers  must  accompany  all  parties 
for  rifle  practice  to  command  and  instruct  the  men.     At  least  one  company  officer  will  be 

SFe.<«ent  with  any  part  of  his  company  on  duty,  and  a  field  officer  will  take  command  of  all 
etachmcnts  of  two  or  more  companies.  An  officer  is  not  exempt  from  duty,  as  such, 
because  he  has  completed  his  own  rifle  practice. 

For  the  sake  of  discipline  commissioned  officers  will  make  their  own  scores  on  targets 
especially  assigned  them  and  not  with  their  men. 

The  responHibility  of  ofiicers  on  the  range  is  very  great.  They  will  not  allow  their  own 
^hootini^  to  interfere  with  their  first  duty  in  instructing  the  nien.  Good  officers  will  be 
theoretically  proficient  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  and  able  to  apply  armory  instruction  in  the 
field.  The  men  will  be  instructed  as  much  as  possible  while  waiting  tneir  turns  to  shoot 
and  will  have  their  sights  blackened,  and  the  correct  elevation  and  windage  given  them 
before  going  to  the  firing  points.  Inspectors  of  Rifle  Practice  will  report  to  their  command- 
aois  officers  who  neglect,  or  are  incompetent,  to  properly  instruct  their  men. 

(./  )  Bbcords. — The  blanks  and  books  for  record  oi  rifle  practice  Tissued  through  Division 
bead.quarters)  must  be  kei>t  written  up,  and  must  be  written  in  ink,  including  the  original 
•c»re  blankji.  Alterations  in  score  blanks  can  only  be  made  under  certificate  of  an  Inspec- 
tor of  Rifle  Practice.  Tlie  "  Company  Classification  Roll''  will  be  conspicuously  displayed 
in  Company  rooms. 

IV.  All  previous  orders,  regulations  and  rulings,  relating  to  rifle  practice,  not 
in  conflict  with  this  order,  will  remain  in  force.

The  following  opinion  of  the  Judge-Advocate-Gkneral  is  hereby  promulgated 
for  the  information  and  guidance  ofall  concerned  in  the  National  Guard :

General. —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  yourd  of  the  7th  inst,  inclosing  the  opinion 
of  Major  and  Judge- Advocate  Fabrab  of  the  Tenth  Brigade. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  president  of  a 
court-martial  is  entitled  to  charge,  and  state  that  the  question  at  issue  is  whetlier 
he  is  confined  to  the  three  weeks  to  which  the  sessions  of  oourt-martial  are 
limited.  After  careful  examination  of  the  sections  of  the  Military  Code,  relat- 
ing to  this  subject,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  president  of  a  court-martial  is  en- 
dued to  charge  not  only  for  the  time  occupied  in  holding  the  court,  but  for  the 
time  in  which  he  is  actually  engaged  in  the  business  thereof.  Section  197  limits 
the  session  of  a  court-martial  **  from  the  day  on  which  it  shall  convene  until 
its  dissolution,*'  to  three  weeks.  Section  203  provides  that'* there  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  military  flmd  of  said  regiment  or  battalion — 

*'  1.  To  the  officer  constituting  said  court  a  sum  e<|ual  to  one  day's  pay  for 
field  duty  for  each  day  he  may  be  actually  employed  m  holding  the  court,  or 
engaged  in  the  business  thereof,  or  in  traveling  to  and  from  the  court" 

The  words  '*  engaged  in  the  business  thereof,"  obviously  indicate  that  the 
Legislature  contemplated  that  in  military,  as  in  civil  tribunals,  only  a  part  of 
the  business  could  be  completed  during  the  actual  session  of  the  court,  and  in- 
tended that  the  officer  should  be  paid  not  only  for  the  time  the  court  should  be 
in  session^  but  for  the  time  necessarily  and  act^ually  employed  in  completing  the 
business. 

This  seems  to  me  the  fair  construction  of  this  section.  Indeed^  any  other 
construction  would  practically  nullify  that  part  of  the  section  which  I  have 
quoted. 

The  rule  of  compensation  which  I  have  indicated  is  the  one  applied  by  the 
civil  courts  in  fixing  the  fees  of  referees  and  other  officers  paid  by  the  day  for 
their  services.     It  is  the  rule  in  controversies  between  private  parties. 

There  is  just  as  much  reason,  in  fairness  as  well  as  in  law^  for  paying  for  the 
time  and  services  of  an  officer  while  actually  engaged  in  the  necessary  business 
of  a  court-martial  as  for  his  time  and  services  while  engaged  in  holding  the 
court. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  sanctioning  any  claim  except  for  time 
actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  the  business  of  a  court-martial,  or  in  trav- 
eling to  and  from  the  court  The  officer  of  such  a  court  has  no  right  to  a  day^s 
pay  except  foi  a  full  day's  service.  I  take  the  liberty  to  make  Uiis  latter  ob- 
servation because  I  do  not  wish  the  practice  to  grow  up  in  the  military  courts, 
which  obtains  to  some  extent  in  our  civil  courts,  to  charge  for  a  day*8  service 
when  in  fact  nothing  was  done,  or  only  a  small  fragment  of  a  day  was  occupied. 
It  has  alwavs  seemed  to  me  an  evil  practice  growing  out  of  the  patronage  sys- 
tem, and  I  hope  it  may  find  no  place  or  recognition  in  the  National  Guard.

II.  No  further  issue  of  ammunition  will  be  made  to  any  organization.  Any 
greater  amount  required  for  class  or  team  practice  or  for  competitions  of  any 
kind 'must  be  provided  independently  of  the  State.  Musicians,  being  non- 
combatants,  will  not  be  furnished  with  ammunition. 

III.  Transportation. — Each  organization  located  more  than  three  miles  from 
its  range  will  be  allowed  to  draw  for  one  transportation  to  and  from  such  range 
for  each  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  therein  as  shown  by  its 
quarterly  return  for  April,  1880.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment, 
battalion,  separate  company  of  infantry  or  troop  of  cavalry,  sending  a  team  to 
Creedmoor  to  compete  for  the  State  prizes  for  infaiitry  and  cavalry,  will  be 
allowed  one  transportation  to  and  from  Creedmoor  for  each  member  of  such  team 
(excluding  all  substitutes  and  attendants),  provided  requisition  therefor,  duly 
approved  by  intermediate  commanders,  is  received  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
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ihe  time  fixed  for  such  competition.  Under  no  oircumstauces  will  other  expenses 
connected  with  teams  competing  in  any  match  be  defrayed  from  the  military 
fund  of  the  State  during  the  current  year. 

lY.  Requisitions  for  ammunition  and  transportation  will  be  made  upon  blanks 
furaisihed  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  and  Acting  Assistant  Quartermaster-General, 
signed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization,  approved  by  intermediate 
commanders,  and  forwarded  by  division  commanders  direct  to  Brigadier-Gkneral 
Daniel  D.  Wylie,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  corner  Thirty-fifth  street  and  Seventh 
avenue,  New  York  city,  who  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  supplying  ammunition 
And  transportation  within  the  limits  herein  prescribed,  who  will  issue  one-half 
of  the  allowance  of  ammunition  to  each  organization  on  receipt  of  the  requisi- 
tion, and  the  remainder  on  receipt  by  him  of  the  shells  of  the  first  issue.  He 
will,  on  the  second  issue,  make  a  deduction  from  the  allowance  to  each  organiza- 
tion of  one  cartridge  from  every  three  shells  not  returned  of  first  issue  or  returned 
in  bad  order. 

V.  In  approving  requisitions,  division  and  subordinate  commanders  will  exer- 
cijce  discretion  so  as  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  economy  of  ammunition  and 
expenditure  for  transportation,  and  generally  to  secure  the  best  possible  results 
within  the  limits  herein  prescribed  for  both.

828.  For  all  officers  (except  ChapMns  and  tfu>se  to  whom  parag^'apha  819 
<fnd  820  maij  apply),  on  occasions  of  Fatigues,  Marches,  Squad  arid  Company 
Drilk,  and  other  Drills  when  authorized  by  the  Comnuinding  Officer. —  A  sack- 
coat  of  dark  blue  cloth  or  serge,  to  extend  to  first  joint  of  thumb;  standing 
collar ,  single  breasted,  to  button  with  concealed  fly,  and  to  be  trimmed  with 
black  mohair  braid,  with  oval  buttons  known  as  cloak  buttons,  according  to 
pattern  in  office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance.  This  coat  need  not  be  procured 
until  the  one  which  it  supplants  has  become  unserviceable. 

829.  The  shoulder  straps  will  always  be  worn  with  it.  The  sword  belt  will 
be  worn  under  the  coat,  a  slit  being  provided  in  coat  to  admit  of  the  sword 
hook  passing  tlirough.

supported  by  a  black  ribbon  rosette  at  back,  and  inclosed  by  a  gold-embroidered 
border,  rounded  at  each  end.  Extreme  length  of  ornament,  four  inches ; 
width,  two  and  one-eighth  inches ;  to  be  worn  inclined  to  the  rear  on  left  side 
of  chapeau.  The  chapeau  will  be  worn  so  that  the  front  end  shall  be  over  the 
right  eye.

Respectfally  referred  to  the  Judge-Advocate-GeDeral  for  his  opinion.    It  is  simpler  suff- 

gested  by  this  department  that  the  Militarj  Code  while  providing;  that  companies  in  the 
raard  maj,  for  vioUtions  of  their  by-laws,  expel  anym  ember,  it  aoes  not  grant  authority 
for  any  company  to  reinstate  an  expelled  member.  Where  a  man  is  expelled  from  a  com- 
pany he  receives  no  credit  for  service  rendered  up  to  time  of  expulsion,  and  cannot  re- 
enlist  so  as  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  previous  service.  Paragraph  600  states:  **Vo  soldier 
will  be  re-enlisted  who  has  not  served  his  previous  enlistment  honestly  and  faithfully." 
While  the  paragraph  prohibits  the  re-enlistment  in  such  case,  there  is  no  provision  of  the 
Code  or  Regulations  tnat  prohibits  a  man  from  enlistment  even  after  he  has  been  expelled, 
as  this  man  had  been.  The  term  re-enlist,  in  paragraph  600,  is  to  be  construed  literally, 
and  is  to  be  contra-distinguished  from  enlist  or  an  original  entry  into  service. 

If  Yandeveer  enlisted,  not  re-enlisUdt  June  1,  1876,  of  course  for  the  full  term,  and  his 
record  was  good,  he  should  have  been  permitted  to  serve  his  term,  receiving  no  credit  for 
his  previous  service  ending  with  his  expulsion ;  and  he  should  be  taken  up  from  dropped 
and  ^ven  credit  for  the  length  of  time  served  from  June  1,  1876,  until  November  9,  1878, 
providing  it  was  as  suggested  simply  an  enUHm^rU.  If  the  enlistment  of  Yandeveer,  June 
1,  1876,  was  a  re-enlistment,  he  was  properly  stricken  from  the  rolls  for  illegal  enlistment.

Respectfully  returned  to  Adjutant-General  Townsend,  the  Judge-Advocate-General 
adopting  the  foregoing  suggestions  as  his  opinion. 

Accepting  Captain  Braffjg's  statement  of  the  facts,  Yandeveer's  '*  re-enlistment,"  June 
1,  1876,  was  in  violation  ot  section  600  of  the  Regulations.  His  name  was,  therefore,  prop- 
erly stricken  from  the  rolls  (sec.  609).  If  he  felt  aggrieved  by  that  action,  he  should  nave 
presented  his  grievance  before  the  commandant  of  the  regiment,  when  the  action  striking 
nis  name  from  the  rolls  came  before  that  officer  for  approval  (sec.  268,  Military  Code). 

I  can  nowhere  find  any  provision  authorizing  a  company  to  reinstate  an  expelled  member, 
or  one  whose  name  is  stricken  from  the  rolls.    If  the  striking  of  his  name  from  the  roUa  is 
approved,  his  only  way  of  getting  into  the  company  again  is  by  a  new  enlistment.

Gbnbbal. —  I  beg  herewith  to  return  to  you  the  papers  sent  me  in  the  matter  of  the  res- 
ignation of  Major  Henry  Arthur,  Aid-de  Cfamp,  Second  Division,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y. 

Major  Arthur,  it  seems,  was  commissioned  April  5,  1875,  and  resigned  on  tl^e  5th  of 
April,  1880,  requesting  a  full  discharge. 

The  question  on  which  you  ask  my  opinion  is,  what  length  of  time  a  commissioned  officer 
must  serve  before  he  is  entitled  to  a  full  discharge,  such  as  will  thereafter  exempt  him 
frcin  the  performance  of  military  duty? 

But  for  your  kindness  in  apprising  me  of  the  error  in  printing  the  Military  Code,  I  should 
have  fallen  into  a  grave  mistake  as  to  the  law  on  this  suoject.  1  should  have  assumed  that 
the  act  of  1870,  chapter  80,  was  correctly  printed  in  the  authorized  edition  of  the  Military 
Code,  whereas  it  seems  it  was  not. 

Subdivision  8  of  article  1  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  enrollment  of  the  militia,  etc.,  etc.,"  exempts  from  military  duty :  **  $  8.  All  com- 
missioned officers  who  shall  have  served  as  such  in  the  Militia  or  the  National  Guard  of 
this  State,  or  in  any  one  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  eenen  years.** 

This  statute  has  been  printed  in  the  Military  Code  to  read  "  five  years  "  instead  of  "seven 
years."  Hence,  arose  my  misunderstanding,  and  probablv  that  of  the  commissioned  offi- 
cers who  relied  upon  the  Military  Code  as  being,  with  all  its  defects,  at  least  correctly 
printed. 

The  subdivision  above  quoted,  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  does  not  appear  to 
have  ever  been  amended. 

The  term  of  service  of  "  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  "  was  seven 
years,  under  section  258  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870.  By  section  59  of  chapter  228 
of  the  Laws  of  1876,  that  section  (section  258  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870)  was 
amended  so  as  to  reduce  the  term  of  service  of  "  non-commissioned  officers,  musii^ans  and 
privates  "  to  five  years,  but  it  was  expressly  provided  that  all  such  persons  who  enlisted 
prior  to  May  1,  1875,  should  serve  the  whole  length  of  the  term  for  which  they  enlisted. 
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The  portion  of  the  section  (section  25S)  relating  to  commissioned  officers  is  so  amended 
that  after  a  serrice  of  five  years  a  commissioned  officer  is  thereafter  forever  exempt  from 
jarr  datj,  but  there  is  no  amendment  exempting  him  thereafter  from  military  duty. 

fhe  amendment  of  section  253  of  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  by  section  87  of  chap- 
ter 275  of  the  Laws  of  1878,  does  not,  in  respect  to  the  matter  under  aiscussion,  make  any 
fnrther  alteration  than  was  made  in  1875,  but  simply  re-enacts  the  amendments  then  made". 
The  term  of  service,  then,  required  of  a  commissioned  officer  before  he  is  entitled  to  a 
foil  discharge,  such  as  will  thereafter  exempt  him  from  the  performance  of  military  duty, 
remains  as  it  was  fixed  by  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1870,  and  is  seven  years.

The  CommaDder-in- Chief  has  had  under  cousideration  the  appeal  of  First 
Lieuteoant  E.  Graham  Haight,  Seventh  Regiment,  National  Guard,  State  of 
Xew  York,  from  tlie  proceedings,  findings  and  sentence  of  a  General  Court- 
Martial  convened  at  the  State  Arsenal  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  second 
day  of  February,  1880,  pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  1,  Head-quarters  Third 
Brigade,  First  Division,  dated  January  19,  1880,  of  which  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Loais  l^tzgerald  was  President,  and  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  following 
report  and  opinion  of  the  Judge- Advocate-General  the  said  proceedings,  findings 
and  sentence  are  hereby  disapproved  and  set  aside. 


Ix  THE  Matter  of  the  Appeal  of  E. 
GRAHAM  HAIGHT,  First  Lieutenant 
IN  the  Seventh  Regiment. 


The  record  discloses  that  Lieutenant  Haight  was  absent  May  twenty-eighth 
from  instruction  by  the  brigade  commander. 

Being  called  m  the  court-martial  he  did  not  appear/ whereupon  the  court  sen- 
tenced mm,  by  default,  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  the  said  delinquency. 

The  grounds  of  appeal  stated  by  Lieutenant  Haight  are :  ^^  1st.  That  the  notice 
of  session  of  the  court-martial  was  left  at  an  address  where  he  had  not  residod 
for  over  a  year,  and  never  reached  him,  and  he  was  not  aware  of  the  date  of  the 
court  by  any  other  means.  2d.  Had  he  received  the  notice  he  would  have  at- 
tended the  session  with  the  excuse  that  he  was  absent  from  the  city  on  May  28. 
1879.'^ 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  first  ground  of  appeal  stated  is  good. 

Section  199  of  the  Military  Code  provides:  "Such  court  shall  direct  a  non- 
commissioned officer  or  other  fit  person  or  persons,  to  be  by  him  designated,  to 
summon  all  delinquents  and  parties  accused  to  appear  before  the  court,  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  by  him  appointed,  which  service  shall  be  personal  or  by  leaving 
such  summons  at  the  residence  of  such  delinquents  and  parties  accusea.*'  This 
section  relates  more  particularly  to  regimental  and  battalion  courts-martial. 

Bat  section  235  of  the  Code,  after  directing  returns  to  be  made  to  command- 
ants of  divisions  and  brigades,  before  the  fifteenth  of  January  of  each  year,  of 
tbe  names  of  all  commissioned  officers  absent  from  any  parade,  encampment, 
drill  or  meeting  for  instruction'  during  the  preceding  year,  and  providing  for 
coarts-marti&l  to  try  such  delinquents,  enacts:  ^*It  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
caqse  the  arrest  of  such  absentee,  nor  to  serve  any  charges,  unless,  in  the  dis- 
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cretion  of  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  it  may  be  deemed  proper,  but  the  dftlin- 
quent  may  be  fined,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  provided  he  shall  have 
appeared  before  the  court  without  objection,  or  notice  of  the  return  and  of  the 
time  apj)ointed  for  hohling  the  court-martial  nhall  have  hem  delivered  to  him  or 
left  at  his  usftal  place  of  abode ^  at  least  ten  days  before  the  assembling  of  said 
court.''     {See,  also,  §  189.) 

Proof  of  service  of  the  notice,  required  by  the  sections  above  quoted  to  be 
given,  should  be  attached  to  the  record  and  accompany  the  appeal.  (Regula- 
tions, par.  104  and  118.) 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  record  and  find  no  proof  of  any  service  at  all. 
The  only  evidence  we  now  have  that  any  notice  was  served  is  the  statement, 
by  Lieutenant  Haight.in  his  appeal,  that  it  was  left  at  an  address  where  Lieuten- 
ant Haight  had  not  resided  for  more  than  a  year,  and  never  reached  him.  This 
cannot  be  regarded  as  a  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  law,  that  the 
notice  should  be  delivered  to  him  or  left  at  his  usual  placie  of  abode.  The  court* 
martial,  therefore,  never  acquired  such  jurisdiction  in  the  case  as  to  authorize  it 
to  render  a  judgment  against  Lieutenant  Haight. 

The  appeal  should,  therefore,  be  allowed  and  the  proceedings  and  sentence  of 
the  court  be  set  aside. 

Probably,  if  Lieutenant  Haight  had  received  the  notice  of  the  time  appointed 
for  holding  the  court-martial,  he  would  have' appeared  before  it,  and  as  he  appears 
to  have  been  absent  only  once  during  the  whole  year,  his  excuse  for  that  absence, 
that  he  was  out  of  the  city  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  May,  would  have  been 
deemed  sufficient  It  seems  to  have  been  thought  a  sufficient  excuse  in  other 
cases.

He  appeared  before  the  court-martial  and  offered  as  his  excuse  for  such  abeetice 
that,  having  been  appointed  a.i  inspector  of  elections  in  September,  he  was,  on 
the  fifteenth  of  October,  acting  in  that  capacity  and  could  not  attend  the  division 
parade. 
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The  excuse  seems  to  me  a  reasonable  one.  An  inspector  of  elections  must 
attend  to  bis  duties  as  inspector.  He  can  depute  no  one  else  to  perform  tbem. 
His  personal  presence  is  indispensable.  Tbe  presence  of  a  Captam  at  a  parade 
is  not  indispensable.  His  Lieutenant  could  take  bis  place.  Owing  service  to 
the  State  in  a  double  capacity  he  bad  to  choose  which  he  would  perform, 
which  neglect.  In  my  opinion  he  chose  properly,  the  necessities  in  the  one 
case  being  greater  than  in  the  other. 
I  think  the  appeal  should  be  allowed  and  the  fine  imposed  remitted.

General.  —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  the  twenty-eighth  inst.,  in 
which  you  inform  me  that  a  Division  General  ordered  a  Regimental  and  Battalion 
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court-martial  for  the  trial  of  certain  enlisted  men  in  a  separate  company  attached 
to  his  Division,  that  the  court  having  convened  and  tried  the  men,  an  appeal  was 
taken  by  the  accused  to  the  Division  General,  and  he  having  approved  arid  con- 
firmed the  findings  of  the  court-martial,  the  accused  now  seek  to  appeal  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Tou  request  my  opinion  whether  such  an  appeal  will  lie. 

Courts  like  the  one  in  question  are  provided  for  in  the  last  part  of  section  196 
of  the  Military  Code  ''Of  Regimental  and  Battalion  Courts-Martial."  The  pro- 
vision is  "in  the  case  of  a  separate  regiment,  battalion,  troop,  battery  or  com- 
pany attached  to  a  Division,  the  court  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commandant  of 
the  Division  to  which  such  separate  regiment,  battalion,  troop,  battery  or  com- 
pany is  attached."  Such  court  consists  of  an  officer  not  below  the  rank  of  Cap- 
tain (sec.  196)  and  when  organized  as  directed  hi  sections  197, 198,  199  and  200, 
*'  has  the  trial  of  all  offenses,  delinquencies  and  deficiencies  that  occur  in  the 
regiment  or  battalion  for  which  it  shall  have  been  appointed  *  *  and  shall 
have  power  to  impose  and  direct  to  be  levied  all  the  fines  or  penalties  to  which 
non-commissioned  oflScers,  musicians  or  privates  are  declared  to  be  subject." 

Then  it  is  provided  by  secticfia  202  (as  amended  in  1878),  *^  The  proceedings' 
and  sentence  of  any  such  court  shall  without  delay,  be  delivered  to  the  officer 
ordering  the  court,  who  shall  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  same  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter,  who  shall  publish  in  orders  his  approval  or  disapproval  thereof ; 
and  from  the  sentence  of  any  such  court  imposmg  a  fine  or  penalty  for  any 
offense,  delinquency  or  deficiency,  an  appeal  if  made  within  twenty  days  after 
the  fine  or  penalty  was  made  known  to  the  person  fined,  shall  be  allowed  to  the 
ojicer  ordering  the  court,  or  to  his  successor  in  command^  and  he  may  remit  or  miti- 
gate such  penalty  or  fine." 

This  section  contains  the  only  provision  of  law  in  regard  to  appeals  from 
regimental  and  battalion  courts ;  and  manifestly  it  does  not  authorize  an  appeal 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  any  case,  from  such  courts. 

The  sections  of  the  Code  from  187  to  195  inclusive  clearly  relate  to  courts  for 
the  trial  of  commissioiied  officers ;  from  which  the  only  appeal  is  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Lest  any  one  should  suppose  that  the  sentence  in  section  195 :  '^  The  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  it  now  exists  in  military  usage,  is  reserved," 
would  authorize  such  an  appeal  as  the  one  under  discussion,  I  will  say : 

(1)  The  context  shows  that  that  provision  relates  only  to  courts  for  the  trial 
of  commissioned  officers,  and  (2),  it  was  not  the  military  usage  when  the  act  was 
passed  (1870),  nor  had  it  ever  been,  to  allow  an  appeal  from  a  regimental  or  bat- 
talion court,  convened  for  the  trial  of  enlisted  men  for  such  offenses  as  justify 
the  imposition  of  a  fine  or  penalty,  from  the  decision  of  such  courts  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. An  examination  of  the  Session  Laws  and  of  the  text-booka 
will  make  this  apparent  to  any  one  caring  to  make  the  examination.  (See,  par- 
ticularly, Laws  of  1862,  chap.  477.) 

(3)  An  appeal  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  firom  such  courts  is  against  the  law 
and  practice  of  the  United  States  Courts-Martial  to  which  by  statute  (sec.  190  of 
the  Code),  our  proceedings  are  required,  as  far  as  possible,  to  conform.  (See  U. 
S.  Rev.  Statutes,  Articles  of  War,  title  14,  chap.  5,  articles  110  and  112;  Dig. 
of  the  opinions  of  Judge- Advocate-Q-eneral,  3d  ed.,  p.  54  of  "  Appeals  ";  Ives' 
Military  Law,  p.  189.) 

The  conclusion  is,  that  no  right  of  appeal  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  from  the 
lecision  of  regimental  and  battalion  courts  is  authorized  by  law.

The  Commander-in-Chief  has  had  under  consideration  the  appeals  of  Captain 
James  C.  Abrams  and  Second  Lieutenant  Wtlliam  B.  Carrington,  Seventh  Regi- 
ment, National  Guard,  State  of  New  York,  from  the  proceedings,  findings  and 
sentence  of  a  General  Court-Martial  convened  at  the  State  Arsenal  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  on  the  2d  day  of  February.  1880,  pursuant  to  General  Orders  No. 
1,  Head-quarters  Third  Brigade,  First  Division,  dated  January  19,  1880,  of 
which  Lieutenant- Colonel  Louis  Fitzgerald  was  president,  and  for  the  reasons 
set  forth  in  the  following  report  and  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General  the 
said  appeals  are  hereby  dismissed :

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  court-martial  of  the  Third  Brigade, 
First  Division,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  held  in  pursuance  of  General  Order  No.  1,  issued 
by  Brigadier-General  J.  M.  Varian. 

The  delinquency  charged  against  Lieutenant  Carrington  was  that  he  had  been 
returned  as  absent  from  rifle  practice  at  Creedmoor  on  the  3d  of  October,  187-*. 

Being  called  in  the  court-martial  he  did  not  appear,  whereupon  the  court 
sentenced  him,  by  default,  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  the  delinquency.  This 
finding  was  approved  by  General  Varian  in  General  Order  No,  2,  issued  April 
17,  1880. 

He  states  in  his  appeal  that  he  was  *'  unable  to  attend  the  session  of  the  court- 
martial,  being  on  duty  with  the  recruit  squad  of  his  company,  and  that  the 
reason  for  his  absence  on  the  third  of  October  was  that  he  had  previously 
(August  21)  qualified  as  a  marksman  for  1879,  and  for  that  reason  considered 
himself  not  liable  to  attend  again." 

The  reason  given  for  not  appearing  before  the  court-martial  is  insufficient.  It 
was  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  to  appear  and  make  his  defense  there.  He  could 
have  been  excused  for  that  purpose  from  squad  drill,  or  if  for  any  reason  he  was 
unable  to  get  previously  excused  the  necessity  of  his  appearance  at  the  court- 
martial  would  afterward  have  excused  his  delinquency  at  squad  drill. 

The  meeting  of  the  court  at  which  Lieutenant  Carrington  was  fined  by  default 
was  on  the  second  of  March.  The  court  met  again  by  adjournment  on  the  ninth, 
when  he  might  have  appeared,  and  excused  his  previous  default  and  asked  the 
court  to  hear  his  excuse  for  non-attendance  on  the  third  of  October.  He  did 
not  do  so. 

Had  he  done  so,  very  likely  his  delinquency  would  have  been  excused ;  simi- 
lar excuses,  it  would  seem  from  the  record,  were  thought  sufficient  iu  other 
similar  cases.     But  that  should  have  been  presented  to  the  court-martial 

The  Commander-in-Chief  in  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  a  court  on  appeal 
should  only  inquire  whethec  the  proceedings  were  regular,  and  whether  the 
penalty  imposed  was  authorized  and  in  accordance  with  law.  (See  Ives^  Military 
Law,  p.  189.) 

Courts-martial  having  been  provided  by  law  with  full  power  to  ascertain  the 
truth,  and  to  protect  the  rights  of  persons  charged  with  delinquencies,  their 
findings  ought  not  to  be  set  aside  after Jthey  have  received  the  approval  of  the 
officer  who  ordered  the  court,  unless  the  proceediYigs  were  without  jurisdiction, 
irregular,  or  in  some  way  illegal. 

In  the  nature  of  things  the  Commander-in-Chief  cannot  re-try  these  cases  on 
appeal. 

There  having  been  no  irregularity  in  the  proceeding  of  the  court-martial  and 
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tke  judgment  rendered  being  in  conformity  to  law,  and  having  been  approved  by 
the  General  ordering  the  court,  it  should  stand  and  the  appeal  should  be  dis- 
missed.

No  excuse  being  given  for  not  appearing  before  the  court-martial  though  prop- 
erly notified,  for  reasons  given  in  the  case  of  Lieutenant  Carrington,  this  appeal 
should  be  dismissed.

L  The  Commander-in-Chief  has  had  under  consideration  tlie  question  as«  to 
tlje  necessity  of  the  appointment  of  a  judge-advocate  to  courts  for  the  trial  of 
''commissioned  officers  absent  from  any  parade,  enciimpment,  drill  or  meeting 
for  instruction  during  the  preceding  year."  This  same  question  arose  in  the 
court-martial  procedure  of  the  First  Division  during  the  year  1879,  and  was  deter- 
mined then  by  General  Orders  No.  18  of  that  year,  from  these  head-quarters, 
that  a  judge-advocate  was  not  needed  at  such  courts.  The  question  has  again 
arisen,  as  appears  from  the  proceedings  of  a  court-martial  convened  in  the  city 
ol'New  York,  pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  1,  dated  head-quarters  First  Divi- 
sion, February  24,  1880,  forwarded  to  general  head-quarters  by  Major-General 
Shaler,  the  division  commandant,  with  a  communication  from  him  requesting 
that  this  ''question  raised  therein  be  passed  upon  and  determined  at  general 
head-quarters."  Since  the  following  opinion  of  the  present  Judge- Advocate- 
General  was  rendered,  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  near  the  close  of  its  last 
session  (chap.  547,  Laws  of  1880),  passed  a  law  amending  the  Military  Code  in 
many  particulars,  among  which  was  one  providing  ^'  that  the  service  of  a  judge- 
advocate  shall  not  be  required  at  any  court-martial  appointed  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section."  (Sec.  235,  Military  Code.)  The  section  being  the  one 
authorizing  courts  for  the  trial  of  delinquent  commissioned  officers.  This  pro- 
vision of  law  settles  finally  the  question.  The  opinion  of  the  Judge- Advocate- 
General,  however,  is  published  herewith  as  of  interest  in  showing  the  need  of 
this  provision  of  law,  which  saves  the  expense  to  the  State  of  the  services  of  an 
officer  not  needed  in  courts  constituted  for  the  trial  of  delinquencies  from  parades, 
drills,  etc. :

General. — Herewith  I  return  to  you  the  letter  of  Major-General  Alexander 
Shaler,  dated  April  13,  1880,  witli  its  accompanying  documents. 

Before  stating  my  opinion  as  to  the  law  upon  the  question  submitted  to  me, 
I  will,  with  your  permission,  state  the  facts  and  the  history  of  the  controversy 
as  they  appear  by  these  documents. 
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On  the  24th  day  of  February,  1880,  Major-General  Shaler,  commanding  the 
iii*st  division  of  the  National  Guard,  in  pursuance  of  section  235  of  the  Mili- 
tary Code,  issued  a  general  order  for  a  court-martial  "  for  the  trial  of  the  officers 
in  the  several  brigades  above  the  rank  of  captain,  and  of  all  officers  belonging  to  tlie 
cavalry  and  artillery  organizations  of  the  division  who  had  been  returned  as 
'absent  from  any  parade,  encampment,  drill  or  meeting  for  instruction.'  held 
pursuant  to  orders  during  the  year  1879." 

The  officers  detailed  to  this  court  were :  Brigadier-Q^neral  William  G.  Ward, 
First  Brigade ;  Colonel  George  D.  Scott,  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry ;  Colonel 
8.  Oscar  Ryder,  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  the  court  convened  on  the  18th  of  March,  1880. 
The  court  being  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  absence  of  a  judge-advocate  np  one 
else  was  competent  to  administer  the  oath  to  the  members  of  the  court,  adjourned 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  president,  and  requested  the  major-general  commanding 
the  division  to  detail  a  judge-advocate  to  attend  the  court,  citing  in  support  of 
the  opinion  they  entertained  sections  187,  190,  191,  198  and  235  of  the  Military 
Code,  and  paragraphs  102,  106,  119  and  219  of  the  General  Regulations. 

General  Shaler  denied  the  request  on  the  ground  that  the  "detail  of  a  judge- 
advocate  to  courts-martial  of  this  nature  is  deemed  to  be  entirely  unnecessary, 
serving  merely  to  increase  the  expense  of  the  court,"  expressing  his  opinion  that 
sections  184  to  195  of  the  Code  did  not  relate  to  courts-martial  convened  for  the 
trial  of  the  offenses  iddicated  in  his  general  order,  but  to  courts  convened  for  the 
trial  of  more  serious  offenses,  citing  sections  235,  198  of  the  Code,  and  General 
Orders  Nos.  18  and  20  of  the  series  of  1879,  in  which  General  Hughes,  then 
Judge-Advocate-General,  gave  his  opinion  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  detail  a 
judge -advocate  to  courts-martial  like  the  one  in  question. 

Thereupon  the  court,  still  adhering  to  their  opinion,  on  the  2d  day  of  April, 
1880,  adjourned  sine  die.     . 

The  question  on  which  opinion  is  asked  is,  whether  a  judge-advocate  should 
have  been  designated  to  attend  the  court,  and  whether,  under  the  Code  and 
regulations,  he  is  necessary  to  all  courts-martial  convened  for  trial  of  commis- 
sioned officers. 

Opikion. 

The  courts  provided  for  by  the  military  laws  of  the  State  are  four. 

1.  Courts  of  Inquiry.     (§§  184  and  185.) 

2.  Courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  a  major-general  or  a  brigadier-general.  (§  186.) , 

3.  Courts  for  the  trial  of  all  commissioned  officers  below  the  rank  of  Brigadier- 
General.     (§  187.) 

4.  Regimental  and  battalion  courts -martial  for  the  trial  of  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates.     (§§  196  and  197.) 

The  c6urt8-martial  are  divided  according  to  the  rank  of  the  officers,  not  accord- 
ing to  the  grade  of  offenses  they  are  to  try. 

Courts  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  are  always  constituted  in  the 
same  way,  whatever  the  grade  of  the  offense  for  which  such  officers  are  to  be 
tried.     (§  187.) 

There  is  no  express  provision  of  the  Military  Code  commanding  the  detailing 
of  a  judge-advocate  to  any  courts-martial. 

There  is,  hgwever,  an  express  provision  in  the  General  Regulations  as  follows : 

**  106.  Any  officer  appointing  a  court-martial  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, should,  in  the  order  convening  it,  or  by  special  order,  designate  a  regu- 
larly commissioned  judge-advocate,  or  some  other  suitable  person  to  be  judge- 
advocate.,  of  the  court." 

Reference  to  the  sections  immediately  preceding  makes  it  very  clear  that  the 
courts-martial  intended,  and  to  which  judge-advocates  should  be  designated,  are 
those  for  the  trial  of  all  delinquencies  of  commissioned  officers,  as  the  words 
'*  absent  from  any  parade,  encampment,  drill  or  meeting  for  instruction,*'  are 
used  to  describe  the  particular  offenses  which  the  court-martial  is  to  be  appointed 
to  try.     (Par.  104.)  , 
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The  General  Rules  and  Regulations  are  authorized  **  to  carry  into  full  effect 
the  provisions"  of  the  Code  (|  251),  and  must  "conform  as  nearly  as  practica- 
ble to  those  governing  the  United  States  army  and  not  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  thp  Code."     (§  252.) 

When  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations heoome  a  part  of  the  military  law. 

Unless,  then,  paragraph  106  of  the  General  Regulations  above  quoted,  conflicts 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  it  is  law. 

Not  only  does  it  not  conflict,  but  the  Code,  in  all  its  provisions,  seems  to  con- 
template tLe  presence  of  a  judge-advocate  at  all  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of 
commissioned  officers.  Section  191  provides  that  "  the  judge-advocate,  whether 
commissioned  or  special,  shall  administer,  in  the  presence  of  the  accused,  to  each 
member  of  the  court-martial  the  following  oath;"  and  there  is  nowhere  to  be 
found  in  the  Military  Code  a  provision  permitting  the  oath  to  be  administered  to 
the  members  of  a  court-martial  appointed  to  try  commissioned  officers  by  any 
one  but  a  judge-advocate.  Section  198,  directing  ^^  the  offirer  constiiuiing  s\i(A\ 
ooiirt,  before  he  enters  on  his  duties,"  to  take  the  oath  of  office  before  **  a  judge 
of  some  court  of  record  in  this  State,  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in 
which  he  resides,  a  field  officer  or  the  commandant  of  the  division  or  brigade  to 
which  he  belongs,"  clearly  relates  only  to  regimental  or  battalion  courts. 

1.  The  section  is  the  third  under  that  branch  of  the  Military  Code:  "Of 
Regimental  and  Battalion  Courts-martial." 

2.  It  says  **the  officer  constituting  such  court."  The  only  courts  in  which  a 
single  officer  can  constitute  the  court  are  regimental  and  battalion  courts.  (§  I9G.) 
•'Courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  shall  consist  of  three 
officers."        ♦         ♦         »        (§187.) 

There  is,  then,  no  officer,  civil  or  military,  before  whom  the  three  officers  who 
constitute  the  court  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  can  be  sworn,  except 
a  judge  advocate,  special  or  commissioned. 

There  are  other  provisions  of  the  Military  Code,  such  as  that  requiring  the 
judge-advocate,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  court,  to  keep  the  proceedings 
secret  (§  192),  and  that  authorizing  the  judge-advocate  to  issue  ^subpoenas  for 
witnesses  (219),  and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  (§  220),  which,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  sec  ion  191.  quoted  above,  clearly  indicate  that  the  framer  of  the 
Code  took  it  for  granted  that  a  judge-advocate  would  be  present  at  all  courts- 
martial,  except  regimental  and  battalion,  and,  but  for  section  198  of  the  Code 
quoted  above,  and  paragraph  219  of  the  General  Regulations,  it  would  also  be 
necessary  to  designate  a  judge-advocate  to  attend  on  regimental  and  battalion 
courts. 

There  is  another  provision  (§  190  of  the  Code),  that  '^the  arraignment  of  the 
accused,  the  proceedings,  trial  and  record  shall,  in  all  respects,  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  United  States  law  and  practice  of  courts-martial,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided." 

It  may,  therefore,  help  to  settle  the  question  under  consideration  to  ascertain 
what  is  the  United  States  law  and  practice  of  courts-martial  with  reference  to 
the  attendance  of  judge-advocates  at  such  courts.  In  the  A.rticles  of  War,  con- 
stituting chapter  5  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  (pages  228  et  seq.), 
the  military  courts  provided  for  are  general,  regimental,  garrison  and  field 
officer's  courts.  *  (Articles  72  to  83,  inclusive.) 

Article  74  is :  *'  Officers  who  may  appoint  a  court-martial  shall  be  competent 
to  appoint  a  judge-advocate  for  the  same." 

'•  Article  75.  General  courts-martial  may  consist  of  any  number  of  officers 
Irom  five  to  thirteen,  inclusive  ;  but  they  shall  not  consist  of  less  than  thirteen 
when  that  number  can  be  convened  without  manifest  injury  to  the  service.''

"Article  79.  Officers  shall  be  tried  only  by  general  courts-martial;  and  no 
officer  shall  be  tried,  when  it  can  be  avoided,  by  officers  inferior  to  him  in  rank.'^

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** Article  84.  The  Judge- Advocate  shall  administer  to  each  member  of  the 
court,  before  they  proceed  on  any  trial,  the  following  oath :  "

**  Article  85.  When  the  oath  has  been  administered  to  the  members  of  a  court- 
martial,  the  president  of  the  court  shall  administer  to  the  Judge- Advocate,  or 
person  officiating  as  such,  an  oath  in  the  following  form : "

**Article  90.  The  Judge-Advocate,  or  some  person  deputed  by  him,  or  by  Uie 
general  or  officer  commanding  the  army,  detachment  or  garrison,  shall  prosecute 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States,"  etc.,  etc. 

Only  those  portions  of  the  articles  of  war,  which  relate  to  general  court^s- 
martial,  are  quoted,  because  only  general  courts-martial  can  try  omcers.  But  • 
even  a  casual  inspection  of  the  remaining  portions  of  the  several  sections 
quoted,  and  those  not  quoted  above  will  show  that  the  articles  of  war  contem- 
plate the  presence  of  a  Judge- Advocate,  regularly  commissioned,  or  some  person 
detailed  to  act  as  such  at  regimental  and  field  officers'  courts  as  well  as  at  general 
courts-martial.  , 

In  his  very  able  treatise  on  military  law,  now  the  standard  authority,  Lieutenant 
and  Professor  Ives,  of  West  Point,  says,  at  page  220 : 

"  Judge- Advocates  of  Courts-Martial. 

"  Officers  who  may  appoint  a  court-martial  are  competent  to  appoint  a  Judge- 
Advocate  for  the  same,  and  without  such  Judge-Advocate  a  general  court-martial 
is  not  regarded  a  legal  court." 

Now,  inasmuch  as  our  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers 
(sec.  187),  resemble  the  general  court-martial  of  the  United  States  in  this,  that  they 
are  the  only  courts  having  authority  to  try  officers  (art.  79  of  the  Article^^  of 
War),  if  our  proceedings,  trial  and  record  shall,  in  all  respects,  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  United  States  law  and  practice  of  courts-martial  as  required 
by  section  190  of  the  Military  Code,  then  it  would  seem  that  a  Judge-Advocate 
should  be  detailed  to  such  courts,  and  paragraph  109  of  the  Greneral  Regulations 
would  seem  to  have  been  prescribed  on  that  theory. 

It  is  clear,  then,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Military  Code  (sees.  191,  198, 187, 192, 
219,  220  and  235),  by  the  General  Regulations  (pars.  104  and  106)  and  by  the 
law  and  practice  of  the  United  States  courts-martial,  to  which  the  practice  and 
proceedings  of  our  courts-martial  are  required  by  statute  to  conform  (sec.  190),  that 
a  Judge- Advocate  is  necessary  to  all  courts  appointed  to  try  commissioned 
officers. 

The  distinction  made  by, the  Major-Gen eral  of  the  First  Division  between 
courts  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  for  graver  offenses,  and  courts  for 
the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  for  "absence  from  parade,  encampment,  drill 
or  meeting  for  instruction,"  is  without  foundation  in  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 
The  most  that  can  be  said  in  favor  of  the  distinction  is  that  it  is  one  which  it 
might  be  wise  for  the  law  to  make.  But  it  only  concerns  our  present  inquiry  to 
know  that  it  is  one  which  the  law  does  not  now  make. 

Courts  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  are  constituted  in  the  same  way 
always  (sec.  187);  vacancies  therein  are  filled  in  the  same  way  (sec.  188);  their 
members  must  be  sworn  in  the  same  way  (sec.  191),  and  in  most  respects  their  prac- 
tice and  proceeding  must  be  the  same  whether  the  officer  on  tiial  is  charged  with 
an  offense,  conviction  of  which  will  deprive  him  of  his  commission  and  degrade 
him  or  with  a  mere  delinquency  which  will  subject  him  to  a  small  fine. 

There  is  only  one  kind  of  court  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers ;  and 
there  is  no  provision  of  law  enabling  that  court  either  in  its  constitution,  its 
taking  the  oath  or  its  proceeding  to  conform  to  the  practice  of  the  court  of  an 
inferior  grade  because  it  happens  to  be  trying  commissioned  officers  for  delin- 
quencies of  the  same  character  as  those  for  which  the  inferior  court  might  try 
non-commissioned  officers.     The  only  provision  in   the  law  or   Regulations 
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aathorizing  the  courts  of  one  grade  to  conform  their  proceeding  to  those  of 
another,  is  paragraph  219  of  the  Regulations.  After  several  sections  relating  to 
courts-martial  oi  the  higher  ^ade,  paragraph  219  says:  ''  So  far  as  these  Rules 
and  Regulations  are  applicahle  to  regimental  and  battalion  courts-martial,  they 
shall  be  so  applied  except  that  no  other  charges  or  specifications  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  trial  of  delinquents  and  deficiencies  than  the  return  of  the  proper 
officer  in  regard  to  such  delinquents  or  deficiencies ;  nor  upon  any  such  trial 
shall  the  attendance  of  a  Judge-Advocate  be  necessary." 

This  section  seems  to  hav^  occasioned  the  misunderstanding  of  the  law  which 
exists. 

And  yet,  read  in  connection  with  the  context,  and  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Code,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  one  could  have  misunderstood  it.  It  simply 
directs  that  the  rules  and  regulations  theretofore  set  forth  shall  be  applied  to 
regimental  and  battalion  courts,  with  two  exceptions,  the  service  of  charges, 
and  the  attendance  of  Judge-Advocates.  To  say  that  this  last  exception  of 
regimental  and  battalion  courts  from  the  necessity  of  the  attendance  of  a  Judge- 
Advocate  destroys  the  force  of  paragraphs  104  and  106,  requiring  the  officer 
appointing  a  court-martial  for  the  triu  of  commissioned  officers  to  designate  a 
Judge-Advocate  of  that  court,  is  to  give  to  that  exception  a  construction  and 
retroactive  force  of  which  it  is  utterly  incapable.  No  argument  could  add  force 
to  the  mere  statement  of  a  proposition  so  obvious. 

As  Greneral  Hughes  found  in  paragraph  219  of  the  Regulations  his  only 
authority  for  holding  that  the  presence  of  a  Judge-Advocate  was  not  necessary 
at  a  court-martial  convened  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  for  "  absence 
from  parade,  encampment,  drill  or  meeting  for  instruction,'*  I  am  forced  to  con- 
clude he  did  not,  in  the  pressure  of  other  business,  fully  examine  the  context 
and  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  for  a  gentleman  of  his  learning  and  judgment 
would  not  be  likely,  after  full  examination,  to  fall  into  such  an  error. 

Inasmuch  as  the  opinion  of  General  Hughes,  to  which  I  have  referred,  was 
made  a  General  Order  (No.  19  of  the  Series  of  1879),  the  Major-General  of  the 
Krst  Division  was,  of  course,  quite  justified  in  acting  upon  it  until  overruled. 

I  have  examined  the  question  submitted  with  considerable  care,  and  discussed 
it  at  this  length  because  I  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  oppose  my  opinion  to  that 
of  such  a  learned  and  profound  lawyer  as  General  Hughes,  and  such  an  experi- 
enced and  sagacious  soldier  as  General  Shaler,  without  the  most  mature  delibera- 
tioD  and  the  nillest  citation  of  the  law  in  support  of  the  opinion  to  which  I  have 
come. 

Hoping  my  conclusions  may  have  the  good  fortune  to  be  approved  by  you.

The  death  of  Brigadier-General  Frederick  Vilmar,  Second  Brigade,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  on  the  seventh  instant,  is  announced  to  the  National  Guard. 

General  Vilmar  was  born  in  Hesse  Cassel,  May  6,  1828.  Was  educated  in  the 
Military  Academy  of  his  country,  and  in  1846  was  commissioned  a  Second  Lieu- 
tenant in  the  First  Regiment  of  Artillery  of  Kurhessen.  He  remained  in  the 
service  of  his  native  land  until  the  year  1852,  when  he  emigrated  to  this  country. 
In  1861,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  he  promptly  entered 
the  volunteer  service  of  his  adopted  country,  and,  as  Aid-de-Camp  to  General 
Franz  Sigel,  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Bolivar  Heights,  Charleston,  SmithfieUi, 
Middletown  and  Cross  Keys.  Subsequently,  in  the  year  1868,  he  was  appointed 
by  Major-Gkneral  Alexander  Shaler,  Commissary  of  Subsistence,  with  rank  as 
Lieutenant-Colonel,  on  the  Staff  of  the  First  Division.  On  the  22d  of  September, 
1871,  he  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  Eleventh  Regiment,  and  on  the  8th  of 
March,  1875,  Brigadier-General  of  the  Second  Brigade. 

This  death,  which  has  spread  painful  regrets  over  so  large  a  circle  of  his  friends 
and  fellow- citizens,  is  especially  deplorable  to  the  National  Guard,  at  a  time 
when  experienced  oflScers,  educated  as  such  both  at  school  and  in  the  field,  are 
so  greatly  needed  in  giving  the  proper  tone  to  its  discipline  and  efficiency. 

As  a  tribute  of  marked  respect  to  the  deceased  Brigadier-General,  the  Brigade 
Generals  and  Staffs  of  the  Brigades  of  the  National  Guard  will  wear  crape  upon 
the  left  arm,  When  on  duty,  during  the  succeeding  two  months.

I.  The  following  law,  being  chapter  42,  Session  Laws  of  1880,  is  hereby  pro- 
mulgated for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  National  Guard  as  to  so  much 
thereof  as  is  required  for  its  observance : 

Chap.  42. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- two,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  pro- 
cessions and  parades  in  the  cities  of  the  State  of  New  York." 

Passbd  March  8,  1880;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  a^  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  processions  and 
parades  in  the  cities  of  the  State  of  New  York,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  3.  All  processions  and  parades  on  Sunday,  in  any  street  or  public  place  of 
any  city,  excepting  only  funeral  processions  engaged  in  the  actual  burial  of  the 
dead,  and  processions  to  and  from  any  place  of  worship  in  connection  with  a 
religious  service  there  celebrated,  are  forbidden ;  and  in  no  such  excepted  case 
shall  there  be  any  music,  fire-works,  discharge  of  cannon  or  fire-arms,  or  other 
disturbing  noise;  provided  that  in  any  military  or  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
funeral  music  may  be  played  while  escorting  the  body  to  and  from  such  place, 
but  such  music  shall  not  be  played  within  one  block  of  any  place  of  worship, 
where  worship  is  being  celebrated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

L  The  Commander-in-Chief  has  had  under  consideration  the  appeals  of  Cap- 
tain Josiah  Sullivan,  Aid-de-Camp,  Twelfth  Brigade  Staff,  and  Second  Lieuteu- 
ant  Charles  L.  Strong,  Fifty-fourth  Regiment,  from  the  proceedings,  findings 
and  sentence  of  a  General  Court-Martial  convened  at  the  State  Arsenal,  in  tJie 
city  of  Rochester,  New  York,  on  the  26th  day  of  February,  1880,  pursuant  to 
General  Orders  No.  2,  Head-(^uarters  Twelfth  Brigade,  Seventh  Division,  dated 
February  7,  1880,  of  which  Lieutenant-Colonel  F.  A.  Schoeffel  was  President, 
and  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  following  opinions  of  the  Judge- Advocate- 
General,  the  sentence  of  the  court  is  hereby  modified  as  follows : 

The  penalty  of  **  dismissal  from  the  military  service  of  the  State  of  New 
York  "  IS  remitted  in  both  cases. 


In  the  Matter  of  the  Appeal  of  Captain 
JOSIAH  SULLIVAN. 


I 


On  the  7th  of  February,  1880,  Brigadier-G«neral  Briggs,  commanding  the 
Twelfth  Brigade  of  the  Seventh  Division,  ordered  a  General  Court-Martial  to 
convene  at  the  State  Arsenal,  in  Rochester,  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  that  month 
for  the  trial  of  all  delinquent  officers,  below  the  rank  of  Major,  in  the  brigade.' 
The  officers  appointed  to  constitute  the  court  met  at  the  time  appointed,  \rere 
properly  organized,  and  proceeded  to  the  trial  of  Captain  Josiah  Sullivan,  Aid- 
de-Camp,  Twelfth  Brigade. 

The  cnarges  against  Captain  Sullivan  were  four  delinquencies,  in  omitting  to 
appear  and  report  for  duty  pursuant  to  four  General  Orders,  on  the  22d  day  of 
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February,  1879,  on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1879,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1879, 
and  on  &e  5th  day  of  September,  1879. 

The  accused  pleaded  not  guilty,  whereupon  the  trial  proceeded,  adjourning 
from  time  to  time. 

Proof  was  made  that  General  Orders  were  issued  requiring  the  brigade  to 
parade  on  each  of  the  days  above  named,  and  that  Captain  Sullivan  neither 
reported  for  duty  nor  asked  to  be  excused  on  any  of  those  occasions. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  the  session  of  the  court  (March  25, 1880),  after  the  proofs  of  his 
delinquencies  had  been  made,  the  accused  asked  leave  to  withdraw  his  plea  of  not 
<ruilty,  to  plead  guilty  and  to  make  a  written  statement,  as  well  as  a  sworn  oral  one. 
lie  was  sworn,  and  stated  substantially  that  he  received  and  accepted  a  commis- 
sion as  Captain  and  Aid-de-Oamp  in  September,  1876,  and  discharged  the  duties 
till  1879  J  that,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  his  official  duties  m  the  county 
o£  Monroe  occupied  all  his  time,  and  rendered  it  almost  impossible  for  him  to 
comply  with  orders,  but  that  he  did  so  up  to  1879.  That  during  he  years  1878  and 
1879,  the  gentleman  with  whom  he  was  associated  professionally  was  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  by  reason  of  which  his  own  labors  were  so  much  increased 
that  he  contemplated  severing  his  connection  with  the  brigade,  and  expressed 
that  intention  to  many  acquaintances,  among  others  to  G-eneral  Brinker,  *'  he 
thinks";  and  that,  *'oT^ing  solely  to  neglect  or  inadvertence,"  he  omitted  to 
send  in  his  resignation  ;  that  had  he  not  supposed  it  was  '*  generally  understood 
that  he  had  in  fact  resigned,"  he  would  have  reported  for  duty  on  the  occasions 
named. 

The  court  found  the  accused  guilty  of  each  of  the  four  delinquencies  returned 
against  him,  and  sentenced  him  to  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
ofifense,  $100  in  all,  and  to  be  dismissed  from  the  military  service  of  the  State 
of  New  York. 

The  finding  and  sentence  having  been  approved  by  the  officer  who  ordered 
the  court-martial,  the  accused  now  appeals  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and 
states  as  the  grounds  of  his  appeal : 

"  1.  The  undersigned  being  a  commissioned  officer,  and  the  brigade  com" 
mander  being  the  accuser,  he  had  no  right  or  authority  to  order  this  court- 
martial. 

•*2.  The  fine,  penalty,  judgment  and  sentence  are  not  warranted  by  the 
charges  or  testimony,  and  are  contrary  to  law." 

As  to  the  first  ground  of  appeal,  the  record  shows  that  it  was  not  well  taken. 
The  Brigadier-General  who  ordered  the  court  was  not  the  accuser.  If  any  one 
could  be  said  to  be  the  accuser,  it  was  the  Chief  of  the  Brigade  Staff  who  made 
the  return  of  delinquencies,  as  required  by  section  235  of  the  Military  Code, 
^whereupon  it  became  the  duty  of  the  Brigade  Commander  to  order  a  court  for 
the  trial  of  the  delinquents. 

The  Brigade  Commander  was,  to  be  sure,  a  witness  on  the  trial,  but  that 
could  not  constitute  him  the  accuser. 

2.  The  second  ground  of  appeal  is  more  substantial.  The  court  was  ordered 
by  the  Brigadier-General  to  "  try  commissioned  officers,  below  the  rank  of -Major, 
aisent  from  parade,  encampment,  drill  or  meetings  for  instruction  during  the 
preceding  year,"  upon  the  returns  made  by  the  respective  returning  officers. 

Up  to  the  rendition  of  judgment  the  court  was  constituted  and  proceeded  as 
a  court-martial  should  when  ordered  for  such  a  purpose.  (Sees.  187  and  235.) 
It  was  not  ordered  to  try  Captain  Sullivan  for  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform 
duty^  but  simply  for  absences  on  certain  occasions.  It  had  no  authority  to  ren- 
der any  judgment,  except  for  such  penalties  as  the  law  attaches  to  those 
absences. 

It  had  no  power  to  change  the  whole  character  of  the  court  and  of  the  pro- 
ceeding before  it,  and  to  convert  the  court  convened  for  the  trial  of  mere  delin- 
quenci^  upon  the  returns  made  by  an  officer  into  a  court  for  the  trial  of  persons 
charged  with  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  duty. 

While  it  may  be  that  dehnquencies  and  absences  might,  under  some  circum- 
stances, amount  to  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  duty,  and  could  be  punished  as 
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such,  a  court  convened  with  specified  powers  and  duties  could  not  enlarge  its 
own  jurisdiction  by  altering  the  character  and  punishment  of  the  offenses  which 
it  was  convened  to  try,  any  more  than  a  civil  court,  after  beginning  the  trial  of 
a  civil  suit  for  a  penalty,  could  transform  its  character,  become  a  criminal  court 
and  impose  imprisonment  as  for  a  misdemeanor. 

It  is  a  sufficient  objection  to  the  claim  of  the  court  that  it  had  a  right  to  try 
and  punish  the  accused  for  neglect  of  duty  as  such ;  that  the  order  convening  it 
conferred  upon  it  no  such  jurisdiction.  Trials  for  delinquencies  and  trials  for 
neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  duty  are  quite  different  in  all  respects.  Courts  for 
the  trial  of  delinquencies  are  ordered,  as  a  matter  of  course,  within  ten  days 
after  the  return  of  delinquencies  for  a  preceding  year  are  made;  the  delinquent 
need  not  be  arrested,  no  charges  need  be  served  upon  him,  and  he  is  only  enti- 
tled to  notice  of  the  return  and  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  holding  of  the 
court-martial  ten  days  befofe  the  assembling  of  the  court.  (Sec.  235  of  the 
Military  Code.) 

Courts  for  the  trial  of  persons  for  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  duty  are  spe- 
cially ordered;  the  accused  is  arrested;  he  is  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  charges 
and  specifications,  certified  by  the  officer  ordering  the  arrest,  within  five  days 
after  his  arrest  and  ten  days  before  the  convening  of  the  court.     (Sec.  189.) 

The  appearance  and  pleading  of  Captain  Sullivan  to  returns  of  delinquencies 
cannot  be  regarded,  as  claimed  by  the  Judge- Advocate,  as  a  waiver  of  his  rights 
under  section  189,  because  up  to  that  time  nothing  had  occurred  to  lead  him  to 
suppose  that  the  court  proposed  to  try  him  for  any  thing  but  the  four  delinquen- 
cies, as  such  returned  by  the  Chief  of  the  Brigade  StafiT  The  court  was,  there- 
fore, without  jurisdiction  to  do  more  than  fine  Captain  Sullivan  for  his  delin- 
quencies in  not  appearing  at  the  several  parades.  The  other  portion  of  the 
judgment  is  illegal  and  ought  not  to  be  approved.  Inasmuch  as  the  sentence  of 
the  court-martial  is  divisible  into  distinct  parts,  one  of  which  is  contrary  to  law, 
it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  give  eflect  to  that  which  is 
legal,  setting  aside  the  illegal  part.     (Ives'  Military  Law,  p.  183.) 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  court-martial  be  approved  as  to 
the  penalty  and  disapproved  as  to  the  dismissal. 


In  the  Matter  of  the  Appeal  of  Lieutenant 
CHARLES  L.  STRONG,  of  the  Fifty- 
fourth  Regiment. 


For  reasons  given  in  the  appeal  of  Captain  Josiah  Siillivan,  I  recommend  that 
the  finding  of  the  court-martial  in  this  case  be  approved  in  imposing  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars,  and  disproved  in  so  far  as  it  orders  the  dismissal  of  the  accused.

II.  The  following  opinion  of  the  Judge- Ad vocate-Greneral  is  promulgated  for 
the  information  and  jguidance  of  all  concerned  in  the  National  Gruard  :

G^ENERAL  —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  by  yesterday's  express,  of  the 
enlistment  papers  of  Company  *'C,"35th  Battalion,  N.  Q^.  S.  N.  Y.,  and  the 
letter  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  A.  J.  Casse,  which  I  herewith  return. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Casse  states  that  Company  C  of  his  command  was  orphan - 
ized  and  enlisted  for  five  years  prior  to  April  20,  1875;  that  the  men  were 
enlisted  under  the  impression  that  the  act  which  took  efijpct  after  May  1,  1875, 
would  apply  to  them,  and  that,  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment,  the*  act  had 
passed  the  Legislature,  but  had  not  been  signed  by  the  Governor.     He  requests 
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to  be  informed  whether  or  not  the  term  of  enlistment  for  these  men  has  expired, 
and  whether  he  has  the  right  or  power  'to  discharge  them  for  expiration  of 
their  term  of  service. 

The  eslistment  papers  themselves  show  that  at  least  half  of  the  men  in 
Company  ^'C"  enlisted  aller  the  first  day  of  May,  1875.  All  the  men  in  the 
company  —  both  those  who  enlisted  before  and  those  who  enlisted  after  May 
I,  1875  —  except  two,  enlisted  for  the  term  of  five  years.  Those  two,  Moshier 
and  Kearns,  enlisted  respectively  May  23,  1876,  and  October  4,  1875,  and  for 
"the  period  prescribed  by  law." 

It  needs  only  the  most  casual  inspection  of  section  253  of  the  Military  Code, 
as  amended  by  chapter  223  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  to  make  it  certain  that  all  these 
men  have  the  right  to  be  discharged  after  five  years'  service.  That  section 
reduces  the  term  of  service  to  five  years,  with  a  proviso  that  "  every  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician  and  private  who  enlisted  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
May,  1875,  shall  serve  the  whole  length  of  the  term  for  which  he  enlisted. 

The  members  of  Company  '*C"  who  enUsted  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May, 
1875,  enlisted  only  for  five  years.  The  two  who  enlisted  for  **  the  period  pre- 
scribed by  law  "  enlisted  after  May  1,  1875,  and  as  to  them  the  period  prescribed 
by  law  was  five  years. 

It  is,  therefore,  plain  that  every  man  in  the  company  is  entitled  to  be  discharged 
at  the  expiration  of  five  years'  actual  service.

The  appeal  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Nathaniel  Thompson,  Ordnance  Officer 
Seventh  Division,  from  the  proceedings,  findings  and  sentence  of*  a  General 
Conrt-Martial  convened  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  pursuant  to -General  Orders  Nos. 
1  and  2,  c.  s.,  Head-quarters  Seventh  Division,  having,  through  misconstruction 
of  the  law  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Seventh  Division,  been  unduly 
retained  by  him,  and  the  appeal  having  reached  these  head-quarters,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  same  was  made  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief has  decided  to  consider  it,  and,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
following  opinion  of  the  Judge- Advocate-General,  to  allow  the  appeal  and  remit 
the  fine.

GsKXRAL  —  I  return  to  you  herewith  the  papers  sent  to  me,  relating  to  the  fine 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Nathaniel  Thompson,  Ordnance  Ofiicer,  Seventh  Division, 
X.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  and  the  remission  thereof  by  Major-General  Brinker,  command- 
ing; the  Seventh  Division. 

I  can  find  no  authority  of  law  for  a  Major-General  commanding  a  division  to 
remit  a  fine  imposed  by  a 'court-martial  after  the  findings  of  the  court-martial 
Lad  been  approved.  Seotion  202  of  the  Code,  under  which  General  Brinker 
claims  he  had  a  right  to  remit  the  fine,  relates,  as  the  context  clearly  shows,  to 
Regimental  and  Battalion  Courts-Martial. 
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If  there  be  any  provision  of  the  Code  authorizing  the  officer  who  orders  a 
court  for  the  trial  of  commissioned  officers  to  remit  a  fine,  it  has  escaped  niy 
notice. 

After  the  officer  who  ordered  the  court-martial  for  the  trial  of  commissioned 
officers  has  approved  its  findings  he  is  functus  officio.  The  sole  duty  remaining 
to  him  is  to  transmit  the  proceedings  and  sentence  with  his  approval  or  disap- 
proval to  the  Adjutant-G-eneral.  (Section  194.)  Having  approved  the  findings 
and  given  notibe  of  such  approval  to  the  president  of  the  court-martial,  the 
matter  has  passed  beyond  his  power  of  recall.  The  remission  of  the  fine,  there- 
fore, by  General  Brinker  was  without  authority  of  law. 

General  Brinker,  in  his  letter,  states  that  the  appeal  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Thompson  was  filed  with  him  before  the  time  to  take  such  appeal  had  expired, 
and  that  he  neglected  to  forward  it  to  head-quarters  because  he  was  under  the 
impression  that  he  himself  had  power  to  remit  the  fine. 

That  statement  must,  of  course,  be  taken  as  true.  It  is,  therefore,  proper  that 
the  Commander-in-Chief  should  consider  the  appeal. 

Not  having  the  record  of  the  court-martial  before  me,  I  can  only  infer  from 
Colonel  Thompson's  appeal  what  th,e  nature  of  the  charge  against  him  was,  and 
what  was  his  excuse. .  Assuming  that  his  appeal  correctly  states  these  matters, 
I  should  say  that  this  is  a  very  proper  case  for  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  remit 
the  fine  imposed  by  the  court-martial.

in.  Returns  of  rifle  practice  for  1880  are  to  be  made  upon  the  blanks  last 
issued  from  the  Department  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  returns  from  regiments,  batr 
talions,  separate  companies  of  infantry  and  troops  of  cavalry  attached  to  brigade 
head-quarters  are  to  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  being  retained  at  brigade  and  one 
at  division  head-quarters,  and  one  forwarded  to  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice.  They  must  be  sent  in  to  the  brigade  commander  on  or  before  Novem- 
ber 15th.  (Revised  Regulations,  sec.  591.)  Reports  of  brigades,  and  of  all 
troops  and  separate  companies  reporting  direct  to  the  head-quarters  of  any  divi- 
sion, are  to  be  in  duplicate,  and  must  be  made  on  or  before  November  20th.

The  various  musters  and  inspections  took  place  as  directed  in  fore- 
going orders,  and  muster-rolls  were  duly  and  promptly  furnished  in 
ail  cases.  As  to  specific  results  of  said  inspections  and  recoihmenda- 
tioDs  for  action  thereon,  I  hes  to  invite  attention  to  the  reports  duly 
forwarded  by  me  on  the  completion  of  the  muster  of  each  division. 

MUSTEE-ROLLS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  number  of  muster-rolls  required  be 
reduced  to  two  —  one  for  file  at  this  office,  and  one  with  the  organiza- 
tion. That  in  lieu  of  the  one  now  filed  with  the  Adjutant-General,  a 
specific  report  be  made  by  the  Inspector-General,  immediately  on  the 
completion  of  the  muster  and  inspection  of  each  brigade  or  division, 
giving  a  condensed  statement  of  the  result  of  the  muster  as  to  num- 
bers, etc.,  and  a  full  report  of  the  result  of  the  inspection,  with  such 
recommendations  as  he  may  think  proper.  In  the  old  system  of  re- 
porting annually,  the  reports  and  recommendations  are  almost  useless 
by  the  time  they  are  made,  so  much  time  having  elapsed  since  the 
action  of  the  Inspector. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  my  immediate  predecessors  for  their  untiring 
efforts  in  securing  proper  and  reliable  muster-rolls  in  concise  and  ^con- 
venient form,  and  the  system  is  most  excellent.  I  find,  however, 
many  discrepancies  between  the  muster-rolls  and  the  descriptive  books 
which  should  form  the  basis  of  the  rolls,  and  would  especially  recom- 
mend that  hereafter  in  making  out  rolls,  commanders  shall  not  only 
use  their  last  roll  as  a  basis,  but  shall  also  refer  to  their  descriptive 
books,  and  where  data  in  the  latter  conflict  with  the  roll,  the  new- roll 
shall  be  made  to  coincide  with  the  descriptive  book,  a  note  being  made 
on  the  roll  explaining  the  change. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  mustering  of  generals 
and  their  staffs,  as  it  is  not  a  military  custom,  and  is  unnecessary,  as 
the  rosters  and  quarterly  returns  give  all  requisite  information  at  gen- 
eral head-quarters. 

Ikspections. 

The  inspections  as  conducted  at  the  time  of  muster  in  the  First, 
Second,  Third  and  Fifth  Divisions  were  of  necessity  much  curtailed, 
as  the  various  commands,  with  a  few  exceptions,  paraded  in  narrow 
streets,  where  there  could  be  no  evolutions.  This  defect  was  partially 
rectified  in  the  cases  of  the  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eighth  Divisions  by 
orders  from  general  head-quarters.  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  hereafter  the  annual  inspections  by  the  Inspector-General  be  made 
while  the  troops  are  in  camp ;  or  such  not  being  practicable,  that  the 
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Tariona  brigades  or  regiments  be  ordered  to  parade  with  a  day'a  ratii 
at  some  spot  at  or  near  their  statiou  where  there  shail  be  ample  ro. 
for  the  evolationg  of  a  brigade —  the  first  part  of  the  day  to  be  p 
tially  conaumed  in  muster  and  iospcctioD,  and  the  balance  in  si 
manoeuTres  and  ceremoniee  aa  the  Inspector-General  shall  direct,  tl 
enabling  him  to  obtain  information  aa  to  the  capabilities  of  the  varii 
organizations. 

Minnte  inspections  of  compajiies  Bhoul4  be  made  by  the  Divis 
and  Brigade  Inspectors  at  other  seasons,  generally  during  the  wiot 
aa  provided  by  General  Order,  No.  9,  c.  b.,  from  general  he 
quarters. 

The  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  this  order  should  not  only  be 
result  of  one  apecific  inapection,  but  especially  of  coDiiniial  perso 
observation  of  drills,  etc.,  on  the  part  of  the  Inspector.  Much  va 
able  information  has  already  been  obtained,  and  another  year  of 
syatem  more  perfectly  carried  oat  will  develop  its  uselulnese  to  agr 
degree.  '  ' 

I  must  commend  most  highly  the  zeal  and  intereat  of  the  varii 
Inspectors,  who  are,  without  exception,  men  of  high  intelligence,  mi 
well-fitted,  and  others  thoroughly  capable  with  study  and  additio 
experience  to  fill  their  oneroua  positions. 

The  reports  themselves  bear  evidence  of  great  care  and  painstaki' 
and  although  msny  at  present  have  to  be  carefully  revised,  I  am  sa 
,  fied  that  by  another  year  a  complete  record  of  most  reliable  and  va 
able  data  as  to  the  capabilities  of  the  various  organizations  will 
obtained,  furnishing  a  satisfactory  history  of  the  progress  of  the  Gui 
from  year  to  year,  and  of  immense  value  to  a  new  administration. 

The  Guaed, 

The  rank  and  file  of  the  Gnard  are,  as  a  rule,  intelligent  and  will 
to  learn,  performing  an  astonishing  amount  of  duty  without  a  m 
mnr;  but  in  very  many  cases  they  lack  proper  and  thorough  inatr 
tion  in  the  very  elementary  duties  of  the  soldier. 

Nearly  all  show  a  general  lack  of  proper  "  setting  up,"  thatport 
of  Upton's  tactics  being  entirely  ignored  by  the  instructors.  The  d 
season  should  be  progressive  in  instruction,  covering  the  whole  tact 
beginning  the  fall  instruction  with  "setting  up,"  and  ending  in  spr 
with  battalion  drill  and  ceremonies.  Military  courtesy  is  little  kno 
or  observed,  especially  in  the  respect  shown  superior  officers;  but  i 
the  result  of  ignorance  and  not  of  willful  neglect. 

Becruita  are  allowed  to  take  part  in  company  drills  and  parades  Ic 
before  they  are  fit  to  leave  the  squad.  Many  organizations,  erring 
this  particular,  aeriously  impair  their  efficiency.  Very  many  of 
officers  are  not  all  fitted  for  their  positions,  and  are  far  from  com 
tent  instructors,  this  being  the  result  of  the  pernicious  system  of  el 
tions  which  often  promotes  the  most  popular  and  not  the  most  * 
cient.  Until  the  election  system  is  abolished,  there  is  little  hop« 
obtaining,  except  by  accident,  competentandefficientcommissionec 
warrant  officers.  The  present  brigade  examining,  boiu^a,  except  i 
few  instancea,  are  of  but  little  value  and  do  not  correct  the  evil,  '1 
staff  departments  are,  as  a  rule,  lamentably  inefficient ;  not  fr 
any  inability  or  lack  of  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  ofificers  to  lea 
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bnt  from  the  system  and  custom  of  appointing  men  with  no  reference 
to  their  qualifications  to  perform  the  duties  which  may  devolve  upon 
them. 

This  is  a  very  serious  matter,  and  unless  corrected  will  lead  to  much 
hardship  on  the  part  of  the  line  should  the  Guard  be  called  suddenly 
into  active  service.  But  two  brigades  have  realized  this,  and  the  com- 
maudine  officers  are  striving,  and  successfullv  too,  to  remove  this 
fault.  The  wholeelective  system  should  be  abolished.  All  officers  should 
be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  upon  the  recommendation 
of  an  examining  board  —  which  should  pass  on  their  qualifications, 
oridnal  appointments  being  to  the  grade  of  Second  Lieutenant. 

Promotions  should  be  by  seniority  in  each  regiment,  provided  the 
officer  entitled  is  qualified. 

Staff  officers  for  each  department  with  the  exception  of  Aides  should 
be  appointed  to  the  lowest  grade  and  be  examined  for  promotion  in 
like  manner. 

The  examining  boards  should  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief;  and  a  specific  form  of  examination  followed ;  records  kept  in 
each  case  and  forwarded  to  general  head-quarters  with  name  of  appli- 
cant for  promotion.  So  long  as  promotion  depends  on  popularity,  so 
long  will  the  progress  of  the  Guard  be  slow  and  variable.  The  evils 
of  thp  present  system  of  bands  have  been  most  ably  presented  by  my 
immediate  predecessors,  and  I  can  only  reiterate  their  recommenda- 

U0D8. 

Arms,  Uniforms  and  Equipments. 

The  National  Guard  is,  as  a  whole,  perfectly  equipped  with  arms 
accoQtrements,  knapsacks,  haversacks  and  canteens,  which  are,  with 
few  exceptions  (already  reported  on),  in  excellent  condition.  There 
have  been  no  blankets  issued,  and  this  should  be  done  without  delay, 
a^  the  plan  of  keeping  a  few  for  issue  in  store  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
good  one.  Troops  are  generally  called  upon  for  duty  at  very  short 
notice,  and  before  blankets  can  be  shipped  and  issued  much  unneces- 
sary hardship  for  lack  of  them  is  likely  to  be  experienced.  The  blouses 
with  which  the  commands  are  furnished  are,  as  a  rule,  of  the  very 
poorest  quality,  and  in  many  cases  of  various  shades  of  blue.  They 
are  useful  only  for  drill  purposes.  The  overcoats  are  as  a  rule  good, 
being  new,  of  fair  weight  and  good  pattern.  The  uniform  of  the 
troops  should  be  of  one  specific  pattern  pi*escribed  by  general  head- 
quarters, either  furnished  directly  by  the  State,  abandoning  the  pres- 
ent system  of  uniform  fund,  or  by  the  recruits  as  they  join ;  each  re- 
cruit being  reimbursed  by  personal  payment  each  year  during  his  term 
of  enlistment,  until  at  the  end  of  his  term  the  entire  amount  shall 
have  been  made  good  to  him.  In  man^  organizations  epaulets  are 
worn  by  officers.  This  should  be  discontinued  and  the  knot  substi- 
tuted, as  the  epaulets  have  now  become  the  specific  insignia  of  Gen- 
eral officers' 

The  number  and  condition  of  rifles,  carbines  and  heavv  guus  is  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  and  therefore  is  no  longer 
borne  on  my  return. 

The  practice  of  leaving  the  care  of  arms  and  brasses  entirely  to  an 
armorer  has  some  objections.    The  men  have  no  knowledge  whatever 
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of  asaembliDg  the  piece,  as  they  never  touch  the  riflea  except  for  dri 
This  should  be  corrected,  aa  field  service  would  find  them  unfitted 
care  for  their  arms. 

Books,  Papers  and  Returns. 
The  annual  inspections  have  developed  the  fact  that  the  cler 
duties  imposed  upon  the  Guard  are  very  onerous  and  nnnecessa 
complicated.  In  view  of  this  fact  I  would  respectfully  recomm 
that  the  following  system  of  booka  and  returns  be  adopted  with 
delay,  should  the  same  meet  your  approval.

In  addition  to  the  books  prescribed  there  must  be  kept,  by  each  board  of 
aadit,  books  of  account,  showing  financial  transactions  in  detail.  The  same 
should  be  kept  by  company  treasurers,  where  such  organization  in  a  company 
requires  it 

No  other  books  should  be  allowed  except  by  special  permission  of  general 
head-quarters. 

The  returns  to  be  those  prescribed  by  Regulations,  art.  XXVIII,  and  by 
e3d8ting  general  orders  from  general  head-quarters,  and  those  only. 

Parades  and  Drills. 

The  number  of  parades  and  drills  required  of  each  member  of  the 
guard  is  by  far  too  great,  and  duties  in  some  organizations  are  onerous 
beyond  belief ;  so  much  so  that  it  is  a  wonder  that  recruits  are  obtained 
at  all.  What  with  company  drills,  rifle  practice  and  battalion  parades 
and  ceremonies^  the  entire  time  of  a  good  soldier  is  taken  up ;  and  all 
this  is  made  obligatory,  and  fines  inflicted  for  non -performance  of 
same.  This  matter  should  be  corrected  at  once.  The  duties  should 
be  few  and  carefully  specified,  and  printed  on  every  enlistment  paper, 
80  that  every  recruit  would  understand  the  obligations  he  takes  upon 
himself ;  which  he  rarely  does  now.  If  camps  can  be  established  the 
attendance  should  be  obligatory,  and  during  that  period  the  muster 
and  inspections  should  be  made  and  rifle  practice  carried  out.  In  ad- 
dition there  should  be  obligatory  parades  at  other  times,  as  follows: 
One  company  parade  a  month  ;  four  regimental  parades  a  year,  and 
one  brigade  parade,  either  under  brigade  or  division  orders.  Pines 
shoald  be  inflicted  and  collected  for  inexcusable  non-attendance  on 
all  obligatory  parades;  and  the  force  should  be  paid  for  camp  duties, 
and  one  regimental  or  brigade  parade  during  the  year  at  least.  Com- 
mandants might  be  empowered  to  order  such  other  drills  as  they 
thought  proper  under  certain  restrictions;  bat  no  fines  should  be  in- 
flicted for  non-performance  unless  provided  by  by-laws  of  companies, 
as  agreed  upon  by  the  men  themselves. 

I  have  appended,  marked  ''  B,^'  a  list  of  the  parades,  and  the  dates 
thereof,  made  by  the  various  organizations  during  the  year. 

Signal-Sbrviob. 

I  would  most  earnestly  recommend,  for  the  use  of  the  Guard,  the 
adoption  of  the  system  of  signal-service  practiced  in  the  Eleventh 
Bri^e,  as  being  one  of  the  most  useful  and  important  branches  of 
military  science,  and  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  my 
report  of  June  9th  on  the  subject. 

Encampments. 

The  encampment  of  the  artillery  school  was  the  only  specific  one 
directed  by  general  head-quarters,  although  several  other  organizations 
were  encamped  under  partial  authority  of  the  Oommander-in-Ohief . 
I  duly  visited  the  artillery  school,  and  would  respectfully  recommend 
its  continuance,  under  some  modification.  THe  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  officers  assembled  should  be  instructed  and  quar- 
tered separately ;  as  it  is  utterly  subversive  to  discipline  to  place  them 
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together  as  heretofore.  Also,  none  should  bo  received  at  the  sc 
unless  qualified  in  the  lower  brunches  of  tacMcs,  sucii  us  school  oi 
piece,  etc.  ;  and  the  time  ia  camp  should  be  devotied  to  the  i 
advanced  tactics  only. 

The  courtPBj  of  the  United  States  officers  stationed  at  Fort  Hami 
cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated,  and  their  efforts  to  iastt-Dct 
assist  in  carrying  out  the  system  of  the  school  are  deserving  of  the  i 
gi-atefnl  recognition. 

The  discipline  of  the  Guard  is  admirable  when  it  is  remembered 
the  only  inBLruction  given  and  military  dutits  experienced  consii 
armory  drills  and  street  parades,  which  fit  the  men  but  little  for  ac 
service,  and  also  as  a  rule  fail  to  inculcate  in  them  the  subordint 
and  discipline  acquired  iu  camp  life.  It  is  useless  to  look  for  a  hi 
state  ol  discipline  or  more  complete  instruction  until  camps  are  i 
'  tuted.  Ho  effort  should  be  spared  to  obtain  from  the  autboritiei 
necessary, funds  to  purchase  and  maintain  two  or  three  cam[ 
instruction.  These  camps  should  be  placed  under  charge  of  paid  f 
officers,  who  should  be  stationed  at  them  during  the  entire  cam 
season,  and  each  regiment  should  go  into  camp  for  at  least  six  d 
every  thing  being  prepared  and  ready,  so  that  the  very  hour  the  i 
maud  was  quartered  it  at  once  commenced  a  camp  routine  already 
scribed  and  iu  force.  The  time  of  the  meu  is  too  valuable  to  was 
laying  out  camp  and  breaking  it  for  each  organization.  The  tim 
year  must  be  carefully  chosen  for  camping  each  organization  so 
interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  civil  duties  of  the  men  ;  o 
wise  a  strong  prejudice  would  be  created  against  the  Guard  on  the 
of  employers  as  well  as  employees.

The  arsenals  have  been  placed  under  the  direct  charge  of  the  Com- 
missary-Oeneral  of  Ordnance,  and  1  therefore  make  no  specific  report 
thereon.  I  mast  condemn  the  practice  of  building  armories  at  the 
expense  of  the  State,  in  vanous  smal!  localities,  for  the  accommodation 
of  organizations,  as  a  useless  and  unlawful  expenditure.  The  Code 
makes  ample  provisions  for  armories  to  be  furnished  by  county  officials, 
and  the  law  can  easily  be  enforced  when  necessary  without  recourse  to 
the  funds  of  the  State  to  erect  expensive  buildings. 

Regimental  and  Uniform  Funds. 

The  expenditures  of  the  regimental  and  uniform  funds  are  among 
the  worst  abuses  to  be  corrected  in  the  administration  of  the  National 
Guard. 

The  allowances  of  regimental  fund  have  steadily  been  increased  in 
amonnt,  year  after  year,  until  now  a  very  large  sum  is  annually  dis- 
bursed under  this  head.  It  may  be  said,  without  exaggeration,  that 
three- fourths  of  the  amount  is  expended  on  bands  which  are  nominally 
composed  of  enlisted  men,  who  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  from  $5  to  $10  per 
man  for  a  parade.  The  county  authorities  furnish  quarters,  heat, 
lights  lockers,  ecc.^  to  head-quarters  of  the  various  commands  ;  and  the 
other  legitimate  expenses  should  be  very  small  for  stationary,  clerk 
hire  and  the  like.  Three  to  five  hundred  a  year  would  be  a  very  large 
allowance  for  the  head-quarters  of  a  regiment,  and  if  bands  are  to  be 
maiDtained  they  should  be  paid  by  the  State  at  a  fair  remuneration  for 
a  few  stated  parades  a  year  only,  and  on  pay-rolls  by  the  pay  depart- 
ment as  other  troops  on*duty.  The  plan  oi  uniform  fund  as  origin- 
ally contemplated  was  admirable,  as  being  intended  to  assist  the 
Don-commissioned  officers  and  privates  in* procuring  their  necessary 
equipment.  To-day  the  uniform  fund  is  in  many  instances  expended 
to  purchase  gorgeous  uniforms  for  bands,  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  as  to  bill  of  dress,  and  contrary  to  law.  Thus 
the  money  earned  by  the  rank  and  file  is  expended  where  it  is  no  sort 
of  use  or  benefit  to  them,  and  they  justly  and  with  good  cause  com- 
plain. In  many  instances  the  fund  is  not  even  used  to  purchase  uni- 
forms of  any  kind,  though  the  law  specifically  directs  it ;  the  men  being 
obliged  to  furnish  them  at  their  own  cost  and  the  uniform  fund  is 
placed  in  the  general  fund  of  the  regiment,  and  disbursed  as  the  colonel 
or  a  board  of  officers  may  think  fit  for  entertainments  and  such  unau- 
thorized purposes.  Either  the  whole  system  should  be  abolished  and 
uniforms  furnished  in  kind  by  the  State,  or  the  men  paid  direct  the 
♦8  each  they  earn  ;  they  keeping  their  uniforms  in  repair  and  furnish- 
ing new  ones  when  necessary ;  recruits  purchasing  their  own  outfit  and 
being  gradually  reimbursed  as  before  recommended. 

The  latter  system  has,  liowever,  many  objections,  as  it  would  com- 
pel the  continuance  of  the  uniform  fund  return  with  its  attendant 
abuses  and  laborious  returns.  In  order  to  properly  audit  this  return, 
it  became  necessary  to  institute  the  plan  of  furnishing  this  office  with 
the  names  of  men  present  and  absent  at  parades.  This  imposed  a 
most  severe  and  vexatious  burden  upon  the  Guard  which  could  be  at 
onoe  disoontifLued  if  the  uniform  fund  system  was  abolished. 
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Comparative  Standing  of  Organizations. 

The  plan  of  according  to  each'  command  a  "  Figure  of  Merit,"  based 
upon  the  result  of  general  and  special  inspections  and  special  reports, 
the  result  of  frequent  and  careful  observation,  has  been  very  carefully 
matured.  I  have  adopted  the  following  specific  points  upon  which  to 
base  the  standing  of  the  commands  : 

Military  appearance,  including  physique,  set  up,  etc.  Discipline, 
including  general  steadiness  and  respect  to  superiors,  etc.  School  of 
the  soldier.  School  of  the  company.  Skirmish  drill.  Battalion  drill. 
Guard  duty.  Parades  of  ceremony.  Military  law.  This  latter  includes 
the  general  knowledge  of  officers  and  men  of  the  code  and  regulations 
as  shown  by  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  command  are 
conducted.

The  percentage  of  the  number  of  merits  awarded  out  of  the  possible 
total  obtainable,  I  have  established  as  the  "  standing  of  the  Begiment 
or  company  ; "  i.  e.,  a  regiment  taken  as  a  whole,  if  perfect  in  knowl- 
edge in  every  branch,  could  obtain  36  points.  If  the  figures 
awarded  amount  to  28,  the  regimental  standing  would  be  f|,  or 
.80.  I  have  not  attempted  to  give  the  relative  standing  of  companies 
in  regiments,  but  hope  to  do  so  next  year.  Lack  of  knowledge  in  any 
one  of  the  points  specified  seriously  lowers  the  standing  of  an  organi- 
zation, which  may  be  quite  fair  in  others,  and  the  general  lack  of 
knowledge  of  skirmish  drill  and  Guard  duty  has  impaired  the  standing 
of  all  commands  this  past  year.  Separate  companies  obtain  higher 
standing  than  regiments,  as  so  much  more  is  required  of  the  latter, 
one  or  two  poor  companies  seriously  affecting  the  general  result ;  and 
I  have  therefore  compared  them  separately.  Any  figure  above  60  is 
high  standing;  as  every  company  in  a  regiment  and  all  its  officers 
must  be  perfectly  instructed  in  all  specified  points  to  obtain  100.  The 
following  is  the  "  standing  "  accorded  for  this  year,  and  it  should  be 
specially  borne  in  mind  that  the  figures  obtained  are  not  the  result  of 
one  or  two  stated  inspections  only,  but  of  a  careful  examination  into 
the  affairs  and  instruction  of  the  commands  at  various  periods  during 
the  year. 
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The  average  attendance  during  the  year  is  also  given  and  is  of  much 
interest;  and  has  been  obtained  from  parade  returns  0£KTIFIED  to  ok 
HOXOB  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  various  organizations.

REPORT  OF  INSPEOTORr-GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT,  1880, 
SUMMARY  OP  REPORTS  ON  ANNUAL  MUSTER  AND 
INSPECTION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD,  S.  N.  Y.,  1880 

General  Obsebyations. 

New  York,  October  26, 1880. 

Brig.-6en.  Robert  S.  Oliver,  Inspector- Gerieral  : 

SiE.— In  closing  my  repdrt  for  1880, 1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
foUowing  summary  of  my  inspections  of  the  troops  throughout  the 
State: 

Physique. — Excellent ;  remarkably  free  from  poor  material,  con- 
sidering the  absence  of  any  medical  examination. 

InteUigence. — Average  high. 

Military  appearance. — While  the  troops,  generally,  appear  well 
en  masse,  they  are,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  badly  set  up,  and  lack  sol- 
dierly bearing  indiyidually. 

Ducipliiie, — With  the  exception  of  three  or  four  commands,  a  very 
imperfect  discipline  is  maintained  in  the  better  organizations,  and  a 
general  want  of  steadiness  under  arms,  ignorance  of  the  simplest 
requirements  of  military  courtesy,  and  of  the  relations  which  should 
be  maintained  between  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted  men  (even 
for  militia)  are  noted. 

Instruction. — With  few  exceptions,  the  system  practiced  by  com- 
manding officers  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  true  spirit  of  the  tactics. 
The  men  are  hurried  through  "the  school  of  the  soldier"  with  but 
little  individual  instruction  ;  arms  are  given  the  recruit  before  he  has 
learned  the  military  uses  of  the  limbs  with  which  nature  has  provided 
him;  and  the  object  seems  to  be  to  cover  his  deficiencies  with  a  glitter- 
ing uniform,  and  prematurely  pack  him  into  the  crevices  of  a  platoon, 
taoght  after  a  fashion  to  take  the  step  from  the  drum  and  keep  an 
alignment  with  the  aid  of  the  curbstone  in  a  few  simple  but  showy 
erolutionB.  But  a  very  few  officers  have  learned  how  a  command 
shoald  be  given,  the  intonation  and  pauses  being  generally  neglected. 
Skirmishing  is  not  practiced  excepting  by  a  few  organizations  in  the 
first  and  second  divisions.  There  is  hardly  a  company  in  the  State, 
with  perhaps  half  a  dozen  exceptions,  properly  instructed  in  the  duties 
of  sentinels;  there  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  twenty  non-commissioned 
officers  in  the  entire  force  competent  to  perform  with  precision  the 
duties  of  the  oorporal  of  a  guara. 
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Non-commissioned  officers,  generally,  lack  force  and  ability, 
comparatively  few  of  tliese  are  well  informed  as  privates. 

There  ie  wide-spread  ignorance  on  the  subject  of  cermnonies. 
one  or  two  regiments  or  battalions  can  correctly  perform   the  c 
monies  of  dress  parade,  review,  or  inspection,     A  very  large  nun 
of  company  commanders  are  uncertain  aa  to  their  position  when  t 
companies  are  formed  with  opened  ranks. 

Id  the  mounted  orgaoizatiouB  (partly  from  want  of  compe 
instructors,  and  partly  from  too  few  monnted  drills),  poor  Aorsen 
ship  and  inability  to  baudle  the  arms  are  noted.  In  this  connect 
attention  is  called  to  recommendation  made  in  report  of  Fiftli  Divif 
There  is  a  universal  tendency  on  the  part  of  instructors  to  give  c 
manda  without  previously  explaining  the  details  of  execution.  C 
manding  officers  do  not  frequently  require  their  sabordinatea  to  i 
command  of  the  regiment,  battalion  or  company,  as  the  case  ta&y 
for  instruction  in  the  duties  of  superior  positions.  Officers'  «i 
tions  Old  non-commissioned  officers'  schools  are  infrequently 
irregularly  had.  . 

The  services  of  officers  of  the  army  as  occastonal  instrnctors  i 
their  stations  might  probably  be  had  if  desired  by  commanding 
cers,  and  the  use  of  a  well-instructed  regular  soldier  as  a  "  model 
almoBt  esGenlial  to  success  in  "  setting  up." 

A  general  want  of  uniformity  prevails  in  the  keeping  of  mili 
records,  and  there  ia  moch  ignorance  of  the  simplest  forma  of  ott 
correspoodence.  The  enlistca  men  of  the  National  Guard  are,  in  i 
cases,  ignorant  of  the  mechanism  or  proper  method  of  cleaning  i 
arms,  and  place  a  blind  reliance  upon  the  armorer,  which  cannot 
to  be  injarions  to  the  public  service  in  an  emergency.  Oiif-doord 
without  music  should  be  encouraged. 

Artns. — These  are  generally  in  fair  condition,  but  the  universal 
pendence  upon  the  armorer  caiiaes  most  commanding  officers  to  i 
the  inspector  to  this  employee  when  the  arms  are  rusty  or  foul.  In 
a  very  few  instances  do  company  commanders  make  a  preliminary 
spection  of  the  arms  and  equipments  of  their  companies  for  par 
or  drills. 

A  great  saving  in  the  pay  of  armorers  and  a  nnifornily  good  co 
tionof  the  arms  would  bo  promoted  if  the  rifles  in  the  hands  of  tri 
were  browned.  In  nearly  every  company  ten  or  twelve  |}ieces  I 
been  permitted  to  ruat  on  the  outside  for  rifle  practice,  and  in  one 
the  arms  of  a  whole  company  were  allowed  to  get  black  for  the  s 
purpose.     The  arms  of  the  United  States  troops  are  browned. 

As  already  recommended,  artillery  drivers  and  cannoneers  shoiil 
permanently  relieved  of  their  sabres,  and  in  future  these  aide-a 
should  form  but  slight  part  of  the  armament  of  a  battery ;  sabre: 
only  of  use  to  officers  or  non-commiaaioned  officers  mounted. 
present  they  incumber  the  ammunition  chests,  and  in  the  Nati< 
Guard  serve  toescite  and  irritate  the  horses  and  embarrass  the  dri< 

Avtmunifion. — Attention  is  called  to  the  remarks  on  this  sul 
already  made  in  case  of  oertain  organizations  of  the  Third  Divisk 

Accoutrements. — Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  material 
manner  of  fastening  the  black  waist  belt ;  the  material  is  enamc 
leather,  which  wears  badly,  having  a  tendency  to  crack  and  peel, 
the  fastening  is  a  weak  alide  ;  it  is  impossible  to  adjust  the  belt  fit 
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to  the  body,  and  the  belt,  with  the  cartridge  box  and  bayonet  scab- 
bard, cannot  be  kept  in  position.  The  remedy  is  in  a  plain  leather 
belt  with  a  bnckle. 

The  cartridge  boXy  worii  by  many  organizations,  is  of  the  old  pat- 
tern and  intended  for  the^  cross-belt ;  all  the  boxes  interfere  with 
manual  of  arms  when  brought  to  the  front,  as  is  necessary  when  the 
knapsack  is  worn.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  cartridge  box  mav  be 
ultimately  discarded  in  favor  of  the  cartridge  belt,  which  is  infinitely 
more  ornamental  and  useful. 

But  few  organizations  exhibit  polished  brasses  ;  in  most  cases  the 
armorer .  is  expected  to  keep  these  in  order  as  well  as  the  arms  ;  in 
most  commands  this  is  impossible,  and  the  brasses  naturally  suffer. 
In  the  Seventh  Kegiment,  I  believe,  many  of  the  men  keep  their  own 
accoutrements  in  order,  and  I  recommend  that  all  enlisted  men  be 
compelled  to  follow  this  example.  As  the  Inspector-General  is  aware, 
the  condition  of  a  brass  is  no  mean  index  to  the  quality  of  the  soldier. 

The  adjustment  of  the  accoutrements  was  generally  poor ;  this  was 
the  result  of  ignorance,  or  for  the  reason  noted  under  head  of  "  waist- 
belts." 

Eqmpments. — The  knapsack  is  necessarily  cumbrous,  but  is  per- 
haps best  suited  for  carrying  the  clothing  of  the  National  Guard.  It 
should  not,  in  future,  be  covered  with  enameled  cloth  ;  a  covering  of" 
dark-colored  canvas,  like  that  furnished  at  Watervliet  ArsenaJ  for 
Pennsylvania,  is  more  durable. 

Some  complaint  is  made  about  the  straps,  which  are  not  pierced 
with  sufficient  holes  for  small  men,  and  in  some  cases  are  imperfectly 
fastened.  The  haversack  and  canteen  are  in  good  condition  and  fairly 
adjusted. 

A  few  organizations  are  supplied  with  blankets,  some  by  the  State, 
others  out  of  the  company  fund.  It  is  strongly  urged  that  blankets 
(which  I  understand  are  now  on  hand  in  the  Ordnance  Department) 
be  issued  to  all  organizations  likely  to  be  retained  in  service. 

In  nearly  all  cases  the  lockers  and  store-rooms  of  armories  are 
adapted  to  the  preservation  of  clothing,  and  the  regulations  of  com- 
manding officers  to  that  end  are  excellent. 

Clothing, — The  troops  are  supplied  with  overcoats  of  at  least  two 
shades  ^f  gray.  A  uniform  method  of  rolling  the  overcoat  should  be 
prescribed  ;  in  TJniced  States  Cavalry  Tactics,  of  1841,  will  be  found  a 
good  description. 

The  blouses  issued  to  the  troops  are  of  many  colors,  ranging  from  a 
decided  blue  to  a  rusty  black  or  brown.  Instead  of  the  gilt  button 
now  issued  with  them,  which  speedily  becomes  dingy,  a  less  expensive 
brass  button  is  recommended  ;  it  can  always  be  kept  bright,  and  will 
add  materially  to  the  appearance  of  the  men. 

The  trowsers  emA  forage  caps  worn  are  of  excellent  quality,  although 
of  various  patterns  and  material. 

The  adjustme7it  of  the  clothing  is  generally  fair,  excepting  at  the 
neck.  In  most  cases  a  great  deal  of  shirt-collar  is  visible  above  the 
coat.  This  is  not  only  at  variance  with  the  best  military  custom,  but 
is  extremely  unsightly ;  the  contrast  between  the  neatly-fitting  collar 
of  a  '^  regular  "  coat,  without  any  thing  but  a  clean  skin  above  it,  and 
the  two  to  four-inch  shirt-collar,  of  varied  cut  and  hue,  worn  by  the 
National  Guardflman,  is  marked.    Occasionally  I  have  found  men  with 
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the  blouse  buttoned  high  on  the  neck,  and  nothing  visible  but  a  hi 
inch  of  dark-blue  flannel  Bhirt,  and  have  taken  pleasure  in  calling 
tention  to  the  exellent  effect.  As  collars  cannot  be  kept  whites 
starched  in  the  field,  it  is  recommended  that  in  the  case  of  enhs 
men,  when  the  blouse  is  worn,  the  shirUcollar  shall  not  be  permit 
to  project  above  the  top  of  the  coat-collar. 

Officers  should  be  permitted  to  purchase,  at  cost  price  from 
Ordnance  Department,  soldiers'  overcoats  for  their  own  use  uu' 
certain  restrictions.  At  present  a  large  number  of  officers  are  unp 
vided  in  this  respect  for  field  service. 

Separate  companies. — I  am  impressed  with  the  value  of  sepor 
companies  to  the  State ;  they  are  generally  in  very  promising  conditi 
I  do  not  know  of  a  single  regiment  or  battalion,  outside  the  city 
New  York,  which  compares  favorably  with  the  average  separate  cc 
panv  ■  As  a  rule,  the  successful  management  of  a  company  of  raili 
IS  all  that  can  be  expected  from  one  man.  Of  course,  a  paper  battal. 
organization  might  be  provided  for  emergencies,  but  otherwise 
separate  companies  should  report  direct  to  origade  head-quart«rs. 

^on-commissioiiM  officers. — (ifood  tion-commissioned  officers  i 
never  be  obtained  under  the  eleclive  system.  Thecompanvcomman 
should  have  power  to  appoint  his  sergeants  and  corporala,  subject 
the  approval  of  his  next  superior  in  command. 

Encampments. — The  necessity  for  properly  conducted  encampme 
18  SO  evident  that  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  plan  for  considt 
tioD ;  it  is  based  upon  the  need  of  practical  instruction  among 
officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  before  any  thing  else  can  bed 
to  improve  th<;  organizations  to  which  they  belong. 

Taking,  for  instance,  a  force  of  five  thousand  men  to  be  represen 
at  a, State  encampment  of  ten  days'  duration.  This  would  be  equi 
lent  to  about  one  hundred  coinpanjes  as  at  present  organized.  Ft 
each  of  these  companies  could  he  detailed  one  officer,  eight  uon-cc 
missioned  officers,  and  twelve  of  the  best  privates,  twenty  men.  1J[ 
arriving  on  the  ground  diese  two  thousand  enlisted  men  could  be  s 
divided  Jinto  twenty  comiianies  of  one  hundred  men  each,  includ 
non-commissioned  officers;  the  most  promising  looking  sergeants  i 
corporals  to  be  assigned  as  non-oommiaaioncd  officers  to  the  provisio 
companies,  and  the  others  co  go  into  the  ranks.  The  commanden 
the  provisional  companies  ia  be  selected  from  the  captains,  and 
other  officers  to  be  distributed  as  subalterns.  For  purposes  of  instr 
tion  in  ceremonies,  the  provisional  force  might  be  organized  i 
battalions  of  four  companies,  to  he  commanded  by  field  officers  detai 
from  the  National  Guai-d  without  respect  to  territory.  The  troopi 
be  exercised  ae  recruits,  beginning  with  the  position  of  the  soldier  t 
continuing  to  the  school  of  the  company  and  so  much  of  the  battal 
as  practicable  :  a  knowledge  of  guard  dut.y,  military  courtesy,  and  bi 
field  duty  andcustomsof  service  as  possible  to  be  imparted.  In  ad 
tion  to  infantry  tactics,  the  cavalry  and  artillerymen  on  the  groi 
could  receive  diBniounted  instruction  in  the  duties  pertaining  to  tl 
arms  of  service. 

Three  suitable  officers  of  the  cavalry,  artillery  and  infantry,  reap* 
ivelv,  of  the  army,  as  instructors,  and  five  sergeants  ae  models  : 
drill- masters,  one  to  each  provisional  battalion,  could  be  obtained. 
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The  camp  to  be  commanded  by  a  competent  general  officer^  and  to 
be  inspected  daily  by  a  resident  inspector  representing  the  Inspector- 
General^  who  should  make  frequent  reports  to  the  commanding  officer^ 
and  at  the  close  of  the  encampment,  send  a  complete  report  to  the  In- 
spector-General direct,  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  commander  of  the  camp, 
to  be  forwarded,  with  that  oflScer's  remarks,  to  the  Adjutant-General. 

Two  such  camps  of  instruction  would  reach  the  entire  force  of  the 
State  and  be  of  morebenefit  than  the  usual  system  of  putting  organiza- 
tions into  camp  intact,  which  might  be  done  without  injury  the  second 
year. 

Thus  the  elite  of  each  organization,  relieved  temporarily  from  the 
weight  of  poor  material,  would  enjoy  a  course  of  training  for  superior 
positions.  The  absence  of  any  permanent  organization  would  put  all 
on  the  same  footing  to  be  instructed,  and  the  efforts  and  limited  time 
of  the  instructors  would  not  be  wasted  on  men  who  are  hopelessly 
ignorant,  or  whose  terms  of  service  are  about  to  expire. 

Although  not  instructed  especially  to  do  so,  I  noted  several  eligible 
sites  for  large  encampments,  for  instance  at  Ellicottville,  Liberty  and 
Morsston  on  the  Erie  railway.  The  country  being  a  grazing  region 
abounds  in  immense  meadows  near  wood  and  water,  and  convenient  to 
the  railroad. 

Rifle  jpraciice, — In  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal,  I  could  get  only 
general  mformation  regarding  this  branch  of  instruction.  Command- 
ing oflBcers  appear  to  make  every  effort  to  enable  their  men  to  comply 
with  the  prescribed  course.  The  attention  given  to  volley-firing  seems 
on  the  increase.  The  ranges  are  in  most  cases  very  convenient  in 
location  and  appointments.  I  have,  in  previous  reports,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  undue  proportion  of  time  given  to  rifle  shooting  in  many 
parts  of  the  State. 

Some  provision  for  occupying  the  time  of  the  men  of  a  command 
at  the  range,  who  are  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  shoot,  is  recom- 
mended ;  guard-duty  at  least  could  be  taught  at  such  times. 

Artillery  instruction, — In  addition  to  suggestions  already  made  in. 
report  of  Eighth  Division  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  this  arm  of  eer- 
Tice,  it  is  recommended  that  authority  be  obtained  from  the  War 
Department  to  attach  for  duty  and  instruction,  for  at  least  one  month 
annually,  selected  battery  commanders  of  the  militia  to  light  batteries  * 
of  the  army.  There  are  many  important  things  not  to  be  learned 
during  a  short  encampment  which  could  thus  be  acquired. 

The  civil  organization  of  companies  of  the  National  Guard  should 
be  abolished  as  incompatible  with  the  preservation  of  good  discipline, 
and  provision  should  be  made  for  a  more  summary  punishment  of 
certain  offences,  and  more  severe  penalties  for  non-attendance  at  drills. 

Whenever  it  seemed  desirable  or  necessary  I  have  corrected  errors  on 
the  spot,  and  have  frequently  acted  as  instructor  as  well  as  inspector. 
In  making  inspections  and  reports,  the  present  peculiar  organization 
and  person wtfZ  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  hrtsbeen  considered, 
and  the  recommendations  made  are  only  such  as  are  easily  carried  out 
with  the  advantages  already  afforded. 

Appended  hereto  (marked  *'  A'*)  will  he  found  a  tabulated  statement 
of  the  relative  merit  of  the  organizations  inspected,  together  with 
vlieir  strength.

REPORT  OP  CHIEF  OP  ORDNANCE  FOR  1880.

To  His  Excellency,  A.  B.  CorKbll, 

Coinmander-in- Chief,  etc,  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  obedience  to  requirements  of  law,  my 
aunual  report  for  year  ending  September  30,  1880,  and  to  respectfully 
invite  your  attention  to  the  annexed  statements  and  abstracts,  detail- 
ing  the  operations  of  this  department. 

During  the  year,  acting  in  an  official  capacity,  I  have  visited  the 
arsenals  and  armories  of  the  State,  and  found  the  condition  of  those 
requiring  mention  in  this  report  to  be  as  follows : 

New  York  Arsenal. — In  good  condition. 

Albany  Arsenal, — This  arsenal  was  seriously  damaged  by  fire  in  May 
last,  but  was  promptly  repaired,  and  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

Buffalo  Arsenal. — The  roof  of  this  arsenal  needs  extensive  repairs. 

Rochester  Armory. — In  need  of  repairs  to  roof. 

Utica  Armory, — Undergoing  repairs ;  will  at  once  be  put  in  thorough 
condition. 

Syracuse  Armory. — Repairs  to  roof  necessary  to  preservation  of 
property. 

Oswego  Armory. — In  good  condition. 

Auburn  Armory. — In  very  good  condition. 

Schenectady  Armory: — Necessary  repairs  haying  been  made,  it  is  now 
in  good  condition. 

The  armories  at  Watertown,  Kingston  and  Newburgh,  having  been 
completed  during  the  year  and  turned  over  to  the  State,  will  doubtless 
receive  mention  in  the  report  of  Major-General  Townsend,  Chief  of 
Staff. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  active  measures  are  pontem- 
plated  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  National  Militia, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  result  of  efforts  in  this  direction  will 
secure,  not  only  to  the  State,  but  to  thk  entire  country,  an  organiza- 
tion of  citizen  soldiery,  possessing,  besides  other  elements  of  strength, 
the  important  ones  of  homogeneity  and  expansibility.  That  measures 
of  such  vast  importance  should  have  been  so  long  deferred  is  attribu- 
table to  the  lack  of  general  interest  in  the  militia  organization,  and 
to  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  unthinking  that  the  National  Guard, 
as  an  element  of  military  display  or  parade,  fulfills  the  purpose  of  its 
existence.  With  this  false  picture  in  view,  it  is  impossible  to  see  the 
true  ones  representing  the  execution  of  the  wearisome  details  in 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  his  profession,  and  the  application  of  this 
knowledge,  in  a  moment  of  public  need,  at  a  risk  of  life. 

Thfe  brilliant  manner  in  which  these  duties  have  always  been  per- 
formed enables  tha  supporters  of  the  system  to  point  with^  pride  to  the 
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record  of  the  National  Guard  ;  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  these 
resalts  are  largely  and  in  fact  mainly  due  to  the  individual  interest 
taken  by  members  of  the  organization  in  its  welfare^  and  that  to 
secure  tnem  involves  not  only  a  tax  upon  their  time,  but  frequently 
upon  their  means  as  well.  This  voluntary  assumption  of  duty  and 
expense  in  the  interest  of  the  public  places  the  citizen  soldier  in  a 
position  which  entitles  his  wants  to  a  strict  attention  from  the 
state,  and  leaves  a  large  measure  of  responsibility  upon  the  State 
should  his  wants  be  neglected.  The  principal  duty  devolving  upon 
the  State,  both  from  an  economical  and  humanitarian  point  of  view, 
is  that  her  forces,  when  called  upon  to  maintain  order  or  restore  it, 
shall  be  provided  fully  and  promptly  with  all  the  instrumentalities  for 
an  active  campaign.  The  citizen  soldier,  having  labored  to  acquire  a 
knowledge  of  his  profession  and  to  subject  himself  to  discipline,  appears 
upon  the  field  promptly  when  called  upon,  and  at  that  moment  his 
usefulness  is  dependent  upon  the  means  the  State  has  provided  for  his 
existence  in  active  service. 

A  wise  policy  and  imperative  duty  demands  that  the  State  should, 
by  a  well-considered  and  liberal  system,  supply  promptly  and  without 
friction  all  the  material  necessary  for  an  active  campaign.  As  it  is 
clear  no  matter  how  well  drilled  and  disciplined  the  troops  may  be, 
their  usefulness  will  be  retarded  and  impaired  by  imperfections  in 
their  equipment,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  delay  thus  caused  would 
result  in  an  expense  to  the  State  far  exceeding  the  amount  which  would 
have  been  re<juired  to  have  placed  them  on  an  eflfective  footing.  The 
moral  effect  is  also  to  be  considered,  as  in  a  fully-equipped  and  well- 
supplied  body  of  troops  there  is  not  only  a  freedom  from  vexatious 
defects,  but  there  exists  a  feeling  of  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the 
State  to  care  for  its  troops.  This  important  duty  of  being  able  to 
place  its  forces  in  an  easy  attitude  for  effective  field  operations  demands 
close  attention  from^  the  State,  and  every  means*  should  be  supplied  to 
attain  this  end. 

I  would  repeat  my  suggestion  in  relation  to  an  annual  encampment 
of  all  the  National  Guard,  and  without  considering  its  many  other 
advantages,  will  point  to  those  that  would  result  in  testing  yearly  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  and  the  experience  gained 
by  the  troops  in  securing  and  handling  their  full  equipment.  Defi- 
ciencies and  defects  which  the  best  system  on  paper  would  fail  to  show 
would  at  once  become  manifest,  and  proper  means  could  be  instituted 
to  remedy  them.  For  this  purpose  the  system  employed  in  the  United 
States  service  for  disposing  of  unserviceable  property  by  boards  of  sur- 
vey could  be  adopted,  and  the  result  would  be  a  relief  to  the  account- 
ing oflScer  and  an  economy  to  the  State. 

The  great  value  of  a  full  equipment  for  the  National  Guard  of  this 
State  warrants  and  calls  for  a  strict  accountability  from  those  io 
whom  the  property  is  intrusted. 

Under  the  present  system  the  burden  of  responsibility  has  to  be  car- 
ried, and  the  work  it  imposes  has  to  be  performed  by  the  commandant 
of  regiment,  battalion,  troop  or  battery,  and  it  very  frequently  occurs 
that  this  duty  is  performed  in  a  perfunctory  manner,  and  either 
through  ignorance  or  neglect,  without  a  proper  regai'd  for  the  interests 
of  the  State. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  the  adoption  of  a  system  which,  while  re- 
lieving this  duty  of  its  onerous  character,  would  at  the  same  time 
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secQie  to  the  Stote,  not  only  a  strict  accoaiitability^  bat  a  greater  care 
of  its  property. 

In  considering  any  measures  to  carry  out  my  suggestions  regarding 
an  increase  of  tne  resources  of  this  department,  I  would  also  suggest 
the  propriety  of  selling  all  the  condemned  and  obsolete  stores,  and  of 
supplying  their  places  with  modern  types. 

Impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  department  as  a  factor  of 
the  National  Ouard  organization,  I  have  made  effort  to  place  it  in 
such  a  position  that  in  an  emergency  the  citizen  soldiery  can  feel  that 
the  State  is  as  ready  to  do  her  ixitj  as  they  are  to  do  theirs.  And  in 
advancing  ideas  which  call  for  increased  expenditure,  I  have  been 
guided  by  the  feeling  of  duty  which  the  State  owes  to  her  defenders, 
and  am  encouraged  in  such  advocacy  by  the  consideration  paid  to  my 
views  upon  previous  occasions. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  arrange  the  records  of  this  department 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  preserve  a  proper  and  concise  history  of  its 
operations  during  my  administration  of  its  afhirs,  in  which  worlc,  as 
in  all  others  appertaining  to  this  office,  I  have  been  zealously  and 
intelligently  supported  by  my  assistant,  Colonel  James  Oreney,  my 
chief  clerk,  Major  J.  M.  Varian,  Jr.,  and  by  John  W.  McGloin. 

In  terminating  my  official  intercourse,  I  beg  to  tender  to  your 

excellency  my  acKnowledgments  for  your  uniform  courtesy  to  wnich 

I  am  indebted,  as  well  as  to  the  general  staff,  for  any  success  that 

may  have  attended  the  execution  of  my  duties  during  the  past  year.

Governor — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1880 :

The  applications  for  bounty  during  the  year  have  been  in  number 
94,  amounting  to  $7,700.  Of  these  applications  there  were  found  due 
and  paid  three;  one  of  which  of  $50  was  under  "Governor  Mor- 

fan's  Proclamation,"  and  two  of  $75  each  were  under  chapter  184, 
iaws  of  1863. 

There  remained  due  January  1,  1880,  to  "absentees"  for  services 
during  July,  1877,  riots,  $874.  During  the  year  two  "absentees" 
have  been  paid  $15,  leaving  a  balance,  for  wliich  application  has 
never  been  made,  of  $859  due  to  152  absentees  at  this  date. 

This  department  was  directed  by  Special  Orders  No.  149,  c.  s., 
A.  G.  0.,  to  provide  for  the  payment  and  pay  off  the  13th  regiment 
for  services  at  encampment  at  Itockaway  Beach. 

The  regiment  was  paid,  with  the  exception  of  men  not  present  at 
the  time,  at  their  armory,  in  Brooklyn,  August  16.  Absentees  were 
paid  subsequently  by  checks  to  their  individual  order.  The  amount 
paid  on  account  of  the  13th  regiment  encampment  was  $4,290.04. 

An  Artillery  Camp  of  Instruction,  by  Special  Orders  No.  187,  c. 
s.,  A.  G.  0.,  was  ordered,  beginning  October  6,  and  ending  October 
13.     The  details  constituting  the  camp  were  paid  at  Fort  Hamilton 
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October  13.  The  amoant  paid  on  account  of  Artillery  Camp  of 
Instraction  was  $l,3l5.26. 

Statements  of  all  funds,  showing  receipts,  disbursements  and  bal- 
ances on  hand,  will  be  found  herewith.

State  of  New  York,  Depabtmbnt  of  Rifle  Pbaoticb,

New  York  City,  December  1,  1880. 

General — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Department  of  Rifle 
Praotice  was  reorganized  under  my  charge  January  1, 1880.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  appointed  to  assist  nie,  and  duly  commissioned  : 
Colonel  Joseph  O.  Story,  assistant  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice, 
and  Major  Wingfield  G.  Burton.  By  the  courtesy  of  Colonel  Emmons 
Clark,  commanding  the  Seventh  Regiment,  N.  G.,  Captain  Charles  F. 
Robbins,  I.  R.  P.,  Seventh  Regiment,  was  detailed  for  special  duty  in 
this  Department.  The  experience  and  ability  of  these  officers  have 
rendered  their  services  peculiarly  valuable  to  the  State.  I  have  also  to 
acknowledge  the  efficient  co-operation  of  the  entire  corps  of  inspectors 
of  rifle  praotice,  which  is  at  present  constituted  as  follows :

Eighth  Division  ;  Major  Schermer- 
horu,  late  of  First  Brigade,  and  Major  Farr,  of  the  Eleventh  Brigade, 
for  valuable  assistance  and  counsel. 

Meetings  fob  Conference. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  the  general  officers  commanding 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  Divisions,  respectively,  for  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hold  a  series  of  meetings  composed  of  the  commandants  of 
*  organizations  and  their  inspectors  of  rifle  practice.  By  thus  bringing 
together,  for  free  conference,  the  representatives  of  the  executive  and 
administrative  branches  of  our  work,  I  was  successful  in  reconciling 
their  views  in  some  instances,  and  more  particularly  in  obtaining  val- 
uable criticism  and  suggestions  from  their  experience.  The  theory 
that  rifle  practice  should  be  considered  a  part  of  the  regular  drill,  and 
not  a  diversion  from  it,  was  thoroughly  demonstrated  and  generally 
accepted. 

Classification. 

The  system  of  rifle  practice  devised  by  my  predecessor.  General  G. 
W.  Wingate,  being  in  general  and  successful  operation,  has  been 
retained  without  ^radical  changes. 

Tlie  iyidividual  practice  is  based  upon  a  division  of  the  troops  com- 
posing the  National  Guard  into  progressive  classes,  as  follows: 

The  fourth  class,  embracing  all  who  fail  to  appear  upon  a  field  range 
for  duty  during  the  entire  season  of  practice. 

The  third  doss  includes  those  who,  having  entered,  are  at  first 
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engaged  in  shooting  at  100  and  150  yards  distance,  tf  successf  al  in 
scoring  an  aggregate  of  25  points,  or  over,  out  of  a  possible  50,  at  both 
ranges,  the  men  are  admitted  to  — 

The  second  class  and  shoot  over  the  300  yards  range  in  a  kneeling 
posture,  and  at  400  yards  lying  prone.  An  aggregate  of  25  points, 
under  the  same  conditions,  again  entitles  the  second  class  to  graduate. 

The  first  class  undergo  a  review  and  extension  of  the  same  work 
adapted  to  the  capacity  of  experts.  The  members  of  this  class  aim 
standing  at  targets  200  yards  distant,  and  finish  lying  down  at  500 
yards. 

Marksmeti, — A  qualifying  score  f25),  in  the  first  class,  entitles  the 
maker  to  the  State  decor ^ion,  ana  to  be  designated  '^marksman." 
No  official  recognition  is  given  to  firing  at  longer  ranges  than  500 
yards.  Honorable  mention  is  made,  however,  of  those  within  the  class 
of  marksmen  who  have  made  scores  of  40  and  over  as  "  sharpshooters." 

Mass-firinq. 

This  season  has  witnessed  the  introduction  of  volley  and  file  firing, 
the  natural  sequence  of  individual  practice.  It  was  found  that  under 
the  novel  conditions,  involving  accelerated  action  and  increased  excite- 
ment, good  individual  shots  were  apt  to  deteriorate  in  the  ranks,  which 
shows  the  importance  of  habituating  the  men  to  the  precise  kind  of 
firing  they  will  have  to  do  when  called  into  service.  While  it  is  safe 
to  aver  that  no  body  of  troops  who  are  not  accustomed  to  actual  firing, 
and  to  firing  at  a  mark,  can  present  an  effective  front  to  a  resolute 
enemy,  it  maybe  added  that  individual  practice,  alone  will  not  produce 
the  highest  efficiency,  and  that  mass-firing  is  the  most  important  and 
pi&ctical  portion  of  the  rifle  practice  drill. 

In  this  practice  commissioned  officers  and  sergeants  do  not  shoot, 
but  the  result^  of  course,  greatly  depends  on  their  efficiency  and  coolness. 

Administration. 

While  the  scheme  heretofore  in  vogue  appears  somewhat  elaborate 
and  protracted,  it  represents  the  results  of  the  best  experience  and  skill 
that  have  been  applied  to  the  subject.  It  has,  therefore,  been  sub- 
jected to  such  modifications  only  as  would  be  likely  to  increase  the 
practical  efficiency  of  the  service.  I  have  sought,  by  careful  adminis- 
tration, to  effect  improvement  m  the  following  respects:. 

1.  A  smaller  amount  of  required  duty  than  heretofore,  with  greater 
strictness  in  exacting  it. 

2.  A  preference  for  the  work  to  be  done  at  short  range,  leaving 
expert  practice  to  volunteers. 

3.  The  general  introduction  of  volley  and  file  firing,  or  '^  firing  in 
mass." 

4.  Strict  preservation  of  discipline,  as  paramount  to  all  other  mili- 
tary duty. 

The  tour  of  practice,  during  1880,  was  announced  exclusively  in 
orders  from  general  head-quarters,  which  were  made  as  few  in  number 
and  as  simple  in  detail  as  possible.

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Armory  Practice. 

During  the  winter  months  it  is  incumbent  on  officers  to  prepare 
their  men  for  the  range  by  aiming  and  position  drill  in  the  armories. 
At  least  three  drills  of  this  kind,  in  each  command,  were  ordered  (G.        ] 
0.  No.  7,  c.  s.),  and  were  in  most  cases  satisfactorily  executed,  as 
reported  to  this  Department. 

Actual  practice  in  jnarksmanship  has  also  been  carried  on  at  the  rifle  ' 
galleries  or  ''armory  ranges"  of  the  several  organizations  which  are  j 
thus  equipped.  This  practice  is  usually  voluntary  and  without  official  i 
supervision  or  expense  to  the  State.

The  oat-of-door  rifle  practice  of  the  season  was  subdivided  as  fol- 
lows (G.  0.  No.  15,  o.s.)  In  each  division  a  day  or  days  were  fii;st 
desiEnated  for. 

Marksmen's  practice, — Upon  this  occasion  marksmen  of  1879  were 
permitted  to  shoot  in  the  first  class  to  retain  the  decoration.  Those 
who  succeeded  were  exempt  from  further  range  duty  (except  as  officers), 
and  a  considerable  saving  in  the  time  of  the  men  and  in  ammunition 
available  for  those  requiring  more  instruction  was  thereby  effected. 

First  general  practice  was  the  only  "required"  field  duty  in  rifle 
practice.  Every  member  of  the  Guard  who  had  not  already  qualified 
as  a  marksman  was  expected  to  present  himself  on  first  general  prac- 
tice day,  or  be  dealt  with  accordingly  by  court-martial.  It  was  a  day 
devoted  exclusively  to  practical  work.  No  shooting  at  the  long  ranges 
or  for  prizes  or  decorations  was  permitted.  The  morning  was  con- 
sumed by  preparatory  instruction  in  individual  firing  (corresponding 
to  the  work  of  a  recruit  in  the  details  of  the  manual  of  arms).  In  the 
afternoon  the  men  were  assembled  by  platoon  or  company  and  taught 
to  fire  in  ranks,  at  the  word  of  command,  with  accuracy  of  aim  and 
coolness  of  delivery. 

tieoond  general  practice  was  a  voluntary  repetition  of  the  first  gen- 
eral practice,  with  the  addition  of  the  privilege  to  shoot  for  the 
marksman's  decoration  by  those  who  were  present  at  first  general 
practice. 

Practice  in  matches. —  For  the  encouragement  of  the  rifle  associa- 
tions which  control  the  several  ranges,  and  which  derive  a  portion  of 
their  support  from  the  entrance  fees  of  competitors  and  spectators, 
members  of  the  National  Guard  have  been  permitted  to  qualify  as 
marksmen  in  certain  authorized  matches  which  observe  the  military 
conditions.     Such  practice  is  without  expense  to  the  State. 

A  Model  Order. 

As  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  frame  the  English  language  in  such 
a  way  as  to  prevent  misapprejiension  of  the  most  clearly  expressed 
order,  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  subjoined 
schedule  of  duty  for  the  Elev.enth  Brigade,  as  published  in  G.  0.  No. 
5  of  that  command,  by  Brigadier-General  Edward  L.  Molineux.  I 
consider  it  a  model  in  its  way.

Note.  —No  officer  or  enlisted  man  will  be  permitted  to  fire  more  tlian  ten  (10)  individual  shots  at  anr 
one  distance  on  the  same  day,  except  the  necessary  sighting  shots  to  ascertain  elevation,  iilndage,  and  the 
condition  of  pieces  which  may  be  Hre<l  by  officers  under  the  Inspection  of  the  Regimental  or  Bngade  I.  R. 
P.  Kach  enlisted  man  will  shoot  with  the  piece  brought  by  him  on  the  ground,  unless  the  same  is  con- 
demned for  actual  defects  by  an  I.  R.  P.,  in  which  case  the  man  may  shoot  with  the  nearest  approved 
piece  in  the  ranks. 

II.  Marksmen  of  1879,  who,  for  any  good  reason,  cannot  be  present  on 
marlcsHjan's  day,  may  8hoot  for  the  decoration  without  previous  practice  in  the 
lower  classes  at  any  approved  Rifle  Association  Match  prior  to  first  general 
practice  (they  must  furnish,  at  their  own  expense,  however,  their  transporta- 
tion and  ammunition).  Marksmen  present  on  marksman's  day,  but  who  fail  to 
qualify,  cannot  thus  shoot  for  the  decoration.  Officers  and  soldiers  who  have 
previously  qualified  in  the  lower  classes  on  general  practice  days  during  the 
season  will  be  permitted  to  shoot  in  the  first  class  for  the  decoration  at  any 
regular  Rifle  Association  match  approved  by  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice.      (They  must,  however,  provide  at  their  own  expense  their  trans- 
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portation  and  ammanition.)  Marksmen  so  qualifying  must  furnish  to  their  com- 
pany commander  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  secretary  of  the  associa- 
tion, which  certificate,  upon  being  recorded  in  the  company  record  book,  will 
be  forwarded  to  regimental  head-quarters,  and  will  accompany  the  Annual 
Report  of  Rifle  Practice  of  the  organization  when  forwarded  to  the  brigade 
commander.  The  commanding  officers  of  Separate  Troop  G  and  Battery  N 
will  forward  certificates  to  Brigade  head-quarters. 

in.  Volley  and  file  firing,  in  which  all  the  men  of  the  organization  on  duty, 
without  regard  to  classes,  will  be  required  to  participate,  will  follow  the  con- 
clusion of  class  practice  on  the  first  day  of  general  practice,  and,  time  per- 
mitting, on  the  second  day  also,  the  firing  by  file  preceding  that  by  volley. 
These  firings  will  be  by  platoon,  except  where  a  company  is  too  small,  when 
they  will  be  by  company.  The  entire  five  rounds  will  be  completed  in  each 
firing  before  the  scores  are  counted,  and  as  many  commands  will  fire  simultane- 
ously as  can  be  accommodated.  ^'  In  file-firing,  no  file  shall  fire  more  than  one 
shot  until  the  last  or  left  file  of  the  platoon  or  company  has  fired  in  each  round. 
Thi8  innovation  is  considered  necessary  to  prevent  accidents."  The  signal  to 
commence  and  cease  firing,  except  on  marksman's  day,  will  be  by  bugle;  Com- 
pany oflGicers  will,  at  the  completion  of  each  five  rounds,  count  the  cartridges  of 
the  platoon  or  company  firing,  which  will  have  failed  to  explode,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  practice  report  the  result  to  the  scorers,  and  see  that  the  figures  are 
entered  on  the  score-sheet. 

IV.  The  attention  of  the  commanding  officers  is  directed  to  the  following 
paragraph  from  General  Orders,  No.  11,  c.  s..  Head-quarters,  Second  Division: 

**  Kite  and  volley  flrlng  being  calculated  to  demonstrate  in  a  large  degree  the  eflectivene&s  of  the  orguni- 
zaliona,  as  attained  through  individual  practice,  the  general  commanding  will,  at  the  close  or  the  season, 
can*e  to  be  published  in  General  Orders,  the  regiment  or  battalion  showing  the  highest  proficiency  in 
CAch  Brigade,  and  the  six  ;hlghest  company  organizations  in  the  division,  and  among  the  troops  armed 
with  carbines  the  highesC  single  organization.  As  the  results  of  volley-tiring  depend  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  manner  olT  delivering  the  commands,  officers  are  particularly  cautioned  to  use  the  utmost  care  in 
that  respect.  *' 

y.  Company  commanders  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  com- 
pany record  book  is  kept  written  up,  which  should  be  done  n*om  the  score- 
sheets,  after  the  approval  of  the  field  return  of  practice  of  their  organization  by 
brigade  head-quarters.  They  will  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  their 
men,  will  be  required  on  all  occasions  of  practice  to  have  the  company  record 
book  on  the  field,  and  must  be  personally  cognizant  of  all  facts  of  entry  on  the 
score-sheets.  Officers  will  make  their  scores  on  targets  specially  assigned  to 
them,  the  record  of  which  will  be  kept  on  separate  score-sheets. 

VI.  Major  Joel  W.  Hyde,  Brigade  Surgeon,  is  hereby  detailed  for  duty  at  the 
range  on  marksman's  day. 

&gimental  commandants  will  detail  a  Surgeon  for  like  duty  on  each  day  of 
^neral  practice  of  their  organizations. 

The  attention  of  commanding  officers  is  especially  directed  to  Par.  Ill  (sub- 
division e\  Qt.  O.  No.  15,  c.  s.,  General  Head-quarters. 

VII.  On  all  days  of  practice  the  senior  officer  present  on  duty  is  hereby  directed^ 
upon  the  assembling  of  the  troops  for  return,  and  before  leaving  the  range,  to 
cause  each  piece  to  be  carefully  inspected,  in  order  to  avoid  any  possibility  of 
accident  from  loaded  pieces  being  taken  into  the  cars. 

VIII.  The  troops  will,  upon  each  of  the  days  herein  designated,  proceed  to 
the  range  by  the  8  a.  m.  train  from  Hunter's  Point  or  Atlantic  and  Flatbush 
avenues,  and  return  at  an  hour  to  be  fixed  by  the  commanding  officer. 

LX.  Requisitions  for  ammunition  and  transportation  will  be  made  through 
regular  channels  in  accordance  with  G.  0.  No.  17,  c.  s.,  General  Head-quarters. 
Special  trains  will  be  furnished  for  250  men  or  over  upon  application  by  regi- 
niental  commandants  to  Charles  M.  Heald,  Master  of  Transportation,  L.  I.  R.  K. 

X.  A  return  of  arms  condemned  by  Inspectors  of  Rifle  rractice,  and  sent  to 
the  Ordnance  Department^  will  be  made  to  these  head-quarters  at  the  end  of 
the  season's  practice. 

Copies  of  all  orders  pertaining  to  rifle  practice  will  be  forwarded,  as  soon  as 
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2.  Daily  returns.  Summaries  of  each  day's  practice  to  be  filled 
and  certified  bv  the  inspector,  ou  the  ground,  and  forwarded  with  the 
indorsement  of  the  commandant  of  the  organization. 

3.  Field  hooks.  Two  sizes,  company  and  regimental,  for  the  use  of 
commandants  and  inspectors.  They  contain  the  roll  of  each  company 
and  each  man's  progress  is  recorded  as  made,  in  the  manner  most  con- 
venient for  reference. 

4.  Classification  cards.  Ornamental  blanks,  showing  the  degrees  of 
individual  progress  to  be  put  up  in  each  company  room,  and  duly  filled 
after  each  occasion  of  pi*actice.  They  serve  to  stimulate  the  ambition 
of  the  men  and  to  keep  this  important  duty  constantly  before  them. 

5.  Consolidated  returns  showing  the  results  of  the  season's  work, 
viz. :  the  numbers  practicing  and  qualifying  in  each  class,  and  the 
computation  upon  which  the  figure  of  merit,  for  the  organization,  is 
based.  The  consolidated  returns  are  of  three  kinds,  for  separate  com- 
pany, regiment  and  brigade  or  division  reports,  respeclively. 

6.  MarTcsmen^s  lists  accompany  the  consolidated  returns  and  exhibit 
all  marksmen  by  name  with  their  scores. 

7.  Requisitions  for  decorations  also  accompany  the  consolidated  re- 
tnms  and  are  yerined  therefrom. 

The  Fiqube  of  Mebit. 

For  computing  the  relative  standing  of  organizations  in  class  prac- 
tice the  members  are,  as  heretofore,  taken  by  classes  as  they  are  found 
at  the  close  of  the  season,  and  credited  with  the  following  scale.

In  determining  a  figure  of  merit  for^mass  firing,  the  following*plans 
were  considered  : 

1.  The  percentage  of  the  possible  score  for  the  entire  organization, 
present  and  absent  alike,  giving  a  low  value  to  misses  (and  thus  estab- 
lishing a  fourth  class)  on  the  theory  that  a  certain  amount  of  training 
is  attained  by  the  simple  act  of  firing. 
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2.  The  percentage  of  hits  bj  those  practicing,  valuing  every  shot 
that  reaches  the  target  alike,  I  refer,  with  pleasure,  to  the  report  of 
Major  M.  B.  Farr,  I.  R.  P.,  Eleventh  Brigade,  embracing  an  able  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  this  plan. 

3.  The  percentage  of  the  possible  score  made  by  those  present  and 
practicing  on,  the  following  basis : 

Each  shot  in  the  stripe 5 

Each  shot  in  the  center 4 

Each  shot  in  the  outer '. 2 

The  latter  was  chosen  as  the  simpler  and  most  equitable  plan.     It 


cedes,  also,  to  plan  No,  2,  that  the  nicer  discriminations  of  class 
practice  are  not -applicable,  and  the  work  is  to  be  judged  solely  by  its 
probable  effect  upon  an  opposing  column.  Thus  many  of  the  "outer" 
shots  would  disable  an  enemy,  but  not  as  many  as  those  which  reach 
the  center  or  stripe,  by  as  much  as  extremities  are  less  broad  and  vul- 
nerable than  bodies.  "  Hence  the  propriety  of  a  graded  valuation  for 
hits.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  any  ruling  which  would 
relax  the  standard  of  precision  might  lead  to  careless  work  in  future. 


The  General  Figure  of  Merit 

Is  ascertained  by  averaging  the  results  obtained  in  class  practice  and 
mass-firing,  respectively.  As  perfection  in  both  departments  would 
be  200,  the  combined  figure  is  divided  by  two.  Organizations  which 
entirely  neglected  mass-firing  justly  suffer  by  this. 


Figure  of  Merit  hy  Divisions. 
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The  Decoration. 

The  bronze  badge,  with  its  bars  indicating  the  number  of  yeara  it 
haa  been  won,  is  still  the  coveted  diatinction  of  the  markBinan.  The 
conditions  of  winning  it  have  this  year  been  made  aevere.  After 
"marksman's  day,"  the  decoration  could  only  be  obtained  by  two 
appearances  on  the  range,  no  one  being  allowed  to  shoot  throagh  all 
the  classes  on  the  one  day  of  required  duty.  The  decoration  therefore 
became  distinctly  a  premium  for  extra  and  voluntary  practice.  Those 
who  complain  of  ihis  regulation  are  reminded  that  the  State  expects 
every  man  to  do  his  duty,  and  rewards  him  only  for  efficient  service  in 
excess  thereof. 

The  expense  of  the  present  decoration,  and  the  labor,  detail  and 
waste  of  issuing  and  recalling  them  annually,  seem  to  indicate  that  a 
simple  bar  should  be  hereafter  issued  to  remain  the  property  of  the 

By  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  veteran  badge  of 
silver,  introduced  in  1879,  has  been  abandoned,  and  the  five-bar 
decoration  of  broo^  substitated. 
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The  practice  of  loaning  the  decoration,  or  permitting  it  to  be  worn 
by  any  other  person  than  the  actual  winner  has  been  forbidden  in  G. 
0.  No.  7,  c.  8. 
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Marksmen  and  Sharpshootbrs. 

A  list  of  the  marksmen  of  1880  will,  with  your  approval,  be  pub- 
lished in  General  Orders.  I  deem  it  proper  to  record  in  this  place  the 
names  of  two  classes  who  deserve  special  honor.

KiFLE  Practice  in  Camp. 

During  the  eucampment  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment  at  Rockaway, 
the  members  of  that  command  were  drilled  upon  a  range,  improvised 
for  the  occasion,  equipped  with  two  canvas  revolving  targets.  Owing 
to  unfavorable  weather  and  the  engrossment  of  other  duties,  but 
mainly  to  the  want  of  adequate  facilities,  the  results  of  this  practice  were 
very  unsatisfactory.  As  the  men  had  been  exempted  from  the  regular 
duty  at  Creedmoor,  in  consideration  of  going  into  c^mp,  the  figure  of 
merit  of  this  regiment  has  been  greatly  reduced,  although  a  num- 
ber of  the  men  went  afterward  voluntarily  to  Creedmoor.  The  efforts 
of  the  faithful  Regimental  Inspector  of  Riflle  Practice,  Captain  J.  Leslie 
Thompson,  to  redeem  the  record  of  the  organization  are  certainly  very 
praiseworty.  In  contrast  with  this  unfortunate  essay,  I  would  call 
attention  to  the  excellent  record  made  by  the  Fourteenth  Separate 
Company  of  Batavia,  while  encamped.  Their  figure  of  merit  in  class 
firifig  is  42.70  as  against  27.78  in  1879.  I  regret  to  add,  that  in 
common  with  many  other  organizations,  mass-firing  was  entirely 
neglected,  reducing  their  general  figure  of  merit  seriously. 

The{I?hampion  Matches. 

A  series  of  monthly  matches,  under  this  title,  were  held  at  Creed- 
moor for  members  of  the  National  Guard,  who  were  entitled  to  qualify 
as  marksmen  ;  scores  made  therein  were  accepted  as  regular  and  the 
decoration  awarded  accordingly.  These  matches  were  well  patronized, 
the  ultimate  attraction  being  a  gold  champion  marksman's  decoration, 
presented  by  myself.  ,By  the  rules  of  the  competition,  the  temporary 
winner  was  permitted  to  retain  the  decoration  for  one  month  and  at 
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the  close  of  the  season  ifc  was  presented  to  the  marksman  who  had  won 
it  the  greaest  number  of  times,  or  in  case  of  a  tie  to  him  who  had  ma^e 
the  highest  aggregate  score  in  all  the  competitions.

The  Nevada  Badge. 
This  ancient  bone  of  contention  has  been  removed  from  the  N; 
Guard  by  orders  from  General  Head-quarters,  No.  31,  c.  s.  I  in! 
a  contest  for  its  award  as  the  result  of  the  competition  of  1879, : 
my  suggestion  a  court  of  inquiry  was  appointed  to  advise  me  as 
facts.     The  result  is  embodied  in  the  decision  as  follows:

Colonel  —  By  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  I  ha 
honor  to  communicate  to  you  the  decision  of  this  Department 
matter  of  the  award  of  the  "Nevada"  Badge  for  1879. 

The  highest  score  was  claimed  for  Company  A,  of  the  Forty- 
Raiment,  located  at  Oswego,  namely,  1,303. 

This  score  was  contested  by  the  Xinth  Separate  Company  of 
ball,  on  the  ground  of  fraudulent  marking.  In  support  ol 
charges  the  affidavits  of  Captain  RoJlio  E.  Bascom  and  Lieu 
Orville  A.  Manville  of  the  Ninth  Separate  Company,  who  were  i 
during  the  shooting  of  the  Oswego  company,  were  filed  with  tl 
partment. 

At  my  request  a  court  of  inquiry  was  appointed  by  the  Comm 
in-Chief  to  investigate  the  charges. 

Lieut-Col.  George  C.  Bradley,  Forty-seventh  Regiment,  const 
the  court,  proceeded  to  Oswego  and  then  to  Whitehall,  to  tak 
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mony,  and  in  due  time  made  his  report,  recommending  that  the  badge 
be  awarded  to  the  Oswego  company. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  proceedings  I  concur  in  the  finding  of 
the  court,  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  produced  in  support  of  the 
affidavits  of  Captain  Bascom  and  Lieutenant  Manville  is  liot  sufGicieut 
to  warrant  godng  behind  the  returns. 

The  badge  is,  therefore,  awarded  to  Company  A,  Forty-eighth  Regi- 
ment, N.  6.  S.  N.  Y.,  as  the  successful  competitor  of  1879. 

I  regret  that  the  title  of  these  very  expert  riflemen  should  have  been 
clouded  by  their  own  discourtesy  to  honorable  rivals,  in  that  they  failed 
to  allow  them  the  fullest  opportunity  to  observe,  investigate  and  verify 
the  scores  upon  the  spot.  The  action  of  the  oflicer  in  charge  of  the 
tiring  party,  in  insisting  that  Lieutenant  Manville,  although  accompa- 
nied by  the  colonel  of  che  Forty-eighth  Regiment,  should  leave  the 
markers'  pit,  was  certainly  extraordinary.

The  ranges  upon  which  practice  takes  place  have  been  established 
by  private  enterprise,  and  are  managed  bjr  regularly  incorporated  rifle 
associations,  to  some  of  which  the  State,  in  consideration  of  facilities 
for  the  troops,  issues  targets  and  other  supplies,  and  grants  pecuniary 
aid. 

The  principal  of  these  ranees  is  that  of  the  National  Rifle  Associa- 
iion,  situated  at  Creedmoor,  L.  I.  It  is  used  by  the  First  and  Second 
Divisions  of  the  National  Guard.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  ranges  in  the 
world,  and  the  State  has  contributed  toward  its  establishment  and 
maintenance  $60,000.  No  changes  of  importance  have  been  made  at 
Creedmoor  during  1880,  but  the  grounds  and  butts  have  at  all  times 
been  kept  in  good  order,  and  ample  accommodation  afforded  for  the 
troops.  There  are  thirty-one  class  targets  in  position  at  Creedmoor, 
oi  which  twenty  are  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  military  authorities 
on  Monday,  Thursday  and  Friday  of  each  week.  Twelve  wooden  tar- 
gets for  mass-firing  were  constructed  this  season.  Creedmoor  was  in- 
si)ected  July  29. 

Next  in  importance  are  the  several  division  ranges,  located  respect- 
ively near  Poughkeepsie,  Albany,  Syracuse,  Rochester  and  Buffalo. 
Attended  by  Major  Burton  I  made  a  personal  inspection  of  these 
THugea  in  May. 

2%e  Third  Division  Range  has  been  removed  from  its  former  site, 
"  Grand  View,"  on  account  of  inaccessibility,  to  Kensselaerwyck,  a 
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point  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  midway  between  Albany 
and  Troy.  The  change  brings  it  within  transportation  limits  (three 
miles)  ojf  these  cities,  thereby  saving  considerable  expense  to  the  State, 
and  affording  greater  attractions  for  private  practice.  The  ground  is 
well  adapted  for  its  purpose.  The  range  has  accommodations  for  four 
targets. 

Tlie  Fifth  Division  Range,  Poughkeepsie,  is  so  called  because  the 
match  for  the  State  Division  Prize  is  usually  shot  there,  otherwise  it 
is  used  only  by  the  Twenty-first  Regiment.  It  has  pits  for  five  tar- 
gets. I  found  this  range  in  poor  condition,  but  am  informed  that  it 
has  since  been  put  in  order. 

The  Sixth  Division  Range  is  too  far  from  head-quarters  at  Syracuse, 
and  was  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  the  butts  being  ready  to  topple 
over.  The  oflBcers  of  the  association  desired  to  remove  it  to.  the 
Driving  Park  near  the  city,  and  were  encouraged  in  the  project. 
There  are  five  targets  on  this  range. 

The  Seventh  Division  Rg,7ige  is  the  finest  in  the  State  except  Creed- 
moor.  It  is  beautifully  situated  on,  the  high  banks  of  the  Genesee 
river,  four  miles  north  of  Rochester.  The  ground  is  owned  by  the 
Rifle  Association,  but  is  unfortunately  mortgaged  for  $10,000.  Tlie 
range  and  all  its  appurtenances  were  in  excellent  order.  It  is  equipped 
with  six  targets. 

ThQ  Eig/ith  Division  Range  also  bears  evidence  of  the  interest  felt 
in  rifle  practice  at  Buffalo,  although,  ,like  most  of  the  others,  it  is  too 
far  from  the  city.     It  has  ten  targets,  and  is  well  patronized.^ 

The  minor  ranges  scattered  through  the  State  are  thirty-three  in 
number,  including  six  established  in  1880,  viz. :  at  Mohawk,  Saratoga^ 
Walton,  Oneida,  Canandaigua  and  Wellsburg. 

Major  Burton  has  prepared  for  this  Department  a  careful  topograph- 
ical sketch  of  each  range. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  organizations  armed  with  rifles  or 
carbines,  and  the  ranges  at  which  they  have  respectively  practiced.

Scorers  at  Creedmoor. 

The  military  scorers  on  the  range  of  the  National  Rifle  Association 
have,  as  in  former  years,  been  under  the  control  of  this  Department. 
They  were  twenty  in  number,  besides  the  chief,  and  received  payment 
at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  diem  and  transportation  to  and  from  the 
range. 

A  neat  uniform,  consisting  of  blouse  and  helmet,  was  provided  for 
the  scorers,  and  they  were  held  strictly  amenable  to  military  disci- 
pline. Chief  of  Scorers,  Stephen  K.  Gi-lover  (Sergeant- Major  of  the 
Forty-seventh  Regiment),  made  a  written  report  to  me  of  each  day's 
practice. 

No  accidents  and  but  few  irregularities  of  any  soi*t  occurred  upon 
the  range.  The  duty  of  the  scorers  was  efficiently  discharged,  and  to 
the  satisfaction,  as  a  rule,  of  commanding  officers  and  inspectors 
of  rifle  practice.  The  following  rules  were  promulgated  for  their 
guidance: 

Scorers'  Instructions. 

June  24,  1880. 
1.  The  two  sides  of  the  scoring  blanks  are  duplicates,  and  each  score  should 
be  entered  on  both.     When  completed,  they  should  be  signed,  and  given  to  the 
Brigade  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  who  will  separate  them,  retain  one,  and 
give  the  other  to  the  Regimental  Inspector. 
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2.  Before  the  firing  commence*s,  be  sure  you  have  the  right  blank  for  the  dis- 
tances at  which  your  squad  is  to  shoot. 

3.  The  signals  are,  for  general  practice : 

White  disc,  bull's  eye,  counting  5, 
Red  disc,  center,  counting  4. 
White  disc,  with  black  cross,  inner,  counting  3. 
Black  disc,  outer,  counting  2. 

Red  flag  waved  right  and  left;  richochet  (i.  e.,  that  the  shot  ha*^  hit  the 
ground  before  striking  the  target,  constituting  a  miss),  marked  R. 
For  volley  and  file  firing : 
White  disc,  bull's  eye,  counting  5. 
Red  disc,  center,  counting  4. 
Black  disc,  outer,  counting  2. 

4.  When  the  red  flag  is  shown,  at  your  own  or  any  target  within  three  of  it, 
call  "Danger  I  Cease  firing! "  and  require  those  about  to  shoot  to  throw  open 
the  breach-block  of  their  rifles,  and  withdraw  the  cartridge;  also  raise  your 
own  danger  flag,  and  keep  it  up  until  that  at  the  target  is  withdrawn. 

5.  When  the  red  signal  at  the  bottom  of  the  target  is  in  sight,  the  marker's 
trap  is  open,  and  firing  must  not  be  allowed. 

6.  The  marker's  signals  are  conclusive. 

7.  No  score  must  be  scratched  out  or  erased.  If  a  figure  is  wron^,  draw  a 
line  through  it,  and  put  the  right  figure  above  it,  and  report  it  to  the  inspector, 
who  will  write  his  initials  opposite. 

8.  Call  out  each  man^s  name  and  the  value  of  his  shot  as  you  put  it  down  — 
as,  '*  Smith,  four." 

9.  Caution  each  man  before  he  shoots:    "Aim  at  target "  (stating  its 

number). 

10.  If  he  shoots  on  a  wrong  target,  or,  while  the  trap  is  up,  stop  him,  and 
report  him  to  the  Senior  Inspector,  who  will  rule  him  out  at  his  discretion. 

,  11.  If  any  man  (except  one-armed  men)  does  not  shoot  in  the  proper  posi- 
tion— standing  up,  to  200  yards;  kneehng,  at  300;  and  lyiug,  with  head  to 
the  target,  at  400  and  500  yards,  stop  him,  and  report  it  to  the  Brigade 
I  ispector. 

12.  No  sighting  shots  are  allowed  at  any  distance. 

13.  AskLeach  man  his  name  as  he  comes  up ;  prevent  all  unfair  practices,  and 
report  at  once  any  thing  of  the  kind  that  may  be  attempted. 

14.  In  case  of  disorder  or  dispute  as  to  the  scoring,  stop  the  firing,  raise  your 
danger  flag,  and  report  the  matter  to  the  Brigade  Inspector. 

15.  Scorers  will  receive  their  orders  from  or  through  the  chief  of  scorers,  who 
will  be  responsible  to  the  Senior  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  present.

Ammunition  and  Transportation. 

The  State  allowance  for  ammunition  was  forty  rounds  for  each  man 
upon  the  rolls,  and  one  trunsportation  to  and  from  the  I'ange  for  the 
same  number  in  organizations  located  more  than  three  miles  from 
llieir  respective  ranges.  All  expenditures  in  excess  were  at  the  cost  of 
the  organizations  or  individuals  concerned.  The  amount  of  ammuni- 
tion actually  expended  was  656,020  rounds,  and  the  actual  cost  of 
transportation  aggregated  $6,052.61.

The  different  orders  relating  to  rifle  practice,  as  issued  from  General 
Head-quarters  in  compliance  with  my  request,  are  appended  to  this

One  Day's  Practice  Imperativb. 

Of  the  seven  parades  required  by  law,  it  seems  to  me  that  one  at 
least  should  be  for  rifle  practice.  If  this  were  definitely  prescribed, 
it  can  be  assured  that  this  most  important  duty  is  nowhere  neglected. 
The  soldier  who  is  not  familiar  with  the  practical  use  of  his  rifle  is 
drilled  in  other  respects  in  vain.  I  regret  to  record  tl^t  several 
organizations,  which  draw  money  and  supplies  from  the  State,  have  no 
rifle  practice  at  present,  and  hence  cannot  be  considered  efficient. 

Individuals  who  totally  neglect  rifle  practice  should,  in  my  opinion, 
be  subject  to  special  penalties  by  court-martial.

The  State  Arm. 

The  National  Guard  is  still  armed  with  the  50-calibre  Remington 
rifle.  A  change  to  a  good  weapon  of  45-calibre,  corresponding  with 
that  now  issued  by  the  United  States  government,  would,  m  my 
of)inion,  be  advantageous.  Besides  the  benefit  of  uniformity  in  this 
respect,  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  45-calibre  piece  permits 
greater  accuracy  of  aim,  and  is  consequently  a  more  effective  Weapon. 

The  altered  sight  recommended  by  a  board  of  officers,  aitpointed  for 
the  purpose  in  1879,  was  approved  and  an  appropriation  for  its  pur- 
chase passed  the  Legislature,  but  failed  to  receive  the  approval  of  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor ;  its  use,  however,  is  pemitted. 

The  new  sight  differs  from  the  one  in  general  use,  principally,  in 
the  opening  of  the  leaf,  which  is  extended  as  far  as  possible  vertically 
to  allow  more  room  for  windage  with  a  sliding  bar  which  admits  of

ntroduction  of  rifle  practice  for  the  National  Qnard

Elsewhere  in  the  same  report  he  said: 

"But  it  is  not  only  cartridges  that  soldiers  require  to  mab 
good  shots.  They  can  be  compelled  to  fire,  but  cannot  be 
into  becoming  fine  marksmen.  They  must  be  encouraged  to 
with  the  rifle  correctly  by  receiving  consideration  and  reward  f 
skill. 

"  They  must  be  Eiimnlated  to  make  their  best  efforts  by  th 
cation  of  what  they  do,  and  what  others  iu  the  same  departmi 
division  are  doing. 

"By  sending  the  few  best  of  each  company  annually  to  dep 
head -quarters;  by  sending  the  eight  or  ten  best  shots  among  th 
to  division  hoad-([uarters;  and  by  sending  the  twelve  (13) 
these  to  Oreedmoor,  where  they  may  see  and  learn  all  that  ia , 
rifle  practice,  and  where,  if  successful,  they  will  receive  the  a 
edgmcnts  of  the  country  and  the  government, 

"  The  order  of  the  General  of  the  army  last  yejir  to  send  a 
rifle  men  to  Creedmoor  produced  instant  enthusiasm  through 
division," 

And  again : 

"  Oonsidering  the  results  in  rifle  practice  brought  about,  in 
measure,  by  the  prospect  extended  to  the  whole  army  of  entei 
great  National  rifle  contest  at  Creedmoor,  whereby  the  sc 
encouraged  to  make  progress  whteb  no  routine  instrnction  ci 
him  to  do,  the  government,  when  it  ordered  the  army  to  be  rep; 
there  by  a  team  from  each  division,  may  be  congratulate 
adopting  an  economic  measure  of  astonishing  proportions." 

I  quote  from  the  Army  and  Navy  Journaf^f  summary  of  th 
of  Colonel  and  Brevet  Brigadier-General  N,  H.  Davis,  luspecl 
eral  of  the  Division  of  the  Atlantic,  U.  S.  A. : 

"There  is  no  military  organization, argues  General  Davis,  t 
prove  eo  formidable  on  the  fleld  of  battle  aa  that  of  well-die 
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infau try  (including  all  troops  acting  as  such),  properly  and  thoroughly 
iastrocted,  at  short  and  long  range,  with  the  improved  arms  of  pre- 
cision, supplied  at  the  present  day.  Short  would  be  the  life  of  one  of  our 
field  batteries  exposed  to  a  fire  of  a  line  of  skirmishers,  eighty  per  cent 
of  whose  shots  at  ranges  of  500  to  1,000  yards  would  hit  the  bull's  eye, 
and  the  target  at  much  greater  distances.  But  the  destructive  effect 
of  infantry  fire  stops  not  at  1,000  or  2,000  yards,  for  the  rifles  now 
miwie  throw  their  projectiles  a  distance  of  3,500  and  3,700  yards  (two 
miles,  with  a  penetration  of  seven  inches).  It  is  only  necessary, 
therefore,  to  know  the  direction  and  distances  of  the  enemy  within 
their  range  to  be  able  to  pour  into  the  masses,  camps  and  ranks,  a 
destructive  "  vertical "  fire.  And  even  now  the  maximum  results  of 
rifle  practice  has  undoubtedly  not  yet  been  reached.  While  machine 
guns  will  no  doubt,  as  they  should,  form  a  part  of  field  batteries,  they 
will  also.  General  Davis  thinks,  constitute  a  part  of  the  infantry  line, 
and  add  to  its  effective  fire. 

"  General  Davis  urges  the  importance  of  continued  rifle  practice  in 
the  army,  and  of  increasing  its  efficiency  in  this  respect,  and  suggests 
that  the  matter  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  with  a  view 
to  obtaining  the  needed  appropriations  for  affording  increased  facilities 
for  practice  througliout  the  army,  and  for  awarding  suitable  prizes  for 
successful  competition  in  matches  that  may  be  established  therein. 

"A  school  for  rifle  target  practice  and  all  kinds  of  musketry  firing 
applicable  to  a  field  of  battle -is,  he  thinks,  needed  to  properly  instruct 
the  soldier  in  the  principles  involved  in  rifle  shooting,  and  insure  that 
proficiency  and  confidence  in  the  use  of  his  weapon,  so  earnestly 
desired  to  make  him  effective  and  give  him  a  proper  knowledge 
respecting  his  ammunition,  and,  when  necessary,  how  to  prepare 
it  in  loading  shells.  This  school  should  be  for  cavalry  foot,  artillery, 
infantry,  and  for  cavalry.  In  the  future  tavalry  will.  General  Pavis 
believes,  in  a  great  measure  become  virtually  mounted  infantry,  the 
monnt  subserving  the  purpose  of  more  rapid  transportation.  The 
sabre,  as  well  as  the  bayonet,  for  guard  and  garrison  duties  has,  in 
General  Davis'  opinion,  by  the  introduction  of  improved  breecb-load- 
ing  rifles,  become  nearly  or  quite  obsolete  as  a  weapon  of  offense  and 
defense.  General  Davis  further  recommends  that  some  suitable  place 
l)e  selected  to  be  garrisoned  as  a  military  post,  for  the  establishment  of  a 
school  of  rifle  practice  of  all  kinds  for  the  different  arms  of  the  ser- 
vice, and  for  general  instruction ;  that  as  many  troops  be  sent  to  it  for 
instruction  as  is  practicable,  and  that  annually  prize  matches  classi- 
fied according  to  ranges,  and  the  different  kinds  of  firing,  be  shot  for; 
that  suitable  buildings  be  erected  to  accommodate  officers,  men,  stores, 
etc. ;  also  that  recruits  be  sent  as  far  as  practicable  to  this  school 
before  joining  their  companies  and  regiments." 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  report  of  Brevet  Colonel  H.  G. 
Litchfield,  captain  Second  Artillery,  TJ.  S.  A.,  "on  special  duty  in 
connection  with  rifle  practice  "  to  Major-General  Hancock,  command- 
ing Department  of  the  East,  October  1, 1880: 

*'  It  may  be  stated  that,  among  those  well  qualified  to  judge,  it  is 
agreed  that  thise  few  days  or  weeks  at  Creedmoor  in  team  practice  are 
of  more  practical  value  to  officers  and  intelligent  non-commissioned 
oflScers,  and  through  them  to  the  army  generally,  than  would  be 
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months  of.  the  theory  and  practice  copied  from  the  musketry  sdhools 
of  Europe. 

"  Skill  in  marksmanship  is  attained  only  through  the  higher  schools 
of  wide  experience.  It  is  doubtless  the  shortest  and  most  inexpensive 
way  to  excellence  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  to  first  show  officers  arid  men 
what  may  be  accomplished  with  their  arm,  what  its  capabilities  are, 
then  afford  opportunity  and  encouragement,  when  proficiency  may  be 
surely  expected  to  follow."        *         *         »      ,  *        *         *         * 

"The  individual  efforts  of  officers  and  men  can  only  bring  excel- 
lence up  to  the  limit  of  the  facilities  afforded  them,  and  if  we  are  to 
keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  affe,  proper  encouragement  and 
reward  for  proficiency  in  marksmanship  and  individual  excellence 
should  be  of  the  most  liberal  character." 

To  these  remarks  I  would  add,  by  way  of  amplification,  that  a  judi- 
cious system  of  rewards  is  quite  necessary  to  insure  painstaking.  The 
horse  can  be  led  to  the  water,  but  cannot  be  made  to  drink.  Men  can 
be  compelled  to  fire,  but  must  be  induced  to  aim.  Interest  is  an  essen- 
tial factor  in  marksmanship. 

Brigadier- General  ^.  N.  Ben6t,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  U-  S.  A,,  has 
recently  published,  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  a  paper  on 
**Our  Militia,  and  How  to  Improve  It,"  read  before  the  Royal  United 
Service  Institution,  with  the  discussion  which  ensued,  which  shows 
the  growing  importance  which  this  subject  is  assuming  in  Great  Britain. 
The  lecturer,  Col,  G.  G.  Walker,  commanding  Scottish  Borderers 
Militia,  remarked : 

**The  proper  use  of  his  rifle  is  the  chief  duty  of  the  infantry 
soldier,  and  I  am  bound  to  confess,  that  wc  commanding  officers  of 
militia,  anxious  to  make  the  best  apppearauce  at  inspection,  always 
hard  pressed  for  time,  and  liable,  at  least,  till  recently,  to  be  inspected 
by  officers  of  thd  old  school^  to  whom  musketry  was  an  abomination, 
have  not  always  made  the  most  of  the  very  meagre  means  at  our 
disposal."        *.  **  *  ^  *  *♦ 

"A  new  system  of  musketry  instruction  for  the  militia  has  recently 
been  decided  on."         *  *  *  ♦  *  ♦  * 

"  I  was  much  struck  in.  studying  the  musketrv  retreat  of  General 
Vinoy's  column  after  the  disaster  of  Sedan,  by  reading  that  his  reserve 
men,  recently  incorporated  in  the  ranks,  were  receiving  their  first  les- 
sons with  the  chassepot  on  the  glacis. 

"  This  is  precisely  what  would  happen,  and  what  ought,  by  no  possi- 
bility, to  be  allowed  to  happen,  were  our  militia  reserve  men  suddenly 
called  on  for  service." 

Colonel  Sir  Lumley  Graham  remarked: 

"  The  British  soldier,  or  any  soldier,  is  nothing  without  under- 
standing the  use  of  his  rifle."  *  ♦  *  *  ♦ 

Colonel  Walker  said  that  a  large  number  of  battalions  have  no  mus- 
ketry instructor,  I  fancy  there  is  another  very  great  difficulty,  in  some 
cases  regiments  have  no  range  to  practice  at"  *  *  ♦<  With  the  regular 
solder,  unless  training  were  carried  on  regularly,  year  by  year,  he  would 
soon  forget  the  use  of  his  rifle,  and  I  think  the  same  will  apply  to  the 
militia." 

Major-Generul  A.  Cunningham  Robertson,  C.  B.,  added: 

"  Inducements  for  militiamen  to  form  voluntary  squads  for  rifle 
practice  might  be  a  small  premium  to  each  man  who  made  a  certain 
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if  points,  and  a  few  prizes  at  the  end  of  the  season."  *  *

(c.)  After  an  interval  of  rest,  commandants  will  instruct  their  commands  for 
some  ten  minutes  in  the  motions  of  volley  firing,  with  special  reference  to 
accuracy  of  aim,  and  particularly  the  giving  of  the  commands  with  such  uniformity 
and  cadence  as  will  enable  this  to  be  secured.  (See  §  304,  Manual.)  During 
this  portion  of  the  drill  the  men  will  be  taught  to  fire  effectively  at  the  word  of 
command,  while  standing,  kneeling  or  lying  down  in  ranks,  wide  strips  of  matting 
being  used  for  the  lying  down  drul  in  armories. 

II.  Regimental  and  battalion  commandants  will  so  arrange  the  company  drills 
mentioned  in  paragraph  I  of  this  order,  that  their  inspectors  of  rifle  practice 
may  be  able  to  attend  at  least  the  first  of  these  drills  in  each  company,  and  report 
upon  the  same  through  the  usual  channels  to  Brigadier-Gkneral  Alfred  C. 
Barnes,  Greneral  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice.  In  cases  of  separate  companies 
attached  to  division  or  brigade  head-quarters,  the  division  or  brigade  commandants 
will  arrange  for  such  drills  so  that  their  respective  division  or  brigade  inspectors  of 
rifle  practice  may,  if  practicable,  attend  at  least  the  first,  and  similarly  report 
upon  the  same.  But  when  not  practicable — as  traveling  expenses  and  pay  will 
not  be  allowed — the  commandants  of  such  separate  companies  will  make  the 
required  reporL  The  inspectors  of  rifle  practice,  present  at  such  drills,  will  aid 
the  commanding  oflScer  in  the  instruction  of  his  command,  whenever  so  reqaested 
to  do. 

m.  Regimental  commanders  will  see  that  their  company  oflicers  thoroughly 
understand  the  method  of  instruction  above  prescribed,  and  will  cause  sacn 
of  them  as  are  not  familiar  therewith  to  be  assembled  for  instruction  by  them, 
assisted  by  the  redmen t  al  i nspeoto rs.  Regimen  tal  i nspectors  are  specially  charged 
with  the  instruction  of  recruits. 

IV.  Information  having  reached  Uiese  head-quarters  that  marksmen's  badges 
issued  by  the  State  are  frequently  loaned  to  be  worn  by  unauthorized  persons, 
such  practice  is  hereby  forbidden.

— Each  organization  located  more  than  three  miles  from 
its  range  will  be  allowed  to  draw  for  one  transportation  to  and  from  such  range 
for  each  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  therein  as  shown  by  its 
quarterly  return  for  April,  1880.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment, 
battalion,  separate  company  of  infantry  or  troop  of  cavalry,  sending  a  team 
to  Creedmoor  to  compete  for  the  State  prizes  for  infantry  and  cavalry,  will  be 
allowed  one  transportation  to  and  from  Creedmoor  for  each  member  of  such 
team  (excluding  all  substitutes  and  attendants),  provided  requisition  therefor, 
duly  approved  by  intermediate  commanders,  is  received  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  time  fixed  for  such  competition.  Under  no  circumstances  %vill  other 
expenses  connected  with  teams  competing  in  any  match  be  defrayed  from  the 
military  fund  of  the  State  during  the  current  year. 

IV.  Requisitions  for  ammunition  and  transportation  will  be  made  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  and  Acting  Assistant-Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral,  signed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization,  approved  by  inter- 
mediate commanders,  and  forw^arded  by  division  commanders  direct  to  Brigadier- 
General  Daniel  D.  Wylie,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  corner  Thirty-fifth  street  and 
Seventh  avenue.  New  York  city,  who  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  supplying 
ammunition  and  transportation  within  the  limits  herein  prescribed,  who  will 
issue  one-half  of  the  allowance  of  ammunition  to  each  organization  on  receipt 
of  the  requisition,  and  the  remainder  on  receipt  by  him  of  the  shells  of  the 
first  issue.  He  will,  on  the  second  issue,  make  a  deduction  from  the  allowance 
to  each  organization  of  one  cartridge  from  every  three  shells  not  returned  of 
first  issue,  or  returned  in  bad  order. 

V.  In  approving  requisitions,  division  and  subordinate  commanders  will  exer- 
cise discretion,  so  as  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  economy  of  ammunition  and 
expenditure  for  transportation,  and  generally  to  secure  the  best  possible  results 
within  the  limits  herein  prescribed  for  both.

I.  The  following  is  published  for  the  guidance  of  the  National  Guard  in  the 
closing  of  the  rifle  practice  of  this  year. 

II.  All  rifle  practice  will  close  on  November  6,  1880,  and  the  decorations  of 
1879  (excepting  the  [silver  or  veteran  badge,  and  decorations  with  three  or 
more  bars,  belonging  to  officers  or  men  who  have  been  discharged),  must  be 
collected  by  commandants  and  returned  to  the  Department  of  Rifle  Practice,  80 
Nassau  street.  New  York,  on  or  before  November  20th,  1880.  They  should  be 
accompanied  by  an  invoice  and  a  return  showing  number  sent,  and  if  any  are 
missing,  they  should  be  specifically  accounted  for.  (See  Special  Orders,  No.  13, 
c.  s.)  The  issue  of  new  decorations  will  be  in  the  order  of  the  receipt  of  com- 
plete returns  of  old  ones,  and  receipt  of  requisitions,  which  must  accompany  the 
annual  returns. 

III.  Returns  of  rifle  practice  for  1880  are  to  be  made  upon  the  blanks  last 
issued  from  the  Department  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  returns  irom  regiments,  bat- 
talions, separate  companies  of  infantry  and  troops  of  cavalry  attached  to  brigade 
head-quarters  are  to  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  being  retained  at  brigade,  and  one 
at  division  head-quarters,  and  one  forwarded  to  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice.  They  must  be  sent  in  to  the  brigade  commander  on  or  before  Novem- 
ber 15th.  (Revised  Regulations,  sec.  591.)  Reports  of  brigades,  and  of  all 
troops  and  separate  companies  reporting  direct  to  the  head-quarters  of  any  divi- 
sion, are  to  be  in  duplicate,  and  must  be  made  on  or  before  November  20tli. 
(Reg.,  sec.  592.)  Division  reports  must  be  made  on  or  before  December  1st 
(Beg.,  sec.  593)  to  the  General  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice.

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rv.  The  annual  list  of  marksmen  will  be  published  in  orders  from  general 
head-quarters  as  soon  as  posvsible  after  December  Ist,  and  all  names  not  reported 
bv  that  date  will  be  omitted.  Brigade  and  division  reports  are  to  be  forwarded 
on  the  specified  date,  even  if  incomplete  from  the  faihire  of  subordinate  organi- 
zations to  forward  their  reports  in  time.  i 

V.  Special  pains  should  be  taken  that  the  names  of  the  marksmen  are  written 
so  plainly  a»  to  prevent  mistakes  in  printing  them  in  General  Orders. 

VI.  Each  regimental  inspector  of  rifle  practice  is  required  to  see  that  the" 
'* Classification  List"  of  each  ot  the  companies  of  his  regiment  is  written  up, 
that  it  conforms  to  the  regimental  report,  and  that  it  is  conspicuously  displayed 
in  tie  company  room  until  the  close  of  next  season's  practice.  The  several 
brigade  and  division  inspectors  of  rifle  practice  are  charged  with  a  similar  duty 
in  the  case  of  the  companies  or  troops  reporting  directly  to  their  head-quarters. 

VII.  Inspectors  of  rifle  practice  are  requested,  in  forwarding  their  returns, 
to  report  the  general  condition  of  rifle  practice  in  their  respective  regiments, 
brigades  or  divisions.  Those  belonging  to  divisions,  other  than  tlie  first  and 
second,  are  also  requested  to  report  the  condition  of  the  various  ranges  which 
htippen  to  be  located  within  their  military  districts,  and  *the  extent  to  which 
they  have  been,  used  by  the  commands  during  the  past  year.

The  practice  of  the  Seventh  Regiment  in  rifle  practice  at  Creedmoor,  on 
August  12th  ult.,  pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  15,  c.  s.,  though  irregular  in 
the  particular  of  a  reversal  of  the  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  order  by  the 
execution  of  the  volley  and  file  firing,  prior  to  the  instruction  in  individual 
practice,  still,  as  both  were  accomplished,  without  either  practice  touching  on 
the  other,  the  irregularity  mentioned  is  deemed  to  bet  merely  technical,  and  the 
practice  of  the  regiment  will  not  be  questioned  in  this  regard  on  that  occasion.

General  —  Referring  you  to  reports  of  regimental  inspectors  of  rifle  practice, 
for  the  ground  covered  and  the  work  done  by  their  respective  commands,  I  beg 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  Fifth,  Twelfth  and  Twenty-second,  Infantry,  which 
constituted  the  First  Brigade,  during  the  rifle  practice  season  of  1880.  I  was 
present  and  superintended  the  practice  for  the  '*  marksman's  badge,"  on  June 
7th,  as  -well  as  on  all  other  days  assigned  this  brigade  for  general  practice,  and 
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can  say  conBdeDtly  that  the  discipline  of  the  brigade  at  Creedmoor,  and  especially 
while  at  the  firing  points,  was  second  to  none. 

The  list  of  marksmen  i«  very  small  this  year  compared  to  that  of  1879,  and 
this  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  two  days  were  required  to  qualify  a  man  as  a 
marksman,  and  it  being  almost  impossible  for  many  of  the  men  (who  are  mostly 
mechanics)  to  obtain  the  leave  of  their  employers,  and  to  Ibse  their  pay. 

The  great  feature  of  the  season  was  the  introduction  of  the  firing  in  mass, 
which  seemed  to  meet  with  the  univei-sal  approval  of  both  officers  and  men,  who 
could  not  speak  in  too  strong  terms  of  tne  advantages  gained  by  it,  and  who 
felt  that  the  leal  idea  of  rifle  practice  hed  been  reached  at  last.  I  may  sUile 
here  that  I  concur  fully  with  thej^e  ideas,  and  think  that  if  the  class  practice 
were  abolished,  except  for  recruits,  and  the  file  and  volley  firing  substituted,  a 
change  for  the  better  would  be  assured.  By  allowing  each  man  but  one  oppor- 
tunity to  win  bis  decoration,  its  intrinsic  value  would  naturally  be  more  than 
doubled,  besides  making  it  possible  for  a  regiment  to  complete  its  entire  practice 
in  a  single  day,  which  seems  to  be  the  general  desire. 

During  June  last  I  applied  for  the  rifle  and  ammunition  allowed  me  as 
Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  and  which  was  never  furnished,  as  a  consequence  I 
have,  failed  to  qualify. 

As  the  regimental  reports  of  the  Fifth  and  Eleventh,  Infantry,  have  not  been 
received  to  date,  I  am  unable  to  finish  my  brigade  report.

General  —  The  rifle  practice  of  this  division  during  the  past  year  does  not, 
taken  as  a  whole,  compare  favorably  with  that  of  last  year. 

For  this  result  there  are  several  reasons  which  may  be  as<«igned,  for,  although 
the  conduct  of  the  practice  as  laid  down  in  General  Orders  No.  15,  c.  s.,  from 
general  head-quarters,  has  had  the  effect  of  making  it  much  more  difficult  to 
attain  the  figures  of  last  year,  still,  upon  an  analysis  of  the  accompanying  table, 
which  I  have  compiled  according  to  my  usual  custom,  it  will  be  found  that  the 
main  cause,  and  one  which  was  not  anticipated,  has  been  the  large  increase  of 
fourth  class  shots,  the  drones  in  the  regimental  hive  who  have  managed  to 
increase  their  number  aa  high  as  twenty-nine  per  cent  in  some  of  the  organi- 
zations. 

This  has  been,  as  one  can  readily  understand  by  looking  at  the  table,  the 
main  drawback,  but  nevertheless  the  same  figure  of  merit  could  not  be  attained 
this  year  ms  last  with  the  same  amount  of  work,  the  difficulty  of  making 
** marksmen"  being  the  main  cause  of  the  difference. 

A  very  good  illustration  of  this  is  to  be  had  in  the  case  of  the  Forty-seventh 
Regiment,  and  of  Troop  D,  Cavalry.  In  the  case  of  the  Forty-seventh  Regi- 
men tj  the  number  of  first,  second  and  third  class  shoLs  aggregated  last  year  179. 
while  this  they  rua  up  to  237,  beinj?  an  increase  of  58,  while  the  strength  of 
the  regiment  has  increased  but  21 ;  the  decrease  of  the  fourth  class  shots  is  three 
per  cent,  in  face  of  which  the  decrease  of  figure  of  merit  is  three  per  cent. 
Troop  D  had  last  year  35  first,  second  and  third  class  shots;  this  year  they  have 
38;  increase  of  strength  four;  dei^rease  of  fourth  class  shots  four  per  ceni : 
decrease  of  figure  of  merit  one-half  per  cent. 

It  would  thus  appear  that  the  difficulty  of  making  *'markv<men''  necessarily 
reduces  the  figure,  but  still  the  fourth  class  is  the  large  factor,  though  I  am  very 
stongly  inclined  to  bi*lieve  that  the  increase  of  this  cla.«is  is,  in  a  large  m^-a-uir. 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  large  number?  of  the  men  would  rather  be  c<^urt 
martialed,  and  fined,  than  go  twice  to  the  range  for  the  purpose  of  winning  the 
decoration,  their  situation  in  business  being  such  that  they  cannot  afford  to  give 
more  than  one  day  to  practice.

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Fruui  ilie  above  table  it  would  appear,  by  comparison,  that  among  the  iniiantry 
organizations,  the  Forty-seventh  and  Fourteenth  Regiments  have  done  the  best 
work,  while  of  the  troops,  armed  with  carbines,  Troop  D  is  far  in  advance ;  they 
being  the  only  organization  besides  the  Forty -seventh  Regiment  which  has  suc- 
ceeded in  reducing  the  number  of  fourth  class  shots. 
The  largest  increase  of  fourth  class  infantry  shols  is  in  the  Thirteenth  Regi- 
.  ment,  where,  in  mv  judgment,  they  should  have  been  less  than  last  year.  The 
practice  of  this  regiment  has  not  been  in  the  least  satisfactory. 

The  application  for  practice  at  Rockaway  was  favorably  indorsed  by  the 
division  commander,  upon  the  assurance  of  such  proper  provision  as  the  division 
inspector  of  rifle  practice  considered  necessary  for  a  successful  completion  of  the 
practice,  predicated  of  course  on  their  being  able  to  select  a  proper  range  site. 
Theconditions  stipulated  in  detail  by  the  division  inspector  were  not  carried  out; 
the  range  was  most  miserably  located ;  the  targets  were  insuflScient,  they  were 
transparent,  having  no  backing  whatever ;  the  firing  points  were  beyond  descrip- 
tion poor,  and  only  approached  through  water  ankle  deep. 

The  ground  occupied  for  this  range  was  selected  during  my  absence  from  the 
city,  and  the  condition  of  things  only  came  to  my  knowledge  after  it  was  too 
late  to  apply  a  remedy ;  had  I  known  the  condition  of  affairs  before  the  regi- 
ment went  into  camp,  I  should  have  done  my  utmost  to  have  had  the  condition 
of  things  changed,  or  the  order  for  practice  countermanded. 

A  few  hours'  work  of  a  small  detail  would  have  made  quite  a  difference  in  both 
the  manner  and  the  result  of  the  practice,  besides  keeping  up  the  discipline.  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  rifle  practice  of  the  regiment,  at  Camp  Cornell, 
was  more  of  a  farce  than  any  thing  else,  and  was,  as  results  show,  a  miserable 
failure. 

ThAt  this  is  in  no  degree  due  to  eithei*  the  acting  brigade  inspector  of  rifle 
practice,  Major  James  L.  Farley,  Fourteenth  Regiment,  or  to  Captain  Thompson, 
the  regimental  inspector,  then  just  commissioned,  I  am  fully  satisfied  —  tKey  did 
all  that  lay  in  their  power ^ to  pull  the  regiment  out  of  the  slough;  and  to  Dr. 
Parley,  whose  duties  in  the  brigade  were  then  very  numerous,  the  thanks  of  the 
Department  are  due  for  his  faithful  discharge  of  this  onerous  duty. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  practice  of  the  regiment  while 
in  camp,  by  which  it  will  appear  that  }>ui  one  line  officer  was  present,  or  present 
practicing,  and  but  two  from  the  staff,  one  of  whom  was  the  inspector  of  rifle 
practice,  and  the  other  the  adjutant;  while  of  at  least  629  fourth  class  shots  in 
the  regiment,  upon  its  going  into  camp,  but  193  appeared  for  practice.  The 
above  facts  are  sufficient  of  themselves,  without  my  adding  reasons  or  remarks. 

So  far  as  I  know  no  acceptable  reasons  have  ever  been  assigned  by  Colonel 
Aasten  for  the  unprecedented  absence  of  ofl^cers  and  men,  amounting  in  the  case 
of  Company  0  to  eighty-five  per  cent. 
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The  interest  taken  by  commanding  officers  is  generally  an  index  of  the  spirit 
of  the  regiment;  they  are  the  eyes  and  the  head  through  which  the  regiment 
sees  and  understands.  As  fair  examples  of  such  cases  I  would  instance  Colonels 
McLeer  and  Brownell  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Forty -seventh  Regimen  t*,  respect- 
ively;, they  are  both  warm  friends  of  rifle  practice,  though  not  agreeing  with 
the  Department  on  all  points,  and  feeling  fully  the  drawbacks,  still  they  are  work- 
ers for  the  best  results,  and  their  organizations  show  the  best  comparative  results 
in  individual  practice  and  the  best  work  actually  in  volley  and  file-firing,  the 
result  in  that  practice  showing  it  would  be  a  remarkable  body  of  men  that  could 
stand  before  either. 

VoUey  andjile-jiring. — For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  country  has  this 
important  feature  been  taught,  practically,  in  the  National  Guard. 

I  am  fully  impressed  with  its  great  importance,  and  feel  fully  the  necessity  of 
its  incorporation  with  individual  practice  in  the  figure  of  merit;  first,  because 
of  its  being  a  large  and  important  branch  of  the  practice,  and  second,  because, 
as  a  result  of  individual  practice,  it  shows  the  degree  of  efficiency  attained ;  it 
would,  of  course,  have  the  effisct  of  increasing  the  care  of  both  officers  and  men 
by  becoming  such  an  element.  My  views  on  this  subject  are,  however,  well 
known  to  you  and  need  not  be  extended  here,  and  I  will,  therefore,  confine  my- 
self to  giving  my  views  on  the  subject  of  computing  a  figure  of  merit,  and  my 
reasons  for  them.  The  brigade  inspectors  are  in  full  accord  with  me  on  the  im- 
portance of  this  subject,  and  the  justice  and  expediency  of  a  compiitation  which 
shall  include  it,  and  I  would  respectfully  caU  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the 
report  of  Major  Morris  B.  Farr,  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice,  Eleventh  Brigade, 
which  gives  it  consideration.  While  I  cannot  f^ree  with  him  in  the  matter, 
still  it  deserves  the  most  careful  consideration,  especially  as  emanating  from  an 
officer  who  has  given  rifle  practice  constant  thought. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  figure  of  merit  in  volley  and  file-firing  be 
computed  in  one  of  the  following  ways:  First,  by  taking  the  percentage  of  pos- 
sible score  by  those  shooting:  second,  by  taking'the  percentage  of  possible  score 
that  could  be  made  by  all  those  in  an  organization  who  would  be  entitled  to 
shoot,  that  is,  the  strength  of  the  organization  less  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
staff  and  company  sergeants.  That,  either  way,  the  result  should  be  added  to 
the  figure  of  merit,  computed,  as  now,  on  the  basis  of  individual  practice,  and 
the  average  taken  as  the  final  figure. 

I  would  recommend  tliat  the  basis  of  hits  be  not  taken  in  the  computations, 
and  that  in  no  way  shall  a  result  arrived  at  in  that  practice  be  added  to  the  figure 
of  merit  ascertained  from  the  results  of  individual  practice,  except  for  the  purpose 
of  striking  an  average  between  the  two. 

My  reason  for  the  first  objection  is  that  the  instruction  is  for  the  purpose  of 
accomplishing  a  certain  result  which  has  perfection  as  its  standard,  and  a  two 
feet  bulls-eye  as  its  representative,  and  not  the  six  feet  high  target  which  is  prac- 
tically for  showing  the  deviation. 

It  cannot  be  assumed  that  Captain  Smith's  company,  which  puts  its  shots  all 
over  the  target,  though  getting  them  all  in,  is  equal  to  Captain  Brown's  com- 
pany, that  not  only  puts  them  all  on  but  all  in  the  bulls-eye;  consequently,  we 
should  find,  that  if  hits  were  taken  as  a  basis,  that  a  great  injustice  would  be 
done  Brown's  company  by  declaring  a  poorer  one  to  be  their  equals,  besides 
which  it  would  discourage  Brown  and  his  men,  which  of  necessity  would  result 
in  lowering  the  work.  If  a  basis  of  hits  is  to  be  taken,  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  proportions  of  a  platoon  of  men  be  marked  or  stenciled  on 
the  targets,  and  all  hits  outside  of  such  lines  be  counted  as  misses. 

It  is  plain  that  outer  hits  in  such  case  would  not  be  wortli  over  fifty  per  cent 
of  what  they  are  now,  because,  certainly,  every  other  hit  would  be  counted  as  a 
miss. 

Any  such  thing  as  assuming  the  practice  target  to  be  equal  to  three  second- 
class  targets,  because  it  presents  three  times  the  area,  is  a  mistake,  in  my  judg- 
ment, because  the  conditions  are  different  in  the  manner  of  shooting,  and  because 
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the  increase  is  laterally  only,  ia  which  direction,  in  my  observation  of  this  prac- 
tice, the  deviation  is  least. 

As  to  the  other  objection,  it  is  plain  that  if  100,  or  the  maximum  result  attain- 
able, should  be  reached,  and  96  has  already  been,  any  figure  then  added  would 
appear  aijsurd,  and  only  by  changing  our  perfection  standard  from  time  to  time 
could  it  be  worked  at  all.  Below  I  give  a  table  which  is  compiled  in  tiie  three 
ways :

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Iiwill  be  noticed  that  the  standing  of  the  three  organizations,  which  practiced 
on  both  days,  is  relatively  the  same  in  each  computation,  but  that  in  the  third 
computation  the  two  with  one  day's  practice  each  fall  very  low,  and  if  they  per- 
formed no  duty  in  mass-firing  their  individual  figure  of  merit  would  sufiFer  great 
disaster. 

In  the  fall  meeting  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  only  two  teams  from  the 
division  were  entered,  one  from  the  Twenty-third  Regiment  and  ttie  from  the 
Fourteenth  Regiment,  under  the  respective  commands  of  Major  J.  B.  Frotbing- 
haro  and  Major  James  L.*  Farley. 

The  matches  in  which  they  entered,  and  their  score,  are  as  follows :

The  cavalry  organizations  entered  no  teams,  as  from  the  nature  of  the  pro- 
gramme they  did  not  feel  warranted  in  so  doing. 

I  have  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  necessity  of 
having  such  a  State  arm  as  will  enahle  our  National  Guard  to  use  the  govern- 
ment ammunition  ;  the  wisdom  of  a  change  which  will  accomplish  this  result  I 
have  before  expressed  myself  freely  on. 

The  armory  facilities  of  the  division  remain  practically  the  same  as  last  report; 
I  shall  inspect  them  all  early  in  January. 

With  regard  to  the  regimental  inspectors  of  rifle  practice,  I  can  fully  indorse 
all  that  Major  Farr  has  said  on  the  subject^  so  far  as  I  have  knowledge ;  as  to 
those  of  the  Fifth  Brigade,  I  can  vouch  for  personally. 

I  have  reason,  also,  to  believe  that  the  recently  appointed  inspector  of  the 
Fifth  Brigade  will  prove  the  wisdom  of  Greneral  Christensen's  choice  before  the 
close  of  the  coming  season ;  in  fact  I  can  say  for  Major  Weber,  that  so  far  as  his 
supervision  of  the  practice  of  the  brigade  has  extended,  he  has  done  excellently 
well.

One  marksman's  day  (June  10),  participated  in  by  the  Twenty-third,  Thirty- 
second  and  Forty -seventh  Regiments,  Infantry  j  one  marksman's  day  (June  17), 
participated  in  by  Gattling  Battery  N  and  Separate  Troop  G,  Cavalry ;  one  day 
of  practice  for  the  marksman's  decoration  (September  10),  by  the  officers  of 
brigade  head-quarters ;  two  general  practice  days  (July  22,  September  2),  by 
Twenty-third  Regiment,  Infantry ;  two  general  practice  days  (June  24,  iSeptember 
6),  by  Thirty-second  Regiment,  Infantry;  two  general  practice  days  (July  9, 
September  27),  by  Forty-seventh  Regiment,  Infantry;  twO  joint  general  practice 
days  (July  26,  August  30),  by  Gattling  Battery  N  and  Separate  Troop  G, 
Cavalry;  one  day  of  special  practice  (November  4),  for  troops  armed  with  car- 
bines, availed  of  by  the  Gattling  Battery  ;  one  day  of  special  practice  (November 
5),  for  infantry  organizations,  availed  o("  by  Twenty-third,  Thirty-second  and 
Forty-seventh  Regiments.  Making  In  all  thirteen  days  on  which  the  range  at 
Creedmoor  has  been  wholly  or  partially  occupied  by  the  several  organizations  of 
this  brigade. 

The  number  of  officers  and  soldiers  actually  shooting  ovef  the  range  in  class 
practice  or  directly  for  the  marksman's  decoration  during  the  season  aggregates

For  convenience  of  comparison,  I  append  the  numbers  practicing  in  1879,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  brigade  head-quarters  and  the 
Forty-seventh  Regiment^  Infantry,  every  organization  shows  a  decrease  in  the 
number  practicing,  and  consequently  an  increase  in  its  number  of  fourth  class 
shots;  the  total  for  the  brigade  of  officers  and  men  not  practicing  standing  at 
198,  to  which  must  be  added  35  for  increase  in  strength,*  since  previous  inspec- 
tion, making  an  aggregate  decrease  of  233.

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inspectors  of  rifle  practice.  Captaia  Alvah-G.  Brown,  I.  R.  P.,  Forty-seventh 
Regiment,  is  one  of  the  most  assiduous,  faithful  and  painstaking  officers  I  have 
ever  known ;  and  were  it  within  the  power  of  the  Department  to  confer  a 
special  decoration  upon  an  oflScer  for  long  and  faithful  service,  I  should  take 
^eaX  pleasure  in  recommending  Captain  Brown  for  that  distinction.  Captain 
Charles  Vorgang,  I.  R.  P.,  Thirty-second  Regiment,  though  younger  in  com- 
mission, has  equal  claims  to  recognition  as  an  officer  of  tried  ability,  earnest  in 
the  performance  of  every  duty,  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  his  regiment. 
The  fact  that  Captain  Yorgang  has  been  successful  in  improving  the  standing  of 
the  men  of  the  Thirty-second,  intrusted  to  his  care  on  the  range,  is  an  earnest 
of  his  fitness  for  the  position  and  ability  as  an  instructor.  Captain  Walter  N. 
Walker,  I.  R,  P.,  Twenty-third  Regiment,  has  fulfilled  the  promise  of  his  first 
season,  as  an  energetic  officer,  and'  has  made  an  excellent  record  on  the  range 
during  the  season  just  past.  The  interests  of  the  battery  and  troops  have  been 
carefiuly  and  effectively  looked  after  by  First  Lieutenant  William  H.  H.  Tyson, 
and  First  Lieutenant  Anton  Behlen,  respecuvely. 

Volley  akd  Filk-Pirino. 

This  brigade  had  the  honor  of  instituting  practice  in  volley  and  file-firing,  the' 
Thirty-second  Regiment,  Infantry,  being  me  first  organization  in  the  National 
Guard  to  essay  "  firing  in  mass*'  (June  24),  and  with  so  pronounced  success  as 
to  constitute  a  brilliant  augury  for  the  future,  of  what  cannot  be  regarded  other- 
wise than  as  thf  most  important  .event  looking  to  the  improvement  of  the 
National  Guard  which  has  transpired  since  the  introduction  of  rifle  practice. 
That  augury  has  been  abundantly  fulfilled. 

It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  the  excellent  work  done  in  this  es- 
pecial direction  should  be  suffered  to  pass  without  the  recognition  commensurate 
with  its  importance.  Taking  the  place  of  a  certain  portion  of  time  heretofore  devoted 
to  individual  practice  it  is  entitled  to,  and  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in 
estimating  the  "figure  of  merit."     The  basis  of  calculation  laid  down  by  the 
Department  in  the  consolidated  return  is  not  onl^  misleading  as  to  the  efficiency 
of  an  organization,  but  puts  upon  record  a  positive  injustice.     It  requires  shght 
argument  to  demonstyite  that  the  effectiveness  of  a  hundred  shots  projected 
Id  volley   against  a  mob   is  in  precise  proportion   to  the  number  of   rioters 
killed  or  disabled  thereby.     The  shot  that  goes  through  Jones'  head  is  equally 
valuable  with  that  which  pierces  Smith's  heart ;  and  a  bullet  iti  Brown^s  legs, 
requiring  the  assistance  of  Robinson  to  drag  his  wounded  friend  to  a  place  of 
safety,  counts  for  as  much  as  either.     Hence,  the  efficiency  jof  volley  and  file- 
n ring  should  be  predicated  upon  th^  number  of  hits,  and  not  upon  the  average 
rnlueper  shot^  as  laid  down  in  the  consolidated  return. 

In  support  of  this  proposition  I  ask  attention  to  the  following  detailed  show- 
ing of  the  work  of  this  brigade  in  mass-firing  :

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It  will  be  observed  that  while  every  organization  show's  a  percentage  of  hiU 
in  excess  of  forty — the  average  being  fifty  per  cent — in  only  two  instances  is  a 
** value  per  shot"  exceeding  ''outers"  (the  lowest  possible  rating)  maintained. 
A  more  extended  analysis  would  disclose  even  greater  inequalities  in  the  case  of 
company  organizations ;  but  enough  has  been  shown  in  the  figures  here  given,  to 
make  apparent  the  injustice,  for  example,  of  classifying  a  regiment  like  the 
Twenty-third — with  fifty  per  cent  of  hits  to  its  credit — as  being  unable  to  find 
the  target. 

Assuming  the  number  of  hits  as  the  correct  basis  of  calculation,  I  arrive  at  the 
measure  of  efficiency  of  the  several  organizations  of  this  brigade,  as  expressed  by 
a  figure  of  merit,  by  the  following  computation ;  A  **  marksman  "  equals  UH) 
points  in  calculating  the  figure ;  if  he  qualify  in  ten  shots,  each  shot  has  a  value 
of  ten  points;  now,  since  we  cannot  compute  mass-firing  by  men,  we  have 
recourse  to  ''strings"  or  rounds  of  five  shots;  the  single  shot  of  the  marksman 
is  worth  ten  points,  the  single  shot  in  volley  or  file-hring,  being  discharged  at  an 
object  three  times  the  size  of  the  second-class  target,  is  worth  one-third  as  much, 
or  three  and  one-third  points.  But  since  the  marksman  has  really  the  option  of 
twenty  shots,  we  will  call  it  four,  making  our  string  of  five  shots  worth  twenty 
points;  now,  taking  the  record  of  the  Forty -seventh  Regiment,  we  find  549 
hits  in  volley  and  528  in  file-firing,  or  a  total  of  1,077 ;  dividing  this  total  by  five, 
we  have  215  2-5  "strings,"  which  multiplied  by  twenty  equals  4,308  points;  and 
this  sum  being  divided  by  the  strength  of  the  regiment,  gives  9.36  as  the  figure 
of  merit 

Applying  this  calculation  (which  I  do  not  claim  to  be  the  best  that  can  be 
devised)  throughout  the  brigade,  and  adding  the  result  of  the  volley  and  file- 
firing  to  that  obtained  by  computing  the  figure  of  merit  from  the  individual 
practice  alon^,  the  standing  of  the  several  organizations  presents  this  improved 
showing.

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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  subject  will  receive  the  attention  it  deserves,  and 
that  some  method  will  be  adopted  which  shall  give  due  credit  for  good  work. 
In  consequence  of  a  severe  storm  the  Twenty -third  Regiment  had  but  one  days 
practice  in  volley  and  file-firing,  which  circumstance  will  explain  the  seeming 
disparity  in  results  shown  by  the  foregoing  table. 

Brigade  head-quarters  return  the  same  number  of  marksmen,  nine,  as  last 
year,  the  majority  of  whom  qualified  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  ride  of  Gen. 
Molineaux  and  staff"  to  Creedmoor,  in  September,  the  ride  being  accomplished  in 
one  of  the  worst  storms  of  the  seabon,  and  the  practice  of  the  officers  taking 
place  the  following  morning  in  a  fierce  gale  of  wind  and  rain,  exceptional  eve'. 
in  the  experience  of  Creedmoor. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  would  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  the  di< 
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adyantages  of  the  system  of  oversight  in  operat;joD  upon  the  range  during  the 
past  season,  the  latitude  accorded  to  scorers,  and  recommend  that  in  the  future 
the  Department  should  intrust  no  authority  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  practice  to 
its  paid  subordinates,  but  hold  the  inspectors  of  rifle  practice  alone  responsible 
for  its  faithful  performance.

General —  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you  the  reports  of  rifle  practice  in  this 
division  during  the  past  season,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of 
marksmen  from  previous  year.  The  lateness  of  getting  the  division  range  in 
working  order,  and  many  other  things,  have  had  a  tendency  to  detract  from  the 
usual  amount  ofpractice,  but  now  we  have  every  thing  in  good  working  order 
at  this  range.     We  look  for  a  large  increase  this  coming  season. 

I  have  visited  all  the  ranges  in  this  division,  and  where  completed,  are  in  good 
order.  At  the  division  range  we  have  two  second-class  and  two  third-class  iron 
targets,  with  room  for  more.  The  range  is  beautifully  located  in  a  valley  between 
Troy  and  Albany,  accessible  from  either  city  by  steam  cars,  stopping  directly  at 
the  range.  At  Malone  they  have  only  completed  their  range  at  100  and  150 
yards.  Whitehall  retains  their  old  range,  and  at  Glens  Falls  and  Saratoga  they 
have  selected  new  ranges,  and  did  their  first  shooting  on  them  this  fall. 

Rifle  practice  in  the  Ninth  Brigade  has  not  received  quite  as  much  attention 
as  I  mi^t  wish,  but  promise  better  results  next  year.  All  of  the  separate  com- 
panies have  practiced,  except  the  two  new  ones  in  the  Ninth  Brigade,  and  the 
Twelfth  in  Troy.  The  Sixth  and  Ninth  Separate  Companies  are  worthy  of 
more  than  passing  notice  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  shooting,  as  shown 
by  the  lar^e  number  of  marksmen. 

The  division  match  was  held  this  fall,  and  the  prize  won  by  the  Ninth  Sepa- 
rate Company  of  Whitehall.  As  the  ranges  were  not  properly  arranged  so  tnat 
volley  and  file-firing  could  be  practiced,  I  thought  best  not  to  have  any  thing 
done  until  next  year,  thus  explaining  why  all  the  reports  in  that  line  are  miss- 
ing. While  the  reports  this  year  show  a  falling  off  in  number  of  marksmen,  I 
have  great  faith  and  encouragement  that  my  next  annual  report  will  show  a 
great  increase,  and  feel  that  we  have  not  spent  our  time  in  vain.

General — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  consolidated  report  of 
rifle  practice  for  the  Fifth  Division,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  compiled  from  the  several 
reports,  also  inclosed,  as  follows : 

Report  of  Seventh  Brigade,  including  reports  from  Sixteenth  Battalion,  of 
Sing  Sing,  and  Separate  'fioop  E,  Mt.  Vernon. 
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Report  of  Eighth  Brigade,  including  reports  from  Twenty-first  Regiment, 
Poughkeepsie ;  Seventeenth  Battalion,  Newburgh;  Sixteenth  Separate  Com- 
pany, Catskill;  Twenty-third  Separate  Company,  Hudson,  and  Twenty -fourth 
Separate  Company,  Ellen ville.  The  Twentieth  Battalion,  of  Kingston,  have 
failed  to  furnish  a  report  for  reasons  not  explained  to  me,  and  the  Thirty-third 
Separate  Company,  of  Walton,  have  made  no  report  for  the  reason  that  they 
had  no  proper  facilities  for  practice.  You  will  observe  that  both  of  those  organi- 
zations put  in  teams  for  the  division  prize,  and  I  can  see  no  excuse  for  the 
Twentieth  Battalion,  as  they  have  a  convenient  and  fully  equipped  range. 

The  ranges  in  use  for  the  past  year  in  the  Fifth  Division  are  the  following: 
Hudson  river  range  for  division  at  Poughkeepsie,  and  ranges  for  each  of  the 
organizations  located  respectively  at  Kingston,  Yonkers,  Sing  Sing,  EUenviUe 
and  Newburgh. 

The  Thirty-third  Separate  Company,  of  Walton,  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a 
range,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  they  receive  assistance  as  soon 
as  properly  organized. 

There  has  been  no  lack  of  interest  manifested  by  either  officers  or  men  in  this 
essential  qualification,  and  although  from  the  changed  conditions,  it  is  somewhat 
difficult  to  make  comparison,  I  am  satisfied  that  this  year's  work  compares 
favorably  with  the  preceding  one. 

The  results  accomplished  thus  far  have  shown  us  the  possibilities  of  this 
important  attainment,  and  it  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  we  shall  not  lack  the 
necessary  support  to  perfect  the  work  so  well  begun.

Colonel. — I  have  the  honor,  herewith,  to  submit  my  report  of  rifle  practice  for 
this  brigade,  ending  November  6,  1880 : 

The  report  consisting  of  returns  from  the  Twenty-sixth  Battalion  and  Third 
Separate  Company ,-  the  Fifth  Separate  Company  located  at  Rome,  together  with 
Separate  Troop  H  of  same  place  and  Separate  Troop  M  of  Utica,  have  forwarded 
no  returns  and  I  am  advised  have  had  no  practice,  except  of  a  very  limited  num- 
ber of  men  from  Troop  M,  of  which  no  return  was  made.  The  range  located  at 
Utica  has  been  available  for  all  connected  with  this  brigade  (except  Third  Sepa- 
rate Company)  during  the  entire  season ;  why  they  have  not  practiced  I  cannot 
understand,  especially  Separate  Troop  M,  they  having  the  same  opportunity  as 
the  Twenty-sixth  Battalion.  The  practice  of  the  battalion  has  been  very  mea- 
ger and  somewhat  unsatisfactory,  owing  in  a  great  measure,  in  my  judgment,  to 
the  fact  that  the  officers  do  not  take  proper  means  to  enable  men  to  qualify  in 
dififerent  classes  upon  different  days.  As  to  Third  Separate  Company,  they 
deserve  especial  mention,  in  comparison  with  the  other  companies,  for  the  atten- 
tion they  have  given  to  practice  and  as  to  the  number  of  men  qualifying.  This 
range,  located  at  Oneonta,  is  owned  by  an  association  who  permit  the  company 
to  use  it  at  all  times.  I  am  informed  that  the  sum  of  $30  has  been,  by  the 
State,  appropriated  this  year  to  assist  in  defraying  expenses  at  that  range ;  for 
the  amount  of  accommodation  afforded,  this  is,  in  mv  judgment,  an  inadequate 
amount ;  by  using  the  range  the  company  are  saved  the  necessity  of  applying  for 
transportation  to  another  range  and  a  large  amount  of  additional  expense.  If 
possible,  I  would  recommend  that  the  amount  be  increased. 

The  range  at  Utica  is  in  good  condition,  and  has  been  used  maiiily,  this  year* 
by  the  battalion.  It  is  owned  (except  the  targets)  by  an  association  who  are 
heavily  in  debt,  and  unless  substantial  aid  be  received  from  the  State  will  neces- 
sarily be  sold,  and  unless  bought  in,  closed.     The  amount  of  $50,  appropriated 
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by  the  Stafce,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  president  of  the  association,  in  no  wise 
compensates  for  the  expense  incurred,  and  accommodation  afforded  the  battalion 
and  separate  companies. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some  arrangement  be  made  whereby  but 
one  class  be  aUowed  to  practice  upon  the  same  day,  until,  at  least^  the  lower 
class  or  classes  qualify.  The  lower  classes  now  having  precedence  upon  their  days 
of  practice,  but  all  classes  being  allowed  to  practice  upon  the  same  day,  if  oppor- 
toDity  offers,  works  a  great  hardship  to  some,  as  most  of  the  men  are  actually 
employed  during  the  day  at  their  several  avocations,  going  late  to  the  range  with 
the  expectation  of  obtaining  an  opportunity  of  practice.  They  are  often  pre- 
vented by  those  in  the  lower  classes  taking  up  the  entire  time.  The  men  then, 
natarally,  become  impatient  and  discouraged,  and  in  this  way  many  are  pre- 
vented from  practicing  and  qualifying.

GsNEBAii  —  I  have  the  honor  to  subrait  herewith  my  annual  report,  together 
with  a  very  full  and  clear  report  of  Major  Beals,  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice. 
Fourteenth  Brigade,  who,  although  a  new  officer,  has  proved  to  be  a  very  effici- 
ent and  valuable  one. 

As  all  the  troops  of  the  Eighth  Division  are  now  attached  to  the  Fourteenth 
Brigade^  there  becomes  very  little  for  me  to  report  further  than  Major  Beals  has 
given,  the  contents  of  which  I  approve. 

I  have  visited  three  of  the  separate  companies  this  season :  The  Fourteenth,  at 
Warsaw,  on  marksmen*s  day ;  the  Thirteenth,  at  Batavia,  and  the  Tenth,  at  El- 
licottville,  on  second  general  practice  days;  also  the  Seventy -fourth  and  Sixty- 
fifth  Regiments,  at  Bay  View,  on  marksmen's  day.     None  of  the  different  com- 
mands have  exhibited  the  interest  in  marksmanship  this  year  I  could  desire  to 
see.     As  relates  to  the  Tenth  Separate  (company,  from  what  I  saw  of  it,  I  think 
it  is  practically  of  no  account  and  a  useless  expense  to  the  State,  and  should  be 
disbanded  at  once.     Upon  my  arrival  in  the  town,  after  some  difficulty,  T  found 
the  captain,  and  later  five  of  his  men  appeared  for  practice;  he  informed  me  his 
arrangements  had  all  been  made.     Upon  reaching  the  range  I  found  the  target 
down,  the  pits  crushed  in,  and  that  no  one  had  been  near  it  in  nearly  two 
months.     After  about  an  hour's  work  we  were  enabled  to  begin  the  practice, 
and  qualify  four  marksmen.     The  ranges  at  Warsaw,  Westfield  and  Jamestown, 
as  far  as  I  can  learn,  are  in  good  repair.     The  target  furnished  the  Jamestown 
company  last  year  proved  defective,  the  manufacturer  has  this  season  supplied 
a  heavier  one,  and  one  of  the  finest  I  have  ever  seen,  free  of  charge,  except  for 
the  additional  Weight.     At  Batavia  the  target  is  in  very  bad  condition,  having 
several  holes  broken  through  it,  as  is  also  the  case  with  several  of  the  targets  at 
Bay  View,  in  fact  nearly  all  the  targets  at  Bay  View  and  the  one  at  Batayia 
will    require  to   be    renewed  in  another  year.      The    Bay  View  range    has 
been  used  more  this  season  than  ever  before,  but  it  has  been  mostly  by  the 
team  from    one   of  our  regiments  that  went   to   Creedmoor,   as    far  as   the 
troops  are  concerned,  aside  from  the  regular  days  of  practice.     I  regret  that 
there  seems  to  be  a  growing  carelessness,  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  command- 
ing officers  in   the    collection   of  the  marksmen's    badges    issued    to   them  ; 
and  yet,  taking  in  consideration  the  fact  that  many  of  them  are  issued  to  single, 
young  laboring  men,  who  are  constantly  moving  and  often  out  of  the  State 
before  it  is  known  they  are  going,  it  becomes  a  difficult  problem  to  know  how 
to  prevent  many  losses  of  badg€s.     Could  they  be  cheapened  in  cost,  so  as  to  be 
given  out  permanently,  and  only  such  collected  in  as  required  to  have  a  bar 
added  to  them,  it  would  save  a  considerable  annoyance  and  the  badges  be  more 
highly  prized.     Then  those  who  had  requalified  would  promptly  hand  in  their 
badges  so  as  to  get  the  additional  bar.

Q-ENERAL  —  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of  rifle  practice 
of  this  brigade  for  the  year  1880,  and  also  the  special  reports  of  the  several 
organizations,  so  far  as  they  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  G.  (X  No. 
43,  c.  s.,  A.  Q-.  0.  The  Eleventh  Separate  Company,  Infantry,  reported  too 
late  to  have  some  necessary  corrections  made,  and  the  Tenth  Separate  Company, 
Infantry,  Captain  Lemi  H.  Crary,  commanding,  and  the  Thirteenth  Separate 
Company,  Infantry,  Captain  A.  B,  Lawrence,  commanding,  have  not  reported 
at  all;  but,  to  complete  my  report,  I  have  made  up  the  footings  of  these  delin< 
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Suent  oompanies  from  the  score  cards  in  my  possession,  in  order  to  complete 
le  brigade  reports. 

The  dilatonness  of  all  commandants,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the 
Fourth  and  Fourteenth  Separate  Companies,  Infantry,  has  delayed  exceedingly 
the  forwarding  of  this  report.  The  condition  of  nfle  practice  in  this  command 
is  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  Fifteenth  and  Twenty-sixth  Separate 
Companies,  Infantry,  were  debarred  altogether  from  practice,  not  being  able  to 
procure  suitable  ranges. 

I  have  remarked  that  the  officers  generally  have  not  shown  the  requisite 
familiarity  with  their  duties  as  instructors  and  directors  of  their  companies  in 
armory  and  range  practice,  and  have  depended  too  much  on  their  inspectors  of 
rifle  practice,  which  should  Be  excusable  only  in  new  officers.  There  are  some 
notable  exceptions,  however,  which  deserve  special  commendation. 

I  regret  that  the  Sixty-fiflh  and  Seventy-fourth  Regiments  had  no  opportunity 
for  volley  and  file-firing ;  but,  as  I  was  present  on  almost  every  occasion  of  their 
practice,  I  can  say  that  all  the  time  was  fully  utilized  in  regular  practice,  some- 
times delayed  and  rendered  ineffective  on  account  of  bad  weatlier,  and  it  was 
not  deemed  advisable  to  order  the  regiments  out  again  for  that  special  purpose. 

The  effect  of  Gt.  O.  No.  16,  c.  s.,  A.  Q.  O.,  under  which  the  practice  for  this 
year  has  been  conducted,  has  been  to  reduce  considerably  the  number  of  marks- 
men; many  a  good  marksman  not  being  able  to  be  present  on  marksmen's  day, 
could  not  spare  the  two  days*  required  to  qualify  through  the  classes.  In  a  few 
organizations,  the  loss  in  marksmen  was  more  than  made  up  by  large  gains  of 
men  in  the  classes,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  result  was  a  loss  in  all 
classes.  Among  the  separate  companies  it  was  particularly  difficult  to  hold  their 
own,  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  inasmuch  as  many  of  their  men  were 
scattered  about  in  the  neighboring  country.  The  remarkable  improvement  in 
the  Fourteenth  Separate  Company,  Infantry,  at  Batavia,  without  any  doubt,  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  in  camp. during  their  three  days'  practice.  This 
order,  by  greatly  increasing  the  number  of  inspections  required  from  the  brigade 
inspector  of  rifle  practice  in  this  command,  has  made  the  position  very  onerous. 
If  all  organizations  practiced,  it  would  have  necessitated  thirty-three  inspections, 
some  of  them  requiring  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  days,  of  which  twenty-one 
would  have  been  among  the  separate  companies ;  as  only  fifteen  were  required, 
at  a  low  average  of  $5  per  day  for  traveling  expenses,  it  would  have  required 
$75  for  the  actual  expenses  for  this  year,  an  amount  too  great  to  be  charged  to 
the  staff  fimd,  and  rather  an  excessive  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  inspector  or 
acting  inspector  while  discharging  duty  commanded  by  the  State.  Several 
bills  for  such  expenses  have  been  returned  disapproved  from  general  head-quar- 
ters. It  would  be  impossible  for  an  inspector  engaged  m  other  business 
besides  the  inspection  of  rifle  practice,  to  spare  the  time  for  twenty-seven  to 
thirty-three  inspections,  and  it  has  proved  difficult  to  find  competent  officers 
where  a  detail  was  necessary.  On  the  whole  the  efficiency  of  the  Four- 
ttenth  Brigade  in  rifle  practice,  as  judged  by  the  figure  of  merit,  has  fallen  but 
little  below  that  of  last  year,  and  while  the  actual  number  practicing  has  been 
less,  stiU  the  percentage  for  number  practicing  shows  a  decided  increase.

REPORT  OF  JAS.  H.  JONES,  MAJOR  TWELFTH  REGI- 
MENT, N.  G.,  COMMANDING  ARTILLERY  SCHOOL. 


New  York,  December  16,  1880. 
Major-Oeneral  Frederick  Townsbnd, 

Adjutani- General,  S.  JV.  Y. : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Artillery  Camp  of  Instruction,  established  pursuant  to  Special  Order 
No.  187,  c.  8.,  from  General  Head-Quarters  State  of  New  York. 

On  the  receipt  of  the  order,  I  proceeded  at  once  to  Fort  Hamilfon 
for  the  purpose  of  making  arrangements  for  the  board  of  the  enlisted 
men,  and  such  other  preparations  as  were  necessary. 

Mr.  John  Stephenson,  proprietor  of  the  Stephenson  House,  offered 
to  board  the  enlisted  men  at  the  rate  of  seventy  cents  per  day  per  man. 
I  distinctly  stated  to  him  that  the  food  must  be  of  good  quality  and 
ample  in  quantity,  and  that  the  surgeon  would  inspect  each  meal 
to  see  that  it  was  so.  Being  informed  that  seventy  cents  was  a  higher 
rate  than  had  been  paid  last  year,  I  submitted  the  question  to  the 
Adjutant-General,  and  was  finally  authorized  to  accept  the  offer, 
which  I  did. 

Shortly  before  the  6th  of  October,  I  sent  Major  Wetmore  to  Fort 
Hamilton  to  select  a  campground,  and  to  make  other  arrangements. 
General  De  Russy,  Third  United  States  Artillery,  was  kind  enough  to 
offer  the  use  of  an  excellent  piece  of  ground  on  the  glacis  of  the 
redoubt,  which  had  many  advantages,  being  dry  and  near  the  stables 
and  gnn  sheds,  and  was  at  once  chosen  by  Major  Wetmore. 

On  the  5th  of  October,  I,  myself,  went  to  Fort  Hamilton,  and  being 
unwilling  to  wait  till  the  detachments  had  arrived  in  camp  to  pitch 
their  own  tents,  I  made  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  John  M.  Gill  to  lay 
out  the  camp  according  to  a  plan  furnished  him,  pitch  the  tents,  dig 
sinks,  and  new  ones  when  required,  furnish  wagons  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  baggage  and  camp  equipage,  and,  on  the  breaking  up  of  the 
camp,  to  transport  the  camp  equipage  to  the  United  States  Quarter- 
master's store-houses,  and  to  restore  the  ground  as  nearly  as  possible 
to  the  condition  it  had  been  in  before  being  used. 

At  noon,  on  October  6th,  Major  Balch,  Surgeon  Tenth  Regiment, 
N.  6.  8.  N.  Y.,  and  Major  Burton,  Department  of  Rifle  Practice, 
8.  N.  Y.,  reported  to  me  at  the  State  arsenal,  Now  York,  for  duty,  tlie 
former  as  surgeon  and  the  latter  as  adjutant.  Major  Wetmore  had 
already  been  sent  by  me  to  Fort  Hamilton  to  have  the  camp  in 
readiness.

It  will  be  seen  that  Batteries  E  and  G  failed  to  setid  full  detach- 
ments, and  that  those  from  E  and  N  were  made  up  entirely  of  enlisted 
men.  On  October  7th,  I  was  informed  that  one  man  of  Battery  N 
had  gone  home,  having  received  a  telegram  announcing  a  death  in  his 
family.  He  did  not  ask  for  permission  to  absent  himself,  did  not 
report  his  departure,  and  has  not  since  been  heard  of  by  me. 

The  detachment  was  ready  to  start  shortly  after  12  M.,  but  was 
delayed  by  the  boat,  which  had  been  promised  by  the  quarantine  com- 
missioner at  12  M.,  but  failed  to  appear  till  2:30  P.  m. 

On  aniving  in  camp  the  men  were  assigned  to  their  tents,  blankets 
and  camp  equipage  distributed,  guard  mounted,  and  General  Orders 
Nos.  1  and  2  published.  Owing  to  the  delay  caused  by  the  boat,  it 
was  too  late  to  do  any  thing  that  evening.  It  was  afterward  found 
impracticable  to  carry  out  General  Orders  No.  2,  and  the  duties  for 
eacn  day  were  announced  on  that  day. 

During  the  encampment  the  men  were  all  required  to  attend  stables, 
light  battery  drill,  standing  gun  drill,  parade,  guard  mounting,  etc., 
in  the  fort,  lectures  in  the  evening  and  sometimes  in  the  afternoon, 
and  such  other  duties  as  the  time  and  means  at  hand  permitted.  Re- 
citations were  found  to  be  impracticable,  asiihe  large  number  of  men 
to  recite  and  the  small  number  of  officers  to  superintend  drills,  attend 
to  camp  work  and  hear  recitations,  made  it  impossible  to  adopt  any 
system  that  would  do  good  and  not  do  injustice  as  well  as  deprive  the 
men  of  more  valuable  practical  instruction. 

Several  complaints  were  made  to  me  in  regard  to  the  quality  of  the 
food  furnished  by  Mr.  Stephenson,  and  the  surgeon  having  reported 
that  the  food  was  bad,  and  Major  Sinclair,  Third  United  States  Artil- 
lery, having  consented  to  ration  the  men  in  his  company  kitchen  at 
the  8ame  rate,  I  gave  Mr.  Stephenson  notice  that  the  command  wouid 
no  longer  take  their  meals  at  his  hotel,  and  on  the  eighth  of  October, 
sent  them  to  the  fort  for  supper.  From  that  time  no  complaints  were 
made,  and  the  food  was  of  excellent  quality  and  abundant 

While  out  at  light  battery  drill  on  ^Saturday,  October  9th,  Sermant 
George  Biener,  Battery  A,  was  wounded  by  the  premature  discharge 
of  a  piece,  fractui*ing  his  right  arm  and  necessitating  the  amputation^ 
of  two  finders  and  part  of  a  third.    He  was,  however,  sufficiently  well 
on  the  13th  to  return  home  with  his  detachment 
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Though  the  cause  of  the  accident  is  necessarily  somewhat  uncertain, 
the  statements  of  those  who  had  the  host  opportunity  to  form  a  cor- 
rect opinion  lead  me  to  suppose  it  arose  from  want  of  thorough 
sponging. 

All  of  Tuesday,  October  13th,  and  as  much  of  Wednesday,  October 
13th,  as  could  be  devoted  to  it,  were  given  up  to  target  practice  at 
Sandy  Hook,  but  I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  I  consider  this  drill, 
which  might  have  been  of  a  good  deal  of  value,  was  almost  useless, 
owing  principally  to  want  of  time. 

I  made  my  requisition  for  transportation  to  Sandy  Hook  for  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday,  the  11th  and  12th,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to 
furnish  it  except  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  12th  and  13th.  This 
I  regretted  very  much  at  the  time,  and  now  consider  that  nearly  all 
the  benefit  that  might  have  been  derived  from  the  firing  was  lost, 
owing  to  the  hurry. 

There  were  eighty-seven  men  to  fire  five  rounds  each,  besides  the 
use  of  the  Gatling  gun.  A  good  deal  of  time  was  lost  on  Tuesday  by 
the  closing  of  the  range  on  account  of  passing  vessels,  and  by  the 
necessity  of  leaving  early  on  account  of  low  water  at  the  dock.  On 
Wednesday  all  who  had  not  fired  on  Tuesday  had  to  do  so ;  the  com- 
mand had  to  be  paid  off,  the  camp  struck,  camp  equipage  packed, 
and  the  detachments  transported  to  New  York.  The  intention  was 
that  each  man  should  fire  three  shells,  without  bursting  charge,  and 
two  case  with,  but  it  very  soon  became  evident  that  time  would  not 
admit  of  this,  and  after  one  detachment  had  fired  the  allowance  was 
reduced  to  three  shells  and  then  to  two  ;  the  scores  given  are  therefore 
the  records  of  only  the  first  two  shots  fired  by  each  man.  I  consider 
the  score  nearly  worthless  as  an  indication  of  the  relative  merits  of  the 
individuals  or  detachments,  as  the  conditions  of  wind  were  very  differ- 
ent, and  though  the  greatest  pains  were  taken  to  preserve  good  am- 
munition, I  am  satisfied  it  was  not  regular.  Want  of  time  made  any 
careful  instruction  impossible.  The  targets,  distance  and  system  of 
marking  were  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  annexed  scores  will  show 
the  relative  standing  of  the  detachments  : 

Batteries  F  and  u  tied,  but  Battery  F  having  no  misses  it  is  given 
first  place,  according  to  the  rules  of  rifle  practice. 

The  highest  individual  scores  were  made  by  Privates  Cable,  Battery 
E,  and  Pruden,  Battery  N,  70  each  out  of  a  possible  80. 

I  am  indebted  to  Captain  Starring,  Ordnance  Department,  TJ.  S. 
Army,  for  every  assistance  in  his  power. 

Those  detachments  which  had  fired  on  Tuesday  remained  in  camp 
on  Wednesday,  struck  the  tents  and  turned  in  the  property. 

ImmediateW  on  the  return  of  the  detachments  from  Sandy  Hook 
the  command  was  paid  off,  and  as  soon  as  possible  took  the  boat  for 
New  York,  where  it  was  dismissed. 

As  it  was  impossible  to  keep  any  correct  and  full  system  of  marks 
during  the  drills,  it  was  decided  \o  give  one  day  to  an  examination. 
This  consisted  of  a  drill  of  each  detachment,  by  its  own  senior  officer, 
in  the  manual,  movements  of  detachments,  mechanical  manoeuvres 
and  an  examination  of  each  member  of  each  detachment  in  the  nomen- 
clature of  the  piece  and  the  uses  of  the  parts.  The  captains  who  were 
present  were  afterward  examined  by  Major  Sanger.    Each  man  of  each 
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detachment  was  marked  by  Major  Balch  on  neatness  and  police  of  his 
quarters.     The  marks  are  given  in  the  surgeon's  report. 

At  the  examination  in  manual^  mechanical  manoeuvres,  movements 
of  detachments  and  nomenclature,  Battery  K  stood  first,  3t>  out  of  40, 
and  Battery  M  second,  35.5  out  of  40. 

In  the  examination  of  captains.  Captain  Hoelzel  stood  first  and 
Captain  Linderman  second. 

In  neatness.  Battery  M  stood  first,  32  out  of  32,  Battery  L  second, 
31.8  out  of  32. 

With  few  exceptions  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  better  material 
than  formed  these  detachments.  The  officers  rendered  me  every 
assistance,  and  on  the  part  of  all  there  was  manifested  a  most  com- 
mendable desire  to  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity  oflTered  for 
improvement,  and  willingness  to  conform  to  any  rules  or  orders. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  officers  of  the  United  States  army 
stationed  at  Fort  Hamilton,  all  of  whom  rendered  every  assistance  in 
their  power,  and  contributed  largely  to  the  comfort  and  instruction  of 
the  command ;  in  fact,  without  tfie  voluntary  assistance  of  many  of 
them,  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible  to  make  the  school  of  any 
special  use. 

Gen.  De  Bussy  and  Dr.  VoUum  placed  at  our  service  whatever  they 
had  that  could  be  of  use.  Maj.  Sinclair  and  his  lieutenants  drilled 
the  command  at  light  battery,  and  Maj.  Sinclair  also  furnished  rations 
for  the  enlisted  men  in  his  company  kitchen,  and  bed-sacks  and  straw 
for  their  use  in  camp.  Capt.  A.  M.  Miller,  Corps  of  Engineers,  Maj. 
J.  B.  Sanger,  First  U.  S.  Artillery,  Capt.  E.  V.  A.  Andruss,  First 
Artillery,  and  Lieut.  Myers,  Third  U.  S.  Artillery,  delivered  lectures. 
To  the  quarter-master,  Lieut.  E.  Davis,  and  the  adjutant,  Lieut  Hos- 
kins,  we  are  also  indebted  for  many  favors. 

The  good  eflfects  of  the  school  of  last  year  were  so  apparent  in  nearly 
all  those  Who  had  had  the  benefit  of  that  instruction,  that  it  seems  most 
desirable  to  continue  these  camps  in  the  future;  not  in  the  experi- 
mental manner  in  which  the  last  two  have  been  conducted,  but  as  a 
regular  part  of  the  duty  of  the  artillery  of  the  National  Guard.  The 
camp  this  year  having  been  to  a  great  extent  an  experiment,  had  many 
defects  which  were  evident  to  all,  and  for  that  reason  I  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  suggestions  in  case  it  should  be  deemed 
expedient  to  continue  the  school  another  year. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  school  be  for  commissioned  officers 
only,  and  that  all  captains,  and  as  many  lieutenants  as  possible,  be 
required  to  attend,  and  for  that  purpose  I  would  suggest  that  ample 
notice  be  given  them  of  the  time  when  the  camp  will  be  held^  and  of 
its  probable  duration,  in  order  that  they  may  arrange  their  private 
affairs  in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  of  their  absenting  themselves 
from  home  during  that  period.  The  camp  should  be  under  the  com- 
mand of  an  educated  artillery  officer  of  experience,  who  should  have 
a  sufficient  number  of  assistants  to  enable  each  one  to  thoroughly 
instruct  those  who  are  under  him,  and  those  assistants  should  also  be 
artillery  officers  of  education.  I  do  not  consider  the  instruction  given 
to  enlisted  men  of  much  value  to  the  service  unless  the  officers  of  the 
battery  be  thoroughly  drilled  and  informed  themselves.  Those  to 
whom  the  instruction  is  given  at  the  school  should  be  those  whose 
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dntj  it  is  to  instrnct  at  home  and  command  in  the  field,  and  not  the 
reveree.  If  the  officers  be  ignorant  or  incompetent,  they  will  be  a  drag 
OQ  their  commands,  which  no  amount  of  efficiency  or  intelligence 
among  the  enlisted  men  can  overcome,  and  if  officers  are  iAcapable  of 
learning  or  unwilling  to  do  so,  no  better  opportunity  can  be  found  to 
diBcorer  it  than  in  such  a  camp.  If  the  school  be  for  officers  only,  the 
number  will  be  smaller,  the  instruction  by  a  small  number  of  officers 
can  be  more  thorough,  and  the  expense  would  be  less.  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  if  possible  more  opportunity  be  given  for  drill  at  the 
light  battery,  for  more  thoroughly  learning  the  c;ire  of  horses  and  all 
stable  duties  practically,  an  opportunity  to  act  as  officers  at  light  bat- 
tery drill,  and  more  target  practice  ^nd  instruction  in  the  preparation 
of  ammunition.  In  general,  I  would  confine  the  instruction  to  those 
who  should  be  qualified  to  command,  and  would  devote  the  time,  as 
mnch  as  possible,  to  those  matters  which  cannot  be  learned  in  the 
armories. 

It  is  very  important  to  have  instructors  who  are  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  the  duties  of  an  artillery  officer,  but  it  is  not  proper  that 
the  commandant  of  the  camp  should  be  obliged  to  depend  on  the  vol- 
untary assistance  of  the  officers  of  the  regular  army.  This  assistance 
is  invariably  given  readily  and  efficiently,  but  is  an  improper  tax  on 
the  good  nature  and  courtesy  of  the  officers,  and  places  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  camp  in  the  unpleasant  position  of  being  obliged  to 
ask  personal  favors. 

Should  it  be  deemed  best  to  order  enlisted  men  to  the  school,  full 
gno  detachments  of  enlisted  men  should  be  sent.  The  officers  should 
be  drilled  separately  and  by  a  commissioned  officer,  and  should  also 
recite  separately  ;  and  all  possible  regard  should  be  paid  to  distinction 
of  rank. 

A  school  on  this  plan  would  necessitate  more  instructors  and  the 
expenditure  of  more  money  than  one  for  officers  only,  and  would  not, 
in  my  opinion,  produce  so  good  a  result. 

After  the  accident  to  Sergeant  Biener  the  detachment  from  Battery 
A  beoime  so  broken  np  by  losing  him,  and  the  extra  duty  which 
had  to  be  performed  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  detachment  in 
taking  care  of  him  night  and  day,  that  at  their  request  I  excused  them 
from  going  to  Sandy  Hook. 

I  append  a  list  of  the  detachments  in  the  order  of  their  standing  in 
each  subject  for  which  marks  were  given. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  surgeon, 
which  is  appended,  and  whose  recommendation  1  fully  indorse. 

I  have  been  informed  that  a  new  system  of  tactics  has  been  adopted 
at  the  United  States  Artillery  School  at  Fortress  Monroe  for  Gatling 
gun  drill,  and  heavy  artillery,  and  has  been  authorized  for  the  army 
and  mDitia,  and  would  suggest  that  copies  be  distributed  among  the 
batteries,  especially  copies  of  the  Gatling  gun  tactics  to  the  Gatling 
batteries,  which  now  seem  to  have  no  good,  uniform  system. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  mention,  in  conclusion,  the  willing  and  valu- 
able assistance  given  me  by  Major  Balch,  Major  Wetmore  and  Major 
Burton.

SiK  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fohowing  report  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  school  of  instruction  for  the  State  artillery: 

Pursuant  to  your  order  of  September  29,  1880,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereby 
inclosed,  I  reported  for  duty  at  the  State  arsenal,  Seventh  avenue  and  Thirty- 
fifth  street,  New  York  city,  on  Wednesday,  October  the  6th,  at  twelve  m. 
Owing  to  the  transport  not  reporting  until  late,  the  command  did  not  move  until 
three  p.  m. 

Medical  stores,  consisting  of  a  hospital  knapsack  6lled  according  to  requisi- 
tions forwarded,  a  general  operating  case  and  pocket  case  of  instruments  were 
t'lrned  over  to  me. 

No  cases  of  sickness  or  accident  were  reported.  The  command  moved  to  Fort 
Hamilton,  N.  Y.  H.,  transportation  being  furnished  by  the  quarantine  steamer 
**N.  K.  Hopkins."  Upon  arrival  at  the  fort,  the  troops  marched  at  once  into 
camp.  The  camp  was  found  pitched  on  high  ground,  being  on  the  north-west 
slope  of  the  redoubt.  The  tents  were  all  floored,  cots  furnished,  and  the  sinks 
placed  at  proper  distances.  Three  blankets  per  man  were  issued.  Thursday 
morning,  the  7th  inst.,  on  account  of  the  night  having  been  extremely  cold,  I 
had  the  honor  to  send  you  the  following  communication :

Fort  Hamilton,  N.  Y.  H.,  October  7,  1880.  } 

Major  James  H.  Jones: 

Sir  —  On  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  I  would  respectfiilly 
recommend  that  two  more  blankets  per  man  be  issued,  in  order  that  the  health 
of  the  command  may  be  maintained.

Before  night  the  issue  was  made,  and  the  men  in  consequence  more  com- 
fortable. Several  reported  at  sick  call,  which  was  held  at  8  a.  m.  —  the  first 
half  of  the  encampment,  and  the  latter  part  at  7 :  15  a.  m.  But  one  case,  on  the 
7th  inst.,  was  of  sufficient  severity  to  be  relieved  from  duty. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  P.  Vollum,  United  States 
Army  post-surgeon,  the  wards  of  the  post-hospital  were  placed  at  mv  disposal 
for  the  use  of  tlie  sick.  On  Thursday  afternoon,  accepting  the  oflter  of  Dr. 
Vollum,  I  ordered  Captain  Paul  Birchmeyer,  Battery  H,  into  hospital,  he 
being  unfit  for  duty  by  reason  an  attack  of  alcoholismus.  But  one  case  of  a 
serious  nature  occurred  during  the  encampment:  on  Saturday  the  9th,  while  at 
mounted  drill,  Sergeant  George  Biener,  Battery  A,  who  was  acting  No.  1 
for  Battery  E,  by  the  premature  discharge  of  the  piece,  suffered  the  loss  of 
two  fingers  on  the  right  hand,  severe  laceration  of  the  palmar  surface,  and  a 
simple  fracture  of  both  bones  of  the  right  fore-arm.  His  face  and  neck  were 
considerably  scorched  and  burned  by  powder;  but  owing  to  the  excellent  care 
he  received  at  the  bands  of  the  hospital  steward  and  the  hospital  nurses,  no 
disfigurement  of  the  face  is  to  be  feared.  His  injuries  required  amputation  of 
the  third  and  fourth  fingers,  and  partial  amputation  of  the  second.  Immediately 
after  the  accident  he  was  placed  in  the  hospital,  where  the  operation  was  performed, 
Dr.  Vollu.-n  kindly  assisting  and  giving  the  necessary  orders  for  the  patient's  proper 
care  and  attention.  Two  members  of  the  detachment  to  which  Sergeant  Biener 
belonged  were  detailed  as  night  nurses,  and  during  the  day,  one.  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  when  the  command  broke  camp,  on  Wednesday  the  13th,  the 
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patient  was  able  to  walk  to  the  boat  and  return  home  with  his  detail.  I  ordered 
extra  transportation,  in  the  way  of  a  sleeping  car  berth,  reporting  the  same  to 
Major  Wetmore.  The  other  cases  of  sickness  were  of  ordinary  character — not 
serious.  The  hospital  knapsack  was  found  sufficient  for  all  general  purposes, 
and  the  instruments  of  proper  kind  and  in  good  order.  I  have  the  honor  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  inclosure  marked  (A). 

By  your  request,  I  inspected  the  meals  furnished  the  men  by  the  contractoi*, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Stephenson.  Not  only  was  the  food  insufficient,  but  so  inferior  in 
quality  that  on  the  8th  I  addressed  to  you  the  following :

Artillery  School,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  Fort  Hamilton,  N.  Y.  H., 

October  8,  1880. 

Major. — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  food  furnished  by  the  contractor 
for  the  men  is  not  of  proper  quality.  The  ham  and  beef  both  were  tainted.  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  some  change  as  to  the  rationing  of  the  command.

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  men  to  be  rationed  by  the  Light  Battery, 
Company  C,  Third  U.  S.  Artillery,  and  the  change  was  most  beneficial.  No 
further  complaints  were  made. 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  12th  and  13th,  portions  of  the  command 
were  taken  to  Sandy  Hook  for  firing  practice.  No  accidents  occurred,  and 
although  the  water  was  quite  rough  no  cases  of  seasickness  took  place.  The 
weather  was  in  every  respect  all  that  could  be  desired,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  and  last  nights  in  camp ;  it  was  not  very  cold.  Sunday  niiiht  a  thick,  heavy 
ground  fog  prevailed,  settling  over  all  low  grounds  around  the  camp ;  toward 
morning  it  could  be  seen  around  the  tents,  but  not'  so  heavily  as  on  the  lower 
levels.  The  advantage  of  the  locality  of  the  camp  is  at  once  apparent.  When- 
ever these  ground  fogs  are  found  lying  heavy  on  low  grounds,  malaria  may  be 
expected,  and  had  the  men  been  forced  to  sleep  where  the  full  influence  of  the 
miasma  could  be  felt,  malaria  troubles  would  have  been  much  mo^re  frequent. 
As  it  was,  only  two  cases  were  reported,  one  of  which  had  to  be  confined  to 
quarters.     I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  inclosure  marked  (B). 

As  the  camp  was  for  instruction  and  the  details  rated  according  to  their  stand- 
ing, acting  under  your  request,  I  made  a  daily  inspection  of  men  and  quarters, 
omitting  only  the  two  days  the  command  went  to  Sandy  Hook.  The  inspection 
was  made  immediately  after  sick-call  in  the  morning,  and  the  marking  was  on  a 
scale  of  eight  as  maximum.  I  can  do  no  less  than  commend  highly  the  general 
neatness  and  cleanliness  shown  both  in  person  and  quarters.  The  inspection 
was  rigid,  the  fact  of  an  overcoat  being  not  rolled,  a  basin  not  turned  down,  a 
piece  of  paper  or  rubbish  in  the  company  street,  all  and  like  small  particulars 
causing  the  loss  of  one  or  more  in  the  rating.  I  submit  for  consideration  inclos- 
ure marked  (G). 

One  great  factor  in  the  marked  good  health  of  the  command  was  the  total 
absence  of  any  intoxication.  At  no  time  during  the  encampment  was  a  man 
under  the  influence  of  liquor.  That  such  is  the  fact  bespeaks  the  highest  praise 
for  the  discipline  of  the  details  and  the  morale  of  the  men.  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  the  same. 

In  conclusion  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  should  the  school  be  again 
ordered  next  year,  arrangements  be  made  by  which  the  men  will  be  rationed 
with  the  regular  troops,  or  rations  be  furnished  in  kind,  an^  facilities  for  cooking 
them  provided.  Long  experience  has  proved  that  the  army  ration  is  best  calcu- 
lated for  men  expecting  to  undergo  fatigue,  and  also  best  to  maintain  a  healthy 
condition  of  the  men. 
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In  my  report  of  last  year's  encampment,  I  had  the  honor  of  recommending 
the  adoption  of  blanks  for  the  medical  department.  I  would  again  offer  the 
same  recommendation.  The  time  necessary  to  draw  ap  proper  blanks  for  requi- 
sitions for  and  returns  of  medical  stores,  sick  reports,  etc.,  etc.,  is  of  no  little 
moment.     Were  such  blanks  furnished,  much  trouble  would  be  saved. 

I  would  tender  my  thanks  for  courtesies  received  from  Gheneral  De  Bussy, 
commanding  the  post.  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  P.  Vollum,  post-surgeon, 
and  the  other  officers  of  the  garrison.  To  Dr.  Vollum  I  am  largely  indebted 
for  many  valuable  favors,  not  only  in  regard  to  the  physical  wants  of  the  men, 
and  the  use  of  this  hospital  and  dispensary  attached,  but  also  for  advice  and  the 
chance  given  to  study  the  outfit  of  a  medical  officer  as  furnished  by  the  United 
States  Government.  Dr.  Vollum  stands  deservedly  high  in  the  medical  corps, 
being  an  officer  of  value  and  a  surgeon  of  great  ability,  large  experience,  and 
many  resources.  That  such  a  man  should  luive  given  his  time  and  attention  to 
one  younger  and  less  experienced,  I  esteem  not  only  a  personal  compliment,  but 
also  a  cpmpliment  to  the  service  to  which  I  have  the  honor  to  belong. 

To  Major  Sinclair  and  Major  Turn  bull  I  am  under  personal  obligations  for  many 
kindnesses. 

I  would  favorably  report  on  the  unvarying  respect  and  ready  compliance  with 
any  request  shown  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  various  details.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  Captain  Joseph  P.  Sanger,  First 
United  States  Artillery,  is  detailed  to  inspect  the  Artillery  School  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  witness  the  target  practice  of  said  school,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose will  proceed  to  Fort  Hamilton,  New  York  harbor,  at  such  time  as  may  be 
indicated  to  him  by  Major-General  Frederick  Townsend,  Adjutant-Gkneral  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  with  whom  he  will  communicate  on  the  subject.  Upon 
completion  of  this  duty.  Captain  Sanger  will  rejoin  his  station,  and  submit  a 
report  of  his  inspection  to  the  Adjutant-Gkneral  of  the  army.

In  accordance  with  this  order,  I  wrote  to  Major-General  Townsend,  and 
received  in  reply  a  letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a  true  copy,  to  wit :

Pirst  U.  8.  Artillery,  Fort  Adams,  Newpm't,  R.  I. : 

Major  —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
28th  instant,  which  would  have  received  an  earlier  reply  had  it  not  been  for 
the  fact  that  I  was  in  doubt  whether  the  Artillery  School  of  Instruction  could 
be  organized  near  Fort  Hamilton,  as  arranged,  inasmuch  as  I  waS  informed  that 
the  light  battery  was  encamped  at  Peekskill,  and  would  remain  Uiere  until  after 
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the  day  appointed  for  the  close  of  the  school.  I  have,  however,  learned  hy 
telegraphic  commanication  with  the  War  Department,  that  the  light  hattery  will 
be  at  fx>rt  Hamilton  by  the  6th  instant,  the  day  the  school  is  to  assemble. 

I  would  be  much  gratified  if  you  could  find  it  convenient  to  be  present  during 
the  time  the  school  is  at  Fort  Hamilton.  , 

The  scope  of  the  inspection  is  such  as  will  enable  you  to  report  upon  the 
general  method  pursued  at  the  school,  the  time  devoted  to  instruction  within 
barracks  by  lectures,  and  in  recitation;  and  in  the  field  with  the  battery;  the 
character  of  the  instruction  imparted,  whether  apparently  effective ;  the  appear- 
ance and  bearing  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  detail ;  and  whether '  the 
improvement  evinced,  if  any,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  such 
school,  and  generally  to  enable  you  to  make  such  suggestions  as  may  occur  to 
you  whereby  the  methods  employed  in  the  school  could  be  improved.  I  inclose 
copy  of  Special  Orders  No.  187,  c.  s.,  from  these  head-quarters  ordering  the 
schooL

L  Pursuant  to  paragraph  158,  Military  Code,  an  artillery  camp  of  instruction 
is  hereby  ordered,  beginning  Wednesday,  October  Gih,  and  eudiug  Wednesday, 
October  13th,  next. 

IL  Major  James  H.  Jones,  Twelfth  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  is  hereby 
assigned  to  command  said  camp,  and  is  charged  with  the  execution  of  all  details 
of  instruction  and  discipline  pertaining  thereto,  to  be  assisted  by  Major  William 
B.  Wctmore,  Ninth  Regiment,  who  is  hereby  detailed,  and  who  will  report 
without  delay  to  Major  Jones  for  such  duty. 

Battery  commanders  will  at  once  select,  from  their  respective  batteries, 
eight  of  their  most  intelligent  officers  (including  themselves,  it'  they  so  desire), 
non-commissioned  officers  or  privates,  to  report  m  fatigae  uniform,  without  arms, 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  said  camp,  at  the  State  Arsenal,  corner  Thirty-fifth 
street  and  Seventh  avenue,  New  York  city,  at  12  o'clock  m.,  on  the  6th  of 
October  next.  Immediately  after  deciding  upon  their  details  battery  command- 
era  will  forward  to  these  head-quarters  a  list  of  same,  showing  full  name  with 
rank  and  grade.  Such  details  will  be  required  to  remain  constantly  in  camp 
daring  the  course  of  instruction,  and  each  and  every  one  so  detailed  will  provide 
himself  with  a  note-book,  of  proper  size,  and  pencil.  In  the  discharge  of  this 
duty  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  will  be  paid  and  the  men  rationed  by  the 
State.

With  the  foregoing  orders  and  letter  before  me,  my  duties  were  plain.  I  left 
here  for  Fort  Hamilton,  October  6th,  arriving  October  7th.     I  remained  con- 
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The  first  questions  can  best  be  answered  by  recapitulating  briefly  what  was 
done  each  day. 

October  6.  Battery  N  on  guarjd.    No  instruction. 

October  7.  Ten  batteries  (all  but  guard)  at  morning  stables.     Standing  g}in  ^ 
drill  for  same  morning  and  afternoon.     Lecture  in  the  evening  by  brevet  dap- 
tain  £.   Van    A.   A.n(]^3,    first  lieutenant  First  Artillery,'  on  the  History  of 
Artillery  and  Explosives.     Attended  by  all  but  guard. 

October  8.  Batteries  D  and  L  on  guard.  B  and  H  at  morning  stables.  A,  M, 
K  and  F  instruc1ing»in  mounting  and  dismounting  from  ammunition  chests,  pre- 
paratory to  light  battery  drill  (as  cannoneers),  which  they  afterward  attended. 
D,  £  and  N  to  the  fort  to  witness  guard  mounting  and  parade.  Then  D,  E,  G, 
H  and  N  standing  fun  drill  in  the  morning.        * 

Standing  gun  Sr'ul  in  afternoon  for  all  but  guard,  Batteries  E  and  N,  receiving 
instruction  nrom  Lieutenant  Saterlee,  Third  Artillery,  in  Gl-atling  gun.  Four  p. 
M.,  lecture  by  Lieutenant  Myers,  Third  Artillery,  on  ammunition,  illustrated  by 
samples  and  models,  attended  by  one-half  the  school. 

October  9.  Battery  (3-  on  guard.  A,  M  and  K,  at  morning  stables.  D,  L,  B 
and  E,  instructed  in  mounting  and  dismounting  from  ammunition  chests  pre- 
paratory to  mounted  drill,  which  they  afterward  attended.  A,  M,  K,  and  i\  to 
the  fort  to  see  guard-mounting,  etc.  H  and  N,  to  gun  drill,  where  they  were 
subsequently  joined  by  the  four  batteries  from  the  fort.  2  p.  m.,  Lieutenant 
Myers  repeated  his  lecture  for  those  absent  the  day  before,  the  rest,  except 
guard,  had  gun  drill;  in  the  evening  lecture,  by  Brevet-Major  Sangef,  on  Ger- 
man field  artillery. 

October  10.  Battery  M  on  guard ;  detachment  to  the  fort,  as  on  previous  days. 
10  A.  M.,  general  inspection  of  camp,  after  which  the  captains  came  to  my  tent 
and  were  questioned  on  the  condition  of  their  batteries,  modes  of  instruction, 
target  practice,  parade,  mounted  drills,  and  generally  with  a  view  to  ascertain- 
ing how  far  they  were  able  to  prepare  for  the  school. 

October  11.  Batteries  all  examined  in  standing  gun  drill.  In  the  evening  lec- 
ture by  Captain  Miller,  of  the  engineers,  on  harbor  defense. 

October  12.  Target  practice,  Sandy  Hook. 

October  13.  Same  for  those  who  did  not  fire  first  day.  Continuation  of  ex- 
amination and  breaking  camp. 

This  statement  shows  the  precise  nature  of  the  instruction  received.  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  method  is  by  detachment  of  batteries,  without  other  classi- 
fication. The  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  were  taught  togetJier 
and  usually  by  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  Third  United  States  Artillery. 

(2.)  The  second  question  is  answered  by  the  following  time-table: 


DESIGNATION. 
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♦  Thto  Instruction  was  given  by  the  oomroandant  In  bis  tent  by  means  of  a  blaok-board. 
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In  explanation  of  the  foregoing  table  it  may  be  said  that  the  batteries  reported 
October  6th,  and  received  instruction  October  7th,  8th  and  9th.  The  10th  was 
Sunday,  11th  was  given  np  to  examination,  the  12th  and  13th  to  target  practice, 
the  completion  of  the  examination,  and  breaking  camp. 

(4.)  The  flharacter  of  the  practical  instruction  was  elementary;  that  of  the  lec- 
tures, and  recitations,  both  elementary  and  complex.  It  was  effective,  as  far  as 
it  went 

(5.)  The  appearance  and  bearing  of  the  details  were,  generally,  creditable, 
although  not  as  military  as  desirable.  This  I  attribute  to  a  lack  of  uniformity  in 
dress  and  to  a  want  of  training,  and  to  no  other  cause,  for  one  seldom  sees  a 
more  cleanly,  attentive,  or  better  behaved  command.  There  were  but  five  cases 
of  unauthorized  absence,  and  not*a  single  case  of  drunkenness  or  of  insubordinate 
or  disrespectful  conduct  reported. 

(6.)  I  could  have  given  a  more  satisfactory  reply  to  the  first  part  of  this  nuestion, 
had  there  been  an  examination  at  the  commencement  of  the  course ;  as  there  was 
none  I  could  not  make  the  necessary  comparisons  and,  therefore,  cannot  state 
positively  in  regard  to  progress.  There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  gen- 
eral bearing  of  the  officers  and  men,  and  although  some  of  them  did  not  under- 
stand the  manual  of  the  piece  thoroughly  when  they  came  up  for  final  examina- 
tion, I  am  satisfied  they  knew  more  than  when  they  arrived,  thoug:h  how  much 
it  would  be  difficult  to  say. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  as  to  the  advisability  of  continuing  this  school 
as  long  as  there  are  batteries  in  the  National  G-uard,  and  I  believe  that,  with  a 
slight  change  in  the  programme  of  instruction,  and  in  the  method  of  imparting 
it,  the  school  will  prove  a  very  great  benefit. 

SnOOESTIONS. 

It  is  with  some  diffidence  that  I  enter  on  this  part  of  my  report,  for  I  am  not 
sufficiently  conversant  with  the  National  Guard  to  discuss  any  of  its  methods. 
With  the  light  I  have  on  this  subject,  however,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  suggestions : 

1.  That  the  Artillery  School  receive  legislative  acknowledgment  as  a  feature  of 
the  organization  of  the  National  G-uard. 

2.  That  the  commandant  of  the  school  be  a  field  officer  of  artillery,  prefera- 
bly with  a  war  record,  and  that  his  staff  be  appointed  from  the  artillery  of  the 
State. 

3.  That  the  school  be  composed  of  not  less  than  one  gun  detachment  from 
each  battery  in  the  State,  and  that  there  be  at  least  one  commissioned  officer 
with  each  detachment. 

4.  That  the  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  school  be  as  follows,  viz. :  For 
commissioned  officers,  a  knowledge  of  the  ''school  of  the  soldier  mounted*'  and 
** dismounted,"  and  the  '* school  of  the  driver; ''  for  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates,  the  ''school  of  the  soldier  mounted  and  dismounted." 

5.  That,  on  their  arrival  in  camp,  the  enlisted  men  be  organized  into  a  light 
battery,  with  the  officers  attached. 

6.  That,  as  long  as  there  is  a  light  battery  of  the  Regular  Army  at  Fort  Ham- 
ilton, that  post  be  selected  as  the  site  of  the  camp,  and  fhat  steps  be  taken  to 
have  the  entire  battery  (officers,  men  and  horses)  available  for  purposes  of 
instruction,  provided  that  all  mounted  exercises  shall  take  place  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  commandant  of  the  battery,  or  of  an  officer  detailed  by  him. 

7.  That  the  course  of  instruction  be  entirely  practical,  and  continue  ten  days, 
one  day  being  devoted  to  target  practice,  and  the  last  day  to  examination. 

8.  That  the  remaining  eight  days  be  devoted  to  battery  service,  which  shall 
include  the  grooming  and  feeding  horses,  care  of  stables,  harness  drill  and 
mounted  exercises  with  the  battery,  the  officers  acting  as  chiefs  of  sections  and 
platoons,  the  enlisted  men  as  drivers  and  cannoneers.  Explanation  of  horse- 
shoeing given  at  the  farriers,  with  practical  illustration.  Explanation  of  ammu- 
nition, with  samples  and  models  enough  for  both  officers  and  men. 
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Thus  arranged,  the  routine  of  service  would  be  somewhat  as* follows : 

Reveille.  5  a.  u.,  coffee;  stable  call,  5:30;  water  call,  6:30;  breakfast,  7  a. 
M. ;  Harness  drill,  B  a.  m.  ;  battery  drill,  9  a.  m.  ;  recall,  11 :  30  a.  m.  ;  dinner, 
12  M. ;  instruction  in  horse-shoeing,  1  to  2  p.  m.  — two  horses  shod;  instruction 
in  ammunition,  2 :  30  to  3 :  30  p.  h.  ;  instruction  in  the  battery  wagon  and  forge, 
4  to  5  p.  H. 

Every  other  day  the  afternoon  instruction  could  be  varied  by  battery  drill  of 
an  hoar  and  a  half.  At  least  once  during  the  school,  the  battery  should  be 
takeo  out  fully  equipped  for  the  field.  , 

Properly  systematized,  and  methodically  carried  out,  such  a  course  would  not 
be  impracticable,  and  would  advance  its  students  a  long  way  toward  efficiency 
as  lififht  artillery  soldiers.  Thus  far  the  instruction  at  the  school  has  been  of 
the  most  elementary  character,  in  fact  it  has  not  gone  beyond  the  duties  of 
cannoneers,  which  should  be  taught  in  the  armories.  The  Artillery  School,  as  I 
understand  it^  was  designed  to  supplement  such  instruction,  and  meet  its 
deficiencies.  All  the  foot  drills,  including  a  knowledge  of  the  battery  material, 
are  attainable  at  the  posts  of  the  batteries,  where  they  should  be  thoroughly 
learned  by  those  who  aspire  to  the  school.  In  fact  such  knowledge,  as  I  have 
before  stated,  should  be  a  condition  of  attendance.  In  no  other  way  can  the 
school  be  made  to  accomplish  the  object  for  which  it  was  established  and  for 
which  it  should  alone  be  continued. 

9.  With  regard  to  the  method  of  giving  instruction,  I  recommend  that,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  officers  be  instructed  by  commissioned  officers  and  in  squads  by 
themselves,  and  not  by  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  garrison  of  Fort  Hamil- 
ton, in  squads  of  enlisted  men.  Without  being  too  severe,  the  officers  should  be 
kept  more  aloof  from  the  enlisted  men,  and  made  to  feel  tha^  in  the  discharge  o 
military  duties  there  is  no  such  thing  as  personal  equality.  The  arrangement  of 
the  camp,  and  the  forms  of  parade  and  mode  of  insti^iction,  have  tended  sorae-f 
what  toward  breaking  down  distinctions  due  to  the  different  grades,  and 
although  I  did  not  observe  a  want  of  respect  on  the  part  of  the  officers  or  men. 
I  think  the  military  bearing  of  all  would  have  improved  under  more  restraint. 
Major  Jones,  toward  the  last,  did  something  in  this  direction,  and  it  was  not 
without  its  effect 

10«  The  question  of  merit,  and  how  to  reward  it  in  the  school,  is  not  an  easy 
one.  Last  year  the  pupils  were  marked  for  their  preliminary  examination,  neat- 
ness, recitations  and  target  practice.  A  prize  of  $100,  and  a  suitable  motto  on 
the  {^idon  of  the  flag,  was  offered  the  battery  making  the  highest  average  dur- 
ing the  course,  and  $50  to  the  individual  making  the  highest  average. 

It  seems  to  me  a  very  difficult  matter  to  mark  each  individual  daily,  unless  all 
are  arranged  in  classes  and  have  the  same  instructors  throughout.  Would  it  not 
be  better  to  aim  at  something  more  than  an  annual  prize,  as  for  example  a  cer- 
tificate of  merit  from  the  A.  G.  0.  to  those  who,  after  two  or  even  three  years'  at- 
tendance, pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  subjects  taught  in  the  school  ?  If 
fairly  conducted  there  would  be  no  danger  of  injustice,  and  the  certificate  of  pro- 
ficiency would  be  an  inducement  to  officers  to  attend  the  school  and  do  honest 
work  after  they  reached  there,  and  would  be  a  guide  to  the  Adjutant-G-enei  al 
of  the  State  in  detailing  artillery  officers  for  special  duty. 

II.  The  facilities  for  target  practice  enjoyed  by  the  batteries,  at  Sandy  Hook, 
could  not  have  been  much  better,  and  I  recommend  that  as  long  as  the  school  is 
established  at  Fort  Hamilton  they  continue  to  go  there.  The  system  adopted 
last  year,  and  followed  this  year,  is  explained  by  the  following  diagram  and 
remarks :

To  explain  more  fully,  a  shell  striking  between  the  target  and  line  of  bannerols 
A  would  count  12  for  accuracy  of  '*  elevation  "  of  gun,  and  if  between  lines  of 
bannerols  3  and  4,  or  2  and  3,  10  for  "  direction  "  or  accuracy  of  aim;  the  score 
of  this  shot  would  be,  therefore,  22. 

I  have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  thoroughly  study  the  method  of  scoring 
adopted  by  the  school,  but  think  the  values  assigned  the  shots  are  sufficiently 
correct,  although  they  might  be  more  appropriately  arranged  if  based  on  accu- 
rate data. 

Colonel  McEwan,  of  the  Tenth  Regiment,  State  of  New  York,  the  first  com- 
mandant of  the  school,  conferred  with  me  last  fail  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
and  wrote  to  the  Artillery  School,  Fort  Monroe,  for  information  conceminff  the 
deviation  due  to  dfift  and  the  **  dangerous  spose"  (or  trajectory)  of  the  three- 
inch  guns  at  two  degrees  elevation,  both  of  whi^h  would  enter  a  discussion  of 
the  arrangement  of  the  bannerols  at  different  ranges,  or  the  values  of  the  scores 
in  using  different  kindk  of  ammunition.  For  example:  it  being  important  in  all 
artillery  Bring  that  the  gunners  be  taught  to  make  t^e  first  shots  '^  short,''  rather 
than  "  long/*  projectiles  going  beyond  the  target  should  count  eero,  whereas  if 
they  struck  or  burst  in  front,  even  if  beyond  effective  range,  they  woidd  have 
some  valuQ  in  determining  the  distance  of  the  target.  The  value  of  a  shell 
would  be  at  its  maximum  were  it  to  burst  on  striking  the  target,  and  this  value 
would  diminish  as  its  bursting  point  receded.  On  the  other  hand  the  maximum 
of  a  shrapnel  would  be  about  nmety  yards  in  front,  and  its  value  would  diminish 
as  the  burstin?  point  approached  the  target.  Tosir-shot  and  cannister  are  used 
so  exceptionaUy  that  they  may  be  lefi^  out  of  consideration.  These  principles 
enable  us  to  assign  the  relative  value  of  the  scores  due  to  "  elevation, ''  or  what 
is  the  same,  the  skill  of  the  gunner  in  estimating  the  distance ;  the  accuracy  of 
his  aim,  or  the  **  direction"  of  his  projectile  referred  .to  a  vertical  plane  passing 
through  bannerols  No.  3  and  the  center  of  the  target,  is  another  element  to 
which  a  value  must  be  assigned,  in  deciding  on  the  skill  of  the  gunner;  for 
whereas  the  elevation  may  be  excellent  the  aim  may  be,  for  the  same  shot,  very 
inaccurate.  Another  point  requires  consideration  in  determining  scores,  and  that 
is  the  relative  value  of  "  elevation "  and  ''  direction ''  of  shells  and  case-shot 
With  shell,  accuracy  of  aim  is  relatively  more  important  than  with  case,  owing  to 
the  great ,  difference  in  the  number  of  fragments,  and  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  two  projectiles.  In  other  words,  the  maximum  value  to  be  assigned  good 
*' direction"  or  aim  in  shell-tiring  should  approximate  more  nearly  the  maximum 
of  good  elevation,  or  correct  estimation  of  the  precise  distance,  than  in  case- 
firing  where  the  precise  elevation  is  not  equally  important.  It  will  be  observed 
that  under  the  present  system  they  have  the  same  value  in  determining  the 
score ;  but  these  are  minor  points  and  easily  settled.  The  main  fact  that  the 
State  of  New  York,  the  first  to  institute  competitive  musketry,  firing  according 
to  established  rules,  is  t^he  first  to  initiate  competitive  artillery  practice.  No 
branch  of  artillery  instruction  is  more  important,  and  no  branch  is  more  gener- 
ally neglected  in  our  service,  and  if  by  the  establishment  of  the  Artillery  School 
of  the  State  of  New  York  its  military  authorities  can  bring  about  a  change  in 
artillery  target  practice,  at  all  commensurate  wiih  what  uiey  have  done  for 
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musketry  firing  by  Ike  establishment  of  Oreedmoor,  they  will  deserve  the 
gratitude  and  respect  of  every  artillery  officer  who  feels  any  interest  in  his 
specialty.  I  sincerely  hope  they  may  be  able  to  create  and  maintain  an  ArtiUery 
Creedmoor,  where  not  dnly  the  batteries  of  the  State,  but  those  of  the  regular 
army  can  acquire  skill  in  the  use  of  their  guns,  without  which  they  are  but  as 
'*  sounding  brass  and  a  tinkling  cymbal. '^ 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowleding  the  courtesy  of  Major  Jones, 
the  commandant  of  the  school,  and  of  his  assistant,  Major  Wetmore.  I  also  feel 
ander  special  obligations  to  Lieutenant  E.  Davis,*  quarter-master  of  the  Third 
Artillery,  for  having  furnished  my  tent  in  c^mp,  and  for  unremitting  personal 
and  official  attention. 

Finally,  I  do  not  pretend  to  have  covered  all  the  points  ot  a  critical  inspection, 
or  to  have  exhaustively  discussed  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Adjutant- 
Qeneral  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  regard  to  the  school.  I  do  not  suppose 
that  under  the  most  favorable  conditions  the  Artillery  School  would  attain  its 
highest  sphere  of  excellence^  and  usefulness  at  once.  Such  institutions  grow 
slowly,  and  this  one  will,  I  presume,  prove  no  exception  to  the  rule.  It  deserves 
to  succeed,  for  its  object  is  to  elevate  the  morale  of  the  field  artillery  of  tbe  State, 
to  inspire  its  members  with  a  desire  to  learn  their  duties,  and  conjointly  with 
the  facilities  of  the  armories,  to  make  this  possible.  If  this  view  is  correct^  its 
roll  is  not  difficult  to  understand.  The  best  course,  in  my  judgment,  will  be 
that  which  approximates  nearest  to  the  actualities  of  the  service;  this  followed 
with  the  proper  enthusiasm  during  the  time  set  apart  for  the  school,  will  present 
conspicuously  to  its  pupils  every  practical  detail  of  the  ordinary  routine  of  field- 
artillery  service.

Major. — ^In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  12th  inst,  desiring  a  report 
of  the  medical  affairs  of  the  Artillery  School,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following : 

Upon  receiving  orders  from  the  Adjutant-Gkneral,  State  of- New  York,  to  report 
for  doty  as  medical  officer  to  Major  Jas.  H.  Jones,  Twelflli  Regiment,  New 
York  State  National  Guard,  I  drew  requisitions  for  medical  stores  and  instru- 
ments, the  same  consisting  of  a  hospital  knapsack  filled  with  those  articles  most 
apt  to  be  needed  in  a  camp  of  this  character,  and  a  field  and  pocket  case  of 
surgical  instruments.  The  requisitions,  upon  approval  of  the  commanding  officer, 
were  duly  honored  and  the  stores  receipted  for  by  me. 

The  command  moved  into  camp  on  Wednesday,  the  6th  inst.  The  camp  was 
found  pitched  up  on  the  north-west  slope  of  the  redoubt  at  Fort  Hamilton.  New 
York  Harbor,  the  tents  being  floored,  cots  furnished  for  the  men  and  sinks 
dog  at  sufficient  distance  to  prevent  any  annoyance.  In  case  of  heavy  storms 
or  gales  from  any  quarter,  it  was  in  an  exposed  position,  being  open  on  all  sides. 
Some  slight  protection  might  be  afforded  by  the  stables  of  the  light  battery 
from  north-easterly  gales,  and  by  some  few  trees  in  front,  the  force  of  northerly 
and  north-west  winds  would  be  a  httle  broken,  but  the  protection  offered  in  either 
quarter  is  not  enough  for  much  consideration.  In  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  the 
situation  of  the  camp  is  well  chosen.  All  the  low  ground  on  the  reservation  is 
subject  to'  being  covered  at  night  with  a  heavy  fog  carrying  in  it  miasm; 
although  surrounded  on  all  sides  with  this,  I  have  noticed  the  camp  but  slightly 
invadedf  and  the  amount  of  malaria  reported  at  sick-call  shows  the  healthy  con- 
dition of  both  men  and  camp.  Were  the  camp  held  early  in  the  spring,  and 
eariy  in  September,  I  am  of  the  opinion  malaria  diseases  would  be  much  more 
prevalent.  , 
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During  the  week's  encampment  the  (ollowing  cases  have  presented  themselves 
for  treatment:

In  the  case  marked  "lacerated  woonds,"  ete.,  one  patient,  a  sergeant  of  Bat- 
tery A,  was  acting  as  No.  1  for  another  detachment  during  mounted  drill,  on 
Saturday  morning,  the  9th  inst.  From  some  cause  the  gun  exploded  prema- 
turely, oauf^ing  extensive  laceration  of  the  right  hand,  loss  of  third  and  fourth 
fingers,  and  a  fracture  of  both  bones  of  right  forearm,  about  the  middle  third, 
lower  part.  By  the  courtesy  and  kindntfBs  of  Brevet  Lieu  L -Co  ion  el  E.  P.  Vol- 
lum.  Post  Surgeon,  1  placed  the  man  in  the  Post  Hospital  and  dressed  his 
wounds.  I  found  the  instruments,  which  had  been  furnished  upon  requisition, 
adequate  and  in  good  condition.  I  am  happy  to  sa;  Uie  patient  rallied  from  hi£ 
injuries,  and  I  hope  wilt  have  a  useful  limb. 

In  dealing  with  Che  medical  cases,  the  hospital  knapsack  carries  nearly  all,  if 
not  quit«,  what  is  necessary.  Some  few  additions  or  changes  could  be  made, 
or  surgeons  allowed  to  draw  for  what  medicines  the;  consider  best,  and  upon 
such  reauititions  the  knapsack  to  be  filled. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  tact  that  no  blanks  are  furnished 
our  Medical  Department,  either  for  requisitions  for  medicsl  stores,  receipts  for, 
reports,  returns,  or  in  short  for  any  thing,  except  the  discharge  for  physical  dis- 
ability. I  bad  the  honor,  this  past  summer,  to  receive  orders  from  Brigadier- 
General  W.  H,  Watson,  Surgeon -General,  S.  N.  Y.,  to  make  a  report  upon  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  Guard,  with  such  suggestions  for  change,  either  in 
Code  or  Regulations,  as  seemed  to  me  well.  In  that  report  1  have  recommended 
the  adoption  of  regular  reports,  at  stated  intervals,  from  all  medical  oRicers  on 
properly  prepared  blanks,  and  also  examinatjons  for  admission  Into  the  Depart- 
ment. I  consider  the  lives  and  limbs  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  guard  too 
precious  to  be  exposed  to  the  handling  of  men  not  competent  to  fill  the  duties  of 
medical  officers,  and  nhile  not  reflecting  upon  the  medical  staff  as  now  formed, 
I  would  guard  in  future  against  Che  admission  of  any  but  proved  men.  In  order 
to  make  it  an  object  for  men  of  worth  to  take  commissions  in  the  Department, 
I  recommend  the  restoration  of  rank,  which,  in  amendments  to  the  Military  Code 
of  Che  State,  .in  1878,  was  reduced.  I  would  favor,  as  far  as  practical,  forming 
the  Department  of  the  Ghiard  in  the  same  manner  as  Chat  of  the  Regular  Array, 
simplifying  thereby  the  complications  which  would  arise  should  State  troops  be 
called  upon  to  do  service  with  those  of  the  regular  service. 

An  important  element,  bearing  largely  upon  the  extremely  healthy  condition 
of  the  school,  has  been  (he  Mtal  absence  of  any  intoxication.  It  is  remarkable, 
and  deserving  of  Che  highest  commendation.  Coat  not  one  case  of  drunkennesa 
has  occurrtd  lu  any  detail  duriug  the  whole  tour  of  duty.    I  cannot  but  feel  thai 
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such  condnct  od  the  part  of  the  men  has  lighteDed  the  duties  of  the  medical 

officer. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  acknowledge  the  courtesy  shown  me  by  the  officers 
of  the  garrison.  In  particular  I  would  mention  General  De  Russy,  who  kindly 
said  any  thing  I  needed  would  be  furnished  from  the  Post  Hospital,  and  Dr. 
Vollum,  who  not  only  added  to  the  comfort  of  many  of  the  officers  by  giving 
bedding,  but  also  placed  the  ward  of  the  hospital  at  my  disposal,  gave  orders  to 
the  steward  to  fill  any  prescription  I  might  send,  and  aided  me  personally,  and 
by  advice,  in  the  handling  and  treatment  of  those  cases  placed  in  the  hospital. 

To  Major  Jones,  commanding,  and  Major  Wetmore,  second  in  command,  I  am 
indebted  for  many  kindnesses  and  a  ready  compliance  with  any  suggestion 
offered  as  to  the  sanitary  care  of  the  command. 

One  subject  I  have  omitted.  Before  entering  camp  a  contract  was  made  with 
a  caterer  for  the  men's  rations.  Owing  to  his  not  furnishing  proper  food,  by  the 
kindness  of  Brevet-Major  Sinclair,  the  men  were  rationed  in  the  post.  By  this 
.change  they  received  the  Regular  Army  ration,  and  were  not  only  better  fed  but 
fed  upon  food  properly  cooked,  and  found  by  experience  to  be  the  best  for  men 
expecting  to  perform  steady  duty.  I  would  suggest  that  whenever  National 
Guard  troops  are  ordered  for  service,  either  they  be  rationed  with  the  regulars, 
if  such  is  practical,  or  that  rations  in  kind  be  issued  and  arrangements  made  for 
cooking.  By  this  plan  plain,  healthy  food  would  always  be  furnished,  and 
danger  from  improper  feeding  be  avoided.

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REPORT  Of  COL.  MVID  E.  AUSTEN,  COMMANDING 

13TH  REGIMENT, 

'      ON  ENCAMPMENT  AT  ROCK  AWAY  BEACH,  AUGUST  2-0,  1880.

Obnbral. — I  desire  to  siibmit  the  following  report  of  our  camp 
duties : 

An  advance  guard  was  sent  to  Bockaway  on  Saturday,  July  3l6t, 
consisting  of  about  ninety  men,  under  command  of  Captain  H.  T. 
Brag^,  Jr. ;  the  work  performed  by  the  detachment  was  well  done, 
resulting  in  having  one-half  of  the  number  of  tents  erected  before  the 
arrival  of  the  regiment,  on  Monday,  August  2d. 

The  regiment  arrived  in  camp  at  9.30  a.  h.,  on  Monday,  August  2d, 
and  the  regular  routine  of  duty  was  performed  as  previously  announced 
in  circular.  A  guard  of  fiftv  men  was  mounted,  and  this  guard  was 
continued,  being  relieved  daily,  until  the  end  of  the  encampment. 

The  rifle  practice  fell  below  my  expectations : 

1st  From  having  a  heavy  gale  to  contend  with  the  first  day ;  even 
at  100  yards  the  men  having^  to  aim  at  least  two  feet  off  the  tai^^t 

2d.  From  being  prevented  during  the  second,  third  and  fourth  days 
of  the  camp  from  shooting,  to  any  extent,  by  reason  of  the  heavy  rain 
which  fell  almost  continuously. 

3d.  From  having  been  held  to  strict  adherence  to  Oreedmoor  rules 
as  to  class  shooting  by  the  division  inspector  of  rifle  practice. 

I  am,  however,  of  tne  opinion  that  it  is  quite  practicable  to  conduct 
rifle  practice  in  connection  with  a  camp,  but  think  that  a  regiment  of 
600  men  should  have  at  least  six  targets,  and  should  be  progressed  by 
companies;  two  each  day,  even  into  marksman's  grades,  making  it  a 

i)oint  to  create  a  company  pride,  and  not  shooting  by  classes  where  so 
arge  a  number  are  called  to  the  range,  in  one  day,  rendering  it  tedious 
to  the  men  and  detaining  them  unnecessarily  long. 
The  guard  duty  developed  the  fact  that  both  officers  and  men  were 

Eoorly  posted ;  the  camp  nas  given  all  an  experience  which  would  never 
ave  been  secured  in  our  armories,  and  of  itself  has  been  worth  to  the 
regiment  all  the  money  and  time  expended ;  and  while  even  yet  we 
have  much  to  learn,  the  benefits  cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  guard 
mounting,  which  at  first  was  crude  and  imperfect,  during  the  Tatter 
days  was  performed  in  a  manner  which  might  be  termed  perfect. 
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The  recruits  derived  great  benefit  from  the  drillings  whioh  was, 
however,  not  carried  on  to  as  great  an  extent  as  I  anticipated,  owiu^ 
to  the  continuous  rains  during  the  first  three  days  of  the  camp  and 
from  the  fact  the  men  had  to  go  too  far  in  order  to  procure  their  meals, 
time  being  in  this  manner  lost 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  that  the  State  purchase  a  complete  com- 
missary outfit,  as  it  would  be  preferable  to  give  commands  an  expe- 
rience in  having  their  own  company  kitchens,  and  running  this 
department  without  ^oing  to  hotels.  Owing  to  the  Rocka way  Beach 
Improvement  Company  failing  to  provide  meals,  as  per  my  contract 
with  them  and  from  the  fact  the  Commissary-General  of  Ordnance 
informed  me  that  he  had  no  camp-kitchen  outfit,  I  was  compelled  to 
send  the  men  to  hotels  about  a  mUe  distant,  but  was  aided  in  this  by 
the  Bockaway  and  Woodhaven  Bailroad  Company  sending  the  men  on 
flat  cars  ;  the  railroad  company  filled  its  contract  with  me  to  the  letter, 
although  not  formally  turned  over  to  the  Beach  Improvement  Com- 
pany by  the  contractor,  Mr.  B.  E.  Smith,  who  also  made  everv  effort, 
dnnng  the  latter  davs,  to  place  the  parade  ground  in  good  order, 
keeping  teams  and  rollers  at  work  until  the  last  day  of  the  camp.  Mr. 
Torrey,  the  railroad  superintendent,  and  CoL  More,  the  chief  of  con- 
struction at  Bockaway,  affording  every  facility. 

The  tent-floors,  which  I  had  made,  were  the  finest  I  have  ever  seen 
in  any  camp,  and  resulted  in  keeping  quarters  in  fine  order,  dry  and 
oomfortable. 

On  Monday,  August  2d,  the  regiment  was  reviewed  by  Bri^.-Gen. 
Alfred  0.  Barnes ;  on  Thursday,  August  6,  by  Col.  Wm.  G.  Bice  ;  on 
Friday,  August  6,  by  Brig.-Gen.  0.  T.  Ohristensen ;  on  Saturday, 
August  7,  by  Col.  Jno.  S.  McEwan,  Assistant- Adjutant  General ;  on 
Sunday,  August  8,  was  inspected  by  Col.  J.  Henry  Story,  Inspector 
Second  Division . 

On  Saturday  or  rather  Sunday  morning,  at  3  a.  m.,  the  long-roll 
was  beaten  and  responded  to  most  promptly.  Company  G  responding 
in  two  minutes,  was  deployed  as  skirmishers,  and  had  advanced  500 
yards  in  less  than  four  minutes  from  the  original  call ;  five  other  com- 
panies were  advanced  as  a  reserve  force,  while  four  companies  were 
left  on  the  color  line  'to  await  orders. 

On  each  day  of  camp,  except  August  3d  and  4th  when  rain  pre- 
Tented,  usual  dress  parade  was  held,  which  was  well  attended,  and  on 
the  last  days  great  improvement  was  manifested. 

I  annex  the  figures  of  each  day's  attendance :

A  detachment  of  Gatling  Battery  N,  under  command  of  Lieutenant 
Tyson,  accompat^ied  the  regiment ;  it  distinguished  itself  by  soldierly 
bearing  and  attention  to  all  the  duties  of  soldiers^  their  conduct 
d^rves  more  than  ordinary  mention. 
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My  staff  wag  entirely  new,  but  the  members  are  deserving  of  the 
greatest  credit  for  the  able  manner  in  which  their  duties  were  per- 
formed, giving  evidence  that  I  have  the  right  men  in  the  right  place, 
and  officers  who  can  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency. 

The  postponement  from  June  28th  prevented  men  from  attending 
who  had  arranged  for  their  holidays  at  that  time,  and  the  total  attend- 
ance, although  most  creditable  under  the  circumstances,  fell  below  the 
exoectations  which  I  had  entertained  for  the  original  date. 

My  experience  makes  me  a  most  earnest  advocate  of  encampments, 
and  with  the  changes  noted  for,  rifle  practice,  and  with  some  provision 
made  by  the  State  for  rations,  and  a  commissary  department  provided 
on  thq  camp  grounds,  under  State  allowance,  the  results  would  be 
most  beneficial  and  satisfactory ;  and  I  trust  that  the  reports  which 
you  will  receive  from  the  officer  who  represented  your  department  will 
convince  you  that  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  even  under  its  postpone-

ON  ENCAMPMENT  OF  ELEVENTH  REGIMENT  AT  NEW  DORP, 

8.  I.,  AUGUST  28,  29,  30  and  ai,  1880. 


Head-quarters  Bleventh  Regiment,  Infantry, 
N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  Camp  Frederick  Townsend,  New  Dorp, 

New  York,  August  31,  1880. 

General. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
encampment  of  this  command  : 

On  August  20,  18150,  a  detachment  of  three  officers  and  four  men 
were  ordered  to  the  ground  to  receive  camp  equipage  and  to  lay  out 
the  camp,  which  was  done  according  to  general  regulations.  A  similar 
detachment  of  two  officers  and  twenty  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates  was  detailed  on  the  2?th  to  pitch  the  tents  and  prepare  every 
thing  according  to  regulations.  Early  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  I  visited  the  camp  and  found  the  work  progessing ;  a  detail  was  left 
in  camp  to  guard  the  same.  On  the  28th  the  regiment  left  the  armory 
at  2:10  p.  M.,  and  took  the  3  P.  m.  boat  from  foot  of  Whitehall  street, 
New  York,  for  Vandt^rbilt  Landing,  Staten  Island  ;  upon  arriving  at 
Staten  Island  a  special  train  awaited  the  regiment  and  conveyed  it  to 
the  camp  ground,  arriving  there  at  4:10  p.  m.  A  guard  of  thirty-five 
oflScers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  was  immediately  formed 
and  the  remainder  dismissed  to  their  quarters.  At  6:15  assembly  was 
sounded  for  company  drill  until  6:30,  during  which  time  rations  were 
issued,  and  two  men  from  each  company  were  detailed  as  company 
cooks.  At  9  p.  M.  taps  were  sounded,  and  at  11  p.  m.  the  camp  was 
alarmed  and  the  long-roll  sounded,  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the  men, 
and  within  ten  minutes  I  found  all  companies  formed  on  the  color  line 
ready  for  duty.  On  the^9th  the  morning  gun  was  fired  and  reveille  was 
sounded  at  sunrise;  orders  were  published  for  the  daily  camp  routine, 
such  as  guard  mounting,  police  duty,  company  and  battalion  drills. 
The  companies  drilled  from  6:30  until  8  a.  m.,  the  battalion  drilled 
from  9  until  11  a.  m.;  owing  to  the  excessive  heat  the  men  were  dis- 
missed and  given  liberty  of  the  camp  until  4:30  p.  m.,  when  assembly 
was  sounded  for  dress  parade  and  review;  hardly  had  the  battalion 
formed  for  dress  parade  when  a  terrific  thunder  storm  broke  over  the 
camp,  notwithstanding  which  both  ceremonies  were  finished  as  pre- 
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scribed  by  the  tactics,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  not  a  man  left  the 
line  during  the  ceremonies,  which  lasted  over  half  an  hour.  The  men 
were  then  (the  storm  still  raging)  dismissed  to  their  quarters  and 
undress  guard  mount  was  held  at  6:80  p.  m.  It.  continued  to  rain  all 
night  of  the  29th  and  all  day  of  the  30th  ;  nevertheless,  undress  guard 
mount  was  had  twice  on  the  30th  and  the  battalion  formed  for  drill 
several  times  dqring  the  day,  but  under  the  advice  of  the  surgeon  drills 
were  of  but  short  duration.  On  the  morning  of  the  3l8t  the  same  camp 
duties  were  performed  as  on  the  29th ;  at  6:15  A.  m.  companies  formed 
for  drill  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  company  until  8  a.  h.,  after 
which  the  companies  were  dismissed  to  clean  their  clothing,  arnis  and 
equipments ;  at  9:50  a.  h.  the  battalion  was  formed  for  drill  in  the  school 
of  the  battalion  and  skirmishing,  and  were  dismissed  at  12:30  P.  K. 
for  dinner  and  to  repack  knapsacKs  preparatory  to  leaving  the  camp, 
orders  having  been  received  from  the  Ordnance  Department  not  to 
strike  camp  until  September  1st,  and  one  otficer  and  six  men  were 
detailed  to  guard  the  camp  until  that  time.  At  2:30  p.  m.  assembly 
was  again  sounded,  and  the  men  directed  to  fall  in  fully  armed  and 
equipped,  when  blank  cartridges  were  issued,  and  part  of  the  regiment 
detailed  as  skirmishers  under  command  of  Lieut. -Col.  Eraeger  while 
I  took  command  of  the  remainder  of  the  battalion  acting  as  reserves, 
and  the  battalion  was  instructed  in  that  important  branch  of  the 
service  which  cannot  be  properly  taught  at  the  armories.  At  5:30 
p.  m.  a  special  train  conveyed  the  regiment  to  Vanderbilt  Landing, 
from  whence  the  regiment  was  transported  to  the  city  of  New  York 
and  proceeded  to  the  armory  where  it  arrived  at  8  p.  m.,  when  the 
officers  and  men  were  dismissed . 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  behavior  of  the  officers  and  men 
during  the  encampment;  only  four  of  the  men  were  placed  in  the 
guard-house,  and  in  each  case  for  not  very  serious  offenses  against  the 
camp  regulations. 

The  total  expense  to  this  command  of  the  encampment,  as  far  as 
can  be  ascertained  at  this  time,  amounts  to  about  $1,000.

General — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  fojr  the 
[ear  1879,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  paragraph  589,  General 
ilations : 

^n  the  dlst  of  May  the  division  paraded,  and  took  part  with  the 
Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic  and  other  organizations,  in 
commemorating  the  services  of  the  fallen  heroes  of  the  late  civil  war. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  parade  the  compliment  6f  a  marching  salute 
was  paid  by  the  troops  to\hi8  honor  the  mayor  of  this  city,  at  the 
Worth  monument,  opposite  Madison  square,  and,  at  the  termination 
of  the  parade,  a  similar  compliment  was  paid  to  Major-General  Win- 
field  S.  Hancock,  IT.  S.  A.,  at  Broadway  and  Ninth  street.

The  division  also  paraded,  in  conjunction  with  the  Second  Division, 
for  review  by  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  on  October  21. 
The  troops  were  formed  in  a  deployed  line  on  Fifth  avenue,  the  right 
resting  on  Fiftieth  street  (the  line  extending  northward),  the  First 
Division  on  the  right,  and  at  3  p.  m.  column  was  formed,  passing  in 
review  before  his  Excellency  at  Fifth  avenue  and  Forty-second  street, 
and  being  dismissed  immediately  thereafter.     The  command  of  the 

feneral  column  devolved  upon  me,  and  that  of  the  First  Division  upon 
(rigadier-Generd  J.  M.  Varian.    The  various  organizations  of  the 
Second  Division,  commanded  by  Major-General  James  Jourdan,  as 
well  as  those  of  the  First  Division,  appeared  upon  the  ground  promptly, 
and  both  divisions  made  a  highly  creditable  appearance.

During  the  year  the  Second  Brigade  was  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss,  by  death,  of  its  permanent  commander,  Brigadier-General  Fred- 
erick Vilmar,  who  had  proved  himself  a  very  zealous  and  energetic 
officer.  Since  his  death  the  organization  has  been  disbanded,  and  the 
regiments  composing  it  were  transferred  to  the  First  and  Third  Bri- 
gades. The  Third  Regiment,  Cavalry,  numbering  411  officers  and 
men,  has  also  been  disbanded  since  the  last  quarterly  return,  and  its 
officers  were  rendered  supernumerary. 

In  reference  to  armory  accommodations  a  few  changes,  involving 
•slight  improvements,  were  made  during  the  year.  The  Eighth  Eegi- 
ment,  which  has  practically  been  without  a  home  for  the  past  three 
years,  has  reluctantly  taken  up  its  quarters  on  the  up*per  floor  of  an 
omnibus  stable,  on  the  corner  of  Ninth  avenue  and  Twenty-seventh 
street,  leased  by  the  local  authorities  until  January  1,  1882.  The 
occupation  of  premises  so  unsuitable,  with  accommodations  so  insuffici- 
ent, cannot  fail  to  produce  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  regiment.  A 
veteran  corps  like  this,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  State,  generally  com- 
'  manded  by  popular  and  respected  officers,  boasting  of  an  excellent  war 
record,  surely  deserves  better  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  governing 
powers.  In  striking  contrast  with  the  poor  and  inadequate  quarters 
of  this  regiment,  stands  the  costly  and  commodious  armory  of  the 
Seventh  Kegiraent,  completed  during  the  past  year.  This  regiment 
deserves  and  requires  large  and  spacious  accommodations,  but  its  needs 
are  not  as  great,  so  far  as  the  aid  to  recruiting  which  a  fine  armory 
furnishes  is  concerned,  as  those  of  many,  other  organizations. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  question  of  providing 
more  suitable  armories  for  the  organizations  of  this  division  may 
receive  the  attention  its  importance  demands,  and  that  such  action 
may  be  taken  as  wiU  result  in  all  being,  at  least,  comfortably  quartered 
in  buildings  as  suitable  and  appropriate,  if  not  so  spacious,  as  that  of 
the  Seventh  Regiment. 

Upon  the  occupation  by  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  its  new  armory,  the 
old  one  at  Tompkins'  Market  having  b^n  assigned  to  the  Sixty-ninth 
Regiment,  was  occupied  by  that  regijnent,  and  its  armory  at  Essex  Mar- 
ket was  assigned  to  the  Fifth  Regiment,  the  lease  of  whose  present  armory 
in  Twenty-third  street,  near  Sixth  avenue,  expires  on  May  1,  1881. 

Both  the  Tompkins  Market,  and  the  Essex  Market  armories  are  in 
poor  condition,  and  will  require  considerable  expenditure  to  make 
them  comfortable  for  occupation. 

The  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  Third  Regiment,  Calvary,  in  the 
city  armory  (corner  of  White  and  Elm  streets)  have  been  temporarily 
assigned  to  Battery  B,  which  heretofore  occupied  only  the  ground 
floor  of  the  building  referred  to,  and  will  be  of  material  benefit  in  fur- 
nishing facilities  for  battery  drills  not  heretofore  enjoyed. 

A  suitable  parade  and  drill  ground  for  the  use  of  this  division  be- 
comes, from  year  to  year,  a  greater  need.     Since  last  report  no  steps 
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have  been  taRen  to  secure  one,  but  a  faint  hope  may  be  cherished,  that 
in  connection  with  the  movement  for  a  world's  fair  to  be  held  in  this 
city  in  1883,  a  way  of  supplying  this  long-felt  want  may  be  realized. 
The  arguments  in  favor  of  such  a  ground  have  been  repeatedly  sub- 
mitted, and  will  be  found  in  previous  reports  frona  these  head-quarters. 
Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to* them. 

The  question  of  substituting  an  annual  encampment  of  this  division, 
either  by  regiment  or  brigade,  as  may  be  found  most  practicable,«for 
much  of  the  street  parading  now  done,  is  one  upon  which  the  princi- 
pal officers  of  the  division  are  united.  It  is  believed  that  if  a  per- 
manent camp  was  established  near  the  city,  and  occupied  by  the  troops 
during  the  summer  months,  all  the  service  relating  to  rifle  practice 
could  be  performed  with  better  results  than  under  the  present  svstem, 
and  the  important  duties  of  camp  and  field  service  tboroughly  and 
efficiently  taught.  The  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the  division 
would  be  incalculable  in  my  judgment,  and  next  to  providing  facilities 
for  indoor  drills  by  furnishing  commodious  armories,  nothing  would  be 
more  popular.  • 

The  subject  is  commended  to  ^oxir  serious  consideration.

General  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  as  required  by  paragraph 
442,  General  Regulations,  that  no  parades  or  drills,  by  brigade,  have 
been  held  in  this  command  during  the  past  year,  there  being  no  suit- 
able ground  in  the  city  of  New  York  for  the  purpose. 

It  was  proposed  to  hold  a  field-day  for  the  instruction  of  this  brigade 
and  the  Eleventh,  in  the  duties  of  real  work,  embracing  an  engage- 
ment with  movements  on  a  considerable  scale.  General  Molineux 
and  myself  were,  however,  reluctantly  obliged  to  abandon  the  scheme 
for  the  present,  in  consequence  of  other  demands  on  our  time  at  the 
season  selected. 

The  instruction  of  the  brigade  staff  has  been  continued  during  the 
past  season  with  the  best  results,  and  the  reports  made  of  all  regimental 
and  battalion  drills,  attended  by  them,  to  these  head-quarters,  have 
been  very  valuable. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  brigade  is  in  good  condition  but 
needs,  absolutely,  drill  ground,  and  this  must  be  had  if  efficiency  is  to 
be  maintained.

Colonel. —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year  ISS'J. 
this  command  has  paraded  in  all  fourteen  times  for  parade,  drill  and 
instruction,  exclusive  of  the  regular  company  drills,  which  are  held 
weekly  between  the  1st  of  September  and  1st  of  June. 

The  regimental  drill  season  was  opened  in  January,  with  drills  bj 
division  at  the  armory,  12th,  13th  and  16th,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  field  officers. »  A  second  set  was  held  January  27th,  28th  and  29th. 

The  armory  being  too  small  for  the  instruction  of  my  command  in 
battalion  movements,  the  officers  decided  to  hire  the  Madison  Sqnare  gar- 
den for  drill  and  instruction  on  February  10th  and  27th,  March  10th  and 
18th,  the  expense  being  borne  by  the  regiment.  These  drills  were  suc- 
cessfully carried  out,  and  at  the  closing  one  the  command  was  reviewed 
by  Brevet  Major-Genend  T.  L.  Crittenden,  United  States  Army,  who 
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expressed  himself  much  gratified  with  th#  proficiency  of  the  regiment, 
as  well  as  at  the  spirited  exhibition  of  skirmish  movements  given  by 
Captain  Packner's  company  (K). 

This,  I  believe,  was  the  first  time  that  the  skirmish  drill,  "  revised 
tactics,''  was  ever  exhibited  in  New  York  city. 

Preparatory  drills  in  inspection  were  held  by  wing  at  the  armory  on 
May  13th  and  14th,  and  on  May  17th  the  regiment  was  inspected  kni 
mustered  by  Brevet  Brig.-Genl.  T.  F.  Kodenbough,  Assistant  Inspector- 
General,  S.  N.  Y.,  in  East  Thirty-fourth  street  Tlie  Color  ceremony  was 
illustrated  by  Captain  McGowan's  company  (Or),  on  the  occasion,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  muster  a  drill  in  mj  system  of  street  fighting  was  given 
for  the  information  of  the  inspectmg  officer. 

The  command  paraded  on  May  31st  in  honor  of  Decoration  Day, 
and  on  July  29th,  and  on  August  23d  took  its  tour  of  duty  at  Creed- 
moor  for  rifle  practice. 

A  set  of  division  drills  were  held  in  the  armory  September  20th  to 
24th,  principally  instruction  in  skirmish  movements,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 28th  the  regiment  visited  Lloyd's  Neck,  L.  I.,  for  a  field  day  and 
sham  battle.  The  manoeuvers  on  this  occasion  were  witnessed  by 
Major  Olyphant  of  your  staff;  he  also  inspecting  the  command  on  the 
afternoon  of  that  day. 

The  closing  parade  of  the  year  was  made  on  October  21st,  on  the 
occasion  of  Governor  Cornell  reviewing  the  First  and  Second  Divisions. 

The  average  attendance  on  the  occasions  of  all  regimental  drills  and 
parades,  exclusive  of  band  and  drum  corps,  was  over  300.  The  aver- 
age roll,  including  band  and  drum  corps,  during  the  year  being  about 
470. 

In  addition  to  this  duty,  and  the  regular  company  duty,  the  com- 
missioned officers  were  assembled  for  theoretical  instruction  February 
16th  and  September  15th,  and  the  non-commissioned  officers,  Janu- 
ary 21st 

Throughout  the  drill  season  the  schools  of  the  squad  company  and 
battalion,  skirmish  drill,  manual  of  *arms,  loadings  and  firings  (revised 
tactics),  and  the  manual  of  rifle  practice  (Wingate),  were  taught  the 
command.

General.'— In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  689,  General 
Regulations,  1  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the 
duty  performed  by  the  troops  comprising  this  division,  during  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1880  : 

The  division  has  made  two  parades  during  the  year;  one  of  the  occa- 
sions being  that  of  Decoration  Day,  the  31st  day  of  May,  the  other  in 
compliance  with  special  orders  from  general  head-quarters  for  review 
by  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  conjunction  with  the 
First  Division,  in  New  York  city.  The  parade  in  New  York,  I  believe, 
has  had  a  very  beneficial  effect  on  the  several  sub-organizations  of 
this  command,  because  of  the  various  comments  made  by  the  press  as 
to  their  relative  merits,  as  they  appeared  on  the  occasion  referred  to, 
which  has  caused  a  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  to  exist,  hitherto  unknown 
in  the  history  of  the  Second  Division,  the  result  of  which  cannot  be 
otherwise  than  to  increase  the  several  sub-commands  of  the  division  in 
numbers  as  well  as  in  general  efficiency.  The  Fifteenth  Battalion  of 
the  Fifth  Brigade  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  of  the  State,  on  the 
18th  day  of  October,  which  organization  numbered  286  officers  and 
enlisted  men  (according  to  the  last  quarterly  return),  and  Battery  C 
on  the  19th  dajr  of  October,  numbering  4  officers  and  46  enlisted 
men.  If  recruiting  continues  throughout  the  present  year  in  the 
Bsme  proportion  as  it  has  during  the  three  months  ending  December 
31,  1880,  the  division  will  be  as  well  off,  so  far  as  numbers  are  con- 
cerned, as  before  the  disbandment  of  the  organizations  named. 

The  several  organizations  of  the  division  paraded  for  the  annual 
inspections  and  muster  on  the  following  dates,  in  pursuance  of  special 
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orders  from  general  head-quarters,  viz.:  Thirteenth  Regiment, 
Wednesday,  May  26,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  m.;  Forty-seventh  Regiment, 
Thursday,  May  27,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  m.  ;  Fourteenth  Regiment.  Friday, 
May  28^  at  2  o'clock,  p.  m.  ;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  Monday,  May 
31,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  M.;  Fifteenth  Battalion,  Tuesday,  June\  1,  at  2 
o'clock,  p.  M.;  Seventeenth  Separate  Company,  Infantry,  Wednesday, 
June  2,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  M.;  Troop  D,  Cavalry,  Thursday,  June  3,  at 
a^  o'clock,  p.  M.;  Batteries  C  and  N,  Artillery,  Friday,  June  4,  at  2 
o'clock,  p.  M.;  Twenty-third  Regiment,  Monday,  June  7,  at  2  o'clock, 
p.  M. 

On  the  26th  day  of  May,  the  division  and  brigade  staffs  were  in- 
spected by  the  Inspector  General  at  their  respective  head -quarters. 
The  Inspector-General  having  had  full  charge  of  these  inspections  it 
would  be  superfluous  for  me  to  offer  any  comment  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  they  were  conducted,. or  of  the  condition  and  general  appear- 
ance of  the  troops  during  the  performance  of  that  ceremony.  During 
the  season  for  out-door  rifle  practice,  the  troops  of  this  command,  in 
pursuance  of  orders  received  from  general  head-quarters  and  from  these 
head-quarters,  proceeded  to  Creedmoor  for  rifle  practice ;  the  particu- 
lars and  the  results  of  such  practice  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the 
division,  brigade  and  regimental  inspectors  of  rifle  practice,  to  which 
I  most  respectfully  invite  your  attention. 

All  the  organizations  of  this  command  are  now  provided  with 
proper  armory  accommodations,  excepting  the  Thirty-second  and 
Forty-seventh  Regiments,  and  these  will  soon,  probably  within  the 
present  year,  be  furnished  with  a  new  armory,  the  building  of  which  is 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  can  be  expected,  taking  into  consideration  the 
difficulties  which  have  to  be  overcome  by  the  authorities,  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  look  after  such  matters,  differing,  as  they  most  naturally 
will  in  such  cases,  as  to  th^  most  economical  and  proper  manner  of 
procedure. 

The  supervisors  of  Kings  county  have  rendered  all  the  aid  within 
their  power  to  facilitate  the  division  in  the  way  of  armory  accommo- 
dations, consistent  with  an  economical  and  conscientious  regard  for 
the  interest  of  their  constituency,  and  the  tax  payers  of  the  county, 
who  have  very  cheerfully  acquiesced  in  any  expenditures  tending  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  National  Guard  located  within  the 
borders  of  said  county. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  drill,  discipline  and  genera 
efficiency  of  all  the  organizations  of  thiscommand  since  my  last  report. 

Accompanying  this  report  I  transmit  that  of  Brigadier-General 
Edward  L.  Aiolineux,  commanding  the  Eleventh  Brigade,  which  shows 
in  detail  the*  duties  performed  by  his  command  during  the  year. 
General  Molineux  is  an  exceedingly  industrious  and  efficient  com- 
mander, as  is  evidenced  by  the  increjised  efficiency  of  his  command. 

I  also  transmit  the  report  of  Brigadier-General  Christian  T,  Christ- 
ensen,  commanding  the  Fifth  Brigade,  together  with  reports  fi'om  the 
sub-organizations  of  his  command,  which  shows  the  **  number,  char- 
acter and  dates  "  of  all  drills  and  parades  held  during  the  year.  The 
Fifth  Brigade,  although  having  lost,  by  the  disbandment  of  the  Fif- 
teenth Battalion,  286  officers  and  enlisted  men,  through  the  indefati- 
gable industry  and  zeal  manifested  by  its  commander,  and  the  activity 
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of  the  snb-organizations  of  his  brigade,  the  ags^regate  number  will 
verv  80011  be  as  large  as  it  was  previous  to  the  saitl  disbandment. 

the  practical  operation  of  the  annual  court-martial  for  the  trial  of 
all  com  missioned  officers  who  may  have  been  absent  during  the  previous 
year  has  been  a  total  failure.  A  law  that  requires  a  commissioned 
officer  to  suffer  the  humiliation  of  being  brought  before  a  court-mar- 
tial for  the  simple  offense  of  being  absent  from  drill  or  parade,  and  for 
which  absence  he  may  have  the  best  possible  excuse,  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  stricken  from  the  Military  Code;  certain  it  is,  that  an  offi- 
cer who  may  be  authorized  to  order  a  parade  or  drill  should  be  vested 
with  power  to  excuse  any  officer  who,  for  sufficient  reasons,  absented 
himself  from  such  parade  or  drill. 

I  would  respectfully  invite  attention  to  the  unnecessary  expen- 
diture of  the  military  funds  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  general  courts; 
martial.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  officers  who  may  be  detailed  as 
members  of  courts-martial,  including  the  judge-advocate,  should  re- 
ceive pay  for  simply  performing  their  duty,  while  other  officers,  who 
may  be  •engaged  in  the  execution  of  duties  eouaily  important, 
do  not  receive  »ny  pay.  The  duties  of  a  judge -advocate  are  not  so 
onerous  as  to  entitle  officers  of  that  grade  to  receive  pay,  while  com- 
pany, regimental  and  officers  of  the  Adjutant-Gencrars  Department, 
who  perform  ten-fold  more  duty,  do  not  receive  any  pay  for 
their  services.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
custom  of  paying  officers  for  services  on  general  courts-martial  be  dis- 
continued, and  expenditures  be  limited  to  compensation  for  a  sten- 
ographer, who  shall  be  paid  for  the  actual  number  of  folios  requisite 
to  contain  the  record  of  the  court. 

I  would  also  respectfully  recommend  the  compilation  of  all  laws  and 
regulations  established  for  the  government  of  the  National  Guard  in 
one  volume  to  supersede  the  present  Code  and  regulations  which  fre- 
quent amendments,  orders  and  usages  have  so  materially  changed  as 
to  lead  to  embarrassment  and  unintentional  violations  of  the  provis- 
ions of  both.  I  believe  that  a  law  which  deprives  a  general  com- 
manding a  division  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  responsibilities  now 
conferred  upon  company,  regimental  and  brigade  commanders  to  order 
ont  their  respective  commands  for  parade,  drill  and  instruction,when- 
ever  in  their  judgment  it  might  become  necessary,  should  be  repealed. 

In  consequence  of  the  frequent  applications  for  discharges  from  the 
National  Guard,  based  upon  irregularities  in  enlistment  or  on  account 
of  physical  disability  which  existed  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  I 
would  recommend  that  a  mustering  officer  be  designated  or  appointed 
in  each  regiment,  who  shall  mustei-  all  recruits,  but  that  no  muster 
shall  be  made  by  such  mustering  officer  until  he  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished with  a  cei-tificate  from  the  examining  regimental  surgeon,  set- 
ting forth  that  the  recruit  is  an  able-bodied  man  and  physically  quali- 
fied to  perform  the  duties  of  a  soldier.  If  I  may  be  permitted  I  would 
recommend  the  organization  of  a  cprps  of  sappers  and  miners  or 
engineer  soldiers,  to  consist  of  a  detail  of  two  members  from  each 
company  in  each  brigade,  to  be  selected,  organized  and  instructed  by 
the  engineer  officer  attached  to  each  brigade,  and  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  respective  division  engineers.  Such  a  detachment, 
when  carefully  and  intelligently  instructed,  would  render  valuable 
service  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
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I  believe  that  the  law  should  be  repealed  or  amended  which  limits 
the  number  of  parades  that  a  soldier  may  be  compelled  to  make  in 
any  one  year,  as  emergencies  are  liable  to  arise  which  will  require 
parades  in  excess  of  the  number  at  present  required  by  the  Code. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  that  part  of  my  report  of 
December  31,  187H,  recommending  the  proper  authority  to  designate 
precisely  what  shall  constitute  the  complete  outfit  of  clothing  and 
equipments  for  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard; 
al86  to  that  portion  of  the  same  report  relating  to  the  adoption  of  a 
system  of  accountability  of  State  property,  rifle  practice,  mustering, 
military  bonds,  etc. 

Courts-martial  are  frequently  embarrassed  by  the  uncertainty  exist- 
ing as  to  the  scope  and  rights  of  the  civil  company  organization,  in  its 
relation  to  the  military.  It  is  impossible  to  determine,  from  any  thing 
that  appears  in  the  Code  or  regulations,  how  far  a  soldier  in  company 
meetings  is  subject  to  the  control  and  authority  of  his  military  supe- 
rior; this  is  especially  the  case  when  a  private  or  a  non-commissioned 
officer  is  elected  to  preside  at  a  meeting  of  the  civil  organization, 
which,  for  the  time  being,  makes  hinx  the  superior  of  his  captain.  In 
view  of  these  facts,  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  action 
be  taken  by  the  present  Legislature  defining  the  limits  of  the  civil 
organization,  declaring  how  far,  if  at  all,  it  shall,  in  its  internal  affairs, 
be  independent  of  military  control ;  to  what  extent  the  officers  of  the 
company  shall  retain  their  military  authority  and  right  to  respectful 
attention  in  its  meetings.  I  would  further  recommend  that  the  com- 
mandant of  the  military  be  declared,  by  virtue  of  his  rank,  to  be  the 
presiding  officer  in  the  civil  meetings.  "

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  as  a  whole,  **  the  discipline,  drill 
and  eflficiency  of  this  command  is  satisfactory."  This  is  particularly 
the  case  with  the  Tliirteenth  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  Calvary  Troop

General. —  In  compliance  with  section  442,  General  Regulations, 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  reports  from  the  commandants 
of  ihe  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  Regiments  of  Infantry  and  Sepa- 
rate Troop  D,  Cavalry,  composing  this  brigade,  as  to  the  number, 
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character  and  dates  of  all   parades  and  drills  made  by  them  during 
the  year  commencing  November  1,  1879,  and  ending  October  31,  .1880. 

The  only  parade  of  this  brigade,  under  my  direction,  was  on  the 
occasion  of  the  review,  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  of  the  First  and 
Second  Divisions  in  New  York  city,  October  21,  1880,  when  this 
brigade  had  the  honor  of  parading  the  largest  percentage  of  enlisted 
men  of  any  of  the  four  brigades  present.  1  would  add,  however,  that 
this  brigade  paraded,  under  my  predecessor  in  command,  Colonel 
James  McLeer,  of  the  F'ourteeuth  Keginient,  Infantry,  in  connection 
with  the  rest  of  the  Second  Division,  on  Decoration  Day,  making  a 
good  appearance.  The  marksmen  of  the  brigade  proceeded  to  Creed- 
moor  for  the  purpose  of  shooting  direct  for  the  markmen's  decora- 
tion—Infantry  on  June  14, 1880  and  Troop  D  on  June  17,1880—^ 
.in  pursuance  of  G.  0.  No:  7,  from  these. head-quarters. 

During  the  autumn  the  Fifteenth  I3attalion,  Infantry,  of  this 
brigade  was  disbanded  and  mustered  out  of  the  service  of  the  State 
in  compliance  with  8.  0.  No.  19»3,  from  general  head-quarters,  dated 
September  18,  1880.  I  viewed  the  disbaudment  of  the  battalion  with 
great  regret,  as  I  Vas  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  infusion  of  some  new 
blood  among  the  officers  it  would  increase  in  numbers  and  efficiency 
and  become  worthy  of  being  granted  a  regimental  organization. 

Although  composed  of  but  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  one 
Troop  of  Cavalry,  I  consider  this  as  one  of  the  best  and  most  active 
brigades  in  the  National  Guard;  and  I  shall  do  my  utmost  to  bring 
all  the  organizations  composing  it  up  to  the  full  number  allowed  by 
law,  and  to  the  best  state  of  drill  and  disciplme  pos>ibIe. 

I  have  not  been  in  command  of  the  brigade  a  sufficient  lerjgth  of 
time,  as  yet,  to  become  acquainted  with  all  of  its  commissioned 
offiers  ;  but  during  the  coming  year  1  shall  endeavor  to  infuse  such 
enthusiasm  and  emulation  into  all  —  officers  and  men  —  as  will  place 
the  brigade  in  the  very  front  rank  of  the  National  Guard.

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  state  that  the  uniformity  of  dress 
and  equipment  of  the  "  Massachusetts  volunteer  militia *'  is  in  marked 
contrast  to  that  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  seems  in  every  way 
adapted  to  the  uses  of  the  service,  and  reminded  me  of  the  serviceable 
dress  of  the  Canadian  rifle  corps.  I  trust  New  York  will  soon  follow 
this  system  of  equipment,  and  do  away  with  our  present  dress  outfit 

September  6,  1880,  commissioned  oflBcers  for  drill  in  sword  manual 
and  general  theoretical  instruction. 

September  8,  1880,  by  wing,  Companies  G,  C,  K,  H  and  B  ;  Sep- 
tember 9,  1880,  by  wing,  Companies  F,  D,  E,  I  and  A;  September  13, 
1880,  by  regiment ;  September  15,  1880,  by  regiment — to  prepare  for 
the  Boston  visit;  particular  attention  given  to  wheelings  and  manual.

1  still  believe,  with 
camp  duty  and  a  proper  number  of  targets,  that  the  camp  is  the  best 
place  to  conduct  this  portion  of  duty,  and  regret  that  continued  rain 
at  Rockaway,  and  limited  targets,  prevented  me  from  demonstrating 
this. 

October  12,  1880,  Companies  P  and  D;  October  13,  1880,  Com- 
panies H  and  I ;  October  14,  1880,  Companies  C  and  G ;  October  15, 
1880,  Companies  E  and  E,  and  the  fleld,  staff,  aud  non-commissioned 
staff;  October  18,  1880,  Companies  A  and  B  —  the  above  company 
parades  for  special  inspection  by  the  brigade  inspector. 

October  21,  1880,  by  regiment,  for  parade  with  the  Second  Division, 
for  review  by  his  Excellency,  the  Commander-in-Chief.  In  point  of 
numbers,  on  this  occasion,  the  Thirteenth  was  only  second  to  the 
Seventh  of  New  York;  while  the  following  extract  from  the  Army 
and  Navy  Journal  relates  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  command: 
**  The  regiment  passed  in  splendid  shape,  and  was  the  strongest  in  the 
column,  showing  ten  companies  of  twenty-four  full  files,  distances, 
alignments  and  salutes  of  the  very  best.  The  Thirteenth  of  to-day, 
in  point  of  precision  of  military  manoeuvres  can  take  rank  second  to 
none,  and  with  few  equals."  With  our  rapid  recruiting,  the  drills  iu 
camp  enabled  us  to  bring  our  men  up  to  the  proper  standard —  with- 
out it  we  should  have  been  deficient.

These  inspections  were  made  in  the  most  careful  and  thorough  man- 
ner, which,  while  entailing  seviere  labor  on  the  inspector  (occupying 
him,  with  the  examination  of  books,  records,  etc.,  some  fifty  evenings), 
has  been  the  means  of  indicating  and  correcting  many  irregularities, 
which  could  not  otherwise  have  been  detected. 

The  several  organizations  of  the  brigade  were,  pursuant  to  division 
orders,  assembled  for  annual  muster,  as  follows: 

Brigadier-general  and  staff.  May  26;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  May 
25 ;  Forty-seventh  Regiment,  May  27  ;  Twenty-third  Regiment,  June 
7;  Troop  G,  June  3;  Battery  N,  June  4;  on  all  of  which  occasions, 
except  the  muster  of  Battery  N,  the  brigade  inspector  was  present 

By  my  direction  he  also  attended  the  following  named  drills,  making 
detailed  reports  in  each  case : 

Troop  u,  mounted  drill,  February  17 ;  Forty-seventh  Regiment, 
regimental  drill,  February  18 ;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  right  wing, 
battalion  drill,  February  19 ;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  left  wing, 
battalion  drill,  February  20 ;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  regimental 
drill,  March  2;  Forty-seventh  Regiment,  regimental  drill,  March 
11;  Thirty-second  Regiment,  right  wing,  battalion  drill,  March  17; 
Thirty-second  Regiment,  left  wing,  battalion  drill,  March  24;  Thirty- 
second  Regiment,  right  wing,  battalion  drill,  March  31. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  conscientious  zeal  with 
which  Major  Roullier  has  discharged  his  important  and  difficult  duties, 
causing  officers  and  men  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible. 
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Since  my  last  report^  I  have,  in  compliance  with  section  148,  Military 
Code,  personally  inspected  and  reviewed  the  several  commands  of  the 
brigade,  as  follows,  viz. : 

Twenty-third  Regiment,  at  armory,  December  23,  1879;  Forty- 
seventh  Kegiment,  at  armory,  March  3  and  31,  1880  ;  Thirty-second 
fiegimenty  at  armorv,  March  8,  1880;  Troop  Q,at  Turn  Hall,  January 
7,  1880;  Battery  Jf,  at  armory,  November  8,  1880.  I  was  also 
present  at  the  last  mounted  drill  of  Troop  G  at  Prospect  park. 

While  the  evidence  of  general  progress  in  discipline  and  efficiency 
is  gratifying,  I  cannot  fail  to  observe  that  improvement  may  be  made 
in  the  infantry  by  closer  attention  to  squad  and  company  drills,  and, 
in  compliance  with  verbal  instructiou&  from  me,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  have  a  field  officer  present  at  all  weekly  drills  of  com- 
panies, which  course  I  believe  will  be  productive  of  good  results. 

An  indoor  drill  of  detachments  of  the  Twenty-third  Regiment,  in 
company,  skirmishing  and  battalion  movements,  and  a  street  drill  ^f 
the  Forty-seventh  Regiment,  in  street  riot  formation,  have  recently 
been  held  before  Brevet  Major-General  Emory  Upton,  U.  S.  A. 

A  field  drill  of  detachments  of  volunteers,  from  all  of  the  organiza- 
tions of  the  brigade,  was  had  at  Fort  Greene  park,  on  the  evening  of 
the  15th  inst.,  for  practical  ingtructiou  in  movements  of  night  attack 
and  defense.  Blank  cartridges  being  used  (but  without  expense  to  the 
State)  an  opportunity  was  afforded  for  exercise,  in  important  details, 
which  would  be  impossible  of  successful  accomplishment  within  the 
limited  space  of  armories. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Twenty-third  Regiment,  by, permis- 
sion of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  visited  Boston  and  Newport,  and 
most  handsomely  upheld  the  reputation  of  our  State  National  Guard. 

Battery  N  continues  to  maintain  its  standing  as  a  well-disciplined 
battery,  composed  as  it  is  of  young,  active  and  enterprising  men. 

Perhaps  in  no  organization  of  the  brigade  has  improvement  been 
more  perceptible  than  in  Troop  G.  Captam  Bertsch  has  labored  inde- 
fatigably  to  make  every  man  a  good  trooper,  and  his  mounted  drills 
have  been  frequent  and  eflfective.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulties 
with  which  cavalry  must  always  contend  for  the  want  of  suitable 
horses,  this  officer  has  drilled  his  men  in  firing  their  carbines  from  the 
saddle,  thus  accustoming  them  to  a  firm  seat,  and  the  horses  to  the 
noise  of  fire-arms. 

The  Brigade  Signal  Corps  was  reorganized  in  March  last,  since 
which  time  regular  drills  have  been  had  with  flags  and  torches.  The 
corps  was  inspected  by  Brigadier-General  Robert  S.  Oliver,  at  Prospect 
park  parade  ground,  during  the  past  season,  and  a  practical  drill  in 
signaling  was  had  at  the  same  time.  The  officers  and  men  compos- 
ing the  corps  having  become  proficient  in  the  duties  of  signaling,  have 
now  been  returned  to  .their  respective  orgunizations,  awaiting  instruc- 
tions from  general  head-quarters,  as  to  whether  this  branch  of  the 
service  shall  be  continued.  Major  Fair  and  Captain  Bridge,  brigade 
signal  officers,  have  been  untiring  in  their  exertions  as  instructors, 
and  are  entitled  to  great  credit  for  the  remarkably  successful  results 
attained. 

In  relation  to  rifle'practice  there  is  little  to  add  to  the  verv  exhaustive 
report  already  forwarded  by  Major  Mof ris  B.  Ft^rr,  brigade  inspector 
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of  rifle  practice.  I  may,  however,  remark  that,  while  the  number  of 
marksmen's  decorations  won  is  smaller  this  year  than  last,  the  shoot- 
ing ability  of  the  organizations,  as  a  whole,  has  improved,  and  the  vol- 
ley and  file-firing,  ordered  by  general  head-quarters,  has  proved  of  great 
benefit. 

The  field  officers  of  the  brigade,  and  the  officers  of  the  brigade  staff, 
have,  ill  compliance  with  the  State  Regulations,  been  assembled  for 
instructioD,  and  much  interest  has  been  manifested  in  acquiring  such 
information  as  could  advantageously  be  imparted  by  them  to  their  sub- 
ordinates, not  only  in  the  matter  of  sustaining  discipline  and  in  ordin- 
ary military  duties,  but  in  many, practical  details  of  the  profession  of 
arms. 

Firmly  believing  in  the  importance  of  mutual  confidence  and  esteem 
between  line  and  staff  officers,  T  have  suffered  no  opportunity  for  pro- 
moting such  feeling  between  the  two  branches  to  pass  unimproved 
and  in  these  efforts  I  have  been  admirably  supported  by  an  able  and 
efficient  staff,  the  members  of  which  vie  with  each  other  not  only  in 
the  prompt  discharge  of  routine  duties,  but  in  acquiring  such  knowl- 
edge of  their  respective  departments  as  will  render  them  capable  of 
affording  valuable  service  to  the  State,  and  ready  assistance  to  any 
general  officer  in  active  field  service. 

I  regret  that  the  parades  of  ceremony,  and  for  rifle  practice,  etc., 
required  of  the  National  Guard,  during  the  year,  have  been  so  great  a 
tax  on  the  time  of  the  men  as  to  render  it  inadvisable,  in  my  opinion, 
to  order  the  brigade  out  for  a  field-day,  as  I  am  convinced  that  a  day 
of  exercises  in  the  practical  movements,  incident  to  real  action,  is  far 
more  beneficial  to  the  troops  than  double  the  time  devoted  to  the  few, 
simple  movements  of  ordinary  drills,  besides  being  more  novel  and 
enjoyable  to  the  men.

Colonel — Severe  illness  has  prevented  my  complying  with 
paragraph  584,  General  Regulations,  and  now  my  report  must  be  more 
a  matter  of  form  than  with  a  view  of  giving  the  major-general  com- 
manding.any  extended  information.  Prolonged  and  frequent  absence 
from  the  city  and  various  changes  in  my  staff  leave  me  but  few  data  to 
base  a  report  upon. 

I  do  not  feel  that  this  command  has  made  much  if  any  progress 
during  the  past  year.  Recruiting  has  been  slow,  although  the  qual- 
ity of  the  recruits  is  of  a  better  class  than  formerly.  Those  obtained 
are  the  result  of  hard  work  upon  the  part  of  officers,  there  being  an 
unexplainable  opposition  to  the  National  Guard  by  our  citizens.  Each 
year  I  have  hoped   that  such   opposition  would   lessen  and  that  we 
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might  find  opposition  changed  to  support  and  enconragement,  bat 
alas,  hope  ends  in  disappointment,  ana  I  am  unable*  to  suggest  any 
manner  of  improvement  The  disbandment  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  all  independent  military  organizations  I  think  would  be  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  for  I  believe  they  produce  a  bad  effect  upon  the 
discipline  of  our  regular  soldiery.  If  in  time  of  need  they  volunteer 
their  services,  they  cannot  be  held  to  orders,  and  can  only  be  kept  to- 
gether by  a  sort  of  self-respect  and  moral  suasion  —  a  discipline  not 
reliable  under  trying  circumstances  in  active  service. 

The  regiments  have  paraded  several  times  during  the  past  year,  but 
only  in  small  numbers.  The  brigade  has  paraded  once,  acting  as  an 
escort  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  on  the  occasion  of  laying 
the  fonndation  stone  of  the  Soldiers  Monument  in  Forest  Lawn  Cem- 
etery. 

The  annual  inspection  was  the  poorest  I  have  known  in  years,  and 
I  regret  to  say  so. 

Daring  this  year  the  enlistments  in  most  of  the  separate  companies 
expire,  and  I  doubt  if  it -will  be  possible  —  except  in  one  or  two  —  to 
recruit  them  up  again^,  even  to  the  minimum.  I  shall  shortly  get  the 
expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  several  commanding  officers  upon  this 
subject 

The  company  at  EUicottville  I  think  should  be  disbanded  at  once. 
It  has  only  one  officer,  its  captain,  and  he  id  absent  most  of  the  time. 
Lieutenants  have  been  elected,but  they  have  failed  to  appear  for  exam- 
ination, yet  they  have  been  ordered  before  the  board  of  examiners  re- 
peatedly. I  do  not  think  that  the  company  has  ever  been  of  any  ser- 
vice whatever. 

Rifle  practice  has  made  no  progress  this  year,  and  I  think  that  the 
regulations  governing  it  should  be  amended  in  many  respects  so  as  to 
make  it  attractive  and  practically  useful  —  particularlv  as  to  the  time 
required  of  inspectors  of  rifle  practice.-  I  also  think  clas^-firing  could 
be  dispensed  with,  but  not  having  given  this  subject  much  thought,  I 
cannot  offer  any  suggestions  that  could  convince  or  meet  the  approval 
of  others.  Major  Beals,  inspector  of  rifle  practice  on  my  staff,  has 
worked  the  entire  season  with  untiring  energy,  though  often  under 
circumstances  very  discouraging. 

My  entire  staff  nave  given  me  their  full  support,  and  as  now  organ- 
ized, I  think  that  in  the  future  there  will  be  no  complaints  regarding 
the  dispatch  in  transmitting  papers. 

I  return  my  thanks  for  the  universal  courtesy  extended  to  myself 
and  staff  by  the  major-general  and  his  staff  officers.

General. —  The  non-receipt  of  the  report  of  the  brigade  com- 
mander is  my  apology  for  the  lateness  of  this  report 

During  the  past  year  I  have  reviewed  the  two  regiments  and  the 
battery  stationed  in' this  city  on  several  occasions.     A  marked  change 
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has  been  effected  in  the  regiments  since  the  inspection  referred  to  by 
the  brigade  conimander.  Inefficient  officers  have  been  replaced  by 
others  who  give  promise  of  greater  usefulness  and  a  disposition  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  their  commands.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  assert 
that  they  are  at  least  equal  to  the  average  of  the  organizations  in  the 
State  service.  I  anticipate  in  the  near  future  a  very  decided  improve- 
ment in  discipline  and  efficiency.  Should  these  anticipations  not  be 
realized  within  a  reasonable  time  I  will  not  hesitate  to  recommend  tlie 
consolidation  or  disbandment  of  such  companies  as  do  not  come  up  to 
the  requirements  to  constitute  them  efficient  and  i-eliable. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  relative  to  the  muster  out  or  dis- 
bandment of  the  Tenth  Separate  Company  stationed  at  Ellicottville, 
Cattaraugus  county. 

The  separate  companies  in  this  division,  with  the  above  exceptions, 
are  generally  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  term  of  service  of  a  large 
number  of  the  enlisted  men  will  expire  during  the  present  year.  I 
shall  take  early  steps  to  ascertain  the  status  of  these  companies,  and 
report  the  result  with  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  pertinent. 

To  bring  the  guard  up  to  a  proper  standard  and  make  it  what  it 
ought  to  be,  greater  inducements  should  be  held  out  to  our  best  class 
of  young  men  to  enter  the  ranks.  The  exemption  of  a  portion  of  the 
assessment  on  real  and  personal  properly  was  always  popular  in  the 
locality  and  induced  many  to  enlist  who  would  otherwise  have  re- 
fused to  join  our  military  organizations.  In  addition  to  this  a  per 
diem  allowance  should  be  made  to  the  men  for  a  certain  number  of 
/wZ/^ay*' parades  in  each  year.  Thus  we  will  also  benefit  the  class 
who  are  not  freeholders.  The  exemptions  from  taxation  to  hold  good 
only  when  the  required  number  of  parades  are  made. 

While  the  sedentary  duties  of  the  division  commander  and  some  of 
his  staff  officers  require  a  large  portion  of  their  time,  the  authority  of 
the  division  commander  to  enforce  discipline  upon  officers  is  limited. 
Brigade  commanders  are  invested  by  law  with  large  powers  which  are 
too  frequently  neglected.  They  do  not  lose  command  by  reason  of 
temporary  absence  from  their  military  districts  unless  such  absence 
extends  beyond  the  period  of  two  months,  when  they  are  required  to 
obtain  leave.  Authority  should  vest  with  the  major-g^eneral  to  place 
the  next  senior  officer  in  command  of  the  brigade  dunn^  the  tempo- 
rary absence  of  the  brigade  general,  if  in  his  judgment  the  interest  of 
the  service  requires  it.  The  division  commander  should  also  be  au- 
thorized to  direct  the  brigade  commander  to  assume  command  of  the 
division  in  like  cases  and  to  direct  the  senior  colonel  to  assume  com- 
mand of  the  brigade  until  relieved. 

Proper  instruction  in  field  duty  can  only  be  imparted  by  placing  the 
troops  in  camp,  and  I  cannot  too  strongly  rec9mmend  its  importance 
to  the  attention  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  the  troops  in  this  division  should  oc- 
cupy the  highest  standard  as  regards  discipline  and  efficiency,  and  no 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  undersigned  will  be  left  undone  to  accom- 
plish this  result.

To  the  Hon.  Alonzo  B.  Cornell,  Oovemor  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

Sib  —  In  compliance  wifch  the  provisions  of  chapter  491,  Laws  of 
1871,  the  hoard  of  supervisors  of  Kings  connty  have  caused  to  be  made 
a  careful  examination  of  the  buildings  in  which  are  maintained  those 
who  are  a  charge  upon  the  county,  and  would  report  upon  their  con- 
dition and  management  as  follows  : 

The  Lunatic  Asylum. 

This  institution  is  in  a  very  much  over-crowded  condition,  and  a 
movement  having  for  its  object  the  providing  of  additional  ac- 
commodations for  its  inmates  is  no.w  in  progress.  The  inspection 
brought  to  light  the  fact  that  the  building  is  kept  scrupulously 
clean,  that  the  food,  while  susceptible  of  some  improvement  perhaps,  in 
the  matter  of  variety,  is,  generally  speaking,  good,  and  that  the  inmates 
are  treated  with  ability,  humanity  and  care.  Material  changes  for  the 
better  might  be  made  in  the  sewerage  system,  the  system  of  ventilation, 
the  arrangement  of  the  water-closets,  and  in  several  other  minor  mat- 
ters whi<3i  will  probably  receive  attention  during  the  course  of  the 
coming  year.  A  comparison  of  the  condition  of  affairs  at  this  institu- 
tion this  year  with  that  of  last  year  shows  that  under  the  intelliffent 
direction  of  its  superintendent.  Dr.  John  C.  Shaw,  very  much  has  been 
done  with  the  view  of  enhancing  the  comforts  and  ameliorating  the 
condition  of  his  charges. 

Hospital  for  Incurables. 

J![^This  huilding,  which  is  set  apart  for  the  accommodation  of  the  in- 
curable insane,  was  found  to  be  in  first-class  condition,  the  only  trouble 
heVe  being  that  over-crowding.  Evidences  of  most  efiScient  and  con- 
soientious  management  were  everywhere  apparent.  The  necessity  for 
increased'accommodations  being  the  only  want  that  presses  itself  upon 
the  minds  of  those  who  inspected  the  institution.  The  general  appear- 
ance of  the  patients  affordea  gratifying  testimony  to  the  solicitude,  care 
and  skill  with  which  they  are  handled,  the  condition  of  the  institution 
in  all  respects  reflecting  the  highest  credit  on  tihe  superintendent 
physioian,  Ouy  H.  Daly. 
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Kings  County  Hospital. 

A  careful  examination  of  this  building  showed  that  it  will  bear 
favorable  comparison  with  other  institutions  of  a  like  character.  Dur- 
ing  the  inspection  of  the  various  wards  little  to  which  exception  could 
be  taken  was  brought  to  light,  the  patients  appearing  to  be  well  cared 
for.  The  heating  apparatus  was  found  to  be  in  a  somewhat  defective 
state,  the  trouble  in  this  direction,  however,  not  being  of  a  serious 
character.  The  superintendent,  Dr.  P.  L.  Schenck,  declared  that  he 
had  at  his  disposal  all  of  the  facilities  necessary  for  properly  caring  for 
his  patients. 

The  Alms-Housb. 

The  various  buildings  set  apart  for  the  accommodation  of  the  county 
paupers,  with  the  exception  of  the  male  wing,  are  not  exempt  from 
the  prevailing  trouble  of  over-crowding.  The  male  wing,  however,  is 
in  an  excellent  condition,  being  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose  to 
which  it  is  applied.  Not  so  much  as  this  can  be  said  of  the  female 
wing,  the  arrangement  of  which,  regarded  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
is  any  thing  but  desirable.  The  modes  of  egress  in  case  of  fire  would 
be  found  to  be  very  defective,  but  measures  are  now  being  taken  to 
bring  about  alterations  which  will  meet  sanitary  exigencies,  and  pro- 
vide proper  avenues  of  escape  in  case  of  need,  as  well  as  to  render  un- 
necessary the  occupation  of  the  basement,  which  is  entirely  unfit  for 
sleeping  purposes.  These  measures  will  also  very  materially  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  dilapidated  structure  occupied  by 
colored  women  of  advanced  years.  The  only  other  building  left  un- 
noticed is  the  nursery,  and  whi|e  its  affairs  are  not  as  efficiently  ad- 
ministered as  might  be  deemed  desirable,  a  change  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  whole  department,  which  will  take  place  on 
January  Ist,  is  expected  to  accomplish  much  in  this  direction.

ANNUAL   REPORT 


OP  THE  INEBRIATES'  HOME  FOB  KINGS  COUNTY,   FOE 

THE  YEAR  1880, 

• 

To  the  Honor abh,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

In  oompliance  with  the  provisions  of  our  amended  charter,  chap- 
ter 483,  section  11,  Laws  of  1868,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Inebriates'  Home  for  Kings  county,  for  the 
year  1880 : 

There  were  remaining  in  the  Home  Jan.  1,  1880,  120  patients, 
and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year,  363,  making  a  total  of  483 
cases.  Of  this  number  there  were  seventy-five  readmissions,  leav- 
ing 408  persons,  or  483  cases,  treated. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1880,  there  were  134  patients  remaining 
in  the  institution,  viz. :  thirty  boarders  and  104  indigent  poor. 

Daring  the  year,  six  patients  died  within  the  precincts  of  the 
Home,  and  268  left  during  the  year  and  are  to  be  accounted  for  ; 
of  these,  198  are  to  our  knowledge  doing  well,  so  far ;  four  are  im- 
proved in  condition ;  ten  unimproved ;  fifty  have  been  lost  sight  of 
for  the  time  being.  Quite  a  number  of  this  last  class  usually  return 
from  time  to  time,  generally  ^ober  and  doing  well,  having  left  the 
city  to  get  rid  of  old  associations. 

Having  in  former  reports  dwelt  at  length  upon  the  character  of 
the  work  accomplished  in  this  institution,  its  great  importance  and 
its  success,  I  only  desire  at  present  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  the  fact  of  its  continued  and  increasing  prosperity. 

In  the  year  1875  there  were  264  cases,  inclusive  of  '61  readmis- 
sions, treated  in  the  Home,  the  whole  number  of  persons  being  227. 
In  the  year  1880  there  were  483  cases,  including  seventy-five  read- 
missions,  or  408  persons,  treated  in  the  Home,  or  nearly  double  the 
number  treated  in  1876. 

The  number  of  cases  of  permanent  cure  and  reformation  are  grad- 
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ually  increasing  from  year  to  year;  for  iristance,  in  the  year  1879, 
the  report  shows  the  recovery  of  sixty  percent.  Tiie  present  report 
shows  more  than  seventy  per  cent  of  reclamations.  The  number 
of  cases  of  alcoholic  mania,  "  mania  a  potu,"  treated  last  year  has 
been  considerally  in  excess  of  any  former  year,  and  tiieir  treatment 
has  resulted  in  most  gratifying  success. 

The  few  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  were  mainly  the  resuU 
of  chronic  organic  diseases,  but,  considering  the  character  and  num- 
ber of  our  inmates,  tlie  death  rate  has  been  surprisingly  low. 

With  regard  to  the  restoration  to  health  and  correct  habits,  to 
whicli  I  have  alluded  above,  and  which  the  statistical  portion  of  this 
report  shows  to  be  seventy  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  persons 
treated  in  the  Home  during  the  year,  as  against  sixty  per  cent  the 
year  before,  we  do  not  of  course  mean  to  assert  fhat  the  reclamation 
is  in  all  cases  so  absolute  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  relapse. 
This  would  be  to  claim  for  ourselves  more  than  truthtul  and  intelli- 
gent professors  of  the  healing  art,  or  the  conductors  of  restorative 
establishments  of  any  description,  could  or  would  claim,  under  any 
circumstances.  We  merely  say  that,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
ascertain,  seventy  per  cent  of  those  treated  in  the  Home  during  the 
year  1880  are  doing  well,  and  the  fact  that  none  of  this  percentage 
have  sought  read  mission  within  our  walls  is  in  itself  the  very  b^t 
evidence  that  their  restoration  has  been  hitherto  continuous,  for  our 
experience  is  that  when  a  patient  who  has  been  treated  in  the  Home 
for  inebriety,  a!\d  leaves  us  with  the  firm  determination  to  do  well, 
yields  to  temptation,  he  will  almost  invariably  seek  a  refuge  with 
us  from  his  own  inordinate  appetites  But,  nevertheless,  in  view 
of  the  associations  and  surroundings  of  the  reformed  inebriate  after 
leaving  the  Home,  a  large  margin  must  be  allowed  in  estimating 
correctly  the  number  of  relapses. 

In  former  reports  to  your  honorable  body,  I  have  alluded  at  some 
length  to  the  precise  objects  of  our  remedial  system,  and  the  specific 
aims  of  the  managers  oi  the  institution.  One  great  end  we  have  in 
view  (all  public  institutions  being  primarily  designed  for  the  con- 
servation of  society)  is  the  preservation  of  the  family.  It  must  be 
remembered,  in  estimating  the  worth  of  an  establishment  like  the 
Kings  County  Inebriate's  Home,  that  it  is  not  the  drunkard  alone 
who  is  benefited  by  his  treatment  therein.  The  reformation  of  the 
inebriate  (and  there  have  been  many  hundreds  restored  to  society 
from  this  institution  since  its  foundation)  means,  in  most  cases,  the 
preservation  trom  pauperism  and  disgrace,  of  an  average  of  three 
persons  depending  upon  him  for  support,  and  it  is  only  from  a  con- 
sideration of  such  facts  that  we  can  correctly  estimate  the  beneficial 
results  to  the  comn^unity  at  large.  I  need  not  dwell  further  on  the 
usefulness  of  an  institution  which  is  doing  so  much  to  relieve  the 
untold  wretchedness  of  multitudes  of  wives,  children  and  other  rel- 
atives of  the  diseased  and  degraded  victims  of  inebriety,  and  to  les- 
sen the  pecuniary  cost  to  which  the  community  is  subjected  to  sus-

tain  the  courts  and  to  support  the  poor-houses,  penitentiaries  and 
prisons,  which  find  large  numbers  of  their  inmates  in  that  class 
which  we  return  to  health,  usefulness  and  happiness  ;  and,  further- 
more, it  mnst  be  remembered  in  estimating  pecuniary  results  to  the 
community,  that  the  benefits  conferred  on  society  by  the  Home  are 
paid  for  by  direct  tax,  levied,  not  on  the  community  at  large,  but, 
through  their  license  fees,  on  that  special  class  in  the  community 
whose  very  business  makes  drunkards,  viz. :  liquor  dealers. 

In  addition  to  these  views  of  the  utility  of  institutions  conducted 
on  the  plan  of  the  Kings  County  Home,  I  may  call  attention  to  the  fact 
of  their  wide  and  increasing  influence  on  public  opinion  in  this 
and  other  countries.  Within  the  last  year  the  American  idea  has 
been  adopted  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  legislation  of  the  British 
Parliament  has  been  so  shaped  as  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
inebriate  asylums  in  England.  A  similar  and  flourishing  institu- 
tion has  for  some  years  existed  in  Australia,  and  there  are  several 
upon  the  continent  of  Europe. 

In  our  own  country  several  asylums  of  this  nature  are  in  good 
and  flourishing  condition  in  other  States,  and  within  the  last  twelve- 
month a  commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Alabama  to  "inquire  and  report  concerning  the  treatment  of 
habitual  drunkards  in  inebriate  asylums,"  has,  alter  consultation 
with  the  superintendent  of  the  Kings  County  Inebriates'  Home  and 
other  authorities  familiar  with  the  subject,  recommended  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  State  asylum  ;  and  in  their  report  to  the  Legislature 
embodied  very  largely  the  suggestions  regarding  structural  and 
executive  details  made  at  their  request  by  our  superintendent,  arid 
have  courteously  acknowledged  their  obligations  to  him  in  the 
premises. 

The  establishment  of  inebriate  asylums  in  England,  alluded  to 
above,  is  not  only  an  evidence  of  the  recognition  of  the  American 
system  of  the  treatment  of  inebriates,  but  is,  in  a  sense,  related  to 
tne  Kings  County  Home,  and  I  therefore  recur  to  it  again  and  in 
some  detail. 

In  introducing  his  bill  for  a  charter  for  an  inebriate  asylum, 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  the  Earl  of  Shaftsbury,  the  president  of  the 
"Association  for  Promoting  Legislation  tor  the  Control  and  Cure  of 
Habitual  Drunkards,"  did  us  the  honor  to  quote  as  authority  some 
of  the  reports  and  paniphlets  written  by  the  officers  of  the  Kings 
County  Home.  A  Dr.  Bucknill,  who  made  a  flying  trip  through 
this  country  in  the  character  of  vice-chancellor's  visitor  of  insane 
asylums,  and  had  obtained  admission  to  some  of  the  inebriate  asy- 
hims  in  the  United  States,  saw  fit,  on  his  return  to  England,  to  in- 
dulge in  wholesale  and  indiscriminate  abuse  of  American  institu- 
tions for  the  reclamation  of  inebriates.  But  his  intemperate 
language  contributed  to  defeat  his  object ;  for  the  "  London  Laneet^^ 
in  commenting  on  his  reports,  pointed  out  that  their  extravagant 
denunciation  was  in  itself  an  evidence  of  their  inaccuracy.  More- 
over the  members  of  the  "  Association  for  Promoting  Legislation  for 
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the  Control  and  Cure  of  Habitual  Drunkards,"  startled  by  Dr.  Buck- 
nill's  assertions,  determined  to  find  out  the  truth  for  themselves, 
and  the  result  was  that  Stephen  S.  Alf ord,  Esq.,  a  fellow  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  and  brother  of  the  late  dean  of  Canterbury, 
came  to  the  United  States  and  mude  a  careful  examination  of  the 
workings  of  our  inebriate  asylums,  living  in  the  institutions  and 
freely  conversing  with  officers  arid  patieuts.  He  spent  in  all  eleven 
days  at  the  Kings  County  Inebriates*  Home,  and  on  his  return  to- 
Eugland,  read  before  the  Social  Science  Association  of  Great  Bri^in, 
a  paper  on  American  inebriate  asylums.  I  do  not  think  it  will 
be  out  of  place  for  me  to  quote  from  his  reference  to  the  Kings 
County  Home,  as  it  will  give  your  honorable  body  an  idea  of  the 
opinion  of  an  iutelligent  and  unprejudiced  outsider  concerning  our 
institution  and  its  workings.     He  says : 

"  I  then  visited  the  lort  Hamilton  Inebriate  Home,  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  where  I  resided  eleven  days.  Inebriate  patients,  there 
as  well  as  here,  are  often  on  the  verge  of  confirmed  lunacy,  suflfer- 
ing  from  alcoholic  mania —  ^^  mania  a  potu."  Some  marked  cases, 
and,  at  the  time,  decided  lunatics,  were  in  the  Home  during  my 
residence  there.     After  a  few  months'  careful  management   they 

generally  recover,  and  are  restored  to  society ;  whereas,  if  left  to 
aemselves,  or  sent  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  they  would  most  likely  be- 
come permanent  lunatics.  Mr.  Willett  considers  he  saved  fully 
forty-five  such  cases  during  1878.  There  were  also  several  bad 
opium  cases.  I  conversed  with  all  classes  of  patients.  The  Home 
is  in  the  suburbs  of  Brooklyn,  seven  miles  from  New  York, 
and  has  about  twenty-six  acres  of  grounds.  Patients  are  not  al- 
lowed to  leave  the  premises  without  permission  fronj  the  superin- 
tendent. Careful  classification  of  the  cases  is  strictly  carried  out,  but 
among  so  many  there  is  no  lack  of  society.  The  average  stay  at  the 
Home  is  six  months ;  all,  and  even  the  most  confirmed  cases,  are 
admitted,  many  requiring  a  prolonged  time  for  their  recovery.  Mr. 
Willett  considers  that  a  permanent  recovery  depends  largely  on  al- 
lowing sufficient  time  for  restoration  of  nerve-power,  mental  tone 
and  mysical  vigor.  He  considers  six  months  often  insufficient  for 
complete  recuperation  of  the  will-power.  Both  the  compulsory  and 
voluntary  inmates  were  generally  intelligent  and  weu  educated, 
there  being  as  many  as  fourteen  medical  men,  besides  clergymen, 
lawyers,  merchants,  and  artisans,  within  its  walls  in  1878,  who  thus 
showed  their  appreciation  of  its  practical  worth  and  success.  In  the 
same  year,  out  of  400  patients  received  into  the  Home,  there  "were 
only  two  deaths,  although  they  included  cases  of  delirium  tremens, 
convulsions  and  general  prostration.  Out  of  211  who  left  the  Home, 
in  1878  as  many  as  131  were  known  to  be  doing  well  in  the  outside 
world,  while  eighty  were  lost  sight  of.  Thei'e  are  more  American, 
Scotch,  and  Irish  than  English  and  German  patieuts,  as  the  former 
are,  as  a  rule,  spirit  drinkers,  and  the  latter  generally  beer  drinkers. 
The  free  patients  are  kept  constantly  at  work  ;  some  in  the  build- 
ings, and  others  on  the  grounds.      I  was   informed    that    when 
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the  buildings  were  first  erected  the  grounds  were  a  complete 
wilderness.  Now  they  are,  for  the  most  part,  converted  into  a  park, 
with  walks,  drives,  a  small  lake,  shrubberies,  and  flower  and 
kitchen  gardens.  All  this  change  has  been  chiefly  brought  about 
bv  the  work  of  the  free  patients.  The  carpentering,  decorating, 
Cleaning,  and  general  housework,  as  also  the  tailoring  and  dressmak- 
ing for  those  of  the  inmates  who  are  supplied  with  clothes,  as  well 
as  the  priuting  for  the  institution,  are  nearly  all  done  by  male  and 
female  free  patients,  many  of  whom  are  the  most  intelligent  and 
skillful  men  in  the  institution.  There  are  religious  services  twice  on 
Sundays,  and  occasional  lectures  are  delivereo  and  concerts  given 
during  the  week.  Attendance  at  the  religious  services  is  voluntary, 
as  there  are  Boman  Catholics  and  Jews  among  the  inmates.  Many 
of  the  old  patients  visit  the  institution  and  attend  these  meetings. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  while  the  managers  of  the  Kings 
County  Home  are  far  from  underestimating  the  value  of  moral  and 
religious  influences  in  the  reformation  of  the  drunkard,  inebriety  is 
treated  in  the  Home  as  a  morbid  condition,  subject,  more  or  less  like 
other  diseases,  to  medical  treatment.  In  this  disease^  eminently 
marked  by  weakening  of  the  will  power,  judicious  restraint  and 
enforced  abstinance  from  the  occasion  of  temptation  until  the  will 
power  has  been  restored  as  far  as  possible  are  essential  to  success. 
Where  the  appetite  is  not^  hereditary,  and  the  will  power  is  com- 
pletely restorea,  the  responsibility  for  a  relapse  rests  with  the  inebri- 
ate himself,  and  acting  npon  this  theory  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to 
say  that,  so  far,  we  have  been  eminently  successful.  Subjoined  is 
the  treasurer's  report  and  other  statistics  for  the  year  1880.     .

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  in  obedience  to  the 
requirements  of  law,  submits  his  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  September  30,  1880. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  in  his  first  report,  the  large  amount  of 
merchandise  transported  on  the  canals  during  the  past  season  of 
navigation,  the  increase  in  revenue  over  several  previous  years,  and 
the  freedom  from  delay  to  those  engaged  in  the  transportation  bus- 
iness. 

The  canals,  with  the  exception  of  the  Black  River,  were  opened 
April  20th,  and  closed  by  ice  November  21st,  the  freezing  being 
more  uniform  along  the  whole  line  than  has  been  known  before  at 
so  early  a  date. 

The  following  figures  show  the  tolls  and  tonnage  during  the  past 
four  seasons  of  navigation  :

The  year  1880  shows  an  increase  of  20^-  per  cent  in  tonnage  over 
1 879,  and  an  increase  of  22-^  in  tolls  over  the  same  year,  a  greater 
increase  in  tolls  than  tonnage,  notwithstanding  a  larger  free  list  and 
a  redaction  of  tolls  on  a  few  articles. 
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The  expenditures  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  were  as 
follows :

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  banks  and  prism,  locks,  bridges, 
and  other  structures,  the  higher  prices  of  material  and  labor,  and 
the  larger  volume  of  business,  the  necessary  repairs  and  the  efficient 
oi)erating  of  the  canals  have  required  a  larger  expenditure  than 
during  the  previous  year;  but  it  is  j^leasing  to  notice  that  while  the 
total  expenditures  of  this  office  for  ordinary  repairs  have  increased 
from  $620,327.61  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1879,  to 
$740,366.12  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1880,  or 
about  19  per  cent,  the  income  from  tolls  has  increased  from  $907,- 
479.95  to  $1,183,352.74,  or  30  per  cent,  and  it  is  but  just  to  state, 
that  of  the  $120,038.61  excess  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  September  30,  1880,  over  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
$87,333.68,  as  shown  by  the  Auditor's  report  to  the  Legislature 
under  date  of  February  2,  1880,  occurred  during  the  first  four 
months  under  the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  leaving  only 
$32,704.83  increase  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration over  the  corresponding  eight  months  during  the  last 
year  of  the  preceding  administration,  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  fact,  that  the  canals  were  opened  eighteen  days  earlier  in  18S0 
than  in  1879,  the  operating  expenses  of  which  were  about  $25,000, 
it  leaves  but  a  small  increase  expenditure  for  repairs  and  operating 
expenses  for  the  same  period  of  time,  and  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  volume  of  business  was  much  greater,  increasing  greatly 
the  number  of  lockages  and  demanding  the  services  of  additional 
men,  who  in  years  past  were  usually  employed  in  September  and 
October,  but  were  this  year  required  in  July  and  August,  the  in- 
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creased  expenses  during  the  eight  months  may  be  regarded  as  very 
small. 

The  structures  of  the  canals,  especially  the  locks  and  bridges,  have 
not  received  the  attention  during  the  past  few  years  that  was  neces- 
sary to  keep  them  in  proper  condition  ;  nearly  all  the  locks  require 
extensive  repairs,  the  masonry  having  been  neglected.  The  bridges 
with  but  few  exceptions  need  painting,  and  a  large  number  of  new 
structures  are  required,  the  old  ones  having  been  condemned  by  the 
proper  authorities. 

The  quantity  of  sediment  has  greatly  increased.  The  State  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  under  date  of  March  3,  1880,  in  his  report  on 
the  condition  of  the  canals  of  the  State,  and  the  cost  of  putting  them 
in  repair,  and  of  such  improvements  sis  were  deemed  necessary  for 
their  protection  and  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  use  them, 
estimated  as  follows :

Wliile  the  needs  of  the  canals  required  the  expenditure  of  the 
amount  recommended  by  him,  the  period  during  which  the  re- 
pairs could  be  made  prior  to  the  opening  was  so  short,  that  only 
about  $115,000,  or  one-half  that  amount,  could  be  expended  to  ad- 
vantage, neither  would  the  appropriation  admit  of  so  large  an  ex- 
penditure as  recommended,  either  before  or  after  the  opening. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  last  eight  months  of  the  fiscal  year, 
including  the  operating  expenses,  salaries,  etc.,  were  only  $497,869.89, 
or  a  trifle  less  than  the  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  repairs 
and  improvements  alone,  consequently  many  things  which  the  con- 
dition of  the  canals  demanded,  as  shown  by  tbe  report  of  the  assistant 
and  repair  superintendents,  had  to  be  postponed  until  another  year. 

The  survey  made  in  1876  showed  an  accumulation  of  deposit  to 
the  amonnt  of  almost  900,000  cubic  yards,  and  the  engineers,  in  the 
report  before  referred  to,  state  that  those  deposits  had  increased  to 
over  1,000,000  cubic  yards. 

During  the  twenty  days  prior  to  the  opening,  as  shown  by  the  re- 
ports of  the  repair  superintendents,  generally  concurred  in  by  the  engi- 
neers, 166,000  cubic  yards  of  said  deposit  and  about  1,000  cubic 
yards  of  rock  were  removed  at  points  where  its  accumulation  seri- 
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ously  interfered  with  the  free  passage  of  boats,  thus  greatlj  aiding 
navigation  and  contributing  largely  to  the  success  of  last  season's 
navigation  in  the  tonnage  conveyed  and  the  miles  of  boats  traveled, 
and  resulting  in  less  complaint  of  boats  dragging  on  the  bottom 
than  ever  before. 

Although  the  revenues  of  the  canals  are  not  and  cannot  be  made 
suflScient  to  do  the  needed  work  of  this  nature  in  one,  two.or  three 
years,  yet  the  yearly  increase  of  sediment  demands  that  this  work 
should  be  continued  and  the  many  miles  of  earth  and  rock  exca- 
vated to  the  regulation  depth  to  secure  full  seven  feet  of  water. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Canadian  canals  at  an  early  day,  the 
competing  power  of  the  Erie  canal  will  be  fully  tested.  Every 
improvement  that  can  be  made  to  add  to  its  capacity  and  usefulness 
should  be  made  promptly,  and  the  revenues  carefully  husbanded  and 
devoted  to  such  improvement. 

The  distance  from  Chicago  to  Liverpool  via  Montreal  is  4,045 
miles.  The  distance  from  Chicago  to  Liverpool  via  New  York, 
4,442  miles — diffei'ence  397  miles,  or  nearly  ten  per  cent  in  favor 
of  Montreal.  The  Erie  canal  is  345  miles  in  length,  while  the 
Canadian  canal  is  but  71  miles.  The  former  has  72  locks,  the  lat- 
ter 54.  The  Erie  boats  can  carry  240  tons,  the  Canadian  boats 
from  1,600  to  1,800  tons. 

The  larger  vessels  on  Lake  Erie  and  the  ocean,  with  such  im- 
provements as  can  be  made  in  the  Erie  canal  and  the  best  possible 
terminal  facilities  at  Buffalo  and  New  York  for  loading  and  unload- 
ing boats,  coupled  with  a  low  fixed  rate  of  harbor  and  commission 
charges  at  those  ports,  will  help  New  York  to  maintain  her  com- 
mercial supremacy. 

The  extraordinary  increase  in  the  productions  of  the  country,  and 
the  still  more  extraordinary  demand  for  our  agricultural  products 
abroad,  coupled  with' the  inability  of  the  railroads  to  aiford  sufficient 
carrying  facilities,  demonstrate  to  our  people  more  clearly  than  ever 
before  the  value  of  this  great  water  way. 

^  Tolls. 

The  reduction  in  tolls  has  reached  a  point  beyond  which  it  is  not 
prudent  to  go  much,  if  any,  further.  Any  further  reduction  should 
be  confined  to  merchandise  from  tide-water,  giving  every  encour- 
agement possible  to  the  carrying  of  westward-bound  freights,  every 
ton  of  which  secures  a  return  of  at  least  two  tons  by  the  same  ronte, 
and  every  ton  of  westward-bound  freight  driven  to  other  routes 
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carries  with  it  two  tons  of  eastward-bound  freight,  to  the  detriment 
of  our  commercial  interests. 

Encroachments. 

Many  encroachments  have  been  made  upon  State  lands,  and  in 
many  instances  the  occupancy  has  been  uninterrupted  for  a  long 
period,  and  title  will  soon  be  acquired  by  adverse  possession  unless 
jiroper  legislation  is  enacted.  The  present  statutes  do  not  authorize 
the  removal  of  encroachments  in  the  tbickly  settled  parts  of  cities — 
the  localities  where  the  lands  arc  most  valuable. 

It  is  recommended  that  authority  be  given  by  the  Legislature  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  to  lease,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  such  lands  andVpreni- 
ises,  and  that  in  all  cases  where  parties  occupying  such  State  lands 
refuse  to  lease  and  pay  rental  for  the  same,  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  be  directed  and  empowered  to  remove  such  en- 
croachments and  evict  all  occupants. 

Chemung  Canal. 

Pursuant  to  chapter  404,  Laws  of  1877,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  and  in  accordance  with  the  notice  of  sale  which  had  been 
published  and  different  adjournments  had  for  nearly  a  year  by  my 
predecessor  at  an  expense  for  advertising  alone  of  $1,604.75,  I  sold^ 
in  the  month  of  March  last,  all  the  material  in  the  locks,  bridges 
and  aqueducts  of  the  Chemung  canal,  together  with  the  banks  and 
prism  of  that  portion  extending  from  the  village  of  Horseheads  to 
the  city  of  Elniira,  for  railroad  purposes  as  provided  by  the  statute, 
realizing  therefor  the  sum  of  $2,266.52.  -      . 

No  action  has  been  taken  toward  conveying  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  banks  and  prism  to  the  adjacent  owners,  as  it  was  deemed 
impossible  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  in  view 
of  certain  questions  arising  as  to  title  of  the  adjoining pwners,  with- 
out involving  the  State  in  expensive  litigation. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Legislature  provide  for  its  disposition 
in  the  same  manner  as  was  the  Chemung  canal  by  chapter  551, 
Laws  1880,  with  some  slight  amendments.  This  it  is  believed 
would  dispose  of  the  matter  satisfactory  to  all  parties  interested, 
and  at  the  same  time  relieve  the  State  authorities  from  the  embar- 
rassment of  determining  the  different  interests  in  a  large  number  of 
titles. 

After  a  thorough  inspection,with  the  State  Engineer  and  Survey  or. 
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of  the  dam  across  the  Chemung  riyer,  below  the  village  of  Coming, 
and  of  the  docking  opposite  the  village,  the  latter  being  much  de- 
cayed and  in  several  places  fallen  down,  it  was  deemed  necessary 
that  the  dam  should  be  removed,  and  about  1,600  feet  of  substan- 
tial slope  wall  erected  where  the  docking  was  not  in  condition  to  af- 
ford any  protection  in  case  of  high  water,  and  thus  relieve  the 
State  from  further  liability  from  damages  and  the  village  from  dan- 
ger by  reason  of  overflow.  By  close  and  prudent  management  this 
has  all  been  done  at  a  cost  of  $5,113.50,  being  some  $4,000  less 
than  estimated. 

A  question  of  still  further  importance  exists  as  to  the  proper  dis- 
positi<|p  to  be  made  of  that  portion  of  the  canal  extending  from 
Havana  to  the  head  of  Seneca  lake,  a  distance  of  nearly  three 
miles,  and  known  as  the  "  Lake  level."  Situate  on  this  level  are  two 
highway  bridges  that  will  soon  require  rebuilding,  together  with 
two  crjBeks  emptying  into  it,  whose  channels,  it  is  claimed,  were 
changed  by  the  State  and  for  which  the  State  would  be  liable  in 
case' of  damages  from  overflow.  It  is  also  claimed  by  men  repre- 
senting business  interests,  that  the  maintenance  of  this  level  as  an 
outlet  to  the  lake  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  commercial  interests 
of  Havana,  and  application  has  been  made  by  responsible  parties 
for  the  purchase  of  the  same,  they  assuming  to  indemnify  the  State 
against  all  further  liability  from  damages,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
sum  sufficient  to  replace  the  old  structures,  change  the  streams  to 
their  proper  course,  and  make  other  needed  repairs. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Legislature  make  some  provision  for 
the  disposal  of  this  section  of  the  canal  consistent  with  the  interests 
of  the  State  and  the  citizens  of  that  vicinity,  by  ceding  to  jJarties 
interested  in  its  maintenance  as  a  water  way,  all  the  rights  of  the 
State  therein,  on  such  terms  as  would  be  just  and  equitable,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Canal  Board,  and  provide  by  appropriation  a 
fund  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act, 

^  Oneida  Lake  Canal. 

I  would  renew  the  recommendations  of  my  predecessor  that  the 
Oneida  Lake  canal  be  abandoned  and  for  the  same  reasons,  to  wit : 
It  is  worthless  for  any  practical  use ;  its  banks  will  not  hold  water, 
nor  caii  they  be  made  to,  except  at  a  large  expense  amounting  to 
entire  reconstruction,  without  any  hope  of  revenue  from  it.  It  has 
no  source  of  water  supply  other  than  the  Long  level  of  the  Erie 
canal  between  Syracuse  and  Utica,  and  during  dry  seasons  water 
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cannot  be  spared  from  that  level  without  serious  injury  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Erie. 

Cable   Towing. 

Complaints  from  boatmen  have  been  presented,  regarding  delays 
to  navigation  and  injury  to  their  boats,  by  the  boats  of  the  New 
York  Steam  Cable  Towing  Company.  These  complaints  became 
very  frequent  and  in  many  instances  accompanied  by  affidavits  and 
demands  for  the  removal  of  the  cable.  I  appointed  two  men  of 
much  experience  to  carefully  and  thoroughly  investigate  the  work- 
ing of  the  said  cable  boats  and  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  their 
report.  The  statements  therein  of  injury  to  the  banks  and  struct- 
ures, and  the  delays  to  navigation  are  confirmed  by  other  parties  who 
have  witnessed  the  results  during  the  past  season.  Its  workings 
are  entirely  impracticable,  and  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is 
caUed  to  the  matter,  as  one  which  should  receive  their  early  and 
earnest  consideration.  In  my  judgment  the  act  permitting  the  in- 
troduction of  this  system  of  towing  should  be  repealed. 

Wateb  Supply. 

Any  addition  to  the  business  of  the  canals  requires  an  additional 
volume  of  water  to  operate  them.  As  the  forests  are  cleared  off,  the 
water  supply  lessens  and  additional  reservoirs  will  be  required.  The 
scarcity  of  water  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  of  1879 
prompted  my  predecessor  to  take  action  to  increase  the  reserve  on 
the  north,  from  which  the  Eome  level  is  largely  supplied.  The 
work  has  been  completed  this  season,  and  it  is  hoped  the  increase 
will  prove  sufficient  for  several  years  to  come. 

The  Jordan  and  Port  Byron  levels  are  fed  from  Otisco,  SkaneateljBS 
and  Owasco,  and  the  results  of  the  last  season  show,  that  it  is  very 
desirable  if  not  absolutely  necessary  that  measures  be  taken  to 
more  securely  husband  the  supply  from  one  or  more  of  these  reser- 
voirs if  the  business  of  the  canals  is  to  still  further  increase. 

CoNTKACT  Work. 

Under  existing  statutes  prescribing  the  rules  for  submitting  plans, 
and  the  advertising  and  letting  of  work  on  the  canals  by  contract, 
the  engineer  is  required  to  submit  plans,  specifications,  estimates  and 
other  necessary  papers  in  detail,  required  by  and  to  be  approved  by 
the  Canal  Board  before  advertising  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  for  proposals. 

[Assem.  Doc.  No.  88.]  2 
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la  the  letting  of  contracts  for  the  construction  of  iron  bridges, 
this  law,  in  my  opinion,  operates  as  a  barrier  to  the  interests  of  the 
State. 

The  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  acting  under  the  strict  construc- 
tion of  the  law,  must  necessarily  in  preparing  his  estimates  and 
specifications  determine  upon  some  plan,  and  in  so  doing  de- 
prives the  manufacturers  of  bridges  by  other  plans,  from  submitting 
their  propositions  and  competing  for  the  work,  though  theirs  may 
be  equal  in  all  respects  for  durability  and  carrying  capacity  to  those 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  Canal  Board. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  Legislature  so  amend  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  that  in  the  advertising  and  letting  of  contracts 
for  bridge  work,  all  parties  interested  in  the  erection  of  bridges  on 
different  plans  may  have  opportunity  to  propose  for  the  same,  to  be 
afterward  reported  to  and  subjected  to  the  approval  of  the  Canal 
Board,  thus  encouraging  competition  and  resulting  in  the  con- 
struction of  these  structures  at  a  large  saving  to  the  State. 

Improvements. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  important  improvements  that  are 
demanded  by  our  commercial  interests,  by  the  raising  and  strength- 
ening of  the  banks  so  as  to  give  a  larger  depth  of  water;  the  plac- 
ing of  stationary  power  upon  the  locks  for  operating  the  gates  and 
assisting  in  drawing  boats  in  and  out  of  the  locks,  together  with 
such  other  desired  improvements  as  are  deemed  necessary  in  facili- 
tating the  movement  of  boats.  These  improvements  would  be  of 
real  utility  to  navigation,  and  result  in  placing  our  products  at  the 
sea-board  in  *a  considerable  saving  of  time,  thereby  diminishing  the 
cost  of  transportation.  With  the  average  volume  of  business  of 
the  last  few  years,  a  little  can  be  done  each  year  under  ordinary  re- 
pairs, to  secure  this  desired  result.  With  the  Constitution  in  its 
present  form,  restricting  the  expenditures  to  the  gross  receipts  of  the 
previous  year,  and  requiring  the  unexpended  balance,  after  paying 
the  expenses  of  collection,  superintendence  and  ordinary  repairs,  to 
be  set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  canal  debt,  and  with  the  liability  of  a  break  or  some 
unforeseen  disaster  staring  us  in  the  face,  and  no  power  in  the  Leg- 
islature to  effect  a  remedy,  we  are  required  not  only  to  exercise  the 
utmost  economy  in  our  expenditures,  but  to  retain  a  portion  of  the 
appropriation  as  a  reserve  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may  occur, 
until  such  time  as  the  people  realize  the  importance  of  these  im-

provements  and  give  to  the  canals  the  full  benefit  of  their  present 
earnings  by  adopting  the  proposed  constitutional  amendments. 

The  responsibility  rests  with  the  people  and  the  legislature. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  those  intrusted  with  the  management  of 
the  canals  to  maintain  by  the  use  of  all  means  in  their  power  the 
industrial  and  commercial  supremacy  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  maintenance  of  this  in  a  large  degree  depends  upon  the 
continued  prosperity  and  patronage  by  the  carrying  interests  of  the 
Erie  canal,  which  not  only  affouls  the  most  favorable  facilities  for 
transportation  between  different  ]>ortious  of  the  State,  but  extends 
to  the  great  chain  of  lakes,  penetif.ting  as  they  do  the  most  densely 
populated  portion  of  our  continent,  and  representing  important 
commercial  interests,  giving  cheap  transportation  for  heavy  freights, 
the  carrying  of  which  furnishes  employment  to  a  large  amount  of 
capital  and  labor,  thus  extending  its  benefits  not  only  to  the  shipper 
and  forwarder,  but  to  the  whole  people. 

The  people  in  all  parts  of  the  State  should  bear  in  mind  that 
every  dollar  of  taxable  capital  attracted  to  any  part  of  the  State 
benefits  the  whole ;  the  more  taxable  capital  in  New  York  city  the 
lighter  will  be  the  taxes  in  other  parts  of  the  State. 

Additional  facilities  of  whatever  character  needed  to  maintain  our 
commercial  supremacy  should  be  granted.  We  should  strive  not 
only  to  keep  New  York  city  the  commercial  metropolis  of  this  great 
nation,  but  to  make  her  the  metropolis  of  the  world. 

I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  courtesy,  kindness,  prompt  advice 
and  counsel  of  the  State  Engineer  and  his  deputies,  also  to  the 
faithful  services  of  the  assistant  and  repair  superintendents.

REPORT  ON  CABLE  TOWING. 


Hon.  S.  B.  DuTOHEB,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works : 

The  undersigned  appointed,  to  examine  and  investigate  the  work- 
ings of  the  steam  cable  towing  system,  also  all  boats  propelled  by 
steam  and  navigating  the  canals,  in  relation  to  the  effect  they  have 
generally  upon  the  canals,  and  especially  upon  the  banks  thereof, 
respectfully 

EEPORT 

That  from  the  first  of  August  last  to  the  closing  of  the  canals  by 
ice,  we  have  carefully  inspected  the  workings  of  the  steam  cable 
towing  system  along  the  line  of  canal  wherever  the  system  lias  been 
in  operation. 

The  company  have  laid  cable  between  the  following  points : 

Buffalo  to  Tonawanda '. 12  miles 

Pendleton  to  Lockport 7    do 

Lockport  to  Rochester 62    do 

Lodi  lock  to  Utica  lock 52    do 

133    do 


During  the  past  season,  however,  only  the  following  has  been  in 
operation  : 

BnflEalo  to  Tonawanda 12  miles 

Lockport  to  Rochester 62    do

The  balance  of  the  distance  between  Buffalo  and  the  eastern  ter- 
minus of  the  canal  was  accomplished  by  team-towing  by  the  same 
company.

The  Efpbjot  of  Cable  Towing  on  the  Banks. 

The  principal  difficulty  in  the  way  of  successful  navigation  by  the 
Belgian  system  is  in  the  sharp  curves  or  bends  of  the  canal  itself. 
On  straight  portions  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  done  much  damage 
except  in  occasional  instances,  but  abundant  testimony  is  to  be 
found  of  its  destructivenessupon  the  canal  banks,  at  all  points  where 
short  bends  occur. 

At  these  points  the  cable  instead  of  being  in  the  center  of  canal 
is  always  hard  to  shore  on  short  side  of  the  bend  and  is  frequently 
left  on  top  of  the  tow-path  or  berme  bank,  as  the  case  may  be.  In 
consequence  of  this,  when  the  cable  is  picked  up  by  the  cable  tug, 
the  tug  is  forced  hard  to  shore,  and  has  the  greatest  difficulty  in 
passing  the  bend,  the  tug  and  tow  raking  hard  on  shpre,  pulling  ofi 
docking,  masonry,  stone  from  slope  walls,  earth,  sods,  gravel,  and 
causing  them  to  fall  into  the  canal. 

Your  attention  is  more  particularly  called  to  the  damages  on  the 
following  tow-path  and  berme-bank  bends,  on  the  western  division 
between  Lockport  and  Rochester. 

Tow-path  Bends. 

Orangeport,  five  miles  west  Medina,  Xnowlesville,  Albion,  two 
bends  near  Hulberton,  one  mile  west  of  HoUey,  half  mile  east  of 
Brockport,  Cooiey's  basin,  Adams'  basin,  east  of  Spencerport. 

Bebme-bane  Bends. 

Orangeport,  three  miles  east  Middleport,  two  miles  west  of  Me- 
dina, Gaine's  basin,  Hindesburgh,  Holley,  east  of  Brockport,  east  ot 
Adams'  basin,  east  of  Spencerport,  Four-mile  Grocery,  west  of  Wide 
Waters. 

And  on  the  middle  division  between  Lodi  lock  and  New  London, 
as  follows : 

Tow-path  Bends. 

Little  Lake,  east  of  Syracuse,  Butternut  Greek  aqueduct,  Lime> 
stone  Creek  aqueduct,  Lake  Brook,  Poole's  Brook,  Durhamville, 
Higginsville. 

Bebme-bank  Bends^ 

East  of  Lake  Brook,  Manlius  Center,  east  of  Durhamville,  Hig- 
ginsville and  west  of  New  London. 
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Great  damage  has  been  done  to  the  bridge  abutments  whenever 
they  happen  to  be  situated  upon  berme-bank  bends,  as  the  cable  is 
taken  up  close  to  the  abutments  and  the  cable  tug  and  tow  are  con- 
tinually colliding  with  the  same  and  tearing  them  to  pieces. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  southerly  abutment  to 
bridge  at  Four-mile  Grocery,  west  of  Rochester,  very  badly  dam- 
aged. 

The  swing  bridge  at  Albion  has  been  damaged  a  number  of  times 
daring  the  past  season  and  is  in  danger  of  being  thrown  into  the 
canal  by  subsequent  collisions.  At  this  point  the  berme-bank  bend 
is  quite  sharp  and  in  order  to  fi;et  around  it,  the  cable  is  laid 
through  the  northerly  opening,  and  in  consequence,  it  lays  hard 
along  side  of  the  pier  in  the  center  of  the  canal,  and  the  boat,  in 
picking  up  the  cable  as  it  passes,  is  brought  close  to  the  pier  and 
bridge,  scraping  and  damaging  it  seriously. 

Difficulties  in  Operating  the  two  Systems  together. 

Under  the  present  arrangements  the  two  systems  work  yerj  in- 
harmoniously.  The  dangers'and  difficulties  of  navigating  the  canal 
with  boats  towed  by  cable  and  horses  are  very  great ;  one  must  give 
way  to  the  other  in  every  instance,  and  this  the  cable  company  re- 
fuses to  do.  Kow,  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  as  the  cable  system  was 
intended  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  boatmen,  that  they  would 
be  quick  to  see  its  advantages. 

Two  of  the  principal  points  which  the  cable  company  make  are 
gain  in  time  and  cheapness  in  towing.  Both  of  these  they  have  failed 
to  accomplish,  as  we  shall^  prove  later  by  statistics. 

These  points  are  of  vital  importance  to  the  boatmen,  but  after 
the  past  season's  experience  their  almost  unanimous  opinion  is  that 
the  disadvantages  far  outweigh  the  advantages. 

The  following  will  illustrate  some  of  the  cases  in  point : 

1.  A  cable  boat  is  going  east  with  tow  of  five  boats,  she  is  close 
on  to  the  tow-path  at  a  bend,  when  she  meets  a  western-bound  boat. 
Now,  the  west- bound  boat  should  take  the  inside  but  cannot  and  is 
forced  outside  by  the  cable  boat.  The  tow-line  has,  therefore,  to 
be  carried  around  the  cable  boat  and  passed  under  the  hawser,  sub- 
jecting the  west-bound  boat  to  great  danger  and  trouble,  beside 
placing  her  in  a  bad  position,  as  it  makes  her  liable  for  any  damages 
she  may  do,  and  besides  she  is  in  danger  of  sinking  by  colliding 
with  the  boats  in  tow. 
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2.  A  cable  boat  is  weit-bound  with  tow,  and  meets  a  boat  drawn 
by  horses  going  east.  The  east-bound  boat  is  obliged  to  cast  off  line 
from  the  team.  The  Kne  is  thrown  over  and  carried  to  the  stem 
of  the  cable  boat,  passed  under  the  hawser  and  then  back  to  the 
driver,  and  hitched  to  the  team,  the  line  passing  under  the  balance  of 
the  tow.  Now,  it  is  frequently  the  case  that  the  driver  is  obliged 
to  leave  his  team  in  order  to  take  this  line,  and  in  so  doing  the  team 
becomes  frightened  at  the  steam,  smoke  and  noise  of  the  cable 
boat,  and  either  runs  away  or  backs  over  the  bank,  being  killed  or 
seriously  injured. 

3.  An  east-bound  cable  boat  with  tow  is  close  on  a  tow-path  bend 
at  Wide  Waters,  where  she  meets  a  light  west-bound  boat,  and  the 
latter  is  of  course  forced  outside.  If  the  wind  is  very  stong  she  is 
liable  to  break  her  tow-line,  and  is  blown  over  either  to  the  marshes 
or  the  southerly  side  of  the  Wide  Waters,  and  it  frequently  occurs 
that  she  lays  there  for  hours  and  sometimes  for  days. 

4.  A  cable  boat  going  east  is  on  the'  berme  side  or  canal,  and 
passing  along  seemingly  all  right,  making  four  miles  per  hour, 
with  a  tow  of  five  or  seven  boats,  when  it  meets  a  west-bound  boat, 
and  without  warning  the  cable  boat  will  sheer  into  the  west-bound 
boat.  This  is  caused  by  the  cable  being  out  of  position,  it  having 
been  caught  on  a  rock,  or  boulder  in  the  bottom  of  the  canal  and 
drawn  over  by  the  last  cable  boat  going  west,  and  the  consequence 
is  a  collision,  sunken  boat  or  great  damage  to  property  and  delay  to 
navigation. 

The  cable  is  supposed  to  be  in  the  middle  of  the  canal,  but  no 
boatman  can  tell  which  side  the  cable  boat  will  take  until  they  are 
actually  along  side,  for  the  cable  is  left  in  all  positions,  and,  being 
very  taut,  the  cable  steamer  is  obliged  to  follow  wherever  it  is.  In 
fact,  no  boatman  feels  safe  with  a  cable  boat  in  sight. 

5.  On  a  straight  piece  of  canal  a  cable  steamer  with  tow  of  loaded 
boats  makes  from  three  to  five  miles  per  hour,  while  loaded  boats 
drawn  by  horses  make  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  miles  per  hour. 
In  consequence  of  this  the  cable  steamers  with  tows  are  continnallj 
passing  the  horse  boats,  and  here  comes  one  of  the  worst  features  in 
this  mixture  of  systems. 

While  a  tow  is  passing,  it  is  impossible  to  steer  the  boat  which  is 
being  passed,  owing  to  the  displacement  of  water  being  so  great  that 
she  is  liable  to  be  thrown  on  to  the  banks  of  the  canal  or  struck  by 
some  of  the  tow,  or  left  hard  on  the  bank  after  the  tow  passes,  or 
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she  may  be  left  across  the  canal  perfectly  helpless,  and  in  a  position 
to  be  run  down  by  the  next  boat  following. 

Danger  fbom  Shifting  of  Cable. 

Great  damage,  danger,  and  detention  to  both  canal  steamers  and 
boats  drawn  by  horses  is  experienced  by  reason  of  the  wire  cable 
being  lifted  out  of  the  canal  at  sharp  bends  and  left  on  the  bank  or 
towing-path.  It  occurs  in  this  way,  the  cable  in  the  straight  canal 
lays  near  the  center  of  the  prism,  but  in  going  around  the  bend  it  is 
drawn  close  in  shore  and  in  many  places  on  to  the  top  of  the  bank. 
At  the  point  where  it  leaves  the  center  of  the  canal  and  rans  upon 
the  bank  it  forms  an  obstruction  which  is  frequently  struck  by  pass- 
ing boats,  causing  damages  by  ripping  off  iron  shoes,  rake-irons 
rudder-blades,  etc.,  and  causing  leaks. 

At  the  tow-path  bend  near  Fort  Porter,  Buffalo,  the  cable  has 
been  across  the  canal  and  so  high  on  the  vertical  wall  as  to  completely 
block  the  canal  several  times,  fencing  the  boats  in  and  forcing  them 
to  stay  there  for  hours,  for  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  draw  a  taut  cable 
from  off  the  bank,  it  requires  the  assistance  of  powerful  tugs. 

Detentions. 

During  the  past  season,  detentions  to  navigation  caused  by  the 
cable  boats  were  firequent  and  inevitable,  they  arose  principally  from 
these  causes : 

At  the  opening  of  navigation,  the  wire  cable  between  Buffalo  and 
Tonawanda  passed  through  the  westerly  or  heel  path  lock  at  Black 
Kock ;  but  it  was  found  that  the  cable  steamer  in  pulling  into  and  out 
of  the  lock  with  tow  was  badly  damaging  the  lock,  in  fact,  if  allowed 
to  continue,  it  would  have  entirely  destroyed  it.  By  order  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  the  cable  was  cut  and  removed,  and 
since  that  time,  the  tows  have  been  broken  at  the  locks,  and  again  made 
up  east  of  the  locks.  The  time  consumed  by  this  change  —  suppos- 
ing the  steamer  to  have  a  tow  of  seven  or  eight  boats  —  was  from 
a  half  to  one  and  a  half  hours  loss  of  time  to  the  lock.  This  in 
twenty-four  hours  would  amount  to  some  four  or  five  hours'  delay  to 
navigation. 

Again,  when  cable  steamers  with  tows  going  in  opposite  direc- 
tions meet,  the  delay  in  changing  tows  is  from  a  half  hour  to  two 
hours,  often  blocking  up  the  whole  canal  and  entirely  suspending 
navigation  for  other  crafts  until  they  are  under  way  again.  Now 
if  the  canal  happens  to  be  well  filled  with  boats  at  the  time,  a  bad 
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blockade  is  the  resalt  and  more  or  less  boats  are  damaged  by  col- 
lisions. 

Again,  it  sometimes  happens  that  while  the  cable  steamer  is  pass- 
ing along  the  canal  with  a  tow  of  seven  or  eight  boats,  some  part  of 
the  steamer's  machinery  will  get  out  of  order  (and  it  happens  every 
day),  causing  her  to  come  to  a  stop.  The  tow  being  under  headway 
is  rendered  perfectly  helpless  and  is  thrown  across  the  canal,  blocking 
all  navigation  for  hours. 

Again,  in  order  to  pass  the  berme-bank  bend  at  the  village  of 
Brockport,  a  cable  steamer  with  tow  is  obliged  to  come  to  a  full 
stop,  until  the  cable  is  drawn  over  to  the  tow-path  side  of  the  canal. 
This  is  done  by  crabs,  at  three  different  points,  necessitating  a  deten- 
tion of  from  one-half  to  one  hour's  time,  and  during  this  time  her 
tow  is  straggling  all  over  the  canal,  completely  stopping  naviga- 
tion. 

Damage  to  Shipping  Interests. 

Great  damage  has  been  done  to  the  shipping  interests  along  the 
line  of  the  canal  occupied  by  the  cable  for  the  reason  that  many 
grain  warehouses,  coal  docks,  lumber  yards,  stone  yards  and  produce 
houses  are  situate  on  the  berme-bank  bends,  which  makes  it  impossi- 
ble to  either  load  or  unload  boats  at  their  docks,  as  the  cable  steamer 
in  passing  lifts  the  cable  under  the  boats  which  are  lying  at  dock,  and 
unlesa  they  are  moved  out  of  the  way,  the  cabte  is  liable  to  tear 
off  shoes,  pull  spikes,  tear  her  loose  from  her  mooring,  and  do  other 
damage. 

The  feasibility  of  any  new  system,  discovery  or  invention  cannot 
be  determined  by  a  visit  of  inspection  or  a  trial  trip  made  under 
auspicious  circumstances,  but  the  comparisons  of  each  day's  result 
during  a  reasonable  period  of  time  ought  to  attest  its  practicability. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  a  system  like  the  cable-towing  system, 
started  under  very  favorable  circumstances,  its  great  succeas  in 
Belgium  having  given  it  the  confidence  of  the  community.  It 
made  a  very  favorable  showing  upon  the  trial  trip  which  was  made 
late  in  the  season  of  1879  from  Buffalo  to  Rochester.  The  com- 
pany at  that  time  hoped  to  show  still  better  results  during  the 
season  of  1880.  That  season  has  now  passed,  and  recorded  facts  are 
the  only  arguments  needed  to  prove  that,  contrary  to  expectations  of 
all  parties  interested  in  transportation,  the  Belgian  cable-towing 
system  has  been  far  from  a  success.  Abundant  facts  prove  that 
steam  cable  towing  is  not  and  never  can  be  a  success  upon  the  £rie 
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canal.  With  the  excjeption  of  twelve  miles  between  Baftalo  and 
Tonawanda,  the  cable  has  been  laid  npon  what  are  known  as  the 
long  levels,  viz.,  between  Lockport  and  Rochester  and  Syracuse  and 
Utica.  This  distance  is  comparatively  free  from  obstructions  and 
difficulties.  If  the  result  shows  that  there  is  so  much  to  condemn 
upon  these  most  favorable  divisions  of  the  canal,  what  would  be  the 
consequences  if  it  were  to  be  continued  and  operated,  as  proposed, 
through  the  remainder  of  the  canal,  which  is  made  up  of  short  levels 
and  sharp  bends  ?  It  could  only  result  in  the  entire  stopping  of  all 
other  navigation. 

Steam  Canal  Boats. 

"We  have  watched  with  satisfaction  the  rapid  growth  into  favor  of 
the  steam  canal  boats.  Their  increase  in  number  is  the  best  guar- 
antee of  their  success.  During  the  past  year  very  many  new  ones 
have  been  added  to  the  list,  and  from  the  whole  number  we  can  only 
mention  one  that  is  an  injury  to  the  canal.  This  steamer  "  The 
Annie  Lawrie,"  running  from  Syracuse  east  and  west,  is  built  like 
a  towing  tug  aiid  the  great  draft  of  water  and  speed  causes  her  to 
-wash  the  canal  banks. 

Her  speed  should  be  modified  or  she  should  be  prohibited  from 
running  in  the  canal.  Traveling  as  these  steamers  do  alone,  or 
with  consorts,  they  do  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  navigation 
of  other  crafts,  nor  do  they  wash  the  banks.  ^ 

Great  impFovements  have  been  made  in  the  machinery  of  these 
boats  and  they  are  rapidly  becoming  cheaper  and  better  and  must 
eventually  supersede  all  other  modes  of  transportation  on  the  canals. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  the  State  should,  for  the  good  of  the  canals, 
^ve  them  all  the  advantages  possible  to  develop  their  abilities. 

By  reference  to  the  following  statistics  of  cost  and  time  in  towing, 
the  respective  merits  of  tlie  three  systems  may  be  easily  ascer- 
tained. 

Comparative  time  of  towing  between  Buffalo  and  New  York  and 
return : 

Boats  towed,  load  east  and  light  west from  22  to  25  days. 

Boats  towed  by  horses,  load  both  ways from  25  to  28  do 

Canal  steamers,  load  both  ways from  18  to  22  do 

Oanal  steamers,  with  consort,  load  both  ways,  .from  20  to  25  do 
Boats  towed  by  Steam  Cable  Towing  Company,  from  30  to  45  do 

According  to  these  figures,  the  main  point  of  argument  in  favor 
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of  the  Belgian  system  of  tqwing  is  destroyed,  they  having  utterly 
failed  to  make  trips  as  fast  as  by  the  ordinary  way  of  towing  by 
horses  or  mules.     Nor  have  they  been  able  to  compete  with  either 
of  the  other  systems  in  economy,  as  the  following  figures  prove : 
.  Comparative  cost  of  propelling  boats  throngh  the  canal : 

Horse  power,  two  teams  to  boat 15  to  17c  per  mile. 

Steam  canal  boat 15  to  18c     do 

Steam  canal  boat  with  consort 18  to  20c     do 

Boats  towed  by  cable  system 20c     do 

With  these  figures  before  us  and  the  plain  facts  as  we  have  stated 
them,  we  have  but  one  opinion  to  offer  in  the  interests  of  the  canal 
and  of  commerce,  the  charter,  which  gives  the  Cable  Company  a 
right  of  way,  should  be  repealed  ;  the  cable  should  be  removed  and 
all  facilities  should  be  given  to  canal  steamers  and  to  horse  boats.

Sir —  In  compliance  with  the  usaal  custom,  I  submit  my  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30^  1880^  for  the  eastern 
division  of  the  canals. 

This  division  comprises  that  portion  of  the  Erie  canal  extending 
from

The  eastern  division  has  been  intrusted  to  my  charge,  and  there  has 
been  expended  by  me  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1880, 
$83,993.00.  Details  of  these  expenditures  will  be  found  in  subsequent 
pages. 

That  portion  of  the  Erie  within  the  eastern  division  is  divided 
into  four  superintendent  sections,  numbering  from  one  to  four  inclu- 
sive. 

Section  No.  1,  in  charge  of  George  Simmons  and  0.  F.  Potter, 
superintendents,  extends  from  south  end  of  Albany  basin  to  the  west 
end  of  lower  Mohawk  aqueduct ;  also,  that  portion  of  the  Champlain 
canal  extending  from  the  junction  to  a  point  200  feet  north  or  the 
Cohoes  guard  lock,  a  distance  of  16  miles. 
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Section  No.  2,  in  charge  of  Robine  Hathaway  and  F.  D.  Curtis, 
superintendents,  extends  from  the  head  of  lower  Mohawk  aqueduct  to 
the  head  of  lock  27,  a  distance  of  32  miles. 

Section  No.  3,  in  charge  of  Martin  Allen  and  Hiram  Schuyler, 
superintendents,  extends  from  the  head  of  lock  No.  27  to  the  head 
of  lock  No.  34,  a  distance  of  about  38  miles;  also,  about  five  miles  of 
feeders  (Rocky  rift  and  Schoharie  creek). 

Section  No.  4,  in  charge  of  Daniel  Ford  and  Philo  Osgood,  superin- 
tendents, extends  from  the  head  of  lock  No.  34  at  Mindenville  to  the 
east  line  of  Oneida  county,  a  distance  of  about  29  miles. 

» 

Champlain  Canal. 

This  canal  comprises  a  portion  of  the  eastern  division  and  is  divided 
into  three  superintendent  sections,  as  follows  : 

Section  No.  1,  in  charge  of  James  Dougrey,  Jr.,  John  H.  Chubb 
and  Thomas  W.  Griffin,  superintendents,  extends  from  a  point  200 
feet  north  of  Cohoes  guard  lock  to  foot  of  first  lock  north  of  Saratoga 
dam  and  pond  above,  a  distance  of  32  miles. 

Section  No.  2,  in  charge  of  George  B.  Sherrill  and  Guy  W.  Clark,  su- 
perintendents, extends  from  foot  of  first  lock  north  of  Saratoga  dam  to 
south  side  of  waste-weir  at  Dunham's  basin,  including  the  Glens  Palls 
feeder,  feeder  dam  and  pond  above,  a  distance  of  24  miles. 

Section  No.  3,  in  charge  of  John  Whalen'  and  J.  H.  Harris,  super- 
intendents, extends  from  south  side  of  waste- weir  at  Dunham's  basin 
to  Lake  Champlain,  a  distance  of  22  miles. 

REPORT. 

Aft^r  the  close  of  navigation  in  1879,  efforts  were  at  once  made  to 
put  this  division  in  as  good  working  order  for  the  navigable  season  of 
1880  as  possible.  With  this  in  view,  I  made  a  thorough  inspection  of 
the  locks,  lock-gates,  aqueducts,  bridges,  waste- weirs,  etc.,  on  the  divi- 
sion, and  during  the  winter  of  1879-5o  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
was  done  on  each  of  the  sections,  as  the  reports  of  the  several  section 
superintendents  will  show.  New  lock-gates,  where  the  occasion 
demanded,  were  substituted  in  place  of  old  ones.  Many  old  gates 
were  repaired  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  them  serviceable  for  the 
season. 

The  same  thing  can  be  said  of  the  other  structures.  This,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  officers  on  the  several  sections  have  been  diligent 
and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  has  doubtless  in  a  great 
measure  prevented  any  breaks  of  consequence,  and  has  made  the  sea- 
son of  1880  unprecedented  in  this  particular. 

The  prism  of  the  canal  was  put  in  such  condition  that  little  or  no 
complaint  was  heard  from  boatmen.  Sufficient  water  has  been  had  to 
keep  the  levels  at  all  times  up  to  the  proper  standard. 

There  have  been  no  detentions  of  consequence  during  the  season, 
owing  in  a  ^reat  degree  to  the  vigilance  of  the  various  officers  on  the 
several  sections. 

The  location  of  a  shop  for  general  repairs  at  Cohoes  for  the  division 
has  proved  the  wisdom  of  its  establisnment.  The  experience  of  the 
past  year  has  proved,  beyond  cavil,  that  it  is  a  complete  success  in  the 
manufacture  of  new  work  (iron  and  wood)  for  the  division.     It  is  now 
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nearly  perfect  in  all  its  appointmeuts^  and  is  accomplishing  a  reyoln- 
tion  in  the  manufacture  of  lock-gates,  bridges,  etc.,  for  the  eastern 
dirision,  and  lock-gates,  etc.,  for  the  middle  ai vision  also,  if  required. 

In  the  carpenter  department  of  this  shop  is  a  planer  which  planes 
all  the  oak  timber  and  prepares  it  completely  for  the  mortising  table, 
where  there  is  a  mortising  machine  furnished  by  the  Borers  Manufac- 
turing Company  of  Norwich,  Conn.,  and  which  has  worked  with  suc- 
cess. It  is  capable  of  taking  out  a  mortise  eight  inches  long  and  eight 
inches  deep  by  two  and  one-half  inches  broad,  in  less  than  two  min- 
utes, and  does  its  work  true  and  smooth.  This  also  countersinks  the 
arm  to  receive  the  gate  plank,  valves  and  posts  for  valve  boxes.  In 
fact,  it  does  all  the  work  excepting  that  of  rounding  the  heel  post,  put- 
tiofi;  on  large  tennon  for  balance  beam,  and  the  mitre  on  tow-post 

hi  connection  with  this  there  is  a  tennoning  machine  which  is  capa- 
ble of  cutting  a  double  tennon  to  a  size  to  fit  the  above-described  mor- 
tise in  less  than  one  minute,  with  power  sufficient  to  drive  it  to  its  full 
capacity.  I  can  safely  state  that  it  would  take  a  State  carpenter  at 
least  one-half  day  to  accomplish  what  can  now  be  done  with  this 
machinery  in  less  than  ten  minutes. 

In  connection  with  the  planer  and  mortising  machines  are  two  trav- 
elers suspended  from  the  floor  beams  above,  with  power  blocks  and 
shears  of  sufficient  capacity,  with  two  men  to  work  them,  to  transfer 
a  stick  of  oak  timber  26  feet  long,  14  by  16  inches,  from  the  truck  to 
the  table  of  planer,  and  from  thence  to  the  mortising  table,  and  so  on 
till  it  is  placed  in  position,  when  the  work  upon  it  is  completed.  By 
hand,  it  would  take  the  united  labor  of  eight  or  ten  men  to  do  the 
work. 

The  above  may  give  an  idea  of  the  usefulness  of  this  machinery,  but  it 
does  not  yet  give  all  that  is  claimed  for  it  It  makes  a  tennon  that  fits 
the  mortise  perfectly,  thereby  making  a  much  stronger  and  stiffer  lock- 
gate,  which,  when  properly  ironed,  it  is  safe  to  state,  will  endure  a 
period  of  two  or  three  years  longer  than  one  made  by  hand. 

On  the  second  floor  is  a  set  of  saws  which  are  used  for  slitting 
lumber  to  anv  dimension  for  battening  valves,  etc.  Here,  also,  are 
built  the  wooden  valves  for  lock-gates.  These  valves  have  been  sold 
to  the  State  for  a  price  as  high  as  $22  for  each.  Before  this  ma- 
chinery was  put  in  operation,  Supt  Clark  paid  $14  each  for  them. 
With  these  appliances  a  better  valve  can  be  made  and  all  the  material 
furnished  for  $5  each. 

I  have  felt  the  defect  of  a  lack  of  power  sufficient  to  run  all  the 
machinery  to  its  fullest  capacity  at  the  same  time.  Thanks  to  your 
practical  sense,  when  I  demonstrated  to  you  the  necessity  of  a  larger 
and  more  powerful  engine,  you  directed  me  to  purchase  it  at  once, 
and  thus  remedied  the  defect  The  old  engine  in  use  was  bought  at  a 
junk  shop,  and  it  was  claimed'  that  it  was  a  fourteen  horse  power.  I 
purchased  a  twenty  horse  power,  impro.ved  engine  of  Starbuck  Bros., 
which,  when  placed  in  position,  I  confidently  expect  will  fully  realize 
the  object  sought  to  be  obtained. 

The  blacksmithing  department  of  the  shop  has  six  fires  with  blower. 
In  case  the  engine  is  not  running,  one  of  these  can  be  operated 
by  hand.  In  the  shop  is  a  punch  and  shears  combined,  that  is  capable 
of  cutting  or  punching  all  the  irons  used.  There  are  also  swedges  to 
form  all  the  different  pieces  of  iron  used,  which  makes  each  piece 
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similar  and  consequently  can  oe  duplicated  easily.  This  is  a  matter  of 
great  importance,  as  heretofore  the  irons  used  were  made  by  different 
blacksmiths  and  could  not  be  duplicated.  This  very  often  caused  much 
annoyance,  delay  and  expense.  In  this  shop  is  also  a  bolt,  nut-cut- 
tinff  and  drilling  machine.  There  is  also  a  large  store-room  for  iron 
ana  another  for  new  work  when  made.  An  account  is  kept  of  the 
materials  sent  to  the  several  sections.  There  has  also  been  erected  a 
lar^e  coal-house  capable  of  holding  a  boat-load  of  blacksmith^s  coal, 
and  still  another  boat-load 'for  engine  purposes,  and  for  furnishing  the 
lock-houses  in  the  cold  months  of  autumn.  The  timber  sheds  have  a 
capacity  for  storing  all  the  materials  necessary  to  be  kept  at  this 
point. 

There  is  yet  required  three  derricks  on  canal  front  for  unloading 
timber  from  boats. 

There  is  a  drum  attached  by  gearing  upon  fly  wheel  shaft  and  drum 
shaft  that  can  be  put  in  gear  when  there  is  any  coal  or  timber  to  un- 
load which  considerably  lessens  what  might  otherwise  be  quite  an  ex- 
pense. A  narrow  gauge  railroad  should  be  laid  through  the  timber 
shed  and  into  the  carpenter  shop,  as  also  from  derricks  to  connect 
with  main  track  in  shea. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  a  few  matters  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  this  shop.  At  the  outset,  as  it  is  used  for  the  division, 
it  cannot  be  successfully  conducted  by  a  section  superintendent.  In 
my  experience  this  has  been  proved  to  me.  There  is  sufficient  reason 
for  this.  The  superintendent  has  enough  to  do  on  his  section,  if  he 
does  his  duty,  to  keep  him  constantly  busy.  Add  to  this  the  charge 
of  superintending  the  carpenter  ana  blachsmith  shop  for  six  other 
sections,  the  labor  is  too  burdensome,  and  consequently  some  part  of 
his  duties  must  suffer  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  attend  to  all.  It  is 
natural  to  expect  that  he  will  not  neglect  his  own  section  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  that  which  his  position  might  demand  from  the  other 
sections.  In  many  instances  pressing  and  important  demands  come 
to  him  from  his  fellow  superintendents  and  at  once  he  can  shelter  him- 
self behind  the  excuse  of  more  urgent  necessities  from  his  own  sec- 
tion. The  responsibility  should  not  be  divided.  To  obviate  the  diffi- 
culty, this  shop  should  be  operated  under  the  direct  charge  of  the 
assistant  superintendent  of  the  eastern  division,  through  a  thoroughly 
competent  foreman,,  who  would  b6  a  distinct  officer  from  the  section 
superintendent,  and  who  should  report  directly  to  the  above-named 
assistant  superintendent.  This  being  done  the  men  employed  in  this 
shop  become  a  division  force,  working  exclusively  for  the  division.  Then 
the  cost  to  each  section  can  be  ascertained  and  charged  to  such  section 
without  any  injustice. 

Perhaps  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  in  this  report  to  state  that  I 
ordered  accurate  measurements  to  be  made  of  every  lock-gate  on  the 
division,  and  to  this  end  employed  an  experienced  and  competent  man. 
When  he  completed  the  work,  he  transferred  his  measurements  to  a 
book  and  deposited  the  same,  for  reference,  in  the  office  of  the  State 
shop,  and  another  for  the  office  of  assistant  superintendent.  To  ^i?e 
an  idea  of  its  accuracy  in  measurements,  there  have  been  nearly  sixty 
new  gates  built  for  the  several  sections  at  the  shop,  and  in  each  case 
made  from  the  dimensions  recorded  in  this  book,  and  in  every  instance 
have  they  fitted  exactly. 
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The  blacksmithing  department  has  a  shop  snfficient  for  bailding 
iron  bridges.  Whenever  there  was  lack  of  work  in  the  shop,  the  force 
could  be  turned  on  bridge  work.  I  do  not  think  that  any  additional 
machinery  would  be  necessary.  This  would  jprove  of  great  economy 
to  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  tend  to  bring  about  a  very  much 
desired  result,  viz.:  the  substitution  of  iron  for  wooden  bridges  at  the 
least  possible  cost. 

In  conclusion  I  cannot  refrain  from  stating  that  the  blacksmith 
shop,  under  the  foremanship  of  Thomas  J.  Bowditch,  has  been  so  con- 
ducted as  to  bring  great  credit  to  himself  for  efficiency  and  thorough 
practicability  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

I  may  be  pardoned  for  being  so  prolix  in  the  description  of  the 
workings  of  this  shop.  I  have  this  excuse  to  offer,  that  I  have  taken 
great  interest  in  its  establishment,  and  have  looked  with  pardonable 
pride  at  the  success  that  has  crowned  my  humble  but  earnest  efforts  to 
make  it  what  it  now  is. 

Pbism  of  Canal. 

The  prism  of  the  canal  (Erie)  is,  as  a  general  thing,  very  good.  On 
section  one,  Erie,  between  lock  No.  2  and  West  Troy,  in  length  about 
four  miles,  that  portion  between  the  middle  of  canal  and  toe  of  the 
8lop«  wall  on  berme  bank,  should  be  cleared  out  before  the  opening  of 
navigation  next  spring.  In  doing  this  work  strict  attention  should  bo 
paid  to  the  removal  or  slate  points  which  have  been  sources  of  obstruc- 
tion whenever  the  water  was  low  on  the  level.  This,  with  the  usual 
cleaning  out  between  locks  one  and  two,  and  the  removal  of  bars 
washed  in  during  the  winter,  is  about  all  that  is  necessary  to  be  done 
to  the  prism  of  this  section  next  spring. 

Much  more  is  required,  however,  on  section  two,  Erie.  Particular 
attention  should  be  paid  to  the  prism  of  the  canal  between  locks  20 
and  21.  This  level  runs  along  at  the  foot  of  a  high  slate  bank  which 
is  constantly  crumbling  off  and  falling  into  the  canal,  thereby  encroach- 
ing upon  and  narrowing  the  width  of  the  channel.  If  these  obstruc- 
tions are  allowed  to  remain,  and  the  water  is  raised  to  overcome  them, 
the  head  or  fall  of  the  feeder  is  cut  off,  causing  a  reduction  of  the 
quantity  of  water,  a  matter  of  the  most  paramount  importance  in  nav- 
igation. There  are  several  other  points  on  this  section  that  I  might 
name,  but  as  they  are  known  to  the  section  superintendent  I  am  con- 
fident they  will  be  removed  during  the  usual  spring  repairs. 

There  are  three  points  on  section  three,  Erie,  that  will  command 
the  attention  of  the  superintendent.  The  first  is  on  the  feeder  level 
between  locks  28  and  29,  beginning  at  the  head  of  lock  28  and  extend- 
ing about  1,500  feet,  in  depth  about  eight  inches.  This  should  be 
removed,  for,  as  it  is  now,  in  the  summer  when  the  water  is  low  in 
Schoharie  creek,  the  water  from  the  level  flows  back  through  the 
feeder,  and  at  those  times,  instead  of  thd  creek  feeding  the  canal,  the 
canal  is  feeding  the  creek,  and  the  feeder  gates  are  closed  and  braced 
to  keep  the  water  in  the  canal. 

Again,  from  the  foot  of  lock  31,  and  extending  along  about  800 
feet,  and  in  depth  ten  inches,  is  a  piece  of  work  that  should  not  be 
overlooked. 

Considerable  attention  should  be  given  to  the  level  between  locks 
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33  and  34.  Into  this  level  comes  the  water  from  the  B'ocky  Rift  feeder, 
which  is  four  miles  in  lengthy  and  has  a  fall  of  but  about  fonr  and  one- 
half  feet  Upon  this  feeder,  assisted  with  what  comes  from  the  Little 
Falls  dam  and  feeder,  must  nayigation  depend  in  the  dry  summer 
months  for  a  distance  extending  from  lock  34  to  the  head  of  lock  21. 
The  importance  of  a  thorough  cleaning  of  this  level,  to  the  full  width 
of  the  canal,  will  at  once  be  seen.  If  it  is  cleared  out  below  canal 
bottom,  precaution  should  be  taken  of  leaving  a  proper  bench  at  the 
bottom  of  wall. 

The  prism  of  canal  on  section  four,  Erie,  will  need  the  usual  clean- 
ing out,  with  the  exception  of  the  nine-mile  level  above  Frankfort. 
The  work  begun  on  this  section  in  1879  should  be  pushed  to  comple- 
tion this  spring  and  thus  remove  one  of  the  worst  obstructions  to  nar- 
ig;ation  on  the  eastern  division.  As  to  the  prism  of  Champlain  canal 
I  would  refer  you  to  my  former  reports  to  ex-Superintendent  Clark. 
I  cannot  refrain  from  making  reference  to  a  few  points  that  should  be 
remedied  before  the  opening  of  navigation. 

Both  the  tow-path  and  berme  banks  of  the  short  level  above  Water- 
ford  should  be  raised  and  strengthened.  This  is  particularly  the  case 
as  to  the  berme  bank.  Sand  was  principally  used  in  building  the 
original  bank.  Clay  can  be  obtained  from  a  bank  lying  in  proximity, 
which,  if  used,  will  make  a  good  bank.  The  canal  at  the  slate  cut  at 
Stillwater  should  be  deepened  and  widened.  Owing  to  the  present 
depth  and  width  at  this  point,  boats  are  often  wedged  when  drawing 
water  .at  the  lock  a  short  distance  south,  causing  serious  delay  and 
considerable  annoyance. 

There  is  another  point  at  Coveville,  where  the  canal  runs  through 
slate,  which  is  very  narrow.  At  this  point  there  are  a  number  of 
boats  loaded  with  potatoes  during  the  season.  Whenever  a  boat  lies 
at  the  dock  a  boat  moving  can  only,  with  great  dilBBculty,  pass  it. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  canal  be  widened  on  the  heel-path  side  as  it 
would  relieve  the  angle  very  much  more  than  if  done  on  the  tow-path 
side.  I{i  my  observations,  I  have  seen  as  many  as  six  'boats  at  this 
point,  which  were  either  being  loaded  or  waiting  to  be  loaded.  When 
these  are  tied  to  the  dock,  it  is  almost  impossible  for  a  boat  going  south 
to  pass  without  striking  the  boats  at  the  dock.  If  this  suggestion  be 
carried  out  (and  it  ought  to  be  done  before  next  spring's  opening),  a 
great  source  of  annoyance  will  be  removed. 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  refer  in  detail  to  all  the  necessary  work  to 
be  done  on  this  canal,  as  it  is  thoroughly  understood  by  my  successor. 
Some  of  this  work  has  been  already  be^un. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Ghamplam  is  a  subject  that  should  be 
looked  upon  as  important..  At  intervals  during  the  past  snmmer. 
nearly  all  the  water  of  the  river  at  Glens  Falls  feeder  dam  was  turned 
into  the  canal.  If  the  water  supply  at  this  point  (which  has  to  feed 
a  summit  level  running  to  Fort  Ann  north,  and  to  Sarato^dam  south), 
be  not  sufficient,  then  this  canal  must  close,  until  the  rams  restore  the 
deficiency.  I  would  suggest  the  provision  of  an  additional  water  sup- 
ply by  building  dams  and  usin^  the  water  of  some  of  the  many  lakes 
lying  north  of  this  point,  which  discharge  their  water  into  the  North 
river.  This  could  be  done  with  a  very  small  expenditure,  and  thus 
remove  all  apprehensive  danger  from  that  source. 
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Locks. 

The  masonry  of  the  locks  on  the  Erie  canal  is  good  in  the  main 
except  that  of  lock  No.  20,  on  the  second  section.  The  foundation 
of  this  lock  was  undermined  which  caused  the  masonry  to  settle.  The 
masonry  itself  is  in  bad  condition.  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  grouted 
thorouffhly  and  pointed  well  by  a  practical  workman. 

At  this  point,  I  might  be  pardoned  for  venturing  a  suggestion  on 
the  subject  of  lock-tending.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  interests  of 
the  State  would  be  advanceS  by  having  two  men  on  a  lock  at  all  times. 
By  so  doing  these  men  could  work  the  gates  without  using  one  and 
often  two  paddles  of  ^yater,  thereby  causing  the  breaking  up  9f  gates 
and  other  injuries.  In  my  observation,  I  have  often  seen  lock-gates^ 
which,  with  ordinary  care,  would  last  from  one  to  three  seasons,  com- 
pletely destroyed  by  the  carelessness  of  a  lock-tender.  With  one  lock- 
tender  on  a  lock,  he  gives  the  excuse,  that  being  at  one  end  of  the  lock, 
he  trusts  to  a  boatman  at  the  other  end.  Not  knowing  whether  the 
lower  gates  are  mitered  properly,  he  begins  to  fill  the  lock  to  find  in 
many  instances  that  he  must  shut  off  the  water,  empty  the  locks, 
mitre  the  gates,  thus  necessitating  greftt  delay.  This  is  often  the  case 
on  short  levels,  where  the  lock  swell  often  partially  opens  the  gates 
after  being  closed  by  the  lock-tender.  The  property  saved  by  having 
four  men  on  each  lock  will  more  than  compensate  for  the  pay  of  those 
lock-tenders  who  are  laid  off  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August,  as  has  been  the  custom  for  the  past  few  years.  Then,  too, 
the  work  is  too  laborious  for  one  man  to  endure,  and  this,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  risk  of  disabling  the  locks,  seems  to  me  sufficient 
to  warrant  the  keeping  of  two  men  on  the  locks  constantly. 

Towino-Path. 

On  section  one,  Erie,  betweeA  Albany  and  West  Troy  and  between 
lock  18  and  lower  aqueduct,  the  towing-path  is  in  great  need  of  gravel. 
I  would  recommend  the  permanent  appropriation  of  a  gravel-bed  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  West  Troy  basin  on  Green  Island.  At  this  point 
the  gravel  is  of  the  best  quality,  and  being  conveniently  located, 
could  be  distributed  at  anjr  point  on  the  section.  For  this  purpose  a 
new  boat  should  be  built  with  a  capacity  of  at  least  75  yards,  upon 
which  a  gang  of  men  should  be  put,  whose  only  duty  should  be  the 
graveling  of  tne  towing-path.  These  suggestions  being  carried  out, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  towing-path  on  this  section  should  not  be 
the  best  of  any  on  the  division.      • 

Section  two,  Erie,  is  well  provided  with  ^vel-beds.  A  new  boat 
has  been  built  this  season  capable  of  carrying  from  70  to  80  cubic 
yards  of  gravel.  There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  graveling  done 
upon  this  section  during  the  past  sejason,  and  consequently  the  towinff- 
path  is  in  very  good  condition.  With  this  new  boat,  and  the  gravel- 
bed  conveniences,  this  section's  towing-path  will  be  placed  in  excel- 
lent condition  next  year. 

There  has  been  a  good  quantity  of  gravel  placed  on  the  towing-path 
of  section  three  during  the  past  season.  With  the  contemplated  improve- 
ments at  the  gravel-bed  completed,  and  the  building  of  a  new  scow, 
the  tow-path  will  be  much  improved  next  season. 
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The  eaat  end  of  section  four,  Erie,  has  a  capital  gf^avel-bed  which  is 
the  cause  of  the  good  condition  of  the  tow-pjith  in  that  locality.  At 
the  west  end,  where  the  nine-mile  level  was  improved,  a  foot  in  area 
was  taken  out  and  being  put  on  the  tow-path,  renders  its-  condition 
simply  horrible.  This  can  only  be  remedied  by  covering  it  with  gravel. 
I  would  respectfully  make  the  same  suggestion  for  this  section  as  for 
the  others,  viz.:  the  building  of  a  new  boat,  the  manning  of  it  with  a 
good  crew,  and  locating  their  labor  at  the  west  end  of  this  section 
until  the  tow-path  is  drained  and  graveled.  There  has  been  but  cue 
gravel  scow  on  this  section  during  the  p^st  season,  the  foreman  carpen- 
ter using  the  other. 

TheA  are  two  good  gravel-beds  on  section  one,  Ghamplain,  one  at 
Schuylerville  and  the  other  north  of  Flynn's  lock.  The  State  lays 
claim  also  to  another  bed  located  north  of  Watei^ord.  A  new  scow  is 
required  for  this  section  also. 

Section  two,  Champlain,  has  no  gravel-bed,  but  sand  is  used  from  a 
bed  on  the  Glens  Falls  feeder,  and  from  a  bed  near  Fort  Miller  lock. 
This  is  a  very  poor  substitute  for  gravel,  but  when  incorporated  with 
clay,  it  makes  fair  material  for  the  towing-path.  There  has  been  a 
good  quantity  of  it  thrown  on  the  tow-path  this  season. 

Section  three,  Champlain,  is  also  without  a  good  gravel-bed.  The 
towing-path  on  the  five-mile  level,  south  of  Whitehall,  was  graveled  by 
material  dredged  from  Whitehall  harbor,  which  has  proved  excellent 
for  this  purpose.  There  is  but  one  gravel-bed  on  the  section  located 
above  Smith's  basin,  on  twelve-mile  level,  at  a  point  called  Wood- 
chuck's  bend.  One  and  one-half  acres  of  this  l^ave  been  appropriated 
by  the  State.  At  this  point,  formerly,  boats  could  only  pass  with  dif- 
ficulty. It  was  cut  back  25  feet  last  spring,  and  the  material,  which 
was  slate,  wheeled  on  the  towing-path  and  distributed  on  the  tow-path 
during  the  summer,  improving  it  in  that  vicinity  very  much.  For 
this  section  I  would  also  recommend  the  construction  of  a  new  boat 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  construction  of  a  new  dredge  with 
the  capacity  of  removing  from  400  to  600  cubic  yards  per  day  in  ordi- 
nary digging.  The  present  dredge  is  worthless.  Witn  a  new  dredge 
the  cost  would  be  no  more  than  that  of  the  present  hulk  that  wul 
remove  scarcely  100  yards  per  day.

Change  bridge  at  junction  of  Erie  and  Champlain  canals,  part  re- 
planked ;  Swing  bridges.  West  Troy,  railings  and  gearing  repaired ;

Bridge  at  aqueduct,  replanked  and  new  coping ;  Cohoes  and  Water- 
ford  bridge,  tow-path  replanked,  and  rods  and  braces  repaired,  and  a 
new  bridge  was  erected  over  the  entrance  to  the  Little  Basin  at  West 
Troy. 

Slope  and  Vebtical  Walls. 

The  slope  and  vertical  walls  on  the  section  have  been  patched  and 
repaired  in  a  great  many  places,  the  stone  at  present  in  the  vertical 
walls  through  the  16  locks,  and  at  West  Troy,  are,  in  many  places, 
entirely  too  small,  and  are  continually  dropping  out  having  no  bind- 
ing dimensions. 

Wall  between  locks  16  and  17.  In  April  last,  I  had  the  old  rock  and 
filope-wall  remaining  between  locks  16  and  17  on  the  west  side  of  the 
canal  dug  out  and  removed,  and  a  vertical  stone  wall,  133  feet  long,  7 
feet  high  and  2^  feet  thick  (average),  with  three  tiers  of  docking  on 
top,  built  to  replace  it.  Tnis  old  rock  wall  has  always  been  a  source  of 
annoyance  to  boatmen,  boats  often  "  hanging^'  on  it  and  causing  a  de- 
tention to  navigation. 

Betaining  wall  between  locks  15  and  16.  One  hundred  and  fifty  lineal 
feet  of  retaining  wall  14  feet  high  and  three  feet  thick  was  torn  down 
and  rebuilt.  Tnis  wall  retains  the  roadway  on  the  west  side  of  the 
canal  between  locks  15  and  16. 

Retaining  wall  at  lock  10.  In  May  last,  it  was  found  necessary,  in 
order  to  retain  the  bank,  and  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  a  break,  to 
build  a  strong  retaining  wallon  the  west  side  of  the  canal  at  lock.lO. 
There  is  a  deep  ravine  at  this  point.  A  strong  cement  wall,  99  feet  in 
length,  12  feet  high  and  5  feet  thick,  was  built  and  proves  effective. 

Docking. 

The  entire  docking  on  the  section,  except  what  has  been  built  new 
the  present  season,  is  in  a  very  poor  condition,  stick  and  ties  being  so 
rotten  as  to  be  constantly  pulled  off  by  tow  lines,  etc.  In  March  and 
April,  1880,  about  6,700'lineal  feet  of  docking  was  done  at  West  Troy, 
nearly  all  being  needed  within  a  distance  of  one-quarter  of  a  mile,  and 
2,200  lineal  feet  was  done  at  the  little  basin,  AJbany,  and  865  lineal 
feet  between  locks  1  and  2,  Albany.  Since  the  opening  of  navigation 
3,100  lineal  feet  of  new  docking,  mostly  "  capping  **  sticks  on  vertical 
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walls^  has  been  done,  and   750  lineal  feet  of  old  docking  repaired, 
mostly  through  the  16  locks. 

Tow-Paths  and  Bridge  Approaches. 

About  2^000  yards  of  gravel  has  been  put  upon  tow-paths,  raising 
and  repairing  them,  mostly  through  the  16  locKS,  and  all  bridge  ap- 
proaches have  been  graveled. 

Gleaning  Canal. 

The  levels  through  the  16  locks  were  thoroughly  bottomed  out  and 
cleaned  in  March  and  April.

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West  Tbot  WBian-LooK. 

The  north,  west  and  south  sides  of  this  building  have  been  in  a  bad 
condition  for  some  time,  the  walls  being  cracked  and  crumbling  and  in 
places  liable  to  fall.  The  west  side  is  now  in  progress  of  repair  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $250,  and  when  done  will  present  a  good,  substan- 
tial appearance.  I  would  recommend  that,  when  navigation  closes, 
the  north  and  south  ends  be  taken  down  and  rebuilt  where  deemed 
necessary. 

TuQ  Babkley. 

The  tug  ^'Alex.  Barkley"  has  assisted  in  raising  two  sunken  boats  on 
this  section  as  follows :

And  boat  "Willie"  and  "Johnnie"  load  with  grain  sank  between  locks 
15  and  16.  The  level  was  drawn  and  in  less  tban  two  hours  the  boat 
was  repaired  by  the  State  men,  and  on  its  way  to  West  Troy  with  bnt 
little  grain  damaged.  The  amount  collected  was  $24.50.  This  was  the 
only  ^rain  boat  sunk  on  the  section  this  year.  Several  lumber  boats 
in  a  sinking  condition  were  assisted  to  dry  dock  by  the  State  men. 

The  tug  pumped  and  towed  to  dry  dock  on  section  2,  Erie  canal, 
a  dredge  owned  by  a  New  York  dredging  company,  for  which  $103.75 
was  collected. 

Several  other  boats  were  raised  by  the  tug,  on  sections  2  and  3, 
Erie  canal,  under  directions  of  the  superintendents  of  said  sections. 

The  remainder  of  the  time  the  tug  has  been  with  the  dredge  while 
dredging,  towing  dump  scows  and  moving  dredge  from  one  locality  to 
another. 

Dbedge. 

The  following  work  was  done  for  private  parties  by  dredge,  and  the 
following  amounts  were  collected :

During  the  month  of  May  the  dredge  worked  six  days  in  the  Mo- 
hawk river  at  Cohoes,  to  the  entrance  of  the  north  and  south  "guard" 
locks,  and  removed  about  1,000  cubic  yards  of  dirt  Also  eifi[ht  davs 
in  the  canal  on  section  1,  Ghamplain,  above  the  guard  lock  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Mohawk  river,  and  removed  about  1,470  cubic  yards 
of  dirt 
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The  remainder  of  the  month  was  spent  in  removing  wrecks,  in  basin 
at  West  Troy  and  repairing  dredge  and  moving. 

In  June.  Dredge  worked  seven  days  at  Waterford  side-cut  and  in 
canal  at  Waterford^  and  removed  about  1,310  cubic  yards  of  dirt,  also 
twelve  days  in  Albany  basin  and  removed  about  1,920  cubic  yards  of 
dirt. 

In  July.  Dredge  worked  twenty  days  in  Albany  basin  a^ d  removed 
about  2,600  cubic  yards  of  dirt,  remainder  of  the  month  spent  in  re- 
pairing dredge. 

In  August.  Dredge  worked  eighteen  days  at  Albany  and  removed 
about  2,880  cubic  yards  of  dirt,  and  two  days  at  sloop  lock,  Troy  dam, 
and  removed  160  cubic  yards  of  dirt ;  the  remainder  of  the  month 
spent  in  repairing  tug,  raising  dump  scow  and  repairing  dredge. 

In  September.  Dr^go  worked  four  days  at  .sloop  lock,  Troy  dam, 
and  removed  about  880  cubic  yards  of  dirt;  also  two  days  at  Water- 
ford  side-cut,  removed  about  400  cubic  yards  of  dirt,  and  eight  days 
at  Schenectady,  section  2,  Erie  canal,  removed  about  1,550  cubic 
yards  of  dirt,  the  remainder  of  the  month  was  spent  in  moving  and 
repairing.

Bank  at  Lock  14. 

lb  June  last,  the  bank  on  the  east  side  of  lock  14  was  found  to  be 
"alonghing*'  off  and  "giving  "  to  retain  it,  a  spile  driver  was  pro- 
cured and  forty  spiles  were  driven  in  at  the  foot  of  the  b^nk,  this 
proved  an  effective  remedy  against  further  sliding.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  putting  in  of  a  "puddle^  ditch  here,  125  feet  long,  8  feet 
deep  and  2^  feet  wide  to  stop  leakage. 

No  breaks  have  occurred  on  the  section,  and  no  detention  to  navi- 
gation of  any  duration. 

Recommendations. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  repairs  as  necessary 
to  be  done  in  the  coming  winter  and  spring : 

Aqueduct  A  new  waste- weir  to  be  built  in  the  bottom  of  the  lower 
Mohawk  aqueduct  in  the  west  end. 

To  nine-mile  level.  Kepairing  of  500  lineal  feet  of  tow-path  and 
and  slope  wall ;  repairing  of  50  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall ;  tne  build- 
ing of  250  lineal  feet  of  vertical  retaining  wall  on  the  west  side  of 
canal;  building  of.2,500  lineal  feet  of  new  docking  ;  removal  of  about 
1,000  cubic  yaras  of  dirt 

Waste-weir.  Removal  of  old  slope  and  bench  wall  and  building  of 
90  linesd  feet  of  cement  vertical  wail,  adjoining  the  north  end  of  the 
waste-weir,  and  rebuilding  part  new  of  waste-weir. 
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Lock  18.  New  bottom  in  west  lock ;  new  lower  pier;  two  new  buck- 
ing timbers  ;  one  new  miter-sill. 

Level  below  lock  18.  One  hiindeed  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed ;  400 
lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired ;  70  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall  repaired.

Level  below  lock  15.  One  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed; 
500  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired;  50  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall 
repaired. 

Lock  14.  Two  new  upper  gates ;  two  new  miter-sills  and  aprons ; 
two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Level  below  lock  14.  One  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed; 
400  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired ;  55  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall 
repaired. 

Lock  13.  One  new  lower  gate ;  one  new  miter-sill  and  apron  ;  three 
new  balance  beams.

Lock  8.  Three  new  lower  toe  posts  ;  one  lower  pier  and  apron ;  two 
new  balance  beams ;  one  new  miter-sill ;  two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Level  below  lock  8.  One  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to 
be  removed;  100  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired  ;  50  lineal  feet  of  ver- 
tical wall  repaired. 
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Lock  7.  Two  new  upper  gates ;  two  new  toe  posts  for  lower  gates ; 
one  new  lower  pier ;  one  new  miter-sill ;  four  new  balance  beams ;  two 
new  bucking  timbers. 

Level  below  lock  7.  Two  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed; 
250  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired;  40  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall 
repaired. 

Lock  6.  Two  new  upper  gates ;  one  new  lower  pier;  one  new  miter- 
sill  ;  two  new  balance  beams ;  two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Level  below  lock  6.  One  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be 
removed  ;  200  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired ;  75  Imeal  feet  of  stone 
wall  repaired. 

Lock  5.  Two  new  lower  gates  ;  one  new  miter-sill ;  two  new  balance 
beams. 

Level  below  lock  5.  One  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed; 
300  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired ;  80  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall 
repaired. 

Lock  4.  One  new  upper  gate ;  two  new  balance  beams ;  two  new 
miter-sills ;  two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Level'below  lock  4.  Two  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed; 
200  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired;  55  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall  re- 
paired. 

Lock  3.  One  new  upper  pier ;  four  new  toe  posts  in  lower  gates ; 
three  new  balance  beams  ;  two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Level  from  lock  3  to  upper  side-cut,  West  Troy.  Four  hundred 
cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed ;  2,500  lineal  feet  of  docking  re- 
paired ;  200  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall  repaired. 

Upper  side-cut  locks.  West  Troy.  Upper  locks.  One  new  upper 
gate ;  two  new  balance  beams ;  piers  repaired.  Lower  locks.  Two  new 
balance  beams ;  piers  repaired ;  two  new  bucking  timbers. 

Upper  side-cut  to  lower  or  Port  Scbuyler  side-cut  One  thousand 
five  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed ;  1,000  lineal  feet  of 
docking  repaired;  120  lineal  feet  of  vertical  wall  repaired. 

Port  Schuyler  side-cut  to  Lock  No.  2.  Would  recommend  that  the 
two-path  between  Port  Schuyler  and  lock  2  be  graveled  to  a  height  of 
aix  to  eight  inches,  for  a  distance  of  about  four  miles,  the  two-path 
here  is  low  and  in  bad  condition ;  also  that  the  dirt  and  sediment  on  and 
at  the  foot  of  the  slope  walls  and  in  the  bottom  of  the  canal  on  both 
sides  be  removed  by  dredging  or  otherwise.  I  think  this  can  be  done 
by  the  dredge  safely  by  first  aigging  along  carefully  at  the  foot  of'  the 
slopes  and  removing  the  sediment  that  is  there,  thus  causing  the  sedi- 
ment that  is  on  the  walls  to  drop  into  the  channel  thus  cut,  and  this 
can  then  be  removed ;  also  the  repairing  of  500  lineal  feet  of  slope 
wall. 

Lock  2.  Two  new  toe  posts  lower  gates ;  two  new  balance  beams. 

Level  from  lock  2  to  lock  1.  Two  hundred  cubic  yards  of  dirt  to  be 
removed  ;  300  lineal  feet  of  docking  repaired  ;  40  lineal  feet  vertical 
wall  repaired. 

Lock  1.  Two  new  upper  gates  ;  one  new  upper  pier ;  would  recom- 
mend the  building  of  cojffer  dams  in  river  at  Lock  1  and  Port  Schuyler 
side-cuts,  to  put  in  new  miter-sills  and  repair  bottoms  of  locks. 

West  Troy  weigh-lock.    Two  new  gates ;  cradle  rebuilt  part  new. 
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Albany  weigh-lock.  Two  new  gates,  aad  rough  stone  work  dressed 
at  entrance  to  lock. 

Bbidges. 

I  would  recommend  the  following  repairs  to  bridges  as  necessary: 
Bridge  No.  1,  14  new  plank ;  bridge  No.  3,  part  replanked ;  bridge  No. 
7,  replanked;  bridge  No.  11  (Schuyler's  bridge),  40  new  plank;  bridge 
No,  12  (Spring  St  W.T.),  coping  on  west  abutment  relaid  ;  bridge  No. 
15  (Schenectady  St.  W.  T.),  18  new  plank;  bridge  No.  16,  (Ferry  St. 
W.  T.),  should  be  raised  10  inches ;  Genesee  St.  bridge,  West  Troy, 
one-half  replanked;  Broadway  bridge,  upper  side-cut,  West  Trov, 
one-half  replanked;  Union  St,  upper  side-cut,  West  Troy,  one-half 
replanked;  bridge  No.  22,  tow-path, replanked;  Columbia  St.  bridge, 
Cohoes,  part  replanking,  new  coping  and  floor  timbers  throughout; 
bridge  No.  28,  replanked,  one-half  new  floor  timbers  and  six  new 
needle  beams;  bridge  No.  30  (Paper  Mill  bridge),  abutment  on  the 
west  side  of  the  canal  needs  rebuilding  from  the  water-line  up,  and 
the  north  end  of  east  partly  rebuilt 

Culverts. 

I  would  recommend  the  rebuilding  of  the  win^s  at  both  ends  of  the 
*'  Hinchman  **  culvert,  between  locks  6  and  7,  they  are  in  a  bad  con- 
dition now,  and  if  left  so,  in  a  few  years  will  be  entirely  down. 

Champlaik  Canal. 

Five  hundred  lineal  feet  of  slope  wall  to  be  repaired  and  450  cabic 
yards  of  dirt  to  be  removed. 

Would  recommend  the  building  of  a  spillway  over  the  culvert  at 
the  axe  factory,  to  empty  into  and  feed  the  north  end  of  the  State 
basin,  water  can  be  thus  fed  into  the  basin  to  cause  a  constant  flow 
and  thereby  assist  in  preventing  the  present  obnoxious  stagnant  water 
which  contaminates  this  part  of  the  basin. 

Deedge  and  Scows. 

The  dredge  and  the  two  old  dump  scows  that  belong  with  it  are  old 
and  poorly  constructed  affairs  and  need  constant  repairing.  I  think 
it  would  prove  both  economical  and  beneficial  to  the  State  to  replace 
them  with  a  new  and  improved  'dredge  and  new  scows,  these  with  Ihe 
new  dump-scow  just  completed  at  the  Gilchrist  dry  dock.  West  Troy, 
would  put  the  department  in  excellent  preparation  for  dredging  to  tke 
best  advantage,  whenever  and  wherever  necessary. 

Paintikq. 

All  of  the  bridges,  lock,  and  watch-houses  on  the  section,  need 
to  be  painted  at  least  one  coat,  and  some  perhaps  two.

Locks. 
General  repairs  were  required  upon  all  the  locks  on  the  section. 

Lock-Gates. 

Six  new  gates  have  been  inserted^  yiz.:  two  at  lock  19,  one  at  lock 
24,  two  at  lock  26,  and  one  at  lock  27.  Of  these  four  were  on  hand, 
the  other  two  had  been  framed. 


Culverts, 
The  culverts  have  partially  been  cleaned. 
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Bridges, 

The  old  bridge  at  Van  Yrankens,  No.  46,  has  been  framed  and 
erected.  Bridges  generally  in  poor  condition  and  have  been  repaired 
with  new  needQe  beams  when  necessary^  and  replanked  and  timbered. 
In  addition  to  these  repairs,  new  railings  have  been  built,  and  the 
approaches  of  all  have  been  raised  more  or  less  and  graveled. 

Docking. 

Three  thousand  feet  of  new  docking  has  been  framed  on  the  nine- 
mile  level,  ac  Orescent  eleven-mile  level,  at  Schenectady  and  one-mile 
level  above  Schenectady  .       ' 

Watching  Canal. 

Beliable  watchmen  have  been  employed  both  day  and  night  on  all 
the  dangerous  embankments. 

The  only  delay  in  navigation  was  caused  by  the  sinking  of  a  dredge 
on  the  four-mile  level,  on  the  night  of  May  28th,  necessitating  the 
drawing  of  the  level.  Navigation  was  delayed  six  hours.  At  least  a 
depth  of  seven  feet  of  water  has  been  maintained  upon  all  the  levels 
of  this  section  duiing  the  season. 

Di'cidvd  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  season  by  dredg- 
ing out  the  canal  in  front  of  the  upper  gravel  l>ed,  so  as  to  admit  of 
the  loading  of  the  scow  directly  from  the  bank,  and  also  by  the  laying 
of  a  tramway  at  the  lower  bea,  so  that  material  can  be  run  on  a  car 
and  dumped  on  a  boat.  By  these  changes  the  time  of  loading  each 
scow  bos  been  lessened  more  than  one-half.  An  important  work  has 
been  done  on  the  one-mile  level,  by  docking  the  same,  and  raising  the 
tow-path  one  foot  higher.  Nearly  all  of  the  timbers  used  for  tiiis 
purpose  were  old  sills  taken  from  the  bottom  of  the  canal  last  spring, 
which  had  been  thrown  up  by  the  frost  and  which  endangered  navi- 
gation. 

Fully  one-half  of  the  banks  should  be  raised  higher,  and  in  many 
places  they  should  be  strengthened  on  the  back  side  by  rubble  and 
gravel.  This  has  been  done  at  a  number  of  points  where  they  were 
the  most  hazardous.  The  banks,  west  of  Schenectady,  for  nearly  two 
miles  (which  are  naturally  weak  on  account  of  the  mucky  material  of 
which  they  are  formed,  and  the  elevation  of  the  canal  bottom  above 
the  level  of  the  lands  adjacent),  are  now  in  a  dangerous  condition,  as 
the  docking  timbers  are  much  decayed.  The  ties  are  rotten  and 
through  these  spaces  leaks  are  constantly  occurring,  which  make  a 
break  liable  at  any  time.  New  docking  should  be  put  in  the  coming 
winter^  and  the  berme-bank  made  one  foot  higher,  as  the  water  stands 
along  a  considerable  portion  even  with  the  top. 

The  abutments  at  Hoffman's  aqueduct  have  leaked  badly  during  the 
summer.  By  digging  into  the  tow-path  a  portion  of  this  water  has 
been  cut  oflr,  but  it  cannot  be  fully  stopped  without  relaying  the 
inner  wall  with  cement  and  concrete.  Between  the  lower  end  of  the 
upper  aqueduct  and  lock  22,  the  berme-bank  is  beginning  to  leak  mak- 
ing it  soft  and  spongy.  The  inside  wall  here  will  have  to  be  relaid 
with  cement  and  concrete.  It  is  specially  dangerous  as  the  feeder  cul- 
vert passes  under  it.    Above  lock  21  the  water  has  run  through  the 
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tow-path  bank  for  years.  Efforts  have  hitherto  been  made  to  stop  it 
by  patting  in  a  puddle  ditch,  but  the  flow  has  constantly  increased  un- 
til it  has  become  a  serious  damage  to  the  land  over  which  it  runs,  and 
endangers  the  bank.  The  only  effectual  way  to  stop  it  is  to  relay  the 
inner  wall  with  cement  and  thoroughly  cement  or  puddle  the  bank 
behind  it.  All  of  the  locks  and  aqueduct  walls  should  be  pointed  with 
cement.  The  wooden  trunk  near  Flint  Hill  is  rotten  and  should  be 
replaced  with  a  stone  culyert.  The  same  is  the  case  at  Van  Yrankens 
on  the  nine-mile  leyel.  The  middle  of  the  culyert  near  Willejs, 
four-mile  leyel,  was  not  rebuilt  when  the  canal  was  enlarged  and  is 
belieyed  to  need  relaying.  I  shall  examine  its  condition  by  excayating 
as  soon  as  nayigation  closes. 

The  canal  id  so  narrow  in  front  of  Shear^s  dock,  near  Orescent,  that 
three  boats  make  a  wedge.  These  delays  are  so  frequent  that  I  deem 
it  to  be  my  duty  to  recommend  that  the  canal  be  widened  at  this  point 
to  admit  of  boats  lying  at  this  dock,  and  two  boats  passing  each  other 
at  the  same  time. 

At  Eexfords  a  new  yertical  wall  is  necessary  on  the  berme-bank, 
and  other  improyements  to  facilitate  locking.  A  new  exchange  bridge 
should  be  buut  in  the  middle  of  the  short  leyel,  so  that  boats  can  set 
into  the  lock  more  rapidly  and  with  less  risk.  The  exchange  briage 
is  too  high  and  crossing  for  teams  is.  dangerous,  and  exceedingly  so  for 
yehicles  of  any  kind. 

The  lock-houses  are  a  disgrace  to  the  State,  they  need  extensiye  re- 
pairs to  make  them  tenable  and  they  ought  to  be  painted. 

New  bridges  of  iron  are  required  at  Jefferson  street,  Schenectady, 
at  Beckers  and  at  Whitehead's  dock,  on  the  Fort's  Ferry  road. 

New  bridges  of  wood  are  necessary  at  Pearse's  aqueduct,  and  the 
Marcellus  bridge,  near  Schenectady. 

It  is  a  loss  to  the  State  not  to  paint  all  bridges.  I  haye  ordered  all 
wooden  bridges  constructed  on  this  section  to  be  put  together  with 
plenty  of  lead  between  joints. 

A  new  bulk-head  is  required  at  lock  21.  The  heel-path  lock  at  23 
was  always  too  narrow  to  pass  large  boats.  It  was  cut  down  and 
widened  fast  spring.  A  new  bulk-head  is  needed  at  the  feeder,  and  the 
piers  of  the  aqueduct  on  the  upper  side  should  be  protected  with  tim- 
bers to  preyent  injury  from  the  ice. 

The  arch  between  the  locks  at  23  has  partly  fallen  down  and  excava- 
tion may  be  necessary  to  replace  the  keystones.  The  bermc  abutment 
at  Pearse's  bridge,  nine-mile  leyel,  is  so  far  inclined  oyer  that  it  should 
be  taken  down  and  relaid  before  it  falls  into  the  canal. 

A  permanent  business  of  shipping  sand  at  Fort's  Ferry  bridge  has 
been  established  which  requires  docking  facilities  to  do  the  work. 

The  locks  are  mainly  in«ood  order,  except  lock  20,  which  requires 
to  haye  the  bottom  concreted  and  the  inner  walls  cemented  to  prevent 
the  stones  from  working  out  into  the  lock,  which  they  have  done  dur- 
ing the  season,  and  three  of  them  so  far  that  they  have  had  to  be  cut 
off. 

Twenty-four  hundred  and  fifty  (2,450)  cubic  yards  of  sediment  and 
stones  were  taken  from  the  prism  of  the  canal  during  the  spring  re- 
pairs ;  and  fully  thirty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  mnety-two 
(33,792)  cubic  yards  remain.  In  many  places  the  bottom  is  so  filled 
up  that  loaded  boats  cannot  run  without  the  levels  are  kept  up  as  fidl 
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as  possible,  which  is  always  trying  to  the  banks.  Extensive  excava- 
tions will  be  necessary  to  put  the  canals  in  the  condition  which  navi- 
gation fully  requires. 

I  most  earnestly  recommend  the  setting  of  willow  hedges  (Saliz 
Longifolia),  along  the  bottom  of  the  river  walls  and  banks.  These 
willows,  by  their  roots,  would  prevent  washing  from  the  river  and  the 
sliding  of  the  earth,  as  the  roots  would  make  a  net-work  of  strens^th 
to  unite  the  ground  and  hold  the  banks.  The  expense  would  be  lit- 
tle and  the  benefits  continuous.  They  would  break  the  force  of  the 
cold  and  of  the  winds,  and  on  these  accounts  alone  would  more  than 
pay  the  cosi 

I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  general  faithfulness  and  efficiency 
of  all  officers  under  me,  some  of  whom  are  deserving  of  special  praise.

Sir — I  herewith  respectfully  present  the  following  report  for  the 
199  days  expiring  September  SO,  1880  : 

Locks. 

The  locks  on  this  section  haye  been  kept  in  good  repair.  The^ot- 
tom  of  lock  84  being  ^uted  and  replanked.  Old  miter  sills  removed 
and  new  ones  inserted  in  several  locks. 


Lock  Gates. 
Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  gates  generally  on  this  section. 
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Old  gates  removed  and  18  new  lower  ^ates  inserted.  Bemaining  gates 
well  repaired^  considering  the  lengtE  of  time  we  haye  had  to  repair 
them  in. 

Aqueducts. 

Putting  down  majority  of  aqueducts  on  section  and  making  such 
repairs  as  were  requisite.  \ 

Bridges. 

A  great  effort  has  been  made  to  put  the  bridges  on  this  section  in 
good  repair.  New  needle-beams  and  floor  timbers  being  placed  in 
many  of  them.  New  structures  erected  across  Schoharie  creek  and 
Rocky  Bift  feeders,  and  also  several  new  lock  bridges  placed  on  locks. 

Tow-Path. 

The  labor  of  the  scow  forces  have  been  concentrated  mostly  upon  tow- 
path  repairs.  Same  being  raised,  graded  and  strengthened.  The  ut- 
most vigilance  has  been  observed  to  prevent  all  encroachments. 

Cleaning  out  Bottom  of  Canal. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  navigation,  the  entire  prism  of  canal  on  this 
section  received  a  thorough  bottoming  out,  bars  and  other  obstrnc- 
tions  being  removed,  vertical  and  slope  walls  repaired,  etc.  Sediment 
removed  to  the  amount  of  2,800  yards.  Nothing  remaining  that 
would  impede  navigation. 

Watching  Canal. 

'  Competent  and  temperate  men  have  been  employed  to  watch  the 
canal,  and  to  render  other  assistance  when  necessary. 

Depth  of  Watek. 

A  depth  of  about  seven  feet  of  water  has  been  maintained  on  each 
and  every  level  of  this  section  during  the  past  season. 

Delays  to  Navigation. 

Navigation  has  been  good  on  this  section  the  entire  season.  No 
detention  caused  by  negligence  on  the  part  of  emplovees,  and  but 
slight  unavoidable  delay,  caused  by  one  sunken  boat  at  ^rakers  basin. 

Logk-Tendsbs. 
Efficient  and  sober  men  have  been  in  charge  of  the  locks. 

Structures  Necessary  to  Build  and  Bepair. 

• 

Lock  28  requires  grouting  and  replanking.  The  insertion  of  two 
new  upper  and  one  new  lower  gate.  Lock  29  it  is  necessary  to  place 
one  new  lower  gat«.  Lock  30  should  be  grouted  and  replanked.  Lock 
31  requires  grouting  and  replanking,  two  new  upper  gates  and  miter 
sills,  and  locks  32  and  33  should  be    grouted   and  replanked  and

each  two  new  upper  gates  and  miter  sills.  I  also  recommend  the 
pointing  np  of  the  masonry  of  all  the  looks  and  aanedncts  excepting 
Schoharie  creek  structure.  And  also  that  the  soutn  abutment  of  the 
first  bridge  east  of  Lasher^s  a(}ueduct  be  taken  down  and  rebuilt,  as 
it  is  now  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  liable  to  fall  into  the  canal  be- 
fore navigation  next  spring.  I  recommend  further  that  a  new  spill- 
way be  built  at  the  head  of  lock  33.  The  present  structure  is  in  a 
dilapidated  condition,  and  entirely  unfit  for  use.  There  should  be  a 
new  State  scow  built  for  this  sectioti,  the  present  one  being  out  of  re- 
pair, and  not  large  enough  in  consequence  of  having  so  far  to  carry 
gravel  to  raise  tow-path.

The  foregoing  detailed  report  shows  the  number  and  kinds  of  strnc- 
tares  and  works  on  the  section  ;  also  cost  of  labor  for  repairs  and  new 
work  since  April  1,  1880. 

No  interruption  of  any  moment  has  been  caused  by  obstructions  on 
tills  section^  up  to  the  present  time^  during  this  season. 

An  ordinary  aftnountof  cleaning  out  bottom  of  the  canal  was  done 
during  spring  repairs  on  entire  section  ;  and  in  addition,  a  quantity  of 
bench,  which  had  heretofore  caused  delay  to  loaded  boats,  was  removed 
from  the  nine-mile  level  above  Frankfort ;  also  a  large  amount  of  sed- 
iment at  Frankfort  and  Fort  Herkimer. 

The  quantity  removed  I  am  unable  to  estimate. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  keeping  the  banks  in  repair^ 
ttnd  the  levels  full  of  water,  thus  allowing  boats  to  move  freely  during 
the  entire  season  except  for  a  few  days  in  which  low  water  was  caused 
"by  a  break  above  the  section. 
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A  large  amount  of  repairing  has  been  fonnd  necefisary  to  be  done  to 
lock-gates  on  the  section . 

Two  new  dnmp-gates  and  platform  were  put  in  lock  45,  and  two 
gates  at  lock  40,  durine;  spring  repairs.  A  lower  gate  at  lock  44  was 
taken  out  and  thoroughly  repaired,  and  a  new  ^ate  put  in  at  lock  39. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  bridges  and  approaches, 
and  a  portion  of  the  bridges  repainted. 

The  dam  at  the  Little  f'alls  feeder  has  also  been  quite  thoroughly 
repaired. 

Ordinary  repairs  have  been  made  to  other  structures  and  works  on 
the  section,  as  they  were  found  necessary. 

At  lock  36  there  are  needed  three  upper  gates  and  one  lower  gate. 
At  lock  41,  one  upper  gate»  and  at  locks  35  and  43  one  lower  gate 
each.  Some  of  these  gates  are  now  in  process  of  construction  at  the 
shop  at  Mohawk. 

The  waste- weir  at  Fort  Herkimer  needs  thorough  repairing;  also 
a  bridg[e  on  the  five-mile  level. 

Possibly  some  of  the  bridge  abutments  may  need  overhauling  in 
the  spring,  by  reason  of  the  action  of  frost  during  the  coming  winter, 
but  to  what  extent  cannot  now  be  ascertained. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  relaying  of  the  wall  on  the  berme  bank, 
from  the  Ilion  aqueduct  to  the  road  bridfi[e  at  East  Frankfort,  a  distance 
of  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  as  the  wall  and  bank  are  in  a  bad 
condition. 

Except  as  above  stated  the  section  will  need  but  ordinary  repiairs 
during  the  coming  spring,  and  is  now  in  good  navigable  condition.

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

I  took  possession  of  Section  1,  Ghamplain  canal,  on  the  7ih  Jaly 
last  Found  sloop-lock  at  Troy  dam  out  of  order;  put  in  new  miter 
sill  fender  and  strengthened  the  gates ;  dam  and  pier  were  also  in  bad 
order ;  the  former  has  been  repaired,  and  the  latter  is  being  so. 

Burton's  bridge  at  Waterford  is  poor  and  must  be  replaced  with  a 
new  one  soon.  Side-cut  lock-gates  are  in  bad  condition  ;  have  had 
new  gates  made  and  ready  when  those  fail. 

Wood  work  on  weigh-lock  wants  to  be  renewed. 

Cemetery  bridge  has  been  put  in  good  condition.  Flynn's  lock  wan t8 
new  gates.  Have  put  in  new  gates  at  Baker's  lock,  and  had  new  gates 
made  for  Hewitt's  lock.  Have  repaired  the  wickets  at  Fort  Miller 
guard-lock. 

The  approach  to  Fort  Miller  guard-lock  should  be  dredged.  Hare 
built  four  new  bridges,  one  at  van  Wie's,  one  at  Salisbury's,  one  at 
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Charles  Sarle  and  one  near  Fort  Miller;  have  repaired  some  four 
others ;  generally  they  were  in  a  very  had  condition,  many  nnsafe  to 
oross  with  a  load. 

The  waste-weirs  were  also  in  a  bad  order^  the  one  at  Sohnyler- 
Tille  dionld  be  repaired  as  soon  as  the  water  is  out  of  the  canal,  as  it 
is  yery  nnsafe,  liable  to  give  way  at  any  moment. 

The  waste-weir  at  Ooveville  is  too  small  and  needs  some  repairs. 
The  one  at  Sarle's  leaks  and  is  too  small;  at  Wilbur's  basiu  the 
waste-weir  leaks  badly  and  needs  attention  ;  the  one  at  Bemus  Heights 
is  too  small  and  the  spill-way  entirely  too  short;  the  same  may  be  said 
of  most  of  the  others. 

The  tow-path  was  also  in  a  bad  condition  when  I  took  possession ; 
many  places  low  and  entirely  too  narrow;  have  improved  it  all  that  is 
]K>8sibIe.  The  State  boats  are  frequently  called  to  repair  bridges,  one 
of  them  has  been  engaged  considerably  in  repairing  dam;  have  put  in 
quite  an  amount  of  docking. 

I  have  expended  from  July  1st  to  October  1st  $7,213.93,  in  build- 
ing bridges,  repairing  locks  and  widening  and  raising  tow-path.

The  following  schedule  shows  the  number  of  stmctures  that  have 
been  repaired  since  March  8^  1880: 

Locks. 

Lock  No.  5,  Glens  Falls  feeder,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  wooden  cop- 
ing placed  on  the  upper  lock  of  the  fiye  combines.  General  and  nec- 
essary repairs  have  been  made  to  all  locks  on  section. 

Lock-Gates. 

New  gates  have  been  put  in  at  lock  No.  5,  and  at  feeder-dam  Glens 
Falls  feeder,  and  at  Bassetf  s  lock,  Champlain  canal.  The  necessary 
general  repairs  have  been  made  to  gates  where  needed. 
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Bridges. 

The  new  Onnningham  bridge,  Glens  Falls  feeder,  has  been  pnt  up ; 
Crocker's  Farm  bridge  newly  built  and  placed  in  position,  and  tke 
Black  House  and  FoiS  Miller  road  bridges  have  been  reouilfc,  and  nearly 
all  of  the  old  bridges  on  section  have  been  repaired  and  replanked. 

Wastb-Weirs  and  Culverts. 

Waste- weirs  and  culverts  on  the  five-mile  level  have  been  necessarily 
repaired  to  make  them  last  through  the  season. 

Tow-Path. 

The  tow-path  on  one^  two,  three,  five  and  twelve-mile  levels,  has 
been  partially  raised  and  widened,  and  the  berme  bank  strengthened 
in  weak  places. 

Timber  Sheds. 

The  storage  shed  at  the  State  carpenter  shop,  Olens  Falls  feeder,  nas 
been  inclosed  with  a  fence  eight  feet  in  height  to  protect  lumber,  etc 

Cleaking  out  Prism. 

The  prism  of  canal,  before  opening  of  navigation,  was  in  numerous 
places  largely  filled  with  deposits  that  would  have  prevented  naviga* 
tion.  This  deposit  was  taken  out,  and,  at  the  opening  of  navigation, 
the  required  depth  of  water  was  secured,  though  ata large  but  neces- 
sary expense. 

The  amount,  in  cubic  yards,  of  sediment  removed  is  13,153. 

Vertical  Wall. 

Repairs  were  made  in  the  spring  to  slope  and  vertical  walls,  200  feet 
of  heavy  new  vertical  wall  was  put  in  below  Fort  Edward  lock  and 
140  feet  below  Whitehall  bridge.  Glens  Falls  feeder. 

Docking. 

On  three-mile  level  300  feet  of  new  docking  has  been  put  in,  1,618 
feet  of  top  docking  has  been  placed  on  five-mile  level,  and  general  re- 
pairs have  been  made  throughout  section. 

Breaches. 

On  the  Glens  Falls  feeder,  below  the  railroad  bridge,  the  lK)ttom 
sank  together  with  a  small  portion  of  the  tow-path.  This  was  repaired 
at  a  slignt  cost  and  with  no  delay  to  navigation. 

Delays  to  Navigation. 

On  the  Glens  Falls  feeder  a  delay  of  twelve  hours  has  occurred  by 
cutting  of  eel  grass ;  this  caused  no  delay  upon  the  main  canal,  and 
from  no  other  cause  has  there  been  any  delay. 
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Structures  necessary  to  be  rebuilt  and  repaired  - 

Bridges.  **•• 

The  berme  bank  abutments  of  seyeral  of  the  bridges  upon  this  sec- 
tion should  be  rebuilt.  At  the  first  bridge  below  Basse tt's  lock  this 
will  be  necessary ;  Moses'  bridge^  on  one-mile  level,  stone  is  falling 
from  place  and  the  wall  is  Tcry  weak.  The  latter  abutment  should  be 
set  back,  and  to  do  this  will  require  the  removal  of  an  old  store-house 
which  is  located  close  to  the  structure  and^upon  the  lands  of  the  State. 
The  canal  between  this  point  and  the  aqueduct  below  should  be 
widened.  Here  it  is  impossible  for  two  large  boats  to  pass,  and  delays 
are  sometimes  created  by  a  large  and  small  boat  becoming  wedged  to- 
gether. The  abutments  at  the  Greenwich  bridge  and  the  farm  bridge 
at  Black  House  must  also  be  rebuilt  From  the  Greenwich  bridge  to 
Bassett's  lock  the  canal  should  be  widened.  Here  it  is  so  narrow  that 
boats  accumulate,  and  at  times  cause  delay.  The  berme  bank  below 
the  bridge  is  very  narrow,  in  some  places  not  exceeding  thirty  inches. 
Excavation  can  be  easily  made  and,  thrown  back,  would  increase  the 
strength  and  prevent  leakage  that  now  occurs.  It  would  seem  advisa- 
ble that  a  vertical  wall  be  built  from  the  bridge  to  Bassetfs  lock,  a 
distance  of  seven  hundred  feet,  and  for  this  purpose  there  is  now  upon 
the  ground  a  quantity  of  stone  ;  the  work  should  be  done  this  winter, 
and  to  make  the  job  complete,  the  starting  point  of  the  wall  should  be 
at  the  aqueduct. 

The  East  street  bridge  at  Fort  Edward  (west  abutment)  has  lasted 
so  far  through  the  season,  but  will  not  stand  another  year,  and  should 
be  rebuilt 

The  berme  abutment  of  the  first  bridge  north  of  Fort  Edward  is 
leaning  into  the  canal  and  liable  to  fall,  though  it  may  stand  another 
season  with  some  repairs. 

Locks. 

Bassett's  lock  is  in  a  leaky  condition.  The  cement  is  all  gone  and 
the  water  passes  through  the  walls  in  large  quantities.  The  leakage 
on  the  berme  side  being  so  great  that  the  earth  is  gradually  settling, 
and  there  is,  when  the  lock  is  full,  a  large  stream  of  water  issuing 
firom  the  outside  at  the  foot  of  lock.  The  walls  should  be  thoroughly 
grouted  and  pointed  up.^  It  is  necessary  that  this  be  done.  Lock  No. 
iy  Olens  Falls  feeder,  is  in  a  bad  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt  or  re- 
paired. 

Slutcbwats  abound  Locks. 

The  sluiceway  at  Fort  Edward  lock,  west  of  the  dry  dock,  and  issu- 
ing from  the  old  Fort  Edward  feeder,  has  been  weak  for  some  time 
past,  water  leaking  around  it  It  has  been  necessary  to  brace  it  up 
with  stone  to  make  it  bold  out  this  season.  It  must  be  taken  up  and 
laid  over,  its  condition  being  beyond  repair,  except  in  this  manner. 

The  wing  walls  at  the  head  of  sluice  at  lock  No.  1,  Glens  Falls 
feeder,  were  not  properly  put  down,  and,  consequently,  water  washes 
under  them.  It  is  best  to  take  them  up  ana  relay.  The  head  of 
sluice  at  two  combined  locks  (Nos.  2  and  3,  Glens  Falls  feeder),  leaks 
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badJy  around  walls,  and  should  be  relaid,  while  the  sluice  itself  is 
dangerous,  standing,  as  it  does,  upon  stilts  and  over  the  old  and 
decayed  arch.  I  would  recommend  its  removal  off  the  arch  to  the 
solid  clay  foundation  south. 

The  entire  sluice  at  lock  No.  4,  Glens  Falls  feeder,  cannot  possibly 
last  another  year.  During  the  season  it  has  required  constant  atfcen- 
tioii  to  make  it  answer  the  purpose.  The  head  is  leaky,  and  the  wood 
work  is  very  rotten  and  shaity. 

Culverts. 

The  bbrme  bank  at  the  pipe  culvert  (five-mile  level)  should  be 
widened  and  strengthened.  Louder^s  should  be  lengthened  and  bank 
strengthened  on  tow-path  side. 

The  walls  here  are  crumbling  in,  and  water  runs  outside  and 
through  the  walls  of  arch. 

BelFs  culvert  should  be  lengthened  on  both  sides,  and  bank 
strengthened. 

The  two  latter  will  certainly  require  attention  before  opening  of  next 
year's  navigation. 

Aqueducts  and  Waste- Weirs. 

At  the  Slocum  aqueduct  (one-mile  level)  the  south  wing  wall,  tow- 
path  side,  is  giving  out  and  should  be  repaired. 

The  back  portion  of  Saterlee's  waste- weir  was  repaired  last  spring ; 
this  winter  the  front  should  receive  like  attention,  a  portion  of  the 
arch  falling  in,  and  both  sides  should  be  lengthened. 

Docking. 

General  repairs  on  the  section  are  required  and  should  bo  made. 
During  the  earlier  portion  of  the  year  there  was  a  prevalence  of  winds, 
that,  upon  the  portion  of  the  level  between  Dnnham's  basin  and  Fort 
Edward  lock,  caused  the  water  to  wash  the  banks  in  some  places,  loos- 
ening the  docking,  and  in  many  places  washing  the  dirt  from  the 
back  of  it.  This  I  have  endeavored  to  remedy  as  far  as  possible,  but 
it  will  require  raising  of  the  timber  and  filling  in  of  the  path.  The 
same  applies  in  this  part  to  the  slope- wall. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  to  persons  conversant  with  the  matter,  that 
at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  water  passing  the  lock  at  the  feeder  dam 
is  wasted.  The  waste  occurs  by  leakage  through  the  walls  eztendinf 
from  the  waste- weir  at  Clark's  lime-kilns  over  uie  rocks  to  and  beyond 
the  Glens  Falls  bridge. 

The  cement  in  these  walls  is  all  gone,  and  through  the  crevices  cre- 
ated by  its  absence  there  is  passing  a  constant  volume  of  water  far  ex- 
ceeding that  leaking  through  the  rocks  which  form  the  bed  of  the 
canal  at  this  point.  In  no  point  is  this  exaggerated,  and  close  obser- 
vation at  the  time  of  drawing  the  water  for  the  purpose  of  cutting 
eel  grass  convinced  the  Superintendent  of  the  fact  that  had  so  oflben 
been  called  to  his  attention  by  canalers  and  individuals  living  in  the 
locality.  The  remedy  is  simple,  and  is  a  thorough  cementing  of  the 
walls. 

The  past  season  has  been  one  of  drought,  and  the  wonder  is  that  I 
am  enabled  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  constant  and  full  supply  of 
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water  upon  section  No.  2,  though  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  owing 
partly  to  these  leaks,  the  mills  at  Glens  Falls  dependent  upon  water 
from  the  river  have,  for  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  been  closed. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  repairing  of  these  walls  before  wear  of 
another  year  shall  cause  a  greater  waste  and  probable  lack  of  water  for 
naTigable  purposes,  to  say  nothing  of  the  detriment  to  the  shipping 
interests  involved  in  the  necessary  shutting  down  of  the  mills.

Locks. 

There  are  eight  locks  on  this  section,  on  all  of  which  repairs  were 
made,  including  the  cleaning  of  wells,  pointing  of  walls  and  repairing 
valves. 

I  would  recommend  the  rebuilding  of  the  u^per  combined  lock  at 
Fort  Ann,  also  the  construction  of  two  miter  sills  and  an  entire  new 
foundation  for  upper  locks  at  Whitehall. 

Lock-Tenders. 

There  have  been  employed  on  this  section,  throughout  the  season, 
fifteen  lock-tenders,  all  of  whom  have  performed  their  duty  faithfully 
and  welL 


Look-Oates. 

Two  new  look-gates  were  put  in  position  this  season,  and  all  the 
remaining  ones  inspected  and  substantially  repaired.    Some  of  the 
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latter,  however,  are  bo  old  that  new  ones  should  replace  them  hefore 
the  opening  of  navigation  in  1881.  To  this  end  I  would  recommend 
the  coQStmction  of  two  gates  for  the  upper  comhined  lock  at  White- 
hall ;  new  gates  for  the  parish  lock  ;  new  upper  gates  for  lower  lock  at 
Fort  Ann ;  and  new  gates  en  tire  for  lower  combined  locks  at  the  latter 
place  ;  six  new  balance  beams  are  needed  at  Whitehall,  and  the  guard- 
locks  of  the  entire  section  overhauled. 

Wastb-Weie^ 

The  waste-weirs  upon  this  section  have  been  materially  strengthened 
and  repaired,  and  all  discoverable  leaks  securely  stopped ;  but  the  weirs 
being  old  and  leaky  structures  any  repairs  made  are  of  a  temporary 
character  only.  Excepting  Dunham's  weir,  I  would  recommend  the 
reconstruction  of  all  the  waste-weirs  in  the  coming  spring. 

CULVEBTS. 

I  would  recommend  the  rebuilding  of  culvert  under  the  towing-path 
on  Wood  creek,  and  very  thorough  repairs  upon  the  Walker  culvert  in 
the  village  of  Whitehall. 

Bbidges. 

Several  new  bridges  have  been  built  and  the  old  structures  strength- 
ened, replanked,  painted,  and  their  approaches  improved  and  rendered 
more  secure. 
The  following  new  structures  and  repairs  are  recommended: 
A  new  bridge  at  Virgil's  on  five-mile  level ;  new  change  bridge  at 
Fort  Ann ;  new  abutments  at  Virgil's,  and  one  in  the  village  of  Rome. 
The  berme  abutment  at  Eastman's  bridge  should  be  rebuilt  and  set 
back. 

State  Scows. 

The  State  s^ows  have  been  in  constant  use  during  the  season,  one  of 
them  is  leaky,  old  and  insecure,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  new 
one  be  supplied. 

Look-Houses. 

The  lock-houses  on  this  section  are  all  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and 
are  comfortably  lighted  and  heated. 

Work-Shops. 

The  work-shops  are  all  in  good  condition,  furnishing  perfect  shelter 
and  security  to  tools  and  canal  supplies. 

Towing-Path. 

There  has  been  considerable  work  done  on  the  towing-path,  and  it 
has  been  graveled  and  grouted  throughout  the  entire  length  where 
repairs  were  needed.  I  would  recommend  the  widening  of  the  tow- 
ing-path on  Wood  creek,  at  points  where  it  crosses  Dead  creek,  also  on 
the  twelve-mile  level. 
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Canal  Bottom. 

The  bottom  of  the  oanal  and  creek  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  and 

all  bars  or  other  obstructions  to  navigation  removed.^ 

> 

Slope  Wall. 

The  entire  line  of  old  slope  walls  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and 
some  new  walls  have  been  built  on  the  twelve-mile  level. 

The  following  recommendations  are  made : 

The  repairing  of  the  wall  in  the  vill^e  of  Wliitehall,  at  Walker 
place;  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  walls  on  Wood  creek,  and  portions  of 
that  on  the  twelve-mile  level  where  foundations  have  given  way. 

Breaches. 

Ko  breaks  have  occurred,  nor  has  there  been  any  detention  of  boats 
on  this  section  since  the  opening  of  navigation. 

Dams. 

The  dams  on  this  section  are,  with  few  exceptions,  in  good  condi- 
tion, those  at  the  guard  and  Parish  locks  only  needing  the  early  atten- 
tion of  the  masons. 

Spillways. 

The  spillway  south  of  Smith's  Basin  needs  slight  repairs  to  its  ma- 
sonry. 

I  conclude  my  report  with  the  following  general  remarks: 

The  section  was  m  bad  condition  when!  assumed  the  duties  of  Sa- 
perintendent  in  the  early  spring;  in  many  places  the  walls  had  given 
way,  and  had  fallen  into  the  canal,  nearly  all  these  breaks  have  been 
substantially  repaired  and  considerable  new  wall  has  been  constructed 
on  the  twelve-mile  level. 

A  large  quantity  of  silt  has  been  removed  from  the  berme  bank  of 
the  canal  at  Woodchuck  bend,  and  opposite  Keenan's  store-house  in 
order  that  boats  might  pass.  Oonsiderable  labor  was  performed  in 
bottoming  out  the  canal  on  the  five-mile  level,  and  in  removing  old 
towing-path  at  points  where  the  canal  was  straightened  in  the  last  fiJl 
and  winter. 

Nearly  16,000  yards  of  sediment  was  removed  from  the  canal  during 
spring  repairs,  and  nearly  the  same  amount  remains  to  be  removed  in 
the  next  spring.

The  Hon.  Silas  B.  Dutcher,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  report,  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  in  charge  of  the  middle  division  of 
the  canals^  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  September^ 
1880. 

The  following  named  canals  and  feeders  comprise  the  middle  divi- 
sion, viz. :

There  has  also  been  expended  by  the  seyeral  Superintendents  of 
repairs  on  this  division  $105,218.10. 

The  expenditures  on  this  division  for  the  three  jears  last  past  show 
that  the  canals  can  be  maintained  and  somewhat  improved  with  their 
present  earnings. 

The  accompanying  table  will  show  upon  what  sections,  and  for  what 
purposes,  the  disbursements  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  have 
ken  made.  • 

Some  of  the  more  important  works,  the  expenses  of  which  have  been 
paid  by  me,  are  herewith  enumerated,  to  wit: 

There  was  expended,  in  addition  to  what  was  paid  to  regularly  em- 
ployed help,  in  raising  the  ice  blockade  in  the  fall  of  1879,  $1,137.10. 

After  Sept.  30,  1879,  there  was  expended  at  Butternut  Creek  feeder 
$2,766.44,  making  the  total  cost  of  that  work,  exclusive  of  land 
damages,  $1 0 ,  245 .  00. 

The  upper  stone  dam  at  Oazenovia  has  been  relaid ;  a  new  bulk- 
head, together  with  a  slope  wall  for  protection  to  the  banks,  has  also 
been  rebuilt ;  and  an  iron  bridge  taken  from  Hamilton  has  replaced 
one  of  wood  over  the  feeder,  at  that  place.  There  has  been  ex- 
pended on  the  Ghittenango  creek  during  the  last  year  $1,651.49. 

Whitesboro  street  bridge  at  Utica  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of 
$542.29 ;  and,  also,  James  street  bridge,  at  Bome,  has  been  repaired 
at  a  cost  of  $488.43. 

An  iron  bridge  is  being  built  at  De  Peyster  street.  Some,  on  which 
$407.15  has  already  been  expended,  it  not  being  finished  at  the  close 
of  this  fiscal  year. 

At  Amboy  and  Belle  Isle,  on  section  6>  Erie,  iron  bridges  are  being 
put  up  respectively. 

The  Port  Byron  feeder  banks  have  been  protected  by  piling. 

A  water*wheel  has  been  put  in  at  lock  No.  52,  Erie,  for  drawing 
boats  into  the  lock,  at  a  cost  of  $1,397.80,  which  works  very  satis- 
factorily. 

Montezuma  level  has  been  dredged  from  lock  50,  Erie,  to  Montezuma, 
the  water-way  thereby  being  materially  improved. 

Upon  the  apron  to  the  river  dam  at  Fulton,  $4,749.30  additional 
has  been  expended,  making  its  total  cost  $6,469.50. 
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A  portion  of  the  lumber  for  the  Minetto  dam  has  been  parchasedy 
costing  $800. 

Bepairs  haye  been  made  to  the  slope  wall  at  Madison  reservoir,  at  an 
expense  of  $601.8a 

The  iron  brides  at  Water  and  OoUege  streets,  Clinton,  have  been 
taken  away,  and  the  abutments  relaid,  and  wooden  bridges  put  np 
with  a  span  each  of  fifteen  feet,  extending  respeotively  the  whole  width 
of  the  streets ;  and  the  trustees  of  the  TilWe  of  Ounton  assume  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  those  bridges  hereafter. 

The  wooden  dam  at  Bradley  brook  has  been  replaced  by  one  of 
stone. 

The  other  expenditures  on  the  Ohenango  canal  have  been  princi- 
pally for  filling  in  the  road  crossings,  makidg  culverts  and  stop  dams, 
taking  out  aqueducts  and  cleaning  feeders. 

The  wooden  bridges  at  Lyon's  Falls  and  Buck  Hill,  and  the  one 
north  of  Boonville,  and  one  span  of  the  Whittlesey  bridge,  have  been 
replaced  by  iron  road  bridges  taken  from  Chenango  canal. 

A  further  enlargement  of  the  feeder  at  Forest  rort  has  been  made  ; 
and  the  work  commenced  last  year,  of  fining  the  embankments  with 
gravel,  continued  at  a  cost  of  $1,341.69. 

The  outlets  to  White,  Chub,  Canashegala,  and  the  Bisby  lakes  were 
lowered  in  the  fall  of  1879  for  a  further  supply  of  water,  involving  a 
cost  of  $5,281.06  in  this  financial  year. 

The  repairs  to  the  Carthage  bridges,  that  were  commenced  in  the 
last  fiscal  year,  have  been  completed  at  an  expense  of  $1,848.73,  mak- 
ing a  total  cost  of  $3,089.15  ;  and  reservoirs  have  been  built  this  season 
at  White,  CanashegiJa,  Bisby  and  Twin  lakes,  at  an  expense  of 
$5,281.06. 

The  Whittlesey  bridge  has  been  completed  at  an  expense  of  $768.62, 
making  a  total  cost  of  $2,518.71.     . 

A  boat  for  the  Erie  dredge  has  been  built,  and  two  dump  boats, 
coating  $1,614.    A  new  boat  for  the  tug  is  needed. 

The  expense  incurred  by  the  break  at  Nail  creek  culvert,  in  TJtica, 
was  $7,209.22  It  was  a  serious  break,  occurring  on  the  22d  day  of 
April,  1880,  soon  after  the  opening  of  navigation,  obstructing  naviga- 
tion for  several  days.  The  arch  of  the  culvert  had  settled  away  from 
the  backing,  probably  very  soon  after  the  culvert  was  built  Tho 
repairs  made  enabled  us  to  go  through  season  without  further  trouble. 
But  the  culvert  should  be  uncovered,  and  the  space  between  the  arch 
and  the  backing  more  thoroughly  filled  before  another  season. 

The  unfinished  portions  of  the  Phoenix  and  Battle  Island  aprons 
should  be  completed  at  an  early  day. 

The  eastern  end  of  the  Bome  level  is  better  supplied  than  the  level 
is  further  west ;  and,  if  more  water  is  needed,  reservoirs  should  be 
built  in  Madison  or  Onondaga  county,  so  the  western  end  of  the  level 
maybe  maintained.  If,  however,  the  canal  banks  from  New  London 
to  udca  were  raised  so  as  to  hold  six  inches  more  water,  the  supply 
could  be  better  kept  up  at  the  west  end  of  this  long  level  than  it  can 
now  be,  and  navigation  would  be  much  improved. 

Cable  Towing. 

Thus  far  the  towing  by  the  Steam  Cable  Comj)any  has  been  a  hin- 
drance to  navigation.    The  two  seasons  during  which  it  has  attempted 
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to  tow  in  its  peculiar  manner  over  portions  of  the  Erie  canal  ought 
to  have  given  it  time  enough,  if  it  were  possible,  to  perfect  its  boats 
and  system  of  towing,  so  as  to  avoid  the  difficulties  of  which 
boatmen  complain.  The  cable  was  laid  from  Syracuse  to  IJtioa  early 
this  season.  East  of  New  London  it  has  not  been  used  to  any  consia- 
erable  extent  The  short  curves  in  the  canal  are  difficult  for  the  cable 
boats  to  tow  around,  and  the  injury  that  must  occur  to  slope  walls 
from  their  riding  thereon,  the  cable  disturbing  the  same,  is  something 
that  was  probably  not  anticipated  when  the  charter  was  granted  to 
this  companv.  The  act,  however,  provides  that  the  towmg  by  the 
company  shall  not  interfere  with  navigation ;  and  there  is  no  question 
but  that  it  does  so  interfere,  seriously  and  frequently. 

Another  hindrance  upon  the  canals  are  idlers  with  steam  yachts, 
who  navigate  only  for  pleasure,  running  as  ^^ light  boats,"  and  paying 
no  tolls,  and  who  dart  into  locks  ahead  of  boatmen  with  profitable 
cargoes,  and  compel  the  lock  and  bridge-tenders  to  wait  on  the^  in 
preference;  they  should  be  made  to  pay;  some  of  them  would 
prefer  to. 

Some  few  of  the  larger  steamboats  are  creating  damage,  by  washing 
the  banks,  thus  entailing  expense  for  repairs  very  much  more  than 
they  contribute.

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  upon  section  5,  of  the  Erie. 

The  bed  of  the  canal  has  for  many  years  oeen  gradually  filling  up 
with  deposits  of  mud^  gravel,  etc.,  and  the  following  work  has  been 
done  since  the  14th  of  March  last. 

There  were  20,000  cubic  yards  of  sediment  and  stone  removed  from 
thejprism  of  the  canal,  in  preparingfor  navigation  last  spring,  and 
dnnng  the  season  the  State  ditch  at  Whitesboro  has  been  cleaned. 

A  large  quantity  of  stone  has  been  removed  from  the  bottom  of  the

Gaualy  between  James  and  Washington  street  bridges  in  the  city  of 
Eome,  where  we  have  had  three  breaks  or  slides  in  the  berme-bank, 
since  the  4th  of  May  last 

The  eel  grass  in  the  Oneida  fe^er  has  been  removed  twice  daring 
the  season,  also  from  the  old  canal  at  Eome. 

Since  the  break  at  Utica,  the  scow  forces  have  placed  npon  the 
towing-path,  and  berme-bank  at  Utica^  and  between  Home  and  Oanas- 
tota,  over  150  boat-loads  of  sediment,  which  was  removed  from  the 
prism  of  the  canal  before  the  opening  of  navigation:  also  placed  on  the 
towing-path^  east  and  west  of  Oriskan^,  nearly  20  loads  of  gravel,  and 
removed  from  the  banks  of  the  canbl  in  the  city  of  Bome,  425  wagon- 
loads  of  sediment,  that  was  removed  from  the  prism  of  the  canal  last 
spring. 

The  tow-path  east  and  west  of  Marphy's  road  bridge  No.  32.  for 
over  a  mile,  has  been  raised  from  eight  to  eighteen  inches. 

Docking.  • 

During  the  past  season  there  has  been  built  some  390  lineal  feet  of 
wood  docking,  and  nearly  1,400  lineal  feet  of  stone  wall. 

In  addition,  nearly  all  the  vertical  wall  and  docking  on  the  section 
has  received  needed  repairs. 

Bridges. 

Nearlv  all  of  the  bridges  on  the  section  have  received  repairs,  in  the 
shape  of  plank  and  timber,  and  the  approaches  raised  where  necessary. 

Whitesboro  street  bridge,  in  the  city  of  Utica,  has  been  rebuilt  and 
the  same  raised  ten  inches. 

At  Bome  new  bridges  have  been  constructed  over  the  old  canal  on 
Jay  street ;  over  the  feeder,  and  part  of  James  street  bridge  rebuilt. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  snubbing  posts  have  been  placed  on 
the  section  during  the  season. 

With  the  exception  of  the  break  at  Utica,  there  has  been  but  one 
delay  to  navigation  on  this  section,  caused  by  an  old  leaky  boat  heavily 
loaded  with  lumber. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  following  work  be  done, 
before  the  opening  of  navigation  1881.  There  should  be  taken  out 
from  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  between  State  shop  and  Oreenfield  road 
bridge  No.  35,  in  Bome,  not  less  than  six  inches,  which  I  think  will 
prevent  boats  getting  aground  there. 

The  next  and  only  place  where  boats  have  been  aground  this  season 
was  between  Teft^s  waste-weir  and  Oriskany,  caus^  by  bars  mostly 
gravel,  that  have  been  accumulating  for  years,  and  the  gravel  should 
be  placed  on  the  towing-path,  where  it  is  very  much  needed. 

For  about  half  a  mile  between  Oriskany  and  Whitesboro,  the 
deposit  in  the  canal  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate  for  over  twenty 
years,  from  the  hill  and  road  on  the  berme-bank  side,  and  should  a  boat 
get  abound  there,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  remove  it,  and 
were  it  not  for  the  depth  of  water  at  that  place,  it  would  be  almost 
impossible  for  two  loaded  boats  to  pass  each  other.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  bottoming  out  on  the  berme-bank  side,  near  the  center  of  the 
canal,  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  wide,  and  from  six  to  ten  inches  deep,

and  place  the  sediment  oa  the  towing-path  bank,  where  there  has 
been  more  breaks  for  twenty  years,  than  at  all  other  places  on  section  5. 

Between  Rome  and  Higginsville,  about  four  miles  of  the  berme-bank 
should  be  raised  from  twelve  to  eighteen  inches,  and  most  of  the 
material  can  be  taken  from  the  prism  of  the  canal,  except  east  and 
west  of  Fort  Bull,  which  I  am  doing  now. 

The  banks  of  the  Oneida  feeder  should  be  raised  many  places  one 
foot,  and  the  material  taken  from  the  prism  of  the  feeder,  and  that 
will  prevent  the  eel  grass  growing  for  a  time,  and  the  expense  will  not 
bej)at  a  little  more  than  it  has  cost  to  remove  the  eel  grass  this  season. 
It  will  take  5,900  lineal  feet  of  timber  for  docking  between  Washing- 
ton street  bridge  No.  11  and  Clay  street  bridge  No,  3  on  the  towing- 
Sath  at  XJtica,  on  the  berme-bank  side,  2,550  lineal  feet  of  timber  for 
ocking  between  Big  basin  and  guard-lock  No.  46,  about  1,057  ties 
seven  feet  long  8x4. 

At  Bome,  5,760  lineal  feet  of  timber  for  docking  between  State  shop 
and  Merchant's  mill,  and  1,000  lineal  feet  of  timber  for  docking  at 
other  points  on  this  section,  and  846  ties  seven  feet  long  8x4. 

There  should  be  not  less  than  fifty  cords  of  good  stone  at  Bome  for 
vertical  wall  and  repairing  the  same. 

Bridge  No.  55,  Happy  Valley  road,  condemned,  will  be  built  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Bridge  No.  28,  Biver  street,  Oriskany,  ought  to  be  built  this  fall  with 
iron  n^dle  beams,  new  joists  and  flooring. 

Bridge  No.  7,  John  street,  TJtica,  will  have  to  be  built  soon,  and 
ought  to  have  iron  needle  beams,  new  joists  and  floor. 

Also  bridge  No.  20,  at  Yorkville,  should  have  iron  needle  beams,  new 
joists  and  floor  soon. 

About  twenty  of  the  bridges  will  need  from  ten  to  twenty  floor 
plank  soon. 

Miller's  culvert,  near  Ganastota,  Peckham's  culvert,  near  New  London, 
and  Lime-kiln  culvert,  east  of  TJtica,  should  be  repaired  before  the 
opening  of  navigation  next  spring. 

All  waste-weirs  should  be  pointed  before  opening  of  navigation.

Bridges. 


Bridges  of  wood  not  all  in  good  condition.  One  at  Amboy  has 
been  remoyed  and  replaced  by  an  iron  bridge  that  had  formerly  been 
in  use  on  Chenango  canal ;  slight  remodehnffy  with  some  adclitions, 
has  made  of  this  a  No.  1  bridge.  The  wood  brid^  at  Belle  Isle  is 
condemned  as  unsafe,  and  another  iron  bridge  is  being  fitted  for  that 
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place.  The  wood  bridge  in  the  village  of  Camillas  should  be  replaced 
with  a  new  one* 

With  some  slight  repairs  the  remaining  wood  bridges  will  go  through 
another  season. 

The  iron  bridges  are  generally  in  good  condition. 

Culverts. 

Culverts  and  aqueducts  in  fair  condition.  Copings  of  some  need 
to  be  relaid  ;  Canneseraga  creek  culvert  needing  more  repairs  than  any 
other  on  this  section. 

Looks. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  put  new  tumble  gate  in  each  of  locks  47 
and  48  before  opening  of  navigation  in  April  last,  and  one  new  swing 
gate  since  at  lock  47. 

The  strain  upon  the  lock  maohinerv  this  season  has  been  very  se* 
vere,  partly  in  conseauence  of  which  tne  gates  are  not  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  they  shoula  be.  It  is  particularly  important  that  locks  47, 
48  and  50  should  be  as  perfect  as  possible.  There  is^  or  should  be,  no 
excuse  for  using  an  inch  of  water  at  these  gates  except  for  the  legiti" 
mate  filling  and  ed^ptying  of  the  locks. 

Wbighi-Look. 

The  weigh-lock  has  been  new-timbered  and  lined  and  two  new  gates 
have  been  put  in  this  season.  The  whole  structure  is  now  in  nrst- 
class  condition.  The  scale  is  believed  to  be  ba  accurate  as  any  upon 
the  line  of  the  canal.  I  earnestly  recommend  the  maintenance  of  the 
Syracuse  weigh-lock  in  as  perfect  condition  as  possible,  believing  it  to 
be  an  absolute  commercial  necessity, 

Swing-Bridgb. 

The  swing-bridge  has  been  newly  floored,  and  new  joint  abutment 
timbers  have  been  lately  put  in.  There  should  be  a  new  track  laid 
before  another  season. 

Bbsbrvoibs. 

The  reservoirs  upon  this  section  are  Erieville,  Oazenovia  Lake,  De 
Buyter,  Jamesville  and  Otisco  lake.  Some  of  the  masonrv  at  these 
reservoirs  need  repairs,  repointing,  etc.,  particularly  Jamesvillet  The 
channels  through  which  the  water  from  these  reservoirs  flow  also 
need  cleaning  out. 

Waste-Weirs. 

A  new  pier  should  be  built  at  the  foot  of  look  40,  and  the  waste- 
weir  on  Butternut  feeder  should  be  replaced  with  a  new  one  before  an- 
other season. 

Sediment^ 
When  the  water  was  drawn  from  this  section  in  MAroh  last  the 
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amount  of  sediment  in  the  prism  of  the  canal  was  found  to  be  very 
great  Oarefal  measurements  by  cross-seetions  taken  by  resident  eu- 
^neer,  D.  Richmond,  at  fair  averaffe  points  on  that  part  of  Jordan 
lerel  included  in  section  6,  showed  (exclusive  of  bench  wall)  on  tow- 
path  side,  3,164  cubic  yards  per  mile  ;  on  berme  side,  5,782;  aggregate 
per  mile,  8,946  cubic  yards.  Of  this  large  amount  only  about  25,000 
yards  in  all  were  removed,  including  about  1,500  yards  of  shale  rock 
between  Limestone  feeder  a^d  Manlius  that  had  long  been  a  serious 
obstruction  to  navigation  at  tibat  point,  and  there  remained,  as  nearly 
as  I  conld  estimate  at  the  opening  of  navigation,  more  than  40,000 
cubic  feet,  a  large  part  of  which  must  have  been  the  accumulation  of 
years.  Gonsiderable  work  was  done  in  the  spring  on  Limestone  feeder, 
since  which  the  dredge  has  completed  the  work,  and  that  feeder  is 
now  in  good  condition.  Butteraut  feeder  should  be  cleaned  out  its 
whole  navigable  distance  ne^t  spring. 

Camillus  feeder  has  been  neglected  for  years,  until  it  is  now  nearly 
one-half  full  of  sediment. 

Docking. 

Alai^e  amount  of  docking  should  be  put  on  as  soon  a^  possible, 
not  less  than  3,200  lineal  feet,  and  400  ties  being  needed,  chiefly  on 
the  Syracuse  level. 

Ditches. 

Complaints  are  made  by  parties  owning  lands  contiguous  to  the 
canal,  that  ditches  cut  by  the  State  have  been  neglected  tor  years,  and 
that  in  consequence  their  lands  are  injured  by  soakase  from  the  canal. 
Bv  request,  the  engineer  of  this  division  has  prepared  for  my  use  a  list 
01  those  on  this  section  who  have  released  the  State  from  all  liability  to 
maintain  their  ditches.  In  all  other  cases  where  the  State  is  clearly 
liable,  I  recpmmend  the  reopening  of  such  ditches. 

Weeds. 

Weeds  have  been  mown  upon  the  banks  of  the  canal  and  feeders. 
The  law  requiring  the  mowing  of  weeds  should  be  carefully  observed 
for  advantage  to  the  State  as  well  as  justice  to  individuals  owning 
lands  adjoining  the  canals. 

Tow-Path. 

One  of  the  greatest  abuses  of  the  canals  is  the  persistent  use  of  the 
tow-path,  especially  in  wet  weather,  by  travelers  with  wagons ;  the 
tow-path  is  much  damaged  by  this  illegal  practice,  particularly  in  and 
near  the  city  of  Syracuse. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  on  this  section  has  so  far  this  season  been  sufiQ- 
cient.  Navigation  has  been  uninterrupted  (except  for  about  three 
hours,  caused  by  a  sunken  boat  at  Jones'  landing),  and  very  little 
complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  this  section  by 
those  engaged  in  navigating  the  canals. 
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Lockages.

Lock  51. —  New  miter  sills  were  put  in  this  season  before  the  open- 
ing of  navigation,  and  four  new  lower  gates  inserted  in  July  following. 
The  upper  gates  should  be  replaced  with  new  ones^  and  the  piers  at 
each  end  rebuilt,  or  thoroughly  repaired  before  the  opening  of  naviga- 
tion in  1881. 

Lock  52. —  At  lock  52  new  miter  sills  were  put  in  last  spring.  A 
wheel  was  also  placed  in  the  culvert  with  machinery  attached  on  the 
pier  above,  the  operation  of  which  has  resulted  in  an  actnal  savins  of 
water,  and  a  much  greater  saving  of  time.  Indeed,  I  do  not  see  how 
the  number  of  boats  presented  could  have  been  passed  without  it 
During  the  second  week  in  August,  increased  leakage  at  the  lower 
gates  gave  warning  that  the  wrought-iron  valves  in  use  were  giving 
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awa^^  and  they  were  replaced  with  wooden  ones,  causing  little  delay  to 
navi^tion.  The  floors  of  these  locks  and  clilyerts  should  be  .taken 
up,  tnoron^hlj  grouted  between  the  timbers  and  new  floors  put  down. 
The  stone  m  the  wall  under  the  upper  gates  of  the  tow-patn  lock  are 
displaced  and  in  loose,  unsafe  condition.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that 
much  water  passes  through  them.  It  was  found  inexpedient,  for  want 
of  time,  to  relay  the  wall.  In  the  spring,  I  think  it  would  be  well  to 
put  tumble-gates  at  the  head  of  eacn  lock,  thereby  removing  the  bal- 
ance beams  from  the  pier^  and  leaving  it  clear  for  the  machinery: 
especially  so,  as  all  of  the  gates  of  t^hese  locks  leak  badly,  and  should 
be  thoroughly  calked  and  pointed. 

Aqueducts. 

At  least  two  span  of  the  Seneca  River  aqueduct  will  need  to  be 
taken  up  and  partially  renewed.  I  think  the  other  four  will  require 
but  little  attention. 

Bridges. 

All  of  them  have  required  and  received  more  or  less  attention 
throu£;h  the  summer,  and  several  of  them  should  have  new  joists  and 
floor  auring  the  fall  and  winter.  The  bridge  at  Newport  has  had  one 
cord  splicea,  two  new  needle  beams,  new  joists  and  floor ;  but  it  is 
dangerous  and  should  be  rebuilt  next  winter.  Tlie  abutment  on  the 
berme-bank  has  settled  and  needs  attention.  New  chords  and  needle 
beams  should  be  put  in  the  Fountain  ville  bridge  the  coming  winter. 
The  Buoklen  Farm  bridge  is  dangerous,  and  should  be  taken  down  or 
renewed.  All  bridges  on  the  section  have  been  kept  in  good  order  for 
the  passage  of  te^ms. 

Feedebs. 

The  Port  Byron  feeder  is  one  and  one-half  miles  long,  constructed 
for  one-half  its  length  midway  up  the  side  of  a  cliff  of  open  shale 
rock,  and  its  bottom  and  sides  are  composed  largely  of  this  material. 
In  June  last,  alKHtt  250  yards  of  the  outside  bank  having  become 
loosened  by  the  percolation  of  water,  slid  to  the  stream  below.  New 
banks  have  been  made,  and  the  base  secured  with  timber,  piling  and 
ballast    They  will  require  attention  the  present  month. 

Tow-Path  aitd  Berke-Bakk. 

Upon  my  assuming  charge  of  this  section  on  the  eleventh  of  March 
last,  I  found  both  ^nks  ox  the  Weedsport  and  Montezuma  levels  in  a 
dilapidated  condition,  the  Water  having  washed  into  the  tow-path  five 
or  six  feet,  and  had  worn  nearly  through  the  berme-bank  in  maby 
places.  The  tow-path  was  put  in  good  condition  as  sooli  as  possible, 
and  BO  maintained  through  the  season.  About  one-third  of  the  length 
of  each  bank,  on  these  levels,  should  be  raised  and  strengthened,  and 
the  whole  of  the  tow-path  graveled.  A  portion  of  the  berme-bank 
near  the  west  end  of  tne  Montezuma  level  is  now  no  higher  than  the 
water  when  the  west  winds  prevail,  and  should  have  immediate  atten- 
tion.   I  find  it  impossible,  with  the  permanent  force  at  my  command, 
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to  meet  air  reqairements  on  them.  The  point  on  the  canal  known 
as  ''Wide-waters''  near  Montezuma,  is  an  artificial  lake  about  one- 
half  mile  long  by  one-fourth  wide,  elevated  some  twelve  or  fifteen  feet 
above  the  marshes.  It  is  held  by  banks  built  upon  treacherous  soil. 
The  winds  sweep  across  it  with  unstaid  force,  ana  throws  the  water  in 
huge  waves  over  either  bank.  About  two  hundred  yards  of  stone  has 
been  used  in  ripraping  the  berme-bank,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  in  length  sneet  piled.  The  tow-path  has  been  raised  two-feet  for 
one-half  mile,  and  many  boat-loads  of  earth  and  stone  put  on  the 
berme-banks. 

Slope  Walls. 

Some  six  or  seven  hundred  yards  of  field-stone  should  be  used  in 
raising  and  repairing  slope  walls  on  the  Weedsport  and  Montezuma 
levels.    The  walls  on  the  Jordan  level  are  generally  good. 

Sediment. 

About  25,000  cubic  yards  of  sediment  was  removed  from  the  canal 
last  spring.  Misestimate  for  the  amount  remaining — corrected  bj 
the  division  engineer  —  90,000  yards.  The  amount  removed  had  laid 
on  the  tow-path  until  partially  dry,  and  had  shrunk  in  bulk  one-half. 
I  think  that  one-third  of  the  whole  was  removed. 

Scow. 

The  Bcow  now  in  use  is  old  and  cannot  last  more  than  one  or  two 
seasons  at  most,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  another  be  procured 
and  placed  on  the  section  either  this  fall  or  early  next  spring.  One  of 
them  could  be  wholly  and  the  other  partially  employed  in  raising  and 
graveling  banks. 

Docking. 

Most  of  it  is  in  poor  condition  and  much  of  it  entirely  gone.  Three 
thousand  six  hunared  and  thirty  lineal  feet  of  docking,  and  481  ties 
should  be  provided.

Since  my  appointment  March  10,  1880, 1  have  caused  the  following 
repairs  to  oe  made : 

Bbidges. 

The  swing  bridge  at  Oanghdenoy  lock  has  been  repaired  so  as  to  be 
in  working  condition  and  safe  for  another  year.  Bridge  No.  20,  at 
Fulton,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  during  the  past  season. 

The  other  bridffes  on  the  section  have  been  repaired  more  or  less  by 
new  flooring  timoers,  etc.,  and  are  now  considered  in  safe  condition 
for  another  season. 

Sluices. 

The  sluices,  forty-three  in  number^  are  in  good  repair  with  few 
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exceptions^  fhe  most  of  them  haying  been  rebnilt  or  repaired  daring 


this  season. 

Locks. 


Nearly  all  of   the  looks  on  the  section  hare  receired  neoesiary 
repairs.     At  GangbcLenoy  lock  fonr  new  gates  «nd  two  new  balanc^ 


beams  pnt  in. 


Bbush. 


From,  lock  No.  7  to  guard-lock  No.  3,  and  from  lock  No.  11  to 
gnard-lock  No.  4,  a  distance  of  nearly  six  miles,  the  brash  has  been 
cut  and  removed  from  the  towing-path. 

I  would  make  the  following  recommendations,  which  I  consider  for 
the  intei^st  of  good  nayigation. 

Bridges. 

The  piers  at  Sohroeppel  bridge  are  in  bad  condition,  and  shonld  be 
rebuilt  at  once  for  the  safety  of  nayig:ation ;  the  bridge  also  is  in  need 
of  repairs,  which  should  be  made  during  the  coming  winter. 

Three  Biyer  Point  tow-path  and  highway  bridge  is  in  dangeroos 
conditioii ;  by  driying  piles  and  using  timbers  to  support  the  bridge, 
it  has  been  made  temporarily  safe ;  the  timber  for  rebuilding  abut- 
ments is  on  the  ground,  and  work  of  construction  will  soon  be  com- 
menced. Bridge  No.  4  at  Phoenix  is  much  decayed  and  should  be 
rebuilt ;  I  would  recommend  it  be  rebuilt  of  iron. 

Locks. 

The  piUnfi;  both  above  and  below  Oaughdenoy  and  Oak  Orchard 
locks  is  nearly  worn  out  and  should  be  replaced  with  new.  The  dock- 
ing to  approaches  of  ^uard-lock  No.  2  should  be  renewed  ;  the  look  is 
not  used,  and  in  my  judgment  no  necessity  exists  for  keeping  it  in 
repair  beyond  the  upper  gates.  Look  No.  8  leaks  to  quite  an  extent 
at  the  bottom,  and  should  be  thoroughly  repaired  before  the  opening 
of  navigation  next  season. 

The  bulk-heads  of  hydraulic  canal  at  Oswego  are  much  decayed  and 
should  be  rebuilt  at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 

Aqueducts. 
Aqueduct  No.  1  is  unsafe,  and  should  be  rebuilt  the  coming  winter. 

Daics. 

The  Phoenix  dam  is  in  need  of  repairs ',  the  old  apron  is  nearly 
gone  and  should  be  replaced  at  an  early  day ;  the  bultr-heads  at  the 
east  end  should  be  rebuilt  this  fall. 

The  bulk-heads  at  both  ends  of  Battle  Island  dam  are  in  poor  con- 
dition, so  much  so  that  there  is  danger  of  their  giving  out.  Coffer- 
dams should  be  'built  around  them  without  delay.  Minette  dam  is 
now  being  repaired  by  completing  th^  apron,  and  otherwise  strength- 
ening it. 
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High  dam  has  been  repaired  by  depositing  small  stone  and  gravel  at 
a  point  between  it  and  the  old  dam ;  in  my  judgment  there  is  now  no 
danger  of  its  giving  out. 

The  apron  of  Oswego  dam  should  be  repaired  before  high  water 
this  fall. 

The  Oswego  Starch  Company  and  North  &  Hubbard  of  Oswego 
draw  water  direct  from  level  No.  17,  with  which  to  run  their  machinery; 
this  has  caused  considerable  interruption  to  uavigation  the  present 
season,  and  is  likely  to  continue  so  lon^  as  they  are  allowed  this  privi- 
lege. To  remedy  this,  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  a  culvert  be 
built  under  the  canal,  whereby  these  parties  can  procure  water  without 
interfering  with  the  interests  of  the  State. 

There  should  be  at  least  thirty  thousand  cubic  vards  of  sediment 
removed  from  this  section  before  the  opening  of  navigation  next 
season.

The  undersigned  Superintendent  of  repairs  of  the  Cayuga  and  Sen- 
eca  canal  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  report  for  that  portion  of  the 
fiscal  year  during  which  the  canal  has  been  under  his  charge : 

The  principal  repairs  have  been  on  locks  and  lock-gates,  bridges^ 
and  raising  and  refitting  tow-paths.  The  vertical  walls  on  levels  Nos. 
4  and  5  have  been  pointed  up  and  made  nearly  water  tight. 

The  water  supply  has  been  very  low  during  the  past  season,  causing 
very  much  delay  in  navigation,  more  particularly  on  level  No.  1.  Two 
boats  have  been  sunk  on  that  level,  and  very  many  others  have 
grounded.  At  the  Virginia  street  bridge,  Waterloo,  and  for  a  short 
distance  west,  the  canal  should  be  bottomed  out  as  it  is  on  that  por- 
tion that  boats  have  experienced  the  most  difficulty  in  passing.  The 
bottom  is  of  rock,  the  estimated  cost  of  removing  being  about  one 
thousand  dollars.

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The  condition  of  the  canal  at  the  time  of  my  appointment  was  not 
very  flattering,  and  very  much  is  required  to  place  it  in .  as  cood  shape 
as  one  of  the  canals  of  the  great  State  of  New  York  should  he. 

The  structures  on  the  line  of  the  canal  are  mostly  old  and  dilapi- 
dated, most  of  the  time  of  the  Superintendent  being  spent  in  patching 
and  repairing. 

Lake  and  %vans  street  bridges  need  new  joists,  flooring  and  paint- 
ing. .  At  the  present  time  Pre-emption  street  bridge  is  entirely  dowu, 
and  should  be  immediately  rebuilt. 

Several  links  in  chord  of  change  and  road  bridge  at  Waterloo  need 
straightening,  and  new  floor  and  joists  put  in.  The  Virginia  street 
bridge  is  in  about  the  same  condition.  The  Gorham  road  bridge  at 
Waterloo  is  very  much  decayed  and  liable  to  fall  at  any  time  ;  a  new 
one  should  be  constructed  the  coming  season.  De  Mont's  bridge  is  in 
the  same  condition,  and  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  an  iron  one 
should  be  built  in  place  of  the  present  wood  structure.  The  swing 
bridge  at  lock  No.  11  should  also  be  rebuilt  the  present  season.  The 
other  road  bridges  are  in  a  very  fair  condition. 

The  tow-path  Dridge  over  Oayuga  outlet  is  in  very  bad  shape.  Two 
of  the  piers  have  settled  and  part^  in  the  middle.  Two  spans  on  the 
west  end  and  the  whole  of  the  south  truss  should  be  rebuilt. 

New  paddles  should  be  placed  in  lock  No.  1.  Lock  No.  2  needs 
new  miter  sill  and  walls  pointed  to  stop  leakage.  Lock  No.  3  also 
should  be  pointed.  The  wall  on  the  north  side  ^tween  the  lock  and 
the  race  should  be  relaid  ;  it  is  now  propped  up  with  some  timbers. 
Locks  Nos.  5  and  6  each  need  two  new  lower  gates,  and  the  docking 
above  and  below  should  be  repaired.  The  look-houses  at  locks  Nos.  7 
and  8  are  in  bad  condition  ana  should  be  repaired.  Lock  No.  9  should 
be  pointed  in  order  to  be  made  tight.  Lock  No.  10  at  junction  of  the 
Erie  canal  needs  new  gates  and  the  chamber  relined.  This  lock  leaks 
very  much  on  the  berme  side.  About  1500  lineal  feet  of  docking  and 
200  piles  are  very  much  required  at  Geneva. 

During  the  spring  about  1,300  cubic  yards  of  sediment  were  removed 
from  level  No.  10,  btween  lock  No.  9  and  East  Cayuga.  About  10,- 
000  cubic  yards  should  be  removed  from  that  portion  of  level  No.  10, 
between  East  Cayuga  and  Montezuma.

Preyious  to  my  appointment  on  the  4th  of  March,  1880,  the  whole 
of  Black  Biver  canal  and  river  improvement  were  included  in  two 
sections. 

Looks. 

The  locks  npon  this  canal  have  been  kept  in  efficient  repair  during 
the  season  by  putting  in  new  docking  at  head  and  sides,  boating 
gravel  for  sluices  and  repairing  sink  holes  around  locks ;  new  miter 
sills  have  been  put  down,  and  old  ones  overhauled  and  kept  in  ^"epair 
by  piecing;  new  bottoms  have  been  put  in  and  old  bottoms  thoronghlj 
repaired. 

Look-Tbndijs^g. 

Competent  men  have  been  kept  on  all  the  locks  on  this  canal  during 
the  past  season. 
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Look-Gatbs, 

There  have  been  twenty-five  lock-gates  built,  and  thirty  inserted  — 
twenty-four  are  complete  and  are  ready  for  immediate  use.  Therfe  is 
material  on  hand  for  building  and  completing  eight  more.  The  other 
gates  on  this  canal  have  been  kept  in  ^ood  repair  with  new  balance- 
beams,  new  arms,  bunting  plank,  shackle  bolts,  etc.  Two  new  gates 
haye  been  inserted  at  Otter  Greek  lock  on  Black  river,  and  also  exten- 
sive repairs  have  been  made  to  the  lock  by  rebuilding  anchorage^ 
coping  and  new  docking  at  head  and  foot  of  lock. 

Aqueducts. 

Sugar  River  and  Wells  Creek  aqueducts  have  been  repaired,  with 
new  bridges  complete,  side  trusses,  and  sides  braced.  I  would  recom- 
mend rebuilding  the  Mohawk  River  aqueduct  at  Delta  Railroad 
aqueduct  near  lock  13,  and  Stringer  Greek  aqueduct,  the  coming 
season,  as  they  are  in  an  unsafe  condition.  ' 

Waste-Weirs. 

New  bulk-head  has  been  put  in  the  waste- weir  at  lock  70.  One  side 
of  waste-weir  at  Forest  Port  has  been  relaid,  new  foundation  timbers 
been  put  in  and  replanked.  New  bulk-head  at  Pitcher  waste-weir  on 
feeder,  and  waste-weir  at  Lyon's  Falls  should  be  put  in  the  coming 
season. 

Bbidges. 

A  great  many  of  the  bridges  were  in  an  unsafe  condition  at  the 
opening  of  navigation.  Three  iron  bridges  have  been  moved  from  the 
Chenango  canal  and  put  up  at  Lyon's  Falls,  Kimball's  and  Birch  Hill. 
Three  bridges  have  been  constructed,  known  as  Jackson's,  Miller's  and 
Adams'.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  bridge  across 
Moose  and  Black  river  at  Lyon's  Falls.  Nearly  all  the  bridges  on  t])is 
canal  have  been  repaired  as  such  repairs  were  found  necessary.  The 
iron  bridge  at  Dominick  street,  Rome,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired 
with  pine  floor  timber  and  plank. 

State  Scows. 

Slight  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  two  State  scows  by  painting 
and  other  necessary  repairs. 

Lock-Houses. 

The  majority  of  the  lock-houses  on  this  canal  are  in  a  dilapidated 
condition  ;  they  need  extensive  repairs. 

Raising  and  Repairing  Towinq-Path. 

The  towing-path  has  been  largely  repaired,  and  is  in  ^ood  condition 
the  entire  length,  and  snubbing  posts  set  where  required. 

Cleaning  out  bottom  of  canal  during  spring  repairs,  15,000  cubic 
feet  of  sediment  were  removed  from  the  prism  of  the  canal  during 
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spring  repairs.  Repairs  were  also  made  at  the  upper  end  of  the  feeder  in 
widening  and  deepening  the  rock  cut,  which  was  not  of  suf&cient 
width  to  pass  the  water  through  as  required. 

Thirty  thousand  cubic  yards  should  be  taken  out  the  coming  spring 
to  give  an  uniform  depth  of  water  the  entire  length. 

Dams. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  raising  the  State  dams  at  Forest 
Port,  Lyon's  Falls  and  on  Black  river. 

Docking. 

New  docking  has  been  built  at  the  foot  of  lock  109  on  Black  river, 
also  near  lock  92  and  at  Forest  Port,  and  on  feeder. 

Watching  Canal. 

Competent  watchmen  have  been  employed  during  the  season  to 
guard  against  breaks  and  to  assist  navigation. 

Drbdging. 

The  dredge  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  used  during  the  entire 
season  in  excavating  the  channel  of  Black  river. 

No  breaks  have  occurred  during  the  season,  and  there  has  been  but 
two  days'  delay  to  navigation,  caused  by  a  land  slide  which  happened 
on  the  feeder  August  29. 

It  was  necessary  to  draw  on  the  supply  of  water  in  the  reservoirs 
June  15th.  WoodhuU  lake.  South  lake  and  Sand  lake  reservoirs  did 
not  fill  during  the  winter  and  spring  freshets.  The  water  in  North 
lake,  South  lake  and  Sand  lake  has  been  entirely  exhausted  this 
season,  and  seven  feet  of  water  drawn  from  WoodhulL  Should  the 
extreme  dry  weather  continue  through  the  month  of  October,  it  will 
require  all  the  water  in  WoodhuU  to  keep  up  navigation.  A  depth  of 
not  less  than  four  feet  of  water  has  been  maintained  on  the  lower 
miter  sill  of  the  locks  during  the  whole  season. 

I  would  recommend  the  deepening  of  the  feeder  six  inches  from 
Boonville  to  Hawkinsville,  and  also  widening,  straightening  and 
strengthening  of  the  banks  along  the  upper  end  of  the  feeder.  It  is 
impossible  to  get  loaded  boats  off  the  feeder  when  drawing  the  full 
supply  of  water  at  lock  70  for  the  Erie  canal.

The  following  reservoirs  are  located  upon  it :  Madison  brook,  Wood- 
man's pond,  Leland's  pond,  Bradley's  brook,  Hatch's  lake,  Kingslej  s 
brook  and  Eaton  brook.  AH  of  which  are  in  the  southern  part  of 
Madison  county. 

Connected  with  the  section  are  thirteen  and  three-quarter  miles  of 
feeders.    Total  canal  and  feeders  llOf  miles. 

The  structures  are:  113  locks,  17  aqueducts,  23  waste-weirs,  44 
culverts,  11  farm  bridges,  26  road  bridges  (wood),  5  iron  road  bridges, 
4  swing  bridges,  11  lock-houses,  1  work* shop,  3  store-houses,  1  timber- 
shed. 

Since  the  first  day  of  April,  1880,  the  following  structures  hare 
been  rebuilt  or  repaired  and  work  done. 

The  "Sherman*'  road  bridge  at  New  Hartford  has  been  rebuilt 

The  road  bridges  have  been  repaired  with  plank,  straining  beams, 
etc.,  as  follows :  Miller's,  Franklin  Iron  Works  bridge,  Nos.  13, 14, 16, 
17,  18  and  24,  also  2  at  0  Falls,  Tylei-'s  bridge,  lower  bridge  at  Sols- 
ville,  Bouckvilie  bridge,  and  the  Fayette  street  bridge,  XJtica. 

The  Sanford  farm  bridge  has  been  rebuilt. 

The  Miller  and  Duross  bridges  have  been  repaired. 

The  White  and  Payne  Feeder  bridges  (road)  have  been  rebuilt. 

The  following  feeder  bridges  have  been  repaired :  Wockwire,  Har- 
mon, Madison  reservoir  bridges,  two  at  Eaton  reservoir,  and  a  few 
plank  have  been  placed  on  thirteen  others. 

The  eel  grass  nas  been  mown  and  taken  out  of  the  west  branch 
feeder  three  times,  and  twice  out  of  Madison. 

The  well  at  Leland's  pond  had  become  filled  with  brush  and  stone, 
which  have  been  removed  and  well-house  repaired. 

I  would  very  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations : 

That  the  old  lock-^ates  be  removed  on  the  section  of  the  canal 
retained  as  a  feeder.  They  are  becoming  rotten,  and  with  the  action 
of  the  water  are  falling  in  and  causing  much  trouble,  and  in  case  of 
high  water  might  cause  mu6h  damage. 

Also,  that  inasmuch  as  many  of  the  road  bridges  must  be  thor- 
oughly repaired  soon,  that  they  be  taken  down  and  the  approaches 
gr^ed  off,  and  bridges  with  snorter  span  be  built  upon  the  grades  of 
their  respective  highways.  Also  that  the  feeder  briages  with  wooden 
abutments  be  rebuilt  with  stone. 

The  expense  for  labor  performed  upon  this  canal  has  been  paid  by 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Middle  Division.

Hon.  S.  B.  DuTCHBB,  Supt.  Public  Works,  Albany, New  York: 

Mt  Deab  Sir —  The  undersigned,  Assistant  Superintendent  Public 
Works  on  the  Western  Division  of  the  Erie  canal,  respectfully  submits 
his  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1880. 

This  division  now  includes  the  Erie  canal  from  the  eastern  bound- 
aries of  the  county  of  Wayne  to  and  including  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
making  148^^  miles,  and  is  divided  into  four  sections,  viz  :  8,  9,  10 
and  11. 

Section  8  is  in  charge  of  Section  Superintendent  Ool.  A.  P.  Seeley, 
of  Palmyra.  . 

Section  9  is  in  charge  of  Section  Superintendent  Hiram  P.  Wilber, 
of  Fairport. 

Section  10  is  in  charge  of  Section  Superintendent  P.  G.  Wadhams, 
of  Lockpoii;. 

Section  11  is  in  charge  of  Section  Superintendent  S.  M.  Pooley, 
of  Buffalo. 

And  I  can  cheerfully  certify  that  each  have  discharged  the  respon- 
sible duties  that  devolved  upon  them,  vrith  zeal  and  fidelity;  and  are 
entitled  to  credit  for  their  efi&ciency  in  keeping  the  canal  in  good 
working  order. 

The  Chemung  canal,  or  the  most  of  it,  has  been  sold,  under  the  law 
passed  for  that  purpose,  and  from  the  care  of  which  the  undersigned 
has  been  released. 

The  Genesee  Valley  canal  is  in  charge  of  William  Napier,  of  Machias, 
who  has  been  constantly  engaged  in  repairing  and  removing  bridges, 
of  which  there  are  a  number,  many  of  which  were  and  are  in  a  dan- 
gerous condition.  In  removing  these  bridges  there  have  to  be  culverts, 
generally,  and  crossings  constructed  which  are  quite  expensive,  but 
absolutely  necessary;  this  gentleman  lias  done  a  large  amount  of  work, 
and  discharged  every  duty  intelligently  and  with  economy  and  strict 
fidelity.  It  is  understood  that  this  canal,  or  prism  and  banks  thereof 
have  been  sold,  but  there  ai-e  portions  still  retained  by  the  State,  which 
will  need  constant  care  and  attention. 

The  Oil  Creek  reservoir  has  very  properly  been  retained  to  feed  the 
Erie  canal,  which  is  done  by  letting  the  water  into  the  Valley 
canal,  and  running  north  in  said  canal  about  seven  miles  to  Eock- 
ville  feeder,  and  mence  into  the  Genesee  river.    The  Vallev  canal 
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between  Eocliester  and-  Scottsville  has  also  been  retained  as  a  feeder 
from  Allen's  creek  through  to  Koohester. 

These  two  feeders  are  of  the  very  highest  importance  to  the  Erie 
canal,  and  as  feeders  should  be  maintained  and  protected  ;  no  amoniit 
of  water  that  can  be  held  and  utilized  for  canal  purposes  should  be 
allowed  to  escape  or  be  diverted  from  this  invaluable  commercial 
channel. 

Very  many  valuable  improvements  have  been  inaugurated  and  com- 
pleted the  past  season,  and  which  have  been  conducive  of  ^ood  navi- 
fation,  among  which  the  removal  of  obstructions  so  much  dreaded  by 
oatmen,  viz. :  the  berme-bank  at  the  lower  lock,  East  Newark,  whicn 
has  slid  into  thia  canal,  and  so  remained  for  many  years,  and  upon 
which  almost  everj  boat  ran,  that  was  locked  down  through  the  heel- 
path  lock ;  the  pnsm  was  widened  and  deepened,  and  a. good  substao- 
tial  slope-wall  erected. 

The  very  same  kind  of  obstruction  was  found  on  the  heel-path  side 
at  Macedon  upper  lock,  which  was  removed,  canal  widened  and  deep- 
ened, and  a  splendid  slope-wall  constructed. 

The  heel-path  lock  at  this  point,  by  some  defect  in  its  construction, 
was  drawn  in  at  the  bottom  and  made  too  narrow>  and  boats  were  con- 
stantlv  wedged  in  and  detained  there,  and  man^  times  damaged  to  a 
considerable  extent;  this  was  remedied  by  being  dressed  off  most 
thoroughly  by  competent  mechanics. 

Quite  a  number  of  bridges  have  had  new  iron  needle  beams  substi- 
tuted for  wooden  ones,  which  had  become  very  much,  decayed  and 
were  really  very  dangerous;  it  is  deemed  the  best  and  most  economical 
policy  to  insert  ironoeams,  particularly  "  made  beams,"  which  are  very 
nrm  and  durable. 

Quite  a  number  of  new  iron  bridges  have  been  erected  of  the  most 
approved  and  substantial  plan. 

Many  new  lock-gate»  have  been  inserted  the  past  year,  and  have 
operated  well.  In  sections  8,  9  and  10,  the  combined  locks  are  of 
more  importance  than  any  other  on  this  division,  and  need  great  care 
in  their  construction  and  management ;  they,  I  am  happy  to  say,  have 
been  well  managed  the  past  year. 

A  great  improvement  has  been  made  the  past  season  above  the  locks 
at  Lockport,  by  the  insertion  of  booms  (long  logs  of  uniform  size), 
which  have  been  extended  1,000  lineal  feet  westward  from  those  put 
there  under  the  bridge  on  the  tow-path  side  in  1879;  these  are  fastened 
to  the  rock  by  means  of  chains  and  wire  cable,  also  upon  the  berme  side 
commencing  just  above  the  locks  and  extending  1,200  feet  westward ; 
booms  or  square  timbers  sawed  expressly  for  that  purpose,  twelve  by 
eighteen  inches,  and  placed  side  by  side  ;  drift,  bolted  together,  form- 
ing a  square  boom,  and  a  walk,  serving  not  only  as  a  protection  to 
boats  from  the  rugged  rocks  (as  in  the  case  on  the  tow-path),  but  a 
"sidewalk,"  upon  which  boatmen  can  walk  to  moor  and  unhitch 
their  respective  boats  while  waiting  for  the  lock. 

The  narrow  and  high  banks  on  sections  8,  9  and  10  have  been 
materially  strengthened  and  raised. 

Quite  a  large  amount  of  "  bottommg  "  was  done  last  spring,  all  of 
which  has  been  quite  beneficial.  The  culvert  at  BushnelFs  basin  has 
been  extended,  a  weak  bank  there  strengthened,  and  the  channel  of  the 
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creek  changed  and  carried  farther  off;  at  this  point  the  channel  in  the 
canal  has  been  narrowed  by  reason  of  frequent  leaks  and  the  filling  it 
inside  to  avert  breaks  until  it  would  not  pass  sufficient  water  to  keep 
np  east  end  of  the  seventeen-mile  level.  Before  the  opening  of  navi- 
gation the  prism  was  deepened,  widened  and  sheet  piled  with  two-inch 
white  oak  plank  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  wul  be  completed  the 
coming  spring;  we  have  there,  now  on  the  ^ound  60,000  feet  of  oak 
plunk  paid  for,  with  which  to  complete  this  important  work. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  break  water  and  the  Bird 
Island  pier  at  Buffalo,  and  much  more  is  necessary  to  be  done  ;% it 
affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  piers  at  York  street,  Buffalo,  and 
Weigh-lock  avenue,  Eochester —  the  great  dread  to  boatmen,  and  which 
have  caused  the  sinking  of  many  boats  and  drowning  of  a  number  of 
teams  — ^have  been  removed,  and  new  and  beautiful  iron  one-span  bridges 
erected  in  place  of  the  old  structures. 

Five  splendid  new  State  boats  have  been  constructed  for  this  division; 
one  for  section  8,  one  for  section  9,  one  for  section  10,  and  two  for  sec- 
tion 11 ;  those  for  sections  8  and  9  are  sixty-eight  feet  long,  and  will 
carry  from  eighty  to  ninety  tons;  the  one  for  section  10  is  seventy-eight 
feet  long,  ana  will  carry  100  tons;  one  for  section  11  will  carry  about 
100  tons,  and  one  (a  steamboat)  of  the  full  canal-boat  size  with  forty 
horse-power  engine  and  machinery,  all  of  which  complete  cost  $12,775, 
and  with  which  much  more  work  can  be  accomplished  at  greatly  re- 
duced expense;  these  boats  are  really  creditable  to  the  department. 

For  tnany  years  valuable  and  important  structures  have  been  allowed 
to  run  to  decay;  the  prism  of  the  canal  to  fill  up  with  mud  and  stones, 
causing  damage  and  great  delay  in  the  movement  of  boats,  and  by  the 
new  management  and  the  most  indomitable  perseverance  since  the 
change  which  came  none  too  soon  to  save  the  drooping  commerce  and 
prestige  of  the  State.  Although  but  a  short  time  inaugurated,  it  has 
worked  like  a  charm,  and  accomplished  wonders  in  improvements  of 
the  most  beneficial  kind,  improving  navigation  to  such  an  extent  that 
boats  now  can  make  from  nine  to  ten  trips,  while  under  the  old  system 
they  only  made  from  six  to  seven.  Since  the  change  a  rapid  and  marked 
improvement  has  taken  place  from  bad  to  good;  navigation  from  bad 
to  good;  management  from  demoralized  to  disciplined  forces. 

Blasting  out  the  rocks  and  removing  earth  from  the  prism  (the  latter 
having  b^n  years  in  accumulating),  and  the  improvements  of  the 
locks  and  disciplining  the  employees  has  given  boats  an  easier  and 
quicker  movement  and  commerce  a  great  impetus.  Every  loaded  boat 
is  entitled  to  and  should  have  one  foot  of  water  at  least  under  it.  They 
run  easier,  tow  easier,  and  make  better  time.  The  stock  on  the  canal 
is  certainly  fifty  per  cent  better  than  ever  before.  The  depreciation  of 
boats  and  horses  is  at  least  five  per  cent  per  annum  less  than  under  the 
old  system,  when  the  prism  was  filled  with  mud  and  boats  aground  by 
the  mile,  many  times  damaging  their  cargoes,  entailing  upon  boatmen 
and  the  underwriters  immense  losses. 

The  whole  thin^  is  now  changed  —  structuresnut  in  order,  canal  bot- 
tomed^ forces  disciplined,  boatmen  protected  in  nieir  just  rights  —  and 
the  lost  carrying  trade  restored  to  its  natural  route  now  considered  the 
greatest  internal  commercial  channel  in  the  known  world. 
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We  trust  and  hope  the  time  has  passed  when  indifferent  and  incom- 
petent men  can  control  the  management  of  these  canals. 

The  State  invited  its  dtizens  to  eanip  the  canal,  which  they  have 
done  at  a  cost  of  untold  millions,  ana  who  now,  thank  God,  can  rely 
on  having  it  well  managed  and  navigable  with  the  legal  and  reqnisite 
depth  of  water. 

The  commerce  of  the  ever  expanding,  great  growing  and  boundless 
west  and  north-west  may  surely  rely  on  a  quick,  safe  and  cheap  transit 
by  and  through  the  ^reat  chain  of  the  western  lakes,  the  j^rand  Erie 
camal  and  Hudson  nver  to  one  of  the  greatest  grain  markets  in  the 
known  world,  and  from  thence  transferred  upon  ships  to  all  parta  of 
civilized  nations. 

Commerce  is  the  life  of  the  State ;  its  supremacy  and  its  prestige 
must  be  maintained  and  retained  to  this  State  forever. 

It  only  needs  "  brains, ''  energy,  interest  in  and  fidelity  to  this  great 
commercial  boon  to  make  and  continue  it  the  '*  pride  and  glory  of  the 
empire  State.'* 

Tour  management  for  the  past  year  only,  brief  as  it  is,  has  been 
marked  and  commendable ;  the  work  inaugurated  bv  you  has  been  the 
most  needed  and  has  done  the  most  good ;  its  benefits  are  felt  and  ap- 
preciated by  the  commercial  men,  and  its  influence  has  permeated  the 
whole  State.     This  done  with  comparative  small  outlay. 

The  following  is  the  financial  part  of  my  report  which  shows  the 
amount  of  my  expenditures  made  the  past  year  on  this  Division,  and 
the  money,  I  think,  has  been  judiciously  expended  ;  it  was  put  where 
it  was  most  needed  and  done  the  most  good,  which  increased  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  canal  and  inured  to  the  benefit  of  the  carriers,  than 
whom  there  is  no  harder  worked  class  in  the  State,  and  whose  claims 
under  the  old  management  were  to  a  great  extent  neglected  and  ignored, 
but  who  now  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  change;  it  is  probably  under- 
stood that  nine- tenths  of  the  property  that  comes  to  and  passes  through 
our  canals  are  moved  by  individual  boatmen  who  own  their  boats 
and  stock,  and  whose  families  accompany  them  the  year  around,  and  by 
their  industry  contribute  largely  to  the  henefit  of  the  State.

The  several  section  superintendents  will  ^ive  you  a  somewhat 
detailed  statement  of  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  during  the  winter 
and  spring,  hence  it  hardly  seems  necessary  for  me  to  set  them  forth  in 
this  report ;  but  there  are  some  things  of  so  much  importance  to  the 
well  being  of  the  State,  and  to  good  navigation,  that  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention  to  them,  and  make  such  recomniendations  as  I  think 
for  th^  best  interests  of  the  State. 

Section  11,  which  takes  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  with  its  many  struc- 
tures is  of  great  importance,  and  the  care  and  repairs  of  the  fleet  of 
dredges,  dump  boats,  repair  boats  and  tugs  is  quite  heavy;  the  yard  is 
a  hired  one,  and  small  at  that,  with  a  shanty  for  tools  only.  1  earn- 
estly and  strongly  recommend  the  procuring  and  possession  of  that 
State  land  at  York  street  for  a  State  yard  that  was  by  legislative  act 
leased  to  the  United  States  government  for  war  purposes,  only  reserv- 
ing to  itself  the  right  to  use  it  for  harbor  or  canal  purposes.  There 
are  some  two  acres  which  will  make  a  splendid  yard,  and  the  erection  of 
a  timber  shed,  carpenter  shop,  blacksmith  shop,  coal  shed,  small  stable 
and  small  office  where  all  the  work  and  repairs  could  be  done  at  much 
less  expense  than  it  now  is,  and  much  time  saved.  The  coal  for  use  of 
tags  and  dredge  could  be  bought  less  by  the  cargo  and  stored  where 
all  the  boats  and  tugs  moore. 

You  will  recollect  that  we  took  possession  of  this  land  by  consent 
of  the  commander  of  Fort  Porter,  and  commenced  fencing  it  in  last 
fall ;  but  the  consent  was  disproved  by  the  commanding  general  of  the 
eastern  department,  and  work  thereupon  stopped ;  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  State  and  United  States  will  come  to  some  understanding 
whereby  we  may  carry  forward  this  very  much  needed  improvement. 

Notice  was  served  on  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company  to  remove  that  dangerous  pier  under  their  Niagara 
Falls  bridge  next  west  of  York  street  Many  boats  have  been  stranded 
by  this  obstruction  to  navigation  ;  the  State  having  spent  large  sums 
to  remove  two  piers  at  Buffalo  and  one  here,  it  now  should  see  to  it 
that  the  railroad  company  forthwith  move  that ;  it  is  strange  and 
incomprehensible  that  the  State  should  construct  a  commercial  chan- 
nel, and  allow  its  obstruction  by  stone  piers  immediately  in  the  center 
thereof. 

I  recommend  the  further  improvement  and  repairs  of  the  break- 
water and  Birds  Island  pier,  ana  also  the  completion  of  the  piers  that 
divide  the  canal  from  the  harbor  ;  this  once  completed,  we  shall  have 
no  further  trouble  with  the  Black  Rock  millers. 
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I  further  strongly  recommend  the  abolition  of  their  leases,  not  that 
I  would  deprive  fli'em  of  water,  but  the  amount  of  rent  paid  is  but 
nominal,  and  the  damages  to  canal  commerce  are  great  Tne  want  of 
water  eastward  at  times  disarranges  the  whole  division  to  the  injury  of 
commerce,  boatmen  and  people  living  along  the  sixty-two-mile  level. 

I  further  recommend  that  as  much  bottoming  as  can  be  done  with 
your  too-limited  funds  be  done  before  the  opening  of  navigation. 

I  further  desire  to  recommend  the  construction  of  a  modem  ds^s 
dredge  for  the  Western  Division,  with  which  to  remove  the  Lepage 
from  the  canal ;  this  is  perfectly  feasible,  and  I  may  say  the  only  way 
that  this  canal  can  be  bottomed  out  to  its  full  depth  and  full  prism  ; 
it  certainly,  in  view  of  the  strong  and  unjust  competition  of  the  rail- 
roads, and  the  near  approach  to  completion  of  the  enlarged  Welland 
canal,  behooves  us  to  put  the  Erie  canal  in  such  navigable  condition 
as  to  outstrip  all  competition,  and  retain  that  trade  so  essential  to  the 
growing  prosperity  of  this  State. 

Another  very  important  subject  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to. 

You  are  aware  that  in  mid-summer,  when  we  are  usually  most 
troubled  with  low  water,  we  are  beset  with  thick  and  luxurious  eel 
grass,  that  not  only  obstructs  the  free  flow  of  water  but  impedes  the 
free  movements  of  boats ;  it  has  become  a  great  draw-back  and  an 
intolerable  nuisance,  and  will  continue  so  until  the  entire  division  is 
entirely  bottomed  of  that  material  (Lepage)  which  fosters  its  growth. 
No  grass-cutter  has  yet  been  introduced  that  meets  the  demands, 
although  I  purchased  two  cutters  in  1879  from  a  Pennsylvanian,  which 
worked  very  well,  and  are  the  best  cutters  extant ;  still  they  do  not 
meet  the  demand;  they  are  quite  expensive  to  operate,  and  do  not 
work  fast  or  effective  enough.  A  boat,  the  size  of  an  ordinary  repair 
boat,  can  be  constructed  to  he  driven  by  steam  that  will  cut  and  gather 
from  the  canal  the  grass;  if  cut  and  left  in  the  canal,  it  is  still  an 
obstruction  to  movements  of  boats,  and  gets  on  the  lines,  and  is  quite 
a  hindrance,  and  besides  is  drawn  by  the  currents  to  the  bead  of  locks, 
necessitating  extra  men  to  remove  it,  and  is  quite  (at  times)  a  deten- 
tion to  locking.  The  same  should  not  only  be  cut,  but  be  entirely 
removed  from  the  canal. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  trouble  to  construct  a  boat  that  can  be 
propelled  by  steam,  run  the  mower,  turn  two  drums  with  endless  belt 
that  will  cut  and  draw  from  the  canal  and  load  same  on  the  boat  at 
comparative  small  cost,  and  which  will  cut  and  gather  the  ^rass  from 
this  entire  Division  with  much  less  expense  and  in  much  quicker  time. 
I  recommend  the  construction  of  such  a  craft  by  the  time  it  may  be 
wanted. 

Although  the  Western  Division  was  fully  prepared,  with  the  usual 
appliances,  for  breaking  ice  at  the  sudden  close,  and  broke  immense 
quantities  on  the  Division,  and  moving  and  placing  all  the  boats  for 
safety,  it  is  found  that  better  and  more  effective  af^liances  are  neces- 
sary and  should  be  provided  for  such  emergencies,  although  no  mortal 
man  or  men  could  have  moved  these  boats  into  tide- water  this  fall; 
but  at  the  same  time  better  appliances  are  needed.  The  re8|>onsibility, 
cost,  care  and  protection  of  the  millions  of  bushels  of  grain  that  is 
embargoed  on  the  canal  during  the  winter  cannot  be  overestimated, 
and  a  Targe  share  devolves  upon  the  department.    I  trust  no  disaster 
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will  take  place,  and  that  with  vigilant  care  the  millions  of  grain  thus 
embargoed  may  reach  port  in  due  time  and  in  good  order. 

The  sadden  freezing  up  took  everybody  by  surprise  ;  bnt  it  did  not 
find  this  Division  unprepared  to  meet  the  emergency,  and  our  forces 
grappled  the  ice  king  with  untiring  energy.  Such  an  early  close  is  un- 
precedented and  probably  will  never  take  place  again.  At  the  close,  or 
when  boats  were  first  stopped  with  ice  and  all  the  State  forces  with  iron 
bound  tugs,  a  vast  number  of  men  and  teams  were  struggling  with  the 
ice  in  the  biting  cold  nights  and  days  at  large  expense  and  ^reat 
danger  to  boats  and  their  valuable  cargoes,  the  water  from  the  sixty- 
two  mile  level  was  drawn  from  under  ua  by  the  millers  from  the  lower 
combined  locks  to  Lock  No.  66  one  foot,  leaving  us  to  drag  these 
boats,  with  their  valuable  cargoes,  with  ice  from  two  to  six  inches 
thick  over  the  bottom  of  the  canal ;  indeed  it  got  so  low  that  grain 
boats  could  not  be 'got  into  the  Whitney  elevator  for  three  or  four 
days,  and  no  man  can  compute  the  damage  and  expense  caused  by  this 
wanton  and  dastardly  act,  committed  by  selfish  men  desiring  water  to 
ran  their  mills,  without  authority  or  right,  and  that  too  without  re- 
turning one  farthing  for  it  to  the  State. 

I  recommend  in  the  strongest  terms  the  entire  abolition  of  every 
water  lease  on  this  Division,  not  that  I  would  deprive  the  millers  from 
using  the  water  —  I  would  give  to  them  free  when  it  could  be  spared 
without  detriment  to  commerce;  with  the  abolition  of  leases  they  could 
not  make  or  urge  any  claims  on  account  of  having  a  lease ;  it  should  be, 
and  perhaps  is  understood  that  there  are  only  a  few  leases.  Very  many 
localities  that  use  large  amounts  of  water  pay  nothing,  and  those  who 
have  leases  only  pay  a  nominal  sum.  Should  the  department  conclude 
that  it  was  inexpedient  to  abolish  the  leases,  then  I  would  recommend 
the  remodeling  of  every  lease,  and  that  those  holding  them  as  well  as 
those  who  have  none,  each  and  all  be  given  leases,  and  charged  fair  and 
equitable  water  rents  for  what  they  use,  and  that  each  be  restricted  by 
a  proper  system  to  the  use  of  only  the  **  surplus  water." 

I  can  safely  assert  that  it  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  trials  of  my 
life  to  protect  the  boatmen  against  the  drawing  of  so  much  water  from 
under  the  gates  by  the  millers,  very  many  of  the  latter  being  personal 
friends.  In  dealing  with  this  question  (which  is  growing  of  more  and 
more  importance  every  year),  I  have  aimed  only  to  discharge  my  known 
and  sworn  duties  to  the  State  with  intelligent  moderation  as  against 
those  who  were  supplying  themselves  with  the  waters  from  the  canals. 

It  has  been  for  many  years,  and  is  now,  my  highest  ambition  to  bring 
this  the  greatest  internal  commercial  channel  to  a  state  of  the  most 
lasting  perfection. 

With  the  continuance  of  the  policy  and  improvements  you  have  thus 
begun  within  two  years,  canals  can  carry  300  tons  readily  and  with 
greater  ease  than  they  can  carry  240  tons  now,  and  make  with  horse 
boats  ten  trips  per  annum  ;  indeed  most  boats  that  have  run  the  past 
entire  season  have  made  nine,  and  some  even  ten,  trips  by  a  system  of 
dredging  out  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  and  placins^  the  earth  thus  ex- 
cavated on  the  bank  and  raise  and  strengthen  them,  a  depth  of  eight 
feet  may  be  reached.  The  tonnage  will  be  almost  doubled  and  compe- 
tition defied.

Upon  taking  charge  of  this  section  in  March  last,  I  found  the  lock- 
gates  and  bridges  in  poor  condition  generally,  not  so  much  from  neg- 
lect as  regards  repairs,  as  from  being  worn  out  The  only  proper 
remedy  was  their  replacement  by  new  ones,  but  as  an  early  opening  of 
the  canal  was  anticipated,  the  locks  were  repaired  and  made  as  service- 
able as  possible  for  the  season.  Since  the  opening  of  navigation  they 
have  required  quite  an  additional  expenditure  of  labor.  The  bridges 
have  in  many  instances  been  strengthened  with  new  needle  beams  and 
otherwise,  and  have,  with  the  exception  of  three,  been  kept  in  use ; 
two  of  those  have  been  stripped  for  safety,  and  one,  the  change  bridge 
at  Palmyra,  has  fallen  and  been  replaced  by  an  iron  structure  removed 
from  near  the  weigh-lock  at  Eochester. 

The  following  structures  should  be  repaired  or  rebuilt ; 

Previous  to  the  opening  of  navigation  another  season,  lock  No.  53 
required  new  upper  gates,  tow-path  side,  and  lower  gates  berme  side. 
Lock  54  requires  new  gates,  tow-path  side,  and  lower  gates  berme  side. 
Lock  56  requires  new  lower  ffates  on  berme  side.  Lock  67  requires 
new  lower  gates  on  berme  side.  New  tumble-gates  are  required  for 
lock  No.  60,  tow-path  side,  and  locks  Nos.  67,  68  and  59  on  berme 
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side.    Locks  Nos.  54,  58  and  60  require  new  foandation  plank  and 
binders.    Waste-weirs  at  Lyons  and  Newark  require  new  bulk-heads. 

Wooden  bridges  Nos.  1,  2,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11,  12,  13,  14,  19,  20,  21,  22, 
26,  27,  28,  29,  31,  38  and  39  should  be  new,  a  large  number  of  them 
being  unsafe.  Of  these,  Nos,  26  and  38  are  already  provided  for,  iron 
bridges  being  on  the  ground  ready  for  erection.  Iron  bridges  Nos.  5, 
18,  24,  25,  32,  33  and  34  will  require  all  new  wood*work  within  a 
•few  months.  The  trunk  of  the  Lyon's  aqueduct  should  be  rebuilt  the 
coming  winter,  a  portion  of  the  lumber  for  that  purpose  being  already 
provided. 

Some  years  since  a  break  occurred  in  the  high  bank  one  mile  east  of 
Palmyra,  taking  out  quite  an  amount  of  slope  wall.  The  gap  was 
filled  in  with  earth,  and  for  greater  security  the  bank  was  widened, 
narrowing  greatly  the  prism  oi  the  canal,  and  thus  seriously  affecting 
the  flow  of  water.  It  would  require  350  yards  of  slope  wall  and  the 
removal  of  the  earth  to  remedy  this  difficulty.  At  the  Palmyra  aque- 
duct there  is  no  wall  for  several  feet  from  either  wing  of  the  structure 
on  the  berme-bank.  I  have  considered  this  point  so  unsafe  as  to  , 
require  special  watching  during  the  season.  In  each  of  the  above 
cases  the  work  should  be  accomplished  previous  to  the  opening  of 
navigation  another  season.  • 

Last  spring  quite  a  quantity  of  sediment  was  removed  from  the  prism 
of  the  canal  at  various  places  on  this  section,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  protruding  bars  on  bends  from  either  bank,  and  at  other 
places  where  it  was  apparent  the  channel  could  be  most  improved, 
without  regard  to  former  cleanings.  I  estimate  that  10,500  cubic 
yards  were  removed,  and  that  90,000  yards  yet  remain.  The  "Erie'* 
survey  of  1876  determined  the  quantity  of  sediment  on  this  section  to 
be  111,600  yards,  since  which  date  the  removal  in  excess  of  accumulation 
has  been  about  21,000  yards. 

So  far  this  season  there  has  been  no  delav  to  boats  on  this  section  by 
reason  of  low  water  or  for  other  cause.  There  has  been  an  abundant 
supply  of  water,  which  I  attribute,  in  a  great  measure,  as  resulting 
from  the  suggestions  of  Division  Engineer  Evershed,  made  early  in 
the  season.  Sy  his  direction  the  water  has  been  uniformly  held  at 
the  four  lower  locks  on  the  section,  using  only  the  amount  actually  re- 
quired in  the  lockage  of  boats,  and  at  no  time  feeding^otherwise  than 
tnrough  the  ^te  paddles  at  any  lock  on  the  section.  The  Montezuma 
level,  connecting  Sections  7  and  8,  has  been  purposely  fed  low  from  this 
direction,  without,  however,  reducing  the  depth  of  water  to  such  extent 
as  to  cause  the  grounding  of  boats,  and  a  considerable  waste  at  the 
Montezuma  aqueduct  has  thereby  been  saved.  Oould  the  banks  on 
this  level  be  raised,  which  might  be  accomplished  to  good  advantage 
by  the  State  boats  during  the  season  of  navigation,  and  the  aqueduci 
also  raised,  in  my  opinion,  the  saving  would  msure  plenty  of  water  to 
this  section  throughout  the  season,  and  materially  improve  the  con- 
dition of  the  sections  above. 

But  slight  difficulty  has  been  experienced  resulting  from  the  growth 
of  eel  grass.  The  lessening  of  the  current  on  the  different  levels  hy 
the  saving  of  wat^r  at  the  lower  end  of  the  section  has,  to  some  extent, 
rendered  the  grass  less  objectionable  than  in  former  years,  as  retarding: 
the  flow,  the  water  on  the  long  levels  remaining  at  a  more  nnifonu 
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depth.    There  has  been  but  a  small  expenditure  for  labor  in  removing 
grass  on  the  section  during  the  present  season. 

There  have  been  two  sunken  boats  on  the  section  so  far  during  the 
season,  both  loaded  with  corn,  and  in  neither  case  was  navigation  de- 
layed. 

During  spring  repairs,  previous  to  the  opening  of  navigation,  there 
was  paid  out  upon  this  section  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of. 
Public  Works  the  sum  of  15,824.16  upon  his  own  pay-rolls.  This 
amount  I  do  not  take  up  in  my  detailed  report  of  expenditures,  such 
report  showing  only  the  expenditure  of  moneys  for  which  I  made  esti- 
mates. Of  the  amount  so  expended  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
the  sum  of  $830  was  used  in  removing  the  level  in  bottom  tier  of  stone 
in  Lock  No.  61,  bermo  side;  in  rebuilding  vertical  wall  immediately  be- 
low said  lock  on  same  side,  and  in  rebuilding  slope  wall  below  Lock 
Xo.  o,  berme  side.  The  balance,  $4,994.16,  was  expended  in  bottom- 
ing out  tho  canal  at  various  points  on  the  section.  Considerable  labor 
has  been  expended  in  raising  and  repairing  tow-path  during  the  season, 
and  the  same  is  now  in  good  condition.  The  high  banks  on  the  twelve- 
mile  level  are  closely  watched,'and  have  caused  no  serious  trouble.

Superintendent  Public  Works,  Albany,  New  York: 

I. here  with  transmit  my  report  for  the  last  two  hundred  and  three 
(203)  days  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  of  September,  1880. 

Upon  assuming  charge  of  Section  9  of  the  Erie  canal,  on  the  12tb 
of  March  last,  I  found  the  canal  and  its  structures  needing  many  re- 
pairs, and  requiring  considerable  work  before  it  would  be  ready  and  in 
condition  for  good  navigation. 

The  locks  were  in  bad  condition;  gates  leaky,  and  the  masonry  very 
open,  requiring  a  large  amount  of  pointing  oefore  they  could  be  con- 
sidered in  a  suitable  condition  for  use. 

The  bridges  were  in  a  bad  condition.  Several  were  condemned  as 
unsafe,  and  a  number  had  toJ>6  replanked  before  the  opening  of  navi- 
gation. 

The  vertical  wall,  especially  through'  the  city  of  Rochester,  as  well 
as  in  many  other  points,  had  slid  or  fallen  into  the  prism  of  the  canal, 
and  required  a  large  amount  of  labor  to  replace  it. 

At  many  points  on  the  section  the  slope  wall ^ had  settled,  leaving 
nothing  but  a  thin  bank  of  earth.  The  banks  in  many  places  were 
thin  and  low  —  hardly  above  water  mark ;  as  a  whole,  the  section  was 
in  a  condition  requiring  much  labor  and  considerable  expense  to  place 
it  in  a  condition  for  good  and  safe  navigation.  The  stop-gates  were 
almost  wholly  useless,  owing  to  the  absence  of  slide-gates,  and  the 
well-holes  bein^  filled  with  earth  and  stone.  At  many  places  on  the 
section,  especially  near  the  §top-gates  at  Oartersville  and  Bushnell's 
basin  on  the  berme  side,  were  large  quantities  of  sediment,  evidently  the 
accumulation  of  years,  which  interfered  with  the  free  passage  of  the 
water. 

The  bottoming  out  on  the  section  was  done  between  Fairport  and 
the  Wayne  county  line,  three  and  one-half  miles,  mostly  on  the 
tow-path  side,  between  Fairport  and  Bushnell's  basin  one  and  a-half 
miles,  between  Oartersville*  and  Pittsford  lock  No.  62,  about  three 
miles,  and  between  the  wide  water  west  of  Bochester  and  Brockport^ 
most  of  the  distance  on  the  tow-path  side. 

There  were  blasted  and  removed  100  yards  of  boulders  at  different 
points  on  the  three-mile  level.  A  large  amount  of  vertical  wall  was 
relaid  through  the  city  of  Bochester,  and  at  other  points  on  the  sec- 
tion.   The  slope  wall  was  also  relaid  and  repaired  in  many  places. 

Repairs  were  made  to  four  (4)  pairs  of  stop-gates,  and  well-holes  for 
same  cleaned  out. 

The  Oenesee  River  aqueduct  was  thoroughly  cleaned,  the  bottom 
cemented,  and  the  sides  repointed. 

The  old  bottom  was  removed  from  lock  No.  62  and  replaced  b;  a 
new  one  ;  also  a  new  gate  was  put  in  lock  No.  64.  All  the  other  locks 
reouired  more  or  less  i*epairing  to  the  gates,  wood,  iron  and  masonrv. 

There  has  been  one  new  wood  road  bridge  built  at  the  four-mile 

Socery,  west  of  Rochester,     The  trusses  of  Griffith  street  bridge, 
)chester,  were  straightened  and  the  bridge  rewooded  entirely.   Court 
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street  bridge,  Rochester,  new  floor,  beams,  part  new  joists,  planking 
and  sway  rods.  Main  street  bridge,  Fairport,  new  iron  needle  beams 
and  rewooded  entirely.  Nearly  all  of  the  bridges  upon  the  section 
have  received  more  or  less  repairs,  consistinfi^  of  floor,  beams,  loists, 
plankings  etc.  The  stone  pier  tow-path  bridge  near  weigh-locK  was 
taken  down  and  removed. 

The  thistles  and  other  noxious  weeds  have  been  thoroughly  cut  upon 
all  State  lands  adjoining  the  canal  and  Genesee  River  feeder. 

The  berme-bank  has  been  strengthened  and  faced  nearly  the  whole 
distance  from  the  wide  water  west  of  Rochester  to  Doty's  bridge ;  also 
the  berme-bank  at  King's  bend  has  been  strengthened  in  a  substantial 
manner  by  building  a  heavy  wall  at  foot  of  slope  and  filling  banks  to 
their  proper  grade.  The  bottom  of  the  culvert  at  King's  bend  was 
also  thoroughly  repaired. 

A  leak  at  the  Ox-Bow,  which  threatened  serious  consequences,  was 
also  repaired  by  two  boat-loads  of  gravel  inside  prism  ana  eight  boat- 
loads on  the  outside  of  tow-path.  Outside  of  bank  brushed  and  cov- 
ered with  four  boat-loads  of  stone. 

The  Oenesee  River  feeder  is  three  and  one-half  miles  in  length,  and 
for  years  past  has  been  the  source  of  great  complaint  by  the  citizens 
of  Kochester,  more  especially  by  the  residents  of  the  12th  ward,  owing 
to  the  stagnant  condition  oi  the  water  and  by  being  filled  with  logs 
and  old  sunken  boats,  making  it  the  receptacle  for  decaying  animal 
and  vegetable  matter ;  has  during  the  past  season  been  kept  in  a  con- 
dition which  has  removed  all  cause  of  complaint,  by  removing  the  logs 
and  sunken  boats,  cutting  the  grass,  and  raking  with  a  heavy  rake, 
also  raising  the  gates  at  bulk-head  twice  in  each  twenty-fours,  thereby 
creating  a  current  which  has  washed  all  decaying  matter  into  the  river. 

There  have  been  placed  upon  the  two  ice-oreakors,  new  cabins  and 
platforms,  and  they  have  been  used  during  the  past  season  in  cutting 
the  grass  from  the  prism  of  the  canal  on  sections,  numbers  8,  9 
and  10.

The  abstracts  of  expenditures  for  March  and  April  and  May  show 
that  $5,477.50  was  expended  in  bottoming  out ;  but  it  will  be  seen  by 
the  above  statement  that  of  this  amount  $700  (estimated)  was  ex- 
l^ended  on  BushneU's  basin  iniprovementy  and  $250  (estimated)  was 
expended  in  removing  rocks.  This  work  was  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  work  of  bottoming  out,  that  it  was  impossible  to  keep  it 
entirely  separate. 

The  amount  to  be  excavated  on  Section  9,  according  to  engineers' 
estimate^  to  restore  the  canal  to  its  original  size,  is  in  round  numbers 
100,000  cubic  yards  earth,  and  3,000  cubic  yards  rock.

Aside  from  the  increased  depth  of  water  gained  by  removing  the 
rocks,  the  stones  are  worth  all  the  cost,  as  they  are  needed  for 
slope  and  vertical  wall,  and  can  also  be  used  in  loading  banks. 

1  would  also  recommend  that  stone  abutments  be  built  under  the 
east  bridge  at  Pairport  There  are  now  good  sandstone  bridge  abut- 
ments (now  no  longer  needed,  as  the  bridge  which  stood  upon  them 
has  been  commuted  for)  at  Goon's  bridge,  three  miles  above  Medina. 
Estimated  at  330  yards ;  cost  of  laying,  $2.00  per  vard. 

The  berme  abutment  of  the  Doty  oridge  has  been  in  a  dangerous 
condition  the  whole  season.  It  will  have  to  be  taken  down,  new 
foundations  prepared  and  relaid.  Estimated  200  yards  taken  down 
and  relaying  at  $3.50  per  yard,  $700.00.  It  will  require  35  yards  of 
new  stone,  also  sand,  which  should  be  delivered  upon  -the  ground  be- 
fore the  close  of  navigation. 

Alexander  street  bridge.  Rochester,  will  require  new  needle  beams, 
and  rewooded  entirely.  Estimated  cost  of  labor,  $275.00  ;  masonry, 
$30.00. 

The  south  abutment  of  Exchange  street  bridge  should  be  built  np 
properly  with  cut  stone.  Estimated  60  yards  at  $2.00  per  yard,  for 
laying,  $120.00. 

There  should  be  a  gate  on  the  east  side  of  the  feeder.  Estimated  at 
30  yards  at  $2.00  per  yard,  for  laying. 

There  should  be  500  yards  of  stone  for  vertical  wall  delivered  on 
bank  of  canal  at  different  points  in  the  city  of  Boehester  to  repair 
vertical  wall  which  falls  down  during  the  winter.  Estimated  cost  of 
taking  down  and  relaying,  $1.25  per  yard. 
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Kavigatiou  has  not  been  interrupted  daring  the  season  except  slight 
detentions  caused  by  the  cable  company.  There  have  been  four  sunken 
boats  during  the  season,  but  they  caused  no  interruption  to  navigation. 

The  work  on  Thomais'  creek  is  progressing.  Estimated  to  complete 
the  work  as  contemplated,  $800.00. 

Bushnell's  basin  improvement  is  progressing.  Cost  of  improve- 
ment, as  estimated  by  engineers,  at  16,816.00,  exclusive  of  timber  .aud 
(including  land  damages,  $1&0.00).  Of  this  amount  there  has  been 
expended  $700.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  $6,116.00  yet  to  be  expended 
according  to  engineer's  estimate. 

The  bank-wachers  and  lock-tenders  have  uniformly  given  strict  at- 
tention to  all  orders,  and  have  kept  the  water  at  a  uniform  height,  and 
no  boat  has  grounded  on  this  section  from  the  opening  of  naviga- 
tion to  the  present  time  which  has  been  in  its  proper  place.

Upon  taking  charge  of  this  section  on  the  19th  day  of  last  March, 
I  found  that  the  combined  locks  at  Lockport,  and  the  gates  in  same, 
needed  extensive  repairs  to  put  them  in  good  working  order  before  the 
opening  of  navigation.  The  cast  iron  culvert  valves  were  all  repaired 
and  reset,  together  with  the  nigger  heads,  chains  and  rods,  and  the 
masonry  repointed  with  cement  Five  new  gates  were  inserted ;  two 
new  balance  beams  and  two  new  toe  posts  were  put  on,  and  the  lining, 
collar  bands,  and  cast  iron  slides  to  all  the  old  gates  received  general 
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and  necessaiy  repairs.  One  new  ^ate  was  put  in  since  the  opening  of 
navigatioiiy  and  some  needed  repairs  done  to  both  locks  and  gates  dar- 
ing tne  season. 

A  lar^e  quantity  of  slope  and  vertical  wall  thrown  into  canal  by 
action  of  frost  ana  other  causes,  or  left  in  such  condition  as  to  fall  on 
the  coming  in  of  the  wat-er,  was  taken  up  and  relaid  at  the  following 
places,  viz. : 

HoUey,  about  60  lineal  feet ;  Hulberton^  about  65  lineal  feet;  Brock- 
ville,  about  30  lineal  feet ;  Hindsbur^h,  about  30  lineal  feet ;  Albion, 
about  SO  lineal  feet;  Ea^le  Harbor,  about  25  lineal  feet;  Enowlesville, 
about  25  lineal  feet;  Middleport,.  about  125  lineal  feet;  Beynidl's 
basin,  about  20  lineal  feet ;  Pendleton,  about  318  lineal  feet ;  Medina, 
about  786  lineal  feet,  and  about  100  cubic  yards  of  mortar  wing  walls 
in  rear  of  the  waste-weir  at  Medina,  was  relaid  in  cement  A  large 
amount  of  new  stone  was  used  at  Medina.  About  100  lineal  feet  of 
patching  was  done  to  walls  at  various  places  in  section,  and  about  1,065 
cubic  yards  of  deposit  was  taken  out  of  prism  at  places  where  most 
needed  during  spring  repairs. 

The  culvert  under  canal  at  Burnt  Mill,  in  Middleport,  was  stripped 
and  newly  puddled,  and  the  north  wing  walls  to  same  repaired. 

The  chambers  to  the  three  stop-gates  were  cleaned  out  and  the  iron 
and  wood  work  and  masonry  received  some  necessary  repairs. 

The  waste- weirs  at  Mabee's,  Johnson's  creek,  Middleport  and  Medina 
were  repaired  by  pointing  and  grouting  walls,  puddling  in  rear  qf  same 
and  renewing  a  portion  of  the  wood  work. 

Millard's  road  bridge  (iron).  No.  153,  and  the  berme  stone  abut- 
ments to  same,  both  of  which  fell  into  the  canal  last  season,  were  re- 
moved therefrom  and  rebuilt. 

Nearly  all  the  bridges  on  this  section  have  received  necessary  repairs 
during  the  season. 

A  great  deal  of  labor  has  been  done,  graveling  and  grading  the 
towing-path,  and  repairing  and  relaying  old  docking.  There  has 
been  put  on  of  new  docking  about  2,500  lineal  feet 

The  dam  across  Tonawanda  creek,  at  the  head  of  the  Oak  Orchard 
creek  feeder,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the  masonry  to  same  repaired  ;  also 
the  masonry  to  the  stop-gate  in,  and  the  stone  abutments  to  bridge 
across  feeder  received  necessary  repairs. 

The  narrow  berme-banks,  between  Lockport  and  Orangeport,  have 
been  raised,  widened  and  strengthened,  and  weak  banks  at  otner  places 
have  received  some  repairs. 

A  floating  sidewalk,  or  boom,  built  of  pine  timber,  12  x  14  inches, 
and  doublea,  making  a  walk  28  inches  in  width,  has  been  moored  on 
the  berme  side  of  canal,  west  of  the  locks  at  Lockport,  for  the  con- 
venience of  boatmen  and  raftmen,  affording  them  a  safe  place  to 
moor  and  tie  up  their  boats  and  cribs  without  interfering  with  pass- 
ing ones,  as  they  necessarily  would  if  they  moored  or  ti^  up  on  the 
tow-path  side.  The  above  boom  is  1,400  feet  long.  A  boom  of  round 
logs,  1,800  feet  in  length,  has  been  built  on  tow-path  side  opposite  the 
above  to  prevent  boats  striking  against  stone  wall  and  railing. 

Before  the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring,  the  combined  locks 
at  Lockport  will  need  general  repairs,  including  putting  in  eight  new 
gates,  two  new  wood  miter  sills,  and  the  bottoms  of  six  of  the  cham- 
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bers  (lewly  planked.  The  gates  to  the  guard-lock  at  Salphur  Springs 
also  need  extensiye  repairs.  The  wing  walls  to  all  the  culyerts  should 
be  repointed,  and  the  culvert  under  canal  at  Benedict's  dry  docks  in 
East  Lockport  should  receiye  a  thorough  overhauling  and  a  portion 
of  the  same  rebuilt. 

Th^ stone  abutments  to  all  the  bridges  need  repointing  and  other 
repairs. 

Koad  bridge  (wood)  No.  130,  over  canal  at  Gaines'  basin,  has  been 
condemned  and  closed  up^  and  an  iron  structure  should  be  put  in  its 
place. 

The  stop-gates  and  bulk-heads  all  need  quite  extensive  repairs. 

There  is  on  this  section  fully  150,000  cubic  yards  of  accumulation 
in  the  canal,  or  about  8,000  cubic  yards  per  year  over  what  has  been 
removed  by  the  Superintendents.  Of  this  amount  at  least  30,000 
cabic  yards  should  be  removed  from  prism  east  of  Lockport  on  places 
where  it  will  assist  the  flow  of  water  the  most ;  and  from  head  ox  locks 
at  Lockport  to  the  west  end  of  section,  there  should  be  removed  from 
3,000  to  5,000  cubic  yards  of  loose  rock.  There  is  also  about  1,500 
cubic  yards  of  loose  rock  on  the  edge  of  high  bank,  west  of  Lockport, 
which  should  be  moved  back  to  prevent  same  from  sliding  into  the 
canal. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  begin  this  work  during  the  winter  months 
for  the  reason  that  tnere  is  not  time  to  do  it  after  the  spring  opens  up. 

No  detention  to  navi^tion  has  occurred  on  this  section  during  the 
season  other  than  the  Following,  viz.:  about  40  hours  caused  by  the 
sinking  of  the  steamer  "  Bapid,"  and  7  hours  to  east-bound  boats 
while  putting  a  new  gate  in  locks  at  Lockport.

The  water  upon  this  section  during  the  months  of  October  and 
November,  1879,  was,  on  an  average,  one  foot  lower  than  the  same 
months  the  year  previous. 

Since  the  opening  of  navigation  the  present  season  it  has  been 
unusually  hi^h,  and  a  good  depth  has  been  maintained  upon  the  level 
between  Black  Hock  and  Lockport  at  all  times,  and  no  delay  to  boats 
has  occurred  from  any  cause  whatever. 

Since  the  close  of  last  season  some  very  important  improvements 
have  been  completed,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

Lowering  tow-path  between  Erie  street  and  slip  No.  1,  Buffalo,  build- 
ing stone  wait  in  rear  and  safety  rail  in  front  of  same,  thereby  giving  a 
ejrfect  protection  to  towing  teams  leaving  and  arriving  in  tne  port  of 
uffalo. 

Building^  protecting  rail  on  front  of  tow-path  between  slips  Nos.  2 
and  3,  Buffalo. 

Rebuilding  northerly  abutment  to  tow-path  bridge  over  slip  No.  3, 
Buffalo,  and  removing  old  wooden  bridge  from  over  same  slip,  and 
erecting  in  its  place  a  cast  iron  Whipple  truss  bridge. 

Removing  old  wooden  bridge  and  center  pier  at  York  street,  Buf- 
falo, and  erecting  a  first-class  single  span  wrought  iron  lattice  change 
and  road  bridge  in  its  place. 

Before  the  opening  of  navigation  extra  gates  were  added  to  the  bulk- 
head between  the  double  Iock  at  Black  R^ck,  more  than  doubling  its 
capacity  for  feeding  the  canal,  since  which  time  there  has  been  no 
trouble  about  low  water  on  the  western  division. 

The  old  bridge,  four  miles  west  of  Tonawanda,  known  as  CheriVs, 
has  been  removed,  and  replaced  by  a  new  wood  and  iron  farm  bridge. 

The  canal  between  Sulphur  Springs  guard-lock  and  a  point  one  mile 
west  has  been  thoroughly  bottomed  out,  and  all  rock,  boulders,  stumps, 
logs,  etc.,  removed,  obstructions  which  have  been  the  cause  of  immense 
losses  to  boatmen  and  underwriters  in  the  past 

The  State  dredge  has  been  kept  constantly  at  work  removing  ob- 
structions, and  deepening  the  canal  at  all  points  where  most  needed  to 
facilitate  navigation. 

The  cast-iron  bridges  over  the  canal  at  Commercial  street,  Lloyd 
street,  and  Georgia  street,  Buffalo,  are  considered  dangerous,  and 
should  bo  removed  and  replaced  by  heavy  wrought  iron  structures. 

T^e  east  abutment  to  tne  Commercial  street  bridge  has  settled  out  of 
place,  and  is  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt  the 
coming  winter. 

The  bridge  over  Commercial  slip  at  Water  street,  Buffalo,  should  be 
thoroughly  overhauled  the  coming  winter,  arches  reset  and  all  rods 
repairea. 
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A  new  bridge  is  needed  over  Tonawanda  creek  at  **  Pickard's,'*  the 
present  structure  bein^  past  repair. 

Anew  bridge  is  needed  over  Tonawanda  creek  at  New  Home  road, 
the  present  bridge  being  old  and  dangerous. 

Before  the  close  of  the  present  season's  navigation,  a  large  amount 
of  stone  should  be  added  to  the  rip  rap  wall  in  rear  of  tow-path  lying 
southerly  from  York  street  bridge,  Buffalo,  to  prevent  the  waters  of 
Lake  Erie  from  making  a  breach  into  canal  fr^tn  the  lake  during  the 
fall  and  winter  gales,  from  which  there  is  great  danger. 

The  tow-path  along  Tonawanda  creek  should  be  thoroughly  grav- 
eled, and  as  much  done  the  present  season  as  possible  before  the  fall 
rains  set  in,  to  prevent  its  usual  muddy  condition  during  the  fall  and 
spring  months.  Good  gravel  can  be  procured  at  Tonawanda,  near  the 
canal,  and  at  a  very  cheap  rate  by  the  State  purchasing  a  gravel  lot.

Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Albany,  N.  Y,: 

Dear  Sir  —  Herewith  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  from 
July  10th  to  September  30th  inclusive,  covering  time  of  my  occupancy 
of  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  repairs,  section  11,  Erie  canal,  a 
period  of  ninety-two  days  (92). 

The  condition  of  this  section,  on  my  accession  to  office,  was  very 
fair.  The  constant  employment  of  the  dredge,  and  favorable  condition 
of  water,  has  given  uninterrupted  navigation,  and  no  delays  have 
obstructed  the  active  and  increased  traffic  at  this  end  of  the  canal. 
The  contribution  of  filth  and  sewerage  from  the  Hamburgh  and 
Skinner  canals  (constantly  increasing),  and  sediment  from  other 
sources,  rendered  the  use  of  the  dredge  necessary,  and  some  9,500 
cubic  yards  of  this  matter  has  been  removed  during  the  period  of  my 
administration,  and  I  have  been  barely  able  to  keep  the  channel  open 
during  the  occasional  seasons  of  low  water.  After  careful  examina- 
tion and  consultation  with  the  division  engineer,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following; 

The  amount  of  silt  accumulation  here  is  very  great  where  unin- 
terrupted by  passing  boats  and  tugs,  and  is  equal,  by  actual  measure- 
ment, to  nearly  six  mches  per  year;  in  the  Ohio  basin  it  has  been  four 
and  one-half  inches,  and  in  the  Erie  basin  six  and  one-half  inches  per 
year,  so  that  the  yearly  accumulation  must  be  in  all  the  basins,  slips 
and  canal  (to  say  nothing  of  Black  Rock  harbor),  nearly  or  quite 
50,000  cubic  yards  yearly.  The  entire  amount  of  accumulation  is 
undoubtedly  tnree  times  that  amount,  or  over  150,000  cubic  yards. 

In  Black  Eock  harbor  it  has  filled  the  space  entirely,  except  the 
channel  kept  open  for  ships  going  up,  and  equals  at  l^ast  40,000  cubic 
yards,  which  would  require  removal  to  restore  seven  feet  of  water 
throughout,  and  a  sufficient  depth  in  the  ship  channel,  so  that  to 
keep  up  with  the  yearly  accumulation,  and  be  no  worse  than  at  pres- 
ent, it  would  require  the  use  of  the  dredge  200  days  at  250  cubic 
yards  per  day,  more  than  can  be  accomplished  with  our  dredge. 

I  should  estimate  that  35,000  yards  at  least  should  be  taken  out, 
say  15,000  cubic  yards  in  the  Erie  canal,  5,000  in  the  Hambar;^li 
canal,  5,000  in  Erie  basin,  5,000  in  slips  and  Ohio  basin,  and  5,000  m 
channel  of  Black  Bock  harbor. 

The  accumulation  below  the  guard-lock  is  also  great;  the  survey  of 
1876  gave  it,  that  it  would  take  the  excavation  of  117,000  cubic  yards 
to  restore  the  canal,  from  the  guard-lock  at  Sulphur  Springs,  to  the 
guard-lock  at  Black  Rock,  and  some  dredging  may  be  necessary  on 
this  stretch  of  canal  also. 

The  necessity  of  graveling  the  tow-path  at  Tonawanda  creek 
becomes  more  apparent  everv  year.  Clay  has  been  put  there  hereto- 
fore, and  in  rainy  weather  tne  condition  of  this  tow-path  is  fearful. 
I  have  boated  several  loads  of  cinders  there  from  Buffalo,  and  ia  a 
slight  degree  remedied  a  portion,  but  I  respectfully  ask  for  a  gravel-pit 
there,  where  most  excellent  gravel  exists.  An  expenditure  of  from 
eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  should  be  made  there,  besides  the  cost  of 
the  gravel-pit,  probably  two  thousand  to  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  more,  to  put  this  portion  in  thorough  and  proper  repair. 
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The  necessary  repairs  to  the  Tonawanda  dam  at  the  village  of  Ton- 
awanda  shonld  also  be  done  this  winter,  and  would  probably  cost 
$2,500  beside  the  timber  included  in  the  bills. 

I  have  commenced  the  repairs  on  the  Erie  breakwater  and  Bird 
island  pier,  which  for  years  has  suffered  for  want  of  proper  attention, 
and  which  is  now  in  a  very  unsafe  condition.  The  breakwater  es- 
pecially will  be  a  lar^e  item  of  expense  next  year,  some  ten  to  twelve 
thousand  dollars  being  needed,  and  on  Bird  island  pier  the  cost  of 
repairs  will  be  from  three  to  four  thousand  dollars,  and  with  the  addi- 
tion to  the  foreshore,  $1,500  more. 

The  taking  down  and  relaying  and  rebuilding  piling  and  under 
wall,  150  feet  in  length  near  Prates  rolling-mill,  will  cost  $800. 

Taking  down  and  relaying  wall  south  side  of  Commercial  slip  will 
cost  $760. 

Taking  down  and  relaying  the  abutments  of  Oommercial  street 
bridge  will  cost  $2,000  to  $2,500. 

The  buildings  and  finishing  fence  at  new  State  yard  will  cost  proba- 
bly$2,000  to  $2,500. 

The  cost  of  opening  the  quarries  will  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the 
work  on  the  piers. 

These  needed  repairs  a^gre^ate  a  large  amount  of  money,  but  the 
importance  of  them  at  this  time  seems  verv  apparent  in  considering 
the  importance  of  this  point  relative  to  good  canal  navigation. 

The  completion  of  our  niuch  needed  ^'  steam  repair  boat "  will 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  repair  gang,  and  save  much  valu- 
able time  lost  in  passing  to  and  from  points  of  repair  on  the  28  miles 
of  canal  comprising  this  section. 

Under  nearly  all  the  bridges  there  exists  a  constantly  increasing  ac- 
cumulation of  sewerage  and  sediment  which  has  remained  unmolested 
for  years,  protected  from  the  action  of  the  dredge  by  the  bridges.  I 
have  had  made  a  '^  scraper  ^^  constructed  to  remove  this  deposit,  and 
will  commence  using  it  at  an  early  day. 

The  frequent  loss  of  valuable  teams  at  York  street  bridge,  b^  tow- 
lines  catching,  indicated  some  serious  obstruction  still  remaining  at 
that  place,  which  the  efforts  of  the  dredge  to  remove  proved  futile; 
and  tne  employment  of  a  diver  and  subsequent  removal  of  several  tons 
of  rock,  log,  timber,  etc.,  was  duly  reported  to  you  at  the  time,  since 
then  no  accident  nor  complaint  has  occurred  from  this  source. 

The  amount  of  sediment  removed  by  the  dredge,  9,500  cubic  yards, 
was  accomplished  in  60  of  the  92  days  of  my  administration.  The 
balance  of  the  time  the  dredge  was  emploved  at  York  street  bridge 
or  laid  up  receiving  necessary  repairs,  ana  tnis  would  show  about  170 
cubic  yards  (allowing  for  time  of  removal  from  point  to  point),  per 
day,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  having  received  tnorough  and  exten- 
sive repairs,  and  with  the  constant  attendance  of  the  tug,  that  from  350 
to  400  cubic  yards  can  be  removed  daily.

COMMUNICATION. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legisluture  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Begents  of  the  University,  who  are  by  law  the  Trustees  of  the 
State  Museum  of  Natural  History,  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  call 
your  attention  to  its  present  condition  and  wants. 

During  the  twenty-five  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  erection  of 
the  present  building,  the  collections  of  the  Museum  have  entirely  out- 
grown the  accommodations  provided  for  them.  A  verjr  large  part  of 
the  specimens  which  have  been  collected  cannot  be  exhibited  for  want 
of  room.  Great  numbers  remain  packed  up  in  boxes  where  they  are 
useless  for  the  purposes  of  the  museum.  Still  larger  quantities  are 
stored  in  cases  in  a  separate  building  at  a  distance  from  the  principal 
collections,  where  they  are  inaccessible  to  the  public  and  inconvenient 
for  scientific  study.  The  director  and  his  assistants  are  not  provided 
with  sufficient  or  suitable  rooms  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  pre- 
paring, classifying  and  labeling  the  additions  made  to  the  Museum  ; 
and  on  account  of  the  use  of  separate  buildings  are  compelled  to  pur- 
sue their  work  under  ^reat  disadvantages  as  to  time  and  labor. 

In  addition  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  rooms  in  point  of  space  and 
arrangement,  your  attention  is  also  urgently  callea  to  the  great  dan- 
ger to  which  this  property  of  the  State  is  exposed  from  fire.  The 
present  building  on  State  street  is  in  no  respect  fire-proof.  It  is, 
therefore,  in  constant  danger,  not  only  from  fires  originating  in  the 
Museum  itself,  but  also  in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  and  in  the  Normal 
school,  which  adjoin  it.  The  separate  building  used  for  storing  parts 
of  the  Museum,  being  partly  of  wood,  and  standing  near  the  limits  of 
the  city  fire  department,  is  exposed  to  still  greater  danger.  It  is  pain- 
ful to  think  that  this  great  collection,  the  result  of  almost  fifty  years 
of  exploration  and  study,  and  of  the  State's  enlightened  liberality,  is 
liable  to  perish  in  a  single  night. 

The  trustees  feel  that  this  state  of  things  is  not  worthy  of  this  great 
State.  New  York  took  the  lead  among  M  the  States  in  the  Union  in 
instituting  a  survey  of  her  industrial  resources.  The  reports  of  this 
survey  and  the  system  of  geological  nomenclature  established  by  it  are 
everywhere  received  as  standards.  The  present  State  Museum  is  the 
direct  outgrowth  of  this  survey.  The  typical  specimens,  from  which 
the  illustrations  and  descriptions  for  the  natural  history  of  the  State 
were  made,  are  all  here,  and  for  future  reference  and  stuay  are  invalu- 
able. It  has  grown  to  be  in^  a  genuine  sense  a  State  Museum,  and, 
although  still  showing  manj  unfilled  gaps  and  requiring  continued  ex- 
tension and  improvement,  is  fairly  representative  of  tne  resources  of 
the  State.  The  people  of  the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  that  this 
work  of  providing  a  suitable  Museum,  which  shall  be  accessible  to 
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them  and  their  children,  and  shall  be  a  worthy  monnmeDt  of  their 
generons  expenditures  shall  not  be  impeded  by  the  want  of  adequate 
and  permanent  accommodations. 

The  trustees  in  this  work  have  reached  a  point  where  they  feel  that 
they  are  unable  to  meet  these  just  expectations.  After  having  given 
to  this  subject  the  most  careful  aud  anxious  consideration,  they  re- 
spectfully beg  leave  to  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  take 
measures  at  once  to  provide  a  suitable  building  for  the  Museum.  They 
have  learned  that  at  an  early  day  the  State  officers  now  occupying  the 
State  Hall  will  be  provided  with  rooms  in  the  new  Capitol.  When 
their  removal  takes  place  the  State  Hall  will  become  available  for  other 
State  purposes.  This  building  is  fire-proof,  it  is  ample  in  its  dimensions 
and  in  the  arrangements  of  its  rooms  is  well  adapted  for  the  proper 
preparation,  care  and  exhibition  of  the  State  collections.  The  trustees 
feel  that  no  more  appropriate  use  can  be  found  for  this  building  than 
to  make  it  the  receptable  and  permanent  home  of  the  State  Museum. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  set  forth  the  trustees  earnestly  request 
your  honorable  body  to  authorize  them  from  time  to  time  as  the  rooms 
of  the  State  Hall  may  be  vacated  to  take  possession  of  and  use  the 
same  for  the  purposes  of  the  State  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and 
your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  BOABD  OP  MANAGERS  OP  THE  CATHOLIC  PBO- 

TECTOBY,   BUFFALO,  N.  Y. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  York : 

Gentlemen — The  managers  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Destitute  Roman  Catholic  Children  beg  respectfully  to  submit  to  your 
honorable  bodies  this,  their  fourteenth  annual  report,  for  year  ending 
September  30,  1880.     As  last  year  we  deemed  it  wise  to  incorporate  in 
oar  report  to  the  honorable  Legislature  of  the  State,  a  report  of  a  com- 
mittee of  the  board  of  managers  refuting  certain  charges  and  answer- 
ing certain  objections  made  a^inst  our  institution,  so  likewise  this 
year  we  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  similar  report  reviewing  similar 
allegations,  herewitn  submitted.    It  is  somewhat  painful  to  have  con- 
stantly to  recur  to  these  topics,  and  we  know  it  cannot  t)e  agreeable  to 
your  honorable  bodies,  yet  as  these  things  are  repeated  again  and  again 
by  a  few  individuals,  who  seem  implacable  in  their  hostility  to  our  in- 
stitution, from  sectarian  or  personal  motives,  we  consider  it  only  just 
and  right  to  give  to  honorable  members  of   the  State  Legislature  an 
oppoFtunity  of  seeing  both  sides  of  the  q^uestion.    In  this  report,  and 
in  that  of  our  active  and  faithful  superintendent,  you  will,  I  think, 
find  all  the  information  regarding  the  institution,  which  your  honora- 
ble bodies  can  desire.    Our  institution  is  a  peculiar  one,  and  unique  in 
the  State,  being  not  so  much  a  penal  institution,  as  a  protectory  or 
industrial  school,  to  which  younger  and  less  guilty  boys  are  committed, 
not  so  much  for  punishment  as  reformation  from  incipient  evil  courses, 
and  protection   from  dangerous  occasions  and  vicious  associations, 
abandonment  and  vagrancy.    A  just,  restitutive  and  deterrent  disci- 
pline is  maintained,   constant  and  intelligent  watchfuloess  over  the 
moral  conduct  of  the  children,  and  enforced  application  to  study  and 
labor  in  various  useful  trades  and  suitable   industries  help  to   correct 
idle  and  vicious  habits  and  prepare  for  useful  careers  the  boys  com-

mitted  to  the  custody  of  the  Protectory.  A  spirit  of  self-reliance  and 
self-respect  is  uniformly  inculcated,  and  the  religious  men  and  women 
around  them  in  the  school-room,  in  the  work-shops,  at  their  meals, 
and  during  recreation  hours,  insensibly  exercise  over  them  a  beneficial, 
humanizing  and  elevating  influence,  and  infuse  a  higher  moral,  social 
and  religious  tone,  than  most  of  them  are  accustomed  to  in  the  poor 
and  often  low  and  degrading  surroundings,  in  which,  without  fault 
of  theirs,  through  the  poverty,  intemperance,  and  neglect  of  their  nat- 
ural guardians,  their  lot  has  been  cast.  This  year's  experience  only 
deepens  the  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  just  such  an  institution  as 
ours  for  the  class  of  young  boys  sent  to  it,  and  of  the  manifold  good 
results  which  it  must  bring  to  the  community  if  properly  managed 
from  within,  and  encouraged  and  aided  morally  and  materially  with- 
out.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Catholic  Protectory, 
Buffalo,  N.  v.: 

Gentlemen^ — I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  for  the  information  of 
your  honorable  board  a  statement  ^'  of  the  general  condition  and 
working  of  the  various  industrial  departments  of  the  Protectory,  as 
also  of  the  social  and  intellectual  progress  of  the  boys  committed  to 
our  charge  *'  —  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1880  —  as  by  law 
required. 

The  condition  of  the  institution  may  be  viewed  relatively  to  the  wel- 
fare ^nd  progress  of  its  inmates,  as  also  to  its  financial  status. 

To  insure  the  happiness  and  future  welfare  of  the  class  of  boys  with 
whom  we  have  to  deal,  and  to  restore  to  society  as  good  and  usefnl 
members  those  who  are,  I  may  say^  cast  helpless  and  more  or  less  de- 
moralized on  the  community,  has  often  baffled  the  best  efforts  of  phi- 
lanthropists, and  hence  we  must  not  be  discouraged  if  we  partially  fail 
in  carrying  out  the  details  of  plans  and  theories  which  will  ultimately, 
with  time  and  patience,  be  crowned  with  success.  If  it  embarrasses 
men  surrounded  by  every  thing  that  is  regarded  as  conducive  to  success 
—  men,  who  from  social  position  exercise  a  wide  influence,  and  whose 
suggestions  and  recommendations  the  State,  by  its  Legislature  and 
local  municipal  authorities,  is  ever  ready  to  carry  out  and  put  into  exe- 
cution —  if  it  embarrasses,  I  say,  even  these  men  to  fully  realize  their 
noble  purposes  of  improvement  and  reformation,  should  we  be  expected 
to  accomplish  our  labors  of  love,  in  caring  for,  protecting,  and  by  use- 
ful and  practical  instruction  and  training,  impressing  on  our  little 
proteges  habits  of  industry  which  will  inure  to  their  luture  welfare  and 
happiness,  unless  reasonable  time  and  means  are  afforded  us? 

It  is  easily  perceived  that  this  all-important  duty  cannot  be  accom- 
plished in  a  week,  a  month,  or  even,  sometimes,  in  years,  and  some 
consequently  too  often  expect  as  much  improvement  wrought  in  the 
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morals  of  these  youths  in  the  short  period  of  a  few  months'  time  as 
woald,  in  well-regulated  families  under  parental  influence,  take  years 
to  accomplish.  We  cannot  complain,  under  this  head,  for  we  find 
their  tender  minds  easily  moulded  to  good  ;  but,  alas !  they  cannot  be 
preserved  in  it  after  leaving  the  Protectory,  and  are  only  too  often 
obliged  to  return  to  the  same  haunts  that  first  poisoned  their  minds. 
The  necessity  is  then  obvious  that  children  should  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  Protectory  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  thoroughly  eradi- 
cate from  their  minds  all  sinful  impressions,  and  be  fortified  by  instruc- 
tion and  example  against  falling  into  their  former  evil  ways. 

We  have  much  reason  to  be  pleased  with  the  success  of  our  labors 
80  far,  but  this  work  takes  time  and  requires  resources  if  it  is  to  be  well 
done,  and  what  is  worth  doing  at  all,  is  worth  doing  well.  Gentle- 
men, you  must  be  aware  of  what  vast  difference  there  is  between  a  full 
treasury,  on  which  to  call  at  will,  and  having  only  what  you  can  create 
and  replenish  by  untrained  labor,  and  sometimes  in  spite  of  opposition 
based  on  unworthy,  selfish  motives.  Opposition  of  this  kind  we  have 
occasionally  had  to  contend  with,  but  we  have  no  time  or  inclination 
to  dwell  on  this  subject  now.  We  must  set  the  thought  aside  and 
press  on  in  the  discharge  of  our  dutv  toward  those  little  ones  who  ex- 
pect it  at  our  hands.  In  general  the  boys  are  keen  to  discover  where 
their  true  interest  lies,  and  ready  by  persevering  labor  and  intelligent 
application  to  reach  it.  Many  of  them  on  entering  the  house  can 
neither  read  nor  spell,  yet  by  application  to  their  studies  they  soon 
overcome  this  difficulty,  and  by  putting  in  practice  every  word  of  in- 
struction imparted  by  kind  and  vigilant  teachers  their  bright  and  will- 
ing minds  take  in  whatever  knowledge,  intellectual,  moral  or  mechan- 
ical, is  placed  within  their  reach.  ITie  deep  interest  which  our  school 
commissioner  shows  in  visiting  the  children  during  school  hours,  and 
in  kindly  spending  much  of  his  valuable  time  with  them,  affords  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  progress  they  make  after  coming  to  the  institu- 
tion. 

Aside  from  the  interior  heart  happiness  —  the  Christian  luxury  — 
which  charitable,  kindly  actions  ever  bring,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able 
to  state  that  since  the  inception  of  our  institution,  we  are  much  pleased 
with  the  success  of  its  labors  so  far,  in  which  we  have  been  greatly 
assisted  by  the  kindness  and  sympathy  received  from  an  indulgent 
public  and  the  fidelity  and  generous  spirit  manifested  toward  us  by 
our  civil  officers,  both  local  and  State.  The  children  committed  to  our 
care  seldom  require  any  rigor  shown  them.  They  were  often  strangers 
to  kindness  before  entering  the  Protectory,  so  that  a  kind,  gentle 
treatment  is  duly  appreciated  by  them.  Were  this  not  the  case  we  could 
not  keep  so  many  boys  under  restraint  with  our  limited  accommoda 
tions.  Their  time  is  diversified  by  industry,  recreation,  a  few  hours  in 
school,  and  by  religious  instruction.  We  afford  them  comfortable  and 
clean  sleeping  apartments  and  plenty  of  good  wholesome  food.  The 
day  for  the  boys  is  divided  as  follows  :  In  bed,  eight  hours;  school,  six 
hours;  at  labor,  seven  hours;  recreation,  three  hours;  all  of  which 
system  is  entered  upon  with  much  apparent  satisfaction  on  their  part, 
whilst  it  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  see 
them  enjoy  it. 

Our  industrial  departments  have  been  fairly  remunerative,  consider- 
ing the  difficulties  attending  the  situation,,  and  the  material  well-being 
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of  the  Protectory  is  perhaps  all  that  you  can  expect  under  the  business 
pressure  of  the  times,  and  the  vast  competition  which  we  have  to  con- 
tend with,  in  the  several  markets,  for  the  disposal  of  our  products. 
The!industry  of  the  boys  is  barely  equal  to  any  ordinary  demand  you 
could  make  upon  them,  there  being  about  one-half  of  them  employed 
only  a  few  hours  each  day,  the  other  portion  of  the  time  is  devoted  to 
school  and  recreation,  and  generally,  in  these  departments  when  the 
boys  are  beginning  to  be  really  useful  from  a  financial  standpoint,  they 
are  claimed  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  else  placed  in  positions 
where  they  are  able  to  make  an  honest  livelihood.  But  there  have 
been  a  few  boys  whose  mental  capacity  and  bodily  ailments  would  not 
admit  df  their  being  placed  in  suitable  homes,  but  who  have  now  out- 
grown these  defects,  in  a  great  measure,  and  are  now  placed  in  fami- 
lies, but  who  are  liable  to  become  a  charge  on  the  institution  again. 
Their  places  in  our  workshops  are  filled  by  new  hands  who  have  to  be 
taught ;  thus  we  are  always  working  with  a  large  number  of  beginners. 
Annexed  to  this  report  are  detailed  statements  of  the  woi;kiug  of  each 
department. 

The  statement  of  our  finances,  and  the  sources  from  which  they  are 
derived  and  our  expenditures  are  also  appended  for  your  consideration, 
together  with  a  sheet  giving  a  lucid  exhibit  of  all  the  Protectory  assets 
and  liabilities,  showing  that  the  value  of  the  former  exceeds  the  amount 
of  the  latter  by  918,970.68,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion has  improved,  that  we  have  not  lost  but  gained  in  many  respects, 
and  will  endeavor  to  be  ready  to  avail  ourgelves  of  better  and  more 
prosperous  times. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  has  been  very  good  dur- 
ing the  year,  though  we  had,  during  the  months  of  January  and  Feb- 
ruary, some  cases  of  measles,  but  through  the  mercy  of  Ood,  and  by 
the  close  attention  of  our  physician.  Dr.  F.  Jost,  and  the  faithful 
application  of  his  prescriptions  by  the  devoted  and  zealous  sisters  of 
St.  Joseph,  the  boys  soon  ffot  over  it  safely. 

In  general,  the  success  oi  the  institution  is  all  that  its  most  ardent 
friend  could  expect,  both  as  to  its  moral  and  material  well-being.  I 
feel  under  many  obligations  to  the  friends  of  the  institution,  and  in 
particular  to  the  executive  committee  an  acknowledgment  is  due  for 
the  deep  interest  taken  and  the  assistance  rendered  on  every  possible 
occasion. 

To  many  merchants  and  manufacturers  and  others  of  the  city  and 
elsewhere  we  are  indebted  for  the  courtesy  of  credit  and  manner  and 
time  of  collection. 

lu  conclusion,  I  most  respectfully  and  gratefully  acknowledge  their 
generous  liberality  on  all  occasions. 

On  October  1,  1879,  there  were  in  the  Protectory  135  boys,  and  re- 
ceived during  the  year  48,  making  a  total  during  the  year  of  183  ;  of 
these  33  were  returned  to  parents  or  guardians,  10  left  without  per- 
mission, 1  adopted,  5  transferred  to  other  institutions,  2  sent  out  of 
the  State,  and  3  died  ;  total  dismissed,  54,  leaving  in  the  Protectory 
on  October  1,  1880,  129  boys ;  the  average  during  the  year  is  133. 
Accompanying  this  is  given  in  detail  the  names  of  the  boys  received, 
and  other  information  regarding  their  condition  according  to  the  re- 
quirements of  oar  charter.

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REPORT 

OF  COMMITTEE  OP  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  "  SOCIETY 
FOR  PROTECTION  OF  DESTITUTE  ROMAN  CATHOLIC 
CHILDREN/'    ADOPTED  JANUARY  20,  1881. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Destitute 
Soman  Catholic  Children: 

Gentlemen  —  The  undersigned,  a  comnaittee  appointed  at  the  regu- 
lar annual  meeting  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  at  the  Pro- 
tectory, to  answer  the  many  false  and  injurioi^  allegations  made  against 
you  and  your  institution,  in  a  minority  report  of  committee  of  investi- 
gation, presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Erie  county,  at  its 
last  session,  December  29,  1880,  beg  leave  to  report : 

We  find  that  this  minority  report,  signed  by  C.  C.  Torrance,  J.  H. 
Stoneway,  W.  F.  Pratt,  and  A,  W.Eggert,  was  on  motion  of  Supervisor 
Thorn,  of  East  Hamburg,  adopted,  together  with  the  very  fair  and 
moderate  majority  report  of  the  committee,  and  believing  that  it  does 
great  injustice  to  us  and  the  society  of  which  we  are  the  managers, 
we  fear  that  if  unnoticed  and  its  statements  left  unchallenged  it 
might  mislead  public  opinion,  create  false  impressions  on  the  public 
mind,  and  thereby  diminish  the  usefulness  of  the  Protectory,  and 
weaken  confidence  in  its  honest  and  honorable  management.  Although 
no  one  who  reads  this  report  can  doubt  whose  hand  penned  it,  or 
whose  spirit  inspired  it,  yet,  we  cannot  help  expressing  surprise,  that 
two  of  the  committee  signed  this  as  well  as  the  majority  report,  one  of 
whom,  in  the  course  of  the  investigation,  openly  expressed  his  disgust 
at  the  way  the  chairman  conducted  it,  and  declared  he  would  not  be 
*'a  party  to  any  such  petty  persecution/'  We  must  remind  you  that 
the  managers  were  not  averse  to  the  investigation,  but  on  the  con- 
trary invited  it,  and  though  well  aware  of  Mr.  Torrance's  prejudice 
and  bitter  hostility  to  the  Protectory  and  its  management,  they  ex- 
pressed the  hope  tnat  he  would  be  named  on  the  committee,  and  when 
it  was  feared  that  the  investigation  would  end  in  smoke,  after  the  first 
explosion  of  partisan  bigotry,  and  the  premature  publication  of  a 
report  —  that  was  never  adopted  —  even  before  it  was  presented  to  the 
board,  they  called  a  special  meeting  and  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolvedy  That  Hon.  Wm.  W.  Hammond,  Hon.  Alexander  Brush, 
and  John  G.  Sheehan,  Esq.,  ex-officio  members  of  this  board,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  committee  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  certain  allegations  of  ill  treatment  of  children  committed  to 
this  corporation  ;  that  they  be  authorized  to  request  the  appointment 
of  a.like  committee  for  the  like  purpose  by  the  board  of  supervisors; 
that  they  have  the  power  to  act  co-jointly  with  such  committee  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  and  in  event  of  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  said 
board  to  appoint  such  committee,  then,  they  are  hereby  further  in- 
Btmcted  separately  to  investigate  the  said  allegations,  and  all  other  acts 
aod  things  affecting  the  management  of  the  asylum  or  house  of  deten- 
tion of  this  corporation,  and  to  make  report  therein  at  the  earliest 
practicable  moment 
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The  board  of  supervisors  at  first  favored  a  resolution  to  appoint  a 
joint  committee,  but  subsequently  rescinding  the  same,  named  a  com- 
mittee of  seven  of  its  own  members,  headed  by  the  supervisor  of  the 
town  of  Collins.  This  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  managers,  only 
seeing  the  undisguised  hostility  of  some  of  the  committee,  the  superin- 
tendent was  authorized  to  employ  counsel  to  attend  to  the  interests  of 
the  society  during  the  investigation,  a  thing,  which*  under  ordinary 
circumstances  would  never  have  been  thought  of.  We  wish  here  to 
tender  our  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Titus,  who  in  the  unavoida- 
ble absence  of  Hon.  L.  L.  Lewis,  the  oflScial  legal  adviser  of  the  society, 
kindly  consented  to  act  in  that  capacity  for  the  board  of  managers, 
and  ably  and  faithfully  defended  them  in  what  was  no  longer  a  fair 
and  impartial  invcstigati^^n,  but  a  real  determined  prosecution.  The 
whole  county  was  scoured  for  witnesses,  personally  hostile  to  the 
superintendent,  or  supposed  to  have  some  grievance  or  old  standing 
grudge  against  the  institution  ;  employees  dismissed  for  cause,  who 
had  openly  threatened  vengeance,  and  eagerly  seized  the  occasion  to 
vent  their  spleen  and  throw  dirt  at  those  wno  tried  to  raise  them  from 
the  low  state  into  which  they  had  fallen,  socially  and  financially. 
The  committee  *'  appointed  to  examine  into  the  treatment,  education, 
and  condition  of  the  children  in  the  institution,"  bring  to  the  witness 
stand  boys  who  for  as  much  as  five  and  more  years  had  not  been 
within  its  walls,  and  could  not  have  known  any  thing  of  its  manage- 
ment in  that  time>  and  what  appears  most  unworthy  in  our  eyes,  some 
of  these  testify  on  oath  that  presents  had  been  promised  them  for 
appearing  against  the  institution,  by  one  whose  official  relations  with 
this  and  other  charitable  institutions  should  be  a  bar  to  any  attempt 
to  injure  or  defame  those  who  had  ever  treated  her  with  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  due  to  a  lady  holding,  as  an  employee  of  the  coanty, 
a  position  of  trust  and  confidence.  Such  being  the  character  of  the 
witnesses,  such  the  conspiring  efforts  made  to  secure  testimony  on  the 
part  of  the  prosecution,  and  M  the  evidence  manipulated  and  brought 
out  by  the  subtle  questioning  and  cross-questioning  of  an  experienced 
ex-district  attorney,  we  think  the  Protectory  and  its  management 
ought  to  be  congratulated  ;  for  in  our  opinion  the  evidence  adduced 
and  lengthily  spread  before  the  public  by  the  daily  press,  and  so  in- 
dustriously circulated,  whenever  deemed  clamaging  to  the  institution, 
over  the  country  by  country  newspapers,  fully  sustains  the  high  char- 
acter of  the  institution  ;  for  most  undoubtedly,  if  there  was  any  thing 
radically  wrong  in  the  treatment  of  the  children  or  seriously  damag- 
ing to  the  character  of  the  Protectory,  its  superintendent,  or  its  mana- 
gers, an  investigation  conducted  as  this  was  would  have  brought  it  to 
light.  Hence  we  were  quite  willing  there  to  rest  our  case  and  leave 
to  the  judgment  of  a  discriminating  and  intelligent  public  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  management  of  our  Limestone  Hill  Protectory.  .  Yet, 
as  this  minority  report  has  pilloried  us,  the  managers  of  the  Protectory, 
belbre  the  public,  as  inflicting  a  cruel  wrong  on  little  ''innocent 
children,"  keeping  them  imprisoned  for  sake  of  the  profits  derived 
from  their  labor,  and  '' setting  ot^r  pecuniary  interests  over  against 
the  liberty  of  the  boys,"  of  which  thei-e  is  no  shadow  of  proof  in  the 
evidence  taken,  we  deem  it  wise,  not  so  much  in  self-justification,  ae 
out  of  a  decent  regard  for  the  opinions  and  good-will  of  a  commanity 
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that  has  ever  treated  ourselves  with  kindness,  and  looked  with  kindly 
and  approving  eyes  on  the  good  work  we  were  doing  for  this  most 
abandoned  and  exposed  class  of  children,  to  take  up  and  review  the 
principal  charges  brought  against  us  by  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee in  his  minority  report.     To  begin  then  with 

The  most  Grievous  Chan^ges 

made  against  the  managers,  on  which  the  charges  are  again  and  again 
rung  throughout  the  lengthy  report :  They  are  "  interested  in  the 
labor  and  continued  imprisonment  of  these  boys  ;"  *^  those,  who  have 
the  boys  in  confinement,  may  keep  them  within  the  walls  of  the  insti- 
tution just  as  long  as  they  please ; "  and  '^  during  all  the  time  they 
are  thus  detained,  whatever  profits  are  derived  from  such  labor,  are 
received  by  those  who  restrain  them  of  their  liberty."  Now  who 
are  the  criminal  managers  of  this  institution,  whose  arbitrary  will 
keeps  those  innocent  boys  in  prison,  restrained  of  their  liberty  to  suit 
their  pleasure,  and  who  in  the  meantime  profit  of  their  labor,  which, 
in  time,  becomes  skilled  labor,  and  therefore  all  the  more  profitable? 
The  mayor  and  comptroller  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  the  county  judge 
of  Erie  county,  are  ex-officio  members  of  the  board  of  managers.  But 
surely  these  gentlemen  will  not  be  suspected  of  all  the  gross  injustice, 
and  criminal  conspiracy  against  the  personal  liberty  of  "innocent,  in- 
experienced children,"  and  the  greed  of  filthy  lucre,  rtiore  than  insinu- 
ated in  the  report  signed  by  four  of  our  county  supervisors  and 
adopted  and,  therefore,  presumably  indorsed  by  our  honorable  board 
of  supervisors.  No,  certainly  not.  Then  the  guilty  ones  must  be  the 
fifteen  Catholic  gentlemen  who  gratuitously  give  their  services  and 
devote  their  time,  their  labor  and  their  means,  to  build  up  and  man- 
age this  Catholic  Protectory,  and  care  for  its  unfortunate  inmates. 
Yet  the  community  in  which  we,  or,  at  least,  the  most  of  us  are 
known,  did  not  suppose,  until  the  revelation  was  made  by  the  honora- 
ble supervisor  of  Collins,  that  we  were  such  arrant  hypocrites,  such 
unfeeling  tyrants,  under  the  mask  of  charity  and  benevolence,  batten- 
ing on  the  sweat  and  labor  of  poor  little  children,  whom  we  cruelly 
restrain  of  their  liberty,  and  keep  in  confinement  at  hard  labor,  that 
we  "  may  profit  of  their  labor."  Still  it  must  be  so  since  "  the  under- 
signed (those  signing  the  minority  report),  believe  that

\B  9k  liberal!!  estimate  of  the  cost  of  boarding  and  keeping  the  boys 
in  the  institution,  as  they  have  been  boarded  and  kept,  and  since  the 
corporation  receives  this  amount  from  the  county,  it  is  clear  that  the 
above  table  (showing  the  average  weekly  value  of  boys'  services,  from 
testimony  of  former  paid  employees),  exhibits  the  weekly  value  of  boys 
to  the  institution."  Truly  then  we,  the  managers,  or  our  institution 
must  be  growing  rich  fast,  since  we  are  amply,  nay,  liberally  paid  by 
the  county  at  a,per  capita  allowance  of  one  dollar  per  week  for  keeping 
boys,  who  are  so  soon  and  so  easily  turned  into  skilled  laborers  earning 
remunerative  wages.  We  will  not  stop  to  dispute  the  wages,  or  the 
▼alne  of  the  boy?  services,  or  to  ask  the  committee  what  proportion 
of  the  children  are  thus  employed,  nor  do  we  wish  to  deny  that  our 
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design  and  hopes  are  to  make  the  indnstries  introduced  yield  a  fair 
return  for  the  boys'  labor,  and  we  hope  that  this  thoughtful  minority 
report  will  induce  some  business  firm,  eager  for  a  paying  investment 
of  surplus  capital,  to  make  a  contract  with  the  institution  for  the 
labor  of  those  boys  for  one  year,  and  find  machinery  and  material  and 
skilled  overseers,  and  salesmen  and  markets  and  collectors.  We  will 
readily  agree  to  throw  off  one  hundred  per  centum  of  the  estimated 
value  of  the  boys'  services.  Here  then  is  a  rare  chance  for  some 
shrewd  capitalist,  especially  as  he  can  probably  engage  some  of  those 
"  experienced  witnesses,"  now  out  of  employment,  who  formerly 
worked  in  the  Protectory,  and  are  consequently  in  a  condition  to 
utilize  the  knowledge  and  experience  there  acquired. 

But  do  the  **  undersigned  (of  the  minority  report),   really  believe 
that  one  dollar  a  week  is 


A  Liberal  Estimate 

of  the  cost  of  boarding  and  keeping  "  the  inmates  of  the  Protectory  ? 
On  what  data  do  they  ground  this  belief  ?  Have  they  ever  seriously 
examined  what  it  does  cost  to  board,  Jothe,  keep  and  care  for  a  boy 
per  week  ?  The  State  Board  of  Clarities  in  their  thirteenth  annual 
repoit,  p.  28,  say  :  *'  The  average  annual  expenditure  for  each  person 
in  the  care  of  those  institutions  (orphan  asylums  and  homes  for  the 
friendless)  for  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1879,  was  $110.38,  or  $2.12 
per  week."  The  expenditure  in  the  Erie  county  poor-house,  over 
and  above  the  earnings  of  paupers  for  the  support  of  each  person,  was 
per  year  $100.63,  per  week  $1.94.  See  same  report,  table  12,  p.  65. 
The" lowest  allowance  per  week  for  the  keeping  of  State  paupers  in  the 
several  State  alms-houses  was  $2.  Table  30,  p.  106.  The  lowest  aver- 
age weekly  cost  of  keeping  a  person  in  State  reformatories  in  the  year 
1879  was  $1.80,  in  the  New  York  house  of  refuge  ;  the  next  lowest  was 
in  the  Western  house  of  refuge,  Of  Rochester,  $2.72,  Same  report, 
table  6,  p.  57.  From  this  then  we  may  be  able  to  judge  how  liberal  is 
the  estimate  of  the  gentlemen  for  all  the  expenditures  actually  made 
and  absolutely  needed  for  the  wards  and  juvenile  delinquents  of  Erie 
county  in  our  Protectory.  But  let  us  look  at  this  matter  from  an- 
other point  of  view,  in  order  to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  how  far 
07ie  dollar  a  week  would  go  in  other  than  charitable  institutions  to- 
ward meeting  the  expenses  of  such  an  establishment.  For  althoucrh 
we,  the  managers,  may  not  be  growing  very  rich  on  the  spoils  of  the 
Protectory,  and  the  position  of  manager  of  the  Society  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  Destitute  Boman  Catholic  Children  is  not  very  lucrative,  the 
committee  of  investigation  evidently  suspect  that  our  superintendents 
and  other  officials,  our  religious  matrons  and  their  sister  assistants  at 
Limestone  Hill,  if  not  actually  rolling  in  luxury,  have  very  snug  and 
enviable  berths,  and  good  fat  salaries  paid  out  of  the  county's  one  dol- 
lar a  week.  Well,  we  have  one  superintendent  at  a  salary  say  of  $1,200 
per  annum,  one  assistant  superintendent  at  $800,  a  competent  book- 
keeper and  general  accountant  at  a  yearly  salary  say  ot  $400,  with 
board  and  lodging,  and  allowing  $600  yearly  for  other  four  men  need- 
ful for  work  around  the  institution,  and  with  the  boys  day  and  night, 
we  have  the  sum  total  of  $3,000,  for  salaries  and  wages  of   male  em- 
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ployes.  Then,  to  say  nothing  of  three  teachers,  who  are  supposed  to 
be  provided  for  by  the  school  commissioners,  we  employ  in  the  institu- 
tion eleven  religious  ladies  as  matrons  and  assistants  in  the  different 
departments  of  the  house,  in  the  kitchen,  laundry,  dining  room,  dormi- 
tories, bakery  and  tailoring  department.  Some  or  these  would  command 
a  high  salary,  and  we  could  not  offer  less  than  an  average  of  $200  per  an- 
num to  each,  making  a  sum  of  $2,200,  and  making  a  total  of  salaries  and 
wages  of  employes  of  $5,200,  which  we  think  no  one  will  regard  as  ex- 
travagant, especially  if  compared  with  other  State  and  county  estab- 
lishments as  we  find  them  given  in  various  reports.  We  find  more- 
over on  examining  these  reports  that  the  salaries  and  wages  are,  on  an 
average,  somewhat  more  than  twenty-five  per  centum  on  one-quarter  of 
the  whole  amount  of  expenditure,  and  hence  at  the  same  ratio  our 
total  expenditure  would  be  about  $20,000.  Now  we  received  this  year 
for  the  board,  keeping  and  clothing  of  the  children  who  are  the  wards 
of  the  county,  the  grand  total  of  $6,397.85,  from  which,  deducting 
salaries,  etc.,  $5,200,  would  leave  us  just  $197.85,  on  which  to  support, 
to  feed  and  clothe  the  children  for  one  year,  and  the  difference  between 
$5,397.85,  the  sum  actually  received,  and  $20,000,  is  approximately 
the  sum  saved  to  the  tax  payers  by  its]present  tnanagement.  Is  it  not 
then  beyond  controversy  that  unless  those  in  charge  of  the  institution 
and  devoting  their  lives  to  the  care  of  these  children  were  laboring  for 
the  love  of  &od  and  sweet  charity's  sake,  the  children  could  not  be 
kept  for  the  per  capita  allowance  of  one  dollar  per  week?  This  calcu- 
lation takes  no  note  of  buildings  erected  and  necessary  repairs  and  im- 
provements made,  so  that  it  must  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  any  sensi- 
ble man  who  gives  the  subject  a  moment's  thought,  how  the  institu- 
tion can  live  on  the  liberal  allowance  of  one  dollar  a  week  for  each 
child.  In  this  connection  then  we  hesitate  not  to  say  that,  as  the  State 
is  expending  large  sums  in  building,  furnishing  and  equipping  reform- 
atories and  houses  of  refuge  for  juvenile  delinquents,  we  have  a  strong 
and  just  claim  to  such  appropriations  as  are  needed  to  improve  ana 
enlarge  our  buildings  and  equip  the  same.     But  to  return  to  our  re- 

Eort ;  we  here  most  solemnly  declare  that  never  was  any  boy  detained, 
ept  in  confinement  or  restrained  of  his  liberty,  with  a  view  to  the 
profit  of  his  labor  or  in  consideration  of  the  value  of  his  services  to  the 
mstitution.  We  then  denounce  it  as  an  outrage  and  slander  to  insin- 
uate, as  the  minority  report  does  without  the  snadow  of  a  proof,  that 
"  the  pecuniary  interests  of  those  having  the  boys  in  confinement  are 
set  over  against  the  liberty  of  the  boys,"  that  the  boys  are  kept  im- 
prisonedy  because  of  the  profit  of  their  labor  to  those  having  them  in 
charge,  and  that  ^' their  liberation  from  imprisonment  depends  on  a 
set  01  nien  interested  in  their  labor  and  in  their  continued  imprison- 
ment." Again  we  surely  cannot  be  required  to  vindicate  the  action  of 
our  State  Legislature  against  such  complimentary  strictures  as  these, 
that  "  the  law  is  more  jealous  of  the  rights  of  property  in  a  cow  or  a 
ho^,  than  this  particular  statute — made  tot  this  institution— is  of  the 
right  of  liberty  in  a  boy  innocent  of  any  crime  whatever  but  found  in 
the  street  in  circumstances  of  want  and  suffering  or  neglect/'  We 
will  however  cite  at  length  section  8  of  act  incorporating  our 
society^  passed  April  25th,  1864,  which  in  garbled  form  the  report 
quotes : 
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"  Whenever  any  child  of  Roman  Catholic  parentage,  above  the  age 
of  seven  and  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  shall  be  brought  up  by 
any  constable  or  policeman,  before  any  magistrate  or  police  justice, 
upon  the  allegation  that  such  child  was  found  in  any  way,  street,  high- 
way, or  public  phice,  in  the  circumstances  of  want  and  sufferinsT*  or 
abandonment,  exposure  or  neglect,  or  begging,  or  shall  be  arrested  and 
brought  up  as  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  relating  to  vagrants  and  disorderly  persons,  and  it  shall  be 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  magistrate  or  police  justice,  by  com- 
petent testimony,  that  the  said  child  is  embraced  within  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  and  it  shall  further  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
magistrate  or  police  justice,  by  competent  testimony,  or  by  the  exami- 
nation of  the  child,  that  by  reason  of  the  neglect  or  vicious  habits  of 
the  parents  or  other  lawful  guardians  of  such  child,  that  it  is  a  proper 
object  'for  the  care  of  this  association,  such '  magistrate  or  police  jus- 
tice, instead  of  sending  or  committing  such  child  to  the  jail,  peniten- 
tiary, poor-house  or  alms-house,  or  such  other  place,  if  any,  as  provi- 
ded by  law  may,  in  his  discretion,  by  warrant  or  order  in  writing,  un- 
der his  hand,  commit  such  child  to  this  corporation,  to  be  and  remain 
under  its  care  and  control  until  therefrom  discharged,  in  manner  pro- 
vided by  law." 

In  section  5  of  same  act,  it  is  enacted :  "  Children  of  Roman  Cath- 
olic parentage  between  the  age  of  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  may 
be  committed  from  the  city  of  Buffalo,  to  the  care  of  such  corporation, 
as  idle,  truant,  vicious,  homeless  or  vagrant  children,  by  the  order  or 
judgment  of  any  magistrate  or  police  justice  of  the  county  of  Erie  em- 
powered by  law  to  make  committal  of  children  for  any  such  cause." 
If  this  **  snows  that  lees  formality  is  required  in  committing  an  inno- 
cent boy  to  this  institution  for  years,  than  is  required  by  other  laws  to 
take  up  or  dispose  of  cattle  or  swine  running  at  large  in  the  highway," 
our  honorable  legislators  are  responsible  for  it,  not  we  ;  and  if  the  tes- 
timony of  some  of  the  witnesses,  that  thev  were  innocent,  arrested  and 
committed  without  cause,  be  true,  then  let  magistrates  and  police  jus- 
tices be  held  responsible,  we  only  take  and  hold  those  legally  commit- 
ted to  us,  and  do.  by  charity,  kindness,  mild  yet  firmly  enforced,  disci- 
pline, and  moral  training,  all  we  possibly  can  to  make  them  good  citi- 
zens and  members  of  a  Christian  family  and  law-abiding  community, 
and  we  have  never  yet  refused  an  application  for  the  release  of  a  child, 
or  for  the  transfer  of  a  boy  to  a  home,  when  we  were  satisfied  that  the 
boy  would  be  taken  care  of,  and  not  exposed  to  run  the  streets  a?ain 
as  a  vicious  vagrant,  and  thus  become  disorderly,  lawless  or  criminal. 
It  is  indeed  true  that  the  managers  have  the  authority  of  law  to  retain 
under  their  care  and  control  the  children  thus  committed  to  them 
until  tfiey  deem  it  expedient  and  for  the  real  good  of  the  child  to  be 
released,  or  **  until  released  by  authority  of  law,"  the  law  in  the  case 
of  this  institution  as  in  the  case  of  all  similar  reformatory  institutions 
giving  discretionary  powers  to  the  managers,  and  wisely,  in  our  opin- 
ion, giving  considerable  latitude  to  the  prudence  and  judgment  of 
those  to  whose  care  the  children  are  committed,  not  so  much  for  pun- 
ishment as  for  reformation  and  protection.  Whether  wisely  or  not, 
however,  must  be  determined  by  others,  and  we  will  certainly  make 
no  objection  to  have  a  limit  fixed  by  law  beyond  which  children  shoald 
not  be  restrained  of  their  liberty.    It  would  save  us  a  world  of  trouble 
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and  vexatious  applications  from  yicioas  and  unworthy  parents.  It  is 
not  true,  however,  but  it  is  wholly  false,  that  **  parents  may  commit 
their  children  to  be  maintained  at  the  county's  expense,  for  a  certain 
time.''  It  is  not  true,,  but  grossly  false  that,  ''Thus  dissolute 
parents  desiring  to  get  rid  of  supporting,  it  may  be,  a  good 
child,  are  at  liberty  to  put  the  child  in  this  reformatory  with 
criminals  for  a  certain  length  of  time  and  have  the  county  support  it. 
When  the  child  becomes  useful  they  obtain  its  discharge  for  their  ben- 
efit" This  is  one  of  the  crying  "  evils  in  the  statutes  producing  evil 
results,"  and  it  is  wholly  without  foundation.  Parents  have  some- 
times placed  their  children  under  our  care,  but  never  at  the  expense 
of  the  county,  and  no  child  can  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
county  when  properly  committed.  Parents  may  pernaps  have  in- 
tractable and  vicious  children  whom  they  cannot  control,  committed  by 
the  magistrate,  as  officers  of  the  compulsory  education  law  may  have  ob- 
stinate and  incorrigible  truant  children  committed  by  process  of  law, 
but  in  neither  case  are  they  committed  for  a  certain  time,  or  simply  to  get 
rid  of  supporting  them,  and  then  procure  their  release  when  the  child 
becomes  useful.  Children  committed  to  our  care  are  committed,  as 
one  of  our  managers  may  have  bluffly  answered  to  some  of  the  discour- 
teous questions  of  the  prosecuting  chairman  of  the  committee,  '^  to  be 
retained  until  the  managers  were  ready  to  let  them  go;"  that  is,  they 
are  never  let  go  until  in  the  mature,  well-considered  judgment  of  the 
managers,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  child  to  go,  and  in  that  case,  we 
again  repeat,  he  is  always  released. 

Another  '*  evil  and  very  unfortunate  result"  we  are  told,  arises  from 
the  fact  that  no  discrimination,  so  far  as  associating  together  day  after 
day,  is  made  between  boys  actually  guilty  of  no  moral  offense  what- 
ever and  vagrants  and  criminals  convicted  of  crime.  Now  this  evil 
is  more  apparent  than  real,  and  the  fact  is,  that  in  the  mind  of  those 
who  know  the  institution  and  its  true  character,  such  as  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Charities,  it  is  one  of  the  most  commendable  features 
of  our  institution  and  one  of  its  highest  advantages,  that  it  saves  the 
class  of  young  and  comparatively  innocent  boys  from  contact  and 
dangerous  association  with  the  hardened,  criminal  class.  Sometimes, 
indeed,  though  rarely,  boys  have  been  sent  to  us,  who  should  have  been 
sent  elsewhere,  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  get  rid  of  such  boys,  by 
having  them  transferred  to  houses  of  refuge  or  larger  reformatories, 
and  sometimes,  we  confess,  this  class  of  boys  have  been  kept  too  long, 
.in  deference  perhaps  to  the  wishes  of  relatives  and  friends  and  in 
hopes  of  reclaiming  them,  and,  on  this  account,  occasionally  a  little 
harsh  treatment  and  somewhat  severe  punishment  had  to  be  meted  out, 
but  in  general  the  class  of  boys  in  our  Protectory  are  such  as  the 
statute  describes  as  vicious,  truant,  vagrant  and  disorderly  boys,  those 
who  from  exposure  on  the  streets  without  parental  control,  or  through 
suffering,  want  and  abandonment  have  contracted  vicious  habits,  have 
linrown  untractable,  or  have  fallen  into  the  crime  of  petty  larceny. 
They, are  not  what  the  report  would  make  them,  either  criminals, 
in  the  worst  sense  of  the  word,  or  innocent  lads,  wrongfully  com- 
mitted. In  facfthose  characterized  in  the  report  as  criminals,  committed 
for  petty  larceny  and  vagrancy,  are  oftentimes  really  innocent,  com- 
pared with  your  vicious,  cunning,  little  scamps,  who,  according  to 
themselves,  are  arrested  without  cause,  having  done  nothing  to  deserve 
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confinement.     It  is,  moreover,  these  really  vicious,  lyin^  and  artful 
boys,  who,  oftenest  outside  the  institution,  lead  otherwise  good  and 
innocent  children  into  acts  of  petty  theft  and  violation  of  law;  and 
in  the  institution  they  foment  disorder,  get  up  intrigues,  and  some- 
times,  by  their  open  insubordination  and  disregard  for  authority, 
necessitate  measures  of  repression  and  chastisement     There  is,  then, 
no  great  harm,  we  sincerely  believe,  resulting  to  any  class  of  boys  in 
our  Protectory,  from  associating  with  others.     Of  course,   there  is 
always  some  danger  of  contamination  from  an  immoral  association, 
but  that  danger  exists  In  the  best  regulated  societies,  even  in  first- 
class  colleges  and  academies,  and  this  danger  can  be  averted,  and  these 
bad  results  of  evil  communication  hindered  only  by  constant  vigilance 
and  judicious  surveillance,  on  the  part  of  those  in  charge  of  youth,  and 
this  watchfulness  and  anxious  surveillance  over  those  most  in   need, 
and  most  exposed,  amounting  to  a  real  moral  discrimination  between 
the  different  classes  of  boys  m  the  Protectory,  are  found  there,  and 
constitute  the  chief  care  and  solicitude  of  tne  priests  and  the  good 
religious  ladies  in  charge.     But,  now  again,  '^  the  result,  the  most  to 
be  deplored,  of    niacins  innocent  boys  in  this  reformatory,    indis- 
criminately with  the  guilty,  is,  that  it  practically  deprives  them  of  the 
opportunity  of  ever  being  placed  in  homes.''    We  may,  1  think,  dis- 
miss this  reference  to  intiocent  boys ;  we  think  we  have  sufficiently 
exposed  this  misleading  insinuation.    The  gentleman  seems  entirely 
to  mistake  the  nature  of  the  institution  which  he  is  commissioned  to 
investigate.     '^  The  undersigned  believe  that  a  home  is  what  each  of 
these  guiltless  boys  most  need."    We  believe  the  same  and  most  une- 
quivocally indorse  the  sentiment,  and  not  only  the  guiltless,  bnt  the 
guilty  also  need  a  home,  for  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  want  of  a 
home  has  made  them  guilty,  and  to  make  them  fit  for  a  home  is  the 
work  of  our  institution.     '^  If  the  home  be  a  good  one  the  placing  him 
in  it  is  the  best  benefit  and  blessing  which  can  be  conferred  upon  the 
child,  not  only  for  the  time  being  but  for  its  whole  future.*'     We 
repeat  these  words  of  the  report  only  to  approve  them  and  proclaim 
them  the  expression  of  our  own  deepest  convictions.     We  would  never 
gather  orphan  children  into  asylums,  could  we  find  good  homes  for 
them,  nor  vicious,  disorderly  boys  into  reformatories  were  they  amena- 
ble to  the  restraints  and  subordination  implied  by  the  very  name  of  home. 
"  The  result  therefore  of  placing  innocent  boys  with  the  guilty  in  this 
reformatory  is  to  inflict  a  great  and  almost  irreparable  injury  upon 
them  by  depriving  them  of  the  happiness,  comfort,  education,  lasting 
advantages  and  moral  developments  which  home  life  affords."     How 
all  this  is  mere  buncombe,  an  attempt  to  throw  dust  in  the  people's 
eyes,  false  assumptions,  illogical  conclusions,  and  all  fade  away  before 
a  single  breath  of  truth  and  sincerity.     Innocent  children  are  "not  sent 
to  the  reformatory,  and  our  magistrates  and  police  justices  do  not 
inflict   this  great  and  almost  irreparable  wrong  on  innocent   boys. 
Again,  '^  families  do  not  care  to  get  boys  to  adopt  out  of  this  reforma- 
tory."    This  is  in  general  true  and  what  we  have  said  all  along ;  **  and 
thus  it  happens  that  but  few  boys  from  this  institution  are  placed  in 
homes."    Grant  this  to  be  true  in  its  fullest  extent  and  what  becomes 
of  the  grave  charges  so  often  made  against  the  Protectory,  that  it 
keeps  boys  out  of  homes  from  sectarian  motives,  which  is  in  this  report 
again  insinuated  :  ^^  when  a  good  home  is  found  willing  to  adopt  a 
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boy  *  *  *  mere  sectarianism  should  not  be  permitted  to  prevail 
against  the  boy,  and  continue  him  a  charge  on  the  tax  payers  and  in 
prison."  But  it  is  not  unqualifiedly  true;  and  why,  may  we  not  ask, 
did  this  report  pass  over  the  fact  brought  out  in  the  evidence  before 
the  invesjiiffating  committee,  that,  dunng  the  year  ending  October  1, 
1880,  fifty-four  boys  were  discharged  from  the  institution,  of  whom 
sixteen  were  placed  in  respectable  private  families,  as  the  majority 
report  assures  us  ?  Can  any  other  institution  charged  with  the  wards 
of  the  county  show  a  better  record  ?  Besides,  although  families  wish- 
ing to  adopt  children  do  not  generally  come  to  the  Protectory  to  seek 
them,  because  to  the  asylums  and  not  to  the  Protectory  innocent 
children,  such  as  good  families  like  to  select,  are  sent,  yet  we  know 
that  back  to  their  own  homes,  to  gladden  the  hearts  of  their  parents, 
have  many  boys  returned  from  Limestone  Hill  Protectory,  improved 
in  morals,  trained  to  industry,  saved  from  bad  company,  corrected  of 
bad  habits,  and  taught  to  appreciate  the  blessings  and  comforts  of  home 
and  the  advantages  of  education.  Did  we  seek  publicity  for  our  good 
works  we  could  fill  up  flaming  head-lines,  saved  from  crime  —  rescued 
from  pauperism  —  reformed  from  vice  —  restored  to  society,  parents 
and  home  —  with  a  long  list  of  names  running  through  years,  since 
the  foundation  of  this  Protectory  by  good  Bishop  Timon  and  his  co- 
incorporators.  But  even  the  character  of  these  gentlemen  so  revered 
and  above  reproach^  this  minority  report  attempts  to  smirch,  as  well  as 
our  own.  Under  the  sensational  caption :  '*  Who  is  responsible  ?  " 
they  say:  "But  it  may  pertinently  be  asked,  who  originated,  applied 
for  and  procured  these  enactments  ?  was  it  not  the  originators  them- 
selves of  this  institution  ?"  Who  are  they,  who  have  been  satisfied 
with  placing  entirely  innocent  but  unfortunate  boys,  committed  to 
Ihm protection,  in  prison  with  the  guilty  and  criminal  class  and  keep- 
ing them  there  for  years  ?  "  We  might  if  necessary  strengthen  what 
the  majority  report  publishes  —  but  which  the  supervisor  from,  Collins 
entirely  ignores : — "  Some  of  the  boys,  after  being  discharged  from  the 
reformatory,  have  continued  to  work  in  the  shops  and  receive  pay  as 
other  workmen,  and  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  parents,  or  save 
their  earnings ;  others  have  left  the  shops  to  obtain  employment  else- 
where ;"  by  citing  the  verbal  and  written  thanks  of  very  many  now 
earning  an  honorable  livelihood,  who  were  once  inmates  of  our  Pro- 
tectory. But  it  would  be  especially  touching  to  rehearse  the  expres- 
sions of  the  deep  and  lively  gratituae  of  many  happy  mothers,  with  all 
the  effusions  of  loving  mothers'  hearts,  pouring  blessings  on  the  insti- 
tution and  its  managers,  because  it  alone  saved  their  boys  from  being 
sent  to  some  penal  institution  or  house  of  correction,  where  they  would 
have  to  stay  until  of  age.  What  in  comparison  to  this  is  the  confine- 
ment of  four  years,  which  this  unjust  and  misleading  report  says,  was 
the  average  term  of  the  witnesses  examined,  who  are  still  inmates  of 
the  institution.  But  why  should  an  impartial  committee  take  the 
average  term  of  confinement  of  these  few,  rather  than  the  average  of 
all  in  the  Protectory  ?  Were  they  unwilling  to  let  the  public  know 
that  the  average  duration  of  confinement  of  all  the  children  of  Erie 
county,  within  the  Protectory,  was  exactly  two  years,  two  months, 
and  twenty-eight  days?  Another  point  made  against  us,  and  our  in- 
stitution, in  this  minority  report,  is 
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some  boys  have  been  kept  a  bii,rden  on  the  tax  payers,  and  "de- 
barred from  participating  in  any  of  the  entertaining  enjoyments 
of  home  life."  By  giving  the  names  of  ten  boys  with  their  respective 
terms  of  confinement,  the  public  is  led  to  understand  that  ail  these 
boys  are  actually  at  the  Protectory,  and  an  expense  on  the  county, 
when  in  fact,  such  is  not  the  case,  some  having  been  released  upwards 
of  a  year  previously,  some  placed  in  homes,  having  been  returned  by 
parties  unwilling  to  keep  them,  and  none  of  them  a  charge  to  the 
county  when  this  report  was  made  to  the  board  of  supervisors.  As 
Peter  Fossett  is  one  of  these  ten  boys,  we  ought,  perhaps,  to  explain  to 
the  public,  that  at  any  time  within  the  last  seven  years  his  friends  could 
have  obtained  his  release,  by  showing  that  he  had  a  decent  home  to 
go  to,  yet  his  friends  and  all  those  wno  now  so  suddenly  exhibit  their 
zeal  and  charity  in  his  behalf  left  him  on  our  hands  and  the  county's 
charity,  until  they  supposed  that  his  release  by  the  courts  would  injure 
the  Protectory.  We  refused  the  last  application  made,  pending  the 
investigation,  as  we  expressly  told  those  making  it,  simply  because 
pending  this  investigation,  we  did  not  want  to  appear  anxious  to  get 
rid  of  one  of  the  principal  witnesses  of  the  prosecuting  chairman,  nor 
did  we  care  to  shirk  our  responsibilities  for  his  detention.  He  certainly 
is  not,  nor  has  he  ever  been,  a  subject  whose  detention  could  brinff 
honor  or  profit  to  the  institution.  And  here  your  committee  would 
most  respectfully  recommend  the  board  of  managers  to  release  him  to 
those  now  Willi  tig  to  take  care  of  him,  as  soon  as  consistently  they 
can.  But  how  shall  we  characterize  the  following  declarations  of  the 
report,  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  :  "  The  committee 
were  unable  to  ascertain  any  reason  why  any  of  these  boys  were  im- 
prisoned for  such  a  length  of  time;"  and  "we  consider  it  a  mon- 
strous wrong,  that  boys  guilty  only  of  being  in  circumstances  of  want 
and  suffering,  or  neglect,  can  be  arrested  and  committed  to  any  insti- 
tution like  this  reformatory  *  *  *  and  only  permitted  to  depart 
when  interested  managers  may  think  it  proper  to  discharge  them." 
Now  the  chairman  knew,  when  he  penned  those  lines,  for  he  was 
personally  informed  by  our  superintendent,  and  even  informed  as  far 
back  as  last  year,  when  he  made  this  same  objection,  about  some  of 
these  same  boys,  that  many  of  these  boys  were  kept  so  long  in  the 
Protectory,  against  the  wish  of  the  managers  and  superintendent, 
because  they  would  be  kept  nowhere  else,  and  were  unfit  to  become 
inmates  of  any  respectable  family,  and  they  have  actually  been 
returned  from  homes  to  which  they  have  been  sent  on  trial ;  he 
knew,  for  he  was  told,  that  from  our  Protectory,  many  of  them  could 
only  go  to  the  poor-house,  on  account  of  mental  and  physical  infirmi- 
ties, mostly  congenital,  but  aggravated  by  want,  suffering  and  neglect, 
and  that  the  overseer  of  the  poor  when  applied  to  said  :  "  Let  them 
stay  where  they  are,  they  are  better  off  than  at  the  county  house,  and 
they  cost  the  county  less."  Why  does  he  then  say,  that  "  the  com- 
mittee cannot  ascertain  any  reason  why  any  of  these  boys  are  so  long 
imprisoned  ?  "  Why  does  he  charge  us  interested  managers  with  the 
monstrotis  wrong  of  bearing  with  these  poor  outcasts  of  society,  with 
more  thaii  a  mother's  care,  in  spite  of  their  filthy  and  disgusting 
habits  ?    Why  will  he  force  us  to  parade  this  unpleasant  subject  before 
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the  public,  and  thus  seem  to  reflect  on  poor  children,  who  have  often 
been  more  sinned  against  than  sinning,  especially  after  some  of  them, 
by  kind  care,  and  judicious  medical  treatment  and  advancing  years, 
have  grown  out  of  what  was  itself  an  impassable  bar  to  those  enjoy- 
ments of  home  life,  of  which  he  affects  so  often  to  speak. 

Again  this  report  says, — and,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  on  motion  of 
the  chairman  of  the  committee,  the  board  of  supervisors  passed  a  reso- 
lution to  the  same  effect, — '*  We  condemn  the  statute  which  allows 
boys  under  ten  years  of  age  to  be  sent  to  this  reformatory."  Whither, 
then,  shall  boys  under  ten  years  of  age,  guilty  of  petty  thefts  and  dis- 
orderly conduct,  be  sent  ?  What  is  to  become  of  those  young  preco- 
cious tramps  and  vagrants,  who  are  growing  up  through  neglect  and 
abandonment  in  the  lanes  and  purlieus  of  the  city,  the  pests  of  the 
community,  early  learning  to  prey  upon  society,  when  arrested  and 
brought  before  the  police  court?  not  surely  to  our  orphan  asylums,  to 
associate  with  and  contaminate  the  innocent  lads  who  there  find  a 
temporary  refuge.  The  honorai)le  supervisor  of  Collins  could  not  coun- 
sel that.  Must  they  be  committed  to  the  Rochester  house  of  retuge, 
until  they  attain  their  majority  ?  That  could  hardly  meet  his  appro- 
val, after  all  he  has  said  about  the  crime  of  imprisoning  boys  at  nard 
labor  for  such  a  length  of  time,  for  small  faults.  Does  the  chairman's 
prejudice  blind  him  to  the  fact  that  wise  and  benevolent  citizens,  true 
philanthropists,  are  counseling  and  establishing  in  Europe,  as  well  as 
here  in  our  own  country,  just  such  institutions  as  ours,  to  meet  just 
such  wants  ?  Such  are  the  industrial  schools  in  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland.  In  this  sense,  too,  does  Dr.  Anderson  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  speak  in  his  paper  on  "  Labor  in  the  Institutions  for  the 
Dependent  classes"  (Twetfth  Annual  Report,  pp.  264-5).  ''In  all 
the  institutions  of  the  State,  designed  for  the  care  and  reform  of  child- 
ren, and  the  younger  class  of  criminals,  the  importance  of  systematic 
labor  has,  for  many  years,  been  recognized  and  acted  on.  Among  the 
sprest  safeguards  which  unfortunate  children  can  have,  against  falling 
into  vicious  courses,  when  they  leave  these  institutions,  is  the  knowl- 
edge of  some  trade,  and  the  habit,  thoroughly  formed,  of  constant 
ana  uniform  labor."  As  to  the  education  imparted  in  the  Protectory, 
the  testimony  of  School  Commissioner  Abbott,  which  the  majority  re- 
port gives  at  length,  but  which  the  minority  would  not,  of  course, 
notice,  shows  it  to  be  all  that  could  be  reached  in  the  circumstances, 
taking  into  account  the  nature  of  the  institution  and  the  character  of 
the  children.  And  as  to  pujiishment,  the  fact  that  he  had  to  go  back 
years  to  find  any  thing  having  the  appearance  of  undue  severity,  and 
that  the  boys  in  general  owned  that  they  deserved  all  they  got,  speaks 
volumes  in  favor  of  the  treatment  of  the  children  ;  and  the  closing 
words  of  the  report :  ''  l^he  sisters  are  kind  to  the  unfortunate  lads  kept 
in  the  institution,  and  nurse  and  take  good  care  of  them  in  sickness," 
sufficiently  refute  his  assertion  about  tne  wrongs  and  cruelties  perpe- 
trated on  the  boys  in  the  institution.  This,  together  with  the  avowal 
in  the  beginning  of  the  report  that  ''  the  buildings  are  reasonably 
commodious  and  warm,  and,  on  the  previously  announced  visit  of 
inspection,  were  found  in  a  condition  of  scrupulous  and  commendable 
neatness,"  to  some  extent  atones  for  the  bitter,  unscrupulous  hostility 
to  the  institution  and  its  management  running  through  the  report,  and 
this  species  of  compensation  perhaps  it  was^  which  induced  two  of  the 
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honorable  supervisors  to  sign  the  minority  report  together  with  that  of 
the  majority.  But  in  our  eyes  it  is  in  no  way  an  amende  honorable  for 
outrages  offered  to  an  institution  which  deserves  well  of  the  community 
and  has  been  most  highly  con[iplimented  both  by  State  and  county 
officials.  Nor  does  it  atone  for  gratuitous  insults  offered  to  us  its 
managers.  We  are  not  insensible  to  wrongs  nor  indifferent  to  public 
opinion.  We  desire  the  sympathy,  the  co-operation  and  support  of 
our  fellow  citizens.  The  work  in  which  wfe  are  engaged  in  protecting 
and  reclaiming  the  most  abandoned  and  most  destitute  class  of  child- 
ren is  one  that  naturally  enlists  the  sympathy  and  good-will  of  all  good 
men,  irrespective  of  creed  or  party,  and  our  Protectory  has  hitherto 
met  general  approval  and  received  unstinted  praise  from  disinterested 
and  intelligent  men  and  women,  who  have  visited  it  and  examined  it, 
its  management  and  its  workings,  as  official  experts.  Feeling  then  that 
we  are  doing  a  good  work,  a  most  Christian  work,  in  the  highest  in- 
terest of  society  and  morality,  we  do  not  believe  the  good  people  of 
Buffalo  and  of  Erie  county  will  encourage  the  petty  persecution  to 
which  we  have  been  subjected,  nor  do  we  believe  the  honorable  board 
of  supervisors  of  Erie  county  will  allow  themselves  to  be  swayed  by 
sectarian  prejudices  or  the  personal  enmities  of  a  few  of  its  membei*s. 

All  which,  with  an  apology  for  the  length  of  a  report  forced  to 
meet  so  many  false  and  misleading  statements  made  against  the  insti- 
tution and  its  managers,  is  respectfully

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Assembly : 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  respectfully  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly  of  April  16-,  1880,  of  wh'ich  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  copy : 

Wh&reaSy  It  appears  fi'om  the  report  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York  that  the  city  of  N'ew  York  pays  annually  the  enormous 
sum  of  $996,740  lor  special  contributions  to  private  charitable  insti- 
tutions, which  expenditure  is  made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  acts 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  from  time  to  time,  and  it  also  appears 
that  a  further  sum  of  $306,000  is  distributed  among  such  institutions 
from  the  excise  funds  of  said  city  ;  and 

Whereas,  An  additional  sum  of  more  than  $1,300,000  is  paid  by  said 
city  for  the  support  of  its  public  charitable  institutions,  making  a 
total  expenditure  for  charities  in  New  York  city  of  about  $2,000,000 
per  annum;  and 

Whereas,  The  appropriations  first  above  referred  to  vary  greatly  in 
amount  and  in  rate  per  capita  to  the  several*  institutions,  and  are 
made  upon  no  systematic  or  correct  principles  or  plan  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in  this 
distribution  of  public  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and  that 
other  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from  partici- 
pation in  such  distribution  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  large  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  purposes 
is  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  city  of  New  York,  and  it  seems  proper  that 
some  limit  should  be  put  on  such  amount  of  such  expenditure,  that 
some  rule  should  be  laid  down  to  govern  future  appropriations,  and 
that  the  distribution  should  be  regulated  upon  some  fixed  principle 
and  in  some  more  intelligent  manner  than  at  present;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  impossible  for  the  Assembly  at  this  last  stage  of  the 
session  to  make  a  careful  and  intelligent  investigation  of  the  subject; 
DOW,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Charities  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
requested  and  instructed  to  examine  into  the  whole  question  of  the 
appropriations  aforesaid,  their  proprieties,  the  proper  amount  of  dis- 
tribution and  limitation,  and  that  they  report  the  result  of  their  in- 
yestigation,  with  their  recommendations  upon  the  subject,  to  the 
Assembly  of  1881. 

In  compliance  with  which  resolution  the  Board  begs  to  report: 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  May  11,  1880,  the  resolution  was 
taken  np,  and  after  mature  consideration  referred  to  a  committee  of 
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the  Board,  composed  of  the  New  York  members,  for  examination  and 
report. 

Thia  committee  presented  its  report  upon  the  subject  to  the  Board 
at  its  meeting  January  11,  1881,  which,  after  being  read  and  fully  con- 
sidered, was  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  is  hereto  appended 
in  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly.

The  following  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Assembly  of  1880,  defines 
and  limits  the  scope  of  the  report,  which  we  present  to  you  in  accord- 
ance with  your  instructions : 

**  WhereaSy  It  appears,  from  the  report  of  the  comptroller  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  that  the  city  of  New  York  pays  annually  the 
enormous  sum  of  1996,740  for  special  contributions  to  private  chari- 
table institutions,  which  expenditure  is  made  under  and  by  virtue  of

Whereas^  The  appropriations,  first  above  referred  to,  vary  greatly 
in  amount,  and  in  rate^^r  capita  to  the  several  institutions,  and  are 
made  upon  no  systematic  or  correct  principles  or  plan;  and 

WhereOrS,  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in 
this  distribution  of  public  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and 
that  other  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from 
participation  in  such  distribution ;  and 

Whereas,  The  large  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  pur-

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Charities  be,  and  the^  are, 
hereby  requested  and  instructed  to  examine  into  the  whole  question  of 
the  appropriations  aforesaid,  their  proprieties,  the  proper  amount  of 
distribution  and  limitation,  and  that  they  report  me  result  of  their 
investigation,  with  their  recommendations  upon  the  subject,  to  the 
Assembly  of  1881." 

The  subject  referred  by  the  foregoing  resolution  of  the  Assembly  of 
1880  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  by  them  committed  to  the

commissioners  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  investigation,  is  one  of 
mnch  importance,  and  it  would  be  so  were  the  sum  to  be  expended 
fixed  by  law,  so  that  it  could  never  exceed  the  present  amount. 

The  fact,  however,  that  there  is  no  limit  oeyond  which  the  sum 
spent  from  the  public  funds  of  New  York  city  for  the  support  of  the 
delinquent  and  depeudent  part  of  the  community  may  not  be  increased, 
makes  the  subject  on^  of  very  CTeat  moment,  while  the  alarming  and 
disproportionate  rate  at  which  this  sum  has  increased,  as  compared  with 
the  increase  of  the  population  during  the  past  thirty  years,  renders  it 
imperative  that  the  people  of  the  city  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
should  fully  understand  the  facts  of  the  past  and  present,  and  the 
dangers  of  the  future. 

The  following  table,  compiled  from  figures  furnished  by  the  comp- 
troller of  the  citj^of  New  York,  especially  when  compared  with  those 
which  follow,  presents  an  array  of  facts  very  interesting  to  the  tax 
payer  and  to  the  philanthropist,  and  more  so  when  it  is  remembered 
that  not  one  cent  of  this  money  has  been  given  voluntarily  in  charity, 
every  dollar  having  been  raised  by  taxation  or  paid  in  license  fees  :

In  the  city  of  New  York  there  are  eight  classes  of  what  are  called 
*' charitable  institutions/'  which  receive  money  from  the  public  funds: 

First.  Those  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction,  which  on  December  31,  1879,  contained 
8,466  inmates,  and  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  which  for  the 
year  1880  was  about  $800,000.  This  includes  all  expenses  of  main- 
tenance, salaries,  wages  and  repairs.  The  appropriation  for  additional 
buildings  was,  besides,  $164,200. 

The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the  city,  have  full 
control  and  authority  to  appropriate  such  sums  for  these  institntions 
as  seem  to  them  necessary,  and  as  a  rule  a  sum  less  than  that  asked 
for  by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  and  less 
than  is  really  necessary,  is  appropriated. 
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The  institutions  are  as  follows:

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  besides 
maintaining  the  above  institutions  during  the  year  1880,  gave  out 
137,000  in  coal  to  the  "  out-door  poor,"  120,000  to  the  adult  blind,  and 
supported  children  in  various  institufcions  at  a  cost  of  $19,025.72. 

The  payment  to  the  blind  is  made  yearly  under  a  special  statute  to 
about  five  hundred  different  persons. 

Second.  Thirteen  institutions  which  receive  from  the  public  funds, 
in  accordance  with  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  a  per  capita  allow- 
ance for  each  inmate  admitted,  sufficient,  or  more  than  sufficient,  to 
entirely  support  such  inmate  and  pay  every  expense  of  maintenance, 
clothing,  wages,  etc.,  incurred  by  tne  institution  in  his  behalf. 

There  is  no  check  put  upon  the  growth  of  the  majority  of  these  in- 
stitutions, and  in  this  direction  they  combine  the  disadvantages  of 
both  public  and  private  charities,  the  recipients  of  their  benefits 
having  on  the  one  hand  no  such  sense  of  degradation  as  often  deters 
persons  from  seeking  relief  in  a  public  institution,  and  the  managers, 
on  the  other,  having  no  consideration  of  economy  to  force  them  to 
scrutinize  with  severity  the  claims  of  each  applicant.  On  the  contrary, 
the  per  capita  allowance  may  serve  as  an  incentive  to  increase  the  size 
of  the  institution,  because  a  larger  number  of  persons  can  be  much 
more  cheaply  maintained  in  proportion  than  a  smaller,  and  thus  an 
allowance  which  might  be  insufficient  for  a  few  may  be  rendered 
ample  by  simply  adding  to  the  number  of  inmates,  and  the  tempta- 
tion to  be  lax  in  regard  to  admissions  becomes  almost  overpowering. 
The  admissions  to  most  of  these  institutions  depend  solely  on  the  will 
of  the  managers,  and  there  is  no  power  that  can  control  them,  except 
the  Legislature  itself.  For  every  person  admitted  the^cr  capita  allow- 
ance is  to  be  paid. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  in  connection  with  thik  class  of  charities,  that 
there  are  four  distinct  kinds  of  institutions  included  in  it. 

a  —  Those  that  care  for  mothers  and  infants,  as : 
The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 
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The  Foundling  Asylum.- 

The  N.  Y.'  Infant  Asylum. 

The  Infirmary  for  Women 'and  Children. 

b  — Those  that  care  for  older  children^  as : 

The  N.  Y.  Catholic  Protectory. 

The  N.  Y.  Juvenile  Asylum. 

The  Union  Home  and  School. 

The  Hebrew  Benejolent  Orphan  Asylum  Society. 

The  Children's  Fold. 

c  —  Those  that  take  charge  of  fallen  girls,  as : 
The  P.  E.  House  of  Mercy. 
The  R.  C.  House  of  the  (iood  Shepherd. 
The  Magdalen  Benevolent  Society. 

d  —  The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

Although  tblese  institutions  can  be  thus  distinctly  divided,  the  per 
capita  allowance  is  not  identical  in  the  case  of  all  those  having  the 
same  objects  and  expenses,  as  appears  by  the  following  table  taken 
from  the  final  estimate  for  1880,  published  in  the  City  Record :

Any  measure  which  seeks  to  regulate  the  distribution  of  the  public 
money  for  charitable  purposes,  "in  a  more  intelligent  manner  than 
at  present,'*  must  equalize  the  amounts  paid  to  each  institution  per- 
forming the  same  work,  and  must  grade  the  amounts  according  to  the 
expenses  of  each  class  of  institutions.  The  following  table,  compiled 
from  reports*  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  by  the  respective 
societies  in  1880  and  1881,  shows  how  materially  the  allowances  might 
be  diminished  without  crippling  the  action  of  the  institutions.  The 
most  important  comparison  is  that  between  the  amounts  received  from 
the  city,  etc.,  and  those  spent  on  *' maintenance,"  which  includes  all 
expenses  for  salaries  of  officers,  wages  and  labor,  provisions  and  sup- 
plies, clothing,  fuel  and  light,  medicines  and  medical  supplies,  beds 
and  bedding,  and  ordinary  repairs  (rent  and  interest  on  capital  not 
inclnded). 

*  NofTB.— The  reports  cover  the  years  ending  respeotlvely  September  80,  1879,  and  Sep- 
tember 30. 1880.  Under  receipts,  the  beadine  **From  Indivldiials,**  etc.,  includes  from 
Individuals  for  the  support  of  inmates,  from  donations  and  voluntary  contributions,  from 
interest  and  dividends  on  investments,  from  loans  and  all  other  sources.  The  heading 
*"  Prom  the  state,**  etc..  Includes  sums  received  from  the  State,  from  the  Board  of  Kdu- 
cattoD,  from  appropriations  by  boards  of  supervisors  and  appropriations  by  cities.  Under 
the  head  of  expenditures  ''  Maintenance,"  includes  salaries  of  officers,  wages  and  labor, 
provi«iooH  and  supolies,  clothing,  fuel  and  lights,  medicines  and  medical  supplies,  furni- 
ture, beds  and  bedding  and  ordinary  repairs  (rent  not  included).

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Another  point  to  be  observed  in  regard  to  these  institutions^  and 
one  which  requires  regulating,  is  the  age  at  which  children  may  be  re- 
ceived and  to  which  they  may  be  kept,  as  for  instance  the  foundling 
asylum  and  infant  asylum  may  keep  their  wards  until  18  years  of  age, 
thus  converting  those  institutions  into  homes  for  children  and  even  wr 
persons  almost  adult,  the  per  capita  allowance  being  continued  at  the 
same  rate  during  the  whole  period  from  infancy  to  the  time  of  dis- 
charge. There  is  no  reason  why  each  class  of  institutions  should  not 
be  confined  to  the  spepial  work  for  which  it  was  designed,  and  the 
limit  of  age,  without  being  too  narrow,  should  be  a  reasonable  one. 
The  Catholic  Protectory  and  the  New  York  Juvenile  Asylum  (to  take 
two  other  instances)  which  are  at  present  actually  reformatory  schools 
and  are  doing  valuable  work  as  such,  should  noi  receive  children 
under  eight  years  of  age  —  these  last  can  be  provided  for  in  other  in- 
stitutions at  cheaper  rates. 

In  the  Catholic  Protectory  among  the  children  received  from  Octo- 
ber Ist,  1878,  to  October  Ist,  1880, 5^39  were  8  years  old  or  under, 
while  at  the  Juvenile  Asylum  225  received  during  the  years  1879  and 
1880  were  8  years  old  and  under. 

The  financial  reports  of  most  of  the  institutions  receiving  a  per 
capita  allowance  as  given  in  their  published  annual  reports  are  ex- 
tremely deficient  The  Nursery  and*  Child's  Hospital,  the  Roman 
Catholic  ^otectory  and  the  Hebrew  Benevolent  Orphan  Asylum 
Society  only,  making  full  and  satisfactory  reports. 

In  a  letter  dated  March  19th,  1880,  written  by  the  Comptroller  of 
the  eity  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  cities  of  the  Assembly, 
occur  the  following  sentences: 

(At  the  request  of  the  Governor)  "  I  stated  the  facts  in  regard  to 
mandatory  laws  providing  for  the  payment  of  a  per  capita  allowance 
to  charitable  institutions,  showing  how  rapidly,  within  a  few  years 
past  the  total  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  the  city  for  this  purpose  had 
risen  from  less  than  $150,000  to  nearly  11,000,000  per  annum. 

The  total  appropriations  for  1879  were  insufficient  and  the  deficien- 
cies amount  to  158,963.56,  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  meet  in  some 
way  under  the  authority  of  the  laws  providing  for  the  payment  by  the 
city  of  e^per  capita  allowance  to  charitable  institutions.  Unless  some 
check  is  put  upon  legislation  of  this  kind  hardly  anj  limit  can  be  set 
to  the  increase  of  taxation  to  provide  for  charitable  institutions/' 

To  remedy,  so  far  as  possible  at  this  time;the  evils  pointed  out  in 
relation  to  the  institutions  in  class  2,  we  suggest  the  following  changes 
and  modifications  of  the  present  system  : 

1.  That  the  appropriations  be  made  for  the  numbel*  of  inmates  in 
each  institution  the  year  previous  to  the  one  for  which  the  allowance 
ia  made,  and  not  for  an  estimated  number  as  at  present. 

2.  That  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  the  New  York  Found- 
ling^  Asylum,  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  New  York  Infirmary 
for  Women  and  Children,  should  each  receive  : 

For  every  woman  waiting  confinement,  43  cents  a  day,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  two  months ;  for  every  confinement,  ^5 ;  for  every  needy 
mother  nursing  her  own  child,  48  cents  a  day;  for  every  child  under 
five  years,  not  nursed  by  its  own  mother,  38  cents  a  aay ;  for  every 
child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eight  years,  28  cents  a  day. 
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That  the  Children's  Fold  of  the  City  of  New  York,,  the  Hebrew 
Benevolent  and  Orphan  Asylum  Society,  should  each  receive: 

For  children  between  five  and  twelve  years,  28  cents  a  day. 

That  the  New  York  Catholic  Protectory  ;  the  New  York  Juvenile 
Asylum,  should  each  receive : 

For  children  between  eight  and  sixteen  years,  28  cents  a  day. 

That  the  Protestant  Episcopal  House  of  Mercy,  the  Roman  Catholic 
House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  New  York  Magdalen  Benevolent 
Society,  should  each  receive  : 

For  girls  between  fourteen  and  twenty-one  years,  admitted  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  28  cents  a  day. 

That  the  Society  for  the  Belief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  should 
receive : 

For  each  patient,  41  cents  a  day. 

That  the  Union  Home  and  School  for  Children  of  our  Volunteers, 
should  receive  : 

For  every  inmate  admitted  in  accordance  with  law,  28  cents  per 
day,  which  allowance  should  not  be  continued  after  January  1,  1883, 
tor  the  reason  that  this  institution  has  already  fulfilled  the  object  of 
its  organization. 

3.  That  the  name  of  eacft  inmate  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Protectory, 
the  New  York  Juvenile  Asylum,  the  Children's  Fold  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  the  Hebrew  Orphan  Asylum  and  the  Union, Home  and 
School  for  Children  of  our  Volunteers,  should  be  published  in  the 
annual  report  of  each  society,  respectively. 

4.  That  every  institution  receiving  a  per  capita  allowance  from  the 
city,  should  make  an  annual  report  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment, such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  board,  which  report  shall 
be  published  in  the  Cittf  Record, 

6.  That  the  accounts  of  all  institutions  receiving  a  per  capita  allow- 
ance  from  the  city  should  be  open  to  the  examination  of  an  officer  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  at  any  time,  and  should  be  examined  by  officers 
appointed  by  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  at  least  once  each 
year,  the  results  of  such  examination  to  be  published  in  the  City  Record. 

6.  That  the  funds  of  all  institutions  receiving  a  per  capita  allowance 
from  the  city  should  be  deposited  in  some  bank  to  be  approved  by  the 
comptroller. 

7.  That  no  payment  should,  at  any  time,  be  made  for  any  inmate 
received  after  the  adoption  of  these  rules  into  any  institution  before 
the  age  specified  as  the  age  of  admission.    . 

8.  That  the,  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  should  appoint 
officers  to  exam'ine,  once  each  year,  the  cases  of  all  children  admitted 
into  institutions  receiving  a  per  capita  allowance  from  the  city,  and  to 
collect  monthly  payments  from  the  parents  or  friends  for  board  of  such 
children. 

9.  That  no  person  acting  as  a  manager  or  director  of  any  society 
receiving  a  per  capita  allowance  from  the  city  should  hold  any  other 
office  in  such  institution,  or  receive  any  payment  or  emolument  from 
such  institution. 

10.  That  no  institution  should  receive  any  payment  from  tbe  city 
treasury  in  accordance  with  the  above  recommendations,  except  for 
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SiTSons  who  are  legally  entitled  to  relief  from  the  city  and  county  of 
ew  York. 

11.  That  the  recommendations  of  this  report,  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  payments  to  be  made  to  the  varions  societies,  should  not  be  enforced 
until  January  1,  1882. 

The  proposed  schedule  of  the  per  capita  allowances  to  be  granted  to 
the  different  institutions  mentioned  above  is  suggested  as  a  fair  and 
liberal  one  to  those  institutions.  A  greater  reduction  at  first  mi^ht  be 
criticised  as  abrupt,  and  as  subjecting  the  institutions  to  the  incon- 
veniences of  a  change  for  which  they  were  not  prepared. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  this  scnedule  can  be  properly  and  advan- 
tageously revised  in  the  future,  with  a  view  to  a  still  greater  reduction 
in  the  allowances,  without  any  detriment  to,  the  institutions  them- 
selves, or  to  the  general  interests  of  the  charities  they  represent. 

Third.  Three  societies:  The  Children's  Aid  Society,  the  American 
Female  Guardian  Society,  the  Shepherd's  Fold,  receiving  each  a  fixed 
snm  per  annum,  secured  to  them  by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  as 
follows : 

Children's  Aid  Society,  $70,000.

American  Female  Guardian  Society  and  Home  for  the  Friendless, 
$25,000.

The  Children's  Aid  Society  maintains  five  lodging-houses  for  boys, 
one  for  girls,  twenty-one  industrial  schools,  thirteen  night  schools^  a 
home  for  sick  children  and  a  sick  children's  mission ;  while  the  Ameri- 
can Female  Guardian  Society  supports,  besides  the  Home  for  the 
Friendless,  eleven  industrial  schools  and  a  summer  home  for  sick 
children.  For  the  industrial  schools  of  both  societies  an  allowance  of 
SIO  per  annum,  for  each  pupil,  is  received  from  the  board  of  educa- 
tion. The  children  who  attend  are  supposed  not  to  be  fit  subjects  for 
the  public  schools,  and  they  receive,  each  day,  either  a  lunch  or  din- 
ner at  the  school. 

The  history  of  the  Shepherd's  Fold,  and  its  founder,  is  an  instructive 
one  for  the  public,  for  philanthropists  and  for  the  Legislature. 

In  1871  Mr.  Cowley  obtained  the  passage  of  a  law  giving  $5,000  from 
the  city  funds  to  the  Shepherd's  Fold,  an  institution  established  by 
him  for  the  care  of  destitute  children,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of 
a  board  of  trustees.  Some  difficulty  ensuing  with  this  board,  Mr.  Cow- 
ley and  his  wife  were  forced  to  leave  the  institution,  which  soon  ceased 
active  operations;  while  they  established  a  second  ** charity"  called 
*'the  Children's  Fold,"  for  the  benefit  of  which  Mr.  Cowley,  in  1874, 
obtained  the  passage  of  a  law  granting  i2  per  week  per  capita  for  each 

*  This  expenditure  includes  the  support  of  the  eleven  Industrial  Schools,  and  of  the 
Summer  Home  of  this  society  and  all  other  work  outside  *^Tbe  Home  for  the  Friend- 
leas.'* 
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inmate,  from  the  city  funds.  The  history  of  this  institution  for  the 
next  three  years  is  best  told  \)j  a  circular,  issued  by  four  of  its  trustees 
in  June^  1877,  from  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

'*  Statement. 

"Practically  the  Children's  Fold  was  managed  by  a  corporation 
dual,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley,  no  meeting  of  the  trustees  having  been 
held  for  two  years  or  more^  and  no  election  or  provision  for  election 
being  made.  When,  at  length,  attention  was  called  to  the  improper 
management  of  the  institution  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  the 
trustees  became  convinced  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley  were  unfit  to 
have  charge  of  any  institution  for  children.  Various  members  of  the 
board,  ana  among  them  Mr.  Cowley,  requested  Dr.  Peters  to  allow 
himself  to  be  elected  trustee,  in  the  belief  that  his  experience  in  the 
management  of  charitable  institutions,  and  the  confidence  of  the  pub- 
lic in  his  managbm^nt,  would  avail  to  restore  the  Fold  to  usefulness 
and  enable  it  to  enlarge  its  work.  In  order  to  preserve  the  institution* 
it  became  imperatively  necessaiy  that  Mr.  Cowley  should  be  removed, 
both  from  the  position  of  superintendent  and  president,  which  was 
done. 

**  The  insulting  manner  in  which  Mr.  Cowley  had  treated  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees  made  it  impossible  for  the  board  to  work  har- 
moniously. 

"  He  was  not  removed  from  his  position  of  trustee,  nevertheless, 
until  he  had  made,  through  his  brother,  a  proposition  to  retire  alto- 
gether, upon  condition  that  the  board  should  pay  him  for  the  years 
during  which  he  had  acted  as  superintendent,  together  with  the  ex- 
penses of  a  trip  made  by  him'  to  Europe,  and  also  what  he  considered 
the  money  value  of  the  charter  or  laws  passed  by  the  Legislature  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fold.'' 

Shortly  after  the  events  here  described,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley  hired 
a  house  and  opened  it  as  "  The  Shepherd's  Fold,"  applying  to  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  for  the  payment  due  to  that  institution,  under  chap- 
ter 269,  Laws  of  1871,  which  the  comptroller  refused,  on  the  ground 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley  were  not  the  society  named  in  the  law,  and 
thereupon  a  suit  was  brought  by  the  latter  to  recover  the  amount 
(916,000)  claimed,  bein^  the  allowaace  for  three  years.  Before  the 
decision  was  rendered,  the  institution  was  complained  of  to  the  society 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children ;  Mr.  Cowley  was  prosecuted 
by  that  society,  was  convicted  of  cruelty  and  willful  neglect  of  chil- 
dren, and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  and 
a  fine  of  $250. 

The  points  to  be  noticed  in  this  recital  are : 

1.  The  ease  with  which  a  man,  seeking  only  his  own  benefit,  and 
quite  unfit  to  have  charge  of  children,  obtained  the  passage  of  laws 
granting  him  city  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  two  separate  institu- 
tions. 

2.  The  culpable  carelessness  of  the  gentlemen  he  persuaded  to  act  as 
trustees,  and  lend  their  names  and  influence  to  his  objects. 

We  recommend  that  chapter  269,  Laws  of  1871,  granting  public  aid 
to  the  Shepherd's  Fold,  be   repealed  in  such  manner  as  to  render  it 
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impossible  for  any  person  to  make  a  claim  on  the  city  for  payment 
to  that  institution  of  any  farther  sums  of  money.  The  amount  of  the 
claim  at  present  is  9*25,000. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Children's  Aid  Society  and  the  Ameri- 
can Female  Guardian  Society  be  required  to  make  annual  reports  to 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  which  shall  be  published 
in  the  Oity  Record, 

Fourth.  Two  institutions,  the  Society  for  Befriending  Children 
and  Young  Girls,  and  the  Five  Points  House  of  Industry. 

These  receive  a  j[?er  ca^iYa  allowance  for  each  inmate  of  one  dollar 
per  week,  a  sum  not  sufficient  to  support  the  inmates  without  private 
contributions,  or  the  labor  of  the  inmates,  and  consequentlv  not  liable 
to  cause  an  increase  in  the  size  of  the  institutions  beyond  tne  needs  of  • 
the  public. 

This  seems  to  be  the  right  principle  upon  which  aid  from  the  city 
should  be  given  to  charities  managed  by  private  persons ;  these  latter 
give  their  time  and  labor,  and  do  a  great  service  to  the  community,  by 
caring  for  persons  who  might  otherwise  become  a  public  charge. 
Having  established  an  institution,  and  proved  it  to  be  useful,  and 
secured  a  measure  of  support  from  private  benevolence,  it  is  but  just 
that  the  public  at  large  should  contribute  a  share  to  the  maintenance 
of  a  charity  which  does  them  a  real  service. 

Thus  all  the  legitimate  advantages  of  public  aid  are  received  and  the 
dangers  of  the  system  as  heretofore  in  force  in  this  city  are  avoided. 

The  laws  granting  the  per  capita  allowance  to  these  two  societies 
were  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1880. 

Their  annual  reports  for  the  past  two  years  show  the  following  facts :

Fifth.  Thirteen  institutions  of  different  religious  denominations, 
receiving  payment  from  the  city  for  children  committed  by  the  police 
and  civil  justices  of  the  city  unaer  the  authority  of  the  act,  entitled  **An 
act  relative  to  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  New 
York  and  the  Police  and  Criminal  Courts  of  said  city/*  approved 
January  23,  1833,  and  of  chapter  404,  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  support,  treatment  and  care  of  pauper,  desti- 
tute and  delinquent  children,"  and  of  chapter  868,  Laws  of  1873. 

Most  of  these  institutions  have  either  been  established  since  the  pass- 
age of  the  law  forbidding  the  sending  of  any  child  between  the  ages 
of  two  and  sixteen  years  to  any  county  alms-house  or  poor-house,  or 
have  greatly  increased  in  numbers  since  that  time. 

This  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  has  paid  from  the  excise  fund  t2  a  week  for  each 
child  committed  to  these  institutions. 

The  following  taWes  give  the  financial  condition  for  the  two  years 
ending  September  30,  1880,  as  well  as  the  movement  of  the  population 
of  these  thirteen  institutions. 
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As  has  already  been  stated  the  institutions  of  class  5  are  paid  by  the 
city  for  inmates  committed  by  the  courts.  The  fact  that  the  com- 
mitments have  been  made  by  justices,  officers  presumably  iii^ependent 
in  their  action,  has,  of  course,  been  somewhat  of  a  safeguard  against 
the  admission  of  persons  having  no  claim  on  public  charity,  bat 
unfortunately  has  not  proved  sufficient  and,  as  appears  from  the  tablea 
given  above,  these  institutions  have  increased  in  numbers  and  cost  at 
an  alarming  rate. 

In  order  to  study  the  commitments  for  a  certain  period  thoroughly, 
we  caused  copies  to  be  made  of  the  records  of  the  district  courts  for  the 
months  of  January,  February  and  March,  1880,  an  analysis  of  which 
records  gives  the  following  results  : 

The  whole  number  committed  was  663  :  of  these — 

243  were  committed  as  destitute  ; 

176  as  vagrant  (some  of  these  children  of  two  years) ; 

122  as  juvenile  delinquents  ; 
17  for  truancy ; 
6  for  disorderly  conduct

474  were  committed  to^Gatholic  institutions. 
67  were  committed  to  Protestant  institutions. 
22  were  committed  to  Hebrew  institutions.

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.We  have  caused  148  of  the  563  cases  committed  by  police  justices 
to  be  inquired  into  as  thoroughly  as  the  limited  funds  at  our  disposal, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  investigation,  would  allow,  with  the  following 
results  :     ^ 

In  eight  cases  there  was  no  such  number  found  as  the  one  given  by 
the  parent.  In  twenty-nine  cases,  the  parent  could  neither  be  found 
nor  heaixl  of  at  the  address  given.  Forty  parents  were  reported  "as 
able  to  support  children,"  and  the  remaining  seventy-one  were  reported 
either  as  habitual  drunkards,  or  as  too  poor  to  support  children,  or 
both. 

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  the  present  machinery  at 
the  control  of  the  police  justices  of  the  city  is  not  such  as  enables 
them  to  obtain  sufficient  information  to  guide  them  in  making  com- 
mitments to  institutions,  and  that,  in  consequence,  both  the  city  treiisury 
and  the  moral  character  of  the  people  suffer  injury. 

Fortunately  the  justices  themselves  became  convinced  of  the  danger- 
ous tendency  of  these  indiscriminate  commitments,  and  almost  all  have, 
since  March,  1880,  adopted  the  system  of  requiring  that  the  circum- 
stances of  the  children  presented  for  commitment  shall  be  inquired 
into  by  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  which 
is  said  to  have  resulted  in  a  much  more  cautious  policy  and  one  much 
more  conducive  to  the  moral  and  financial  welfare  of  the  city  than 
that  heretofore  practiced.  The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  has  kindly  furnished  us  with  >  paper  giving  special  cases 
investigated  by  them,  which  we  present  in  the  appendix  of  this  report, 
stating  briefly,  that  it  shows  that  the  cases  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  children  inquired  into  by  them  were  found  to  be  unsuitable,  for 
various  reasons,  for  commitments  to  a  New  York  city  institution,  while 
nevertheless,  twenty- four  of  these  cases  were  subsequently  committed 
by  justices  of  other  courts  than  those  upon  whose  request  the  inquiry 
and  report  was  made. 

The  system  adopted  by  the  justices  in  self-defense,  and  to  assist 
them  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  is  likely  to  be  effective  so 
long  as  it  continues  in  force,  but  depends  entirely  on  the  will  of 
individual  justices,  and  may,  at  any  time  of  course,  be  discontinued. 
It  is  very  important  that  some  permanent  method  of  furnishing 
information  to.  the  justices  in  regard  to  all  children  brought  before 
them  should  be  devised. 

Perhaps  the  appointment  by  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or  by  the  board 
of  police  justices,  or  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  of  one  or  more 
officers  of  the  grade,  standing  and  compensation  of  the  truant  agents 
of  the  board  of  education,  might  effect  the  desired  end. 

Subject  for  consideration  is  also  found  in  the  practice  of  bringing 
children,  proposed  to  be  committed  for  destitution,  or  for  any  of  the 
causes  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  charitable  institutions  of 
the  city,  into  open  court,  where  the  ordinary  criminal  is  arraigned  and 
examined.  If  we  accustom  the  children  who  may  become  the  depend- 
ents of  the  city  to  the  aspect  and  surroundings  of  a  criminal  court, 
they  may  cease- to  recognize  the  distinction  between  being  arrested  for 
crime  and  being  taken  into  court  for  commitment  to  a  charitable 
institution.  The  examinations  of  such  children  by  the  justices  should 
in  all  cases  be  elsewhere  than  in  the  public  court-room.

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Another  matter  of  extreme  importance  in  regard  to  children  com-' 
mitted  to  institutions  and  supported  by  the  city  is  the  length  of  time 
during  which  the  right  of  the  parent  to  reclaim  the  child  shall 
continue. 

It  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of  every  parent  to  maintain  his  own  child; 
there  are  exceptional  cases  where  this  is  an  impossibility  through  cir- 
cumstances beyond  his  control,  but  if  through  intemperance,  or  other 
crime,  the  parent  incapacitates  himself  from  supporting;  his  child  and 
throws  that  burden  on  the  public,  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  claim 
the  child  as  soon  as  the  latter  has  reached  an  age  to  contribute  to  his 
parent's  support. 

Sixth.  The  Colored  Home  : 

An  institution  receiving  its  principal  support  direct  from  the  city  of 
New  York,  under  a  special  act,  through  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction,  who  each  year  ask  for  a  special  appropriation 
for  its  maintenance  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 
The  Colored  Home  is  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  managers  who 
are  quite  independent  of  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction,  but  all  admissions  of  persons  chargeable  to  the  city  are 
made  by  that  department,  and  the  bills  for  all  expenditnres  for  which 
the  city  is  liable  are  sent  to  the  department  and  by  them  transmitted 
to  the  comptroller's  oflBce.

Seventh.  The  New  York  House  of  Refuge,  an  institution  which 
receives  no  direct  aid  from  the  city  treasury,  but  which,  under  special 
laws,  draws  an  income  from  the  licensing  of  theaters,  etc.,  and  thus 
indirectly  is  aided  by  the  public  funds. 

The  parents  of  children  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  as  well 
as  those  committed  to  the  Catholic  Protectory  and  the  New  York 
Juvenile  Asylum,  should  undoubtedly  be  required  to  pay  for  the  main- 
tenance of  their  children,  if  able  to  do  so.  At  present  parents  have 
only  to  neglect  their  children  and  allow  them  to  run  wild,  or  even  to 
accuse  them  themselves  of  being  troublesome  and  unruly,  in  order  to 
rid  themselves  of  the  burden  of  their  support.  The  penalty  for  neglect 
of  parental  duties  now  falls  mainly  upon  the  child  and  tlie  public;  it 
should  be  placed  where  it  belongs — on  the  delinquent  parent.  In  a 
very  large  proportion  of  the  cases  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge 
among  those  which  we  have  caused  to  be  examined,  we  found  that  the 
parents  were  well-to-do,  and  there  is  no  question  that  more  attention 
on  their  part  to  the  moral  education  of  their  sons  and  daughters 
might  in  many  cases  have  saved  the  latter  from  disgrace  and  imprison- 
ment, and,  perhaps,  a  criminal  career.  In  Great  Britain,  during  the 
year  1879,  £18,000  was  collected  from  parents  for  support  of  children 
in  reformatory  schools. 

The  saving  in  money  is,  of  course,  a  matter  of  importance,  but  the 
moral  saving,  in  the  increased  vigilance  of  parents  over  their  children, 
is,  undoubtedly,  of  far  greater  value. 

The  House  of  Refuge  reported  as  follows,  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1880 : 

Receipts — Cash  on  hand,  from  labor  of  inmates,  donations,  interest, 
loans,  etc.,  $76,765;  from  the  State,  counties  and  cities,  $48,500; 
total,  $125,265. 

Expenditures — Maintenance,  $112,610;  for  indebtedness,  invest- 
ment, buildings,  etc.,  $21,120;  total,  $133,731. 

Eighth.  About  one  hundred  societies  mainly  supported  by  private 
fands,  and  receiving  yearly  a  donation  from  the  excise  fund,  under 
chap.  221,  Laws  of  1875. 

The  societies  which  received  this  donation  in  1880  were  as  follows

The  seventy-three  institutions  (including  those  under  the  charge  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction)  of  whicli  we 
have  given  the  statistics  contained,  during  the  two  years  ending 
September  30,  1880,  a  constant  population  of  about  twenty-two 
thousand,  and  received  from  the  public  funds  more  than  four  million 
dollars  during  the  same  time,  besides  about  two  million,  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  from  private  sources. 

The  magnitude  of  the  interests  represented  by  the  charities  of  the 
city  of  New  York  as  exhibited  in  the  foregoing  statement  must  com- 
mand serious  attention.  The  great  good  they  accomplish,  the  efficiency 
and  devotedness  of  those  engaged  in  their  administration  are  admitted, 
and  it  is  not  proposed  in  this  report  to  cripple  their  efforts  or  to  dis- 
courage their  zeal. 

It  is  believed  that  a  combination  of  private  effort  with  public  aid  is 
the  tme  principle  upon  which  to  furnish  the  relief  these  institutions 
propose  to  afford.  It  is,  however,  in  the  direct  interest  of  the  meri- 
torioas  institutions  themselves  as  well  as  of  economy  to  the  tax  payers 
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that  the  system  should  be  revised  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the 
abuses  to  which  it  is  now  subject. 

Parents  able  to  maintain  their  children  should  not  be  permitted  to 
make  them  a  public  charge,  and  with  this  view  the  method  of  com- 
mitments must  be  revised. 

The  system  of  public  relief  should  not  be  such  as  to  induce  selfish 
and  unscrupulous  persons  to  embark  in  charity  as  a  business,  and 
with  this  view  some  restraint  must  be  placed  upon  the  organization  of 
societies  claiming  participation  in  the  public  relief  funds. 

The  public  contributions  toward  these  institutions  should  be 
within  such  limits  as  will  encourage  private  charity,  restrain  extraya- 
gance,  promote  economy,  and  secure  the  entire  application  of  the  fund 
to  the  ostensible  object. 

The  recommendations  made  in  the  foregoing  report  are  calculated, 
it  is  believed,  to  accomplish  these  objects.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  QUARANTINE  OF  THE 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

To  the  Legialature : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Ooinmiseioners  of  Quarantine,  dated 
Februarj,  1881,  with  the  Health  Officer's  report  attached  thereto,  is 
herewith  respectfully  transmitted.

REPORT. 


In  snbmitting  their  annual  report,  the  commisBioners  of  quarantine 
v^entare^to  express  the  opinion,  that  the  laws  relating  to  quarantine, 
when  properly  administered  by  efBcient  officers,  are  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide protection  against  the  importation  and  spread  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. This  opinion  is  based  upon  their  experience  during  the  past 
year;  and  the  result  of  their  labors,-  although  a  larger  number  of 
patients,  suffering  from  contagious  diseases,  were  received  at  the 
Swinburne  Island  Hospital  than  during  any  season  for  the  last  five 
years,  yet  the  provision  for  their  care  and  treatment,  and  the  meas- 
ures taken  to  prevent  the  diseases  from  spreading  were  ample.  At 
no  time  from  the  second  day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  Ifovember 
was  the  hospital  without  patients,  yet,  during  this  period,  with  the 
constant  arrival  of  vessels  from  infected  ports,  and  the  frequent  ad- 
mission of  patients,  there  were  no  grounds  for  apprehension.  This 
satisfactory  condition  of  affi&irs  was  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the 
hearty  co-operation  and  efficiency  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
quarantine  establishment,  in  enforcing  and  maintaining  a  rigid  quar- 
antine in  accordance  with  the  law. 

The  property  of  the  quarantine  establishment  belonging  to  the 
State  01  New  York,  and  .of  which  the  commissioners  of  quarantine 
are  custodians,  consist  of  the  hospital  ship  ^*  Illinois,"  Swinburne 
Island,  Hoffman  Island,  the  Quarantine  Burning  Ground,  the  IJpper 
Boarding  Station  at  Clifton,  Staten  Island,  the  steamboat  ^^Js.  K. 
Hopkins,"  the  steamboat  "  Goyernor  Fenton,"  together  with  small 
boats,  furniture,  etc.     * 

The  commissioners  desire  to  report  the  condition  of  the  above 
property  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1880 ;  the  repairs  that  have 
oeen  made  and  the  amount  expended  in  such  repairs,  the  services 
performed  in  connection  with  each  and  the  present  condition  and 
repairs  necessary  for  a  proper  administration  of  the  quarantine  estab- 
lishment during  the  season  of  1881. 

,?  The  Hospital  Ship  "  lUmois:' 

By  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  passed  March  21,  1866,  the 
United  States  steamer  '^  Illinois"  was  turned  over  to  the  commission- 
ers of  quarantine  for  quarantine  purposes ;  all  the  machinery,  boilers 
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etc.,  were  removed  and  she  was  modified  to  suit  the  requirements  of 
the  service.  On  the  23d  day  of  May,  1870,  another  iomt  resolution 
was  adopted  by  Congress,  by  which  tne  Secretary  of  War  was  author- 
ized to  place  the  steamer  "  Illinois"  gratuitously  at  the  disposal  of 
the  commissioners  of  quarantine  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  an 
indefinite  period,  to  be  used  for  quarantine  purposes.  For  many 
years  the  vessel  ha$  been  used  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  first 
day  of  November  as  a  residence  for  the  deputy  health  officer  and  a 
boarding-station  for  all  vessels  arriving  from  infected  ports.  During 
this  time  she  is  anchored  in  the  lower  bay,  three  miles  below  Swin- 
burne Island  and  in  a  direct  line  with  Sandy  Hook. 

On  account  of  the  mildness  of  the  winter  of  1879  the  former  com- 
missioners permitted  the  ship  to  remain  at  anchorage  in  the  lower 
bay.  On  tne  third  day  of  March,  1880,  the  veseel  was  brought  to 
Stapleton,  Staten  Island,  and  on  inspection  was  found  tor  be  in  a 
sinking  condition.  After  discharging  about  six  hundred  tons  of  ballast 
it  was  discovered  that  the  sheathing  and  planking,  which  was  five 
inches  in  thickness,  had  been  cut  through  by  the  ice.  Her  windlass 
and  stern  were  also  gone,  and  .the  condition  of  the  vessel  showed  the 
necessity  of  a  thorough  overhauling.  The  following  repairs  were 
therefore  made.  Rotten  and  damaged  timbers  were  replaced  by 
sixty-four  planks,  five  inches  in  tliickness,  running  from  eleven  to 
forty-seven  feet  in  length.  The  ship  was  caulked  and  sheathed 
with  thirteen  hundred  sheets  of  metal.  New  windlass,  water-ways 
etc.,  were  cut,  and  the  old  covering  replaced  with  a  new  one  of  yel- 
low pine,  six  inches  thick. 

A  new  rail  and  stancheons  of  white  oak  and  yellow  pine  were 

{)laced  around  the  deck,  and  new  hatch  combings,  hatches  and  sky- 
ights  supplied.  The  after  hurricane  deck  was  relaid  and  covered 
with  a  new  canvas,  painted  with  yellow  ochre.  The  ship  was  also 
furnished  with  a  new  steni,  new  quick  work,  new  fenders,  new  pat- 
ent capstan  and  new  windlass.  The  interior  was  also  remodeled  so 
as  to  make  a  comfortable  abode  for  the  deputy  health  officer.  The 
interior  was  painted  with  three  coats  of  white  lead  and  oil,  and  the 
exterior  covered  with  a  coat  of  tar.  These  repairs  were  considered 
necessary  to  place  the  ''Illinois"  in  serviceable  condition,  and  were 
made  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  commissioners, 
and  at  a  much  less  sum  than  the  lowest  estimate  made  by  reliable 
contractors.  The  whole  expenditure  amounted  to  $7,980.47.  The 
economy  with  which  the  repairs  were  made  will  appear,  if  the  ex- 
tent of  the  work  and  the  size  of  the  vessel  is  considered.  On  lea\r- 
ing  her  anchorage  in  the  month  of  March,  the  two  anchors  by  which 
the  ship  was  held  were  buoyed.  On  her  return  the  buoys  had  dis- 
appeared, and  althougli  repeated  searches  have  been  made  by  the 
coast  wrecking  company,  and  others  employed  for  that  purpose,  the 
anchors  have  not  been  toundi  The  commissioners  were  therefore 
obliged  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  purchase  new  anchors.

The  interii 
e  hospital  on  this  artificial  island  consi 
en  structures:  A  corridor,  four  hundred 
with  eight  pavilion  structures  for  hospital  i 
t)y  twenty-tive  feet  wide,  running  at  righl 
f  the  corridor  stands  the  superintendent 
extreme  are  the  buildings  used  for  b^ggt 
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engine-honBe,  dead-hoose,  gas-house,  boat-honse,  etc.  The  surface 
of  the  island  is  about  fifteen  feet  above  high-water  mark  and  contains 
a  surface  area  of  about  three  acres.  Outside  of  the  structures  and 
covering  the  piles  which  hold  the  crib-work  in  place,  a  plank  road- 
way completely  encircles  the  island.  On  the  west  end  of  the  island 
is  situated  the  pier,  with  a  boat-house  overhead.  The  hospital  is 
connected  with  the  health-officer's  residence  at  Clifton,  Staten  Island, 
by  cable,  aud  the  health  officer's  residence  with  the  city  of  New  York, 
making  the  connection  complete  between  the  hospital,  health  officer 
and  commissioners. 

The  hospital  buildings  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  gas  and 
are  furnished  with  cots,  bedding  and  all  necessary  requirements. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  of  1880  the  superintendent  of  qnar- 
antine  made  requisition  for  repairs  to  the  island,  but  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  the  appropriation,  "the  commissioners  were  compelled  to 
postpone  action  until  another  appeal  could  be  made  to  the  Legislature. 

During  the  past  season  ninety-nine  patients  suffering  from  con- 
tagious diseases  were  treated  at  the  hospital  on  this  island,  twelve  of 
whom  died  in  the  hospital  and  were  buried  in  the  quarantine  burial 
ground.  The  balance  submitted  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
hospital  until  sufficiently  recovered,  when  they  were  discharged. 

A  survey,  made  during  the  preparation  of  this  report,  shows  the 
following  condition  of  the  property.  The  portion  of  the  island  must 
exposed  to  the  action  of  the  waves  is  the  north-east  side,  upon  which 
is  located  the  superintendent's  residence.  This  building  has  settled 
two  inches,  and  is  at  present  in  a  dangerous  condition.  This  dam- 
age has  been  caused  by  the  breaking  or  washing  away  of  the  rip-rap 
on  that  side  of  the  island,  permitting  the  waves  to  expend  their  fury 
on  its  foundations  and  threatening  to  undermine  and  make  a  total 
wreck  of  the  building.  This  damage  should  be  at  once  repaired  and 
provision  made  for  preventing  a  similar,  break  in  the  future. 

A  dam  should*  be  built  on  the  nortli-east  of  the  keeper's  dwelling, 
planked  on  both  sides,  and  tilled  in  with  clay  to  prevent  the  sand 
from  washing  away  and  the  dwelling  from  settling.  This  portion 
can  be  further  strengthened  by  building  a  small  jetty  from  the  north- 
east of  the  island*  which  will  break  ofi*  the  sea  on  this  weak  ^t. 
This  could  be  done  at  small  expense  by  the  health  officer  securiug 
and  permitting  all  the  stone  ballast  from  the  ships  in  quarantine  to 
be  dumped  at  this  place.  The  rip-rap  on  this  portion  of  the  island 
should  be  renewed  for  one  hundred  and  tifty  feet,  and  also  for  sixty 
feet  on  the  south-west  portion.  This  will  require  about  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  tons  of  stone,  the  smallest  stone  weighing  not 
less  than  three  thousand  five  hundred  pounds. 

The  platform  or  roadway  twenty  feet  wide,  which  covers  the 
greater  portion  of  the  island  not  covered  by  the  buildings,  is  worn 
out  and  rotten,  and  must  be  replaced  with  sound  timber.  The  dock, 
which  is  located  on  the  western  bank  of  the  island,  will  reqaire 
to  be  rebuilt  for  twenty  eight  feet  on  the  front  and  one  hundred  aod 
fifty  feet  on  the  side. 
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This  island,  which  is  probably  the  most  necessary  and  important 
portion  of  the  quarantine  establishment,  is  also,  on  account  of  its  lo- 
cation and  construction,  the  most  difficult  and  expensive  to  keep  in 
proper  repair.  Situated  outside  of  the  narrows,  where  it  is  subjected 
to  tne  steady  action  of  the  ocean,  and  the  yiolence  of  frequent  storms, 
it  is  important  that  eyery  breach  should  be  promptly  repaired,  and 
every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  ruination  of  a  property  so  ex- 
pensive and  valuable  to  the  State. 

Daring  the  month  of  December,  1880,  the  health  oflBcer  directed 
that  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  passengers  of  the  steamer  "  Italia  " 
should  be  detained  for  observation  at  HofiTinan  Island.  As  the 
buildings  on  this  island  were  unfurnished,  the  commissioners  were 
obliged  to  transfer  the  following  property  from  Swinburne  Island : 
Three  hundred  and  ninety  five  colored  bed  ticks ;  one  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  gray  blankets,  double;  two  hundred  and  three  gray 
blankets,  single ;  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  white  blankets ; 
four  pair  yellow  striped  blankets ;  eighty-five  nusk  bed  mattresses ; 
two  linen  sheets;  seventeen  muslin  sheets;  four  reflecting-lamps ; 
six  tin  cofEee-pots ;  two  night-pails ;  six  leather-hose ;  one  force- 
pump. 

As  it  is  necessary  that  Hoifman  Island  should  be  kept  in  condi- 
tion for  a  like  emergency,  the  commissioners  would  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  be  made,  with  which  to  replenish  the  wards  thus 
depleted  at  Swinburne  Island,  and  that  the  goods  transferred  to 
Hofiman  Island  be  permitted  to  remain. 

Hoffmcm  Island, 

Hofiman  Island,  used  for  the  detention  and  purification  of  per- 
sons arriving  on  infected  vessels,  or  who  have  been  exposed  on  ship- 
board to  disease  subject  to  quarantine,  is  located  on  w  est  Bank  in 
the  lower  bay,  about  one  mile  north  of  Swinburne  Island.  The 
island  is  similar  in  construction  to  Swinburne  Island,  and  has  a  sur- 
face area  of  three  acres.  The  superstructures  consist  of  three  two- 
story  brick  buildings,  each  250  teet  long  by  125  feet  wide,  which 
are  furnished  with  steam  apparatus  and  nxtures  'for  gas. 

As  no  emergency  had  arisen  since  the  completion  of  this  island 
in  1878  which  required  the  detention  of  well  passengers,  these  build- 
ings,  with  the  exception  of  that  occupied  by  the  keeper  were  unfur- 
nished, and  the  furniture  of  the  keeper's  house,  his  own  private 
proj>erty,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  one  room. 

An  inspection  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  season  showed  the  fol- 
io^ ng  condition  of  the  island  and  buildings: 

Portions  of  the  rip  rap  wall  were  found  to  be  washed  away,  and 
the  planking  of  the  docks  worn  out  and  in  places  rotten.  The  roofs 
of  the  houses  were  also  in  a  leaky  condition.  On  account  of  the 
lack  of  appropriation,  and  also  in  the  hope  that  the  island  would 
not  be  called  into  service,  no  repairs  were  made. 

Although  the  island  had  not  been  previously  used  for  the  purpose 
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for  whicli  it  was  designed,  the  wisdom  of  providing  an  appropriHte 
place  for  the  detention,  cleansing  and  parifleation  of  passengers 
who  have  been  snbjeeted  to  infection  has  been  proven  by  the 
experience  of  the  past  yfear.  On  tlie  13th  day  of  December,  1880, 
the  steamer  "Jtaha,"  previously  referred  to,  arrived  at  quaran- 
tine with  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  Italian  passengers  in  a 
filthy  condition,  and  two  of  the  nninber  snffering  with  small- 
pox. Neither  of  the  cases  liad  been  isolated  or  proper  care  taken 
to  prevent  contact  with'  other  passengers.  The  nealth  officer 
at  once  decided  to  detain  the  passengers  at  Hoffman  Island,  in 
order  that  in  addition  to  vaccination  they  might  be  thoroDgbly 
cleansed,  their  clothing  disinfected,  and  the  persotis  detained  a 
snfRcient  time  to  observe  the  effect  of  the  vaccmation,  and  if  anj 
traces  of  the  infection  remained.  The  ^commissi oners  of  (^naran- 
tine,  co-operating  with  the  health  officer,  fnrnished  the  buildings 
with  beds,  a  sufficient  nnmber  of  blankets,  and  night-ehirts  to  be 
worn  during  the  time  their  clothing  was  undergoing  disinfection, 
and  with  wliatever  was  necessary  to  make  them  comfortable  during 
their  quarantine.  The  purification  was  thus  accomplished  under 
the  direction  of  the  health  officer,  in  a  thorough  manner,  withont 
hardship  to  any  one,  and  without  detaining  the  steamship  lon^r 
than  was  required  to  assure  the  condition  of  the  crew,  and  to  disin- 
fect the  vessel.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  efficiency  of  the  health  offi- 
cer, and  the  accommodation  afforded  by  Hoffman  Island  for  the 
detention  and  purification  of  these  passengers,  it  would  have  been 
difficult  to  estimate  what  the  consequences  would  have  been.  Had 
these  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  persons  in  a  filthy  condition, 
and  infected  with  small-pox,  been  permitted  to  enter  the  city  of 
New  York,  or  its  surroundings,  without  the  precautionary  measures 
taken  in  quarantine,  there  would  have  been,  in  ail  probability,  an 
epidemic.  As  we  are  liable  to  have  a  siinilar  visitation  at  anv  time, 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  island  should  he  kept  in 
readiness. 

The  following  repairs  are  required  to  the  island  and  buildings : 
The  rip-rap  should  be  repaired  with  five  hundred  tons  of  stone.  The 
decayed  and  damaged  planking  of  the  pier  and  bulk-head  should  be 
replaced  with  sound  timber.  The  roofs  or  the  buildings,  two  of  which 
are  slate  and  one  of  tin,  should  be  made  water  tight,  and  the  gsa 
machine,  which  is  out  of  order,  should  be  placed  iu  condition  to  be 
used  at  a  moment's  notice.  The  two  steam  pumps,  used  for  feeding 
the  boiler  and  supplying  the  tanks  and  cisterns  with  w^ter,  were 
found  during  the  occupancy  of  the  island  unfit  for  the  work,  being 
old  pnmps  which  had  been  worn  out  at  the  boarding  station  ana 
afterwara  transferred  to  Hoffman  Island. 

As  this  island  is  similar  in  construction,  exposed  to  the  same 
weather  as  Swinburne  Island,  and  is  a  necessary  portioD  of  the 
quarantine  establishment,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and  a  sufficient  appropriation  will  be  made  to  enable 
the  oommissioners  to  place  it  in  a  proper  condition. 
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Quaraniine  Jurying  Ground.

The  Upper  Boarding  Station.

The  plot  of  ground,  known  88  the  boarding  station,  is  boanded  on 

the  east  hy  New  York  bay,  and  on  the  west  by  a  road  or  avenne 
known  as  "  New  York  avenue."  When  tbis  property  was  purchased 
by  tb^  State  in  1873,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  which  the 
commissioners  of  quarantine  agreed  that,  within  one  year  after  re- 
ceiving the  deed,  they  would  grade  down  the  hill  near  New  York 
avenue,  to  a  level  or  an  easy  slope  from  that  avenue,  so  that  no  part 
of  the  land  lying  within  four  hundred  feet  from  New  York  avenue 
shall  be  mure  than  six  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  avenue  directly 
opposite.  This  requirement  has  never  been  fulfilled  on  the  part  of 
the  commissioners  on  account  of  lack  of  funda. 

Frequent  demands  hav«  been  made  for  its  performance  during  the 
past  year,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  suitable  provision  be 
made  in  the  appropriation  for  performing  this  work. 

Steamboat  "  If.  K.   H<^kins." 

The  steamboat  "  N.  K.  Hopkins"  was  built  in  1873  to  replace  the 
quarantine  steamer  "  Andrew  Fletcher,"  which  had  been  destroyed 
Dy  fire  in  January  of  the  same  year. 

The  boat,  however,  was  not  entirely  new,  aa  the  engine  and  boiler 
of  the  "  Fletcher"  were  taken  from  the  wreck  and  placed  in  the 
"  Hopkins,"  where  they  have  done  service  ever  since. 

As  the  bulk  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for 
the  repairs  of  the  hospital  ship  "  Illinois"  and  the  steamboat "  N.  K. 
Hopkins"  was  expended  on  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  "  Illinois," 
and  but  a  small  balance  remained,  only  such  repairs  were  made  to 
the  steamboat  as  would  be  required  to  keep  her  in  commission  during 
the  past  season.  During  the  month  of  April,  1880,  the  boat  received 
the  following  repairs :  Her  forward  deck  and  hull  above  the  water- 
line  for  thirty  teet  from  the  bow  was  recanlked ;  seven  new  oak 
braces  were  placed  in  the  guard,  and  the  joiner-work  of  the  stem, 
which  had  been  damaged  during  the  previous  season  by  collision, 
was  pnt  in  repair.  The  water-tanks  were  also  put  in  order,  and  the 
paddle-wheels  supplied  with  new  buckets.  The  boiler  was  patched 
when  required,  and  the  engine  overhauled.  The  black  paint  with 
which  the  exterior  of  the  boat  was  painted  was  removed,  and  the 
exterior  covered  with  two  coats  of  white  lead,  and  the  interior  grained 
in  imitation  of  oak.  She  was  also  furnished  with  a  new  metallic 
life-boat,  Tbe  steamboat  has  been  used  during  the  past  season  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  up  communication  between  all  points  of  the 
quarantme  establishment ;  transporting  supplies,  towing  to  the  bury- 
ing ground  the  remains  of  deceased  patients ;  and  carrying  to  the  city 
the  mails  and  passengers  released  from  vessels  detained  in  quarantine. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  she  was  placed  in  commission  and 
remained  in  service  until  the  seventeenth  day  of  November,  when  she 
was  placed  in  winter  quarters  at  Stapleton,  Staten  Island,  in  charge  of 
a  keeper.  The  boiler,  which  was  old  when  placed  in  the  boat,  has,  by 
constant  service  and  the  frequent  use  of  salt  water,  become  unsafe; 
the  tanks  carrying  only  sufficient  fresh  water  to  last  four  hours. 
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Although  patched  in  many  places,  the  boiler  passed  inspection  on 
the  second  day  of  August  last,  but  has  since  blown  out  twice,  and 
been  repaired.  It  is  leared  that  it  will  be  found  in  such  condition 
on  inspection  in  the  spring,  that  unless  replaced  by  a  new  one,  the 
boat  will  be  pronounced  unserviceable.  The  water-tanks  which  were 
repaired  last  spring,  and  afterward  during  the  season,  are  also  worn 
out,  and  should  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  The  copper  on  her 
bottom  has  become  detached,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  fhe  hull,  to  place  her  upop  the  dry  dock  to  be  resheathed. 

Although  the  steamer  "  N.  K.  Hopkins  "  was  built  for  the  quar- 
antine service,  she  is  not  considered  as  well  adapted  to  it  by  the 
present  commissioners.  The  expense  of  running  the  boat,  the 
United  States  authorities  requiring  that  the  crew  shall  consist  of 
eight  men,  the  amount  of  coal  consumed,  and  the  extent  of  the  repairs 
required  at  this  time,  have  led  the  commissioners  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  availing  themselves  of  the  following  provision  of  the 
supply  bill  of  1879.   • 

They  would,  however,  request  that  the  limit  of  the  amount  to  be 
expended  in  purchasing  a  new  boat  be  increased  to  $10,000. 

"The  commissioners  of  quarantine  are  hereby  authorized  in  their 
discretion,  but  with  the  approval  of  the  flomptroller,  to  sell 
the  steamboat  "N.  K.  Hopkins,"  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  thereof,  to  purchase  a  smaller  steamboat  for  the  use  of 
the  'quarantine  establishment  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $6,500,  and 
the  remainder  of  such  proceeds  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State." 

A  boat  which  will  consume  less  coal,  and  require  a  smaller  force 
to  manage,  would  be  suflScient  for  the  requirements  of  the  quarantine 
service,  and  would  save  the  difference  in  the  running  expenses  to  the 
State. 

The  steamer  "  Governor  Fervton,^^ 

The  steamer  "  Qovernor  Fenton  "  is  the  smaller  of  the  two  quar- 
antine boats,  and  is  detailed  to  the  health  officer  for  boarding  pur- 
poses and  for  conveying  the  sick  from^  the  vessels  to  the  hospitals. 
She  is  engaged  during  the  whole  year  in  this  service,  and  has  not 
been  laid  up  except  while  undergoing  repaira.  The  wear  and  tear 
from  such  constant  service  is  very  great,  and  when  inspected  last 
spring  she  was  found  to  need  extensive  repairs. 

Accordingly  her  boiler  and  engine  were  taken  out  and  repaired, 
and  the  boat  was  rebuilt  from  her  water-line  up.  New  bilge-kelson 
was  put  in,  and  new  ceiling  of  white  oak  and  yellow  pine.  In  short 
nothing  was  left  of  the  old  boat  except  her  floor  and  bottom,  and 
the  oldengine  and  boiler.  The  hull,  if  the  boat  is  properly  hand- 
led, will  not  require  any  repairs  for  years.  This  boat  is  entirely 
under  the  charge  of  the  health  officer,  by  whom  all  her  running  ex- 
penses are  borne.     The  whole  cost  of  the  repairs  was  $2,876.81. 

The  commissioners  of  quarantine  are  constituted  by  law  a  board, 
to  which  any  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision  or  direction  of  the 
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health  officer  may  appeal.  It  te  with  pleasure  that  the  commiBsion- 
erg  report  that  they  nave  aot  been  called  npoD  tq  act  in  this  capacity 
during  the  past  year.    ' 

On  the  1st  day  of  Aprfl,  1880,  the  office  of  the commisBionere  id 
New  York  city  was  removed  from  No.  2  Exchange  Court,  to  No. 
82  Broadway,  the  location  being  more  convenient  and  easy  of  ae^iess. 
During  the  past  Beason  daily  meetings  were  lield  at  this  place,  for 
the  tranaaction  of  business  relating  to  quarantine,  as  required  by  kw. 
In  addition  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  and  promulgated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  the  commissioners  also  issued  a 
pamphlet,  which  had  been  compiled  under  their  direction,  contain- 
ing all  the  laws  relating  to  quarantine.  This  was  not  only  nseful  in 
enlightening  the  (juarantine  oflicials  with  regard  to  their  duties,  bat 
also  in  giving  masters,  BhipK)wners  and  consignees  all  informatioD 
in  relafiou  to  the  requirements  of  quarantine. 

Accompanying  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  health  officer  to 
which  attention  is  requested.  Fully  appreciating  the  responsibility 
resting  upon  them  as  commissioners,  and  trusting  that  your  bouor- 
able  Body  will  provide  such  support  as  shall  enable  them  to  place 
the  institutions  under  their  control  in  proper  condition,  and  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  as  satisfactorily  as  in  the  past,  they  subscribe

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


President  cmd  Commissioners  of  Qicarcmtine : 

Gentlemen  —  The  statute  requires  that  "the  health  officer  shall 
present  to  the  commissioners  of  quarantine,  annually,  on  or  before 
the  first  of  January,  a  report  of  the  general  condition  of  the  qilaran- 
tine  establishment,  with  the  statistics  of  the  institution  in  detail,  and 
such  information  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  same  as  he  may 
deem  advisable." 

In  conformity  therewith,  the  following  report  is  submitted : 

The  number  of  vessels  arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York  between 
May  16  and  November  1  last  past,  from  ports  subject  to  yellow 
fever,  has  been  nine  hundred  ana  sixty-eight ;  the  number  of  vessels 
arriving  during  that  time  from  infected  ports,  two  hundred'  and 
ninety-one ;  the  number  of  vessels  that  had  sickness  at  the  port  of 
departure  or  on  the  passage  to  this  port,  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 
The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  quarantine  hospital  during 
the  season  was  ninety-nine.  Forty-five  of  this  number  were  cases  oi 
typo-malarial  fever  oi  a  severe  type,  and  twenty-six  of  the  ordinary 
malarial  fever  of  tropical  or  semi-tropical  climates ;  total,  seventy- 
one.     Of  this  number  seven  died. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  occurred,  of  which  ten 
proved  fatal.  Three  of  the  fatal  cases  died  in  quarantine,  and  before 
removal  to  the  hospital. 

Since  the  first  of  April  small-pox  has  been  detected  on  fifteen 
vessels.  Two  deaths  have  been  reported  from  this  disease  on  vessels 
during  their  passage  to  this  port,  and  twenty-eight  cases  have  been 
removed  to  the  SiOiall-pox  hospital  at  Blackwell's  Island.  They  were 
taken  from  the  following  vessels : 

April  2,  ship  '*  San  Stephano,"  from  Antwerp ;  one  death  at  sea, 
three  cases  on  arrival.  The  vessel  was  detained,  and  another  case 
developed  the  second  day  of  detention.  April  10,  schooner  "  C.  B. 
Paine,  one  case.  April  20,  steamship  "  Zeeland,"  four  hundred  and 
eighty-two  passengers,  seventy-nine  crew ;  two  cases  on  board  in  the 
fourth  day  of  eruption.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  isolation  was  given, 
and  the  vessel  was  allowed  to  proceed,  after  vaccination  of  passengers 
and  crew.  May  6,  steamship  "  Hapsburg,"  arrived  from  Bremen 
with  eleven  hundred  and  eight  ^passengers,  and  reported  one  death 
at  sea  from  small-pox ;  one  case  was  detected  in  the  first  stage  of  the 
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disease.  Assunincee  were  given  that  the  case  baried  at  eea  had  been 
properly  isolated  from  the  beginning.  The  case  on  board,  from  the 
stf^  of  ita  development,  warranted  the  opinion  tliat  the  infection 
had  been  received  at  the  port  of  departure.  Tlie  passengers  snd 
crew  were  vaccinated,  the  ship  disinfected  and  pratique  was  given 
the  same  day. 

May  19,  steamship  "Gellert,"  arrived  from  Hambnrg  with  ten 
hundred  and  twelve  steerage  paesengers.  One  case  of  smail-pox  was 
discovered  in  the  steerage ;  this  being  in  tlie  initial  stage  of  develoj)- 
ment  the  uenat  precautions  were  adopted  and  the  vessel  allowed  to 
proceed  to  her  dock  the  same  day.  May  22,  steamship"  VaderlaDd," 
from  Antwerp,  with  four  hundred  and  forty-two  steei-age  and 
seventy-nine  crew.  One  case  of  small-pox  was  detected  which  had 
not  been  isolated  owing  to  a  mistake  in  the  diagnosis  by  the  ship's 
physician.  The  passengers  and  crew  were  vaccinated  and  detained 
under  "Quarantine  of  Observation"  nntil  the  results  of  vaccination 
were  evident.  All  clothing  was  disinfected,  the  ship  ftimrgated, 
and  pratique  was  given.  June  2,  flteamship"  Herder  "  arrived  from 
Hamburg  with  ten  hundred  and  thirty-five  passengers  and  onelinn- 
dred  and  ten  crew,  having  one  case  of  small-pox  which  had  been 
isolated  upon  the  first  appearance  of  the  disease.  The  ship  was  dis- 
charged without  detention,  June  IS,  steamship  "Main,"  from 
Bremen,  arrived,  having  one  case.  The  ship  was  allowed  to  proceed 
after  the  usual  course.  June  21,  steamship  "Arizona,"  from  Liver- 
pool, arrived  with  two  cases.  July  13,  steamship  "Allemauia," 
from  Hambnrg,  arrived  with  two  cases.  No  detention  was  deemed 
necessary  beyond  the  time  necessary  for  vaccination  and  disinfec- 
tion. November  7,  bark  "Kings  County"  arrived  from  Antwerp. 
Her  captain  reported  one  death  at  sea,  which,  from  his  description, 
was  considered  sufficiently  suspicious  of  small-pox  to  warrant  her 
detention  at  quarantine.  The  third  day  of  her  detention  two  cases 
of  the  disease  developed ;  and  on  the  fourth  a  third  case.  The  vessel 
was  disinfected  and  detained  nntil  the  result  of  the  vaccination  of 
the  crew  was  satisfactory,  and  was  then  allowed  to  proceed.  No- 
vember 8,  steamship  "Oastalia"  arrived  from  Mediterranean  ports 
with  passengers.     Two   cases   of  amall-pox   were 

found  at  the  fifteenth  or  sixteenth  day  of  development,  A  tem- 
porary hospital  had  been  provided  on  the  forward  deck  for  the  pnr- 
CB  of  isolating  the  eases.  Assurances  were  reiterated  that  they  had 
n  properly  quarantined.  The  free  ingress  and  egresa  of  the  at- 
tendant from  this  temporary  hospital  warranted  the  gravest  suspicion 
that  proper  isolation  had  not  been  secured.  Subsequent  developmeiils 
would  have  justified  the  detention  of  the  vessel  and  the  subjection  of 
the  passengers  to  "  Quarantine  of  Observation." 

In  the  face  of  the  protestation  of  medical  and  other  officers  of  a 
vessel  that  all  proper  and  necessary  measures  Viave  been  adopted  to 
prevent  infection  of  passengers  and  crew,  it  is  sometimes  diftcult. 
as  in  this  instance,  to  determine  the  path  of  duty. 

The  opportunity  for  complaint  by  those  whose  intereets  are  affected 
by  the  restrictions  of  quarantine  is  not  likely  to  be  unimproved,  if, 
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as  in  this  case,  they  are  supported  by  the  officials  whose  duty  it  is, 
and  who  are  presumed  to  have  full  knowleda:e  of  the  circumstances. 

Impressed  with  an  earnest  desire  to  relieve  the  burden  which 
quarantine  imposes,  the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  ''  Castalia"  were 
vaccinated,  the  vessel  disinfected  and  allowed  to  proceed  without 
further  detention. 

The  steamship  *' Italia"  arrived  at  quarantine  December  thir- 
teenth with  seven  hundred  and  forty  nine  Italian  passengers,  who 
embarked  at  Naples,  the  sixteenth  of  November,  having  touched  at 
several  other  ports,  but  taking  no  passengers  except  at  Naples.  A 
girl  of  six  years  was  received  who  had  an  eruption  of  a  suspicious 
character.  The  officers  of  the  ''  Italia"  were  disposed  to  reject  this 
passenger,  but  other  councils  prevailed  and  the  case  was  permitted 
to  mingle  with  the  crowd  in  the  steerage.  On  arrival  at  this  port, 
the  case  referred  to  had  entirely  recovered,  but  the  blue  stainea  cic- 
atrices gave  evidence  of  her  having  recently  suffered  an  attack  of 
small-pox.  Two  other  cases  at  about  the  tenth  day  of  development 
were  aiscovered ;  one  a  case  of  the  severest  type  (confluent),  the  other 
more  mild  (variola,  discreta) ;  neither  of  them  had  been  isolated,  or 
proper  care  taken  to  prevent  contact  with  other  passengers,  except* 
80  far  as  the  helplessness  of  the  severest  case  compellea  quiet  and 
comparative  seclusion  in  one  of  tliQ  steerage  berths. 

The  less  severe  case  was  freely  mingling  with  the  steerage  pas- 
sengers and  was  detected  when  passing  the  quarantine  otficeK 
There  could  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  more  or  less  of  the  passen- 
gers had  become  infected  by  these  exposures,  and  it  would  have  . 
Been  an  act  of  reckless  indifference  to  the  public  health  to  have 
allowed  the  passengers  to  go  to  the  city  until  protected  by  satisfac- 
tory results  of  vaccmation,  or  time  had  established  evidence  of  escape 
from  infection. 

They  were  accordingly  removed  to  Huffman  Island  for  observa- 
tion, and  the  day  following  the  crew  were  again  examined.  Such 
as  seemed  to  require  it  were  revaccinated,  the  steamer  cleaned  up, 
disinfected  with  sulphurous  acid  and  discharged  the  fifth  day  after 
arrival  at  quarantine.  The  passengers  were  detained  until  the  re- 
sult of  the  vaccination  was  satisfactory  or  its  failure  believed  to  be 
consequence  of  protection  by  previous  vaccination. 

In  several  instances  during  the  past  season  the  neglect  to  effect 
early  and  proper  isolation  of  cases  of  this  disease  has  subjected  ves- 
sels to  detention.  The  financial  loss  and  commercial  embarrassment 
attending  the  detention  of  a  passenger  steamship  for  several  days 
has  been  fully  estimated.  But  the  other  alternative,  the  risk  of 
sacrificing  human  life,  and  the  public  health,  is  of  far  greater  import- 
ance, whether  morally  or  financially  considered. 

In  the  epidemic  of  this  loathsome'disease  which  prev^^iled  within 
the  last  decade  in  one  of  the  cities  of  a  neighboring  State,  upwards 
of  four  thousand  persons  perished.  Who  can  estimate  the  mouey 
valae  alone  of  these  lives?  It  has  been  truly  said,  "disease  is 
costly  and  death  is  worse  than  bankruptcy." 

It  would  be  good  economy  for  all  steamship  companies  transport- 


ing  passengers,  to  employ  experienced  aud  yigilftnt'  medical  officers. 
Tnree  hiindr^  and  twenty  thoneand  emigrants  have  entered  tbis 
port  since  the  first  of  January  last.  This  great  emigration  has  nec- 
essarilj'  created  mncli  anxiety,  and  required  incessant  vigilance  on 
tlie  part  of  the  medical  officers  at  quarantine  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  this  disease  into  the  great  cities  that  cluster  around  the 
port,  of  New  York,  and  into  far  interior  communitiee. 

The  period  of  incubation  in  this  disease  is  so  much  longer  than  the 
average  passage  of  vessels  from  European  ports  to  New  York,  tiiat 
infection  received  at  the  port  of  departure  is  liable  not  to  develop 
until  after  passing  qnarantine,  and  perhaps  penetrating  hundreds  of 
miles  into  the  interior.  Hence  the  utmost  care  and  watchfulness  is 
required  by  the  health  authorities  along  the  great  currents  of  emi- 
gration, and  particularly  at  such  distributing  points  as  EiiSalo, 
Chicag()  and  St.  Louis  to  prevent  the"  extension  of  tlie  disease. 
'  The  cases  of  typho-malarial  fever  arriving  on  vessels  from  Port  de 
Paix  with  logwood  were  particularly  severe. 

The  bark  "Treci  Dubrovacki"  arrived  at  lower  quarantine  from 
Port  de  Paix  with  logwood,  June  24.  Soon  after  leaving  for  New 
■  York  (June  4  and  5)  two  of  her  crew  were  taken  sick,  but  recovered. 
June  6,  another  seaman  was  taken  sii.-k  and  died  the  10th  of  the  same 
month.  On  the  last-mentioned  date  six  others  were  taken,  who  were 
sick  when  the  vessel  arrived.  June  15,  the  captain  sickened,  and 
died  the  day  before  reaching  port.  There  was  no  record  of  the  date 
when  others  were  ^iken  sick,  as  the  mate  and  a  boy  were  all  that 
remained  able  to  do  duty.  Eleven  men  were  sent  to  the  qnarantine 
hospital,  of  whom  three  died,  one  being  moribund  when  admitted. 
Two  of  the  crew  had  died  on  tlie  passage.  In  a  crew  of  fifteen,  "  ail 
told,"  all  bad  been  or  were  sick  on  arrival,  and  one-third  of  the 
number  died. 

September  18,  the  bark  "  Erinagh,"  from  Port  de  Paix,  with  log- 
wood, navigated  by  two  men  when  she  left  that  port,  arrived  at 
Jower  quarantine  in  tow  of  the  steamship  "City  of  Washington." 
This  vessel  had  eight  men  sick  on  the  passage,  two  of  whom  died 
before  reaching  port.  Four  men  and  one  boy  were  sent  to  hospital 
on  arrival.  When  picked  up  by  the  "City  of  Washington"  the 
"Erinagh"  was  in  a  helpless  condition  in  mid-ocean  for  wfent  of 
well  men  to  navigate  her. 

The  condition  of  these  vessels  was  extremely  filthy.  The  malarial 
infinence  of  this  pestilential  locality  was  superadded  to  the  effects  of 
the  ill-conditioned  cargo,  and  the  crowded,  badly  ventilated  and 
terribly  foul  forecastle  in  which  sick  and  well  wore  huddled  together. 

The  brig  "Oliver  Cutts,"  from  Port  de  Paix,  with  logwood, navi- 
gated by  nine  men,  arrived  July  3,  Seven  men  were  sick  on  the 
passage ;  one  of  them  had  died  at  sea ;  four  were  removed  to  hospital 
the  day  of  arrival,  and  two  others  on  the  following  day. 

August  6,  the  schooner  "A.  J,  Fabens"  entered  quarantine  from 
Port  de  Paix  with  logwood,  navigated  by  seven  men.  The  captain, 
mate  and  steward  were  sick  and  were  sent  to  hospital.     On  the  Ttii, 
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two  seamen  were  also  removed  to  hospital.  The  condition  of  the 
"  Oliver  Cutts"  and  "  A.  J.  Fabens ''  were  much  more  cleanly  than  the 
other  vessels  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  and  the  cases  of  fever 
were  proportionately  mild  through  their  course,  and  fortunate  in 
results. 

The  sickness  on  these  vessels  has  been  referred  to,  to  call  attention 
to  facts  which  are  well  known  to  quarantine  officials,  and  often  not 
a  little  embarrassing.  Fever  of  this  type,  as  also  that  which  is 
known  as  pernicious  fever,  have  many  symptoms  during  the  initial 
stages  in  common  with  yellow  fever;  ana,  as  those  cases  usually 
come  from  localities  in  which  yellow  fever  frequently  occurs  or  pre- 
vails as  an  epidemic,  their  admission  to  the  city  would  occasion  fre- 
quent alarm.  Particularly  when,  as  has  occurred  during  the  past 
season,  yellow  fever  has  been  removed  from  the  same  vessel  with 
cases  of  malarial  and  typho-malarial  fever.  Howeyer  confident  the 
medical  oflScer  at  quarantine  may  be  that  the  case  is  not  yellow  fever, 
it  is  a  wise  precaution,  for  reasons  stated,  to  send  these  cases  to  the 
quarantine  hospital  for  observation  and  treatment.    1 

The  cases  wnich  are  designated  as  typho-malarial  have  different 
morbific  elements  which  unite  to  produce  the  type  mentioned :  1st. 
The  malarial  poison,  whatever  that  may  be,  generally  received  among 
the  marshes  and  low  lands  which  border  many  of  the  ports  in  a 
tropical  or  semi-tropical  climate,  and  perpetuated  by  the  ill  condition 
of  the  cargo.  The  logwood,  which  constitutes  the  cargo,  is  usually 
dragged  through  the  water  some  distance  and  stowed  under  the  hatch- 
ways, thoroughly  saturated  with  water ;  2d.  The  dietetic  deficiency 
which  often  exists  among  seamen ;  and,  3d.  The  insufficiently  venti- 
lated, crowded  and 'filthy  conditions  of  the  forecastle. 

The  malarial  element  in  these  cases  was  doubtless  the  original 
cause,  and  the  typhus  symptoms  which  gave  the  cases  a  serious  aspect, 
and  sometimes  fatal  result,  the  consequence  of  unsanitary  condition. 
Except  those  cases  which  entered  the  hospital  moribund,  or  desper- 
ately ill,  all  with  one  exception  recovered  under  the  use  of  quinine, 
the  moderate  use  of  stiniulants  and  a  liberal  supply  of  nourishment. 
The  fatality  in  the  exceptional  instance  was  the  result  of  complica- 
tions as  unexpected  as  they  were  unusual. 

The  following  table  refers  to  cases  of  yellow  fever  and  vessels  from 
localities  in  which  yellow  fever  prevailed  at  the  time  of  their  depart- 
ure, to  an  extent  which  warranted  considering  them  as  infected 
ports: 
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The  restrictioDB  imposed  by  quarantine  ragulatiotiBare  necessarily, 
to  a  greater  or  lees  extpnt,  biirdensome.  The  earnest  efEort  of  this 
department  is  to  make  them  as  light  as  is  consistent  with  the  higher 
duty  of  protecting  the  public  from  contagions  or  infective  disease. 

The  theory  of  quarantine  is  practically  illuBtrat^d  at  this  port  by 
methods  wheruby  the  poison  germs  of  infections  and  contagious  dis- 
ease are  destroyed.  Believing  that  the  methods  hitherto  adopted 
to  accomplish  that  end  have  been  eminently  advantageous,  tliey 
have  been  practiced  so  thoroughly  and  successfully  during  the 
past  season  as  to  demonstrate  still  farther,  if  that  is  ueeeasarj, 
their  success  in  solving  the  problem  which,  previous  to  their  adop- 
tion, vexed  qnarantinists,  embarrassed  commercial  interests  and  en- 
dangered tlie  public  health;  namely,  the  measures  by  which  the 
propagation  of  quarantiuable  diseases  may  be  arrested  withont  ma- 
terial embarrass  [neat  to  commerce.  During  the  past  season  no 
vessel  has  been  detained  at  the  discharging  anchorage  longer  than 
was  necessary  to  remove  cargo,  and  cleanse  and  disinfect  it.  Ve* 
sels  are  often  discharged  in  quarantine  quite  as  rapidly  as  at  the 
dock  ;  while  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  occupies  so  brief  a  period 
that  they  are  restored  to  commerce  as  speedily  as  if  quarantine  re- 
strictions had  not  been  imposed. 

This  course  is  in  marked  contrast  with  that  which  is  still  adopted 
at  ports  OD  our  southern  coast,  where  vessels  from  infected  porta 
are  liable  to  detentioii  at  quarantine  for  fifteen  to  thirty  daya.    It  ia 
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difficult  to  determine  what  good  can  be  expected  or  secured  by  this 
method  that  cannot  be  obtained  in  much  less  time.  If  the  nidvs 
of  the  disease-producing  germ  is  iu  the  fullness  of  the  bilge,  or  gen- 
eral unsanitary  conditions  of  the  vessel,  or  both,  a  few  days,  or  even 
iionrs,  of  efficient  manairement  may  change  these  conditions  as  ef- 
fectually as  the  employment  of  a  much  more  extended  period.  If, 
as  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt,  the  infective  jM'inciple  is  dmtvoyed 
bv  the  use  of  agents  well  known  and  generally  employed,  it  can  be 
accomplished  in  a  few  hours  as  thoroughly  as  in  many  days. 

Vessels  which  arrive  with  cases  of  yellow  fever,  or  on  wliich 
there  have  been  such  chpcs  during  the  passage,  are  necessarily  re- 
garded with  more  suspicion  than  those  whose  sanitary  record  is  good. 
Sickness  on  a  vessel  does  not,  however,  necessarily  imply  that  it  is 
infected.  The  history,  in  each  instance,  must  determine  the  proba- 
bilities. 

A  more  rigid  course  of  quarantine  of  the  crews  of  vessels,  while 
in  infected  ports,  by  the  master  or  officer  in  charge,  than  is  gen- 
erally practiced,  would  be  productive  of  much  less  sickness,  and 
often  of  greatly  diminished  expense  at  the  port  of  destination.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel  and  crew  also  contributes,  in  no  in- 
considerable degree,  to  the  course  which  is  determined  in  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  vessel.  Hygienic  measures  may  be  so  wisely  selected, 
and  so  thoroughly  administered  by  masters  of  vessels,  as  to  reduce 
the  chance  of  sickness  and  the  occasion  tor  detention  at  quarantine  to 
a  minimum  ;  on  the  other  hand,  inattention  to  these  duties  is  cer- 
tain to  be  followed  by  the  opposite  results.  It  is  a  matter  of  obser- 
vation and  remark  among  the  employees  at  quarantine,  that  some 
vessels  are  much  more  likely  to  bring  yellow  fever  than  othere ;  and 
this  impression  does  not,  after  all,  attach  so  much  to  the  vessel  as  to 
the  man  who  commands  it  "  Yellow  fever  always  follows  that  man 
to  whatever  vessel  he  goes,"  said  a  sailor  in  speaking  of  the  captain 
of  one  of  our  steamships.  What  these  hygienic  precautions  are  it 
is  needless  to  declare  in  this  place.  They  have  come  to  be  well 
undei*stood,  not  only  by  sanitarians,  but  by  those  whose  interests 
are  directly  affected,  and  in  a  particular  manner,  by  that  portion  of 
our  commercial  conjmunity  who  are  engaged  in  trade  in  ports  in 
which  yellow  fever  is  liable  to  prevail.  And  N^er,  by  a  strange  per- 
versity, the  most  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  on  the  part  oi  quar- 
antine officials,  and  often  the  authority'  vested  in  them  is  required 
N»  be  exercised,  to  secure  conditions  which  are  w'cll  known  to  be 
indidpensable  to  prevent  the  development  and  propagation  of  dis- 
ease. The  master  of  every  vessel  that  discharges  in  quarantine  is 
supplied  with  printed  instructions  for  airing,  cleansing  and  disin- 
fecting his  veesel.  The  quarantine  police  advises  and  superintends 
every  detail  of  these  instructions,  and  the  health  officer,  by  frequent 
visitations  and  inspections,  secures  satisfactory  results.  Notwith- 
standing these  lessons  have  been  taught  iu  this  quarantine  for  years 
pa£t  by  accomplished  quarantinists  and  with  eminent  success,  they 
need  to  be  repeated  at  every  step  and  on  every  occasion. 
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Mnch  embarraesinent  has  been  experienced  from  time  t(>  time 
diiriii,;;  tbe  season  pmt  bj'  the  cliaractur  of  consular  and  other 
bills  of  health  from  the  infected  ports.  In  Jnne  last  the  Governor 
of  the  BHhamas  issued  a  ]>riidainatiou  declaring  tliem  infected  with 
yellow  fever.  But  long  after  reliable  information  had  readied  this 
department  from  other  aoiirces  that  yellow  fever  precaiied  at  Nas- 
san,  clean  bills  from  that  port  were  issned  by  the  conanl.  Many 
cases  of  yellow  fever  had  occurred  at  Key  West  ditring  the  past 
season  before  the  health  anthorities  at  that  port  acknowledged  its 
existence  in  bills  of  health.  Well-marked  eases  of  yellow  fever 
were  taken  fiom  vessels  entering  this  port  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance, during  the  past  smnmer,  where  consular  declar:itions  ^rere 
invoked  to  prove  that  the  disease  did  not  exist  at  the  port  of  de- 
parture; but  subsequently' evidence  of  its  existence  was  secured. 
August  22,  the  consul  at  Point  a  Piti-e,  Guadalonpe,  declared  "thM 
the  namber  of  deaths  from  yellow  fever  far  exceed  the  number  re- 
ported ; "  and  that  "  the  authorities  try  to  suppress  all  informariiin 
on  the  subject."  These  plain  and  honest  declarations  were  as  «x- 
ceptional  as  they  were  instmctive,  and  in  marked  contrast  to  tlie 
course  of  the  consul  at  Martinique,  who,  it  is  asserted,  ^ve  clean 
bills  of  health  long  after  the  British  consul  rtif  used  them  on  accoiuit 
of  the  prevalence  of  yellow  feVer  at  that  port. 

The  conclusion  has  been  fully  established  from  many  instasces 
such  as  have  been  referred  to,  that  consular  agents  are  too  frequently 
subject  to  commercial  or  other  interests  .it  the  phiee  of  their  o9ici*l 
residence,  to  act  independently  in  this  matter.  Ignorance  of  the 
actual  state  of  the  public  health,  from  concealment  by  the  health  au- 
thorities, uudoubtedly  contributes  to  make  these  (iccurrences  more 
frequent. 

The  extensive  commerce  now  existing  between  ports  in  which 
yellow  fever  is  endemic,  and  the  numerous  ports  in  our  own  country 
within  the  yellow  fever  zone,  demands  on  the  part  of  our  own  rep- 
resentatives at  ports  where  this  disease  exists,  or  where  it  is  liable  to 
occur,  the  utmost  vigilance  and  conscientionsness  in.  their  reports 
through  bills  of  liealtb  or  otherwise. 

The  National  Board  of  Health  has  rendered  good  service  in  cor- 
recting this  difficulty  at  Havana  (Cuba).  Its  paid  repi-csentative 
at  that  port,  a  physician  of  established  reputation,  fills  up  all  hillsuf 
health,  and  the  consul-general  certifies  to  that  fact.  This  arrange- 
ment has  given  entire  satisfaction  at  this  port.  It  is  to  lieeanieilly 
hoped  that  the  co-operation  of  the  State  department  at  Wasliington 
willbegivento  enable  the  National  Boai-d  to  introduce  itsforraeof 
bill  of  health  in  every  port  liable  to  be  infected  with  yellow  fever. 

It  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  the  National  Board  with  ib' pres- 
ent financial  resources  can  establish  medical  represent  at  iv(>fi  at  even 
the  principal  porta  of  the  West  Indies.  From  coustilar  agents  there- 
fore, in  tbe  future  as  in  the  past,  must  be  obtained  the  only  pre- 
sentations, as  to  the  health  of  the  ports  to  which  they  are  accredited, 
for  the  guidance  of  the  otticers  of  quarantine.     Should  the  geiieni 
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government,  througli  the  Secretary  of  State,  consider  it  proper  to 
urge  upon  consuls  the  necessity  of  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
character  and  extent  of  diseases  prevalent  within  their  oflScial  juris- 
diction, and  a  conscientiously  faithful  representation  of  the  facts,  it 
it  18  believed  much  more  reliable  information  would  be  given  to  the 
health  authorities  at  our  quarantines. 

The  number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever  admitted  to  hospital  .by  no 
means  represents  the  extent  of  the  danger.  Should  the  restrictions^ 
of  quarantine  be  relaxed  or  abandoned,  there  would  be  much  greater 
inattention  to  sanitary  conditions  on  vessels  from  infected  ports,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  that  the  communication  of  the  officers  of  such 
vessels  with  the  shore  would  be  so  much  greater,  that  the  sickness 
and  consequent  exposure  at  the  port  of  destination  would  be  greatly 
increased.  The  hope  on  the  part  of  ships'  officers  of  escaping 
detention  at  quarantine,  by  attention  to  hygienic  conditions,  and 
restricted  intercourse  while  at  infected  ports,  contributes,  in  a 
considerable  degree,  to  diminish  the  number  of  cases  of  sickness.  In 
nnmerons  instances  during  the  past  season,  vessels  touching  regularly 
at  several  por  s  in  the  West  Indies  refused  to  take  cargo  at  infected 
ports,  and  were  thus  saved  the  detention  and  expense  at  quarantine 
which  would  have  been  necessary  under  other  circumstances. 

Your  honorable  board  is  associated  by  statutory  provision  with  the 
health  officer  in  quarantine  licenses  to  parties  engaged  in  quaran- 
tine. It  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  this  department  to  protect 
tlie  commercial  interests  aftected  by  the  necessary  restrictions  of 
quarantine  from  exorbitant  charges  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom 
exclusive  privileges  were  granted. 

With  this  purpose,  it  has  been  stipulated  in  every  instance,  that 
work  of  whatever  character  should  be  done  at  "  usual  rates."  In 
this  policy  as  in  other  respects,  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  your 
board  has  afforded  satisfaction  and  secured  good  results. 

The  law  creating  the  quarantine  commission  doubtless  designed 
the  harmonious  action  of  that  board  and  this  department  as  co- 
ordinate departments  of  quarantine.  Greater  efficiency  and  success 
in  the  discharge  of  individual  and  mutual  responsibilities  will  be  se- 
cured by  a  continuation  of  the  interdependent  and  cordial  relations 
of  the  past  year.  The  lighterage  and  stevedoring,  always  matters 
of  importance  to  that  portion  of  the  commercial  community  engaged 
in  trade  with  ports  liable  to  be  infected  by  quarantinable  diseases, 
has  been  under  the  responsible  management  ofE.  B.  Bartlett,  whose 
character  for  energy,  business  capacity  and  integrity  has  been  an 
assurance  to  interested  parties  of  a  determination  to  secure  to  them 
fair  and  equitable  treatment. 

The  fact  is  apparent  to  all  who  are  familiar  with  quarantine,  that 
labor  is  more  expensive  than  the  same  work  at  the  wharves  of  the 
city.  Stevedores  are  compelled  to  remain  under ''  quarantine  of  obser- 
vation "  for  at  least  five  days  after  discharging  vessels  before  going  to 
the  city.  As  they  are  usually  allowed  to  visit  home  after  three  or  fiiur 
weeks  in  quarantine,  and  are  underpay  while  idle,  the  cost  of  their  la- 
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bor  is  necessarily  greater  than  the  same  work  at  the  docks.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  lightering  cargoes.  The  cost  of  the  same  class 
of  work^at  the  wharves  is  increased  by  the  additional  time  consumed 
and  the  cost  of  transportation  from  Robbings  Reef  to  the  city.  It 
is  desirable  that  a  schedule  of  rates  should  be  established  at  or  before 
the  opening  ot  the  ensuing  season  that  will  be  mutually  satisfactory 
to  the  parties  in  interest. 

As  the  custodians  of  the  property  of  the  State  it  seems  proper 
that  I  should  call  your  attention  to  the  conditions  of  such  portions 
of  the  quarantine  establishment  as  are  immediately  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  health  officer.  For  various  reasons,  to  which  it  is  un- 
necessary to  refer  in  this  place,  thc3f  State's  property,  at  the  tune  of 
the  present  health  officer's  appointment,  was  in  need  of  extensive 
repairs. 

The  quarantine  ship  "Illinois''  was  thoroughly  repaired  in  the 
early  part  of  the  present  year.  The  health  officer's  residence  as  also 
the  residence  of  the  deputies  were  greatly  improved,  but  for  want 
of  funds  necessary  repairs  were  not  completed.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  last  season,  the '' Illinois"  "  sprung  a  leak"  m  the  port 
side  of  the  bow  and  will  need  to  be  repaired.  The  deck  of  the 
"Illinois"  should  be  recanvassed,  the  capstan  repaired,  a  boai-ding 
boat  suitable  for  use  in  the  lower  bay,  and  two  water  tanks  supplied. 
Those  in  use  on  the  "Illinois"  during  the  past  summer  leaked  so 
badly  that  they  were  a  source  of  considerable  loss  and  inconvenience. 
The  roof  of  the  boat  house  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  it 
should  be  reshingled  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  rip-raps  at  Swinburne  Island  are  washed  away  in  places  and 
will  require  to  be  replaced  to  prevent  the  waves  from  undermining 
the  superstructures.  Tlie  planking  of  the  dock  and  whole  area  of 
the  island,  that  is  not  covered  by  buildings,  is  much  decayed  and 
should  be  replanked  at  an  early  day. 

The  north-east  corner  of  the  dock  at  the  boarding  station  lias  sunk 
nearly  two  feet  within  the  last  few  months.  The  defective  condi- 
tion of  some  of  the  timbers  and  piles  renders  the  whole  dock  liable 
to  be  swept  away.  The  action  of  the  tides  is  filling  up  the  slip  we^st 
of  the  dock  to  such  an  extent  that  vessels  with  the  draft  of  the 
boarding  tug  will  soon  be  unable  to  enter.  It  is  indispensably 
necessary  that  some  dredging  should  be  done  in  the  slip,  as 
vessels  cannot  lie  on  the  face  of  the  dock  in  safety  during  a  storm. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  obligations  to  Drs.  J.  Macart- 
ney and  E.  Sanborn  for  their  intelligent  and  active  co-operation  in 
the  discharge  of  their  very  responsible  and  laborious  duties  as  dep- 
uty health  officers. 

To  them  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  success  which  has  enabled 
this  department  to  maintain  its  pre-eminence  as  the  ^^  model  quar- 
antine."

RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  SPECIAL  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON 

ASSESSMENT  AND  TAXATION. 

BuLE  1.  The  rales  of  the  assembly  shall  be  the  rules  of  this  com- 
mittee, as  far  as  applicable,  except  as  hereinafter  declared,  and  except, 
also,  there  shall  be  no  previous  question. 

Rule  2.  All  citizens  interested  in  the  subject  of  taxation  are  in- 
vited to  submit  to  the  committee,  at  an  early  day,  such  legislation  on 
the  subject,  in  the  form  of  a  bill,  as  they  desire  to  urge  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  the  committee, 

BuLE  3.  The  committee  will  hear  orally  counsel  or  experts  in  sup- 
port of  any  bill  so  presented  to  the  committee  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
March,  1881,  or  to  the  legislature,  and  referred  to  the  committee. 
Counsel  and  experts  will  also  be  heard  in  opposition  to  anvsuch  bill. 
Only  one  counsel  and  one  expert  will  be  heard  on  each  side,  and  no 
one  will  be  allowed  more  than  one  hour  for  such  oral  argument,  un- 
lesa  by  special  leave  of  the  committee. 

BuLE  4.  The  committee  invite  the  written  or  printed  views  of 
those  who  are  familiar  with  the  subject  of  assessment  and  taxation, 
and  their  suggestions  ad  to  the  revision  and  amendment  of  the  laws, 
and  will  consider,  on  or  after  March  1,  1881,  all  communications  on 
the  subject  received  before  that  day. 

BuLE  5.  The  order  of  business  before  the  committee  will  be' 
First.  The  suggestions  in  the  Governor's  message.  Second.  The 
Comptroller's  report.  Third.  The  State  Assessors"  report.  Fourth. 
Any  bills  specially  referred  to  this  committee  by  either  nouee.  Fifth. 
The  reported  bills  from  last  year's  joint  committee.  Sixth.  Any  bills 
sent  directly  to  this  committee  under  rule  2. 
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BuLE  6.  Hearings  of  coansel  or  experts^  under  rale  3,  shall  be  ou 
Wednesday  of  e^h  week^  and  on  sach  other  days  as  the  committee 
shall  give  notice  of,  through  the  public  press,  for  hearing  on  particu- 
lar bills  specially  set  down.

OONCUKRENT  RESOLUTIONS

Mr.  Lawrence  offered  the  following  concurrent  resolution  : 

Resolved  (the  Senate  concurring).  That  whereas  the  people  of  our 
State  are  largely  interested  in  navigation  and  many  of  our  coasting  ves- 
sels trade  with  the  port  of  New  York  and  ports  to  the  southward, 
passing  through  Long  Island  Sound  and  using  the  Hell  Gate  passage, 
the  outlet  to  the  ocean;  and  whereas,  these  vessels,  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  are  compelled  to  pay  half-pilotage  wnen  no  ser- 
vice is  rendered  or  required  ;  bv  this  act  of  a  sister  State  a  burden  is 
imposed  upon  our  people  whicn  thev  consider  unjust  and  oppressive, 
and  believing  that  the  outlets  and  channels  leading  to  the  ocean,  and 
all  passages  navigated  by  our  coasting  vessels  ought  to  be  free  to  all 
unrestricted  by  State  legislation,  and  subject  only  to  such  just  and 
equal  laws  as  Congress  may  enact. 

We,  tiierefore,  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  send  greeting,  and 
do  most  respectfully  memorialize  your  honorable  body,  so  to  amend 
your  Hell  Uate  pilot  laws  that  no  naif -pilotage  shall  be  exacted  from 
our  vessels  usin^  the  Hell  Gate  passage,  and  as  in  duty  bound  your 
memorialists  will  ever  pray. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  memorial  be  transmitted  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  and  to  the  President  of  the  Senate 
of  the  State  of  New  York.

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The  promptness  with  which  the  banks  have  filed  reports  this 
year  and  the  greater  care  and  accuracy  which  has  been  observed  in 
their  preparation  enables  the  Superintendent  to  submit  his  report 
several  weeks  in  advance  of  the  usual  time,  the  report  having  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  Feb.  14,  1881. 

The  number  of  savings  banks  reporting  to  the  Superintendent, 
January  1,  1881,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight.  The  same 
number  reported  January  1,  1880. 

Thirteen  of  the  savings  banks  are  in  process  of  voluntary  liqui- 
dation. Eleven  of  the  number  have  received  no  deposits  during  the 
year  and  are  practically  closed,  requiring  but  the  transfer  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  trifling  balances  held  by  each,  to  complete 
their  final  dissolution.  The  names  of  and  the  amount  of  deposits 
held  by  each  are  as  follows,  viz. :

The  trustees  of  the  Port  Jervis  Savings  Bank  have  officially  no- 
tified the  Superintendent  of  their  intention  to  place  that  bank  in 
liquidation.  Depositors  have  been  directed  to  withdraw  their 
moneys,  and  doubtless  its  affairs  will  be  finally  settled  early  in  the 
present  year. 
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The  number  of  banks  engaged  in  active  bosiness  is  one  hundred 
and  sixteen. 

No  savings  banks  have  been  organized  and  none  dosed  during 
the  year. 

Closed  Bakks. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1879  (chap.  424),  providing  for 
the  closing  and  dissolution  of  savings  banks,  the  representatives 
of  five  banks  have  transferred  the  remaining  unclaimed  balances  to 
the  Superintendent  and  have  been  discharged  from  their  respective 
trusts.     They  are  as  follows  : 

Richard  M.  Bent,  Receiver  of  the  failed  New  Amsterdam  Savings 
Bank  of  the  city  of  New  York,  October  9,  1879,  deposited  with 
the  Superintendent  the  sum  of  $429.79,  being  the  unclaimed  bal- 
ances due  to  459  depositors.  No  applications  for  unclaimed  balances 
of  this  bank  have  been  received. 

William  M.  Banks,  Receiver  of  the  failed  Security  Savings  Bank 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  December  16,  1879,  deposited  with  the 
Superintendent  the  sum  of  $1,865.72,  being  the  unclaimed  balances 
due  to  1,180  depositors.  The  sum  of  $22440  has  been  repaid  lo 
thirteen  depositors. 

The  trustees  of  the  Newtown  Savings  Bank  of  Winfidd  Junc- 
tion, December  27,  1879,  completed  the  voluntary  closing  of  that 
bank  by  transferring  to  the  Superintendent  the  unclaimed  balances 
due  to  two  depositors,  aggregating  $1.40.  No  application  has  been 
made  for  either  balance. 

B.  Piatt  Carpenter,  Receiver  of  the  failed  Haverstraw  Savings 
Bank  of  Haverstraw,  January  23,  1880,  deposited  with  the  Superin- 
tendent the  sum  of  $596.04,  being  the  unclaimed  balances  due  to 
251  depositors.  The  sum  of  $137.03  has  been  repaid  to  six 
depositora. 

The  Receivers  of  the  Oriental  Savings  Bank  of  New  York  city, 
November  15,  1880,  deposited  with  the  Superintendent  the  sum  of 
$2,255.50,  being  the  unclaimed  balances  due  to  6,093  depositors. 
The  sum  of  $25.86  has  been  repaid  to  two  depositors. 

The  above  comprises  the  only  authentic  knowledge  in  possession 
of  the  Superintendent  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  twenty-nine  failed 
.savings  banks. 

Failed  Savings  Banks. 

* 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  archives  of  this  Department  ought  to 
furnish  a  complete  record  and  continuous  history  of  each  savings 
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bank  from  its  inception  to  it6  extinction.  It  now  haa  supervieion 
over  savings  banks  until  they  pass  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 
Then  all  power  over  or  connection  with  them  ceases  until  the  re- 
ceivers are  discharged  by  order  of  court,  and  the  funds  remaining 
in  their  hands  turned  dver  to  the  Superintendent  for  distribution. 
The  fund  turned  over  is,  of  course,  the  fag  end  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived, and  consists  of  the  uncalled-for  balances  of  dividends  due 
depositors,  as  a  rnle  less  than  one  dollar  in  amouut.  The  distribu- 
tion entails  an  expense  about  equal  to  the  funds  distributed.  Ke- 
ceivers  are  required  to  file  quarterly  reports  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  bank  is  located.  And  by  chapter  337,  Laws 
1880,  are  required  to  file  a  copy  with  the  Attorney-General.  Willis 
8.  Paine,  Receiver  Bond  Street  Savings  Bank,  Y.  Vandyck,  of  the 
Yorkville,  and  D.  O.  Bradley,  of  the  Mutual  Benefit,  have  complied 
with  this  law.  B«ceivera  are  reqnired  by  chap.  422,  Laws  1879,  to 
make  final  distribution  within  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of 
their  appointment,  unless  the  court,  upon  application  by  the  Re- 
ceiver and  notice  to  tho  Attorney-General,  shall  give  additional 
time  for  that  purpose. 

'  No  receiver  has  been  appointed  since  1877.  Tho  receivers  of  the 
TTnion  of  Saratoga  and  the  Yorkville  have  applied  and  bad  their 
time  extended.  Receivers  of  the  Bond  Street  and  Sixpenny  have 
applied  for  final  settlement.  There  are  twenty-five  banks  now  in 
hands  of  receivers,  and  except  as  above  stated,  they  are  in  default 
as  to  compliance  with  the  statutes  quoted.  How  fully  the  law  is 
complied  with  as  to  filing  reports  with  county  clerks  I  know  not. 
It  has  been  cnstomary  to  ask  reports  from  receivers  as  to  condition 
of  failed  savings  banks,  and  publish  replies  received  in  the  annual 
report  of  this  Department.  In  response  to  my  request  seventeen  of 
the  twenty-five  replied.  The  reports  thus  received  are  not  verified, 
nor  is  any  formality  or  solemnity  attached  to  their  execution.  They 
are  given  as  a  matter  of  conrtesy  and  not  in  pursuance  of  any  law. 
Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  determined  not  to  publish  the  reports 
received.  I  have  many  inquiries  as,  to  condition  of  failed  savings 
banks,  which  I  can  only  reply  to  by  referring  my  interrogators  to 
the  receivers.  If  the  Legislature  desires  to  have  the  condition  of 
Receiverships  annually  reported  to  it  by  this  Department,  let  the 
lavp'  be  BO  amended  as  to  give  the  Department  information  upon 
which  to  base  such  report 
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TABLES.

Characteeistios  of  1880. 

1.  Deposits  and  depositors. — The  increase  of  the  deposits  i8$34,- 
371,156;  the  increase  in  deposits  in  New  York  city  is  $17,854r,806; 
in  the  rest  of  the  State  $16,516,350  ;  the  siirplns  is  increased  $13,- 
317,142 ;  the  number  of  depositors  is  larger  by  89,237. 

2.  Inveat/ments, — The  mortgage  loans  have  increased  more  than 
2  per  cent ;  the  amount  of  government  bonds  lias  increased  about 
14^  per  cent ;  other  stocks  have  increased  about  7  per  cent ;  real 
estate  acquired  has  decreased  $130,414.  Total  transactions  of  the 
year,  the  amouAts  withdrawn  and  deposited,  equal  $231,140,587; 
these  amounts  are  about  12^  per  cent  more  than  in  1879. 

There  is  no  need  to  essay  deductions  from  the  statistics  above 
given.  Their  simple  recital  is  the  most  cogent  expression  of  the 
conclusions  they  induce. 

Prosperity  and  adversity  alike  seize  upon  the  middle  and  poorer 
classes  of  a  nation  to  manifest  their  presence. 

Thrift  and  contentment  with  these  classes  is  a  certain  index  of  a 
sound  and  satisfactory  condition  of  the  body  politic.  The  hard 
times  and  inability  of  labor  to  find  employment  compelled  many 
to  resort  to  their  savings  as  a  means  of  subsistence,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence we  find  during  the  years  '76,  '77  and  '78,  depositors  drop- 
ping off  and  the  amount  of  deposits  steadily  decreasing.  Betuming 
prosperity  gave  to  labor  a  market,  and  January  1,  1880,  showed  an 
increase  in  deposits  of  $20,183,862  and  54,439  in  the  number  of  de- 
positors. 

The  continued  prosperity  of  1880  has  increased  the  depodtors 
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89,237,  and  raised  the  total  to  the  unprecedented  number  of  958,- 
707,  and  swelled  the  volume  of  savings  bank  assets  to  the  enormous 
total  of  $400,944,380.  That  this  remarkable  prosperity  on  the 
part  of  the  savings  banks  is  traceable  to  the  prosperity  of  the  labor- 
ing classes  is  manifest  from  the  fact  that,  while  whatever  of  induce- 
ment may  have  presented  itself  to  capitalists  to  use  these  institu- 
tions has  been  rapidly  decreasing,  deposits  and  depositors  have 
rapidly  increased. 

^ 

Economy  of  Management. 

Economy  is  of  two  kinds,  and  in  the  management  of  savings 
banks  false  economy  ought  to  have  no  place. 

The  savings  bank  system  of  this  State  is  the  result  of  over  sixty 
years  of  watchful  care  and  labor  on  the  part  of  a  body  of  trustees, 
working  without  compensation,  for  the  encouragement  of  thrift  and 
frugality  on  the  part  of  the  people.  They  are  held  to  strict  ac- 
countability in  the  exercise  of  their  functions.  The  interests  of 
depositors  and  the  safety  of  trustees  alike  demand  that  good  and 
thoroughly  competent  men  officer  these  institutions,  and  that  salaries 
be  so  graduated  as  to  command  such  services. 

Although  the  amount  of  deposits  has  increased  during  1880  more 
tlian  $34,000,000,  and  the  number  of  open  accounts  more  than 
89,000 ;  and  although  there  has  been  increased  difficulty  in  invest- 
ing money  advantageously,  still,  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  expense  of  the  banks  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There 
is  no  material  difference  in  the  amount  paid  for  salaries  during  the 
two  years. 

The  conduct  of  many  of  the  banks  in  this  respect  is  exemplary, 
combining  the  greatest  efficiency  with  the  best  economy.  In  many 
others  the  salaries  paid  and  the  expenses  incurred  exceed  the  limits 
of  necessity  and  propriety .  Tested  by  whatever  standard  you  may 
choose  —  the  expense  of  savings  bank  management  in  other  States, 
or  the  expense  incurred  by  some  of  the  largest  and  best  banks  in 
our  own  State  —  their  expenses  are  greater  than  is  necessary  to 
secure  perfect  competency  and  efficiency. 

This  subject  of  economy  in  savings  bank  management  has  been 
treated  with  elaboration  and  force  by  my  predecessor  and  is  a  sub- 
ject which  should  and  must  be  given  paramount  importance  by 
trustees  in  their  conduct  of  these  institutions.  That  a  material  re- 
duction of  the  expense  of  management  would  redound  to  the 
interests  of  the  depositors  is  only  too  apparent. 
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Investments  and   Dividends. 

The  rapid  increase  in  savings  bank  deposits  and  the  high  prices 
of  securities,  coupled  with  the  reluctance  of  trustees  to  reduce  the 
rate  of  dividends  has  directed  attention  to  the  law  regulating  in- 
vestments. It  has  been  frequently  urged  that  the  line  of  invest- 
ments which  savings  banks  are  permitted  to  make  might  with 
safety  be  enlarged.  The  precedent  of  New  England  is  cited. 
The  most  feasible  propositions  relate  to  railroad  bonds  and  bonds  of 
cities  of  other  States,  investments  which  Kew  York  savings  banks 
are  not  allowed  to  make. 

The  adoption  of  the  Connecticut  law,  permitting  banks  to  invest 
in  first  mortgage  railroad  bonds  of  roads  that  have  paid  interest 
upon  their  bonds  and  a  dividend  of  at  least  five  per  cent  on  their 
stock  for  the  preceding  five  years,  is  advocated.  Such  bonds  would 
unquestionably  be  a  good  security  at  the  present  time.  It  would  be 
unwise  to  permit  investments  in  the  bonds  of  railroads  other  than 
Kew  York  corporations,  in  regard  to  the  validity  of  which  neither 
this  Department  nor  the  Legislature  itself  could  exercise  even  the 
power  of  investigation.  Limiting  the  proposed  investment  to  New 
York  corporations  and  excluding  leased  lines,  there  are  only  two 
roads,  the  Boston  and  Albany,  and  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Eiver  railroad,  the  bonds  of  which  would  be  open  to  in- 
vestment. The  bonds  of  the  first  road  are  not  upon  the  market. 
Those  of  the  second  are  difiicult  to  obtain  and  are  quoted  at  prices 
that  place  them  nearly  on  a  par  with  governments  as  to  income  pro- 
ducing qualities.  The  amount  of  bonds  thus  rendered  available 
would  be  insignificant  compared  with  the  funds  seeking  investment, 
and  relief  to  the  banks  inconsiderable.  The  value  of  a  railroad 
bond  depends  largely  upon  the  honesty  and  fidelity  of  the  managers 
of  the  corporation,  and  the  necessity  for  the  continued  existence 
and  operation  of  the  road.  The  peculiarities  of  railroad  manage- 
ment and  the  manipulation  of  railroad  securities  in  the  past  raise 
serious  objections  to  such  a  law,  and  the  present  needs  of  the  banks 
are  not  sufficient  to  justify  its  enactment. 

The  suggestion  that  the  municipal  obligations  of  cities  of  other 
States  would  be  a  safe  investment  calls  to  mind  the  disgraceful  ac- 
tion of  Memphis  in  procuring  the  repeal  of  its  charter  and  the 
creation  of  a  so-called  "  taxing  district "  out  of  the  city,  hoping 
thereby  to  escape  the  payment  of  its  debt.  The  city  of  Mobile 
pursued  a  similar  course,  and  New  Orleans  assumes  an  attitude  of 
repudiation.

All  investuiuQts  in  securities  of  corporations,  whose  validity  it  is 
beyond  the  power  of  this  State  to  ascertain  or  guarantee,  introduce 
elements  of  uncertainty  hardly  consonant  with  proper  conduct  of 
savings  banks. 

The  general  government  is  rapidly  paying  off  its  debts.  Every 
vear  adds  to  the  number  of  States  that  are  free  from  debt.  The 
obligations  of  our  counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages  are  fast  being 
paid  and  disappearing  from  the  market,  and  if  the  present  era  of 
prosperity  and  economy  continues,  the  question  of  enlarging  the 
line  of  savings  bank  investments  will  force  itself  upon  our  attention 
and  compel  a3tion. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  first  step  in  the  direction  of  un- 
certainty is  rarely  the  last  one. 

A  careful  survey  of  the  whole  field  induces  the  conviction  that 
the  law  in  its  present  shape  had  better  be,  for  the  present  at  least, 
sustained.  The  underlying  principle  always  to  be  kept  in  view  in 
savings  bank  management  is  maximum  security,  rather  than  maxi- 
mum rate  of  dividend.  Investments  should  be  confined  to  the  best 
securities,  and  only  such  dividends  paid  or  attempted  as  these  in- 
vestments will  justify.  With  government  bonds  netting  less  than 
three  and  one-half  per  cent  interest,  and  with  other  securities,  which 
these  institutions  may  hold,  realizing  but  little  more  (with  no  first- 
class  securities  in  the  market,  with  a  proper  allowance  for  taxation, 
realizing  any  more),  the  dividends  which  the  savings  banks  pay 
should  be  proportionately  reduced.  No  bank  ought  to  pay  more 
tlian  four  per  cent,  and  many  ought  not  to  pay  as  high  as  that. 
There  is  not  a  bond  which  these  institutions  are  allowed  to  hold  that 
can  be  bought  at  par.  They  are  all  held  at  high  premiums.  Thus 
the  premiums  on  these  bonds  enter,  and  very  properly  so,  into  the 
assets  of  the  banks.  In  all  cases  these  premiums  form  a  portion  of 
their  surplus,  and  in  instances  equal  the  entire  surplus. 

The  total  amount  of  premiums  upon  the  aggregate  of  savings 
bank  investments  is  $27,378,164.  The  aggregate  surplus  is 
$47,099,094.  Even  tliough  a  bank,  on  account  of  old  investments 
yielding  a  high  rate  of  interest,  actually  earns  five  per  cent, 
I  think  it  wiser  policy  not  to  pay  so  high  a  dividend,  but  guard 
against  a  possible  depreciation  of  securities  by  accumulating  a 
larger  surplus.  True,  the  movements  of  the  money  centers  of 
Europe  hourly  reported  on  this  continent  beget  a  closeness  of 
relation  and  a  community  of  interest  between  the  capital  of  the  old 
world  and  the  new,  that  must  largely  influence  the  rate  of  interest 
[Assem.  Doc.No.  60.]  3 
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prevailing  here,  and  also  lessen  the  danger  of  a  depreciation  of  the 
securities  now  held  by  savings  banks,  since  they,  from  their  superior 
character,  find  a  ready  foreign  market,  and  experience  directly  the 
effect  of  foreign  competition. 

The  rapidly  diminishing  volume  of  first-class  securities  will  also 
tend  to  preserve  present  values.  It  does  not,  however,  seem  pos- 
sible that  the  present  rate  of  interest  can  long  obtain  in  this  countrT. 
To-day  the  rate  on  governments  is  less  than  is  paid  by  the  Bank  of 
England.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  once  considered  a 
princely  fortune.  To-day  its  earning  capacity  is  not  suflScient  to 
support  a  man  in  comfortable  ease.  This  fact  will  compel  capitab'sts 
to  enter  the  productive  industries  which  the  undeveloped  resources 
of  this 'country  so  temptingly  offer. 

When  returning  confidence  shall  have  extended  its  influence  be- 
yond the  few  interests  already  affected  and  included  all;  withsooiid 
currency,  wise  government  and  the  heretofore  distracted  attention 
of  the  country  concentrated,  as  it  will  be,  upon  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial development,  there  will  be  an  era  of  business  activity  and 
a  demand  for  capital  under  the  influence  of  which  it  would  seem 
that  the  rate  of  interest  must  approximate  that  formerly  paid. 

Although  the  banks  were  never  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition 
than  to-day,  there  is  enough  in  the  situation  to  emphasize  the  wis- 
dom of  limiting  dividends  to  the  earning  capacity  of  present  in- 
•  vestments  and  accumulating  the  excess  as  a  surplus. 

Postal  Savings  Bank. 

The  fear  entertained  in  some  quarters  that  reducing  savings  liank 
dividends  would  bring  into  existence  a  dangerous  competitor  in  the 
form  of  United  States  government  savings  banks,  conducted  through 
the  post-offices  of  the  country,  has  no  substantial  foundation. 

True,  the  present  Postmaster-General  has  urged  upon  Congress 
this  method  of  raising  funds  with  which  to  retire  maturing  bonds. 
Were  this  course  resorted  to,  the  government  would  necessarily  be 
obliged  to  offer  a  certain  rate  of  interest,  and  as  the  savings  banks 
of  this  State  are  paying  about  four  per  cent  the  government  could 
hardly  hope  successfully  to  compete  with  them  at  a  very  mucli 
lower  rate.  Add  to  the  rate  of  interest  the  government  would  be 
compelled  to  offer  in  order  to  attract  deposits,  the  cost  of  managing 
these  banks,  and  it  would  be  found  an  expensive  venture  compared 
with  the  government's  present  ability  to  refund  with  bonds  bearing 
a  rate  of  interest  slightly,  if  any,  in  excess  of  three  per  cent. 
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If  this  were  a  country  without  resources  and  the  government  was 
to  remain,  like  Great  Britain,  in  the  attitude  of  a  chronic  borrower, 
never  reducing  its  indebtedness,  the  scheme  of  establishing  postal 
savings  banks  would  be  more  feasible;  but  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  during  the  last  fifteen  years  it  has  reduced  its  obligations 
$866,405,830,  or  at  tlie  rate  of  nearly  $58,000,000  per  annum,  it  is 
evident  that  the  indebtedness  upon  which  these  institutions  are 
proposed  to  be  built  is  but  temporary,  and  therefore  the  institutions 
themselves  could  be  but  temporary. 

"Were  such  a  course  to  be  pursued  the  government  would  be  a 
constant  competitor  in  the  money  market,  and  in  order  to  attract 
deposits  must  adjust  its  rate  of  interest  to  correspond  with  the  vary- 
ing demands  for  money. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  government  can  refund  at  a  rate  of 
interest  approximating  that  which  has  long  prevailed  in  England; 
and  in  view  of  the  future  development  of  this  country  and  the  con- 
sequent demand  for  capital,  it  is  not  the  part  of  wisdom  nor  economy 
to  establish  postal  savings  banks. 

Indeed  this  scheme  has  found  no  favor  with  the  financial  oflScers 
of  the  government,  neither  with  the  Comptroller  nor  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

There  is  another  view  to  be  taken  of  this  matter.  Suppose 
tliese  banks  were  to  be  established  and  should  possess  the  superi- 
ority claimed  for  them,  and  attract  to  themselves  the  four 
hundred  millions  now  belonging  to  depositors  in  this 
State,  that  is,  four  hundred  millions  should  be  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  postmasters  of  this  State  to  handle.  It  would 
lend  vigor  to  the  centralized  power  which  the  general  government 
through  its  patronage  is  enabled  to  exert,  and  to  civil  service  reform 
redoubled  interest.  Even  England,  from  whom  the  idea  of  postal 
savings  banks  is  borrowed,  and  whose  civil  service  system  is  con- 
stantly held  up  to  view  as  the  grand  desideratum  of  this  country, 
even  England,  through  mismanagement,  or  peculiarity  of  manage- 
ment, has  paid  to  this  class  of  depositors  $20,000,000  more  than  the 
investments  earned,  and  the  loss  was  still  going  on  at  the  rate  of 
£200,000  per  anuuni,  until  a  measure  of  relief  was  recently'  brought 
forward  by  Mr.  Gladstone. 

This  does  not  augur  well  for  the  creation  of  such  banks  in  this 
country,  however  gratifying  it  might  be  to  the  Postmaster-General 
and  the  postmaster  in  general. 
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Taxation. 

Theoretically,  every  individual  and  all  property  of  whatsoever 
kind  or  description,  enjoying  the  protection  and  fostering  care  of 
the  government,  ought  to  bear  a  just  proportion  of  the  taxation 
necessary  to  support  the  government. 

The  determination  of  that  just  proportion,  and  the  just  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  taxation  —  in  themselves  simple  and  ele- 
mentary—  to  the  various  kinds  of  property,  and  the  complicated 
and  multitudinous  interests  of  mankind  involves  a  labor  beset  with 
difficulty,  and  which  at  best  can  be  but  approximately  performed. 

Formulating  a  proper  law  presents  less  of  difficulty  than  its  en- 
forcement. 

Individuals  and  localities  alike  selfish,  ever  have  and  ever  will 
strive  to  and  measurably  succeed  in  evading  their  proper  share  of 
taxation  by  easy  concealment  and  ingenions  evasions. 

The  object  of  taxation  is  to  support  the  government.  The  object 
of  government  is  to  furnish  an  instrumentality  through  which  public 
opinion  can  assert  itself — to  enable  the  community,  receiving  the  sub- 
mission and  support  of  each  individual  member,  to  extend  protection 
and  proper  care  to  every  individual ;  define  their  respective  rights  and 
redress  their  respective  wrongs.  Blackstone  says:  "  The  only  true 
and  natural  foundations  of  society  are  the  wants  and  the  fears  of 
individuals."  And  adds,  that  the  three  grand  requisites  of  govern- 
ment are  wisdom,  goodness  and  power.  "  Wiadorrhy  to  discern  the 
real  interest  of  the  community ;  goodness^  to  endeavor  always  to 
pursue  that  real  interest ;  and  strength  or  power^  to  carry  this 
knowledge  or  intention  into  action." 

The  proper  functions  of  government  are  remedial  as  well  as 
punitive.  The  power  is  represented  by  our  constabulary,  our 
militia  and  our  places  of  incarceration,  and  annually  does  the  State 
take  millions  from  the  pockets  of  the  tax-payers  and  expend  them 
n  protecting  society  from  the  incursions  of  its  evil  element. 

The  wisdom  of  government  easily  discerned  that  economy  and 
philanthropy  alike  demanded  that  goodness  should  precede  a  resort 
to  power  by  first  providing  every  aid  and  every  inducement  to  good 
citizenship ;  and  the  benevolence,  charity  and  conscience  of  the 
country  has  responded  and  assisted  in  providing  eleemosynary  and 
educational  institutions  and  places  of  public  worship.  Recognizing 
in  religion  and  the  teachings  of  Christianity  its  strongest  and  best 
ally  in  conserving  public  morals  and  insuring  good  citizenship,  the 
State  has  exempted  from  taxation  all  church  property  and  the  prop- 
erty of  kindred  charities  and  benevolence. 
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Believing  that  education  is  the  only  guaranty  of  the  intelligent 
exercise  of  the  rights  of  citizenship  and  of  the  maintenance  of 
republican  institutions,  the  State  exempts  from  taxation  school 
property,  both  real  and  endowment,  and  in  addition  takes  from  its 
citizens  and  annually  expends  $12,000,000  to  educate  its  children  ; 
and  reaching  into  the  family  and  disturbing  parental  government, 
declares  that  children  shall  avail  themselves  of  these  privileges  and 
acquire  such  education  as  shall  enable  them  in  after  life  to  become 
good  citizens,  care  for  themselves  and  become  supports  to  the  gov- 
ernment instead  of  dependents  upon  it.  Does  not  public  economy 
and  public  morality  just  as  imperatively  demand  that  citizens  be 
taught  to  acquire  habits  of  economy,  thrift  and  enterprise  ?  And 
that  the  laboring  man  be  encouraged  to  so  invest  his  savings — be 
they  never  so  small — that  they  will  supplement  his  daily  labor  in 
providing  for  himself  and  family  ? 

To  accomplish  this  benevolent  purpose  savings  institutions  were 
conceived  and  created,  affording  the  poorer  classes  whose  habits  of 
life  and  knowledge  of  affairs  preclude  the  possibility  of  their  making 
wise  and  safe  investments  in  their  own  behalf,  to  aggregate  and  in* 
*vest  their  savings  in  some  place  of  safety,  easily  available  in  case  of 
want,  and  thus  protect  theniselves,  and  at  the  same  time  protect  the 
public  from  claims  that  must  otherwise  be  made  upon  it. 

They  not  only  do  this,  but  they  afford  to  our  cities,  towns  and 
villages  a  customer  for  their  securities,  and  to  real  estate  owners  a 
desirable  creditor  from  whom  to  effect  loans. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  ^Haxation  diffuses  itself,  and  by  laws 
which  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  man  to  contravene,  though  he  may 
make  the  diffusion  for  a  time  unequal.'^ 

The  relation  subsisting  between  all  enterprises  based  upon  capital 
is  so  intimate,  the  sympathy  so  close,  that  any  cause  that  serves  to 
depress  or  appreciate  one  by  natural  laws,  ultimately  extends  its 
influence  to  all.  However  imjust  or  unequal  the  assessment  may 
be,  as  to  parties  immediately  affected,  this  unwritten  law  that  defies 
parliaments  and  kings  is  constantly  enforcing  equalization.  How 
true  this  is  in  reference  to  the  subject  of  discussion.  Whatever  tax 
you  may  exact  from  savings  banks,  with  added  volume,  must  be  ex- 
pended in  aid  of  that  class  for  whose  benefit  these  institutions  are 
created. 

Analyzing  the  tax  levy,  and  noting  the  vast  sums  annually  drawn 
from  the  public  for  the  suppression  of  crime,  and  for  the  alleviation 
of  suffering  and  want  in  their  various  forms,  can  one  doubt  the 
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economy  of  adding  to  moral  and  intellectual  training,  that  of  self- 
dependence  and  self-support  ? 

Can  any  one  question  the  wisdom  of  continuing  the  protection 
which  the  government  now  extends  to  savings  institutions,  or  the 
fallacy  of  withdrawing  the  indirect  support  now  afforded  by  exemp- 
trion  from  taxation  ?  Why  should  they  be  taxed  ?  They  are  not 
banks.  They  have  no  capital.  The  entire  assets  of  these  institu- 
tions belong  to  their  953,707  deJ)ositors.  They  are  institutions  to 
save,  not  to  make  money.  The  trustees  who  manage  them  are  for- 
bidden to  have  the  slightest  pecuniary  interest  in  their  earnings. 
They  can  receive  no  pay  for  their  aervices,  neither  can  they  horrow 
money  from  these  institutions.  The  law  holds  them  to  a  stringent 
accountability  for  their  acts,  and  for  the  exercise  of  their  judgment^ 
compelling  them  to  make  good  losses  resulting  from  error  of  judg- 
ment where  no  fraud  is  alleged.  (See  JB^imj  HeoeweTy  v.  Oary  et  al.y 
decided  by  Court  of  Appeals  in  September  last.) 

The  law  gives  them  but  one  niotive  —  a  desire  to  help  their  fel- 
low men  — in  becoming  trustees  of  these  benevolent  institutions. 
.  A  tax  would  reduce  the  surplus,  lessen  dividends,  discourage  de- 
p'osits,  impair  the  usefulness  of  these  institutions,  and  injure  the 
public  far  beyond  the  measure  of  the  tax  received.  'Tis  not  a 
question  of  taxing  banks  these  institutions  are  in  no  sense  of  the 
word  banks. 

'Tis  not  a  question  of  taxing  vast  amounts  of  capital,  but  a  ques- 
tion of  taxing  the-953, 707  depositors  throughout  the  State — labor- 
ing people  and  poorer  classes. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  it  is  this  same  laboring  class  tliat 
furnishes  the  motive  power  that  gives  to  genius  efficacy,  and  to  the 
world  progress. 

The  unwisdom  of  the  governments  imposing  burdens  upon  these 
factors  that  contribute  so  largely — and  have  no  other  object  in  ex- 
isting—  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  government's  best  offices 
must  be  apparent. 

Let  us  analyze  the  assets  of  savings  banks,  and  draw  a  practical 
argument  therefrom :  The  total  resources  of  these  banks  at  market 
value  of  stocks  are  $400,944,380.  At  par  value  of  stocks,  the  total 
resources  are  $373,566,216.  From  this  take  $137,375,190  of  United 
States  bonds  which  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  the  State  to  tajc 
There  remains  $236,191,026.  Deduct  real  estate  owned  by  these 
institutions,  and  which  is  already  taxed  where  located,  $10,412,851. 
There  remains  $225,778,145.     There  is  loaned  on  bond  and  morfc- 
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gage  $87,022,376.  The  real  estate  upon  which  these  loans  are 
placed  is  taxed  precisely  the  same  as  it  would  be  if  there  were  no 
incumbrance  upon  it.  Should  the  many  depositors  whose  aggregate 
earnings  make  up  this  loan  also  be  taxed  upon  it?  It  is  a  double 
taxation  and  wrong.  Whatever  equities  may  exist  between  mort- 
gagor and  mortgagee  as  to  who  shou|d  pay  the  tax,  the  fact  remains 
that  the  mortgagor  does  pay  the  tax,  and  human  ingenuity  cannot 
devise  a  reason  why  this  property  should  be  twice  taxed.  Deduct- 
ing this  sum,  there  remains  $138,155,769  t  at  belongs  to  depositors. 
Giving  to  each  of  these  953,707  depositors  the  $250  exemption 
which  the  law  accords  to  all  persons,  it  would  amount  to  $238,426,- 
750,  exceeding  by  more  than  $100,000,000  the  $138,155,769  which 
can  by  any  process  of  reasoning  be  brought  within  the  proper  range 
of  taxation. 

It  may  be  suggested  that  it  is  not  just  to  thus  average  the  deposits 
among  depositors;  that  while  many  are  very  small  others  are 
very  large,  and  thus  parties  having  much  more  than  $250  would 
escapeL  taxation.  How  many  farmers,  how  many  merchants,  men 
of  all  trades  and  professions,  whose  affairs  are  not  given  the  public- 
ity which  a  deposit  in  a  savings  bank  insures,  have  much  more  than 
$250  which  escapes  taxation  ! 

Our  journals  frequently  chronicle  transactions  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  instance:  In  January  last  Albany  city  bonds  bearing 
four  per  cent  interest  and  running  twenty  years,  sold  to  parties  in 
whose  hands  they  are  not  exempt  from  taxation  at  106J.^  This 
shows  that  the  purchasers  did  not  intend  to  and  will  not  pay  taxes 
upon  them.  If  the  State,  through  the  non-enforcement  of  its  laws 
or  otherwise,  permits  these  securities  in  private  hands  to  escape 
taxation,  ought  it  to  walk,  into  a  savings  bank  and  enforce  a  differ- 
ent rule? 

Other  personal  property  has  the  wide  latitude  of  seeking  any 
investment  it  chooses,  but  money  put  into  savings  banks  can  only 
be  invested  in-  bonds  and  mortgages,  obligations  of  the  United 
States,  of  certain  States,  and  of  the  counties,  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  this  State.  Ought  this  distinction  as  to  investment  to  be 
followed  by  a  practical  discrimination  against  these  institutions  as 
to  taxation  I 

It  oosts  a  bank  just  as  much  to  handle  a  deposit  of  one  dollar  as 
one  of  one  thousand  dollars,  while  the  profits  upon  the  latter  are 
much  greater  and  thus  the  earnings  of  the  larger  deposits  counter- 
poise the  smaller  and  bring  the  whole  up  to  a  profitable  average. 
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The  argument  tliat  savings  banks  in  other  States  pay  taxes  with- 
out impairing  their  prosperity,  and  therefore  taxation  of  these  banks 
in  this  State  would  be  attended  with  like  results  is  wholly  mislead- 
ing. Our  savings  bank  system  is  very  different  from  that  of  other 
States,  is  better  and  more  nearly  approximates  the  true  object  and 
aim  of  provident  institutions.  ^  We  have  seen  with  what  strictness 
investments  are  regulated  in  this  State,  and  our  banks  are  pro- 
hibited from  doing  any  part  of  the  business  of  a  discount  bank. 
The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Bank  Commissioners 
of  Connecticut,  submitted  in  January  last,  illustrates  the  injustice 
of  such  comparison : 

"Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  satisfactorily  reinvesting  matured- 
obligations  and  the  accumulations  of  undrawn  interest,  a  few  of  the 
savings  banks  have  to  some  extent  converted  themselves  into  banks 
of  discount,  and  carry  quite  a  line  of  foreign  commercial  paper.  It 
was  not  intended,  we  are  confident,  that  savings  banks  should  use 
their  funds  in  this  way,  but  there  is  no  statutory  provision  against 
it.  Loaning  out  of  the  State  upon  mortgage  security  is  against 
law,  but  the  statute  does  not  forbid  loans  upon  indorsed  notes,  with 
no  security  other  than  names,  and  where  both  principal  and  n 
dorser  are  not  and  never  were  residents  in  the  State,  and  such  paper 
is  held  by  several  of  the  savings  banks." 

jSew  England  places  but  slight  restriction  upon  investments  by 
her  savings  banks  either  as  to  the  nature  or  locality  of  the  invest- 
ment. 

In  the  southern  and  western  States,  these  institutions  are  recog- 
nized as  money-making  institutions,  are  permitted  to  be  organized 
with  a  capital  stock,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  taxed. 

It  lias  been  urged  as  a  reason  for  taxing  deposits  that  capitalists 
were  using  them  to  escape  taxation.  While  the  banks  were  still 
realizing  the  fruits  of  seven  per  cent  investments,  the  dividends 
they  were  able  to  pay  may  to  some  extent  have  attracted  capitalists. 
This  was  possible  only  while  the  country  was  in  a  transition  from 
wild  inflation  to  a  gold  basis.  That  argument  is  based  upon  an 
ephemeral  condition  of  business  and  should  not  obtain  in  deter- 
mining a  general  policy.  Investments  made  since  the  low  rates  of 
interest  have  prevailed  will  prevent  any  bank  from  paying  a  divi- 
dend greater  than  four  per  cent,  and  probably  will  compel  them  to 
reduce  their  dividends  to  three  and  one-half  and  possibly  three  per 
cent. 
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There  is  a  limit  beyond  which  single  deposits  should  not  escape 
taxation. 

The  United  States  government  has  drawn  the  line  at  $2,000  and 
imposes  an  annual  tax  of  one-half  per  cent  upon  the  excess  over 
that  sum  of  each  deposit  in  all  savings  banks.     The  Legislature  — 
see  chapter  847,  Laws  of  1878  — has  limited  the  aggregate  amount 
which  any  one  individual' may  have  to  his  credit,  to  $3,000.     I  am 
aware  that  a  former  Attorney-General  rendered  an  opinion   that 
this    section    applied    to    single  deposits.     The  section  makes  it 
unlawful  for  any  "  savings  bank,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  receive 
from  any    individual   a  deposit  or  deposits  in    excess   of    three 
thousand  dollars.''     This  language  means  something  or  it  means 
nothing.      If    it    means     any    thing,    it    limits    the    aggregate 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  any  one  individual  to  $3,000 ;  and  following 
the  rule,  and  construing  the  section  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  mani- 
fest intent  of  the  Legislature,  no  court  would  reach  a  different  con- 
clusion.    Section  28  of  the  General  Act  provides :    "  That  every 
such  coi*poration  shall  have  the  right  to  limit  the  aggregate  amount 
which  any  one  person  or  society  may  deposit,  to  such  sum  as  they 
may  deem  it  expedient  to  receive,  and  may,  in  their  discretion,  re- 
fuse to  receive  a  deposit,  and  may  also  at  any  time  return  all  or  any 
part  of  a  deposit."     Appreciating  the  difficulty  and  probable  in- 
justice of  regulating  definitely  and  in  detail,  by  fixed  law  the  man- 
agement of  deposits,  the  Legislature  reposed  in  savings  bank  trus- 
tees discretionary  power  over  this  subject.     This  discretion  ought 
to  be  exercised.     Trustees  should  not  receive  deposits  from  persons 
who  can  as  well  invest  their  money  as  the  bank,  and  when  deposits 
of  a  large  amount  are  offered  the  condition  of  the  depositor  should 
be  inquired  into.    Such  depositors  are  able,  as  a  rule,  to  invest  for 
themselves.  They  are  the  first  to  withdraw  -  their  funds  in  case  of 
stringency  in  the  money  market,  and  are  a  source  of  embarrassment 
rather  than  strength  to  a  bank. 

The  rate  of  dividends  should  be  so  graduated — lessening  the  per 
cent  on  large  deposits  —  as  to  present  no  inducement  to  capitalists. 
Let  trustees  so  regulate  deposits  as  to  confine  the  use  of  savings 
banks  to  the  class  of  persons  for  whose  benefit  they  were  created, 
and  they  will  thereby  give  effect  to  the  spirit  of  the  law,  strengthen 
their  institutions,  and  relieve  themselves  from  all  attempt  at 
taxation.

They  possess  a  growing  importance  in  the  monetary  system  of 
the  State  and  have  experienced  largely  the  prosperity  that  has  char- 
acterized banks  and  savings  banks  during  the  past  year.

They  are  all  organized  with  a  capital  stock,  eight  ranging  from 
$1,000,000  to  $2,000,000,  and  four  from  $100,000  to  $500,000,  by  spe- 
cial charters,analogous  in  their  general  provisions  but  varying  in  detail. 
They  have  the  general  powers  of  corporations,  possess  a  wide  lati- 
tude as  to  investments ;  may  receive  deposits,  but  when  doing  so 
are  required  to  deposit  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bank  De- 
partment a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  their  capital,  but  in  no  case 
to  be  less  than  $50,000,  as  a  guarantee  fund  for  protection  of  cred- 
itors and  depositors.  They  are  very  similar  in  their  powers  and  re. 
sponsibilities  to  the  savings  banks  of  the  south  and  west. 

A  commission  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1880  for  the 
purpose,  among  other  things,  of  rendering  the  powers  of  these  cor- 
porations uniform  by  a  general  act  and  furnishing  a  general  law 
under  which  such  corporations  may  be  formed.

In  compliance  with  a  resolation  passed  by  your  honorable  body  re- 
quiring the  supreme  court  reporter  and  the  State  Reporter  each  to 
make  return  and  report  copies  of  contracts  made  by  him  and  now  in 
existence  for  the  publication  of  the  reports,  **  :iud  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  moneys  received  jupon  account  of  the  publication  or  preparation 
thereof,  or  on  account  of  the  opinions  or  copies  thereof  under  his  con- 
trol," I,  the  undersigned,  the  State  Reporter,  do  hereby  respectfully

COXTRACT  FOR  THE  PUBLICATION  OF  THK  REPORTS  OF  THE  DECI- 
SIONS OF  THE  Court  of  Appeals,  for  Three  Years  from 
December  14,  1880. 

Whereas,  the  existing  contract  for  the  publication  of  the  reports  of 
the  decisions  of  the  court  of  appeals,  known  as  the  New  York  Ueports, 
expires  December  14,  1880,  save  as  to  volumes  then  partially  in  print; 

And  Wheueas,  it  is  provided  by  the  Code  of  Civil  rrocedu re  (section 
two  hundred  and  eleven),  that  a  contract  for  the  publication  of  said  re- 
ports for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
in  the  last  contract,  shall  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  by  the  State  Reporter,  Secretary  of  State  and  Comptroller, 
witii  the  jierson  or  persons  who  agree  to  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  80  many  copies  ol  each  volume  as  may  be  needed  by  him  to  ena- 
ble him  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  act,  and  who  also  agree 
to  publish  and  sell  the  said  reports  on  terms  the  most  advantageous  to 
the  ]>iiblic,  regard  being  had  to  the  proper  execution  of  the  work,  and 
at  a  price  not  exceeding  three  dollars  for  a  volume  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  pages;

NOTS.— Prior  to  September  lat,  all  summonses  in  summary  proceedinf^  were  issued  by 
and  made  returnable  before  the  justice .  They  were  not  proceedinffs  in  court.  The  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  which  went  into  effect  on  that  date  changed  the  practice  regarding 
them.  Since  that  daie  they  are  proceedings  in  court,  and  the  precepts  (summonses)  are 
Issued  by  the  clerk. 

Total  nnmber  of  actions  (inclnding  summary  proceedings)  for  1880^ 
7,082. 

Under  a  rale  adopted  aboat  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  by 
the  attorney  for  the  fire  department  (following  in  this  respect  the 
established  practice  of  the  health  department),  all  suits  instituted  by 
that  department  are  brought  in  this  court.  These  actions  are  not 
only  for  violations  of  the  fire  laws,  b^t  since  the  consolidation  of  the 
fire  and  building  departments,  include  those  brought  for  infractions  of 
the  building  laws  also.  These  latter  cases  were  formerly  brought  in 
the  supreme  and  other  courts  of  record  and  the  change  has  been  made 
because  the  district  court,  by  reason  of  its  simpler  system  of  procedure, 
affords  a  more  speedy,  convenient,  and  inexpensive  mode  of  enforcing 
the  laws.     The  court-house  of  this  district  is  centrally  located,  so  that 
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in  selecting  this  court,  as  the  one  in  which  to  prosecute  these  suits, 
the  convenience  of  citizens  of  all  parts  of  the  city  has  been  consulted. 
The  actions  instituted  in  this  court  by  the  fire  department,  as  the 
result  of  this  rule,  will  aggregate  2,200  per  year. 

The  prompt  determination  of  actions  commenced  by  the  health  and 
fire  departments,  involving  as  they  do  to  a  great  extent  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  city,  is  of  the  greatest  conse<}uence,  and  recognizing  their 
importance  every  facility  consistent  with  justice  is  afforded  the  officers 
of  these  departments*  for  the  prompt  prosecution  of  offenders. 

No  fees  are  collected  by  th^ clerk  in  "free  "  cases,  in  summary  pro- 
ceedings, nor  in  actions  commenced  in  behalf  of  the  corporation,  or 
any  city  department.  If  court  fees  had  been  charged  in  "  city  "  cases, 
at  the  rates  fixed  by  statute  for  actions  commenced  by  private  parties, 
the  additional  sum  of  $5,063.50  would  have  been  collected  by  the 
clerk. 

The  total  amount  for  which  judgments  were  entered  in  favor  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  government  in  this  court,  in  1880,  was 
$33,383.50. 

The  number  of  free  cases  prosecuted  in  this  court,  in  1880,  was  630. 
These  actions  are  brought  by  poor  persons  under  the  provisions  of  article 
3  of  title  2'of  chapter  5  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  entitled  "  Par- 
ties  prosecuting  and  defending  as  poor  persons."  IHie  plaintiffs  in 
these  cases  belong  to  a  worthy  and  respectable  class  of  our  population, 
being  for  the  most  part  mechanics,  clerks,  working  girls,  servants,  etc., 
who  are  unable  to  collect  their  earnings,  and  are  in  urgent  need  of  the 
moneys  due  them.  It  has  been  and  is  the  practice  of  this  court  to 
give  special  attention  to  these  suits,  with  the  view  to  obtaining  speedy 
redress  in  such  cases  as  warrant  it.  Certain  hours  of  the  day  are 
specially  set  apart  for  the  examination  of  these  complaints,  and  if  a 
cause  of  action  exists  the  petition,  affidavit,  certificate,  etc.,  which  the 
law  requires  in  each  case,  are  drawn  up  in  the  clerk's  office  without 
charge,  and  under  an  agreement  between  the  marshals  attached  to  the 
court,  no  fee  is  charged  for  the  service  of  process.  In  all  cases  of  this 
character  brought  to  trial,  counsel  is  assigned  to  conduct  the  prosecu- 
tion. The  number  of  complaints  examined,  and  in  which  aidvioe  is 
given,  would  reach  a  very  large  total. 

The  total  amount  involved  in  these  suits  last  year  was  $22,248.42. 
In  fully  seventy-five  per  cent  of  these  cases  the  amount  due  plaintiffs 
was  collected  without  cost  to  the  suitord.

Oentlemek — I  have  not  received  any  copy  or  official  notification  of 
your  resoiation  of  February  18,1881,  but  I  heivwith  send  for  your  infor- 
mation a  copy  of  the  existing  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  Supreme 
Court  reports,  which  is  substantially  the  same  in  form  as  my  previous 
contracts,  except  that  the  1600  item  below  mentioned  was  formerly 
paid  by  the  publishers  and  I  received  only  $1,900. —  Under  the  present 
contract,  I  receive  per  volume,  $2,600.  I  pay :  For  opinions,  express 
charges,  etc.,  say,  IGOO.  For  salary  of  clerk  devoted  entirely  to  this 
work,  per  volume,  $250.  For  assistance  in  the  work  of  reporting,  per 
volume,  $875.  Leaving  profit  on  volume,  $875.  Total  amount,  $2,()00. 

I  charge  for  opinions  only  what  I  pay  for  having  them  copied.  I 
do  not  prepare  or  furnish  any  cases  for  publication  except  in  my  own 
reports.  I  receive  no  money  for  services  connected,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, with  my  office,  except  the  $2,600,  above  mentioned. ' 

There  are  some  other  expenses  connected  with  the  work  for  tem- 
porary assistance  rendered  by  the  other  clerks  in  my  office  which  I 
cannot  very  well  estimate ,

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AGREEMENT. 


This  agreemont  made  this  twentieth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty,  bBtween  Marcus  T.  Hnn,  of  the  oity  of  Albany  and  State  of 
New  York,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Weare  0.  Little  and  Charles  W. 
Little,  composing  the  firm  of  W.  0.  Little  &  Co.,  parties  of  the  second 
part, 

WiTKESSKTH,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  while  he 
shall  act  as  reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court,  nnder  and  pursuant  to  an 
appointment  to  be  made  on  or  about  June  1,  1880,  that  he  will  pre- 
pare for  publication  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State 
of  New  York  (to  be  selected  by  said  Hun)  with  proper  head-notes, 
catch- words,  indices,  tables,  etc.  The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  have  all  matter  so  furnished  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  set  up  in 
type,  printed,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  as  follows : 

The  mannscnpt  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be 
set  up  in  galleys  and  returned  to  said  ilun  in  duplicate  within  &rty- 
eight  hours,  provided,  however,  that  the  printer  snail  not  be  required 
to  return  more  than  five  galleys  in  any  one  day. 

Where  said  Hun  shall  furnish  manuscript  constituting  more  than 
five  galleys  of  printed  matter  the  printer  shall  return  five  galleys  a 
day  (having  forty-eight  hours  within  which  to  return  the  first  five 
galleys)  each  ana  every  day  after  the  first  five  galleys  are  returned. 

On  the  return  of  the  corrected  galleys  to  the  printer  the  first  paging 
shall  be  furnished  to  said  Han  within  forty^eight  hours.  On  the  re- 
turn of  the  first  pacing  to  the  printer  the  second  paging  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  said  Hun  m  twenty-four  hours. 

The  last  and  all  preceding  pa^es  of  each  nuoiber  and  volume  shall 
be  stereotyped  and  printed  within  fortj-eight  hours  after  the  last  page 
is  retumela  in  second  paging  to  the  pnnter.  The  foregoing  provisions 
shall  apply  to  all  matter  furnished  to  the  printer  by  said  Hon  nnder 
this  contract  except  to  the  index  of  subject-matter,  which  shall  all  be 
furnished  to  said  Hun  in  galley  within  seventy-two  hours  after  the 
manuscript  has  been  furnished  to  the  printer,  the  paging  to.be  made 
up  and  returned  as  above  stated* 

In  case  of  fire  or  a  strike  of  the  employees  4d  the  printer  employed 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  if  it  i^all  be  impossible 
to  do  the  work  so  as  to  comply  with  this  contrapt,  said  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  immediately  take  steps  to  have  the  printing  done 
with  all  the  speed  in  his  power. 

The  numbers  and  volumes  are  to  be  bound  at  once  when  printed. 
The  printer  is  to  carry  in  type  up  to  an  amount  equal  to  one  hundred 
galleys. 
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Two  galley  proofs.  One  proof  or  revise  of  first  paging  and  three 
proofs  or  revises  of  second  paging  are  to  be  furnished  to  said  Hun. 
Said  Hun  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  postpone  the  times  above  mentioned  at 
M^hich  any  printing  is  to  be  done.  Also  to  make  corrections  in  the 
various  proofs  and  where  in  his  opinion  absolutely  essential,  in  the 
stereotyped  plates. 

The  above  provisions  as  to  the  prompt  execution  of  the  work,  return 
of  proofs,  printing,  etc.,  under  this  contract  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
of  the  essence  thereof. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  a^ees  to  print  the  matter  or  copy 
furnished  by  said  Hun  under  his  directions  in  pamphlet  numbers  con- 
taining the  opinions  written  at  one  or  more  terms  as  the  matter  may 
be  furnished  and  directed  by  said  Hun,  and  on  the  completion  of  suf- 
ficient of  said  numbers  to  make  a  volume  (or  if  an  entire  volume  be 
made  up  at  one  time)  to  bind  the  same  and  e^ch  volume  in  good  law 
sheep.  The  matter  or  copy  furnished  for  publication  under  this  con- 
tract in  each  year  shall  be  included  in  three  volumes.  The  paper, 
type,  manner  of  composition,  size,  printing,  binding  and  the  character 
of  the  execution  of  the  work  upon  the  book  in  general  and  detail 
shall  be  the  same  in  each  volume  of  reports  published  under  this  con- 
tract as  they  are  and  exist  in  a  volume  of  reports  known  and  indorsed 
**  Supreme  Court  reports,  New  York,  Hun '  ;  a  copy  of  which  book 
has  been  signed  in  duplicate  by  each  of  the  parties  hereto  and  is  at- 
tached to  and  made  part  of  this  contract. 

The  volumes  so  to  be  published  under  this  contract  shall  be  sold 
and  offered  for  sale  and  at  all  times  kept  on  Land  and  furnished  to  the 
public  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  at  a  convenient  store  in  the 
city  of  Albany  and  State  of  New  York,  and  to  any  one  asking  to  pur- 
chase the  same  at  a  price  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a 
volume,  and  the  same  shall  be  so  sold  in  numbers,  and  when  the  num- 
bers shall  be  completed  in  the  volumes  at  the  aforesaid  price  the  num- 
bers composing  any  volume  to  be  sold  as  issued,  and  all  the  numbers 
composing  any  volume  to  be  sold  for  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

All  the  expenses  preparatory  to  the  furnishing  of  the  copy  (or  matter 
to  be  printed)  to  the  printer  shall  be  borne  by  said  Hun;  all  other  and 
subsequent  expenses  shall  be  borne  by  the  party  of  the  second  part^  ^ ; 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  pay  to  said  Hun  on  de- 
livery of  the  last  proof  of  each  volume  to  the  printer  the  sum  of 
twenty-six  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  volume  for  which  said 
Hun  shall  furnish  the  matter  for  publication  under  this  contract,  and 
thereupon  the  copyright  in  and  to  said  matter  so  furnished  by  said 
Hun  shall  pass  from' him  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  all  re- 
newals  of  said  copyright  and  all  rights  thereto  shall  be  and  vest  in  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  cove- 
nants in  such  case  tnat  he  and  his  legal  repi*esentative8  will  at  all 
times,  at  the  expense  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  when  requested 
so  to  do,  execute  any  proper  papers  and  do  any  act  proper  to  vest  the 
copyright  of  said  volumes  and  all  renewals  thereof  and  the  legal  and 
equitable  title  thereto  in  the  party  of  the  second  part.  The  copyright 
in  said  numbers  and  volumes  and  the  title  and  right  thereto  shall  re- 
main in  said  party  of  the  first  part  until  the  said  sum  shall  be  paid, 
and  until  such  payment  said  pdrty  of  the  second  part  shidl  not  take 
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oat  the  copyright  thereto  or  publish  the  said  book  or  numbers  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  the  party  of  the  first  part. 

No  printer  shall  be  employed  who  conducts  his  business  outside  of 
the  city  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  except  with  the  written  assent  of  said  Hun. 
Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  furnish  to  said  Hun  six  of  each 
and  every  volume  of  reports  published  in  numbers  or  complete  volumes 
as  said  Hun  may  prefer,  and  in  case  they  are  furnished  in  numbers 
shall,  on  their  return  by  said  Hun,  furnish  him  with  bound  volumes  in 
place  thereof. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  and  send  im- 
mediately, when  ready  for  publication,  to  each  of  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  one  copy  of  each  volume 
in  numbers  or  a  bound  volume  as  such  justice  may  prefer,  and  if  the 
former,  to  bind  said  numbers  when  returned  and  send  the  bound 
volumes  to  the  justices  in  like  manner  as  the  six  copies  which  are  to 
be  furnished  to  said  Hun. 

The  parties  hereto  agree  that  as  it  is  impossible  to  determine  other- 
wise the  amount  of  damages  that  may  be  sustained  by  said  Hun  in 
case  of  a  violation  of  this  contract  by  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  the  following  sums  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
damages  which  said  Hun  shall  and  will  sustain  and  will  be  entitled  to 
recover  by  reason  of  a  breach  of  the  covenants  entered  into  on  the 
part  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  this  contract  and  hereinafter 
referred  to,  and  said  damages  are  hereby  by  agreement  liquidated  at 
such  sums,  and  such  sums  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  penalties,,  but  as 
liquidated  damages. 

If  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  not  keep  on  hand  and  for  sale 
the  numbers  and  volumes  as  above  provided  for,  or  shall  charge  there- 
for in  excess  of  the  price  above  mentioned,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  sell  the  same  at  said  price,  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to 
pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  said  Hun,  for  each  and  every 
failure  or  neglect  or  violation  of  this  contract  in  respect  thereto. 

If  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  to  deliver  the  several  proofs, 
or  to  print  or  bind  or  publish  the  said  numbers  or  volumes  at  the  times 
and  with  the  speed  above  mentioned,  or  to  deliver  said  numbers  or 
volumes  to  said  Hun  or  to  the  said  justices,  for  each  and  every  failure 
or  neglect  or  violation  of  this  contract  in  the  premises,  said  party  of 
the  second  part  agrees  to  pay  to  said  Hun«the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

If  said  pai'ty  of  the  second  part  shall  not  bind  the  volumes  and  num- 
bers in  the  manner  above  mentioned,  or  shall  use  inferior  or  different 
paper  from  that  above  provided  to  be  used,  or  shall  in  type,  manner  of 
composition  or  printing,  fail  to  comply  with  this  contract,  for  each  and 
every  failure,  neglect  or  violation  of  tnis  contract  in  the  premises,  and 
as  to  each  copy  of  any  volume  in  which  such  failure,  neglect  or  viola- 
tion shall  appear,  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the 
said  Hun  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.

It  is  proper  for  me  also  to  report  that  under  the  law  relative  to  sum- 
mary proceeding's,  or  '^disposftest  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
the  posieesion  of  lands,  or  for  holding  over  arier  expiration  of  term,'' 
no  fees  or  costs  whatever  are  charged  or  received  in  this  courts  the 
justice  thereof  holding  that  there  are  no  fees  or  costs  or  allowances  in 
this  class  of  proceedings  either  under  the  statute  or  under  the  Code, 
and  in  this  view  he  is  sustained  by  the  General  Term  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  in  the  case 
of  the  Nq,w  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  as  landlord,  against  Oly- 
cenia  Waldron,  tenant.  While  in  all  actions  brought  by  tlie  corpora- 
tion attorney,  in  the  name  of  the  mayor^  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  violation  of  corporation  orduianoes, 
under  the  statute,  the  summons  iire  issued  free  of  cost  and  the  amounts 
recovered  are  paid  directly  to  the  corporation  attorney  to  be  paid  by 
him  into  the  c\tj  treasury.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legislatv/re  of  the  State  of  New  York : 
In  accordaDce  with  law  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 

EEPOBT: 

During  the  eeasoD  of  1880,  the  field  work  of  the  survey  was  ex- 
tended over  different  sections  of  the  counties  of  Essex,  Warren,  Ham- 
ilton, Herkimer  and  Franklin. 

The  different  departments  of  work  were,  as  heretofore,  divided  into 
[1]  Triangulation,  [2]  Leveling,  f3J  Plane-Table  mapping,  [4]  River, 
Route  and  Lake  surveys,  [5]  Land-line  surveys  and  Magnetic  ob- 
servations, [6j  Meteorological  work,  including  (a)  Barometric  Hypsom- 
etry,  and  (b)  Rain-fall  and  Temperature  observations. 

The  object  and  the  utility  of  each*  class  of  work  have  been  so  clearly 
explained  in  former  reports  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  reiterate  the 
explanations.  We  are  now  only  astonished  that  the  State  should  have 
suffered  a  hundred  years  to  elapse  without  any  attempt —  until  the 
commencement  of  this  survey  — to  accurately  locate  the  public  lands, 
to  preserve  the  boundaries  and  land-lines,  and  to  procure,  by  careful 
surveys,  data  for  systematic  and  rational  assessments. 

It  is  extremely  satisfactory,  therefore,  to  lay  before  the  Legislature 
this  statement  of  successfully-accomplished  work  in  a  field  so  vast  and 
impoi'tant,  which  contains  the  greatest  forest  and  mineral  wealth  of 
the  State;  and  where  the  subject  of  land  titles  is  so  much  in  dispute, 
and  can  only  be  settled  authoritatively  by  the  action  of  the  S.tate. 

This  survey,  therefore,  as  an  official  work  settling  the  boundaries, 
and  monumenting  the  corners  of  the  ancient  townships — which,  for 
a  century,  have  only  been  marked  by  the  spots  made  with  axes  on  the 
trees,  now  crumbling  and  generally  gone — fulfills  one  of  the  most 
important  judicial  duties  which  the  people  are  entitled  to  expect  from 
the  State. 

But  this  is  not  all.  The  nicely-measured  distances  of  the  triangu- 
lation, and  the  exact  heights  afforded  by  the  leveling,  remain  as  a 
permanent  basis  for  future  engineering  work,  not  only  for  thq  practical 
man^  land-owner  or  factory  builder,  but  for  the  scientific  investigator, 
student  or  traveler. 
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Finally  the  great  topographical  maps^  showing  not  only  the  land- 
lines  and  political  divisions^  properly  placed^  but  the  lakes  and  rivers, 
peaks  and  mountain  chains,  roads  and  passes — with  grades  and  slopes 
and  character  of  ground,  will  furnish  a  reproduction  in  miniature  of 
the  entire  northern  district  of  the  State,  and  render  it  possible  for  any 
one  to  grasp  in  a  moment  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  country. 

With  such  maps,  the  rejection  of  taxes  —  caused  by  erroneous  as- 
sumed locations  of  county,  town  or  township  lines  —  now  a  constant 
occurrence  will  cease,  and  the  tax  and  assessment  offices  will  be  re- 
lieyed  of  a  vast  amount  of  unnecessary  and  vexatious  labor. 

Limited  Means. 

The  means  afforded  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  work  are 
exceedingly  limited,  necessitating  the  most  rigid  economy  in  every  de- 
partment in  order  to  accomplish  the  ends  in  view. 

While  earnestly  desiring  to  retrace  all  of  the  ancient  land-lines,  and 
to  make  special  surveys  of  all  highways  aud  streams,  the  inadequacy 
of  the  means  afforded  have  rendered  it  necessary  to  invent  new 
methods,  and  to  devise  special  plans  by  which  the  absolutely  neces- 
sary data  can  be  obtained. 

Plan  of  Survey. 

The  plan  of  the  survey  requires  that  the  measurements  be  made 
from  the  whole  to  the  part,  in  what  might  be  termed  a  converging 
series.  In  other  words,  it  is  considered  best  first  to  measure  the  great 
air-line  (horizontal)  distances,  subdividing  the  whole  region  into  a 
series  of  large  triangles  and  quadrilaterals,  carefully  computed  from 
the  initial  base  to  the  base  of  verification,  and  in  every  way  thoroughly 
checked  and  tested  before  being  used  as  ^the  basis  for  the  secondary 
and  tertiary  triangulation. 

Within  the  completed  triangulation  —  already  separated  into 
natural  divisions  by  the  great  valleys  which  lead  outward  and  down- 
ward from  the  centre  —  the  whole  region  is  systematically  laid  out,  in 
the  plan  of  survey,  into  a  series  of  sections  for  local  and  special  work. 

The  boundaries  adopted  for  these  sections  are  the  rivers,  which, 
radiating  almost  from  the  geographical  centre  of  the  region,  pour 
their  floods  north,  south,  east  and  west  out  into  the  settlements,  on 
the  one  side  by  the  Mohawk  and  the  Hudson  to  the  sea  and  on  the 
other  by  Lake  Ohamplain  and  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  more  northerly 
portions  of  the  Atlantic. 

These  radiating  rivers,  therefore  —  in  connection  with  the  roads  and 
trails  which  follow  them  upwards  to  their  sources  —  furnish  lines 
which,  prbperly  selected,  subdivide  the  old  local  surveys  into  the  nearly 
equal  sections  above  referred  to. 
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The  river  lines  are,  therefore^  selected  as  the  first  portion  of  the  local 
sarveys,  as  a  basis  for  the  local  and  special  land-line^  road,  river  and  lake 
surveys  made  or  to  be  made  in  the  sections  on  either  side ;  the  river  sur- 
vey lines  being  denominated  transit  Ihies  of  location,  and  being  run  and 
measured  with  all  possible  precision.  They  are  also  called  topographi- 
cal base-lines,  being  intended  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  plane-table 
mapping  by  affording  frequent  well-determined  stations  as  turning 
points  on  which  to  locate  and  orient  the  table  in  the  occasional  clear- 
ings and  lookouts  from  the  forest,  which,  densely  covering  the  greater 
portion  of  the  country,  renders  all  work  difficult. 

All  of  the  instrument  stations  on  these  transit  lines  of  location  or 
tojwgraphical  base-linss  Skve  marked  by  stones^  lettered  and  numbered 
so  as  to  be  easily  found  by  survey  parties,  each  river  survey  necessitat- 
ing the  location  of  several  hundred  of  these  monuments. 

These  stone  stations  thus  remain  as  points  of  reference  with  which 
at  any  time  a  road  survey,  or  land-line  survey,  can  be  connected  and 
located,  and  immediately  referred  to  its  proper  place  upon  the  maps. 

As  the  lines  are  advanced,  the  old  patent  lines  and  other  ancient 
lines  are  searched  for,  and,  where  intersected  by  the  river  survey  base- 
lines, are  joined  to  and  connected  therewith  by  careful  measurements^ 
and^  when  necessary,  represented  by  special  monuments. 

Within  the  limits,  between  these  river  surveys  or  transit  lines  of 
location,  such  special  surveys  of  topography  are  made  as  the  character 
of  the  ground  and  the  means  at  command  render  practicable ;  atten- 
tion being  given  to  make  the  work  complete  and  to  fully  connect  each 
piece  executed,  with  the  primary,  secondary  or  tertiary  lines,  so  as  to 
fasten  upon  and  secure  permanently  each  new  series  of  facts  as  they 
are  obtained.  Thus  the  detached  pieces  of  map  work  are  firmly  tied 
together  and  each  piece  in  the  mosaic  has  its  one  and  only  place  —  in 
miniature  as  in  reality  upon'  the  face  of  the  region  itself. 

To  furnish  an  accurate  basis  for  all  measurements  of  altitudes  or 
differences  of  level  the  precise  lines  of  spirit-levels  —  termed  Oeodetic 
Lievels  —  are  run,  while  all  the  details  of  topography  not  afforded  by 
the  river,  lake  and  land-liue  surveys  is  mapped  in  the  field  upon  the 
plane-table. 

Organization. 

The  personnel  of  the  survey  has  undergone  little  change  since  the 
close  of  last  season.  The  organization  of  the  departments  of  work  was 
as  follows  : 

Primary  Triangulatiofi,  Astronomical ,  Observations,  and  Plane- 
Table  Topography,  by  the  Superintendent  personally.

No  work  was  undertaken  in  the  other  divisions  during  the  season  of 
1880,  all  available  means  being  required  for  the  above  work. 

TRIANGULATION. 

The  field  work  of  triangulation  of  1880  was  resumed  in  June,  in  the 
tertiary  work,  and  the  primary  triangulation  with  the  large  theodolites 
in  July.  Prom  this  time  forward  the  field  work  of  the  season  was  car- 
ried on  continuously,  except  when  interrupted  by  storms  or  cloudy 
weather,  or  the  more  exasperating  delays  occasioned  by  forest  fires  and 
an  atmosphere  dense  with  smoke.  The  field  work  of  triangulation  was 
closed  the  first  of  December,  when  the  head-quarters  were  transferred 
from  the  tent  of  the  superintendent  on  the  snow-covered  summit  of 
Mt.  Bluebeard  or  Pharaoh,  to  the  survey  office  in  Albany. 

The  area  covered  by  triangulation  during  the  season  included  the 
southern  half  of  the  county  of  Essex,  the  northern  half  of  the  county 
of  Warren,  and  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  extending 
also  to  some  stations  in  the  jcounty  of  Pranklin. 

Commencing  along  the  front  of  triangulation,  which  extends  from 
Lake    Ohamplain  at  Grown  Point  to  Bald  Peak,  Bald  Mountain,  Mt. 

*  Preparatory  work. 
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Diz  and  Mt.  Marcy^  and  using  these  triangle  sides  as  new.  base-lines, 
the  measurements  were  extended  in  well-conditioned  triangles  south- 
ward and  westward. 

All  the  angles  in  the  several  triangles  and  quadrilaterals  were  observed 
(measured  and  read)  by  the  superintendent  personally.  In  the 
early  portion  of  the  season  the  records  were  entered  by  assistants, 
who^  writing  the  measurements  as  called  to  them  from  the  instrument, 
read  the  completed  entry  back  to  the  observer  before  the  instrument 
was  undamped  or  changed  in  position.  After  October,  the  time  of 
service  of  both  of  the  gentlemen  acting  as  recorders  having  expired, 
the  entries  of  angles  of  the  primary  triangulation  .were  made  by  the 
superintendent,  in  addition  to  his  other  labors  ;  the  force  at  head- 
quarters being  reduced  to  a  camp-guard,  consisting  of  guides  and  reg- 
ular employees  of  the  survey. 

The  more  important  primary  triangles  and  quadrilaterals  made 
during  the  season  were  as  follows : 

Commencing  with  the  triangle  side, 

Mt  Dix—BaU  Peak, 
the  triangle, 

Mt.  Dix  —  Mt,  Bluebeard — Bald  Peak, 

was  constructed,  being  exceedingly  well  conditioned  in  form  (as  shown 

in  Map  No.  1  —  Triangulation),  affording  the  side, 

Dix  —  Bluebeard, 

well  located  for  the  extension  of  the  measurements  westward.     Within 

this  triangle  are  two  important  subsidiary  triangles, 

Mt.  Dix  —  Bald  Mt—  Bald  Peak, 
and 

Mt.  Dix  — Bald  Mt. — Mt.  Bluebeard. 

On  the  triangle  side, 

Dix  —  Bluebeard, 

is  based  a  beautifully  equilateral  triangle, 

Mt.  Dix  —  Mt.  Van  de  Whacker  — Mt  Bluebeard. 
In  this  triangle  the  sides  are,  respectively,  nineteen,  twenty  and 
twenty-two  miles  in  length.  Within  it  are  the  important  stations  of 
Mt.  Macomb,  Mt.  Scarron  (on  Blue-ridge),  and  the  tertiary  signals  at 
£lk  lake,  etc.  It  forms  the  basis  of  location  of  three  sections  of  lines  of 
spirit-levels,  on  the  head- waters  of  the  Schroon  and  Boreas  rivers,  and 
the  north-eastern  comers  of  the  Totten  and  Orossfield  townships  and 
adjoining  tracts. 

On  the  triangle  side,  Dix —  Van  de  Whacker,  are  based  the  triangles, 
Mt  Vari\de  Whacker  —  Mt.  Mclntyre  —  Mt.  Dix, 
and 

Mt.  Van  de  Whacker  —  Mt  Sinondowanne —  Mt.  Dix, 

within  which  are  located  the  Upper  waters  of  the  Hudson  and  Opales- 
cent rivers,  including  LakeEl  Sanford,  Henderson,  Harkness,  Andrew 
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and  Perch  and  Trout  ponde,  etc.  Each  of  these  triangles,  with  addi- 
tional angles^  afford  other  triangles,  yielding  two  independent  values 
for  the  triangle  side> 

Sinondowanne  —  Mclntyre, 

on  which  the  determination  of  location  of  the  south-east  corner  of 
Franklin  county  and  the  great  MaComb's  purchase  depend. 

The  signal  station  on  Mt.  Marcy  lies  within  the  limits  of  these  two 
triangles,  together  with  a  number  of  subsidiary  stations,  such  as  North 
Biver  Mt.,  Echo  Hill  and  Lower  Works  (signal). 

On  the  triangle  side. 

Van  de  Whacker  —  iSinondowanfie, 

is  based  the  primary  triangle 

Mt.  Van  de  Whacker  —  Mt  Emmons  —  ML  Sinandowanne, 

within  which  are  the  stations  Netocomb  and  Mt  Goodfioe ;  the  latter 
being  used  in  connection  with  the  new  station  Round  Top  Mountain  near 
the  Chain  Lake,  in  order  to  determine  the  location  of  the  boundary  line 
between  the  counties  of  Hamilton  and  Essex.  Newcomb  Lake,  Bich 
Lake  and  Lake  Harris,  etc.,  are  within  the  limits  of  this  triangle, 
whose  sides  also  serve  in  the  determination  of  position  of  important 
township  corners  which  we  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  discover  and 
monument  during  the  past  season,  as  detailed  in  the  narrative  of  the 
Survey.

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The  western  front  of  this  quadrilateral  forms  the  base  on  which 
this  portion  of  the  triangulation  will  be  advanced  westward  to  the 
limits  of  the  Adirondack  region. 

Using  the  triangle  side 

Oore  Mountain — ML  Bluebeard y 
the  triangle 

Oore  Mountain — Black  Mountain — Mt,  Bluebeard 

is  computed.  This  is  a  well-conditioned  triangle  covering  an  area 
principally  southwal'd  of  the  WaiTen  county  line.  It  governs  the  lo- 
cation of  a  portion  of  the  survey  of  the  Upper  Hudson,  including  the 
southern  portion  of  Schroon  lake  and  the  Brant  lake  region.  Addi- 
tional signals  are  to  be  erected  within  this  area  for  the  location  of 
other  land  and  township  lines  in  connection  with  the  primary  stations. 
With  the  triangle  side 

Oore  Mountain  —  Black  Mountain, 
the  triangle 

Qore  Mountain  —  Prospect  Hill  —  Black  Mountain 

is  computed,  having  triangle  sides  which  on  the  west  afford  a  superb 
base  for  the  extension  of  the  triangulation  over  the  Sacondaga  and 
Kayaderoseras  ranges  of  the  Adirondacks,  and  on  the  east  a  side  in  a 
beautiful  (juadrilateral,  connecting —  for  the  first  time —  the  triangula- 
tion of  this  survey  with  the  great  Primary  triangles  of  the  U.  S.  Coast 
and  G-eodetic  Survey  from  the  Atlantic  seaboarl. 

Thus,  briefly  outlined,  the  work  of  my  triangulation  is  shown  to  ex- 
tend, including  the  work  of  the  preceding  years,  from  the  frontiers  of 
Canada  southward  for  over  one  hundred  miles,  affording  in  connection 
with  the  U.  S.  Surveys  a  system  of  triangles  from  the  waters  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  to  the  Atlantic. 

This  immense  work  has  been  effected  with  severe  labor  and  per- 
sistence in  the  face  of  untold  obstacles.  The  coldness  peculiar  to  lati- 
tude and-  high  altitudes,  combined,  has  made  the  barren  mountain 
tops,  which  have  been  occupied  as  stations,  doubly  bleak  and  in- 
hospitable, and  peculiarly  difficult  places  in  which  to  execute  the  pre- 
cise mathematical  measurements  which  physical  science  has  shown  to 
be  requisite  in  such  work,  determining  the  important  monuments 
which,  lasting  for  all  time,  become  the  great  land-marks  of  the 
future. 

An  area  of  about  two  thousand  square  miles  has  been  included 
within  the  lines  of  triangulation  in  this  section  during  the  past 
season.

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In  addition  to  these  stations,  several  signals  destroyed  by  lightning 
or  storm  had  to  be  rebuilt.  The  stations  occupied  at  the  relocated 
cor^er8  of  townships,  old  patent  and  other  land-lines  are  not  included 
in  the  above  list,  forming  no  portion  of  the  general  work  of  triangu- 
lation. 

In  the  north-western  division  also,  a  large  number  of  signal  stations 
were  constructed,  it  being  necessary  to  take  observations  to  them,  in 
preparation  for  the  work  of  the  coming  season,  in  the  counties  of 
Franklin  and  St  Lawrence. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  on  the  Salmon  river  base-lines,  a 
series  of  signals  were  also  constructed  along  the  line,  from  Malone 
southward  through  Franklin  county  via  Duane  to  Meacham  lake. 
These  tertiary  signals  serve  as  the  connecting  points  for  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Salmon  river  base-line  work,  and  local-land  lines  with  the 
primary  triangulation.  They  are  all  in  Franklin  county,  and  are 
denominated  as  follows : 

Low's  pinnacle,  Malone,  Franklin  county. 
Ringville  hill,  Franklin  county. 
Ayer's  signal  station,  Duane,  Franklin  county. 
Meacham  lake,  Franklin  county. 
Observations  were  taken  from  these  signals,   by  the  assistant  in 
charge  of  Salmon  river  lines  to  Owl's  Head  signal,  Franklin  county, 
Lyon  Mountain  signal,  Clinton  county,  and  the  DeBar  and  St.  Regis 
Mountain  signals  from  various  points  on    the   line.    The  primary 
triangulation,  locating  the  tertiary  signals  Low,  Ringville,  Ayer's  and 
Meacham,  will  be  measured  in  1881. 

Triangulation : 

Preparation  of  Statioks. 

Bat  few  of  the  new  Signal  Stations  are  located  on  those  elevated 
peaks  which  rise  above  the  timber  line  —  or  limit  at  which  the  dwarf 
evergreens  are  here  able  to  exist  —  the  greater  portion  of  the  work 
daring  1880  being  among  the  lofty  but  timber  covered  summits  south- 
ward from  the  high  peaks  of  Essex. 

The  peaks  on  which  signals  were  placed  this  season,  which  rise  above 
or  to  the  timber  line,  were  Mt.  Mclntyre,  Gothic  Mountain,  and  Nipple 
Top  ML,  all  in  Essex  county. 

At  all  the  other  stations  the  timber  covering  the  summits  of  the 
moau tains  and  obscuring  the  view  had  to  be  cleared  away  before  any 
work  conld  be  done.  At  some  of  the  stations  this  involved  great  labor 
and  considerable  expense,  but  by  hard  work  and  strict  economy,  the 
cost  of  work  was  kept  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations. 
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The  work  of  chopping  at  these  stations  was  done  by  experienced 
woodsmen,  and  to  a  great  extent  by  contract;  the  clearings,  in  snch  cases, 
being  made  at  a  fixed  price  per  acre,  governed  by  the  accessibility  of  the 
stations. 

In  execating  this  portion  of  the  work  it  was  necessary  for  the  pioneers 
or  choppers,  in  accordance  with  their  instrnctions,  to  make  their  way 
through  the  pathless  forest  of  the  wilderness  to  mountains  frequented 
only  by  the  deer,  the  bear  and  the  panther. 

The  thorough  woodsmen,  to  whom  this  portion  of  the  work  was 
intrusted,  faced  all  these  difficulties  undaunted,  and  amid  the  dense, 
dwarf  timber  of  those  frosty  peaks,  faithfully  performed  the  severe 
labor. 

Triangulation  : 

Construction  of  Signals. 

All  of  the  signals  were  built  of  heavy  timber,  and  on  the  mountain 
summits  are  securely  fastened  to  the  solid  rock  by  irons  firmly  leaded 
into  drill-holes  in  the  granite. 

The  large  primary  signals  are  pyramidical  in  form,  and  consist  of  a 
centre  pole  supported  vertically  over  the  station  centre  by  four  equi- 
distant heavy  timbers,  inclined  at  an  angle  of  about  sixty  degrees  with 
the  horizon,  the  irons  securing  the  signal  bein^:  fastened  to  the  feet  of 
these  posts,  the  centre  pole  being  firmly  spiked  and  braced  to  them. 

The  secondary  and  tertiary  signals  are  usually  tripods  of  timber, 
but  are  otherwise  similar  to  the  primary  signals. 

The  lowland  signals  are  neatly  built  of  planed  stnlT,  and  painted 
white. 

LEVELING. 

The  division  of  levels  has  continued  under  the  same  efficient  man- 
agement, the  work  designed  for  the  season  being  carried  forward  to 
completion  in  the  face  of  many  obstacles  by  the  assistant  in  charge. 

In  the  new  sections  covered  by  triangulation,  numerous  datums 
were  required  for  reference  points  in  the  vertical  work  to  various  sta- 
tions, within  the  limits  of  an  area  of  between  two  and  three  thousand 
square  miles  in  the  counties  of  Essex,  Warren  and  Hamilton. 

To  furnish  these  datums  or  reference  planes,  and  to  secure  accurate 
profiles  of  mountain  passes,  river  valleys,  and  precise  differences  of 
level  of  lakes  — and  all  the  data  requisite  as  a  foundation  for  contour- 
ing in  the  regular  topographical  work  —  it  was  decided  to  run  a  number 
of  lines  of  spirit-levels  through  such  central  sections  as  would  make 
the  most  advantageous  distribution  of  bench-marks  for  reference  in 
the  work  desired. 
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The  following  lines  were  decided  upon  : 

(1.)  A  connecting  line  between  the  suTYey  directrix  of  levels  at  West- 
port  on  Lake  Ghamplain  and  a  datnm  on  stone  near  the  lake  shore  at 
Ticonderoga. 

(2).  A  line  from  the  Lake  Ghamplain,  Ticonden)ga  datum  to  Lake 
George,  with  bench-marks.  [This  line,  by  water  level  of  the  lake, 
(which  has  of  course  no  tide)  to  give  water  datum  for  sketching  in  moun. 
tain  contours  as  far  south  as  Galdwell,  at  the  head  of  Lake  George.] 

(3.)  A  line  from  Ticonderoga  over  the  mountains  (through  the 
Graphite  Mining  district)  to  Long  pond  or  Hammond's  lake  and  Para- 
dox lake  to  the  Schroon  river. 

(4)  A  line  from  Paradox  lake  northward  up  the  Schroon  river  in 
view  of  the  Blue  Ridge  and  other  signal  stations  to  Schroon  Falls  and 
the  Branch  at  Roots. 

(5.)  A  line  from  Roots,  up  the  west  branch  of  the  Schroon  river,  to 
Fenton's,  and  thence  via  Johnson's  Clear  Pond  to  Elk  lake  in  view  of 
Mt.  Dix,  Mt  Macomb,  Nipple-top  and  other  important  stations. 

(6.)  A  line  from  Elk  lake  over  the  Boreas  Mountain  pass  to  the 
Ansable  river  above  the  Upper  lake. 

(7.)  A  line  up  the  Au  Sable  river  and  over  the  divide  to  the  head- 
waters of  the  Boreas  river  and  the  Boreas  lakes,  affording  profile  of 
divide. 

(8.)  A  line  from  the  Au  Sable  river  to  bench-mark  77  of  the 
original  line  to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Marcy,  forming  an  independent 
determination  from  the  Ticoiideropja  datura  of  the  height  of  Mt  Marcy 
above  the  Ticonderoga  directrix  by  Geodetic  spirit-levels,  checking  all 
the  results  OT  the  previous  lines. 

(9.)  A  line  westward  from  Lake  Tear-of -the- Clouds,  down  Feld- 
spar stream  to  the  Opalescent  river  and  Lake  Golden. 

(10.)  A  branch  line  to  Lake  Avalanch  and  the  base  of  Mt.  Golden 
at  the  foot' of  the  famous  trap  dyke. 

(11.)  A  line  from  Lake  Golden  via  Galamity  pond  and  stream  to  the 
Hadsou  river  at  the  Upper  works,  Adirondack  village,  and  Lake  San- 
ford. 

(12.)  A  line  from  Upper  works  via  Lake  Henderson  over  the  divide 
to  the  head  waters  of  Gold  river,  at  the  Preston  ponds. 
Resuming  at  Paradox  lake,  Section  3. 

(13,)  A  line  from  Paradox  lake  junction  on  the  Schroon  river,  to 

Schroon  lake,  Pottersville,  Loon   lake  and  Riverside  station,  on  the 

Adirondack    railroad ;    connecting   with,    testing    and    determining 

height  values  of  numerous  monuments  of  the  Hudson  River  Survey. 

(14.)   Aline  from  Riverside  station  to  Johnsburgh  (Weavertown), 

Warren  county,  to  check  the  line  of  levels  to  be  run  out  to  this  station 
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by  another  leveling,  partly  working  .from  the  north  and  west  sonth, 
eastward  to  Johnsburgh. 

If  practicable  it  was  also  deteimined  to  run 

(15.)  A  line  of  levels  from  the  bench-mark  of  1879,  at  Bine  Moan- 
tain  lake,  south-east  to  Bock  river.  Cedar  river  and  Indian  or  Jessnp's 
river,  and  eastern  line  of  the  county  of  Hamilton. 

(16.)  A  line  of  levels  from  the  Hamilton  county  line,  over  the 
mountains  eastward,  to  the  upper  Hudson  at  ''  North  River,"  or  Eld- 
ridge's,  and  the  terminus  of  the  Adirondack  railroad  at  North  Creek. 

(17.)  A  line  of  levels  from  North  Creek,  through  the  town  of 
Johnsburgh,  Warren  county,  to  Weavertown,  to  connect  with,  and 
check  the  line  [3,  13  and  14]  run  westward  from  Ticonderoga,  tna 
Schroon  lake  and  Riverside  to  this  station. 

(18.)  A  line  of  levels  from  Weavertown  to  Noble's  Corners,  in  the 
town  of  Johnsburgh,  Warren  county  (and  the  head  of  Mill  creek), 
terminating  in  a  special  line  to  the  summit  of  Crain's  Mountain,  to 
furnish  an  upper  datum  in  the  trigonometrical  leveling,  and  as  a 
check  and  test  station  of  levels. in  the  vertical  work. 

(19).  Reconnaissance  levels  in  the  Moose  river  and  Beiiver  river 
regions  to  determine  heights  of  Fulton  chain  lake,  in  connection 
with  Raquette  lake,  and  to  Twitchell  lake,  from  Beaver  river,  etc,  etc. 

All  of  the  above  work  was  successfully  accomplished  during  the 
season  of  1880,  by  two  parties  working  under  special  instructions. 

The  lines,  No.  15,  16,  17,  18  and  19,  were  run  by  assistant  Tweedy. 
The  reconnaissance  work  (line  19)  on  Beaver  river,  etc.,  was  done  with 
the  aid  of  an  inexperienced  rodsman,  but  is  sufficient  for  the  recon- 
naissance desired. 

All  of  the  geodetic  levels  from  No.  1  to  14,  inclusive,  were  run  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  assistant  in  charge  ai  division  of 
levels,  and  were  executed  with  great  care  and  accuracy. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  leveling  of  the  season  6f  1880, 
above  mentioned,  the  assistant  in  charge,  by  my  direction,  took  up 
and  completed  the  check  line  from  the  summit  of  Mt  Marcy,  down- 
wards to  the  directrix  at  Westport,  on  Lake  Champlain,  by  the  orig- 
inal line.  This  work  was  not  completed  until  the  first  week  in  De- 
cember, when  the  field  work  of  leveling  closed  for  the  season,  survey 
parties  having  been  constantly  in  the  field  from  June  until  that 
time. 

The  class  of  levels  thus  executed  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
assistant  in  charge  —  termed  geodetic-levels  —  are  of  superior  accuracy, 
not  only  the  altitudes  being  taken,  but  the  distances  between  every  sta- 
tion, and  the  horizontal  angles,  by  instruments  reading  to  minutes  of 
arc,  which  (in  connection  with  bearings)  furnish  a  complete  traverse 
of  the  line. 
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Not  only  are  the  horizontal  angles,  distances  and  bearings  of  the 
line  of  levels  thus  taken,  but  the  topography  is  carefully  observed  at 
every  station,  and  platted  with  sketching  pi*otractor  on  field  maps,  as 
the  work  progresses.  These  maps  are  on  sheets  14x17  inches  and  fur- 
nish all  the  details  of  ground,  trails,  streams,  roads,  lakes,  etc. — the 
hills   being  sketched  in  in  contour  as  the  work  progresses. 

Thus  the  Geodetic-levels,  as  run  on  this  survey,  furnish  complete 
route  maps,  and  are  in  every  way  preferable  to  the  ordinary  lines. 

Of  these  Route  maps  ninety-five  sheets  have  been  completed  during 
the  season  of  1880,  covering  all  the  lines  from  No.  1  to  19. 

The  number  of  stations  and  bench-marks  made  during  the  season 
are  as  follows:

The  instruments  used  in  leveling  were  superior  Y  levels  and  Ver- 
nier rods.  The  levels  were  carefully  adjusted  every  morning  before 
commencing  work.  The  rods  were  held  in  tripods  with  levels,  the 
apparatus  being  that  explained  and  figured  in  the  Seventh  Beport  on 
this  survey. 

The  reductions  of  the  observations  were  made  provisionally  in  the 
field  —  duplicate  books  being  kept,  one  by  the  rodsman  and  one  by  the 
leveler — but  the  final  reductions  and  comparison  and  tabulation  of 
results  of  first  and  second  check-lines  are  made  in  the  survey  office 
during  the  winter.  Wherever  any  differences  are  found  a  check  line 
is  run  and  all  error  eliminated. 

All  of  this  work  is  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  forwardness. 

PLANE-TABLE  TOPOGRAPHY.     . 

The  trigonometrical  stations  have  been  platted  as  rapidly  as  prac- 
ticable upon  the  plane-table  sheets,  and  the  topographical  work  kept 
up  with  the  triangulation  from  station  to  station. 

In  this  work  the  early  reconnaissance  triangulation  has  been  found 
of  great  use  in  intersecting  for  otherwise  undeterminable  points. 

Projections  for  new  plane-table  sheets  were  made  in  the  office  during 
the  winter ;  some  of  the  old  sheets  having  been  found  altered  in  loca- 
tion of  parallels  and  meridians,  owing  to  exposure  to  storm  —  the  fog 
of  clouds  and  the  dampness  of  camp  upon  mountain  tops. 

Great  care  was  used  in  preparing  the  new  sheets  to  secure  seasoned 
sheets  mounted  and  dried,  so  as  to  secure  the  permanence  of  the  lines 
of  coordinates,  and  the  true  convergoncy  of  the  meridians.  Notwith- 
Btanding  all  this  care,  however,  it  was  found  necessary  to  use  great 
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care  in  exposing  the  sheets  on  mountain  tops  daring  moderately  damp 
weather.  During  severe  storms  they  were  preserved  in  a  heavy  leather 
case,  and  despite  the  penetrating  vapor  of  the  clouds  entering  even 
into  the  tent  and  covering  all  things  with  moisture,  preserved  their 
form  most  satisfactorily. 

Six  of  these  projections  are  now  in  use.  An  area  of  upwards  of  five 
hundred  square  miles  was  filled  in  upon  these  sheets  during  the  past 
season. 

RIVER  SURVEYS. 

Two  important  sections  of  river  survey  or  topographical  hase-linc 
work  have  been  completed  during  the  season  of  1880. 

North-Eastern  Division, 

The  survey  of  the  Salmon  river  base-lines  in  the  county  of  Franklin 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Assistant  Averill,  and  was  carried  through  to 
completion  in  the  month  of  October. 

Oommencing  at  Malone,  Franklin  county,  this  line  was  extended 
southward,  the  base-line  being  carefully  measured  and  stations  set 
along  the  highway  following  the  valley  toward  the  St.  Regis  lakes. 

This  line,  passing  through  Whippleville,  Titusville  and  Duane, 
crosses  westward  to  Deer  river  (one  of  the  affluents  of  the  St  Regis) 
and  terminates  at  Meacham  lake. 

It  is  located  by  four  tertiary  signal  stations  erected  along  the  line  by 
the  survey  party,  these  tertiary  signals  depending  upon  the  stations 
Owl's  Head  mountain  (of  Malone),  Lyon  mountain,  DeBar  monntain, 
St.  Regis  mountain,  etc.,  the  primary  stations  of  this  portion  of  the 
triangulation. 

On  this  line,  termed  the  Salmon  river  line,  two  hundred  and  sixteen 
stone  stations  were  set  during  the  season.  At  each  one  of  these  sta- 
tions the  transit  was  placed,  and  horizontal  and  vertical  angles  taken, 
to  station  flags  rear  and  fore,  the  distance  being  carefully  chained  and 
checked  by  stadia  measurements.  Thus  not  only  the  horizontal  tra> 
verse  of  the  line  was  obtained,  but  by  the  system  of  carefully-taken 
vertical  angles  —  direct  and  reverse,  back  and  fore —  the  heights  of  the 
stations  were  obtained  (being  regularly  computed  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed), affording  the  altitude  data  for  the  topographer. 

The  topographer  was  thus  enabled  to  sketch  in  his  contours  imme- 
diately in  the  field,  and  the  map  work  being  kept  up  with  the  transit 
work,  has  afforded  excellent  results. 

The  number  of  topographical  field  maps  completed  on  this  division 
during  the  season  is  23. 

In  accordance  with  instructions,  observations  of  elongations  of  the

pole-star  {a  Ursa  Minoris)  were  made,  and  the  true  azimuths  of 
stations  from  one  another  determined  at  different  points  on  the  line. 
By  this  means  the  true  hearing  of  any  station  on  the  line  could  be  had 
as  the  work  progressed.  Magnetic  bearings  being  also  carefully  taken 
back  and  fore  from  every  station  show  very  interesting  results,  both  in 
regard  to  the  comparative  value  of  magnetic  bearings  and  in  the 
marked  variations  in  the  declination  alone  the  line. 

> 
Mid-Eastern  Division, 

In  the  mid-eastern  division  the  extension  of  the  survey  of  the  upper 
waters  of  the  Hudson  was  continued.  This  work  was  executed  by 
Assistant  Gallien  and  was  extended  northward  up  the  Hudson,  from 
the  limits  of  the  south-eastern  division  at  Eldridge's,  to  Newcomb, 
Essex  Co.,  where  it  was  connected  in  the  fall  with  the  signal  station, 
placed  for  the  purpose  of  locating  and  orienting  the  lake  and  river 
work  in  that  section. 

Commencing  at  station  No.  438  of  1879,  the  work  was  carried  up 
the  river,  locating  the  mouths  of  the  Boreas  river,  Indian  nver,  Cedar 
river  and  the  Goodnoe,  the  topographical  work  being  kept  up  as  the 
transit  line  was  run,  and  the  results  preserved  on  twenty  field  maps, 
which  show  all  the  irregularities  of  ground,  mountains,  ledges,  ravines, 
brooks,  rivers,  and  rapids. 

The  extreme  drought  and  consequent  dryness  which  so  groitly  hin- 
dered work  on  the  high  mountains,  was  of  great  service  to  this  survey 
party,  enabling  them  to  cross  the  river  on  some  of  the  rapids,  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  impossible,  while  the  lowered  waters  made 
it  possible  to  pass  many  otherwise  difficult  points. 

With  this  party,  as  with  the  triangulation,  all  supplies  and  provis- 
ions had  to  be  carried  forward  in  packs  or  knapsacks,  no  wagon  road 
extending  beyond  the  mouth  of  the  Boreas.  The  force  was  small,  yet 
every  man  freely  shouldered  his  heavy  knapsack,  nor  was  complaint 
made  of  the  exertions  required  of  the  party  ia^order  to  secure  success. 

LAND-LINE  SURVEYS. 

Special  land-line  surveys  were  made  by  my  directions  in  different 
townships,  in  order  to  retrace  ancient  lines  and  relocate  and  monu- 
ment important  corners. 

These  surveys  were  principally  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  great 
Totten  and  Crossfield  purchase.  The  local  surveyors  best  acquainted 
with  the  land-lines  in  that  section  were  employed  to  assist  in  this  work 
and  to  retrace  and  verify  such  lines  as  they  were  personally  acquainted 
with.     In  this  manner,  corners  of  ten  townships  (Nos.  16,  18,  26,  27, 
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30,  44.  45,  46  and  49)  have  been  rediscovered,  monumented  and  pre- 
cisely located  by  triangulation  during  1880. 

This  work  has  required  much  research  and  careful  measurement, 
and  its  completion  in  a  manner  equally  satisfactory  to  ancient  field 
notes,  to  local  surveyors  and  land-owners  is  gratifying. 

Magnetic  Obsbkvations. 

Observations  to  determine  the  declination  or  variation  of  the  mag- 
netic needle  have  been  taken  at  numerous  points  throughout  the  region 
during  the  season  of  1880.  The  extremes  observed,  as  far  as  reduced 
at  the  time  of  making  this  report  are — 

Least  variation, . .  .*.     9°  21'  west  near  Ticonderoga,  Essex  county. 
Greatest  variation,.   12°  25' west  near  Elizabeth  town,  Essex  county. 

Between  these  extremes,  various  results  were  obtained  at  different 
localities,  furnishing  accurate  data  for  retracing  the  ancient  lines. 

In  a  few  localities  the  declinations  observed  were  abnormal  and 
clearly  attributable  to  presence  of  magnetic  iron  ore. 

The  transit  lines  of  location  along  the  river  va\ley8,  from  the  known 
true  azimuth  of  every  line  and  complete  magnetic  bearings  taken,  afford 
an  interesting  study  in  this  connection  ;  the  comparison  of  the  true  and 
magnetic  bearings  giving  a  good  idea  of  the  location  of  the  isogonic 
lines  ti-aversing  this  region. 

BAROMETRIC  HYPSOMETRY. 

The  measurements  of  altitudes  on  this  survey  being  now  made 
almost  entirely  either  by  direct  measurement  by  level  and  rod,  or  by 
trigonometrical  leveling  based  on  datums  obtained  by  the  geodetic 
leveling,  render  barometric  observations  for  heights  merely  useful  in 
reconnaissance  and  preliminary  exploration. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  it  is  important  that  even  the  preliminary 
explorative  measurements  should  be  as  close  approximations  as  practi- 
cable, the  study  of  the  Corrections  requisite  to  the  improvement  of  bar- 
ometric measurement  has  been  maintained,  and  has  produced  inter- 
esting results. 

Field  experiments  of  the  season  of  1880  have  proved  that,  as  had 
been  heretofore  suspected,  the  true  air  temperature  at  either  mountain 
or  valley  stations  cannot  be  obtained  near  the  ground  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  barometer. 

The  air  near  the  ground  is  found  to  be  heated  above  the  due  mean 
temperature  by  radiation  from  the  earth.  While  this  does  not  affect 
the  barometric  observation  (which  is  corrected  by  the  reading  of  the 
attached  thermometer),  it  has  a  serious  influence  upon  the  computed 
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height  when  assumed  as  the  true  air  temperature  in  the  .temperature 
term  in  the  formula  for  computing  the  height. 

A  very  interesting  series  of  observations  have  been  made  in  search 
of  a  method  for  eliminating  this  difficulty.  It  is  hoped  that  they  will 
throw  much  light  upon  the  subject.  The  computations  will  be  based 
upon  the  Pottersville  referring  station,  and  on  the  United  States  Sig- 
nal Service  Stations  heretofore  used  as  lower  stations  in  these  investiga- 
tions. 

EAIN-PALL. 

The  study  of  the  rain-fall  of  the  region  has  been  continued  at  the 
more  important  localities,  and  a  new  station,  at  Edmund's  Ponds,  has 
been  established,  thought  to  be  the  highest  regular  rain-gauge  station 
so  far  made  in  the  State. 

The  stations  were  as  follows: 

Elevation. 

Edmund's  Ponds,  Essex  county ....    2,000  feet. 

Keene  Valley,           ''          " 1,063     '* 

Pottersville,               ''          "      883    " 

Plattsburgh,  Clinton  county 160    " 

The  results  obtained  are  extremely  interesting.  Starting  with  a  total 
rain-fall  of  10.50  inches  at  Plattsburgh,  we  find  at  Keene  Valley  32.12 
inches,  and  at  Edmund's  Ponds,  as  far  as  reported,  about  twice  the 
rain-fall  at  Keene  Valley;  being  respectively  in  the  proportion,  1:2:4. 

This  indicates  a  possible  increase  of  rain.fall  with  altitude  in  a 
geometrical  proportion,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  this  ratio  will  be 
constantly  maintained.  The  results  of  observations  at  these  stations 
during  the  next  three  years  will  be  looked  forward  to  with  interest. 

One  important  fact  is,  however,  evident.  The  Jaws  of  rain-fall  of 
this  region  are  very  similar  to  those  of  other  mountain  regions, 
having  approximately  a  similar  environment.  We  can  therefore  assume 
—  by -analogy — in  advance  of  the  perfected  knowledge  afforded  by  a 
long  series  of  rain-fall  observations,  that  the  whole  upland  area  of 
mountain  streams  and  lakes  actually  possess  a  rain-fall  vastly  in 
excess  of  what  the  same  area  of  low  lands  in  our  State  would  afford, 
and  that  the  reservoirs  for  water  supply  to  fill  future  aqueducts  con- 
veying the  cold,  pure  water  of  the  wilderness  to  our  cities,  can  depend 
upon  a  constant  supply  from  these  trout  streams  and  mountain  brooks. 

It  is  not  thought,  however,  that  these  streams  will  furnish  a  suffi- 
cient supply  to  keep  up  also  the  volume  of  our  tidal  rivers  for  pur- 
poses of  navigation  during  summer  droughts.  The  expense,  also,  of 
the  enormous  works  which  would  be  required  to  store  sufficient  water 
from  the  spring  floods  for  such  a  purpose   would  probably  ultimately 
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far  exceed  the  value  of  the  benefits  which  mighfc  be  derired  by  navi- 
gators. 

As  a  scarce  of  pare  water  for  our  cities,  or  for  the  moderate  needs 
of  oar  canals  and  mills,  the  Adirondack  streams  and  lakes  may  be 
safely  relied  upon  ;  bat  the  practicability  of  famishing  a  continuous 
flow  to  keep  up  the  volume  of  our  larger  rivers  in  summer  is  ques- 
tionable ;  while,  from  an  engineering  point  of  view,  it  seems  more 
practical  to  look  for  a  remedy  for  the  low  waters  of  summer  in  such 
streams  as  the  Hudson  in  the  more  simple  mechanical  resources  of  a 
channel  restricted  by  wing-dams,  or  even  to  temporary  river-locks 
with  permanent  piers,  to  which  the  gates  could  be  attached  when  re- 
quired in  summer. 

The  rain-fall  observations  at  the  stations  above  referred  to  will  be 
continued.  At  other  stations,  where  no  paid  observers  were  located, 
the  gauges  were  of  U.  S.  Signal  Service  iron  pattern,  and  have  gen- 
erally failed  to  furnish  records  after  setting  in  of  severe  weather, 
being  broken  by  freezing  of  the  contained  water  accidentally  left  in 
them. 

Interesting  observations  were  taken  at  Elizabethtown  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Livingstone,  but  here,  also,  the  gauge  was  destroyed  by  ice  in  the  fall.

EXPENDITURES. 


Cost  op  Work. 

To  publish  an  itemized  statement  of  all  expenditures  during  a 
season's  work  would  involve  great  and  unnecessary  expense^  inasmuch 
as  each  item  is  examined  and  audited  in  the  Comptroller's  ofSce, 
before  being  finally  allowed. 

It  has,  however,  been  thought  that  a  classified  statement,  showing 
the  cost  of  work  in  each  division,  might  be  interesting,  and  give  an 
idea  of  cost  of  work. 

It  is  difiicult  to  so  lay  out  work  in  a  rongh  wilderness  region  of 
mountains  and  lakes,  and  to  so  estimate  in  advance  all  probable  ex- 
penditures where  so  much  depends  upon  the  weather,  or  the  health  of 
men  or  accident — as  to  always  foresee  what  exact  cash  outlay  will  cover 
the  work  of  the  season. 

Estimates  have  to  be  made,  thought  over  and  studied,  and  re-esti- 
mated each  season,  before  a  particle  of  field  work  is  undertaken,  or 
the  results  would  be  disastrous.  The  work  once  laid  out  for  the 
season,  carries  with  it  always  certain  provisos  and  conditions,  which 
the  disbursing  ofiicer  must  carefully  watch  and  allow  for.  With  such 
constant  and  unremitting  care  alone,  can  the  work  of  a  single  season 
be  brought  to  a  Viccessful  conclusion. 

It  is  sometimes  —  indeed  it  is  constantly  a  painful  duty  to  adhere 
rigidly  to  these  rules,  in  the  face  of  earnest  applications  for  work  from 
hundreds  of  deserving  men,  offering  their  services  at  nominal  rates, 
while  vast  amounts  of  work  remain  to  be  done;  and  it  requires  a  rigid 
exercise  of  watchfulness  and  will  to  avoid  being  led  into  work,  which 
the  limited  means  of  the  survey  render  —  however  important  ami 
desirable  —  beyond  our  reach.

Interesting  Pacts. 

The  least  cost  of  chopping  timber  on  mountain  tops  in  preparation 
for  signal  stations   was  $7  per  acre. 

The  cost  of  construction  of  primary  signals  varied  in  accordance 
with  the  accessibility  of  the  mountain.  Where  the  mountains  were 
near  the  homes  of  the  signal   men,  solid  timber  signals  were  made  at 
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from  112  to  115;   at  inaccessible  points  some  cost  as  high  as  $25 
each. 

On  Jit.  Mclntyre  —  a  peak  rising  to  a  height  of  5,112  feet,  and  far 
above  timber-line,  much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  bringing  the 
timber  to  the  summit,  and  nearly  a  week's  time  was  here  consumed. 
Similar   difficulties    were    met    with   on    the    treeless    crest  of  the 

Gothic. 

Conclusion. 

The  present  report  has  been  made  as  brief  as  practicable.  The  field 
work  of  another  season  is  fast  approaching  and  time  is  required  in  which 
to  work  up  the  records  of  the  past  season.  It  is  proposed  to  collect 
the  results  of  work  in  two  volumes,  after  all  measurements  have 
been  compared  and  tested,  so  as  to  preserve  the  records  and  data  in 
permanent  form.  Pamphlets  are  ephemeral,  and  the  usefulness  of 
records  depends  in  great  part  on  their  completeness.  These  views 
have  governed  the  preparation  of  the  present  report. 

The  labor  of  conducting  a  survey  of  so  rugged  a  region  can  hardly 
be  understood  without  actual  experience.  The  life  is  semi-military, 
and  in  its  hardship  and  exposure,  at  times  more  severe.  Exposed  on  a 
rocky  peak  to  the  fierce  mountain  winds  we  have  this  season  while 
continuing  our  measurements  observed  snow-flakes  in  August  descend- 
.ing  from  the  chill  clouds  shadowing  Mt.  Dix.  We  have  passed  months 
in  the  heart  of  the  clouds,  and  have  seen  them  breathe  their  lightning 
out  around  us.  We  have  slept  the  precarious  sleep  which  the  storm- 
shaken  tent — whipped  to  and  fro  in  the  hurricane  high  up  on  the 
narrow  ledge  on  the  mountain  crest  —  allowed.  Then  storms  gave  place 
to  drought,  the  mosses,  ferns  and  lichens  dried  and  withered,  the  springs 
ran  dry,  and  the  deep  set  perennial  rills  and  trout  brooks  alone,  tra- 
versing the  deep  gorges  at  the  base  of  the  mountain,  continued  from 
their  invisible,  deep  seated  sources. 

Wearily  up  steep  mountain  slopes  and  ledges  the  guides  brought  for 
miles  the  precious  bucket-full  of  water;  and  now  somber  masses  of 
smoke  filled  the  air,  ominously  telling  of  vast  forest  fires  which 
disclosed  themselves  at  night  in  lurid  or  incandescent  lines  toward  the 
horizon.  Then  settled  in  the  snows  of  winter,  and  the  ice-hung  tent, 
warm  with  the  puffing,  red-hot  sheet  iron  stove,  became  our  home 
when  storm  prevented  work  at  signal  or  observatory;  and  here, 
while  guides  and  signalmen  compared  experiences,  and  told  of  hard- 
ships past,  and  of  panther,  bear  or  deer,  and  laughed  as  they  gathered  to 
the  dinner,  fresh  and  steaming  from  the  little  stove  —  the  courier 
arrives  with  letters,  a  month  old,  perhaps  (such  is  postal  management 
in  the  wilderness)  and  dispatched  are  read,  answers  hastily  written, 
orders  given,  checks  drawn  —  work  ordered  done  and  work  ordered 
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stopped.  Later  as  we  moved  to  lower  monntains — yet  still  in  the 
region  of  clonds  —  the  winter  settled  fiercely  in,  the  tent  at  morning 
glistened  throughout  with  brilliant  frost  crystals,  the  thermometer 
showed  a  temperature  far  below  zero  —  the  bare  hand  that  touched 
metal  now  would  freeze.  In  the  face  of  all  these  obstacles  the 
exact  mathematical  work  proceeded  till  the  last  angle  was  measured 
and  recorded,  and  then  —  and  not  till  then  —  the  frozen  tent  was  struck, 
the  knapsacks  were  packed,  and  the  party  marched  joyously  on  its  way 
down  the  snowy  mountains  and  ovei;  the  frozen  lakes,  out  to  the  settle- 
ments and  home. 

A  map  of  the  triangulation  of  1880  is  hereto  appended,  together 
with  the  revised  Manual  of  the  Survey  for  government  of  the  detached 
parties.

REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature: 

By  chapter  214,  Laws  of  1842,  as  amended  by  chapter  100  of  the 
Laws  of  1849,  and  chapter  424,  Laws  of  1870,  it  is  made  the  duty 
of  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State 
and  certain  other  officers  named,  "  in  the  month  of  December  in 
each  year  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  such  form  ^s  he 
shall  direct,  the  sex  and  native  country  of  every  pauper  who  shall 
have  been  relieved  or  supported  by  them  during  the  year  preceding 
the  day  on  which  such  report  shall  be  made,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  causes,  either  direct  or  indirect,  whicli  have  operated  to 
render  such  person  a  pauper  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained, 
together  with  such  other  items  of  information  in  respect  to  the 
character  and  condition  of  such  paupers  as  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  direct." 

The  information  thus  obtained  the  Secretary  of  State  is  required 
by  law  annually  to  report  to  the  Legislature. 

In  performance  of  the  duty  enjoined  upon  him  the  undersigned 
respectfully  submits  the  following  annual  report  upon  the  statistics 
of  pauperism,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1880,
